it isproposed* in the following Paiges, t^givc a narrative, Boincthiog in 
the stia[)C of aJcairnal,or u voyage to Pori Phillip, on the Routhcni 
coast of Australia, of a short iesidcr\pc at Melbourne, its capiUil, anil 
from thence by steamer to Van Diomeir$ I^iind. 

Wliatover he the cuiikcs under which parlies muy be iudt^ccd fur 
a longer or shorter pi^iod to voluDtarily tbulr country, they 

should with reference to so long a voyage look steadily about tlu'in, 
and takc^all luinginahlo prceimtjous to insure as many of the com¬ 
forts and cunvcniciices of life as can well be obtained on board of 
ship, which, without adopting Che desqriptiUR of one as given by Dr. 
Julijison, has inconveniences enough in all conscience. For this purpose, 
they should go personally ^f they propose to embark in London) to 
the various docks whose ships usually bike in their cargoes, and by a 
minute iuspoctiou asccruin all the conveniences and advanti^s which 
ships that arc about to sail at the time they arc desirous of embarking 
ofl'er. 1 thought it a great object to go iu one that had a cow and a 
doctor,'* which induced me to prefer one going to Port Phillip, instead 
of otio proceeding dia^t to lloWlon, iny ultimate destination. 'I'ca or 
CO flee without milk is to me rather nauseous; but tbo Doctor I fortu- 
luitcly had nut lUc least occasion for. 

1 xiiouUl strongly reAK>mnumd, if itbi' possible to attain it, that you 
hike a pusKuge in a vessel standing A 1. at Lloyd's,—or at least M 1., 
which, by the new regulations, is (\mtc os sound and goud,—of not less 
VOL.

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than 500tons register, not burthen, an error 1 unfortunately fell into; 
for it was not until uftcr I had in«ulc iny arrangements, anil x)aid for 
my passage, that I found out that the ■ », although she hud COO 

tons very fuUy and conspicuously paintc<l on her quarter, was in reality 
a vessel of little more than 400 tons register. This is a deception tliut 
ought not to liavc been practised, and wliich, in any future Act of Pur* 
limncnt for the regulation of passenger ships, should he obviated by 
making it imperative on the owners, brokers, or musters, to give only 
the registered tonnage, as in point of fact, the larger tno burthen iji 
proportion to the register, so much the worse for the unlucky passi iigcr, 
fur in so lengthened n voyage as that from London to Port Phillip it 
would probably add a fourth or a fifth to its onlinury duration. 

Tlie —~ had been originally built for ♦he West India trade, for 
which she is no doubt well qualified ; and subsequently had a poop 
placed upon her, to enable her to accommodate a greater 'Uimber of pas¬ 
sengers, but which certainly did not add to her sailing qualities. 

I laving found a ship which to your ** mind's eye" is something like 
whnt you Ijave been fancying, you should then seek an intto'vjcw with 
the coininanclcr, whom you sliould if {M^ssiblc have ascertained to be a 
sober, .steady man, and n thorough goo<l praeiicd seaman,—and us far as 
your judgment goes, satisfy yourself tliat he is a man with wlioni you 
arc likely to be on fair terms during the voyage. Most of tlic.se gentry 
have a high opinion of themselves, and ns they arc necessarily ariiicd 
with gr<at authority as regards the iinanngeiiient and control of their 
ships and crows, so ^cy arc sometimes apt to consider that that authority 
extends to their passengers; but some of them liavc found out to iheir 
cost that they have presumed too much upon such a power, and have 
been made sensible by the verdict of a Jury, that they have stretched 
their “brief authority*’ beyond-its legitimate bu.ving; and there nro 
ethers that T have heard of, who have found on their arrival in port, 
that an apology, like 'discretion, was the letter part of valour, and so 
have escaped the consequences that would otbonvisc havl^ cnsiKnl. 

It is quite likely that the passenger ittifllc will, before ]^*ng, take 
another direction. A plan is already in agitation, by winch the btcamvrs 
up the Red Sea shall touch at Aden on the coa.st of Arabia, aiul then, 
without going to Rom bay, stand on for Point do Gallo in Ceylon, and 
from thence to Calcutta. At Point de Galle, a vessel of about 700 tons, 
and adequate horse pow'cr, i.s to take passengers and parcels on to Swan 
River, South Aut^tralia, Port Phillip, Luuuccstfin, and Sydney, where 
those for New Zealand arc to get on as well as they can for the jjresent. 
Tliis would shorten tlic passage by half tlic time, and bo a great induce¬ 
ment for a number to go there who now do not think of it; and, no 
doubt, as is at present the case to America, we should have traveJlerf», 
with patterns and samples, as grei Jily taking that route, ns they now 
do through iho United Empire. And then for a pleasure trip, now 
that the old routes arc nearly exhausted, how delightful 1 London, 
Polkstone, Boulogne, Paris, MarseiUcs, Malta, Alex.andria, Cairo, 
across the Desert, with an occasional refreshment at some one of Wag* 
horn’s Hotels—Suez, the Red Sea, Aden, Point de Oalh*, Swan River,

[(' y<iu oau itu.how aflord it, he sure you take a passage in ihe 
ciuMy: nothing can be wor^ than the Kituation uf ** intennediato 
I»iisscngccs " on board of ship ; they pay about ItaJl' as nineJt for their 
|uts.s:ige as in the cxiddy, and have not one^iwcntieth of the comfin'ts ; 
am] when they add to their passugc*moncy the nmuuiit of what they 
have to purchuse for themselves, they cann(»t save much. You pay in 
the cuddy from :t*70 to £100, according to the amnnmoilution you 
rcijuire, for which sum you arc entitled to n very liberal and gcnlle- 
mardy treatment; ami, to insure which (for there are too ninny oxccji- 
lions), you should enter into a wrUlen agreement, eiiher widj the 
owners or brokers, if the passengers arc tho ship's, or with the maH(< c if 
the passengers arc con side ml hU penjuisiic. In my case, the master 
wns umiurslood to have i>aid a certain sum for the cabins and cuddy, 
taking the responsibility iqKin ImUHclf, which 1 think is best for the 
jiassengcrs, as if anytidng be found wrong during the voyage^ you have 
the proper party present to c'oinplain tu; and you cannot be tohl by 
the master, us has been known to be the case, that he has nothing to 
do with it—that the pa ^Kongers arc the ship's, and their only redress is 
by a c<jmp!aint to the brokers or owners, whom you have Ich behind in 
J'higland, or to their agent on your arrival nl your destined port, wliich 
is all “ iiUKinshine.*' My own opinion is, (bat the price you pay for 
yonr passage is, to a certain extent, like the price you pay for a bor»e, 
n ** warranty'' that you shall have a good >tiipply of provisions and 
adc([uatc accommodations; and if such slftmld not ho furnished to you, 
that you have a good cause for an action against the parties who ought 
to provide them. This ought tu be regulated by statute, and I hope at 
some time ur other to see it so. 

It is very dillicult to Jay down any general ruVs for your conduct on 
board, since it is liardly possible tu conecivo that, as to the sliip, ofliivrs, 
and passf^gers, any two cases can be exactly alike ; but it may gene- 
rrdly be saitl, that, having ascertained what you arc entitled to by 
right, it i«5 always desirable you sbuuld stop a little short of exacting 
it; that as you will necessarily see, particularly if it should be a fii>t 
voyage, many things which you do nut like, never, if you can liclp it, 
to notice them ; to he prompt and attentive to all such, regulations as 
may be made for the ^general convenience of tlie wliole; and never, 
under any circumstances, to be too fn*e or communicative with the 
master, as if upon any point you shuulil happen to difier with him, you 
woidd most likely find him obstinate suid prcjudictnl in favour of his 
c)wii upinious; and 1 believe it will be very generally found, lliat, 
except in the conduct and matuigement of their ships, their sphere of 
knowledge is very conGued; and, as in most other cases, eitlier ashore 
or afloat, in jiroportion to their ign<irancc, so is their adlicrencc to 
what perhaps they consider right. There arc )lonullr«^blc exceptions 
to tluH, and if you should be really fortunate enough to meet with one, 
afl I have sub8c<iuently done, act accordingly. U is very desirable, if 
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3^011 can do $o, tliat you should ascertain if the master be provided w ith 
good chronometers, smd all necessary nautical instruments, as many 
Mlips go to sea very ill-found in these ri'^pects. 

Out of the ten seamen in our ship, two were foreigners—dull and 
heavy, hut powerful fellows, who, when they had a turn at the wheel, 
were ircquently complained of. Foreigners ought not, when we arc ut 
peace, to be allowed on board our merchant ships on an outward voy¬ 
age, and only from a possible necessity on a homeward one. In time 
nf war yon cannot, perhaps, well avoid it, even in the navy; and 1 
remember above a hundred being disehurged from the Uuccit,” on her 
return from Bordeaux, after the battle of Toulouse, who were some of 
the best and steadiest men in the ship. They were principally Swedes 
and Norwegians—were, of course, paid the wages duo to them, given a 
smc^l gratuity, and sent home at (jovormnent expense. Whatever ifluy 
be said of others, there is nothing like your hravc IVilish sailor; 
in him, when properly trained, ore so happily combined activity, 
courage, and persevemneo under diflicultics. Unit it leaves nothing to 
be wished f<^r» When we look at the extent of our mcTcantilc murine, we 
can easily suppose that, in these times of pence, if twenty thousand 
foreign seamen arc employed, their places can and ought to be supplied 
by our ^*home growth." It could not be ottended, even at drst, with 
much inconvenience; and a small extension of the ** apprentice system" 
would soon remove all Ute dilHcultics, and provide an honest employ- 
ment for the almost innumerable number of line boys that onu regrets 
to see idling their time about London and other largo places. Above 
twenty years ago, I drew up a paper on the subject of impressmvut, in 
w hich it was strongly recommcNided that a larger number ol hoys should 
he entered for service in the " Royal Navy." I adoptt‘<l an idea /irat 
promulgoU'd by ** Old George Rose, the Tory," who was, in his time, 
of more real service to tlic Royal Navy and mcreantile marine than 
nuy other man I km w^of. A much greater number of boys are now 
employed than formerly ; but it is not at all carried otit to the useful 
extent it might be. Boys brought up in the navy make the smartest 
and most cfllcient Kiilors ; they arc early trained to habits of cleanliness 
and order, which iievt^r leave them, and you may always know .a " man- 
of-war's man " by the cut of liia jib. When the “ Pha*be " w as paid 
o(r after the war, about fifty of her .able seamen Lad entered her as 
hoys, principally from the Murine Society lu Bishopsgatc Street, which 
well deserves ail the support and encouragement it receives. 

The tin.e of einbarkution may be made entirely to depend on your 
own peculiar circumstances and eonvenieiiec; but not later than 
October is desirable, if it can bo so accomplisbcd ; by which course you 
have a fair chance of getting well through tlic Bay of Biscay—a coa- 
summalion most devoutly to be Wished. 

All otln^r matters having been arranged, after three or ftjiir ‘‘false 
starts," we got away from the London Docks towards the end of 
October, ISil, •and were no sooner fairly in the " Uiver," than we 
were taken by the nose by a stcum-tug, to be towed down to (Iravcs- 
cnd. This, os the wind was dead against us, was, as to our progress, 
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imlispcnsable, and enabled ua, with the tide, to arrive there in due 
time. 

Only six out of about thirty cuddy passengers embarked In London ; 
tiu* remaimlcr were to joiu at Plymouth, which, &s some of them were 
coming by steamer from Irehmd, •tlicrs from Wales, &c., was an 
arrangement inadc to suit their general i ivenienec. The wind and 
raiu mode it very uncomfortable on deck, tr* 1 soon left for the cuddy, 
wlicrc, At a jvroper time, 1 found an excellent dinner of soup, roast beef, 
and capital port and sherry. We were about six hours from the 
Docks to Gravesend, which, without steam, we could not, with a heavy 
ship, have possibly attempted. Next raorjiing, the wind still continuing 
from the eastward, an arrangement was nuidc that the sU^amcr should, 
if necessary, take us on to tlu^ Downs, where the pilot was to leave us, 
aiut we were to tim) our xvay to Plymouth as wrll us the wind and 
>vcather would let ns. 

We got under weigh from Giavcsend about noon: wind strong 
ngainst us, with continued rain and thick weather, which obliged us to 
bring up nt the Mouse Sand. The next morning it was thick to 
move; and when it cleared up, it blew so strong that the steamer conid 
not make head against it, so that we were fixed there for another 
clay. On its bcccmuiig more clear and moderate, the w'hole of us— 
about thirty sail of ships, banpies, brigs, and schooners—got away 
pretty tnuch together, and 1 soon had tbn sut I slue lion of seeing that wo 
were the worst hidler of the lot; but, as the 1 rishinau said of his horse 
“ Ib>l(n'rmn/' was it not fmo fun to see how we drove them before us ? 
All til esc that were a little ahead of us joou increased their distance, 
mid tlioso which were astern of us gave us the go-by, so that in a few 
hours not one of them was in sight. We successively passed Herne 
liuy, ]\Iargato, and the North Forclaml—brought up iu the Downs for 
a change of title—pa-sscil the South Foreland—in the morning w ere olF 
Dt^ver, where the tide again detained ns—h;wJ aV^*i>d view of the town, 
castio, Shnkspcare*s ClilT, &c. &c.; and occasionally, as it was a clear 
day, wc^*sa\v the French coast between Cal.iis and Bnnloguc. flic 
wind, although against us, w^os still mo<lerate, w'hicli enabled us to work 
down Channel; and as we had hod a verj' long spell of W. and S.W. 
wind, we wore in hopes it would come round fair for us. At night wo 
could not but admire the number and jiulivioiis position of the lights, 
which, the pilot assure^ us, in moderate weather enabled them to navi¬ 
gate the intricate cliannels t)trough the sands with as great safety as in 
the day-time. We made slow but stcaily ])rogress, passing successively 
Jicachy Head, which was not in fog*’—Brighton, Shoreham, Wor¬ 
thing, but at too groat a disbmee to see them—the Ower's Light—(as 
we Jiad no occasion, so we did not go into Portsmouth)—tin* oast end 
of the Isle of Wight, Bembridge, Dunnose, Steep Hill—St. Calhoriuc’s, 
where a most splendid lighthouse has been erected, principally, we un¬ 
derstood, through llic exertions of the late Captain Drew, F.K.S., an 
Hldcr Brother oi' the Trinity HoiiiUi, (who w,is recently drowned, with 
Ca|)tain Joukin Jones, U.N., whilst on an oflicial iusjK'ction of the light- 
Juniscs on Iho coast of Woles.') and which ha&alwavs been «o mudi 
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wanlcd. In tlio morning, wc saw ibe Berry Head; mui just bcdoie 
sunset, got aufo within the Breakwater in Plymouth Sound.—The lights 
ull round tlic coast have been iinich improved and extended with]]! the 
last few years. This I consider to have been very prlDcipaUy effected 
through Mr. flume, who, in nuking for a Committee of Inquiry Into 
tlic ** Lighthouses," made one of his liest and most effective business 
speeches. The information Umt was elicited by that Con)Tiuttec led to 
tfie changes, some of which linve been carried out, and ot'.icrs are uhout 
being so. The great saving of life consequent upon these iiuprove- 
monts has entitled Hume to a civic crown. 

The pilot boarded us off the Dolt Head, and informed us that Dtukes- 
Icy was found guilty, that M*Lcod was acquitted, that the Tower <jf 
London was burnt down on the Sunday after wo left, und that a most 
interesting event, die Queen’s expected accouche*had not yet 
taken place, although the London papers stated that it was hourly 
expected. 

We brought up about half-way between tlie Breakwater and Ply¬ 
mouth, wU*v*n our skipper,” who went by land, cninc off to us. Next 
moniing, some of our passengers who hart arrived came on board, arul 
we were busy all day gc^ltingoff stock, lujsgagr, Src., and hoped, as the 
wind was then (air, that we should get away next day. The soa was 
making a fair breach over the Brc.ikwater, but alt was calm within it; 
which showed the grc.at advantage that was contemplated by its con¬ 
struction. A frigate, which was to Utke Lord Ellen boro ugh to Irulij, 
and a man-of-war brig, were lying inside, but nearer to it tluui tvu were, 
and the stone vessels hud nodiHlcnUy, under Us shelter, in getting to the 
Breakwater and delivering their c.iq;oos, which tliey could ind have ven¬ 
tured out with but under its protection. The panorama of the Sound 
is very heuutifu) and interesting; the different heights, Drake’s Tslaud, 
and the view of the Khipping over tlie land, fully engagtKl our .ittoution, 
utirt the fleets of fish I iig-boats hml the appearance of a regatta. 

Sunday, 7th November, 1811.—After being detained three days in 
Plymouth Sound. taking in water, sheep, pigs, poultry and p<0>scngors, 
about tlirec o’clock we were rejoiced to see the master come on hoard, 
and to hear him give oitlors for the ship to he got under weigh. ']*lin 
wind light hut fair: we were ia»oii under s.ail; pa'^sed the Breakwater at 
the west end, where a lighthouse is now erecting, and which when com¬ 
pleted will he a great advantiurc at night to all vessels using that en¬ 
trance. At five o’clock, being well out, the pilot Icit us, by whom 1 
.sent my last letters, and bade a long adieu to Old England. Many 
reflections necessarily crowded on my mind; but as it would have been 
useless to brood over them, I did not allow thorn long to trouble me. 
We were just approaching the ‘ Eddy stone," that monument of tin* 
genius and perseverance of John Smeaton. F.very public library ouglit 
to p<jssusK a copy of Sineuton's publl?«1ic<l work, if it were only to reatl 
Ins account of the buihiiog of iJic “ Eddyslouo Lighthouse." It is 
public woiks like this which do honour to our coutitry, and which so 
iiifiuiiely repay, by tlieir iulvaiitA*{es to our niarim*, their c< st and 
charges. Such men us.Smeaton, BVindley, Watt, Aikwrigbl, Sleplien- 
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json, Telford, Hanks, and Brunei, by their talents and successful persever¬ 
ance, arc shIninlights by which the* rising generation of Civil Kngi' 
neers may clearly see their road to honours and iudcpcndenco. May 
tlicy never want successors who will be eijual to all the great occasions 
lhac may arise!—-As we were passing, they were lighting up; by ten 
o'clock we were out of sight, and the lights at the Lizard were then 
visible. 

8th November.—Fair wind all night; inadu dvo to six miles an 
hour. About five this momin<% wind changed to dead ngainst us; the 
Lizard in sight, ten mites oil*, with about twenty sail of brigs, schooners, 
See, After breakfast, luuBtercd the passengers, when we proved as fol¬ 
lows in the cuddy :~

9th November.—AViiid a little better; several sail in sight; Lizard 
a long way astorn; Scilly IsLands in dght, ten miles N.W. Opened 
one of my boxes; took out backgammon, chess, and cribbage board.s, 
and some cards—no other person on board had a pack: iound a large 
china dish which I much valued broken to pieces—made a present of 
it to Davy Tones. Only two ladies at breakfast; gvnU. getting fish- 
ing-IiiKM ready. At dinner, in honour of Lord Mayor's Day, and no 
<lou)>t with a (luiet conseiousness of the birth of the Prince of Wales 
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(tUe Dukq ol Cornwall now), wc Inul Ihrce boltlos of champagne, and 
rather more wine after dinner than is usual on board shiin After din¬ 
ner, too cold for deck—cards and vniiniis amusements in the cuddy. 

10th November.—Wind freshened all night, and fair; made seren 
nules an hour ou our direct course. No ship in sight, and " nobody 
with us at sCvY but ourselves.*’ Small party at breakfast. At noon, 
shoals of 2 )or|>oiscs ull round us; shot at several, hit one. Plenty of 
gulls and otlicr sea-birds.—The ladies, some of whom h^d been much 
troubled with the “ inal dc mcr,** were getting l>ctU*r, a)ul uppeaved at 
dinner, when most of us found that we had done too ninclk honour to 
“ Lord Mayor’s Day but as It is always coiiKidercd best not to let a 
groat excitement go off too suddenly, we forcctl down a little wine medi¬ 
cinally. We were otherwise very quiet and sentimental.—After tea, 
cards and chess. AU early to bed. 

llih November.—Wind too much .'^inst us, but steady: better 
show of ladies at breakfast. A goinl solar observation, and found by 
that, and by cotnpululion, that wo were 120 miU^ to the southward of 
IlruHi—say onc-thinl across the “ Hay of lliscuy, .di,” which at this lime 
of the year it is particularly desirable to got well and expeditiously 
through. 

l*2th November.—Fresh but foul wind all night; but lowanis morn¬ 
ing it became ahnost fair—the effect of which chopping round was n 
very unpicsmnt and broken sea. A Dor break hist, a small attack of 
qualms ; <piict; had for dinner only a biscuit and a small ([iiau- 
lity of bruiuly and sugar (not salt). JauUcs more or less ill ; hut us 
the wind was fair, and we were making rapid progress thrmigli the 
“ Pay,** we were all in good vpirits, which led to a long ami pKsisam. 
conversation. 

13th November.—Diew hanl hut fair all night; three or four heavy 
stjualls ; ship going seven to eight knots straight course. Uaiiibow jji 
the morning; 8uj>j'Osedj.to have made ICO miles siiuv ycslerd iy. 8cve- 
ral grampuses were seen about a mile off—too Tar for a shot at them. 
Capital progress all day—every one in grwid spirits. , 

Snmluy, Mth November.—Stiung and fair win<l all night. We arc 
now in the latitude of Oporto, and coiiscf|uently hope that vvu have 
bid adieu to the Day of Biscay. Chuin]>.'ignc at dinner—capital corned 
beef. Wind fair all day, and more moderate. 

ITilh and 10th.—Ladies getting better, and all at work, which really 
looks i)lcasajit aud cheerful. Weather rather too moderate, and fine. 
Jnit. U'), 47. nearly on a parallel with Lisbon, where in,any years before 
I had passed some very' pleasant months. 1 little thought ever to have 
been Ko iic.ii* it .again—ffioM u'importe. 

17th November.—Fine w< itlicr. Lat. 3.'3. Jl.; it begins to fcal 
hot; jNlarleira is about 300 niilus to windward ; thermometer, 70, 
Young ladies all at work; elder ones rather ipniT, aiul kept their rc- 
Kpective cabins. Not a ship of any »ort .seen all day, Flnye<l four 
rubbers of whists won fis.: no gambling—so much lliu belter. It was 
reported ibat a brig pusstsi us in the night within lot) yards—-does not 
fay nurcii for the look-mit. 
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18th November.—Ono of the gentlemen on bo?ird was taking out 
some pianofortcij on speculation to Melbourne, and b.aving confronted 
that one of them should be got up and place<l in the cabin, it was 
acconlingly done to-day, and fixed in a very gond situation. Moat of 
the ladies arc more or less musical, and we andci(>ate much pleasure 
and amusouicnt from it. *\Vind headed U' tucked, .and stood towanis 
Madeira, in great hopes of seeing it. Should have no objection to bo 
obliged to mii^hor there, and bike on board some of their splendid 
South-side wines, such ns my < Id friend John Archdeacon houghc for 
luo many years ago, and took with him to Persia in H.M.S, Lion, and 
kept for four years in India, in the course of which time they sailed 
from 70 to 8 u, 00 n miles. 

Iflth Novcnibcr.—.MiOUt six, wind fouled; getting hot oi\ deck. 
Ladihs all decidedly better. Lat. ^1:1. 47. i lung. 11. 12.; thermo- 
meter, 70. ; baroinclcr set lair. Awning over tlic poop—shade (piile 
plen^unt and ugrocublo. After dinner, rehearsing, music, am I songs; 
whist niiil chesH. Moon very splendid; on deck till eleven—our 
.smokers inneU later. » 

*2ih\i November, Saturday morning.—Holystoning the poop ; ninch 
eoinplained of by those wlio slept directly under it—hut as it was un¬ 
ci erst* >t>rl that this was one of the regulations whicli tended to the 
necessary cleanliness of the ship, of course it was to bo borne with. 
I.(It. d2. 21.; lung. 12. 25.; tJiennometcT, 72.; uind moderate but 
fur trom eleven Ijwt night—all sailn now jk*i, but making snuiU pro¬ 
gress, It luiJ> been detemihicd lluit we shall have next week “ a Orand 
MiKcellancous Vocal and [nstruinciital Concert,” and 1 liave been re- 
ipie.stcd to draw up a scheme. ^Ve this duelling had a short rehearsal, 
ami amongst other thJiig.s sang *'Auld hing-syuc,” when I added ex- 
MDporc i)k* following verse

which was well rcceivml, loudly applauded, and encored. Read niy 
piograiiiinc fur the concert, wdiieh as an outline was approved of. 
M iiid fair, but scaTit. I*lay<*d four rubbers of whist. blrange noise 
on deck; heard u llageolet and the scraping of a fiddle; soon f<»u]Kl 
that all the youngsters were dancing, which they kept up with gicot 
spirit till ten, the time when all fights .ire put out in tJie cabins. 

Sunday, 21st November.—Very strong muster at breakfast, when 
an intinuilioii was given that at “five bells*' (or half-past ten) the 
morning service would be read on the poop. Several of onr jjassengcr.s 
were Catholics, and it was <[uitc understood that only those would 
attend who pknisod to do so. The poop was hung round with flags, 
'file passengers mustered strong, and the sailors appeared eloati and 
deeciit, and al lop ether we made a very resjiodablc congregation. Our 
skipper rciul the jirayors, |»Sjdms for the day, &c. ^1Ty cireetivcly. 
Our < i-dov.int Loiulon attorney acUil ;w clerk, and as by fits nnd starts 
he, amongst his other qiialilieations, fancies hiin^If very religious, he 
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wa^ no doubt well satisfied with his performance. Wo had no sinp^fn^ 
or scnuo.i; a roijucst was made to one of the party to read one, but 
the cou^^ro^ation were disi>crsed to thoir several avocations before it 
could be arranged, 

A barque in siglit on our larboard quarter, standing on in the same 
course ns ourselves: she seemed to near us, Lat. 112. 5,; long. Iti, 4.; 
llicrmomcicr, 71*; barometer set fair; weather very fine and serene; 
wind all but fair, small breeze. 

A moat terrible mortality amongst our sheep. We took thirty-five 
on board nt Plymouth, which had becu ordered three or four weeks 
before, and were to luivc been dry-fed on oats and hay, us is usual; 
but this, I have no doubt, was nut don^'. More than twenty are dcrul 
and thrown overboard, and, with what we have eaten, we have only 
nine left. 

A sad acoidont happened yesterday to the Doctor s little daughter, 
.'ibout three years of age. The after skylight was off, when she fell 
through from the poop to the main deck—say from twelve to fourte^m 
feet. The wind-sail, which was luckily down, broke her fall, so that 
she very fortunately hurt herself but little, I thotight less sympathy 
was nhown than might have been, as she is a gt ni rul favouriLe, and 
particularly so of mine. She is much better to-day than could have 
been cxpt'ctcd, althougli she Is rather more bruised than wo thought for. 

We have now been .i fortnight on bemrd, and I think it may fairly be 
said that no similar miscelluncous collection of bipeds could ha^ c passed 
such a time more pleasantly or agreeably: hardly a wry word has l>i i*n 
heard, and if uttered, it has been iin?Mediately corrected ,'ind cxphiiiu d. 
If sotnc of the party had noV'bccn occasionally quite so iioixy, it would 
perl laps, to particuhir individuals, have been more agreeable. J have 
subjected myself to the rtprooff that my particular convmatioti was so 
loud that it hail iucrcased a lotly's headache. I could only olihr the 
excuse, that it \ihs V my nature;'* but, as a pn*vcntivc, I have care¬ 
fully abstained fr<»m conanuliig the involuntary ollcncc. A proper 
deference ought upon all occasions to be paid to others; O'ul when¬ 
ever, by u little self-control, we can add to the ploosures or c<»mforts of 
those with whom we arc necessarily in such close contuc^t, we are boiuicl 
to attend to it. 

22d November.—Early on deck. Saw'a schooner about ten miles 
to windward, standing on the same tack ns ourselves. When at Ply¬ 
mouth, the first mate and myself bought a ca.'de of the ‘‘real Devou- 
shiro sweet cyder,** which we had agreed to allow such others as chose 
to join us ill. To-duy we had a meeting of the Cyder (’ompany, and 
appointed a committee of three, who are to have it in charge, and supci- 
intend tlic bottling, &c. It turned out “ first chop,’* and wlien riju?, 
which it soon was, made a splendid drink, and most agreeable change 
from our usual beverages. 

The master wrote to his agenti at Plymouth al>out the sheep, to 
which many of us added our signatures, certifying the truth. The 
scoundrel diat shipped them ought to have been grilled .alive. It is 
only parties placed in such situations as we were by his mo.st deplorubJc 
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Of carelessness, that can properly appreciate our feelings on 
seeing the “fine fat wedilm” tlirown overboard every moruiug, when 
We hud no hope of renewing uur suppliui. 

The scboimet is nearing us, and we hope to speak her. J^at. 3l« 47*; 
long. 13. 52.; therm, iiO.x barom. set fair. A large covey of Mother Ca¬ 
rey’s chickens came dose to the ship ; th' * were fired at by several, 
but no one seemed to hit them. MissM. 11., the ymingest of the five 
sisters, offeree^ to hem the cravats I bought in Graccchurch Street: 
g:ive them to licr and two othcn» of her sisters for tliat purpose. Nei¬ 
ther of the five girts can murk, which the T.'s volunteered to do. 
Miss T», a very steady, pleasant girl, marked 37 and 3A; and Miss 
S. T., who has a most splendid complexion, and as fine eyes and teeth 
AS ever 1 saw, marked 3t) and 40. I shall be very chary of using vhese, 
' and h)ok upon them as a sort of keepsake, and mementos of some most 
agreeable young ladies, and whom, before 1 leave the part of the world 
to which ore destined, 1 hope to hear are well married and happily 
settled 11 lore. 

A moHt extraordinary rubber of whist—it lasted quite two hours. 
Anolhcr dance on the poop, which was kept up until eleven : the gfrU 
all (IcUghted, the gcntlcmcu polite and aUeutivc, which wiis not a little 
addc<l to by some chompr^^nc and other accompaniments. Splendid 
night; wind freahened—we were making about seven miles <an hour 
iTir»st of the night. 

23d Novcjnbcr.—Schooner out of sight—<lid not speak her. Weather 
delightful, and wind everything that we could wish it. IjUt, 30. 35.; 
long. 15.27.; thermometer, 71J ? barometer set fair. Wo now con¬ 
sider ourselves fairly iu Uie Trade winds,•ivhieh may last fur three or 
four weeks. 


J to-day drew up a statement as to Uie loss of the sheep and pigs, 
which xMr,*F. larded with n few legal phrases, and, by our protest and 
dcel.'iration, culling on the m.astcr to enter some ^ciully port to renew 
his live stock, so that, agreeably to uur engaguinentj;, >ve may have a 
proper siiQply of fresh provisions during the whole voyage. This is 
done on a good understanding with the uuisUt, and, >ic hope, decides 
on our j?l.op] ling for a few days at the (‘ai>e of GoimI Hope—to which 
we all cry ** isravo — The i.slaad of l^iton, one of the Canaries, in 
.sight, about seven or eight miles on our larboanl bow, nne! a brig beat¬ 
ing to windward. She passed close to us, when we hailed her, and 
found she was the Clflrcmout,** fi’om Madeira to Oporto, thence to 
Liimlon. Gave our number, which the master promised to report. She 
then stood aw'uy, and, with tim island still iu slight, formed with us 
a triangle which luwl a very pretty eflbet. 

All h oking out for land, which wo expected to m e before sunset, but 
were di'iappoiiitcd ; if visible, the master promised that the morning 
1)011 hlumld be rang at five t5 call us up. Cards, inuiie and singing iu 
tli<* cuddy, and a dance on the poop. 

2 lih November.—Up at five, and made the d—‘s own noise to 
rouse up the girU, who all sleep on the s.amc deck with me ; got them 
up by six. Saw the sun rise very iKuntifully, wliieli put me in mind 
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of tlie duct in ** Paul and Virginia; ” bat there was no appearance of 
landi At breakfast tlie master reported that the Isle of Palma was in 
sight; looked liard, but could not see it. Employed copying out my 
Journal^ as it was Loped that an opportunity would offer of sending to 
those to whom I knew it would be most acceptable. At noon reported 
high laud in sight; went on deck and saw the Isle of Palma, being due 
south about fifteen miles. Lat. 29. 10., long. IB., tbermometer 71. At 
two the master said he could see TenerifTe—I could no^. The island 
of Fcroc now appeared, twelve to fifteen miles oiF. At six wind fell 
olf; calm all night. Ship swung round twice, the sails flapping against 
the mast very cUsagrccably. 

S.'jth November.—Called up between six .and seven. The isles of 
Palma, Tcncrilfe, and Feroc, dl in sight The sun was rising beauti¬ 
fully. 13 y eight, 1 encriffe was hardly visible : by ni.:^, from tile in- 
creaMng haze, was out of sight. About the some time lost sight of 
I^croc. Lat. 27. 42, long. 18. 59. At two, wind on the quarter, and 
fresh ; making capital progress, with very little motion. Whist, music, 
%e., in tl^c cuddy, and dancing on the poop until eleven. The regula¬ 
tion that all lights uro to be out in the cabins by ton o'clock, must 
make it awkward for the girls undressing; b\(t they do not seem tu 
mind it. 

20th November.—As this was the evening appointed for the concert, 
Mr. L. and myself, as a proper preparation, made in the morning four 
splendid tureens of punch, which would allow it to get cool by the time 
it should be wanted. 1 fiiushcd my scheme for the concert, wliich was 
much approved, and was os follows

I hud au intinmtion conveyed to me, that it would he generally 
agreeable if 1, us one of the stewards, would invite Mr. and Mrs. IL, 
our intermcdiule passengers, who arc otusical, to the concert, which I 
h<ul gi’cat plctiKurc in coin plying with, and the invitation wuh accepted. 

* The eoncert commenced at the time appointed, and w*ent off capitally 
—everybody in tbc best humour, and disposed to contribute to the 
general harmony, lletwc^n the acts, supper and refreshment; and, to 
the astoniHliment of all, wc found that by the time the concert was over 
our ptindi was out. Fine moonlight night: and, by way of hnish, we 
had a dance on deck, which tve kept up until the small liours nad made 
some progress. 

Lot. 25. 2i,f long. 20. 10. In the twenty-four hours wo have made 
170 miles of onr direct course. 

27th Novcmher.—Holystoning tlie poop as usual, W'hich very much 
disctnnposcd those who slept under it, and who had been up so lato at 
concert and bull. Small show at breakfast—all very quiet. Felt a 
little bilious, which 1 attrihiUcd to the punch,—bettor that excuse than 
none at all. Wc arc n<iw within the tro|A^, and all most fervently 
hope that w'c shall get well ami speedily through them. Lat. 22. 52., 
long. 21. 25„ thermometer 71, barometer set fair. Although wc aro 
20 degrees to the south of London, and nearly on the parallel of the 
Iluvunnah, yet I find on the poop, under tlie a>^ing, that 1 cun bear 
my coal buttoned, which, of cuur^, arises from the time uf the year; 
had it hem^in the summer or autumn, wc should have been in a deli- 
cums fog. We made to-day 180 miles of our direct course. 

20lh Kovember.—Yesterday, church as usual, hlade 170 miles to¬ 
day. Lat. 17. 11., long. 22. 81., thennorocter 74, miles 178. The 
sailors aro busy ge tting up the cable and bending it, as wc expect to be 
at St. Jago in the courw' of the night. Head through Chainier’s Life 
of a Sailor,*’ at page l)f, a short account of St, J.igo. All intently 
Inukiug out for land. F^xpcct to sve Uie Isle de Sal. Ilrilliant 
moon. 

30th November.—On deck early. Very thick to leeward. Tlie 
master reported at breakfast (hat wc had pass6<l the Isle do Sal and 
UonaVisla in the night. At half-past nine l^Iayo in sight, six miles 
oil*. Expect to anchor at 8t. Jago before dinner. During tbc last 
three days lots of pwpoisos and flying fish all around us; shark- 
hooks ovcrboanl, well buiUnJ, but no go—not oven a '^glorious nibble.** 
About two, inn<lc the anchorage at Mayo, where wo found two Swedish 
and one English vessel, taking in salt, their only^exportable produce.

Capt. U, / 
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Sent the first mate to enter us on tlicir 1<^, then stood on for St. Jijgo ; 
hut fincli?!^ t^'atu'e could not make the anchorage before dark, wc stood 
oil* aii<l cm hctwei'n the islands nil night. 

1st December.—Up early. St. Jago in sight j and, on making out 
the Jand-niarks, stood along it, and had some most beautiful scenes ; of 
very considerably heightened to us from having, witli only occa- 
Mimal snatches, been now four weeks on Iward witli nothing but the 
'‘deep, deep sea” to look at. By nine, anchored in Porte Praya Roads, 
'riic bay makes a very fine i>anorama. Tlie master, and a party who 
were to make arrangements for spending a day on shore, landed, and 
returned about two, reporting that they had done what was necessary, 
w'hcn it was resolved that all those who wished it should go on sliorc 
nflcr dinner. At four, three boat^loads of us started (wc were about 
two miles off), and all got on shore safe, at a most ^j^sciilly landing* 
place; WG had then to descend a rocky hill, walk along a hot sandy 
beach, and then ascend a high, winding, and dillieult path, to got into 
the city, which wc found to be as miserable a place as can well be ima* 
gined. 't'hcrc were a few Portuguese, and all the rest negroes. Alt 
the soldiers that wc saw were black, and, by com|>arisou with what wc 
wore used to, very Indifferently equipped. Wc ascended on the opposite 
side, and got into some gardens, and saw plantains, oranges, lemons, 
bananas, cucoa*nuts, tamarinds, See. fire. The gardens were in the 
most wretched order. Wethen had (o ascend a long winding footpath 
to regain the city. The sun had now set, .and we all went to n sort of 
inn, kept by the man w hose son had served us ns a guide, and who, from 
his attending on English ships, could sputter a little ICnglish, where w'o 
obtained some necessary reireshtncnts after onr hot and fagging walk. 
Good port wine la. 6d. and very fair claret 3a. per bottle ; lemoiuade 
tid. a glass, which, as lemons cost litcTally nothing and sugar very 
ItUlc, was certainly an extravagant charge. About, seven wc set out 
to return, when, fro:.i a blunder about the b^at I was to go in, 1 did 
not get on board before nine. Jt was then announced that wc were to 
he up early next morning—breakfast at seven, start at oiglit*, so as to 
have a long day at a quinta*’ about four miles up the couniry, where 
every arrangement would be found to have been made for our pleasure, 
comfort, and enjoyment. The blacks here, men, women, and chil* 
(Iron, were a very fair sample. There were, apparently, a groat many 
more of them than could find employment; but those whom we saw 
at work, ^.uch as water-carriers, lavandcras, and others, did not 
seem to tliuch from it. A very fine mulatto boy mode up to me, and, 
in broken English, asked me to take him to England. I should Ii.ave 
liked to have taken him witli me, as he doubtless had some English 
blood in his veins, and he would iiavc made a capital addition to onr 
stcwiuxl’s establishment. If it were possible that some of the surplus 
block population of St. Jago could be transferred to Jamaic.a, or any 
other of our West India islands, it would be very advantageous to nil 
parties. 

2ud December.—Up at six, breakfasted at seven. All llic party, 
young and old, had piado up their minds to a long and jolly d.ay; but 
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ixH I had had enough of the city the evening before, where fever and 
ague were very prevalent, and as, when in Portugal, I had seen many 
hundreds of onmg» and lemon groves, I felt more disposed to stay 
quietlv on board than to trouble myself with the heat and fatigue of 
such an excursion. Off they set by eight, and 1 amused myself 
with watching Uicir progress to the shon., and then, with my glass, 
followed them on their horses, mules, and donkeys, along the sandy 
beach, up the into the city, which, from the bad and faulty nature 
of tlieir horsc-equipments, was a .vork of considcTahlc time and trouble. 
I then employed myself bringing up my Journal, and making a copy 
of it, as 1 was in great hopes of a chance of sending it to England, 
where I knew, withoxit reference to its merits, it was sure of a hearty 
reception. To those who have been similarly engaged, I need not say 
* what^ solace and satisfaction such an employment is sure to engendur; 
and, to ull those who arc about to undertake a long voyage, 1 say, 
keep a journal, a copy of which will be always welcome to friends at 
home—it will fill out and occupy your idle time, and subsequently 
amuse mnuy a listless lialf*honr. ^ 

We had some casks of'water floated off to replenish our stock, when 
I got some, which, although our ship-water is still good, was most de¬ 
licious ; I had some lemonade made with it, which I would rather have 
than either wine or brandy. 

Since our arrival, four Americans have come in—two barques, one 
hrig, and one schooner. We leanuxi that on board of one of them, 
Avhich did not come to an anchor, but stoo<l off and on, will), at first, 
rather a suspicious appearance, tltc master's nephew had, by a fall, 
broken his leg. Our surgeou very handsdincly oficred to go on [board 
and examine it; but from some cause or other the oiler was declined, 
and he was scut on shore to tlic American Consul. The ‘‘ Loudon," a 
ship from London to Sydney with emigmnta, which left Gravesend the 
same day we went in, \jas standing out of the »ads tljc morning we 
arrived, after being tlicro two days; by which it appoared that, bad 
pallor as ship is admitted to be, even by the master, wo had beat 
her two days from Plymouth. This was the last we saw of her. St. 
Jago is in lat. 14. and consequently, as to clhuatc, is capable of 
gwwing ull sorts of tropical productions; hut it is not very fertile, and 
this, added to the Hstlcssnesa of the Portuguese character, only enables 
them to pr<»ducc about enough for their own consumption. 

The ordiilla weed, wJTich is used for dyeing, grows here in its natu¬ 
ral state. It is a lloyal monopoly, and iu some years as much as is 
worth 500,000 dollars is sent to 1/isboii, from whence, like the best and 
most us(?ful from all other climes, it usually finds its way to Old Eng¬ 
land. We are suspected of a great longing for the islauds tliat lie 
along the coast of Africa :—we gunisoned Madeira during the late war 
to keep it in safety for our dear, ilcar friends the PorlugucRo; and we 
all historically n-member the attack on Tencriffc, where Nelson was 
repulsed und so badly wounded. I consider that from th<5 Azores down 
to the Cape dc Verds we arc much better without tlicm ; everything 
they have to sell that is worth buying finds way to England in 
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exchange for our mantifiu'turcs^ without tlie charge and expense of tlu ir 
civil and military governments. To be siirc» they would, if in our 
possession, be a very pretty Addition to the patronage of the Coioninl 
department," and offer very desirable sites fur the planting out of the 
oifshonls of our Aristocracy ; hut we have too many of these already— 
they rr<|uirc pnming rather than extending. 

In Tort Prayu Heads, where we arc now lying, during the American 
r< volutionary war, which unfortunately for us ended in establishing 
their independence. Commodore Johnstone, with a few mcn'*of-war and 
a Urge convoy of Kust indiaincn und tnmsports, put in for refroKh- 
merits, when the French admiral, Sntfrein, witli a sipmclron of Famch 
ships, made a most unwelcome appcanincc. The Frenchman, not huv* 
ing the fear of a neutral port and flag l>cforc bis eyesp and only looking 
to the posbihlo political advantages to be drawn from it, commenced an 
attack on the Commodore, which was resisted, and Johniiy Crapaud 
found it most convenient to retreat. 

Snflrcin wont on to the East Indies to command the French fleet, 
and in several welUfought actions with Sir Edward Iluglics, our com- 
inandcr on that station, showcil himself to be an officer of courage and 
n thorough seaman. He is the only instance of a French admirul, who 
had been engaged at least hair«a<*dozcn times with an English one, 
w'ho had had the good fortune to escape the civilities that arc so readily 
shown to those who, from adverse cia’umstances, make an oppcarancc 
on board a Dritish man-of*war. 

All busy in getting on board wlmt are called sheep, but which are as 
vile a compound of sheep and goat, in every variety of crossing, as can 
well be imagined. Some fr^sh beef that was sent off was so horrible in 
appearance, that we sent it on shore again. ^Ve got off two dozen tur¬ 
keys of u very splendid appearance (and which turned out most excellent 
fowls), fruit, &c., and some capital hsh, which were a great treat for 
dinner. We hod qiiuc u fair on board—lots of fruit of all suits, mou- 
kcy.s, parrots, hats, &c. &c., which they wouHl oitlier sell or exchange 
for clothes of any sort, and these they preferred to money. . Many un 
old jacket and trowsers W'hich had done good service, to thejr respective 
owners were bartered for pines, oranges, lemons, limes, cocoa-nuts, 
monkeys, &c. ; and some common pocket-handkerchiefs which had 
cost in England about threepence a-piece were each exchanged against 
a hundred oranges, which in money must have been paid for at the rate 
of two shillings the hundred. 1 would 8tro\igly recommend to any 
passe tigers whose sliip w*a.s likely to touch there, to be provided M'itli a 
few useless things, which they would find d great saving of their iiard 
cash ; and even a few for sale would not fail of finding purchasers at a 
capital profit, 

In the evening all the party retumc<l on board safe and sound, and, 
what is very unusual with such a number (*21), every one soemwl 
pleased with tlieir excursion. Plenty of falls froni the pordcs and 
donkies, but no one much hurt. Eating, drinking, dancing, and 
laughing at one another's mishapH, haJ been fpiite the order of the day; 
ami, as may then have been very well expected, we were early to bed.

Ah A mumber of the nrilish comuninity, living in the mulst of IhU 
region of HyKlcmntlc ilcsolnUun, And mas^iicrci I unnnot sit 

down juiticntly and IiMhi to tlic CHliimiiicti nncl misrcprcMiitatioim 
which aro »a irceiy Jevcilcd Against lUusc who have been driven to 
taho lip Arms in seU^chdcncc, for tlio protection of their lives and 
liln*viivs, tlieir hearth and Jioinc. I therefore pray your ^X-urdsliip'n 
culm and jiatient attention to the statements nlikli 1 Khali olfer 
s])(*et]ug tl;o character and conduct of (ho tyrant Itosas. 

i pray you liowever at (he oufNOt, my JamI, to ponder and calculate 
the evils Duroj>cun connnerce niuy anticipate, and uill have to undc'rgo, 
if (his blockade is to he quoted as a precedent liy every insolent pos- 
KcsHor of tnomcniary power in the«c distant regions, when your Lord- 
ship's days and mine, and those of the ruler against whom L write, are 
ninohorerl. What possihic argument can^ver bo advanced to embarrass 
(lie course of lintish policy, by the uou-reeognition of such n blockade 
as this ( What possible state of tilings can ever c.\ist that will admit of 
tracing (he sligJitest affinity between (hrcc or four cnixy merchantmen, 
conuuauded by one of her Majesty's subjeeU, and manned with people 
from ev^y nation, exci^>t tJic one from whence they profess to hail,— 
what pa^lioL can ever he drawn between such an armament and Uritisli 
Oak, manned by Hritish Hearts of Oak ? 

Uulil these ulFairs come fulty before the public, and come (hey must, 
even W(s >vlu> are spectators of the drama, should consider it premature 
to form poHitive concliLsIons. I may however be penult ted to state 
that upon which ninety-nine in a Jmiidred of her Majesty’s subjects 
resident here and in Buenos Ayres are agrewl. The conduct of ('om- 
niodorc Purvis appears to us intelligible j that of Mr. Mandevillc, 
unintelligible. The conduct of Commodore Purvis appears to us 
open, straightforward, and single-minded; that of Mr. Mundevillo, 
enigmatic, contradictory, and double-minded. The conduct of the 
man-of-war's man appears to us to be grounded upon his Admiralty 
instructions, for the due preservation of British lives and property ; 
that of the diplomatist, on a partial feeling towards, and an overween¬ 
ing faith in the greatness and stability of the power .to which he is 
accredited. 


In short, British residents, both in Buenos Ayres and Montevideo, 
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with a fow' ill significant exceptions, arc geneRilly persimdvil that the 
('oniino(Io]*c‘ has done hts beat to carry cnit both the political and coin- 
jnercial views of his giivcniincnt; Init we cannot, after what onr eyes 
have seen in ^Tr. jMandeville’s own handwriting, and aftci' what ouv 
ears have heard from his own tongiic, comprehend liow he is to stand 
Hci|ulttod of having deceived and misled hotli the Montevidean Oovern- 
tneiU and ourselves, and of liaviiig cruelly and dis1ionour:ibly subjected 
ns to losses, disappointments, and sulTeriiigs, the termination of which 
wo fear is still distant. Mr. MalhiUeu's report goes no >vay to dear 
np the mystery; on the contrary, it is encumbered with mystifying 
verbiage; aiuL from bcjpnning to end, is retloieiit of gross mis-state- 
meuls and abiurd false ctdonrings. Ilis letter would not have been 
more at variance w*ith facts, and better calculated to mislead the verier, 
]ind he told the naturalist that tbc province of Buenos Ayres abounds 
in timber, because to vessels that keep the western channel of the J'luto 
from Point Indio to the c«iplul, the otnbu presents its canopy of leaves 
to the seaman. 

We must tbercforc, for the present, dismiss the (|ucHtion of w*]io has 
been right and wdm wrong; or whether blame attaches to either. U 
maybe, that some paramount State necessity has led to the devious line 
of policy pursued by Mr. ^landcville, subsequent to his note of the KUh 
Dceeinhcr, (t may be, too, that to have cuvriod out the honour- 

able, the wise, and the Christian course, which that note dictated. 
W'ould have cndaiigored the harmony then and still existing bctw*cen 
the two powers whoso political union is now ruling the destiny of llie 
W'orld, to the end for whicli, we arc so ardently sighing —indv ring 
rEACR, 

If such danger existed—if the interest of iho millions at hoino do- 
jnaiidcd a saerificc from the hundreds «it a distance, it has been well 
done liy your Lord hip. Jf such iiccessily existed, (h)d lbrbi<i that 
we should R'pirjc or compiniti; rather let us he patient and content to 
exclailYi witli Cromwell, over the librndv corpse of Ins sovereign, lliough 
w'itli sonicwluit more honc.ily of feeling—*' Dreadful m cTssit^ I” 

Hut, aJtliougli 1 suspend the expression of an opinion upon tho niys- 
lerious and iacxplicivhle course of Mr. Mandeville's polilies, as regards 
tiio invasion of the Republic and the blockade of its eapila) f>y Rosas, 
his aecrediled resuienco os her .Majesty’s n^presontative with that ruler 
calls for Ollier language. I charge him with hovdng been, during that 
long pevnal—a j)eriod of more than nine vein's, the willing dupe of one 
c»f tliu most unpriueiplctl men that ever oblauicd ascend an ey over a 
weak confi<ling mind; and <is the sad result of tins, 1 charge him with 
ha\ing disuiipfujited the just exp< ‘stations of your Lordslnp and of your 
predecessors in olliec, by eontinually transmitting piirtiaI, unwise, and 
f!occj)tive loports of lliuas, his govcruineut and his jmlivy, I charge 
hfin with having bumhlcd Ivhuscdf to he the i»(avc of u party, and with 
having contaminated the Ixiiinur of his country by entwining that

sovoroi^^a, hy ciucrm^^ into |»rivalo uikI familiar sf>cii'ty with J( 
aflcrtliiit miscreant h:id come before the public as a uiidni^ht <as.sassln. 

Ilarsliaud vimlictive, or, If you plcase« * ‘nilcnt, as I may be thou^lit 
to write a^faiust Mr« M undo tile, I can honestly srty that it is done 
witii piiin and reluctance. Most happy shimld I be to leave him in 
the back-grotlnd, if my ci^c cti ild he made goo<l witliotit him; but liis 
cojuniissioii to the Ar;(eiitine liopuhiic is so inl^'rwoven willi llie career 
of Rosas, the lino of conduct adopted hy the otiu has invariably so 
influenced the prece<‘din''s of the other, that the represvaitativc of ihe 
lion and of the inajosly of IWtaiu must l>o hnmght before tlie court of 
)mblic opinion, ifwc arc to cuter into judgment upon the chararter of 
her South American ally* 

As ri'garils the dissensions and iuteHtine fvndK of the Itepuhlic, the 
(jueMtion between Don Fruetuoso Rivera and Don Manuel Orihe, and 
iheir iTHpecUve parUsans, the justice uf ilvMC proceedings uhicli h tl 
(ieiiiTal Oribe to vacate tin JVesidcntial ('liuir in aiuf the justice 
oi \m rcohiiiniug it in IHtf, as n'gards the nuTrts cjf tim unhaj>py 
question, I am silent. As a foreigner resident in tlic Kcpuhlie, both 
partial have equal claims upon ino to observe neutrality, and to abstain 
from all personal or profcnauial discu:4')iou.

Aiul arc not his forces foreign that 
arc now compelling the pc<iplc willj whom wc liavc made our nbo<lc, to 
fig)it a del’ensivc ivar for their very exiHtence ? What tliCTi do wc owe 
film hut cNecraHons on his hateful now dying before and around 
this city lo ilur ndn of our trade ? Pr:iy look at his logic too on the 
occasion: Wc are ruthless s:ivagcs ifwe give our sympathies to tin* 
government of tlic place in which we are iN'sidingyet, when Mr. 
^iandcvillc romonstnited with him lor threatening to cut the throats of 
the F.iiglish in Sue nos Ayres, who ciiU'rtaincd sentimch^s favourable to 
Commodore Purvis, whom he is pleased to call liis riieiuy, tho answer 
is, that they deserve all they arc threatened wilh, if (hey do not give 
tlkcir sympathy to the government und« r whost; authority they have 
placed thciAselves. 

'Upon the general statistical advantages (o Moglaiul of ])eaeo in these 
conn;vies, I have no intention or wish to enlarge.

Silence and imIiflWeiice by the monthly packet give 
us the unvarying answei^—** You are loo lUMgiiineant for our notice.** 

To preach, thcrch *e, any more about tbe great estuary of the Plata, 
its mighty tributaries, and the large portion of^the habilable globe to 
which they open a field for the industry mid enterprise of her J^lnjestv’s 
commercial subjects, would he vain. Ho who persists in treating the 
subject prospectively, will still continue tn talk where tliert? are no 
listeners. *l’he voice of the Soiitliern charmer may iu)t be heard, charju 
lie never so wisely. 

Let us then consider things as they arc, and not as a long vista of 
futurity may present them to onr imagiinilions. , One only rliargci that 
ndniiu oi a moment’s consideration is brought by Rosas against Rivera 
and this (iovernmeut, for the desolating and relentless war he is carrying 
on .against them—a war that admits of no mediation, nnd that Is only 
to end with tlic total cxtinclior of his enemies—a W'or which Mr. 
Maudcvillc, nearly two years ago, denounced in the name of his Sove¬ 
reign, as devoid of all national pretext or justification. The cliargc 
U, that the declaration of war came from this side of the River. Al)so- 
lutely for four of five years the opponents of this Goveniment have been 
rin;;ing the elumgcs upon thh lad; and the whole grounil upon which 
lliey juHtiiy the war is, lhat lihcra dve/ffrtvi war ayainsl liosas / 

Need 1 remind youi» Lordship of (he position hi which Constitutional 
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Mn^'Jand was placed in 1702; when Franro went mad, and gave up 
her laws, her rcligioiii and her sacred hones to the blondy despotism of 
some score ufas^'^ssins ? Vrecisely parallel arc the cases of England at 
thiit Imur, and of Montevideo when she declared war ag^iiust ^Hho 
Djreelory** of Hucnos Ayres. 

'J'lie struggles of Constitutional Engluu.. on that memorable occasiou, 
to avoid war with tho insane despota who h<dd the unshipped rudder 
of the Slate in anarchical Prance, have, after tiic lapse of half a century, 
been rc-cnacted in the Southcia hemisphere by this ItepubHc, and pre> 
clscly with the same results: in both cases war was uUkc unavuidubic. 
Tile fact of the Hcpublic having taken nruis upon real or alleged 
grievances against tho Constitutional Prcsidoul, and of having com* 
j^olh'd him to vacate the Presidential Chair, militates in no degree 
ag.«inst the parallel I would estubUsh. England never dUpnUrd the 
riglit of France to revolutionise herself; on the contrary, for two years 
she contested with the other Powers of Europe the justice and sacred« 
nosH of that right, maintaining her neutrality with all parties, and her 
^lioi^ter w'lth the National Awk iiibly, till the clos<* of the year 171)2; 
it was only when the dictaUirial rulm of France claimed the right and 
avowed the intention of revoluiioiiising their neighbours, that Knghiud 
sai<I, ** Keep within your own bounds;*' ** Ifitliorto shall thou come, but 
no farther'’—and war commenceth 

It nuittiTs little by which i»irty the fwinal declaration of it is first 
pronounced ; the breach of the peace must surely be diargeuldo on him 
wluHo words and actions arc so notoriously hostile to his neighbour, 
that to endure is fraught with greater danger than to resist. Such was 
tlic position in which the Uovernmout ul^ Montevideo was placed by 
llosas before they declared war against him. lie had ojienly denounced 
llieni as a rebel faction, which had iiMirped the reins of frnvonimmt in 
ihnir <j\vn country ; and ilia I, too, after all other natious Uad acknow¬ 
ledged them as the legitimate aulhority of the Sljte. 1 Jk ? the TorriirisU 
of France with their noahbours, ho had shown hiinsrlf I'ctonniiiod to 
iiitrodiuic lus principles of government iuUi this con^'rllutTonal la7ul. 
And, my T.onl, I cannoi Indter explain the correctnc«s of tho parallel

ISlonrcvi<l«'an OovcTument, bat all dispassbjnatc heholders uf pa&sing 
events in (he River had arrival, a cniviclimi to uliich each

Sfontcvitloo ilix's not extend her prcfcusirPiH to the point expressed 
l>y England in tilt* (lonnncntwo have qnoUtli she has no desire to 
itiiorfvrc with the internal ulFairs of her nnquict and uggressivc neigh h 
hour; she asks, she lights for ps ace, but it is for jicace on those coii- 
ditiouH, to^obtKin which Kngldnd during twenty-live years of yonr 
Lordship's existence devoted her 8ons anti her treasures to tlio balUu 
with an unsparing hand; :»lic* hopes for peace nnacconipanieil witli 
that tcnuAc govern in Cl it and fluwc unholy pniieiplcs w'hicli have ren- 
di'red desolate even the dreary solitudes of liticjios Ayres, ihis, for 
which England paid so nobly, and in so doing seeiirctl to bewclf (iio 
gratitude of unhorn nnlions, your Lordship an<l your colleagues can 
give us hy the laliKiiKinic htroko of a pea. Once ng.iin rcpejit ilio 
words “ Tiiii WAK wPM* cv: as :,** and it will cease; tlic gasping tiger,

1 entreat, I implore her Majesty’s Ciovernment to give the subject 
that immediate consideration its sacred imporfancu demaiKk. ^Vilh 
what reason aod M]hui what grounds I put fortli this earnest prayer, 
let us now proceed to show\ 

We need not attempt to tnicc the roads hy which ilosas aiiivcd at 
supreme power in the Aigcnduc Ue|mbHc; this is a problem that lias 
been, and will conlinuc to Ik.*, u matter for disputation, not only as it 
n*garth the rise of military tyrants, but as it touches the rapid advance 
•'fall ambitious men in society. lie may have acooniplhhcd it hv Ihc* 
exertion of strong natural talent, wliich few who know anything of his 
career will question that he possesses; or it may have been elfccted, as 
lih enemies assert, by a judicious admixture of fraud, cunning, and 
violence. His suhsequout coiuluct has been more llum Nudicieiitly 
I inged with these quaUticK, to warrant the conchisjun that they were 
the means most congenial to him in Jus onrly progress. 

Ilowcvoi this bo, he belonged to the party that possessed the phy¬ 
sical power of the rouJitry; they were the principal land-owners, and 
'pitninst their robust strength the more educated jrut of (he community 
who resided in, and winxsu interests were principally eon fined to the 
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City, wore never nWc t<i show front. This has uniformly been the 
case with nil the changes and revolutions tlmt liave afflicted the new 
Stales of South America, and it fonns a very important feature in the 
conlfst now pending before the fortifications of Montevideo. The 
nnns of ilosas ate here employed in favour of the city party against 
that of the country; the Govermnent nov holding the city against ht^ 
forces, are in reality tliat same party which in his own lieinihlic 
claimed the right of dictating to the lawyers and merchants of the 
capital, and plaoorl the stall'of power in his hands. 

Jiosas unquestionably liglongcd to tho most infiiicntial party, while 
the regular troop.s of Buenos Ayres were employed on the fronlirrs of 
Jlr;wil. He appears to have exercised groat authoriiy as a Colonel 
coiimianding the militia forces nt home. In this position we find him 
at ^some thirty-three or thirty-four years of age in when tlio 

military murder of l)oiTCg<J, the legal governor, ]>aved the way fur him 
to ^akc that prominent place on tlicshigc which he has since continued 
to occupy with such (Irtadfiil celebrity. In 1830 ho took the rank of 
nri;radier-fluiioriil, and was duly elected (Joveniot of the Province, iu 
uiiich eharaetor he became the representative of the United Provinces 
wiih ul] foreign powers. Here, then, com men ctw the political career of 
General Uosns, wJio from that day to tho present has nuiintaincd full 
and iincoutrollvil authority over the Aigentino nation. It is t^uc, that 
during tile three f»r four earlier years of this ]jeri«(l ea))rleo or erooked 
)io]iey led him to make way for Generats Viamont, and ilalcorco, and 
hoctop Jiaxa, severally, to occupy the chair of stale; but these freaks 
wore merely the antics of n cat and her kittens playing with a mouse 
prostrate on llie floor before she beats <^' the kittens, and gives her 
feeble prey the coup dc grace; this did not take place till April 183d, 
when the passive ropresontatives of the nation were compelled to 
dcelure that all laws and rights had ceased among them, save his will 
and pleasure. 

That Mr., now Sir Woodbine Parish, shoukl^havo relirod from the 
Itivcr lyate willi prepossessions in favour of Rosas and of ihe prinei- 
plorf of government he professed need not cause surprise; f do not 
hold with the writer* who has animaflvorted so severely on his want

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of penetration In not clearly reading the character and views of a man 
whoso suosequent crimes have attached to his name a catalogue of 
epithets that must stamp it through time witli undying infamy. In 
the diplomatic days of Sir W. Parish, Rosas had only displayed those 
qualities which were to be desired in the chief magistrate of a rising 
l{o])iiblic ; the principal of these were firuin<.*ss and decision ; qualities 
sr) needful to rule a people who had just emerged from colonial dc« 
pi ndencci and in tlic cllort bud allowed the car of liberty to ovcrruti 
iuolf and hang upon the precipice of Anarchy. If Rosas in 1831 
thought, as 1 have IHtIa doubt he did, that the Treaty of Commerce 
and Navigation ma<lc between tlio Argentine Republic and Creat 
llritalu by his predecessors in power, w;u the greatest curse that could 
have befall on his country, he took good care to conceal his sciitiiiicnts 
from Sir W. Parish. lie Imd then suilicient polic) while he declared 
his admiration of the institutions ot Great Rrituin to do nothing that 
should belie his wonts. He was then sufficiently artful to desire that 
she should send her surplus population to occupy his vast unpeopkMl 
plains, niul, to use his own nnvaried phraseology at the present hour, 
lie expressed un earnest wish to draw closer the boidsufamitifcx.- 
inthig hrUceen the tm Goternmenis.'^ It is uot fair the re fore to almst! 
the l)iplumatiats of those days for not discovering his profound and 
syxremctic but masked hatred of civil life, and of those civil iustitu- 
linns which were gradimlly introducing themselves from Kuropc, and 
taking mot iu the land hegovemc^l. At all events, then he hud done no¬ 
thing that openly and clearly faUilied his professions. Not only Ciovorn- 
luont agents, but the great majority of nrirish residents both at Monte¬ 
video and Jiuenos Ayres, w^ru then ready to give him credit for being 
their friend and the Iriend of his own country. A large proportion of 
the liritisb population (hnl now hear his name with disgust and horror 
wciT then dispose! to ihink well of him; and (hough ho Inal for some 
time previous awakened meirs suspicions, it was only in 1835, when 
h(* openly unveiled li ini self and comptdied his tfembling eountrjmeu to 
surrender tlndr laws, their relijpon, tiudr fortunes, their IhniilJoH, and 
their lives into his hands; it was only when he declared that, betwoeu 
InsZ^Ldeeris will und his own there must be no appeal; ami that ilio 
lienpic must receive the last a-s the voice of (he first, however eonlrary 
it might bo to all that natuits ro.ison, and revelation bad taught llieiu, 
that the halt) with w'hich success had clothed him began to dissipate, 
uiifl I rudgncrs in South America discovered how •fearfully the palriotisui 
of (h ueral Rosas had centred in self. 

Who that knew Ruonos Ayres before lii.s day of absolutism, and 
lias witnessed the desolation that has be fallen her during (he last 
eight years,—who that has been there and marked (he extent to which 
his husbandry has torn up the g^iod grain and sow*n the tares, would 
hesitate to exclaim ** An enemy has done tUi»" ? And by an enemy it 
has been done. Rut matters of fact will best serve to exemplify it. 

The two publications referred to in a prcvioiw mdc exhibit the re¬ 
trograde course of his Government in statistical mutters, among which 
may especially be noticed the enormous oiid progresrive iiicrem.e in the 
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imports of munttions of war for the last ten years, and iho cijimlly 
rapid decrease in articles which are brought into demand by tlie refine¬ 
ments and anuyniti's of civilised life. So far we may consider him no 
friend to the commercial nations of Europe*, liad he not confirmed this 
opinion by voxadously restrictive ordinances. What we have to do 
witli, however, in this article, bean not uj n the general statistics of 
the Government. It is blood — blood wa'^tonly shed by an irre¬ 
sponsible chief nmgistrate — it is assassinations pcq)ctraU*<l yet dis¬ 
owned by him to the must awfu* extent, and accompanied with horrors 
and unspeakable cruelties, rendering him a scaudal to Christendom and 
a dishonour to all civilised nations holding with him diplomatic re¬ 
lations. These arc the charges against General llosus. 

The ** Tablas de Sangre*'* cxhihitctl in the work of Senor Indurtc, 

* charge Gem rul llosus with an expenditure of human life to the extent of 
22,0(30 souU, and with having rc*duced to want, mul having driven to si*<'k 
m asylnm in distant lands, upwards of 30,000 more. A long rcBideuco 
ill lluuuoK Ayres and Montevideo, entitles uio to express iny s<»lomn 
bdiefilmt these statements are not overcharged. Mr. Mallalieu tells us 
in his puiiiphlct, that the ehiel of a turbulent people must not T>t saddled 
with ail the excesses eemmilUHi hy his satellites, under the influence of 
poimlar excitement or party spirit; but in the case of Jloxcis, upon whom 
else hut himself for the last nine years can they be charged; siijce,lhe hour 
wlicn lie demanded, and the trembling representatives of the nation con¬ 
sented, that no will hut his should exist, or be aeU*<i iipui), on Argentine 
ground { and ns far us all residents in fiiicnos Ayres can perceive, thi» 
dreadful eiislavcuicnt of his country has been dominant to the very 
letter Irani that day to the prenemt. As ti> popular feeling, if it e.xists 
there at all, it is in the last stage of torjior and inanition, and has no 
more capacity to cUervesee, much less explode, than in the very best 
diseipliued of her Majesty's regiments that mount guard at her palace. 
Here then, w'C have n whole nation mure than decimated (for the pujai- 
lathm of tlic Argentine llcpulilic was never estimated to exceed half a 
million) foetl the fierce and unbridled pussmns of one man, Admiulng 
liowover, what tlioso whoknow Huciios Ayre.scannot admit, ihatsoine of 
the excesses jicrpctvatcd ;it a dislaiicc :iic not imnuuliatcl} chargeable 
on llusas ; siill not only have all the iKiiiishment.^, coiillscMtioiis, and 
destviiclion of property been wholly cllVctcd hy his flat, but not one 
ijf the hurrors we have witnessed in the city can be removed from his 
brow, any more than if they hail bceu actually executed by his own 
liuiid. 

Out ol this drcmlfiil catalogue, I select four principal eases, as 
olVering, more than the others, especul outage lo humanity and eivi- 
lisalion ; as cumiiig iu<»ro immc<liateiy wiihiu the knowledge of all 
Ihilish resithmts there, and as being in.nrkcd with luoro glaring insult 
to the majcRty of England, who luid ionued with his nation a com- 
inorcial treaty, and had comlcvcciidcd to maintain with him u diplo- 
inalic agent.

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Tlic Rrht of these cjircs beats ilate the 8tb of July, 183f). 

'I'hc }kso)4c r>f ?>uciio« Ayix*s, after tlic Uoyalist party bad yioldutl to 
tlicir Patriot limlhm, witnessed many bloodless re vpIu Lions ; In a to 
cstablisli llwl w'Jiicli bad ibcn recently taken place, with despotic lorec, 
llosns deteniiiucd to operate upon the imndn of tlie iiibabitants by terror.

Doctor Vincente iMaza, the President of the National Assembly, and

Of uU the manifold atrocities with which Oenertd Rosas is charged, 
I have only undertaken to give an account of four; two of tlicm are 
now disposed of, and the remaining two may he discussed joinlly ; tlio 
one being a rcpelilion, or rather a continuation, of the other, 'fhey aiv 
the grearmassacrcs that took place in Uiienos Ayres in Scpleinbor and 
October, 1810, and in April, I8d2. 

About the inhhllu of the y<Mr 18d0, Hosak retired to his encampment 
distant ten or twelve miles from the city. The communication hot ween 
the two places is scarcely the work of an hour, and it was actively and 
hourly kept up during llic period in question ; yet on the plea of per¬ 
sonal absence, a delegate (lovcrnor was appomtcfl in the person of Ids 
ininisUT Don Philip Arana. Not the most hunihleact of authority did 
Aniaa prcs\imu in cxercisi^ without the previous approbation of Ids 
principal, and ostensibly the most perfect tranquillity prcvailc*d in the 
city; the police were on the al<rrt by day, the watchmen patrolled llio 
streets by night, an ' foreigners w;dkiHl about lUirnos Ayres at all 
hours M ith security. Such was then the ease, and such it is now. 
How cameil, then, inat we heard the shrieks 8f death riin^ through the 
stillness of iiTght, eiv night h.id well closed in ? ami at dayljglit, how 
liappened it that from two to seven bodies were daily renio\rd by (he 
civil nulhoritics, thrown, as they were found, without Clirislian binial, 
into the only open vault appropriated to these rcmnins, an<l no inquiry 
made into any oftlicyo cases of blood? Did such horrors occur and 
continue for Ukc space of two mouths and iipwanls in 1810 , bccaiiKc 
the chief niaudstratc was absent; because he was at llu* distance of au 
hour's ride from the capil.al ? Then wbcri? wjis he in 18'12, when these 
deeds of darkness ivcre renewed with tenfold inhuuundly f and Imw 
came it that on both occ.'isions, while Uic n.ativc widow bcinuajicd her 
murdered male, and the native cluldrcn their lost futhiTe, forcigncps 
wore iuv.'iriably safe ? To what cause can wo attribute this especial 
passover ? 

On tlie mast moderate computation two hundred persons arc esti¬ 
mated to have lost their lives hy nightly assJissinatioiis, aiul by the 
cxptcM order of the chiof magUtratc, on the first occasion ex tending 
over a period of sixty or seventy days; and upon an etjiMlIy Huluimd 
caliiimlc, two hundetd more on the stcoml occasion, which was cojj- 
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iliicil to a tliird part of the time, and accoropametl with fur more horri¬ 
fying iwXa of cruelty, 

My Lord, those are the four coses 1 select from huiiilrnls, aa cha- 
ractoilatic samjdcs of the system of government csUiblished by General 
Uosus. They arc of such dreadful notono*^% as his own immediate 
nets, to sill who then resided in Buenos Ayres, that it would be alike 
idle and vain in bis advocate to attempt to relieve hhii from the re¬ 
sponsibility, or in me to extend these recitals for the xjurpose of more 
drcetiiany fastening it upon him. 

I have mentiorierl that Senor Indarto computes the loss of life 
consequent on the government of Uohus, up to lUo 31st of October, 
1313, in these thinly-peopled regions, at tweniy^iwo tlwit^au/^ and 
Vtirty human beings. The detoiU of this total ore as follows: —

'I'hi! author adds, that those* numlwrs are given upon a very rcducul 
scale, a great mauy heiug omitted from uot having coiuu to lus 
kiunvleilgo through equally certain sources, but whidi nevertheless urc 
induhitubk 

It is iVightful to lliiuk of the uumberH S^nt die by throat-cutting, 
and generally attended with previous torments, in these countries, and 
which is w*eU known to be the favourite mode of t4ikiug life. In con¬ 
sidering the large proportion of the above list siiid to have died in 
battle, w'c must boar in mind that the slaughter has goueraiW been the 
grcat(*st .after Uic brittle hdh ended; and it is liorrx^lc to tliink of the 
iiimilK'r of prisoners socriliced in cold blood by the troops of Kosas a 
day or two after an engagtuncut. 

And now* I need not struggle to bring to liglit the occasional soli¬ 
tary murders that from time to time 5irc perpetrated, both in town and 
country, under the sancUon or by the (Greet orders of the Argentine 
despot; nor need I attempt to penetrate into the horrors of his prison- 
house. Oh ! where Is the Howard of tlic niiiotecidh century to visit 
the gaols of Uosas ? and where is the language that will doscriho 
them ? Yes, they have been described; a description of these dread¬ 
ful abodes of wretchodness and despair was given to tlio world in lan¬ 
guage alike grapluc and prophetic, when

I profess myself a steadfast admirer of thosi‘ piinciplos of moderation 
and equity which have been so successfully jidvocateu hy tliat party in 
the State of which your l^nlnbip is n prominent mcinl)er; and I pray 
that such principles may long continue to govern her Majt sty’a Coim- 
cils. 'riiey have been exerted l«»r tlie wcll-di)ing of all oilier |>arlH of 
the world ; hut we feel tbnt tlicy have been with bob I, or rath or witli- 
drawn, Jroin the U*rritorirs bonier!ng on the llivcr IHatc. A sjiecial 
Envoy (Lord ronsoiiby) was «cnt from England in 1828 to adjust

Powers, by erocliiig the territory of Monte Video into nn independent 
3lopublic under the auspices of his crown. After twelve years of prf>- 
Hperity aiiimst unexumpted in tlic btstoiy of nations, the infant llcpuh- 
lie tint owes her political existence sotetif to the luterforence of fireat 
Britain, is now abjindoned by her t*> llio prvpoiMlcndiug unns of one of 
the former bclligcre>’is—lie whose history has juU bn?n detailed, In 
tins abaiidonmunt, the fortunes arc deeply injured, and in many ciuscs 
actually ruined, of her Majesty *5 subJeclH who had sc lee Led this spot 
for the cx(Tciso of iheir coinmcreial pursuits. We cannot «ec that her 
.Miijosly^s Ciovcniiiumt have upportioiKtl to this country that measure 
of equity so visible in their gener.al coarse of politics : we cnnnni un^ 
dofstand how, on the plea of iientxality. Great llritutn can permit dm 
Ihrtvs of om* of (lie bciligi'rcni'^ of 1828 to ruin her protege, the child 
of her own caaiion—the Oriental Ucpiihlicof the (Irugiiay ; and in 
so doiiv., to ruin the prospeets of her Majesty's siilijeets who arc 
sojourners or scttlcr.s there, on the faith of British proteelion. 

And after all, my Lord, >Yhat is it we ask? f)o we ask her H/a- 
jesty's Government to intermeddle with tlie domestic ;iHairs of the 
Argc'iitine nutimi ? Do wp ask vhom lo become knights ernmt for the 
wdirss of the gric\'niiecR that unhappy nation has to sustain from her 
insane Ruler ?—Ear from it: wo ask only for tliat wbieb the Ibrcgoing 
history givis to Reasoju to Justice, 'to Civilizuliou, and to Cbrislianily 
A riglit to demand iVom J^jitgland and France— Act not such a man 
)Uti:no his domnion oh earilt.

A VISIT TO A CIllN'KSM CITY, 


IIY AN •‘SCHilf r.AUY. 

Wr visited Nift^rpo a short lime sinct ^ m company with Captain and 
Mrs. Jh; the Inller anil myself bein;? the Urst foreign women who wero 
over there, with the oxception of Jlrs. Noble, who >vas taken prisoner 
•dnriry' the war, niul was seen but by very few. We started Nhigpo 
on Salnnlay luornini', cNpeeting to arrive the same evening, but did not 
reach there until Uic next morning, suQVring sundry inconvcnionccs in 
the interim, having to pass the night in the China fast-boats, wdtli ac- 
eommndntioiis the most n.arrow and limited. A cabin w’as formed by 
spreading baTn}>oo mats over the deck, and it was not, I assnfe you, of 
the most lofty and commodious kind, for we could not stand tipright in 
the highest jviil. We fundshc<1 our own provisions, betlK, dishes, &c. 
Ac. ; spread our beds ii|>on the door, and slept, if we could, and aei we 
could—thougli I have found, before now, a softer and moi*c downy 
re sling-place, 

A Vo arrived early on Snnday morning, and behold a mighty crowd 
had gathered to hw us when we landed. So eager was the curiosity, 
tliat many waded oil' some distance, the '‘•ooncr to get a pee]) at us. 
AVo had with us a Cbincso ruid English policc^ofliccr. Captain B. scut 
Ills card to one of the mandarins, who despatched hia servant 
alely, to show us the way to the house that hud been provided for us. 
A Ye were placed in sedan chairs, which were canied by two men called 
coolies; anrl it wa^ really with difBcuUy they could get llirough the 
struts, wliJeh are narrow, and now they wca‘ ciunpletcly thronged. My 
^:liair, iiistc.nl of Capt.iin 11.'s, washy mistake taken first, and, of course, 
curiosity was most dtrectc*d toward me, and \ really (earid fur the safety 
Ilf the chair, if not for my own, «o gmat was llic desire to see a foreign 
Avouiau. Tfi.-y were hy ni> means rude, hovever, fur I hoy are a civil 
jn ople. Ihjt it rcfjiiirod stronger norvi-w llam mine Jo thee unmoved 
siieli a ioultitude, w)lh» every countenance diivcted toward me, and 
wiiUeu all over wilh the most intense and anxious curiosity, 

Our first day .at Ningpo we .s|>ent within doorfi, it Ixmig Sunday; but 
avu received a call and an invitation to dine tlic next day, from one of 
tlie in and mins, Thu house we occupied was thoroughly Chinese, with 
all its appurtenanoi's. 

Monday morning camo, and <|uilc early two sedan chairs were sent 
tf) like us to see the w onders of the place, and, it maybe, that we 
might be seen. The chairs differed from those we weic. carried in the 
day before, being much mo**c eleg.aut, and furnislK'd with glass windows 
bcfbve, behind, und on each side, which ciuiblod them the better to see 
us, who had suddenly become lilemlly, and in very truth, the *• ob-

arrved of all observers.’* Wc liail been greatly annoyed before by I lie 
people constantly lifting the curtain whicli hung in fh)nt of the chair, 
and wc found it more pleasant to meet the gase of the people fully and 
fairly, tlmn to be playing bo-peep with them all tlie time. 

Wc commenced our day’s amuseinent by first making a calli and fho]i 
wc wcut to some public places, where we received calls from a number 
of umndarins, and were quite diverted with their “ chin chins’* (the 
ChiuGsu for how do you do?**) which is their mode of salutation, 
foldijig their hands at tlic time, aud bowing their lieuds. Wc u'crc then 
served with tea in the neatest little cups imaginable ; and then tables 
were brought iu, and spread with a great vaik ty of sweet things, fruit, 
and the like. 

From here wo went to the mandariirs to dine; 'ind really the 
dinner was a curiosity in itself, llie first course was of swei t things, 
the second meats, and more substantial viands. Our dinner over, we 
bade our host adieu, and made another call, where they furnished us 
another dinner, and similar to the first; and, at another place where 
we called, they spread tables, and gave us luncheons; fortunaUly, our 
luncheons came afltT dinner instead of before. We made five meals in 
Ci few hours, and you may judge if we were not in some danger of sur- 
ieiting. As for myself, 1 suffered an inUmsc beuduebe, as a penalty for 
eating too much of good things. During all this time, wc liad been 
introduced to a great many people; and llio streets, us we made our 
way through them, were crowded to even greater excess than before, 

J assure you the excitement was almost too much for me, and 1 re¬ 
turned tu our abode on tbat evening quite exhausted. 

’rise next moniing, after receiving calls by the score, we visited a 
pagoda, mounted fourteen flights of stairs, and stood where the fcot of 
white woman had ne'vr before trod. We had a flue view from the top, 
and below were crowds of people, who bad followed ns hither, and 
were waiting to see ijs pass out. Men, wdmen, and children, were 
there, to the amomit of some thousands; and, as wc came out to go to 
our chairs, which were standing a little way off, they parted to the 
right and left for us to pass through—the women holding up their 
children, that they might catch a glimpse of the wonderful strangers. 
Wo went from here to a place of worship, called a Josh-bouHc 
beautiful, indeed, it was, and their huge gods, of wood and stone, 
though they may aeuni very majestic and ]mp<)8ing to them, awakened 
in me no feeling but sadness and pity for the deluded wretches who 
trust in them. There was a great deal of beautiful carved work and 
gilding about the building, and it was adorned with beautiful lanterns 
of painted gloss, in endless number and variety. 

From here wc w'cnt to the house of another mandarin, who has a 
beautiful garden adorned with eaves, grottoes, pools of water, and a 
great variety of gorgeous and beautiful flowers. Wc strolled about 
iierc a little while, enjoying its beauty and its freshness, and called upon 
yet another man^rin, where a more pleasing sight awaited us than any 
that had been before presented. Wc saw and were introduced lo the 
wife aud daughter 'vf the mandarin, also several of their children of

vafious siaos. The ladies were very finely dressed* and the young 
lady was quite a mcKlcsl, pretty-looking gtrl. Her hair was orna¬ 
mented with flowers, and her anna with bracelctSi two on each. 

After dinner tho^ took us into another room, wlierc they examined 
our dresses with great curiosity and delight. We have been favoured 
beyond any foreigners who have ever here before; none, 1 ap¬ 

prehend, having been so houiiurcd os to ait at table with ladies of the 
Celestial Empire. Wo are indebted, probably * for much of the attention 
we received to the fact of Captain B.'s holding the ofilcc of civil magis¬ 
trate, in addition to his rank as captain in the army, and being, in con- 
acquence, acquainted with many of the people, whom he had received 
at his house. 

When wc left here, wc mode another call, where we were tn^'Alcd to 
^another lunch, and, to my great homir and dismay, to another dinner. 
1 WAS sick and disgusted at the very sight of foinl. We were helped 
In the must lavish ntaniwr. Not content with heaping our plates, 
which, by the way, were quite small, and more like saucers than plates, 
they actually piled up the good things all about us. They by no 
means confine themselves t<> the use of tlic chop sticks, but s(em quite 
to prefer their fingers In helping either tliemsclvcs or others. 

It seemed to iruuble our gocKl friends that wo oto so little, and it 
appeared to me the less we utc, the more bountifully they lielped us. 
One of the young innnJanns, csjx*ci;dly, was quite concerned on 
my account. He had been extremely gracious and polite to mo all 
the while—good-looking he was, too, his eyes black and most brilliant, 
and his whole face agrei'uble and pleasant. I ft his anxiety lest I should 
depart with my appetite imbatisHcd, he tqpk rice from )u3 own ])lutc 
and put it u])Oh mine, motioning me to eat; and this is deemed an act 
of extrenio poUtencHs by the Chinese. Of c<»ursc 1 could do no less 
than cat it. which sceined to gratify him exceedingly. I looked as 
amiable as 1 possibly could, half surfeited as 1 was, and conversing by 
signs, wc became quite wll acquainted before the dinner was over. 

After dinner we attempted to visit some of the shops, but could do 
so in no kind of comfort, for the crowd still pursued, to get a glimpse 
of us as we alighted from (lie chairs. Indeed tlie shopkeepers them¬ 
selves were more interested in looking at us tluin they were In selling 
their goods, wc yielded to ** dire necessity,*' and made the best 
way we could back to our quarters, ghul enough to reach there, anil to 
be at rest. Wc were, a jew hours afterwards, on board the suinc boat 
which conveyed us Ihitlicr, and which was waiting to take us back to 
Chusan. Wearied enough wc were, I assure you, with the excitement 
of the last three days. I must say, that, os far as my own cxperieuce 
goes, it is by no means a plousaut thing to be un object of wonder and 
curiosity to a gaping multitude.

Aw7.—Tliou^h flax can he prollta)>ly iHilUvatt d upon almost any 
roil, yet the pn»dnce is liiu^st and most afpiindant upon a mo¬ 

derately fertile soil, which can be regularly and ahuudanlly sup 2 >Iic<l 
\vith wati'r. 

No plant in a tropiciil cliumtc is more bemTited by irrigation ; hut 
nno of luy infunnanU snysj'that when the a 2 >|>licatu>n of water is com- 
nuriced, it inmt he continued neatly every other day, otherwUe the 
plants flag and am injured. 

A/Q««rcs.—The l>est of all applications to this crop is the alluvial 
deposit of watcr-cou{scs, tanks, &c., mixed with as ninch common salt 
as will make tlie applicathm equal to a maiiffd ])<t biggah, 1 recoin- 
mend the application of this saline manure, not (hnu any theoretical 
opinions, hut from the great benefit 1 have seen secured to the plant 
during the droughts of summer in England. Salt attracts inuislurc 
from the air, and thus especially helps to sustain the plants. 

Preparation.—The soil cannot be pulverised loo thoroughly,—a fine 
filth is found always to aid in obtaining an abundant return. Six or 
eight j)!oughings arc not more than enough ; raid, if the soil is cloddy, 
the clods should he broken by the coraduy after every ploughing, 

7Vmc of Soieififf,—The best Uaio for committing the seed to the 
ground is generally agreed to be between the end of Oct<dH?r and the 
commencement of December , but I have reason to think that, under 
judicious management, it nnghtbe advanhigcuusly sown even early in 
September. Thick sowing is to be adopted, and a nmund to two 
]ji<j'{a1is is not too much. The close growth of the stems prevents their 
Inamdiing, which h always propordoruilely injurious to the fibre. 

j'l/ter rw/fwre.—Weeding, as long as tlie low stature of die plarHs 
will permit it, is to be adopted. Some persons recommend stakes 
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supporting ropes, to be passed at riglit angles tbroiighout ibc crop; 
but it is* a practice rarely necessary. Irrigation is of the greatest 
bcucfll, as already n^^ticed, and should be assiduously attended to. 

Harvcaiing,—\i sown in October, it is fit for pulling at the close of 
February. The general critcriou forjudging whether the plants an> fit 
for harvesting, is their culms becoming yellow near the earth, and the 
leaves withering. Some cultivators allow the plants to remain until 
the seed is nearly rijic. The longer it is allowed to remain after the 
stem begins to turn yellow, tlic^ weaker tlic fibre becomes. When 
pulled, it is best to let it be in small parcels, or handfuls, until dry— 
whether the sued is to be sovaX or not. It may then be stocked, and 
will keep for yours ; but that which is only a few months old, has Irocii 
ascertniued to produce the most tenacious fibres. 

ThI pl.ants ought never to be less than three feet high. 

Mado]:ii.— tincforia.-^This is one of the j>cculiar products of 
lldoochi&tiui, and the preparation for it is as follows 

The ground is repeatedly ploughed, and laid out finally in small 
trenches. In these the H sown, covered slightly with caith, and 
and the whole flooded. WliiUi ihns irrigated, the trenches arc filled 
with ix mixture of rich manure and curlli. 

The plants ujipear in about ten days, and at lain a height of three or 
four fret during the first bummer. They arc cut down in Srptcinler, 
and used as fodder for cattle. 

Sub.seqticnUy, and until spring arrives, the ground is manured and 
repeatedly fiootlcd. During the second year's growth, the plants which 
are intended to produce seed arc set ap.irt, but the stems of the K‘- 
inaindcr arc cut every four or six weeks, in order to increase the size 
and goodness of the routs. 

In the tliird year, the stems are pnmed as In the two preceding, mul 
in September the roots are dug up. 

The roots arc fusiform* and thin, without an^ ramifications, and 
usually linia three to five feet long. As soon as raised, they arc im* 
mtuliutely cut into small pieces and dried. Tliey sell in Uic Kelat 
Bazar ubo\(t 10 Iks. for a rui>ec.* 

Tobacco. ~Nicotiana tabacum. — AVnds.— The Surat, Bilsah, and 
San do way tobaccos arc most celebrated. The two first arc found to 
be good for cultivation ui the district abotit Calcutta; but Mr. Fidding- 
ton says that the Cabool is still more to be preferred. 

In the neighbourhood of Kumaul, the Virginian tobacco has been 
successfully introduced. 

requires for its growth a soil as fertile and as well manured 
as for the production of the opium poppy. It is, therefore, often planted 
in the spaces, enriched by animal and vegetable exuvke, among the 
huts of the natives. 

Dr. Spry says, “ that the Bbilsah sod, so long celebrated for the pro- 
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ducdon of superior tobacco, » a black kabur soil,’’—of tins he his 
given an annlysis,* 

have tried the tobacco seed in different soils (says Capt. C. 
Cowles); namely, a light garden mould, with a large portion of soorky 
and old house rubbish, dug to a good depth, and had a top dressing of 
the sweepings of the farm-yard and cow-houscs ; a rather heavy loam, 
Iklghly manured with burnt anil decayed vegetables and old cow-dung; 
the third sort w'as a patch of ground which, when I joined the station, 
was an unwholesome swamp, Ihim being eighteen inches to two feet 
lower than the surrounding land ; tiic soil appeared to be a hard sterile 
cluy, and covered with long coarse gross and ruslics. As there was a 
tank near it, I cut uway one side of it, and threw the soil over the ground, 
briuging it rather above the level. Such w*ji its appearance (a hard, 
compact, marly clay), that I expected no oilier good from it thsm that 
of raising the land so as to throw Che water off; contrary, however, to 
my expectations, it prodncctl a much finer crop of tobacco than cither 
of the other soils, and witli somewhat less manure.” 

Dr. C&sanovu, writing on the same subject, observes, tlmt ‘’the 
agricultural process is limited to sumo practical laws founded on ex¬ 
perience, and these are subject to two principal agents; vix., the soil 
and the climate. With respect to the fonnor, it is the practice amongst 
all the agriculturists in toliaceo countries, such as the Isle of Cuba, the 
States of Virginia, North and South Carolina, and in the Philippine 
Islands, to select a high oud dry piece of land, of u silicious nature, and 
combined with iron if possible—{chemical experiments have taught me 
to distinguish the tobacco grown in hot, low, and damp soils, of an 
argillaceous nature, from that which is produced in temperate and high 
lands, combined with metallic substances); and, with respect to the 
latter, there arc seasons of the year too well known to the planters 
to need any explanation. The only difference (if there is any) depends 
on the gcographicaV situation of the place, respect to its tempera¬ 
ture, or in the backwardness or advancement of seasons, and oven on 
the duration of tbc same—^in which circumstances the planter takes ad¬ 
vantage of llie one for the other. 

“ The influence of a burning climate may be modified by choosing 
the coolest month of the year, whereas the soil cannot be altered with¬ 
out incurring great expense. 1 have seen tobacco lose its natural 
quality and degenerate by transplanting from one soil to another, al¬ 
though of the same temperature, and vice vefsa” f 

Mr. Plddington has analysed several soils, distinguished for the pro¬ 
duction of superior tobacco. These are the table soils from Arracan 
(Sandoway); a soil from Siiigour, hi Burdwan, near Chandemagore, the 
tobacco of which, though oi the same species as that of the surrounding 
country, sells nt the price of the Arracan sort; and the soil of the best 
Bengal tobacco, which is grown at and about Ilingalec, in the Kishnagur

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i\istrict, near /actories fanncrly hold by Mr« Piddington, CoL Hc 2 cta 
and Dr. Casanuva are our authorities fur saying, tiiat the tobacco soils 
of the Uavannah aic red soils ; and those of Manilla, Mr. Piddington 
says, are also red soil. Now the red and reddisli soils contain most of 
their iron in the state of peroxide^ or the re'hljsh brown oxide of iron ; 
while the light grey soils contain it only in the state of protoxide, or 
the black oxide of iron, ile believes the quality of the tobacco to de* 
pend mainly on the state and quantity of the iron in the soil, while it 
is indilTerent about the lime, which wc have seen is so essential to 
cotton. None of these tobacco soils contain any liinc. Their analyses 
show them to contaiu—

From which it will be seen, that the beat tobacco soil wc have hitherto 
found in India contains sixteen per cent, or nearly onc-sixtii of iron, 
which is mostly in the state of peroxide, |nd that the inferior sort of 
tobacco grows in a soil containing only six per cent, or onc-sixteonth 
of iron, which is, moreover, mostly in Uic state of |>rotoxide, or black 
oxide. 

Mr. Piddington thought it worth examining what the quantity of 
iron ill the dillercnt sort^of tobacco would be, lAd found, that while 
the ashes of one ounce, or 460 grains, of Havannah and Sandoway 
cheroots gave exactly 1.94 grains, or 0.40 per cent., of peroxide of iron, 
the ashes of the same quantity of the Hingalce, or best liengal tobacco, 
only gave 1.50 grains, or 0.62 par cent., and it appears to exist in the 
first two in the state of peroxide, and m the last as a protoxide of iron, 
rotuleriiig it liighly probable that the flavour of the tobacco to the 
smoker depends on the state and quantity of the iron it contains ! for 
we have now, observe, traced the iron from the soil into tlie cheroot. 
Green copperas uatcr, which is a solution of sulphate of iron, is 
often used by the American and Knglish tobacconists and planters to 
colour and flavour their tobacco ; and this would be decomposed by 
the potass of the tobacco, and sulphate of potass and carbonate of iron 
be formed. Carbonate of iron is of an oclirc-yellow colour. He says 
he took care to ascertain that this process liad not been performed with 
the cheroots used for his ex|)eriincut; and adds, Bengal cheroot-makers 
do not know of this method.* 


Trims. Agri-Hort. Soc. vol. Hi. y\t. 
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Preparation.—iStiA}oo Radhakast Deb says, that in Central India 
'' the ground is prepared for a whole year by ploughing twice a month, 
during the full and change of the moon. When the aun enters Libra, 
the preparations are to be commenced. The advantage consists in 
making the soil light by being frequently kept free from clotted masses. 
It is Uierefore to be well opened and harrowed, so as to imbibe the 
heavy dews which fall during the four following or winter months; 
and during the next four, or spring moiiibs, to be invigorated by the 
replenishing warmth of the solar rays, when, being one grade below 
the vegetating power, the rains complolo this part of the process by 
their natural tendency to improve the vegetative principle. No other 
kind of crop, such as gnun, is to bo bown during this pa*paration ; the 
soil is to be also constantly weeded ; cow or Intilklo dung and ashes to 
bo mixed with it in moderate quantities, to tc:'der it rich for pro¬ 
duction.* 

Mr. Laidley, of Gonitea, dissents from the idea suggoatetl by Mr. 
Piddington, that femigiuous mutter in the soil is essential to the suc¬ 
cessful growth of tobacco. He obnerves that if wo attend only to 
the iron contained, why every plant will be found to require a fcrTU*> 
ginous soil; but tobacco contains a notable quantity of nitrato of 
potash and muriate of ammonia (the latter a most rare ingredient in 
plants), and these two salts arc infinitely more likely to aifcct the flavour 
of the leaf than a email portion of oxide of iron, an inert body. Now 
as neither of these can be supplied by the atmosphere, wc must search 
for them in the soil, and accordingly lie iiuugincd that a comjiost simihir 
to the saltpetre beds which Napoleon employed so extensively in 
France, would be a good manure Ibr tobacco lands : namely, calcareous 
matter, such as old mortar, dung, and the ashes of weeds or wood, 
lie was aware that good tobacco might bo grown in Beerbhoom, 
having raised '^oino himself several years ago from American seeih 
The plauts grew mo;^ vigorously, and he furtlier observed, in conlir- 
matioii of his opinion about the proper manure, that in other districts 
In which he luad resided tlio uatives always grew their tobacco (each (or 
his own use) upon the heap of rubbish at his door, consisting of lushes, 
cow-dung, and oilul of all kinds. While the soil of the Gangctic dilu¬ 
vium almost always contaius carbonate of lime, the Jleerblioum soil 
docs not. an far at least as Mr. Laidley liad examined it.*|~ 

Soviu^.—ln Virginia, beds for the reception of seed are prepared in 
the fall, in rather a moist situation, of pure vegetable mould, mimitely 
pulverised, entirely Ireed from weeds, haviug the surface coiiqiletcly 
8corchc<l by buruiug brushwood or sbaviugs of wood upon it. Tlie 
seed is sown much afler the mamjer of cabbage seed, about as thickly 
and as deeply, and rakcu in; this is doue during the month of 
February. 

In Central India, sowing is performed in tlie months of Assin and

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In tho Philippine Inlands, the eartii being once well tilled without n 
single stone or clod, the seed is grown mixed pri'viously with ashes, tu 
prevent (being so very small) its coming up too thick, and that the phmts 
niH} bo a little asunder. The seed being so fine and rcijumng to be 
sown in the rainy season, would be killed by too heavy showers ; to 
prevent it tins nursery is covered in such a manner that having tlie 
necessary free circulation of air, it may y^t be protected from the 
showers. After the plant is grown and the leaves arc large, the showers^, 
unless very heavy, cannot hurt it. 

In the West Indies, it is absolutely necessary to make what the 
Spaniards call a temillcro^ or n seed plot; lliis must be dune in a piece 
of woody land, where the young plants may be protected from the in« 
iiueiice of the bumii^ sun until they acquire a strong organic slruvlure, 
and n height of about nine or ten inches; they arc then trauKplautod to 
the Held, which is previously prepared in the ordinary mode.* 

PlaHiing,—h\ Virginia, early in May, according to tlie season, r)r 
during that month, the plants ore removed to the field, and are placed 
out in liills, raised above tb*' Mirroundiiig surface froiu eight to twelve 
inches, varying according to the strenglh of tlic soil, froiu three by four 
to four by live feet. Thus the rows are four feet apart, as with Indian 
corn, and the hilU in the row three feet distant from each other. 

In CeiitnU India, as soon as tlie plants shoot forth and ribC nhoul 
three inches aliove ground, tliey arc removod and transplanted about a 
cubit a|)art from each other. 

In tlie Pliilippine Idands, the seed vcgcUites in seven days, and other 
iiorbs will couKc up with it, winch arc to In; inimodlatcly plucked up, or 
they will debilitate the tobacco. Two inonlhs after the sowings, more 
or less, according to the fertility of the soil. Hie plant will be ready for 
transplanting, and will luve sLx leaves, yet no harm will accrue if by 
smtie :icci<h*J\L tliis cannot imnivrIhUely be d<me, and 1 think it udvan- 
Ui^eon.s not to trafisp]:^it iiulil it Is in no or inches high, becau.se 
having more slrenglli, it can rndurc .'luy unfavourable wcntlier that may 
Jiripj)cii. such as want of rain uIUt Irnti'planting, while the rulviuil.igo 
of tioing It at an vitrlicr perhal is only to pr nil by llie first Icuncs of tlm 
slock, which arc geuetiilly hjvnhsl iu spite of the greatest caro. 

The soil in which the tobacco is to be plautvnl nuist be jivepiircd wdth 
great attention ; it mu-st Ik* very clv.'iu, without any obstacles winch 
may check its pn‘gross. There iire two s|>cciob of land iu Cagayan, 
some high and some low; the (oIkiccu sliouhl be planted in the proper 
season, that it may have showers in ihc two first mootlis. Atter ic has 
been transplanted, very good tobiuw may be produced from high lands. 

The earth once well cleaned, furrows arc opened about three feet 
asunder, nine or ten inches deep, and iu them the ]>lants arc placed al 
this sauie distance from each other, so that every plant shall occupy a 
square yard. When newly jdanted, they must be well covered with 
earth; and although not deprived of a due circulation of air, yet the

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rootB are to bo sheltered from the sun until they have adhered to the 
new soU,* 

After Culture,—In Virginia» the plants are allowed to stand unmo¬ 
lested till they begin to throw out suckers, which must he carefully 
n^moved by hand as often as they appear. By hoeing and ploughing 
all weeds must be kept under, as with corn or cabbages in a garden. 
When the plant has tlirown out eight or twelve good-sized leaves, ac¬ 
cording to the strength or richness of the soil, it must be topped, by 
wliich is meant, if the ground bo rich, twelve loaves may be .jft—if 
poor, only six or eight; the best way is to leave only from six to ten. 
The plants being kept free from worms nr caterpillars, which prey upon 
them, are left to stand till they are perfectly ripe ; tliis is determined 
by the thickness of the leaf, and the crackling «ound produced by 
breaking it. 

The tobacco fields must always be kept very clean, and extraneous 
weeds hurt it, and must of course be plucked up immediately. To 
weed tbc fields and kill the worms constitute the chief occupation or em¬ 
ployment of tlie planter while it is growing. W])en the leaves arc 
corning forth, some shoots will be seen amongst them, which it is neces¬ 
sary to destroy, l)ccausc they would weaken the plant. 

Two months after transplanting, every stock will have twelve or four¬ 
teen large leaves, and some small ones nt the top. These must be cut 
oiT together with the head of the stock, tliat useless leaves may not 
weaken the plant; but an adequate number of these must bo spared for 
the growth of seed, for although the new sprouts that grow after tlie 
tobacco has been pluckctl gi,ve seed, it is of a bad description. This 
must be gathered oS the flower produced by the stock, and for this a 
sufficient number should be left, of which tobacco may be also gathered, 
but it will be inferior to that of the plants that have been pruned. 

Four months is the common time that (he tobacco is on the ground 
after being transplanted. The planter must endeavour to transplant 
his in such u treason that it may have rain the first two months, and be 
without it tile two last. A shower when the tobacco is almost ripe 
weakens it considerably, and if there is a bright sunshine afterwards, a 
great part of the crop may be lost, because the leaves acquire spots of 
white, which shows that tlic tobacco is good for nothing, while the gold- 
colour specks caused by the rains when it foils upon a plant xicrfectly 
ripe nhow that the planter has gathered it iu duo time, and that it is 
well seasoned.-^ 

Cutting and Curing.—In Virginia, the plants, when perfectly ripe, 
arc ent with a knife, and placed upon poles horizontally, exposed to 
the sun for several days, UU mey die, and become of a yellow or brown* 
ish hue,—^care, meantime, being taken, that they be not exposed to 
rains or very heavy dews. From the field, hanging on the same poles, 
they are removed into log-houses, and hung upon the roofs. Under 
them, during wet weather, slight fires are kept up, the smoke ascending

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from which dries the stem, and prevents moiildincss. After hanging thus 
for three or four weeks, the plants arc taken, when in a very dry state, 
from the poles, carelully parked on the dry door, and covered with 
straw, to guard them from frost If the winter be very wet, they are 
several times hung up, and dried partially witV the smoke of wood fires, 
nnd replaced in bulk. Finally, in the month of May the plants are all 
hung up, and allowed to remain till a tolerably warm and moist day, 
when they are taken down, and the leaves l^ing strijiped from tlie 
stalks, and tied up in bundles of sii and seven leaves each, with a leaf 
binding them together, arc thus packed carefully into hogsheivds—12 to 
] 500 pounds are put into each hogshead—the butt ends of tlio tobacco 
touching tlic cask, and the points directed inwards to the centre* 

^ Smoking the plant is injurious; and if the season be sufRcicntly dry 
and warm, it is better to cure the tobacco entirely by the aid of the sun. 

In Central India, when the sun cnb'rs Capricornus, the leaves begin 
to ripen ; the first throw of leaves being generally inferior, they are to 
be plucked off and laid aside—those which succeed arc allowcfl to attain 
maturity, and, when fully ripe, arc broken off and laid on tlid plants* 
lion sell to imbibe the dews and soLir heat, and improve in fragrance ; 
they arc then packed up with layers of a grass called Kuthra and Dabee. 
Tn packing, the stalks must be carefully taken away; they are used 
otherwise by being soaked in water utitil the impregnation is strong, 
which water is frequently sprinkled and nihbcd over the leaves. This 
part of the proce.<is is a preservative, as well os a means of enriching the 
essence of the leaves: the packages are to be untied and renewed as 
often as this application is made. Lasti)^ a species of earth called 
Hell,* which is found in tlie saltpetre lands, is sprinkled over the leaves 
natil they are suflicicntly dry ; but probably this part of tlie manage* 
ment is performed merely to preserve the leaves from fermenting when 
in large quantities—how far the earth does or does not impart an im* 
purity seems to be doubtferi; however, such is the treatment observed In 
this country, which might be improved upon by following the method 
of packing used in the western countries. It would be worthy u trial 
to ascertniu the effect of the alkali of the same plant, and having made 
a strong lixivium therewith, to wash the leaves with it, dry, and store ; 
this might preserve, as well as strengthen, the substance of the vegeta¬ 
ble quality by resisting fermentation, and would seem to be better tlian 
the saltjietrc of the ground; or a little saltpetre might be mixed with 
Uie lixivium to give it the effect of a modified and refrigerating quality, 
which is an essential if the tobacco be used for smoking. 

The stalks left on the lands are allowed to shoot forth new scions; 
these continue to grow until the sun enters Pisces, when the second crop 
is cut and treated in the same manner. 

The last stalks bear fruit and flowers which run into seed. 

In the Philippine Islands all the leaves of a stock do not become ripe 
at the same time. The first gathered as being ripest arc those nearest

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to the ground; but although the largest^ they arc generally spoiled. 
Successively the oiUcrs become ri|)C : tliU is ascertained by the midrib 
and nerves beginning to change Uieir colour to yellow near the 
sUilk. In this state t)>ey must be gathered# 

If, after collecting tlie tobacco, it ia desired to take advantage of the 
new sprouts which will grow, the stock is to be cut, leaving it only 
about eighteen it»ches high, and three or more sprouts will grow, which, 
although small In sisc, will prove a very strong tobacco# This is called 
the second crop at Cagayan. 

According us the leaves are gathered, they arc to be dried in the 
^hatlc and stringed on Uctle sticks, so as not to touch each other, while 
the uir circulates round. The sun is very obnoxious to tobacco in this 
state; am! it will likewise be very hurtfui in uir it more than is re¬ 
quisite. It is to remain in the fdr until it gets a colour; and ns in 
t)mt state the leaves uiU be very dry and brittle, they urc to be cx})oscd 
to tlie dew for one mght, and, in that moist sbitc, left to ferment iu 
Toyifi~{baH<lala9i a provincial name, which appe;irB to signify rows), 

Fermonlation, if excessive, would be mischievous, ns it would rot the 
tobacco : three clays will be sufficient; at tliu end of which the heaps, 
or rows (bandalas), are to bo turned up, leaving those leaves that were 
under now uppemost; it is then fermented for three days more, and ut 
the cud of that period is pressed# 

This operation consists in ex purging it of the bad leaves, keeping the 
good ones in the smull sticks and in rows, but well covered, to prevent 
their getting dry, 

Pressing once finished, tbe prc*par«aliun Is completed. The seed must 
be guUiorcd when it is well ripe to serve for ihc uext year's sowings. 

'llie mode ot curing at Duunond Harbour, ns doserdied by Ca]>taiii 
C. Cowles, was as follows If tlic day piomiscd to be fine, about 1) 
o’clock, or as >uon us the dew was off the phuiU, they were cut and left 
in the sun all day, apd put under cover at n^ht. The next duy the 
leaves weIV stripped from the stems, bnislnsl, and laitl singly in t lie sun 
on cuuviis or mats, eilhet I ho uholc or half the day, aecnisdng us thvy 
were more or loss dry ; then laid In tbe shade to cool; then placid 
closely hi a heap or ho>;, covered with gunnies, on which weights were 
plaml. Alter remaining in lh;it state until the heap acquiied a glow¬ 
ing heat throughout, it wax again spaail out and the leaves doubled 
and strung on slips of bum boo, (after tbe S undo way manner.) In this 
i^tutc it wa.s again sweated, and tlieii hung up* in the ^liadc to dry for 
about three weeks or a month ; then put out for one night in tlie dew, 
and early the next moruing placed in a heap to ** sweat once more, 
and them finally dried. 

From what 1 have observe^l, (adds Capt. Cowles,) 1 should say that 1 
commenced the sweating process before the leaves were sufficjcntly dry, 
on which account many of them have undergone a partial decomposi¬ 
tion. I have no doubt, hut it would be advantageous to allow tbe 
leaves to remain in the sun nt least two days, (taking care not to break 
tbeir edges, winch become brittle on the second day), and in the shade 
three or four.” 
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In conclusion, 1 beg to say, that I have reason to believe that to<- 
bacco will generally improve in flavour and colour by being kept in a 
close dry place fur eight or ten months. 

Dr. Casanova says, that when the tobacco is ripe, and ready to be 
cut, it is taken to be cured. For this purpose there are two methods, 
which are subject to the climate of tlie pUt. where it grows. If tho 
operation is perfomied in a hut country, the i*d)acco is cured without 
heat in a house built for that purpose, the dimensions of which are in 
proportion to the crop to be colictied. This house may bo built of any 
materials, provided it is airy and water-proof. Large pieces of bamboos 
are horizontally and transversely placed in it from one angle to another, 
on which bumbeos the tobacco is hung by the extremity of the stalk, 
with the leaves downwards, and near to each other, leaving a space uf 
'^ab(^it 0 or (I feet from the ground, in order to keep a smoky combust!- 
blc burning in diflbrent places of tlic room until the tobacco assumes 
a dark brown colour, which is tlie indication of its being cured. It 
is thou packed in bundles, well pressed and kept in a dry, airy place. 

The other method consists in an operation performed wiihigit fire or 
smoke, but with an artiKcial heat, or with o caloric produced by the 
tobacco itself, and is used in cooler cliumtes. It consists first of a 
house adapted for that pur]>oso, the length of which must be greater 
than its breadth, and of beuelies of s|>Ht bamboos placed longitudinally 
at cueh end of the building, with a suflicient .npacc from each other to 
allow a man to puss. These benches may be fixed in the ground or 
may be moveable—they are to be two feet high, tlirco wide, and from 
ten to twenty or thirty feet in length, according to that of the tobacco 
house, upon which tbe leaves are pik'd finmt two or three feet high, 
and covered with some thick woullun cloth or blankets, in order to 
make the tobacco part with its moisture. M*la*n it has undergone its 
primary operation, it secretes an extnietive substance, which is the 
resinous part, and in w^ich the aroma is contained; it then changes 
into a dark brown colour, which is a sure sign of its being cured. 
When this o[>cr»tion is accomplished, the tobacco is hung about the 
roof of the same house, in which bmubot»s are previcjui;ly jdaml, until 
it is vonliialod, and (hen packed in bundles of about six or eight 
pounds, wliich will keep for a long time if not exposed to dampness.* 

Injfirics ,—(ireat loss was sustained in Cuttack by the cultivators of 
tobacco in cho season of 1333, from «in insect which attacked the plant 
when a Jitlle above thc^gnnmd, and entirely dc^troyetl it, Singular to 
say, the Virginian tobacco entirely escaped, though e<£ually exposed to 
the attacks of the grub. 

h'rom the inouu'iit the tobacco is (ransplaiifed, a great swarm of 
worms will appear, which, unless cartfully extinguished, would not 
leave a aiuglc leaf in the largest plantation; and tliia attention must be 
incessant from the first to the Inst day it is on the gruiind. On some 
occasions it is necessary to plant the same field thrice or oftaner, be¬ 
cause what was sown one day is not found the next, the worm having

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destroyed or concealed it under ground. Againat this there is no other 
rein city, but to transplant again and again until the worm ceases its 
havoc. After the plant has taken root, there is no more of this danger, but 
the worm will continue destroying the leaves if every individu^ plant 
is not visited morning and evening and tlie worms killed ; but some¬ 
times a single visit will do, or one twice a week, according to the abun« 
dance of them.* 

The following is the mode of culture pursued about the city of 
CuimbetoreBetween the middle of August and the same time in 
September, a plot of ground is hoed, aud embanked into small squares. 
In these the seed is sown and covered hy hand three times at intervals 
of ten days. To secure a succession of seedlings, water is then given, 
and the sun’s rays moderattKi by a covering ot Hushes. Watering ia 
repeated every day for a month, and then only every fifth dny. 

The field into which the seedlings are transplanted is manured and 
ploughed at the end of August. Cattle ore also folded upon the 
ground. Four or five ploughings are given between mid September 
and tl)c middle of October, when the field is divided as above into 
small squares. These are watered until the soil is rendered a mud. 
Plants of the first sowing arc then inserted at the end of September, 
about a cubit apart, the transplanting being dune in Uie afternoon; at 
intervals of ten days tlic seedlings of the other two sowings are re- 
inoved. A month after being transplanted, the field is hard; and after 
another month the leading shoot of each plant is pinched off, so as to 
leave them not more than a cubit high. Three times during the next 
month all side shoots tbrowji out are removed. When four montlis 
uld tlie crop is ready for cutting. 

To render the leaves sweet, the field is watered, and the plants cut 
down close to the surface, being allowed to remain where cut until next 
morning. Their root ends are tied to a rope and suspended round the 
hedges. ^ * 

In fine weather, the leaves are dry in ten days ; but if cloudy, they 
require five more days. Tlioy arc then heaped up under a roof, which 
is covered with hushes, and jircssed with stones for five days. After 
this, the leaves are remove<] frum the stems, tied in bunches, heaped 
again, and pressed for four days longer. They arc now lied in bundles, 
partly of the small leaf and partly of the large leaf bundles, again put 
in heaps for ten days—once during the time th^ heaps being opened 
and piled afresh. This completes (he drying. 

A thousand bundles, weighiiig about 570 lbs., is a good produce for 
an acre.f 

The next communication will embrace the consideration of that uni¬ 
versal Hindostanec crop—Rice; and that will be closely succeeded by 
an acrount of the Sugar Cane and Silk culture.

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THE AFFAIRS AND PROSPECTS OF NEW ZEALAND. 

(Concluded from p. 

Ws resume our norrativeof the affairs of the colony, which we were 
compelled to break off in the last number, and proceed to comment on 
the extraordinary conduct of the Governor. We have now to instance 
his behaviour towards Mr. Dillon, in an interview which he held at 
Nelson witli the magistrates of that district. 

A conversation ensued, chicdy bclw*ecu his Kxccllency and Mr. 
Dillon, in which he expressed the strongest possible disiapproballon of 
»thQ conduct of those magistrates who had issued a warrant ^igainst 
Rauperaha and Rangihaiaui, at the time when Major ilichmond was in 
Nelson ; and it was sought to ubtiin Uic assistance of the North Star 
to execute it. He described it as an act of the greatest indiscretion, 
bearing marks of extreme haste, and calculated to bring on a war of 
extermination. The charge of indiscretion was denied, on the ground 
that no bad effect hod resulted from it; the cliargc of haste, by the 
assertion that it was the result of much deliberation ; and the allegation, 
that it was calculated to bring on a war of extermination, was rebutted 
by the assertion, tliat it hod brought on no war, and that its intended 
effect was not to render the criminals amenable to the sword, but to 
the ordinary tribunals of justice. Hia Excellency persisted in his views, 
and expressed his determination to omit from the new commission the 
names of all the magistrates who had si^eil the warnmt.'^ Thus, not 
content with the Nelson settlers being widowed of their brave and 
deeply-regretted leaders, slaughtered by the incursion of a savage from 
another island, Governor Fitzroy determined to strip them of their re¬ 
maining respected magistrates. 

Mr. Fox adds, ** ln*the course of this part alt the conversation, ho 
attacked Dillon, who, he said, though a very young nmn and recent 
settler, had taken every opportunity of putting himself forward in 
opposition to Government. He instmced, inter alia, a letter, which 
lie said he read in I'higland, aadressed by ]>illon to the Nelson j>aper, 
condemnatory of the Govenirauut. Dillon denied ever having written 
any letter to the papers, which could by possibility liavc reached 
England before his Excellency left, except one relating to the conduct 
of Messrs. Phillipps and Tiplady, brokers in Gcoige Yard, Lombard 
Street, with reference to his passage on board the Geoige Fyfe, and 
which had not the remotest connexion with Government. The Go¬ 
vernor declared that be Imd the paper, and would send it to Dillon ; 
but it will, 1 suspect, prove a very great mistake ; and, as his Excel¬ 
lency was very positive, he will have to cat his own words.*

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So much for Lis Excellency’s veracity, as it regards tho Tlon* Con* 
Stan tine Dillon^ who has near connexions at Lome, who, no doubt, will 
take up tills vulgar and unconstitutionnl attack. This gentleman is 
the brother of Lord Dillon, and the brother’in* law of Mr. Stanley, the 
in ember for Anglesey. 

And now fur bis Excellency’s law—** lie ailvcrted at great length to 
the illegality of Thompson’s conduct in issuing the original warrant. 
'J'he charge was a charge of arson; arson is the burning of another 
man’s liuusc : it is nut arson to bum your own house—the natives had 
never sold the Wuiroa, Cottcrell’s warre, which was burnt, was built 
on ground wliich belonged to the natives, of materials which belonged 
to them also. It was, therefore, the natives* own house which the 
natives burnt—con set] uently no arson ; and, therefore, Thompson’s 
warrant was illegal. Hence the natives were jusu.'^ed in resisting, and* 
the result justifiable homicide.*** 

Tins was must likely the boy Clarke’s law. Now tho fact was 
that the Wairoa plains are without inhnbitAUts, and tho ground 1$ 
the waste of the llrltish Crown, under the* proclamation of llrilish 
sovereignty, by Cook, in 17C1>, and sinco hy (^iptain Ilobnim; and then 
AS for the murderers, lluupcndia and llangihaiutA, they were the resi¬ 
dents of another island, distant nt least 100 miles from llic Wuiroa. Ilut 
adnilicing (heir title to the land, in right of some former conquest; 
all the right which they had, tlic^y ha<l sold to the Coinpmry, and signccl 
the dued.f Eut by what authority did Governor Fits Roy act as a judge ? 
Her Majesty’s commisMoii mA<lc him an administrator; anollicr was 
appointed a judge; and no in.an has ever acted more completely illegaliy 
than himself. ** flo reproved Mr. McDonald sharjdy, and ihen the coin- 
muuity; charged us with entertaining republican ideas; said he came 
out to goveni"to direct, not to be dictnti*<l to; that he wanted neither 
information m r advice from any of us, and decliuud receiving any 
communication unless in writing.” At another time, Mr. Fox says, 

” the Wuiroa adair was gone into, but chiefly ny himself, and he told 
me as much as that Ins mind is made up to have no judicial inquiry, 
p;irtly because satisfied ot the injustice of the proceedings of the Euro- 
jXfAus, and partly because he says it would be impossible to take the 
uITondeis, without giving tise to a war, w'liich would exterminate the 
white men or drive them out of the country.” 

Tliis sIkiws ignorance and cowonlicc: there are various ways In which 
they might be taken without going to war. A whaler’s boat’s crew 
armed has frequently landed, and forced them to carry down to the 
beach, articles which they hod stolen from the ships. The tieighhour- 
ing tribes would rejoice in ^hc opportunity of taking them. And as for

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rxterminating llie white incu, the lesident natives will assist them, if it 
comes to this, in ridiling Uiemsclves of these notorious ruffians, although 
their numbers, in consequence of the unprincipled conduct of the local 
government, may be swelled to 500. 

On the 12th of February, Governor Fitz Roy went from Nelson to 
Waikainu in the North SUtr frigate, visited *fr. Hatfield,who, after 
the massacre, went over to Cloudy Day and gave an account of that 
liorrihle alfuir to M*Donogb, the police magistraie at VVellington, which 
he published, and was sub^cquenUy obliged to rorrect. Major Rich¬ 
mond also was present,who, like M^Douogh, hud issued u proclama-

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tion which was incorrect ;* Mr. Spain, the comnusaioncr, to wlu>rn 
very serious blame attaches, 1st, for ever interfering, contrary to 
Lord John Hussoll'a agreement with the Company—2dly, for years 
of delay, obviously for the sake uf fees, or continuing a groat salary'-^ 
ddly, what is much more serious, knowing that Rauperaha and Rangi« 
haiata were going over with armod men to attack the surveyor in Cloudy 
Ray, and giving no notice of it to the authorities at Wcllin^on ; George 
Clark, wlio witnessed the truth of a document concocted by Mr. Bush, 
and which is the real origin of all the misfortunes which have occurred. 
These particulars are entered into to show who were the companions 
by whom his Excellency was surrounded. And the conference ended 
in the following address by the Governor to the barbarians 

^‘Listen, O ye chiefs and cider men heic assembled, to my words. 
I have now heard the Maori statement and the Pakchos' statement of 
tlio Wairuu (this could not bo true, unless he had c^trcfully cxaihlncd 
every stirvivor, instead of which he had got rid of every magistrate who 
had done so), and I moke my decision. I, the representative of the 
Queon of England—i, the Governor of New Zealand have made my 
decision.

In conaequenee of a Proclamation which haa appeared under the liand of the pre- 
cent Chief Police Magistrate. atlgiiiatiaiiiK the mustvm of tJie vuJmiteera an 
afftcinliiics, andwhi^'h, though suWquently retracic<l, may meet the eye of many uno 
may not see the rot* action, your ConiDiittce bound in this most public manner to 
atate, that Uieir proee«<ly>ga have had the fuU cniicuiren^c of the hi? rulice IklagistrAtc 
Mr. M*Douogh, until he was superseded, by Uie arrival of Major Uiclimund, us well as 
of the late lacTivuUd and pn’seut Mayor of iV'eUington, and of dll tlic local M agist ra(ea 
who arc nut in tho employ of Government; many of whom are members uf the varioua 
corps, and have taken a moat active part m the assemblies stigmatised as illegal.

t Mr. Fox is a much belter interpreter of RngUsb law tliau (iovemor Fits 
Roy, for in bis Report he letnarks—“The proiwf answer to his argument is, 
that the gi'ounds assigned by hiui might he a sumcient reason fur nut commit¬ 
ting the ]>artics to trial; but they were not sufficient toprcventTliomps«fii from 
apprcbeiidlDg them, for the purpose of inquiring wbetlier they ought to be 
committed or not. Thonipiton’s 'iroeeedinga were merely imtiatory—a regular 
informatimi was laid before him by CottcrcU, charging a felony. He issues 
his warrant, not because he knows a felony has been cfimmiticd,hut to inquire 
whether a felony boa been committed or not if it has, then liii duU is to send 
the criminal to trial si the Aisiset; if noL dismiss the charge, fn ordinary 
cai€i, connected with the adtninisMtion, tuc mogistmtei do not ctop to aHcer- 
tain die truth of the charge before issuing their warrant for the apprslienvlon 
of tlie criminal; but they apprehend him first, and inquire Hilerwardn.

Nothing so really bi&rbarons has occurred in )nodem times, for ]]ow- 
ever much it may be disguised, tlic endre conduct of the local govern¬ 
ment has been that of injuring tb* scUlciucnts in Cook's Straits, if 
in addition to the agreement between the Company and Lord John 
Kusscll, the Ckahtkr signed by the Queen, the agreement between 
the Cliicfs and the Company, to which reference has been made in 
a note, or the following statement of Governor Hobson, —The 
Mtmtion which Colonel Wakefield intimates his intention to uc- 
c\i|)y, as stated in his letter, (markcil K), is in my opinion liable to 
objections, both from iupruximity to \S*cilington, to which it is Huhlc 
to become a rival in trade, and from the imporfoetjon of its harbour. 
Jhit as it happens to be included within the special grant conceded by 
your Lordship to the Company, I do not consider myself jfistified in 
offering any interruption lo his proceedings,”* —the argument now 
used is, that the conductor the suiferers was illegal, because the spe¬ 
cific gvaut of the M airoa hud nut been made by the Crown to the 
Cumpany, Whose fault is it that it was nut?—The unff^rlunato Cap¬ 
tain Wakefield with his followers went to the Middle Island, Suutli 
Durham, in October, ItHl. The only notice taken of them by the 
distant government at Aucland, was taxing them heavily, not leaving 
money enough to pay the weekly stipend k> the Government pilot, and 
appointing one police magistrate Thompson, with ouc eouHtablc Malcn. 
Why did not the Governor do as he did in the ease of Wellington f— 
issue the specific gratit ?—instca<l of which, the settlers were aban¬ 
doned, ond the Company’s agent, the police magistrate, the constable, 
Ml perished on the 17th\)f Inne, Id Id, by the hands of the very men 
who luul signed the deed of sale; and this, Governor FiUs Roy, with a 
frigate, the North Star, at his command, determines to be ** justifi.iblc 
homicide,” and goes purposely to the barbarians to tell them that the 
white men were lo blame. 


proves that no crime has been committed, theyrelca*<c him; but (he apprehen¬ 
sion renders them liable ti no punishment: nor would a party charged and 
sought to be arrested, be jnsUficd in resisting the arrest because he whs not 
guilty. His duty is to surrender and submit to the inquiry as to his guilt. The 
only grounds on which he would bo justified in resisting would be some irre¬ 
gularity in the form of the warrant, in the magisirutc or constable's authority, 
or so forth; but he is not justified in resisting merely because be is inmK.eut of 
the crime witli which he ts charged, t'ottcreirs information was a full justifi¬ 
cation for Thompson's arresting the natives charged in it.”

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Fit« Roy afterwards went to Wellington; the settlers, hoping for a 
better government than they had i^rcviously experienced, welcon^ed him 
with enthusiasm, went to his levee, and of course, amongst others, Mr. 
JerninghaTn Waked eld, whose joumcyiiigs amongst the nutives for 
sonic years has procured for him in Kngland the sobriquet of I'he 
Captain Grey of New Zealand," for he had done all in New Zealand 
which Captain Grey had done in Australia, and perhaps more ; he had 
employed hundreds of the natives in gathering and picking flax, for 
wliich they were highly paid by the merchants at Wellington, and it 
has become the chief means of thus bringing them in contact with 
civilisation. Ills journals from time to time have appeared in the 
New Zealand Jaurnal, and in the course' of them he had related the 
unauthorised bargains which some, professing to be inissionaries, had 
made with the natives far land, and in some cases for the sole 
of intcniiptiag or thwarting the Company's settlements. These mis« 
sionuries (not such men as Mr. Hatfield—the charge is only to be made 
on 0 few) give the settlers the name of **devils;" Mr. Jemingham 
Wukoflcld has rendered good service in having exposed such Ciiiumct, 
and if he merits nny roftection at all ns to his conduct, it is that he hus 
not suilieiently done so. He went out with his uncle C<dnnel Wnkefield 
in the Tory in 18*19—was universally loved by the settlers, became the 
very idol of the resident natives, and when bis uncle was murdered, the 
most numerous resident native tribe urged him to place liimbclf at their 
head to avenge the death of his relative. It might have been exjwctcd 
that Governor Fits Koy on bis arrival would have been anxious to 
soothe his oiniction, to seek his 8c<|uaintance, to Icani from him the 
state of native feeling, and benefit by his cxpcriei^e in assisting to turn 
the savage from his barbarous, to a civilised state. But no—when the 
young man pre.sented his card at bis Excellency's levee, he ussiiiled him 
with vulgar abUdC; many of the settlers who bad not been previously 
presented walked ov^ of the room, disgusted at the attack. Mr. Wake¬ 
field buTc it patiently In public, but soon demanded an explanation in 
a private interview. What took place—what passed at that interview 
shall be given in Mr. Wakefield's own words. After leaving (lovemor 
Fitx Hoy, he wrote him a letter, which, according to Lord Stanley's 
directions, must have been transmitted to the Colonial Office at home, 
and thus it will be recorded as a public document; but that his brother 
colonists might know exactly what passed, he sent it fur publication to 
the fVelUngton Gazette^ in which it was printed on the 2l8t of Febru¬ 
ary, and we have no small pleasure in gratifying our Anglo New 
Zealand readers at home by transcribing it into columns of the 
Colonial Macazine.

** Sir,—At a public It^ree held by your Excellency immudiately on your arrival 
lu this placci your Excellency was pleaded to addresv to me a very severe, andi ns 
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I conrclTc^ nioit unmcriteU rebuke. Although thlf wu done in the presence of 
A body of ColonieU irbu^ appmbatiou of my comliiet as one of them it had boea 
my earnest wish to obtain, 1 tbit it m) duty to abtuiu from any reply as public 
us your attack. 

** Ou my application, yoor Daeellency wae kind enough to grant me an inter* 
view, III whicii you rtH^ucsIcd Major Hichiuoud to be present. Ou that oceasloRi 
however, your >'x(^Uency ctmsureil my coniluel and dons in sneU uumcasuied 
terms, that 1 do not feel myself wanting iii any of the respect due to you as the 
representative of iter Majesty, while taking this mcatis of making known to tlio 
public boih the charges brought againnt me and my defence. 

** It nas with much satisfaetJou 1 gathered from your lixccllency that had you 
not imagined that I was about to leave this place immediately aAer tho lotce^ 
your Excellency would hare taken a less public opportunity of expressing your 
disapprobatiou of my conduct. 

Vonr Excellency Umt referred to letlcn written l>y me at different times since 
the first formation of ihU colony, and published in the *Ncw Zealand Junmul,' 
of London: remarking that they were filled with sneers and sajx.aNms lovellcd at 
tlie mUilouarics; am I that 1 had shown myself, in thus writing, a decided enemy 
In their pioceedings and to religion. Your Excellency expressed your regret that 
I had, by these writings and my general conduct iu aetung an example to the 
natives, obtained fur myself the UDen^iablc name of the * Leader of tjte dovil*e 
mlssionavira f I* 

** I thru stated to your Excellency that those were private letters written to my 
relations iu England | and lhai, moreover, tliey corttained no attack upon rcH* 
ghm, although 1 had curefuUy remarked and freely descanted ujnm such conduct, 
on the part of some of the mlwroimries, os seemed calculated to injure instead of 
bencHting the natives, by cstiangiug them from the colonists and cugciulcriug 
animosity between tlio two races; and although I at the moment felt inclined to 
remonstrate o^inst the use made by your Excellency of my private letters, even 
though published in England, In order to found a public animadvertion on niy 
conduct, I am proud to acknowledgu tlie scatimetfU contained In them as those 
which 1 hold in public as well as in private. And I feel bound to remind your 
Exceileiicy, that in nil free countries, and especially in the Dritish dominions, (ho 
liberty of exjircsslng his own opriiioiui is oiio of the most precious privileges of 
cveiy, even tJia mcanci»l subject of hia sovervign. 

**Your Hxcelleucy mutt bo fully aware Uiat, in the roAhetveounity as well as 
here, it is a very* prevalent opinion that in tbe great work of preserving ati abo* 
riginal race from extinction, CUiliaation'ought to precede, or at any rate go hand 
in hand with Christianity; and that tJie latter, unaided by the forn>cr, bcconies to 
the savage a mere empty form and name. And although many of the arguments 
and facts contained in the letters alluded to by your ExcclJcney wcio adduced in 
proof of this position, many others were brought forwnid in onler lo sliow how, 
in many cates, tbe sacred dulies of a misiiiooary had been abused, whenevrr his 
landshorking propensities, o^d a cons^^quent jealousy of (he colonlsts^whom lie 
knew to be a body of men as moral, a» kiod^beorlcd, and as ready (o make every 
effort for tbe preservation of the aborigiual inhabltaids of this country, as him* 
sclf-^bod led him to employ bis influence iu imbuing tbe minds of the natives 
with suspicion, jealousy*, and at length dislike of those who had most earnestly 
Intended, and who wurt* best calculated by every quality, ruorul and iotelleclual, to 
become their most valuable fneudv. It would be an easy task, although requiring 
mere space than thU letter will allow, to repeat the numerous Instances iu which 
such has been the application of missionary influence: but I need only lefcr to 
the conduct of tho Kcr. Ilcury Williams, tbe heud of the Church Mi«sionav; body, 
when he wm seeking a “slice for himself'* in this very plaiv. 

**As regards tho course epithet by which your Excclleucy wai pleased to iufann 
me llmC I WM commonly dt*sigMr.lcd, I have only to icpput utiiil 1 aisled to youi

Imlcs of the fertUory, it w*a« your Exeelleiicy's duty to inform me, m prisate, 
that you cousidered I had been iuvludcd in it most inadvertmily by !he late 
Goieruor, on account of my youth and iudiscu tion, on arconnt of the had ex* 
ample I had set the natives, and on nccounl of my b(*hitf known as cue of those 
who entertaluocl an especial haired and animosity toward* die natives. 

** I uMi glad to be able to state, that 1 do not fear the publication of theso mo¬ 
tives far ray rsmovsl, and that \ do nut shrink from the second appeal winch I 
then made to your Exccllcney, to iiniuire from the natives among wlumi I have 
spent the last four years aiul a half, a« to tUo character wbleli I liave acquired 
among (hem. 

" f left Kng1ari<l nearly fire years ago, with the object of SMittlng, how*evcr 
humbly, In the formation of Ihe first colony which has been founded in modern 
times, will] a view to the boncdc of the al^»rigimil inhabiiunts of (he soil, and 
with as great anxiety as could l»c felt by your Kxccilsiicy or any other man, tlmt 
they should be preserved from the evils wieh irregular and Nicious enUmisntion 
was (heu fast bringing upon them. 1 share tJic regret exticiienee«1 by the main 
bo<Iy of ruhmIsts bore, that every effort for their advancement and their amsl* 
gaiiiation with us has been ilrcnuontly opposed and frnstialed by those eucnnes 
of tlio colnnisti wlio, wliils pretending to befrioud Ihe ust]>es, have beeu eflWdu- 
ally reUrding iheir progress, uml crcii preparing the way fuv that coUUion be- 
tW'eeu the races which hits now unfortunately begun. But 1 fr*cl proud to say, 
that numerous pruids allow me, without undue selAestecm, to usteil thut 1 yet 
enjoy tlin respect iiid cstaein of the natives of this pari of the island to a clogreu 
uiiMnrp,i»(ae(l by that evincnl towards cron Ihc misiiUmarics who have I abate red 
among them. Considc ing that your Kxcclleucy h:'d only obtained your infor* 
ninfiou from cue party, I felt tills accusation tu be most uujust, ungenerous, and 
unreeling. 

** { tlicn added, and again repeat, tliat I did not rebut ibis charge In order (hat 
niy name sliouKI bo retained in the Comwissiou of the Peace, as I hud previously 
determined to request your Excelleni*}', bt'fore (ho termination of the ictvrvieWi 
to aerept my resigns lion as a lOagUfrale of ilie territory. 

Your JCxecllency proceeded to blame me for having, sinre fhc Wairso massacre, 
worn arms while travelling among the natives who bad partaken in that affair, 
although 1 had beeu warned againat such a proceeding by the cliicf police 
magistrate, Major Richmond. Your Excellency observed that such a course was 
calculated to encouragu distrust and suspicion among the natives, and was, more¬ 
over, mere cliildish bravado j 9»*id that your Excellency would * not be surprised if 
OD some future occasion they should renioTC ny sword and beat me with the flat 
of it, or duck me in a pond, by way of a joke/ During more than six months, 
however, that I pursued tliis eoitnc, I never beanl it commented upon by a tingle 
native at anything bi\t a very natural yirecautioa; but was told on the contrary 
by liauperaha himself that I ilid quite right to follow the native custom of 
wearing arms while travelling In a part of the country which owned only native 
customs und native douiinioii. Major Uichmond did cerlainly entreat of lur, 
much to my indignation, to carry concealed ami if I cauied auy. 
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Your Cxcelleucy coDe]aJf*<l hy adrertiug to aomc teflon publialied lately by 
D)o cu tbc uewapaper of thia place, adding, lliat )ou were aurpriaed Mr. Clarke 
hIiouIiI liavc been foolub eiioiigli to allow hiniiielf Ut be <lrawn into any such 
corrcftpoitdciicr. Your Excellency blafne«l me for atleiiiptinh* by thU loeaua to 
excite ihe feeling!! of the Eoropeana against the luitivoa, and ridiculed the idea of 
hunting about fur foolish sturiea ab^iut skulla in 'ue place niid bones in 
atmther, in order to alarm people who limtl not sense eiioiigli to treat such ix*pur(s 
aa they deserrMl. I would heg to submit toyour ExcelU i)cy« that i only repeated 
ill a plain statement as was mode to me, with the name of my aulhoriiy and those 
of the persons present, and that the publication of tins stiUemeut cUcitod friou 
other persons the stones about bones which your Excellency was picaseil to treat 
as fool i si), and to attrilmic to me* 

** Your Excellency begged mo to coDsidor In what position I should have been 
plserd had jour Kxccileney instructed the Atlorucy^Geneml to fdc a crimi'ial 
i nfor mutinn against me for dofAmlng the character of the natives ududed to in 
iny letter, and informed mu tliat if I, or any other person, should vs rile a Mjuilur 
letter, he would uot he Allowed to pn>fit by a friendly warning, but would Hmt 
hear from an officer of the Supremo Court. While I bare no dcnirc In pass thu 
hounds of ull due respect to your Excel lei ley, I could wi»h to refer anyjust* 
ijiinded man, whctlier of the legal profesMon or not, to those letters, and learn 
from him iu what position jour Ksodleiiey would have been placed,* had you 
pucHinxl any courHe «o repugnant to the principles of English law, and the pri¬ 
vileges of English libeity? I tsdll add, that I Imse since heard fVum very ux« 
ccllmit authority, tliat il{r. Colton aifiims liaupmba to have made a atatenicnl

In conclusion, 1 beg to assure your Excellency of that unfeigned respect 
which I shall never ftiil to pay to ihe iUprescnlalive of her Majesty \ but have to 
chum yiiur Excellency’s initulgiuice for pursuing the ouiy course which was left 
open to mo, in order to defend myself fnim the degradation which your ExccU 
loney w'as pleased to impt>sc u|»on me bi*r(ue ^y fcllow-eolunisti. If 1 hare 
ventured to make use of arguments which might have fallen with more grace nm! 
power from some among their bintj b<*Uer <iu:di(iiKl by yean and experience for 
the task, 1 must n^speclfnlly submit that as your Excellency u us jileaseO to select 
trio from among them for ft public reproof, sol have not thought it unbecoming to 
ndvanee in my own defence m>iniouH which i have iinbibgd fiom many older xml 
wiser (Inm myself among myTrieuds, but wliirh have been couhnned Jii my luind 
by scjiui) cxpciictLCc among the aborijpncs of these islands*

Wd have road Mr. '\^^keficld*s publiHhed journals with some care, 
but cannot discover the slightest reRcction upon religion, and there 
seems just about as inudi veracity in thu charge, as in tiie attack upon 
the [Ion. Constantine Dillon, at NoUon ; and os for his Excellency 
not being ‘‘ surprised if on some future occasion tltcy (the natives) 
should remove his sword, and beat him with the flat of it, or duck 
him in a pond,** it is nothing short of inciting some of the barbarians 
to murder, and so it was considered at Wellington; and thus this 
useful magistrate thought it most prudent to leave the colony, and is 
arrived in England, where iiu doubt his case will be made known in a 
variety of cluinnels. 

Whilst this was passing in Wellington, the natives at Aucland res- 
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cued a prisoner in tlie court of justice at distant Auoland ; the autho¬ 
rities there sto]}pcd at no legal quibbles—not only arrested natives at-a 
distance ironi the scene of disturbance, but tired on them for attempting 
to escape. It remains for ns to know whether Governor Fite Roy on 
Mh return to AucUnd applied tlie sumc interpretation of English law to 
Aui'Iand magistrates whidi he bad dealt out at Nelson. liis absence 
in Cook’s Straits is an additional proof of the Bui)erlutivc folly of hxing 
and continiiitig the seat of government so lar away as Aucland, which 
has been fully set forth at p. 177 and p. B92 of the first volume of 
this Magasiue, 

Tlierc is but one remedy to apply to the horrible state of affairs so 
wantonly created by the local goverutnent, so wilfully neglected by the 
Colonial Office at home, which is to send out, vK Alexandria and In¬ 
dia, a straight-fonvard English Governor, who without cant or hypocrisy 
will proceed in the first ship of war which can be met with at Bombay 
or Ceylon, and immediately remove Rauperaha and Kangihaiata, and 
with directions to carry out the following wise resolutions of the recent 
Committoc of tlic House of Commons. Great coniidcDce was placed 
in the result of that Committee: it rests with the administralioa at 
large, which will no doubt bo supported by Parliament, os it already is 
by universal public opinion. At present, only the Report and Reso¬ 
lutions arc printed—the evidence on which they arc founded has yet to 
be published—it will be a voluminous production, but, like the l^ords* 
Report of 1838, will become a text-book of reference for future articles. 
Much change, in various ways, must take place in regard to New 
Zealand previous to the new year, which wu shall not fail to notice in <lue 
course; in the mean time wc append the Parliamentary Resolutions.

That the conduct of the Now S^calniul Compiny, in sending out settlers to 
New Xvulaud, not only without the ^auction, but iu direct doHaocc of the auiLo' 
rily of Ihc Crown, was higldj irregular ami improper. 

** *2, That the coucluaiou of the treaty of Waiting! by Captain Hobson with 
certain ii;itives of New Zealand was a part uf a series of injudicious proceedings, 
which liad commenced scTcral years previous to his «wu nipt Ion of tlie local 
goTcroment. 

That the ackuowledgmcnt by the local aulhorilics of a right of properly 
on the part of the natives of New Zealaud, in all wiU laud iu those islands, after 
the sovereignty hod been assumed by her Majesty, was not essential to tho true 
construction of the treaty of Wailangi, and was an error which Las been pro¬ 
ductive ef very injurious consequeaces.

THE YANKEE nOARDlNG-IIOUSE : 

A RBCoan or AovesTUAt in tvxas.

CiurtER h'^IUw I goi there, 

A FEW inpntha prcvlona to n%j quitting the land of snakes and alligators firr 
good and aye, 1 found myself, one fine morning, seventy miles country," 
standing on tlie tup of the picturesque bonk which beetled over Harris's Land¬ 
ing, Dirk's Creek, Galvcslou County, Texas. Tlie Undiiig 1 uUudo to, U 
tliat at which all boats bound for Powhattan put up, and is situoted on a bond 
of the rlvar, about a quarter of a mile in a straight line from the nearest inlm- 
bited house. The stream, deep, muddy, and slow, la not twenty yards across, 
if it be as much. The landing is on t)ic left-hand nde as you go u() the bayou, 
where there is a suiidl gap in tbe wood, jtist enough to allow the path which 
leads to it to cuuie down to the water’s edge. Kverywhero else the river is 
picturesquely overhung by thick and lofty trees, and skirled by low bushes j 
the former being the oak, the sycamore, the elm, pine, cedar, and others too 
numerous to mention. Opposite (o the landing-place is a ruined sbingle hut, 
with huge mud chimney, winch habitation had more than once served myself 
and companions ns a camp duniig short hunting excursions; around it Is a clear¬ 
ing of some acres iu extent, dotted with stuuijrs of felled trees, the portion of the 
trunk above the place where the axe bad been applied being ulotie removed. 
Thu hut, somewhat large in its dimensions, bad a uiud floor, diversified by ri¬ 
vulets of water; it having been built half-way down the declivity of a hill, 
just iu a place where it was sure to reccivo the advantage of all the water 
which might fall on the earth above it. On a recent occasion wc had been 
compelled to spread the floor over with grass, dried before a huge fire, to 
render it possible for us to lie down at all witliout being two or three inches 
deep in mud. 

On thf! morning referred to above, my six-oored cutter lay at the landing, 
and, as I before remarked, a little before sunrise I appeared on the water’s 
edge, accompanied by my friend Mr. Baker, preparatory to a journey down 
the river, and across Galveston Baj, to the town of the same name. It was 
not long line© I hod come up with a party, who all, save Mr. Baker, had 
left me; they retimied overland to Virginia Ferry, whence they were con¬ 
veyed to our good brig, Archer. I remained behind, intending to spend a 
month in the rustic log hut which Capt Tod bad placed at xny disposal. An- 
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lious, however, about letters from Eogland, for which I might in vam have 
wtiited a twelvemonth iu this retired si>ot, where not a traveller passed more 
than twice a year, I had determined, ef^cr four days* rare sport, to go down 
the bay, and again return to Capt. Tod, at as early an opportunity as possible. 
I had sought more company than Mr. Baker in vain^this was vexotious, 
since two lumdt in a heavy boat, in case of adverse wind, was no joke. The 
fact, too, was rendered more unpleasant, from this gciitlemati being not only 
unable to manage even a skiff, pulling a bad oar, not steering half a minute 
without veering from north to south ; but, in addition to all this, entert^iiniiig 
so lively a distaste for aquatics, as even to be uneasy when floating down a 
narrow river. Gut to Galveston he had to go; there was hit wife, to whom he 
was then married but three weeks; and Galveston being an island, with soMe 
twenty miles of open sea between us and it, ecu was to be crossed: ergo, he 
hiuTno choice. Not having decided to down until the previous evening, 
wc had neglected to make an oar inploco of one which had been broken; cue 
oar and one imddle, therefore, was all wc had in our possession, lliis gave 
us no (lisqiuet, as with the wind which now existed, we expected to sail the 
wiiolo distance before evening, and accordingly took in butnnaday *0 pro* 
visions. Our whole baggage consisted of our guns, pistols, imwder horns, 
shot bags, a blanket a-picee, a tin ease full of cold stew, and a few biscuits. 
The fact U, in those wild districts, where motion of all kinds is cunstnntly 
kept up, where every hour is occupied lu hunting, fiMlung, pulling in bouts, or 
sailing, though the refection of the inner man be much thought ot) yet arc dc* 
licacies not even wished forto have enough is the great dosldcratuiu. 
Hiougli never more hungry, or possessed of a more cxccUctit appetite, eating 
won never less cared for, tlian upon these occai^ns. 

A few numites being uccnpicd in preparation, our craft was cast looxo from 
itsmooringa; I seized the imddle, which required thrt'c Nlrokfs to thenar’s 
one, and w*c commenced our journey down the stream. Now thougli noth lug 
can be conceived more picturesque, delightful, or pleasing to the eye thati 
Dick's Creek, with its denst belt of fonni on either side ,—\\vvc an ojieuing, 
and there an opening—ui certain places revealing gentle slopes and lawns, 
and glades of exquisite loveUucs—nothing more disagrecnhlecan be miciguied 
than pulling down its waters without a Uiird iiersou to steer. The river (urns, 
wiuds, and tunis again in every direction. A roach of fifty yards preaciitH 
itself; next minute you are rounding an abrujit cxinior, where once inure you 
arc comticltcd to W'hccI about. A quarter of an hour had nut passed, ere I 
found that one oar was ahiiost always at worit alone, In consequence of the 
turnings; and also that to progress at all, it was necessary to umibip the mdder, 
Before we had proceeded quite three miles, 1 began to feel somewhat fatigued 
and, luckily, here commenced a more open country- On the verge of the forest 
and the scattered timber, was situated the location of Mr. Farmer, where we 
in vain sought a companion desirous of visitiiig Oalvestou ; hoisting our sails 
therefore•^a light breeze whistling through tlie scanty timber, just enough to 
impel us along, we gradually left the forest behind us. Certainly had we been 
three, with a pair of good oars, I would dot have coiuented to any wteh thing, 
ns onr progress was exccs»*ivel 5 alow, especially as In consequence of tho 
sinuosities of the stream, we had every few minutes to jibe, or to haul aft tho 
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»tarboar<l or lArboard sheets. 1 managed the helm and mainiail,'-Mr. Baker, 
in a very awkward manner, the foreauil and jib, we being schoonor^ngged. 
Often, whcti close upon a wind, \rc found it imiKWsiblc to round some ])rujiH:ting 
IxuTit, flliAvc we it ever so closely, or even to soil along certain reaches. ** Down 
jib and pole her,” was then the word, lliis occurred at every two or three 
bimdred yards, until nt length paKsingtho ^'Maison flock,” we issued upon 
that wider and more sailable pikrt of the river vliich is skirted on both sides 
by level and boundless prairies. Never was sailing so delightful as in this 
place \ the banks being suAicicntly high to keep the wind from niffling the 
water, were yet no prevention to its filling our sails, and that privity strongly 
too. Accordingly, iiuggiug the weather bank," we glided along under its 
lee rapidly and noiselessly, save when the sout'd of the cut-wuter made 
itself heard, covering the stream, as a puO'inore thu; ordinarily strong 
polled us along with increased vigour. The sky was blue, though streal^d 
with clouds; the wind soulheriy and light, except at intervals, when the puffs 
aliove mentioned would drive us along through the wati'r, itself rus smooth and 
unruffled as a mill-pond. On such occasions as these, it was my tlelight to sit 
Atthehclru, guiding my litllo bark and eontcinpluUng in silence the scene 
around. There is always a lively ]>1easure in steering a boat, but still more 
when the breeze Is just enough to keep her sails asleep, as we sailors express 
It; that Is, at their Ihll tension, rilent and motionless. 

The river widened n wc advanced, and when about two hundred yards 
Across, and about two miles from its mouth, turning in a southerly direction, 
a paint suddenly presented itself, which I felt unable to weather on the tack 
on,which we were sailing, os despite every eflortwe were fulling on a Ice shore. 
Going about, tlicreforc, ond (itanding for the opposite bank, wc succeeded, 
after several efforts. In shaving the point and entering an even wider portion 
of the river. Here our progress becoming still more slow, accordingly I threw 
our anchor over ijoard for a minute, and found tiint the tide was coming up, 
and we got along vor^ little, though the wind had not decreased. In this 
place wo shot a duck, but did not succeed in enduring it, a huge nlligator 
making a dash at our victim and carrying him offl 

In about half an hour our progress h.iving become scarcely perceptible, wc 
entered Edward's Bay, out of which it was inipossihlc to sail without iunumcr- 
able boards, as the wind blew directly in our teeth. This bay presents a curious 
appearance. Burr minded on all sides by the low and wlde-spreading prairie, 
its bcacli is fiat, and except where certain pahuettoes rise near the mouth of 
Dick's Creek, there is nothing to break the inonotoay of its shores. Opposite 
Dollar I'oint, Edward's Point, a gently-sloping white shell beach, presents 
iUclf, and from thcnco to the first-inentiuued place rvui a string uf small islands, 
or rather shoals. Through hese it is necessary to pass in order to gain the 
open bay of Galveston, stretching itself beyond like nothing save the open sea, 
not a glimpse of laud being to be seen in that direction. Wben it is remem¬ 
bered (hat the bay i^ thirty miles deep, from twelve to sixteen wide, and sur¬ 
rounded by a coimtvy mch as I have described, this will not be wondered at. 
Before eteningquite drew in, we had eaten up oil our provisions, though it was 
ahuqdnntly evident that even by proceeding ail night we should not reach the 
desired haven until morning. But wc were tnie Texans, and looked not to 
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the morrov. Having patiently beat to ^vindwavd until about nine o'clocki tbo 
tulc all tbo while Increiuing and the wind decreasing in force, I managed, by 
puling Matilda a few hniidrcd yards, to gain at lengtli the open bay, where, 
however, tlie same obstacles presented tkemselves. My duties here became 
no sinecure; the low flat shore was invisible, and X was guided only by the 
wind, standing one hour on one lack and one hour ou the other, at the mercy 
of every shift of the breeze. My friend Mr. Baker, loo, went to sleep, cotn- 
]dctely overcome with fatigue, leaving nic to put the craft about when neces¬ 
sary, which, considering the lighUtcss of the wind, and timt I bad three sheets 
to manage, was a somewhat sertons matter. Still 1 did not fed disposed to 
awake my comrade, whose laziness and want of energy I contented myself 
with Inwardly anathematising, llie moou luckily burst forth to keep me cMti- 
1 )any after some delay, and my task became much eosier. Perhaps never did 
X exi)erience such strange and nameless eniotiuna as at that hour. Alone, so 
to sfieak, U[mu the waters of that wild, almost unknown, and unfrequented bay, 
which Latiuo and his pirates yet tenanted in spirit, the same moon illumined 
tnc here as would have done so in the Palais Royal, the Tuilerics, or Hyde 
Park: tliere, however, it shone on lltousands,—here on one—I waR^lone—but 
1 WAS happy in my solitude. Thought, that belts tlie world in the twinkling of 
an eye, was with me; myrimU of stars, too, though the moon pnicd their fire, 
were gazing on me; but I was not tlieu in Galveston Bay—1 was where tho 
moon shone pcrhni>s less hrightly, but where other lights beamed, more bright, 
more beautiful. My white sail, mon* white in the moon's rays—my red end 
blue pennant—my ensign, which I had forgot to reniovr ntnlglit-fall, waving 
over \\\y head, formed my whole iinincdiatc landscai>c, wliile the slow motion 
of tho boat upoti the restless bay, piUrhiiig uu^ under against the tide and 
wind, appeared like tlmt of a craft moved by invlmble ixiwers. 

1 soon discovered that we made no progress at all, in cDnscqnenrc of the 
lightness of the wind aud the adverse tide, 1 losing on one luck uhat I gained 
on the other. This I was the more sure of in consequence of my watching a 
firo on the mainland, which 1 always retained on the starboard tack; still, 
however, I was loth to wake my companion and inform him of (he nclunl state 
of affairs, lingering aitxiously on the romnnlic and pictnro8(|ue )>osition In 
which I femnd myself placed. Moreover, 1 bad promised to go on all night, 
the fwlish fellow being anxious about lus wife; and os 1 fully comprehended 
these feelings, I was considerate for a brother iu misfortune. About one, 
however, my patience and good nature wen? both completely rxhaasted, and 
letting fly the sliceU just As I ran into a little narrow and sheltered bight, I 
woke Baker, and fold him to tutfurl my sails and throw the anchor overboard, 
which he did, not, however, without gnunbling, though he was perfectly con¬ 
vinced that we had lust ratlier than gained ground during his protracted si urn- 
bm. Ho did, however, urge me to try again, muttorlng numething about 
Jane, &c. But I was nn longer in au obliging mood; I was master here, and 
I poremptovUy refused to proceed until the tide slackened, or the wind shou ed 
of a blowing luunour. A gale or a squall would have made me gay, for in 
tliesc parts I had Icarticd not to stick at trifles. Satisfivd with having in¬ 
formed him of my decision, I did not wait his onawer, but wrsp]>ing myself in 
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niy blanket and itrctchlng the nidnsail over me, I lay down In the atom aUcct* 
and went iu sleep hungry. 

About four 1 awoke. It was now light, and 1 found that wc had run into a 
lUtle and pretty bay below Dollar Point, one half nule from Edward's Bay, 
having anchored in four feet water. The wind had not increased, but tlie 
tide had ceased to be against us; a certain freshness, too, in tlic morning air 
prepared me for a northerly change. Taking an oar, I began vigorously to 
pull, much to the dismay of my friend Mr. Baker, one of those jolly and 
ruddy^faced English men who coiiuder work before breakfast, especially, too, 
when there is none in prospect, as tlie very acme of madness, To beat to 
windward, however, with a very light bree/^ is ridiculous, since you make 
scarcely anything but Icc way. No fear but that could we have sailed, 1 
would have been the first to resign my oar; 1 am not su fond of pulling a^ 
do so for amusement on an empty stomach. After exerting ourselves with uiw 
cxamplcd patience and in utur silence until nearly two p.m., we found wc 
had made about eight miles, my pitddle and the heavy boat rendering our 
motion almost imperceptible 1 acconilngly determined lo try what the soils 
would do, not before, however, I found my arms utterly incapable of furtlicr 
oxertion. Tlie breeze had slightly freshened, but blew from as adverse u 
quarter as ever. While setting sail we grounded on a fiat, which the smooth¬ 
ness of the water concealed, but pushing ofi' I once more rccliuod in the ntem 
sheets, just as wc caught a faint glim|ise of the masts and spars of the shipping 
in Galveston Harbour. Pelican Island was directly between us and it, uud 
many a weary tack was to be made ere we could hope finally to round that 
point. Mr. Baker, as soon as our caiivaeswes spread, (vimnicd properly ami 
tlie sheets belayed, pi’otcstiiig be was almost dead from fatigue and hunger, 
prexiared to seek a nap. 

** Do you want to bo drowned, Mr. Baker f" said I sternly, J was iu no 
sweet humour. 

No, captain; but what do you mean?** 

** Do you seo yon black and threatening cloud irtthc nor'-west?'* replied I, 
pointing ut the same time t«> the horizon, where I show'cd him a cloud, black 
as ink, which cast a {jiteby shade u^mn Uic whole atmosphere, and wliicli, 
rising rax>idly, was fast covering Uic whole face of the heavens. I then ex¬ 
plained to him, that ore half an hour we bhouM be attacked by a norther, os 
severe, violent, and dangerous, os he had ever seen. 1 further observed, 
pcrhajfs maliciously, that we slioold then have our hands full, if, indeed, our 
boat sur\'ived the slonn five minutes. These nort/tets are violent and sudden 
tempests, which periodically vi^t this part of the world during the winter, 
causing much terror and alarm to those who at such a time arc unlucky enough 
to be U|>on the face of the wat^ rs. 1 must say, 1 did not like my position, as 1 
bad aeou too much of them not to be aware of the really perilous position in 
which wc were placed. Mr. Baker made no ansvrer wluitever to my remark, 
being overcome, as I soon found out, by an inexplicable terror, which deprived 
him utterly of all presence of mind. He was physically and constitaUunally 
timid to a dogreg when on the water, which was often productive of iiuii;h 
perscmtl inconvenience, as well os annoyance, to those who were his com < 
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l»,'unoiift. Indeed, of all the pcnioni 1 knew, Mr. Baker vm the last whom 1 
could have desired to be with me in my pn'senipredicament. 

Wc had mode what i hoped was our last larbcord tack, having gained suf- 
/Icicntly fo windward to He up, willi our starboard tarks aboard, for the town^ 
when, eight miles from OulvcstOD, tiie xtonn struck us, just as mir sails were 
shaking in the old bieeac, while in fbc act of goi about. Far was 1 from 
expecting such a gale ua wc ni»w experienced, llow was that in one inatant 
the boat was not swallowed up and we both drowued, I never could understand. 
As it was, the first puff laid us over, fiiuiig our boat with water, and anotber 
capsixe being only prevented by my letting fly all the sheets, and putting the 
cruA right before the wind. 

^^Unsprect the aaila^unahip the mast—* look oUto, Mr. Baker/' cried ,1^ 
wilhout daring to leave the helm one instant to render him any asuHUinec. 

“Mr. Baker was looking at his iiat, wlucU, some hundred yards ulT, losc and 
fell on the waves, and did not hear me. 

** Mr. Baker i " screamed I, In a voice which was heard above the roar of 
the gust, **un8prcct the 8;d)s—unship the nmst, and be-to you I" 

Mr. Baker did as ho was desired. There is a magic charm in a gpod sturdy 
anathema. 

** ^(r. Baker," addcsl 1, us loudly as before, as soon as he had stripped the 
boat of all sign of iiinat and nails, "the 1>oai is sinking, bale her out/* 

A pail was near his hand, flonling in the W'atrr, which rone to the thwarts. 
\Vithnn imploring, pad, dcs|iuirjng look, which I shall not easily forget, he 
took the pail and soon lightened our era A. She rone na^re buoyantly on thu 
waves, and flow before the blast. 

‘‘ Mr. Baker," said I, "while there is life there is hope." 

He did not reply, but looked at the sky, at the water, and resinned his 
occupation. 

Truly there was enough in the scene tn appal u heart such as his. Never 
did i witness so sudden a change in a landscapi*. Five iniiiuteH before, the 
sun had been stiirihig hrifhtly on and around our Iteot, gliding noiselessly 
ill rough the smooth niid untroubled waters, the heat at no lower u figure than 
7t} deg.; now, the suii was gone, the waves were at a height w’hieh threatened 
ns they rose and fell, boiled and seathed, to swamp our fragile craft; the wind 
blew in fearful and fitful gusts, soDictimes with a fui'co which wliiteiied tlie 
spray-dashed surface of the waters into foam; the cold was intense, and this 
1 felt the more as the sou'-wester I had worn had Ukcu French leave and de¬ 
parted. Habited c*nfii*ely«aa fora suintucr day, tlie unusual and novel sensa¬ 
tion of cold pierced to my very bones; but 1 scarcely noticed the weather, so 
intent was I upon my duly. Nothing can be courideredmore difHcult than to 
guide a boat at such a time, without impelling force of sails or oars, through a 
raging sea. The angry waves struck her gunwale and bulwarks, now on one 
side, now on the otiicr, rendering her course a series of acute angles. Then 
the water, combing up behind, and rushing aAer us madly and furiouHly, 
appeared at each instant about to swamp us. Had she not steered like a frigate, 
we had been lost. As it was, the utinoat exertion of my arms could scarcely 
keep her right before the wind. It Had her ai] its own; it tossed her, dashed 
her hither and thither as a boy pufis a feather in the air; it threw her on the 
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topmost cmtofA huge wave, it pitched her headlong into an abyss from which 
it seemed impossible she should ever rise; and yut she lived—she bore it all; 

She walk'd the watem like a tiling of life, 

And seem'd to dare tlie elements to atrife/' 

The wind itself api>eared quite at home. It was cold, it was free;ting, it wam 
wet—that bitter nortli breeze, blowing within a degree or so of the tropics. 
And presently, to add to our felicity, It began to rain, the wind incrctodng 
at the same time in violence—shrieking, howling, roaring, and lashing the 
waves to a still greater fury. What strange thoughts crowded ux)on niu at 
that time, as, half sitting, half kneeling, my head bared to the wind, and the 
rain, and the cold, I gazed back, '*o'er the wide u*atcrs oi the dark blue sea," 
at tlie iieacc, the tranr|uUlity of home 1 I saw acr*>«s the black waves a 
fireside, around which, at tliat moment, were congregated those tliinking 
l>erliapB of me. Could thcy.kiiow where I was at that instant, would tliey not 
bo wondrous surprised! It was, however, but for a moment J felt u grim 
smile cross my face, on which the rain was falling in torrents—darker ideas 
crowded Vp my soul. It was no woixlcr. l*hc black canopy above^tbe haze 
around—tlio rain, which hid ever) thing on earth fVom my view—tlic masts of 
the shipping, the houses of the wooden town, the low coast,—on the centre of 
the Atlontic I had known as much of anything living. Gradually the 
waves became longer, more hollow and forcible. 1 was in the deepest 
stream of the hay,—fifty feet of water was below me—I could not swim—a 
capsize was the likeliest thing in the world; I would rather have chosen 
IVre la Chaise or Higbgate for a resting-place. 

*'Balc out, Mr. Ikiker," cried 1 to that itidividiiul, who, overcome by cold 
and terror, was lying down in the bottom of tbe boat u]^ to his chin in salt 
water. 

** I can't move was his reply. 

** Mr. Dakcr," said 1 quietly, and yet at the top of my voice, recollect you 
have A wife yonder.

The man rose slowly aixl baled away. 1 could not be angry with him.

1 experfencud not one 
thought of fear, of terror. 1 was rather excited, proud—with my hand on the 
oaken tiller, 1 defied the force of the tempest. That little piece of wood waa 
at that moment more to me than wealth, than life, than love; in a word, it was 
of more value than the whole world beside; on it ray existence depended. 1 
laughed at the storm.

steadiness of the aind. ^iradimll}*, however, 2 forgot even the possibility of 
danger; T thuuglit otdy of doing battle fiercely with the pitiless stonn. Qua¬ 
simodo bore not the gipsy to the sanctuary with a more anxious care than 
that with which I guided iny Matilda hito])ort. 

But A dark mass is right before inc^it btxomcs each second more distinct^ 
it is a tluity-ton wood ))oat, the Grncral IU»e, riding out at anchor. We were 
alongside in nn instant. 'i1ieu it was that I saw how rapidly we were moving. 
A loud hurvali from (he boat's crew, who all knew me, had hardly reached my 
eru*s, when we had passed Iheni. I waved my hand in reply, but spoke not. 
Hie boat was soon lost in the huae caused by the driszling ruim Ten minutes 
more elapsed, wo were In sight of the skipping, and bearing directly down fur 
tlu^good hrig Archer, under whose lee I worked hard to get. Hie 1iiig<» righ- 
tcen-gnu brig was tossing like a cork ui>ou the water. What wonder was it 
then that wc were not quiet, when the man-of-war rose and fell, and fell and 
rose, tugging fiivlously at her two huge chain cables, moored with a swivel ns 
she was, she appeared each instant 'toing. Now she burled her tlyrn to the 
ports in the sea, tlien her very keel wus luirc. 1 strove, I have said, to get 
under her Ice, and I could have wished Mr. Baker and 1 to have been able to 
catcli a ropo to be drawn alongside, and then to have hunrded her. I was 
not ten yards from her, my bout pitching and toHsing more than ever, her bows 
going under, (ilihig, alnnist sinking, but wbatcared wc f the haven ^vQ8 ro.'ichcd, 
we were compurulivtly in safely. “ Archer a-lioy! *' cried J, at the top of my 
voice.

Humble or HeJ, low or lofty, tlie nearest 
was what 1 sought. Mr. Baker meanwhile disappeared, where’ X know not, I 
never saw him again.

Rnniiing from ^f*Kmnoy’s Wharf to tlie Strand, ja one of the Bhortcet^trecN 
in Ihc good city of Ga]ve$ton. On one side of ii ia a row of Inmsea, on the 
other tho ('iistoni-house yard. The atreet itself is sand, just as it was at the 
ercution of (he world, or, ul all events, jtut os it rose from the circumuinbient 
soa: human art has done uotliiiig for hos put palings on one side, franco 

sheds on the other, and called it a street To those who have never seen a 
primitive Yankee town, some brief account of the locality may not he uniu<> 
torenting. Let ii he premised that in lb37 there was not even o hnt erect 
on (he island—there arc now a thousand houses. Tito first building which pre¬ 
sents itself to your right hondi as you leave the wharf is tlic warchouBO of 
Messrs. McKinney nml Williaros, before which you will generally ))«rceivc a 
must excellent fellow of the iiaino of if lulson, marking cotton halos. A^np 
ensues, and then there is a second erection, tho original appearance of wliich 
clexuands a few words. In front, os in all streets in (lalvesCon, is a kind of 
wooden pnveineiit on ti level with the door of the house, itself resting on piles. 
It was of«une story, about a dozen feet high, with slontbig roof. Three win¬ 
dows with large panes, and excellent cedur sbultcrs, arc suruiountcd by the 
inscription in largo capitals: — 

K^rA^^Atuitlrri—Satnes. 

The walls arc of plank, ^minted while. Tito inside is one large room, with 
u kind of closet in the corner. A counter running the whole length, two 
chairs, a stove, benches round tlic walls, complete the interior, save that tho 
wainscoting is covered with the most grotesque, unique, and original figures 
of birds, beasts, hsbes, ondsfiips. Decanters, Liqueur bottles, and ghiHscs arc 
ranged few and far between beliind the counter, huchis one of thefirst grog¬ 
shops in town, kept by an ensign in the Galveston Guards. At Now York he 
kept something else; bulUiat is none of utu* bitsincss. Next to this is anoLlier 
grog-shop, kept by Q Uvely Freuchuian and a huge Englishwoman, bis wife.

follows next in tho order of place, while tlic neat Uttlo store of Sccligson 
finishes the street, for his is tlie comer house abutting on the Strand. But 
Bob Mellor is not to he passed over thus slightingly. His too is a frame shed 
some ten feet long and fifteen feet deep, with before the door u heap of sliella 
to keep in countenance the words written on tho side of (he door —** Oysters 
lo order.*' Oa the opposite aide of the folding ^oors arc suspended certain 
straps and blocks, blocks without sheaves and sheaves without blocks; what 
they are there for is more than tbeir owner could tell, since for sale they can¬ 
not be, there is nobody to buy—nobody has any money now-a-dsys in 
Texas. Terhatis they serve the purpose of indicating that here for 3^ dol. 
(about 15s.) sailors may bo lodged and boarded, if not first-rate, at least 
tolerably well. 

If this be their meaning, truly it is somewhat hieroglyphic in its characlor. 
The house was, I have said, about ten feet wide; it was not more than a dozen 
feet high, to the top of the roof of the second chamber: of that anon, llie inside 
was more homely thipi the ** llcad-quarterfbut it was by for more sociable, 
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more comfortaMc^ since ih dniuilncM showed lea:* Uic bnroncBeof the furniture. 
A counter here, too, run^ acriiAatht* ro<nu, fnciiig the entrance; ut the time i 
^ycitk of, however, it nn up the aide—but itMpora mutanfiir. Behind this 
counter wore nuinbc'rle:*i decoulers, ranited on shoh'CB. l1io lower shelf was 
clucily apiritfl. Tliere was a decanter of brandy, and it decanter of gin ; n de¬ 
canter Ilf whisky, and a decanter of wine; and ii.is twice over, Ninco of each 
there were two. TIic whisky bottles were rvpieuietu.lfrom a cask bone a tli the 
counter. One of the old seedy customers who had long hills chalked up against 
them, replonUhcd the others ns they required it at the merchunts. On the 
second ahelf w'ere bottles of heer'-^f such betr, sure nunc nave Yankees vjuld 
drink it. Above these were certain other .bottlrs with red, and pink, and 
white, and blue tints, They were sham Hquenn, and liud stood the U ;;t ( f 
time as long as (ho hoiiM*. 

Behind wae a court, and in the court w^is the cook-house, ilic landhivd'H and 
his family's private *ch.iniber. u »nglo livdniuni for rare visitor^ i.e. for thorn* 
who paid canh. Tins owned a sofa, three chairs, some pictures, hool;i>, a lublo, 
and sundry hoxe<i and hampers, and barrels, which confuitied leer, Ilnur, pota¬ 
toes, onions, dre. in grc.it prufu\iiiii, between fho cook dm use and tlv* du^Nliolo 
was tlio dining-rouni dour. Jn the ci*<ik-hon8c you eunid just slum) upright, 
imd that is all; it was graced b; au American stove, which coiwnmed a vast 
quantity of wood and MUidry cooking ntrnsils, huilicieniJy nri^^iii.d in tiieir 
cliuractcr. Its c<»ok Wir* th.*curhnily ofu Ecotclnnuii, with tlie beard of a ui in, 
hut tlic voice and gesture of a woman. 

But, tlie system of Iholionsi’, that was the most original part of the mult or. 
<lisli payments were almost unknown, llie houM.* was ricq\K'nlcd ehicfly by 
the hoaliucn who worked upon the Ihiy, at a i^tc of from Iti to 18 dollars per 
month, which, having earned, they catiK* to s)K*nd k with Bob M ell or, and 
when not a '‘bill," nor a picayune** remained, lhe)*reluii*ed to I heir octiiija- 
tiun; or, if work was not to bo found, remained with him, living upon credit, 
upon “tick," III this manner, there* were always loungers about the house 
lying about the beuclies, playing donnnoes or ynon, •for two or four liquors. 
The game finished, up they went to the bar, four glasses were put out Indore 
the decanters weru handed down, each inau he]|Hul himself, and tho 
four glasses were put down to the loM‘r in a certain little bhu k book-full, ehui! 
with defaulters. And then two friends would drop in, one to tie at the other, 
and no one thought of xaying “Hero, Wellor, is a blit;’* hut it was '* Tut it 
down." Utter strangers ha*c been known locornoio, call for what they re- 
quirod, and when they had drunk, it was “ JlAveii't a rod cent, old fellow, put 
it dowTi to me." And when they did pay, how otlen was it in cash? ■Much 
oftener, wo opine, in kind, 'fhe boatmen randy ohlaii-ed more than half their 
wages in money; for the other half they received an order on some one who 
owed their employers money, or wilh wiioni their employers had credit, Tl.irf 
they handed over to Mellor. If it was on a baker, he got bread j if on the 
butcher, he got meat; if on a merchant of dry goods, clothes for his chilrhi u 
or wife. And then, sometimes, they would pay him in wood, perliaps he 
would get an order for ton cents of oak at the biink. Away went llic indus- 
trioiw old fellow in a still older.skllf and fetched the log" j llieywcre, of coiase, 
necessary to cook hit dinners, and he would as soon fetch them himiolf as have 
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lliem brought. A hundred of oyatcra paid for any one meal, and a thousand 
%votth] alw:iys be on account at mneahUUnRs a thousand. With n)l tliesu 
druwfmcka, however, Mvllor jof^cd on; u five, a ten, a twenty dollar hill came 
round once now and then, and the eatmR-*hou5C prospered; at all evTubt, it 
Aj)j)carcd to do so. There were, it la true, certain boarders who kept down his 
promts, but (hen they had been there so long he coidd not lum them away, aiul 
hrsidea he would then hare no hot>e of being ever paid. Of those hy and by. 

Hilliard Mellor, landlord of an eating-house, in the largeat street of the 
largest town, m the littlest country in the world, wus of Stockport, bom doubt* 
less of honest parents, by trade a weaver. l>uring the first Chartist ugiUiLlon 
lie made himscll too conapicuoiisaiid notorious, to be able henceforth to reside 
in peace in the locality, and accordingly mado hiniMf scarce, took ship for 
New Orleans, and landed In Texas. In the free and indciKudeut republic he 
could give xitterancc to his most secret thoughts in luiftfiy; no tu'e quarrelled 
there with lus opinions, (hat ia, if he never said a word about slavery, never 
said a word In praise of England, never breathed a syllable derogatory to the 
high and lofiy iind lublinic iN»»jtion of the United States amid tin: nadoiis of 
the earth. These tilings excepted, he could abuse Snm lloustun to his heart’s 
content, cry for the ballot, universal snllmge, kovo that it was scarcely wurih 
while, the) were customs of the locality. Hut removed from his native sphere 
old Dob retained but three ideas—hia bonrdiiig-house, his boUle, and hoil- 
ringing. Jn devotioii to this cause he livallcd the Jiunehback of Notre Daino. 
True there were no bells in GolveMon Co be rung, but whsn on this subject the 
old fellow was sublime, he crossed the Atlantic, and was ringing changes in 
Norwich peal in a second. Still the Nonnd was necessary to him, and at every 
meal hour you would see him s^pop down beneath Iheenmitcr, takelroru thence 
an old tinkler with scarcely bundle enough for his fingers to cluteh, and ad* 
vancing to the front of his dwelling, summon all those whom it might concern 
to their breakfast, dinner, or supper. He said he pla 3 'ed a txiue,aiKl by saying 
so tbree times three hundi d uud sixty-five tiim-M in the year, his mull tors be¬ 
came almost convinced of (he truth of his asserlhni With all this he had 
more boarders than any other house, and Madame Houssaines, advised hyjher 
trustee, Mr. Oates, g<it an old cow bell out of opposition. It was no good, the 
old original tinkler retained his ]H>wer. Hut then Dob Mellor loved his bottle, 
and loved it dearly, and when not in bodily fear of his better half, betook him¬ 
self so vigorously thereto ns generally to finish under Die counter, on the floor, 
or on one of the htnehes. If he went not quite so far, his boarders jiaid for it. 
Woe be then to any <lefHu1tcr who came in bis way I Every unpaid picayune 
was thrown in liis face, every weck*a board down in tlic black book was raked 
u]>. Mellor waxed sometimes furious. ('hcHts, toohx, clothes, were all to be 
sold by auction. But, his person, that is yet to be described. Bob was a slight 
and rather tall man, with a tliiu gnnnt v* - age, which had once been hand some, 
but Bob's peeuUimty was his right leg. Some six years before, how he could 
not tell, he had lost the power of bending bis right knee; the joint became 
Miff, the muscU'< couU acted, and no stick w.is striiigbtcr or more in capable of 
bending than lua leg. When In walked this gave him a most comic appear¬ 
ance, especially when parading before his door, summoning hk retainer^* to 
matin, wid-day| or evening refection. And then his old bniad-brinimed and 
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croinilcas Imt^ hia \mg green bnixc coat, patched and re-patched, hla tight 
pantaloons, lus rnocaasins. lioh Mellor was an original. 

Upon the afternoon wliieb I have described above, 1 rushed into the eating- 
house 'n queation, which I had often gased at curiously in passing, shut the 
door behind me and called for a glass of brand v, at the aainc tin^e throwing 
my gun, pistols, sword, shot bags on the nearest bench. Save and except Bob 
Mellor, there was no one in the store. He was diuuV, standing behind his 
counter, helping himself to a glass of gin. 

** It is cold, captain," said lie, cold. There I" 

1 did not apeak. I looked an answer, and asked if there were not a fire 
handy. Tlie old fellow had laid hU head on the counter and was half asleep. 

1 draatk my brandy niid making for tlie back of the house, entered the kiteho 
and was in another minute standing before a roaring fire. 1 wanted it, for ! 
had now not a dry rag about me. There was not a soul stirring, 1 boiled tbi 
door, stripfied and dried my cludics one by one. In half on hour X was agnii 
standing dressed, my habiliinints no longer wringing wet, hut not as the^ 
should have been; they cUmg to iny skin. Tliecook now cume and I gi 
some cold beef, bread, and a pint of coiToe; f hod been twenty»four huur« 
without eating, and I enjoyed my meal, litis dcapatched, I adjoumvd to tla 
bar-room. The wind had inercaaed in fury, the rain was heavier than before, 
not a sold was to be soi»u in the streets. The ships in ihe harbour alone 
seemt'd alive, and they ap^icarrd as if about tf» eoinc on shore. Hut there 
were no visitors yet in the grog shop. Old Mellor still snored on Iho counter, 

I looked through the window into the court, the enuk was there opening 
uysten in the min, and wind, and cold, lire boarders were taking advantage 
of the temporary high tide to try and got otf % schooner which wus aground. 

1 reclined on a bench near a ricketty stove which the cook had lit, and fell into 
a doze. When 1 again became conscious, the hell was ringing, the wind howling, 
the rain p<»uring, the bur room was crowded, llicy all went into supper, aiid I 
followed. At'U'r a tw*eiity-four hours* fast, two meals within hfly minutes or so 
ate not at all unreasonable.* In a second Uic table of tffe dining-room was sur¬ 
rounded ; by w'hom, 1 did not then care to notice ; ell 1 knew was that they 
were quiet, polite, and orderly,—that tlicy ate in uilence, handed yon an) thing 
you roquived, or asked for anything in a more civil, gvnllcnianly maotior, than 
nt many u table d'hCte of far greater pretensions.

Travcrsic)<:c the St* Lawrence frum one hiuidrod milcH bedow Quebec 
to one hiunlrcd tiiilcs uhove Montr<*u1, wdiilst both sides of the river are 
open to the traveller'a view, tiicre U a l^os^ beautiful enuutry, not only 
clcurcxl, cultivated, and thickly scUIlhI, hut actually adoriiud with a 
continuous lini^ of villa^^cs on either Wnlc. There h not a point from 
which the spire of a spacious and elegant parish church does not greet 
the eye, and frequctitly there are many to be sci^n in the same view. 
The eastern portion of Canada, and probably the eastern townships, 
contain the greatest vaiicty of beautiful scenery—mountain, rock, hill, 
(laic, plain, forest, waterfall, lake, and river—but the jirincfpal object 
of interest is the citadel of Quebec, with its extensive for till cations, 
second scarcely to those of Gibraltar or Malta, and renowned in history 
ns the scene of English, French, and American valour, moistened by the 
blood and ronsccniled by the graves of Wolfe, and Montcalm, and 
Montgomery. Another object of interest and curiosity, is the universal 
prevalence of evi^rytlring French, lu this section of that British colony. 
Kiue*tcnths of all that meets the eye or car is F^nch, from the admL 
nistmtion of justice in tbclr courts to the leeks and garlic in the market-* 
place. Of the French population, which constitutes four •fifths of the 
whole, certainly, not one iu teu uudcrstaiids or speaks English. Indeed, 
they make it a point not to learn English. If, as a visitor, you do not 
understand French yourself, you have to coll an interpreter to bargain 
with your porter at Montreal; and if yon ask the boy who guides you 
to the falls of Montmorenci, the height oi the iali, he but suspects your 
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moaning, and answers you with a little harmless ex^geration, deux 
cent quatre-vinyt dix^tiede^** The name of tliis same little guide maybe 
Pierre Cate; and if so, lio will offer to c.arry your lady’s shawl or 
parasol, and gather for her a bunch of wild flowers by the way, with t]\e 
true politeness of scigncural ancestry. The calesh boy says a/fens” 
tu his pony, and the milk-woman talks French to the dng wlio draws 
her little curt up Mountain-street, in Quebec. While you look through 
tlicir markets, you arc saluted eoulez^vous?'* on every side—the iisli- 
womcn scold iu French, tlic children seem to cry in French, and the 
display of a box of mignionette at every window imparts a something 
like French to tlie very atmosphere. The moment you set foot olf the 
pavements of Montreal, you see women at work in the flclds, with their 
huge straw haU and close-body jackets with short LkirU—and this is 
univerbul throughout the province. Of the habilans, iiotiaaiiy can read 
ut write ; tlicir manners and customs, lUcir agricuUurc, architecture, 
dross, vclucloi, tmplotnciUs, occupations, and amuscmentSi appear tn be 
about >vfaat those of tlicir ancestors might have been in Franco three 
hundred yiears ago, ivhoii Jactpies Cartier first navigated the 8c. Law¬ 
rence to the Imlion village of IlocUelugn, where Montreal now stands. 
Their ambition never aspires to anything better than a cottngo and a 
few acres of ground, siidicicnt by iU exuberance, with five months of 
summer's sun, to yield tlicm a subsistence during the gaiety and joy^* 
ousnesb of the seven months* reign of ice and snow which succeeds. 
They are an industrious, virtuous, contented and Imppy people, exhibit¬ 
ing trails of courtesy worthy of ancestors of nobler blood. 

The present noble city of Montreal was the ancient Indian village of 
llochclaga; it is the largest, the finest, the most populous, and most 
ilourishing city in British Ntnth America, It is advantageously and 
elegantly situated on Iho i)orth-w*(*st side of the St. Lawrence, at the 
head of the ship cav'.nation, and is but 18il nulos southward and west¬ 
ward of Quebec. This splendid city, now the scat of government, 
stands on the south<'riimost point of the island of Montreal, which is 
formed by the rivers Ottawa and St. Lawrence, of about tidrty miles in 
length, with a generally level surface, licnuuruliy cultivated and higldy 
adorned, having but one large mounlaiu (.\Iou-llcal) in the rear of the 
city, from which there is a most comiuaiKliiig and extensive view of 
the river and the surroundiiig country. The city itself consists of 
numerous streets turning parallel wiUi the river, crossed by others nt 
right angles; the houses and stores arc mostly built in a very substan¬ 
tial manner, of a greyish stone, resembling granite, and the roofs arc 
covered with tin. Most of the public buildings arc line structures. Its 
population, in 1831, was 27.297, At present it is about 60,000, and is 
rapidly increasuig. The wharves exceed anything of the kind in 
America, conristing of a range of massive and solid masonry extending 
along the river for won* than a mile. 

It is hut within tliesc few years that Montreal has made these rapid 
advances; wdiat it might have been, being ouc century older, had it 
been fostered as the city of New York has been, it is not possible to 
calculate—but as some proof of its advancemeut, before even it was 
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drtcrmincd on ns the scat of govcnimciit, two years since, at a public 
auction, the sale of and villa lots in flu* St. Mavy*8 suburbs 

wont off with groat spirit, the buyers bi'ing principally nioehaiiics, The 
prices of lots varied from £18 lOs. to £3U(>cacli, and tlio acre and villa 
lots from £12.? to £lt?0 per acre. Of ovj purchased four nioiUbs 
before for £6000, forty were sold for £ 0000 , leaving l.?2 remaining 
unsold : a rise in property that lias seldom been equalled within such a 
short period. 

The Harbour of Montreal is an excellent piece of workmanship, aiul 
adds greatly to the beauty of tlte city. Indeed, there can be nothing 
of the kind finer, or better adapted for tlic pur^ioscs of its constiucMori. 
The buildings of Muntnal ore cluedy stone, many of them curried up 
to a great liejght, and very clogaut. The Roman Catholic parish i hmvli, 
the largest on the continent of Not lb America, is an immense pile of 
building, whose gigantic dimensions throw all other objects into the 
shade; and it contains a bell worthy to toll forth its gveatne^^s^the 
largest bell ever cast in England. The tide of men and women M-hicfi 
ebbs and flows to and from this mammoth church, every Sdnday, is 
truly astonishing. Besides the great Cathedral, Uicrc are many churches 
and chapels in Montreal. During the Inst few years many blocks of 
handsome houses have been built, and this yc;ir, in every* part of flig 
city and its environs, a great many buildings are in pnigress of erection* 

The St. Ann's Market, which is to he the future Parliament iimise, 
has not yet been made ready to .admit the Legislature; but the repairs 
and alterations muH all he complete shortly, end the J^eglslalurc, in all 
probability, will soon after meet. • 

From the time the navigation opens in the spring, until it closes in 
the fall, nothing can prcHont a more animuted appc.'iraneo than the city 
of Montreal. From the Forwarding Houses oa the Liiebine Cunal to 
the foot of the current of St* M.ary, a dbitance probably of two miles, 
the river is covcn‘<l with illiips, steamers, and crnflVf every dcseription 
riding on its majrstie surface, and the streets are tlirougud with crowds 
of people, caniage><, cabs, enrts, trucks, and dodging in and out amongst 
these may ho seen the antique caleclie, all jostling to and fro with jii« 
dcscrihahle haste. Jean Baptiste and his tough puny arc two remarkable 
characters, the ibnner for tlu^ iioibc he makes with his tongue, the latter 
with his feet. On the arrival of the steamers from the villages, on the 
opposite side of the river^ nothing can exceed the confusion and mirth 
which reigns on the wharves among the hftbitans : the caekliug of old 
women and hens—the jabbering of men and the rattling of carts, with 
the grotesque appearance of the various groups engaged in a variety of 
trades, all together present a novel itnd su^ing st ene. 

Of its inhabiumts, the half, at least, arc Frcncli Oauadians; of tbose 
a few arc highly respectable merchants; but the greatest share of tlic 
capital .and enterprise of Mon tread is possessed by the inhabitants of 
British origui. 

tinny of the most solid and subj^tantial improvements in this rising 
and important city, may be justly ascribed to the taste, zeal, perseve- 
ranee, and energy of the Honourable Mr. MTlill, dtiringbis valuable 
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mayoralty. As indicative of the rise in tlie value of proporty and ihc 
progress of improvemenU in Uie province, it tuny further be rnenuonrd, 
that, ou the Ottawa Iliver, the beautiful spot on which the town of 
Hytown is now built was purchased by Mr. Sparkcs in 162:2 for £ SO ; 
the lot consisted of 200 acres: since tltat period one^fifth of an acre 
has been sold for £ 200. 

The position and scenery of this town arc unsurpassed for bcau(y arnl 
majesty on the American Continent. The Rideau Canal here termi¬ 
nates by eight powerful and splendid locks. This important canal con¬ 
nects T..ake Ontario with the St. Lawrence, through a numerous cliuin 
of inland lakes. It involved an expenditure of one million sterling. 

The Ott.iwa River, the route of the voyu^eurs to the >Iudson's Ilay 
Cotnpony, has been scandalously neglected; but iiotwithstaiidiug that 
discouraging circumstance, its t^autiful locality and many natural uil- 
vantages have attracted many settlers, atid in the townships on the 
River, particularly that of Tarboltoii, the naval gentlemen and otliers 
who purcliascd lands for residence have not been idle. The extonsiou 
of their cleared land, and their comfortablc-Iooking houses placed in the 
centre of their improvements, clearly indicate that they have surmounted 
all the didlculties which beset tlic man who, as n settler, oncountcrH tho 
forage of Canada, :ind that tliey Live now arrived at that stage where 
they may realise all those pleasures which flow from living on their own 
properties, for which they pay no rent—no taxes—and at the same time 
have those properties sc<'ure(l to them and theirs by the best of earthly 
guarantees, the faith of the JSritiKh Constitution. 

The improvements at FjUroy Harbour liave been very considcrablo. 
A few years since there was but ouu solitary building, of . u inferior 
description, belonging to aiDcl occupied by C. Sliirrcir, Ksq. ; now it is 
a thriving village, the rendezvous of the lumberers cng.'tgcd on the sliores 
of this majestic riv* i, and contains clmrelies, flour mills, saw mills, mer¬ 
chants' stores, and utechanics’ shops, with numerous neat and coinfurtn- 
ble dwelling-houses. 

On progressing upwanls from the Chats, through that portion of the 
river called the Lake of the Chats, there arc many new clearings and 
enlargements of old ones. This lake is a noble sheet of water, ami hs 
banks furnish norae beautiful pielurcsquo situations for settlement. 
Among others may be nicnlit)nc<l Arnprior, fonnerly the residence of 
George Buchanan, Ksq.; and Kincll Lodge, where Chief M‘Nal> re¬ 
sided. Sand Point, the residence of A. if^Doncll, E^q., h a fine 
location for a gentleman, and nwuy others could be mentioned. Nor 
ore these improvements of art, or beauties of nature, confined to the 
Upper Canada side of the lake alone. The townships of Clarendon, 
Bristol, Litchfield, &c., which lie on the northern side, in Lower Canada, 
contain many excellent farms, occupied by thriving farmers. 

Proceeding to tho lakes, after quitting the river, the first har¬ 
bour and city is Kingston, one of the oldest towns in Western 
Canada. Its admirable location, at the head of the finest bay on tlie 
lake, and at the confluence of the lake nnd the St. LawtvMicc, early 
pointed it out to the French traders os an important pnsiiiou for n 
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trading post About the year tlicycommcnccclasmallaettlc- 

luent, ulijch Or^t callid by the Indian name of Cataraqui, but 

afterwards Frontcjiac. 

During the last war with the Slates, Kingston was the naval dcp6t of 
the llritish upon the lakes; but the rvinain> »f a hundred^gun ship, 
and the rotten timbers of a lew small brigs, ar^ all that is left of the 
things which were. Kingston is now the rendezvous of the Govern- 
TUent steamers on the lakes, and is defended by Fort Henry, which is 
built in the nuHlcm style, an<l is considered the Iwst coiiKtnicte^ fortress 
ill Canada. Kmgst<m itself, being princit>ally built of dark frccbtunc, 
has an imposing effect. 

My friend liishop Macdonell bought 11 acres, in ISIO, for £COO, 
and in 1840, before it had the advantage of the seat of govermuvjjt, 
some uf the front pr)rti<m was formed into lots of a fifth of un acre, and 
sold at various prices, ranging from £100 to £250 per lot, and averaged 
£1000 per acre; these same lots, in August, 1811, might have ob¬ 
tained purchasers readily at £400 per lot. The Kev. Mr. Herchimer 
held 200 acres, valued, in 1810, at £1000, 188 of which wl*re pur¬ 
chased by the Government in 1811, for £80,000, Mr. 11. reserving the 
12 acres fronting the lake. In 180!), the estate known us the Mnrncy 
Property, called 100 acres, was purchased fhim the original grantee front 
the (h'owu, for £.*>00; und, in 18 (0, the G(»vernmc)it purchased 32 
acres of this property, for which they paid £10,000. During the 
period since the si at of govern ment has Wen cs tab li shed at Kingston, 
700 hoiiscH have been biiiU, at an expenditure of £400,000. 

Oil the union of the provinces, Kingston was made the scat of 
government, and the immense rise in the value of projicvty since 
cannot be fairly adduced u» a result of its ofrn advantages, ulthuugh the 
previous facts arc convincing proofs of the advances occasioned by 
its nugmeiiled population. It has the noblest market-place in 
America ; and I ho}>c lhatffrom Its position and surrounding country, 
it will, like the Knglish city of Tonmto, remain uninjured from its loss 
of the seat of government,* That, like Toronto, it is making vigorous 
efforts to com;>cnsate for this loss, by extending its trade und improving 
its advantages, may be inlerrcd ftom the following statement from a 
New York Journal: — 

** Thcttib^1>itsi)ts of Kingston aiv hoitlrring th erase Ives with aUitity nml spirit, 
in the* mailer ef prtutiolhig fhst section of the protmee. by in onus of improving Uie 
facilities for Irarlc amt travel licttrecu that city and lhccouutr> to iioiih-wcst, 
iu the direction of the Ottawa UUer. A poblie meeting orthccititc'iiswashcld at 
Kingston recently, the purpose of which was tfm adoption of measures for the pro- 
mnrion of t lie object slated. During the cr.nrac of the proceed in gft, .(olin Counter, 
K»q. made a aluwmcnc which struck us with a little surprise, and which will, wo 
Qpjirchaiid, be news to most uf uur readers. He sniil that the populntion uf 
Kiugston had doutlcd itself in four years, anil the population wns nut only dou* 
hied, hut the number of houses also ; and he added that nearly £r)00,Ue0 had 
hecQ expended in ao doing. lie told the meeting that even now they might 
•omelbncK sco 300 or 400 teams in die martet, and by openijig and improving 
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iJie towTJihip«, wliifli ftrr a ^^iJ•^cnlC4«r and In iinjipovijij? tlic ron l«, 
would double the nuiulx^r of teajn% w they had done their po|>i])o1ioh. 'i 'nr le- 
suit of the uieetu)(? wan ilia adoption of rc^olution^f huvini; fur Uirn* ohjis’l tlu 
btirvev and rountruciiou of u plduk road lliroug;h the inlciiuii fruiu Kiug^toii to 
the Ottawa lliTer.** 

During the period when the navigation is open, Kingston is full of 
activity and life, as from its central pobition, the Hteani-hoats ont ployed 
on the Hideau Canal—those from Toronto—those for Prt scot, Oswego, 
and the Bay of (iiiinte, all congregate in Us safe and spaeitnis harbour. 

On the inargin of Lake Ontario, beitrecn Kingston and Toronto, the 
whole country is extremely fcrlilc, and beautifully cultivated. Of titc 
towns, ports and harbours. Colony, Hoj>e, Bond Head, and 
Wliithy are the principal. Belleville and the Prince Ed ward District 
aro also jirogrming in the most satis factory maun. r. The roar town¬ 
ships arc like wise eminently desi*rvhigj>f attention, presenting many 
attractions, Irom their boauly, fcilility, am I chcapmsH, to iiUciubng 
settlers in the colony. The town of Peterborough, (ho diKlrict fonii of 
the Newcastle District, U boautifully placed at the foot of a scrit s of 
mpuls formed by numerous scatforc^l inland lakes and trilnitary 
springing from an unsettled and almost nnosplored wi!dcnic >s, the main 
artery flowing in a circuitous r<iuic from the in^rgia of liukc Simeor, 
and that lake again throwing off tU supcrIluouH waters into tlio Huron ; 
but between Lake Huron and the Rice Lake there arc numerous impe¬ 
diments to the navigation, described in the recent article on the Com¬ 
merce of the Lakes,* When this vast cludn of wafers becomes united 
for navigable purposes, and the rich lands on their con fin cs bcroi^a 
settled and cultivated, few localities will proveinoiv inviting or ullr.U'Livc 
than tills extensive and neglected tract, Soinc judnmunt ii;ay be 
formed of thc^captihilitics of those townships which are settled, by a sUde- 
mont from the J'ori Il^pe iJaxclie^ that theiT wen* last wiijtcr luorr 
than 100,000 busiuls of wheat stared in Port llujic, ami that one-thivd 
more raised in the rear townships was to come in : that there was in 
Windsor 60,000; in O^^huwa, 80,000; in Bownianville, Newcastle, 
and Bond Head, as much as would omke 500,000; and that, taken 
M'ith the produce of Cavan and Monaghan, would amount to between 
700 and 800,000 hushcl.s of wheat for the English market. Scmie 
idea of the interesting country bonlering on and ndjjLcent to these 
inland lakes may he formed by the following description of a recent 
visitor to them : — 

“ Belwecn the Tillnge of PetvrboroTigh and the navigable wafers in flic loir, a 
apace of eitrbt milca intervenes, pi even ling a wild turbulent nish of wnUis, \i\w~

The rivci flows through u limesloiit'fornmtion, in bmne instancTs shelrbin^ from 
bank to bank, one hundrvil yanlsoi*solid smoolh rock. The conbfriieliou of a 
canal thruugh such a country would imulre titc crentiou of locks men hull mile, 
and as clans should be Ihrowii across I he airc.'tm a I cadi lock, some cslim:iie of 
the cxpsiuliturc neccjtsar) may be forino<l. Ileynnd this cdiain of inplds il»t* 
Wftteii spread out In every form and shape the Imugiimllon ran

Lakei TArying in lise from one to ten ftnd twelfe miUi iD dlemeter—the rolling 
lands corered to the margin wUb the luanriant foliage of boundleia and mag* 
niftrent foreata; the anil ainguUrlj fertile; the clitnate favourable to human 
hcaUb. Along the auHaee of these iratera tbe voyager may sail in Jeep1y*laden 
boats for ninety railea east and weit^ and thirty miles north and south; bot the 
■Ullnesa of tlie forest ia around him, with few exccoHons nothing greeU bis gaae 
save the monotonous outline of the sombre and gioomy forest j an occasional 
savage may be seen chasing the deori spearing his fishy prey, or awaiting the 
dark clouds of wild fowl which retort to these haunts almost undisturbed. Tbe 
signs of civilisalion are few and far r part—stretching away to the west, and 
ascending a deep placid river, bounded by high cliffs of limestone, the voyager 
approaches a fall but little known, yet combining In an eminent degree all the 
ettrlbutea which constitute beauty; the waters descending over a rocky ledge, 
atnootb as if chiselled by the art of man. The form of the fall is borse-sl^oo; 
Ihc lititude some thirty feet; and so perfect and steady is tJic movement of the 
torrent that the curious may traverse tbe distsnee from bank to bank with the 
curtain of waters on one side and tbe solid rock on tbs other; he may perform 
this feat whhout deranging bis dress, or suiter from the flood of waters which 
pour over hia head, and bubble up almost beneath his fecU At*tbia point the 
labour of conslructing locks again presents itself, and, if eotnpletsd, would only 
carry the navi gator in to an opening *«rlake of circular form sfU imme>)ic depth, 
known u Dalssm Lake. From Dalssm Lake lodiau traders are in the habit of 
mu gin g the country along (he shallower streams, until they gain the waters of 
Simcoe on one side, and approach those of the Ottawa on tlie other; but as yet 
no indications of setticmeut or agricultural improvement are perceptible. Wo 
have iuid enough toexpiain the obstacles which mar the immediate eoiiBumrantioa 
of an inland navigation beyond the village of Peterborough. Descending the 
stresm from that point, wo first enter a small lake surrounded with swelling 
rifiges of pine, from whence the waters pass through a channel called after aa 
ancient Indian tribe, who dwelt upon its margin, and whose graves yet remain ; 
tlie Otonobce, a uamc soft and musical If pronounewd In the Indian dialecu This 
stream leads the navigator Into Rice Lake, from tlienco he passes doxn (be Trent 
into tho Bay of Quiote. Such are the outlines of^tho country ; such the focUdic** 
and difficulties of its navigation." 

Perhaps there has been no city or town in Anijcrioa that has im¬ 
proved in the same raUo with Toronto. TIic following account from 
my own work, and a recent address of the excellent Mayor of tliat city, 
on laying tlie foundation stone of a new market, will be read with 
interest. 

The splendid English City of Toronto demands more than a passing remark. 
There are persons now In Canada who reneinher this city with but three housiis 
iu it—one tavej*u and two log houses; and its earliest Governor, still living, re¬ 
members it when its first strSeU were scarcely pOHable at certain perioda of tbe 
year. 

Ia a statistical work of Upper Canada, written in 1817, the writer, In describ¬ 
ing what was then Little York (now the City of Toronto), suys: * Its populalioii 
U 1200 souls i for five miles round the rapital of Upper Cnnnda, scarcely one 
improved farm can be seen iu contact with another. The only connected settle- 
nani is about five miles to the north of Yonge Street; in other directions, so far 
as the district goes,,you might travel to its ntioost limits, and not find more Uiiiu 
one farm-house for every three miles.* ffuch was LilUe York till about 
Iu lbl7, it had tto brick houses, no tinned roofs, no planked sidc-wulks; iho 
stumps remained In tlio streets, aud notldugwu more common thau lo see (earns 
mired In them, requiring all the aid that could be obtained lo liberate Uicm: 
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wt\Rt is now the nuirkct w'ai a bog> and tho ftsh-markct tbu rcMtt of wild fowls— 
unhealthy, liable to ferer and aod all the dlftreuing catalogue of intcr^ 

mltteiita. No banks; no niarkcle; a very mean building foe a charrh ; no com¬ 
mon ficwers; se^jvuly a schooner belonging to it, uud few frequenting it; no 
wharfs; not a single importer of BrilisU goods; a fe>7, and very few,ituigniHeant 
storca, and a few taverns, offering tlic worst accotnodationi. Such was Little 
York in 1817, now the celebrated City of Toronto. Behold now its 20,UO(i in¬ 
habitants ; its rows of splemlid brick»built, tioHsovered Houhcs ; iU magiiitirciit 
churches, and number of places of worship | its banks; ita doaling palaces; ila 
beautiful schooners ; its mugniAccnt stores, some of them rivalling tlmse of the 
drst city of the world, with their pUto-glose wiudoivS) their tpueioiis areas, and 
thedr splendid contents; its hundreds of thousands of annually dtnpoHvd a«>ods; its 
Merchants; its public reading rooitu; its Mechanics* Institute; irs Board of Trade, its 
public baths; its splendid avenue leading to a noU** triuversity; iu common sewers; 
In Macadamised streets; its planked sMc-walke, ali^rc a mile, or nearer two, 
from Us magnlKcoui Market and City Hall, in every strer,, ”nid leading to almost 
every house. View its eiport trade, its wharfs loaded with pn^duce, and crowded 
witli Bteani«boatB and iehoon<*rs, the daily eouveyance of the riches of t)io neigh¬ 
bourhood. Behold iu gas-Ughicd streets at night; and now that gn^nfest of nil 
bunrics—an abundant supply of pure and wholesome water conveyed to every 
house. Around it, and about it in all directions, Ano bouses, farms, ordiords, 
vUIas, roads. At a very low estimule, the AxofI an<l iloaling property of Toronto 
cannot be loss than ftve millions Halifax eorreney."* 

Thu principal rido is through Yongo Street, a broad hincadamized 
road, running many miles into the interior; it is studded on either 
side with villas, rottogest, and dwellings, wearing the most pleasing and 
comfortable aspect, atid denotitig the abode of affluence or easy circum¬ 
stances. The soil is luxuriantly rich, and, in many places, highly cul¬ 
tivated—and strong indications are aj>purent that the whole acclivity, 
for a distance of two or'tlircc miles, was at some remote period sub¬ 
merged, and formed the sloping towards the then ahorc of the laku. 
But the finest siles for residences appeared to us to be on the nuugin of 
the lake as it nov is, where an uniiitcmipted water view can be en¬ 
joyed, and where the pleasures of fi.shing and water excursions can be 
indulged in without limit or (Linger. Mr. Baldwin, Mr. Boulton, Capt. 
Strachan, and the Lord Jlishop, have here their fine mansions. The 
Vice-Chancellor, Jamieson, and several other persons, are esconced in 
picturesque and beautiful cottages in the same line. 

Toronto can boast its mcc-conrse, its (n^icket-ground, its racket- 
court, and for a liowling-grcen has one of the most delightful spots we 
have ever seen out of Kngland. These are owned, we believe, by Mr. 
Wm. il. Boulton, a gentleman of liberality and affluence, and one of 
the most public-spirited men in the country. 

Cabs urc dying in all directions: they have not die smart and gay 
appearanre of those in New York; but they have good horses, intelli¬ 
gent drivers, and the charges arc exactly half tliosc of the American 
rates. 

The College, under the direction of Mr. Barron, and University, pre¬ 
sided over by the Rev. Dr. M^Caui, arc institutions of high repute. 

* iiolpk on Emigration and Colonisation. 
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llicy iire lihcmlly cn(lavvt*d« and when the building of the University is 
com piloted, it will have no superior on this side the Atlantic. The high 
chunu;ter and alUinmcnts of l)r. M*CaaI» and Ills assiduity jn the dis- 
t'har^;e of liis public Ainctions, merit all praise. The order and disci¬ 
pline of the schools arc perfect, and bistrueiion is gtvett upon a solid 
basis. No smattering or anpcrficblity prcviuis, and young men enter¬ 
ing and passing tJirougli these institutions will be well and thoroughly 
grounded in whatever branches they pursue. In addition to these ad¬ 
vantages, the terms of tuition are fixi^ at a rate so low, that classical 
and mnthematical ]c«anfing will be wiUiio the reach of almost every one. 

Toronto uflers one of the most eligible places of residence for men of 
moderate fortune in Noith America. Investments can also be most 
advantageously made in the rich back country of the district. The 
society is good, the climate saliibrions, and the place is in close prox¬ 
imity to all the public avenues leading to other parts of the province, 
and to the different pnrU of the North American Union. 

On the occasion of laying the foundation stone of the new market, 
the corporation gave an entcrt:diiracnt to 500 persons in the City Hall, 
uiul the mayor, in his eloquent and luminous address, gave a'most in- 
t(?rc$liiig narrative of the settlement, progress, and prosperity of this 
lhlgli^)h city. Amongst other statemeuts, lie said. 

Wo can Rcarocly turn our oyc9 in soj dircelion, w^tliout discovering frcsli 
nml suhRtHiUial evidence of the public vpirit snd uniivailed ontrrpriio of our 
po)i;ilation—and among the pnbJlc buUdiiiga recently ercclod and lo W creeled, 
ffrntifyijii' tcatimuny is affortlcil that, in the uiidat of i?rowing commerce ami 
aedio trade, the apirituu! wanU of our iiihabitauts ha>c not been overlooked or 
neglected—foi, iu adclltiuu to the nunvher of clnftcliea we alreatly posseas, pothers 
a ltd other liuuaea fur dh Inc worship are being built, in almost every part of the 
town, and most of them in a stylo of archUeclural beauty which re fie els ilie 
iiighcst credit on jk^taste and good judgnieiu of those who ilcsigued them. The 
omuunt lu be expended iu the Tarious uiidertakiuga coutcniplntcd or nowin pro- 
gicsa It IS impossible to slate with perfect accuracy, but it ts eati mated that 
during (lie prcsciii. season, cootraels to the extent of at Icitsl £00,000 will liavu 
bneu culpi'ed into for buildings and other public impruvcmcnls, besides whiob, 
there wilt be erected during the same peiioJ, some hundreds of piivatv houses, 
at n voiy considerable additional outlay. 

IluTiug made llioac few remarks as applicable to tlic present time, it nmy not 
be coDsiileroil useless or unpmfilnbic to revert to the period when tliis cily was 
Hrat incorjiorated, and lo take a curviory siew of the changes widch have taken 
place from Uiat time up (o ^ic present. 

It may be serviceable at any rale, as showing the expectations we may reason¬ 
ably entertain of Toroulo becoming, at no very great distance of time, one uf iha 
largest and one uf the most jmpiilnas cities in Canada. 

Ill 1H26 thn pi>pidal)ou of this city, which was then York, was according to 
the census then taken 1719; and in 1834, eight years aftenvaids, am! the year in 
which the town uus incorporated, the population amouhled to 0654« Now, 
in 1H44, the populsition is upwards of 10,000, iiaving more than doubled during 
the lost ten }*ears. 

So in reguid to the usscssed property, upon which taxes are paid—this year it 
amounts lo the largo sum of £ 112 , 000 , having increased in the last few years in 
tho proportion of about £12,000 annually; and it must bo borne in mind, that 
this sum is not the actual value of tbc prepcrly, but merely its rcolal value ; so 
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that supposing the ren( of all the property asieasable to pay ala per cent* upon !u 
Talue, the aggregate amount of property aatceaeJ >rould be very nearly 
£ 2 , 000 , 000 . 

In 1834 the net rercnuca derivable from every aoarce whatever, appear by tlte 
Chamberlain^i return to have been £2034 lit* 9d.—this year they will yield 
£0832 9a. OcL ' 

In 1837, the year that •& altefutloQ was made by (he Legislature In the mode 
of asaeMing real estate, the taies alone, indcpeudently of any other source of re¬ 
venue, amounted to £3672 16s. C|d. Tint year they will amount to £5230, 
aoil at the same rate of assessment precisely. 

Another subject connected with our financial history is well worthy of atten¬ 
tion, as it Is intimately connected with the objects for which this bniliUtig is now 
to be erected; I mean (hat portion of our Rvenuei which is derivefl from market 
fens. The year the city w*at incorporated, in 1834, the market fees amounted to 
£150 13s. lid.; and the year previous, when it wus in the hands of the magis¬ 
trates of the district, the whole fees were given to the who took charge of 

tho market and coUeeted them, for his services. This year they will amount to 
upwards of £ 1000 , and would be considerably nore, if there were sufficient room 
in the market to accommodate the farmera. s There are times, and often too, when 
tho mirkct is su crowded that it is with difficulty a person can pass through It | 
and at whjch times It frequently occurs, that many persons who have cutne from 
a distance, with articles for tale, arc excluded from its benefits. 

1 question whether anoUier instance can be adduced of so rapid an Increase in 
the population. In the value of property, and in the general revenues, in the short 
space of ton yeara—that is from 1634 to 1644—<as Toronto exhibits. 

That great commercial emporium, the city of New York, which is auppoeed to 
furnish the most striking imtsuce on record of a constant and rapid increase of 
population, has never, since the year 1097, when it only contained a population 
of 4302, exhibited an increase in any respect to be compared with ours, during 
the periods to which I have referred, 

Wheu any one hears, and a stfrtingcr especially, of aueb extraordinary prosperity, 
he naturally inqulrea, to what la it to be attributed ? 

Now, as regards Toronto, the reply to such au inquiry Is—the natural advan¬ 
tages her peculiar position gives her, being situate, as she is, at the head of one 
of tbo most magnifi'*^nt inland seas in the world! To her natural and capacious 
harbour, which is caprblc, at any time, of rccciv^g within Us bosom all the 
steamers and vessels engaged in the commerce of ibo country, where tlicy may 
lie secure against the violence of any gale. To the densely-populated and 
splendid country, exLouding for miles lu her rear, and on either side of her—a 
seclion of country which, fur fertility of soil and excellence of climate, is not sur¬ 
passed fay auy other on the continent of America; and, besides, she owes much 
of her prosperity to the industry, enterprise, and energy of her merchants, trades¬ 
men, and artisans. 

These reoHuns must, I apprehend, satisfy the mind of every one, why she ])aa 
thus prospered, and why her prosperity must coutinde on a firm basis. Besides 
the advantages I have enumerated, which she actually does enjoy, she possesses 
capabilities which, if taken advantage of, will contribute more to her growth, im¬ 
portance, and lasting proaperity than T daro, at this time, venture to predict. 

I need scarcely inform yon fhat I allude to tho project which haa already been 
before the public, of turning the watera of the Elver Humber, so as to cause them 
to pass through the heart of our city. The expense of such an enterprise would 
be small, compared to the wonderful advantages which would spring from it. 
The feaslhility of tlie undertaking has been dearly demonstrated, and tlie extent 
of water power which would be acquired would be sufficient for any purpose to 
which it could be profitably applied. To detail the advantages which Toronto 
would derive from (he coiisUuclion of such a work, would be idle in (lie extreme, 
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for tliey mwi present themsHred to the mind of every reflecting man in the com¬ 
munity. To Koc sp I oil did flour tncl other rxlcusivc miiuururtories, in full 

Operation in the >ci^ cenirp of our city» would tK* a grulif^iiig sight indeed! 
Who, under sueh a state of lhmgs» could now leuturc to prophesy the extent to 
which our population would reach in the course of anotlicr ten years—the amount 
of wealth which Ihu inUabilHuts would aequiie^ •.< the increase to the public ru* 
vonucB couHcqucul thereon? 

The otheci in my jiidgmeoti is of equal if not greater importance. 

It is I'ounoeting that chain of vast tikes« Superior, Michigan, and llnmn, with 
the Oril&rio by meaii^ of a rail or pUuh rood, commeueing on the margin of Lake 
Huron, and Ivrjuliialing at this place. If such a work were to be put in opera- 
lion, what an immense cliangc would Immediately follow! The greater portion 
of the Tost multitude which annually passes from the east to tlie west, and fjom 
the went to the east, would, beyond all doubt, take this mute. A great portion 
of the pruduetM of the inexhatutlblc west would be deposited in our stuudiuuses 
and on our wharfs. Our tleaniers and otlier vessels would have sbundutit and 
profltahle empluymeiii, and that mt country, l)(ug between this and Lake Huron, 
tfm^ugh which such a road mtur paso, would be immediately brought luto & state 
of cultivation. WfiHt then would be the couditlon of Toronto? M'ould slio not 
at once be prepared to take her stand, os one of Ihu most prominent and import¬ 
ant cities in the wsslem world f Lot this work lie undertaken and (arried into 
operation, but n very short period would* clupsc, before a direct trade would bo 
opened between us ami the priucipol Allautic |>orts, by means of vcisols, buiU by 
our own merchants, aud constructed in our owo harbour.” 

The country at the north of Toronto is extremely beautiful, and i*a« 
l)idly improvinp;. The following description is from tlie note-book of a 
recent travcllcT, und intending settler, 

** 'With ibe Jiive through the bcauliful connti^ on either sidu the Oroat North 
Rund (Ynnge Street) we were highly delighted. The croi>t, though Into, were 
luxuriatir, and hold out to the &nncr promise of a large return, and good prices. 
Gentlemen's seats and handsome farm-houses cbcetctl the sight until wo reached 
the * Oak HUlgcs.' We there fouud the rood naturally very good tliough a 
gravel track, and arrived at the ' Finoacle [no,*—-after obtaining a height of 800 
feet above tfie waters of Onfario i-^nving |>assed (he picturesque iitllo sheet of 
water called * Bond Lake' on the right, said to be without soaudiiigs; a little 
beyond * The FiiiiiachV the road graduelly descends, unlil the eye at length 
rests upon a rich and w idely extended region, cousisting of hill and dale, thickly 
covered with rich farms of the most valuable doErription. Before us lay tills 
beautiful picture, stretching fihueu or twenty miles, whilst far uif to the right we 
now and tltcu obtaine<l peeps at the voles of Ncsvuiarkot and Davidtowu. On 
our left we passed scores of thiiving, beautiful fanuM, whose brick houses and 
comfortable out-build lugs djctokencd the wealth of the o>viierB. Among these 
stands conspicuous the handsome rcmdence of Captain Irving. At Holland 
Landing, (head of the Holland River,) we came to a pretty little village, with 
mills, shops, &c., and were comfortably lodged at Fraser's Hotel, after a pleasing 
drive of six milofl, The following morning at seven we were on board the well- 
regulated steamboat Siincoe. A calm lake, aud the good Lire provided by our 
obliging aud intelligent host, Capt. Laughton, moile this part of our excursion 
peculiarly pleasant. The windbige of Holland River for seven miles through a 
meadow of reeds and wild grtics are extremely curious: In one Instance the angle 
of the Elbow was so acute, that the head of the boat was within a few pniiits of 
the compass of the house from which wu started. This prairie abounds with wild 
duck, and on its margin are found woodcock and snipe, in numbers to gratify tlin 
molt fastidious epurUroan. Emerging from Ibis crocked stream, we struck boldly 
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into the Iran A parent naff^rs of o\t\ Simeut*. On the etet ihorc of the lahe, and

\tiKnH their time happily and pmliialjly in cuhiTating tlirir farmr, in hunting and 
In fi(>]iing« A church wltli a tiu-covered apire U loun to be built for theni: thia 
will greatly add to the preaeut cheering aspect of their little Immlid. Twelve 
ndlod from Koach't Point, after runiung by tcorea of fine fanns and livids nn>ing 
with luxuriant wheat, wc conic to Jackaon'a Landing, o aholfcrod, pretty liUlu 
nook, wU}i ft allure ao bold that llie $trumor could anywhere He niungaido it. A 
lltllo in the roar of thU harbour, it a populous seUhmeiit on the road leading to 
Toronto. Near the Landing in the line fiwm and pretty it^ne collage, with green 
verenrUh, of Captain Bouclilcr, R. N. A mile beyond Ihia, 'hr upiru of a nont 
church rears lit brail above the rich surrounding foliage. A reaiilunl clcrgymnn 
ifl in charge. Hear the church, on a pretty Jutting point, elaude the buinUomo 
roahlenco of ilra. Sibbald, aum^unded appwcntly by that ncatnem uiid comfort 
which render a country life dohimble. Ca|>t8m Lee's 2ne farm, unit one belong- 
ing to Mr*rCunipbcU, (Utc of the North Aracricun Hold,) adjoin (hat of Mrs. 
Si h bald. The forest It here pierced every quarter of a mile by a pi'Ctty deuriug, 
with its dwelling, harm and uutbonsca around It, until vre arrive at neavertown, 
or Little Talhot, whore ihc hiiacr branch of the Tulbot rWor falU into the lake. 
We poAacd between the main shore and Georgina lalami, a naturally henutiful 
spot, ala niilva iu length, and containing perimpv 2000 acres. It bclongH, like all 
thn other islands, to the Indiaui, and Is taken care of by the Govcrnmeiit for 
tlicir uso ns a htnitiiig and fishing station. 

Rcavi'rtown or Beaverton, U u llomUhing little pbwo, contains two eaw-tiiiUs 
and a grist*miII, and ia supported by u fine set(Iciuunt Iu the rear: the water 
would drive extensive machinery. OppOMtlu this village is anolhor Jndian idaud, 
called Thomh Island, eonlniiiing about 1200 ucies. Ileyoud this we passed the 
mouth of the Groat Talbot Kiver, over which n Iwidge was visible from ()ic boat. 
Wu now came to Chi ^viU's Point, in the township of Mara, and thou strctcljud 
across a deep hay*, to C'ridglifon Point. This i< a brantirnl strip of land, con¬ 
taining up waids of itUU'an 1*4, covert*d with line riiA>»( tiers, among wlileb the 
clro, the ash, the oik, and tlic maple pirdooiinatc. On fids Point tho TndiaiiA 
make evury sjuinir nmiiy tbouMUids of pounds of maple sugar. Tins bvuutirul 
Point, togcilior with the whole frontage, until we passrd liiruugh the Nurrouir 
(probably ilAeen miles along the lino of shore,) is the pic^perty of Captoiu Creigh- 
lon, of Toronto, wlio purdiosod il as loug since as IH3J. ■»'« now rapidly 
njiproaclied (fi<; beau I iful ml ranee to tlio far-famed 2<urr<»WM. 

Lake SiiDcoo is iu length about 45 mites, and \aru*a iu breadth froin 2 fo 20 
miles; p. Thn ps the will u91 part is betweeo TboraJi and tlie county town, Dari ie. 
The bn Bin wliir*h coot ai os this limpid lake is formed of secondary limestone, 
aUcinnlUig with clay and mail. At Holland Landing, the lake has evidently 
re ceded from the foot of the hill, where Xhorue's Mill now stands. This hill 
bmnehes oiT to the North ftt the Landing, aud passing by the rear of Barrie, skills 
tlic lake until it avrives at the Narrows, wbcic, passing in rear of the lllllc vilhigc 
of Orillia, it shoots away toward the north-wcsC On the oast shore of the lake, 
the soil ill saulto be richer than that on tlic west. This may be occasioned by 
the westciJy winds cau^iing the JeMi of the west bank to be deposited on Ujc 
shore. The counlry iim'S gradually fiom the water on the east shore of the lake, 
tinlii it attain* an vUvulion of 9(H) feet. Thu riP*uriiferenco of Lake Simcoe 
being 120 miles, it U lutural to suppose so large a bo<ly of water would make for 
itself a channel iu some direction. This Los \Kta cflceied at the Narrows, wburu

tho bills bcfiu to recede from the lake. At tliU point there is a perceptible cur¬ 
rent tnwnrd the north, which, iDcr(*asing as it Jlow^ through lliis contracted liigh- 
way, arquirei the seloeity of llirec or four miles [)cr hour, until it becomes min¬ 
gled with the waters uf tfie pretty ].ak« CoocbtKiiig. Lake Coexha-sing is 40 
miles in circumference, anti forms at its N. W, csirrmity the river ScTcm. Here 
its Tvalurs, mingled with those of Lake Simccc, are *'urrled over rocky precipicci 
und rapids, until tin ally they reach tho aurfaee of j^^kc Huron. Tim Narrow6| 
frota shore to shore, am only ZW) yards. The bouoji. is a greasy marl, through 
wliicli (he water bas worn a chauneltiioe feet Jeep, and only thirty feet in width. 
We saw shoaU of large lisli as we pass, d through, the transporeney of the water 
enabling us to dislingulsli (ho class Ibey beluuged to at a d<*ptb of several foot. 
The steamer at length lamb'll os within tlic little lake, at the Tillage of OrilUa. 
A comfortable inu and clean beds iuiluccd us to prolong our stay three days. 
At Orillia a good road conducts tho tnreUer to Cold water, on Liiku lluroa. At 
Cobhvatcr, the i]iortsmau may * joy to hrar* (hat eighteen cou]>ic uf snipe have 
bmi shot, * by ouc tvbo knows how/ before breakfast. In the tuwushlp$ burder- 
ing on Luke Shncoc, wa were told between forty aud Afly acres of good land w*cre 
open for settlement, at prices varying from As. 6d. to 15s. and 20 «. per acre. 
About 2UOO bushels of surplus wheat were purchased last winter at Mr. Dallas's 
iirn; iiilils, near the Narrows, for which he paid (and is now paying) Cs. cash per 
bushel. At Hotlaiul f«aij<iiiig» 10,<n)0 bushels were brought from (be circuit of 
the lake, and jiro^lnccd the suiio price, lu Ibo Indian village in Italic Couclia- 
slug, arc quarnea of fn!C-stutie, lime-stone of several shades and kinds, and a bund- 
11 nee of |jre-stone. These 4|Uarrict are worked without the use of gunpowder, 
and produce slabs uf an ealraordinary sisc. Tho day is probably not far off, 
when all the preily points at the Narrows will bo studded with the cottages of 
gentlemen, attravtod Ihilhcr bjUie heahhfulness of the climate, Uie beauty of the 
scene I*) , or the rMmess of the soil. Ahoodng they will haro in abuiidunecami 
the wuicri abound with mavkinongc, the whilc-lish, salmon-trout, black bass, aud 
herrings of a very iiiio aud largo kind: the smaller tisli are also plentiful. 

The steamer, htcludiug her niimeroiu * lauding,' jierformed tho trip from the 
Narrows to Holland Landing iu six hours; tud the drive to town, when (he 
roads are dry, will occupy tive more: Oius inlftht a gentleman residing there, 
i<»avc his hnuv<! at eight oVlock iu the moroiug, and with bis own hurse drive 
into lowu to dinner at seven.*'

One of the townebips beyond ]<ake Simcoc, now in progress of set¬ 
tling, has been described by one of the agents of the Canada Com¬ 
pany 

** Tlic Township of Tiuy is about seTcntcen miles iu length, and averages 
about seven milca iu breadth. It is bounded on the west and north by Lake liu- 
r<in, uu the cast by Peuctangiiuheuc Bay and I’ciiclanguishone road, and on the 
south by the iWuship nf Ftos. The village of tVnetsuguisbcnc in situated on 
the east side of this tnwnsliip, near (he aouthem ex I remit y of Gloucester Nay. 

In this village there .ire four mcrchauta' stores; but their trade is chiefly with 
tho ImUaiis fur fur. The buUdiuga, with the exception of ahum four or Ave, are'all 
of log. The inhabitant % m all, arc probably about one hundred, and arc chiefly 
composed of French lloman Catholic Canadians, a guo<l deal intermixed with 
luilt-caale Indians, and are principally dependent on the fur trading and fishing 
for their support There is a Catholic CburcK and clergymen In the place, and a 
rather large cougregallon is affbrled belweeu the village aud neighbouring settle¬ 
ment About two miles further north or up the Bay, on the Townslup of Tay 
Bide, there arc Government Bamcks and a military establish men I, which, to¬ 
gether with (lie demands of the village, requires annually about five hundred

Tlie aoutliem balf nearly of tbe Towikabip of Tiny ia principally undy, and 
limbered a good deal with pine. The nortbera ia principally alternately aandy 
and clayey loam, margined largely, for the moat part» along the Lake and Bay 
ahure lyith granite atone, beaidea being intcrapenecl, In varioua other parts, with 
large patchea of the aame, of varioua aiaea, and ao thickly togeU^er, aa to put cuU 
tivation, in thoie particular places, out of tlie t^ueition; but which, very aurpris- 
ingly, produce good timber; and tbia being the case, the atony portion will not 
form so much obstruction to a good settlement aa might be at first view imagined, 
as a certain quantity of bush must needs be preserved for fuel and other purposes, 
under any cireumstancee. 

There are three streams in this Township capable of propelling machinery; 
one running diagonally in a norih*easterIy diri*ction, from near its soutliem 
boundary, until it crosses the Peuetangulabene road, within about six miles of 
tho village; anotlier running in a similar manner, from us^r tbe centre of the 
Towniliip, until it enters the southern extremity of Gloucester Say; and the 
third stream ii situated within about five miles north-westerly of the one last 
mentioned, and runs in an op]rosile direelion until it outers the Noltawsisga 
B.,. 

The tigie nay arrive when pioo, which is in pUcee pretty abundant, can be ma- 
nufacturiMl advantageously in various parts of tho Township. Tiierc is a saw-mill 
already built on the Mcoud-nentioned stream, near the Penetanguisheuc village, 
and a grist-mill Is in course of being put up, which will be a great acquisition, 
as tlicru are none at present within roony miles of the place. 

TJie best land Is in tho neighbourhood of tho lasUmootioncd stream, and Ji 
getting well settled. Indian com is aucccssfuJIy cultivated in places, which 
speaks well for tbe climate; and although the soil of tbe Township is, to a great 
extent, of a light and sandy doscriptiou, it it, when once cleared, easily woiknd, 
and would, under good management, produce better grain th:iu other lands of 
moro apparent promise. Plaster of Paris, end ploughing in of clover, would 
most likely make this land prodnye welU 

Great quantities of fish, salmon-trout, herring, &c. are at certain scaaons 
of the year caught in the Bay, at the north end of this Township* 

The portion of tin* Peuetanguishenc road along tho easterly side, ia, for about 
the first rix miles next^he village, under all circuioi^lancea pretty well mode and 
occupied; but the remaining five miles is a more sleigh or waggon track, and all 
bush. 

A survey, however, hss been mode, not long since, hy order of tbe Board 
of Works, of tho road from Holland Landing toFcnetanguisheoe, with a view of 
course to its improvement as a provincial road ; and should this object become 
soon accorDplished, the lands in the adjoining townships would, at the same time, 
become much enhanced Jn value. 

The population of Tiny, In the year 1^42, was about 266 souls; and the fol¬ 
lowing is a statement connected with its resources :

ro»lo. Stages ami conveyances run dailyi in summer* from Toixmto to HoU 
laQii Lauding, from wl«oiicc sCeamera cross Lake Simeoe* in about e hours to 
Barrie, 

At the western extremity of Lake Ontario, most beautifully situate, 
stands the flourishing town of Hamilton, near which is the elcgarit 
mansion of Sir Allan Kapier Macnab, the distinguished Canadian, 
who has honourably and usefully i '.presented that town for many years, 
and who is one of that faithful, intrepid, loyal, and excellent body, 
descendants of the U. E. loyalists, who liavc preserved tiieir noble 
character amidst every description of unmerited obloquy and reproach, 
and who will live in the grateful memory of every true lover of tltc 
Empire long after their slanderers and defamers shall have been utterly 
forgotten. 

At page 203 of the second volume of this Magasinc, a true sketch 
of the advantages of its position and the increase uf tlic commerce of 
the part were given. 

The rapid growth of Hamilton in cominerciul importance wulliin the 
last few years, has formed (says a local paper) a subject for comment 
for almost every journalist who has had an opportunily of visiting it.

As a proof of ir$ wonderful advancement and progressive prosperity, 
in connexion with this gratifying statement I may add, that a friend 
of my own was oflered forty acres near this town, in 1833, for tbo sum 
of £000; one acre of which, in 1830, sold by public auction for £1250. 
Proceeding westward, the s;nnc increase in the value of properly is 
everywhere to be seen. Ip 1827, the first tree was fclk‘<l in the now 
district town of Guelph, then a dense untrodden wilderness the 
centre of one of Uie richest agricultural countries in America; then 
village lots might he procured for the enterprise of building .and settling; 
now they can con uiand, ns town lots, from £100 to £300 per acre. On 
the margin of Lahc4iuron, still more recently settled, the rising dis» 
trict town of Goderich presents the same results. At London, on the 
forks of the Thames, a spot itelcctcd as a future town by Governor 
Simeoe, when he first explored that country by the aid of the Indians, 
is now rapidly rising into wealth and importance. The town plot of 
this flouri.shing place was surveyed only in 1826, and in 1842 its inha* 
bitants amounted to 2660. There are now 700 houses, a court-house, 
spacious barracks, several places of public worsliip, large inarkct-'place, 
school?^, public libraries, hotels, and many excellent merchants* stores. 
From the original sale of town lot^ at £10 per acre, the frontage in the 
main street Is selling at £50 to £100 one-fifth of an acre. The tolls 
an the Macadamised roads h Canada amounted, in 1839, to £1038 
14$. 5d., and In 1841 to £6820 Ts. Od.*

The evidences of prosperity in the Huron Tract arc mainly attribut* 
able to the ability, eneigy, and activity of the Canada Conipan/s 
Coinniissioum, Messrs* Widder and Jones, who arc indefatigable in 
ndvancihg the interests of the Company, as also the well-being of llio 
emigrant. The population of Uiis tract has doubled within the last

What 
shall 1 say ?—that there is^not in all America a soil^ fertile,* a climate 
Ro pure, scenery more beautiful, properties more reasonable ; in Bne, 
wberc every combination exists to render it the most attractive sijot in 
her Majesty’s possessions in America! All this do 1 say fro^i personal 
knowledge, and it is a matter of the utmost astonishment that so large 
a district should remain so neglected and unsettled; for in no portion 
of Canada could horticulture, floriculture, and agriculture he prosecuted 
with more certainty of success thou in it.

ESSAY III.—THE NATUEAL HISTORY OF OTHER WHALES. 


The last Essay, page of this Voluino, was conAnetl to Uic natural 
history of tlio Phyieter nacrocefthtilus of Naturalists, t)ic Cacfttlut of 
the Frcncli, the Sperm ff'Ao/eofUic Erglisli, Rud at pages 62 and a 
list of the BaUena will bo found. It is proposed in this article to give 
on account of those which are the most importaij^.

Dr. Knox has pointc<l out the error of the two Cuviers, in considering 
them a distinct species,* and .almost adding another, the lialeine du 
Cap^'f in consc<|uence of Capt. Lalondc having brought a skeleton from 
the Cape of Good Hope, of which Dcsmiulins wrote an account,^ 
making a drawing of such a body as he supposed covered tlic skeleton. § 
The Balcena myiticelus and liultena Nerdcaper^ Linne considers a 
variety of the same species. Lacepiklo makes them distinct animals ; 
of the first he has made a drawing, || of which Scoresby says, that 
there is not a counterpart in nature,"^ but that hia drawing of the 
Bakine Nordeaper" is a fair representation of the inysticetus,^* So

In the South Seas they are frequently met with 70 feet long, 
although tlie greater nuinbcr do not attain the size of tJiose in the 
Northoru regionScoreshy, from historical documents, hus proved 
the whales fou>id formerly W'cre not lajgcr than those found at present. 
There is a prevailing opinion that whales live to an iniTncnse age, and 
an erroneous one that there are none now in existence which have 
.ittainod mature age, in consequence of which they are small in com* 
parison with their ancestors.§ Amongst all animals there are giants,

ctefy on the I9th of December, 1B18, and will be found at p. 83 of No. 1 of the 
Edinburgh 14iilosophicaI Journal. 
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And a whale 70 feet long ia an exception to the general size of the 
anima]. The longcat actual measurement is given by Sir Charles 
Gicsecke, who informs us, that in the spring of 1813, a whale was killed 
at Godhavn, of the length of 07 feet the females of this species of 
whnlc arc invariably the largest.^ Buffon remarks that this is the case 
with birds of prey, and it is generally so with fish* 

Scorcsby has given the exact drawing of this whale, being plate 12, 
at the end of the second volume; that by Frederic Cuvier, being 
plate 21, is as near as may be a copy of it, with the exception that in 
Cuvier the belly is made white. It has already been stated, that the 
drawing in the work of I«ac£pede, plate 1, Og. 1, is one of pure 
itnaginotioD. Tlui of plate 2, which bo has applied to a description of 
La Baleine Nordcaper^ ia one made by Bach^tiom in 1772, sent to him 
by Sir Joseph Banks,and is a fair diuwing of the Greenland or Right 
Whale.§

** When the mouth is open, it presents a cavity as large as a room, and capable 
of containing a merchant ship's jolly*boat full of men, being 6 or 8 feet wide, 
10 or 12 feet high (in front), and 15 or 16 feet long.H In place of teeth, it eon* 
talus two extensive rows of or whalebone, which are suspended from the 

sides of the crown*bone. These series of fins are generally curved longitudinally, 
although they arc sometimes sUiight, and give an arched form to (he roof of the 
mouth.

may be estimated at a ton, and so on in proportion* The whalebone U inserted 
into the eruwQ bone, in a sort of rabbit. AU the blades in Iho same scries arc 
connected together by the gum, in which the Ihick ends are inserted: tlui sub¬ 
stance (the gum) is white, Bbroiu, tender, and tasteless; it cuU like chelae,* 
The quantity of oil yioldoil by a whale gimcrally bears a certain proportion to 
the length of its longest blade of whalebone; tlio average quantity is expressed 
in the following table.

Frederic Cuvier's account of this curious provision of nature is, that

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Dr. Knox’s account of the baleen Is n most scicntifio one, which has 
never been published in Europe, and is sure to attract the attention of 
the scientific world; his residence at Cook's Stmits, in Kew Zealand, 
has given him opportunities of examining the subject which none 
other has had —it dso has nsany most useful hints for the practical 
whaler. 

Beale’s admirable work is an account of the sperm whale ; Scoresb)*’^ 
is that of those animals of the cetaceous tribe found in ibe arctic regions; 
but for any account of the Jiiffkt fVhalt in the Paciiic, the inquirer must 
look to Knox, Dicffonbach, and Polack. The Transactions of the Royal 
Edinburgh Society have for many years hack been the witness of Knox’s 
intimate knowledge of science, and particularly in what regards the 
cetaceous tribe, and in quoting loigely from what he has written ut Wel¬ 
lington, from what he has seen there—publicity is given to the obser¬ 
vations or a gentleman long valued by those who examine the subject 
of whales and whaling. 

The buleeu separates from the membrane which lines the buccal 
aspect of the superior maxillary bone, or upper jaw; and it is truly won¬ 
derful to reflect that a single whale's mouth will conUiiii a tun or more 
of this valuable substance. When the whale is just dead, and ere the 
dissection has commenced, the baleen it, with few exceptions, of a clear 
bright colour, perfectly clean, and free from oil. No force could, at 
this time, dissolve the connexion between it and the formative surface, 
so that the whaler generally scoops the soft parts with the baleen from 
the surface of the bone. Now this is a serious disadvantage, and creates 
a train of evil consequences. The membrane, lining the supcrflcial 
grooves of the upper jaw, and proclucing the baleen, is itself nothing 
more than the skin, which, after covering the external surface of the 
head, is suddenly reflected over the external edge of the jaw, and 
lilies the palatine surfaces; from Uiis reflected portion grows the baleen. 
It will readily be urTderstood, that the entire leflccted membrane, being 
called upon to pru<luce and sustain through life Uie vast quantity of 
baleen, will be highly vascular and full of nerves; and dissection has 
shown this fact; nay more, it is completely saturated with oily parti¬ 
cles. The surface corresponding to the baleen, when exposed by suf¬ 
fering the putrefactive process to destroy that almost mysterious con¬ 
nection between it and the baleen, presents, like the cutis, when the 
cuticle is in a similar manner removed, a velvet aspect throughout \ but 
mor e corresponding to each plate of baleen we have a fold standing at 
right angles to the surface, and having precisely the fonn of the baleen 
plate ; the free margin of this plate is deeply and delicately fringed, the 
filaments comi>osing which pass up the centre of each elementary hair 
composing the baleen blade. The surface of this fold itself, and also 
the intervening space not occupied by a perpendicular fold, is, like tho 
skin, entirely covered with papiUm, and which papillae secrete not only 
a flue lamina—the agglutinating texture giving the form of a blade to 
the elementary and essential hairs, and lastly, a quantity of horny 
deposit, to the extent of eight or nine Inches in depth, which has been 
most improperly called the gum; it is in fact o secretion from the 
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pmnativo Dienibrtiiio, (guni if wc must have onc») it is, perfectly Juor* 
contains a ^r.ut quuniityof earthy deposit (lime)^ and forms a 
iirm elastic bed, and secure ftxturo to the b^ecn plates. The entire 
mechanisiti is so perfectly uiiic)\ie» that unless demonstrated, Uie most 
acute mind completely fails in coinprelumdiL^ the structure from any 
oral description, however faithful or minute. The purposes served by 
this complex organ to the whale aretlie most essentia I to its well-being; 
the gullet is extremely narrow, eeitainly not exceeding that of an ordi¬ 
nary ox ; the food of the whale consists of minute aquatic insects, and 
a nutchinc was required to enable the whale to capture them in curt- 
loads at a time. It is certain that the whale drinks os little of the salt 
water as man himself, and here was a difficulty — How were the 
minute .insects to be aepumted from the water 7 The machinery is 
pcrfect^ull is effected. The mouth, when only partiuHy opened, ex¬ 
ceeds in siase most of the dining-rooms in Fort Nicholson ; it is capable 
of contuiiung tuns of water, whilst the bakeu is so anauged nround 
the pai ictes or walls of this apartment, as to answer the purpose of a 
ilno struiner—tho whale, in fact, by a continued onward motion, the 
lower juw, being slightly depressed, strains the water as he goes along, 
and thus only troubles himself to perform tho act of deglutition, when 
the pnipy (inolluscgus) pud<ling has acquircfl a size which would Imvo 
done credit to the lute Exchange dinner, had the number been increased 
u hundred fold. The number of baleen plates in a single whole's 
mouth is very grout, upwards of UOO can be counted on each side of 
tho juw ; uud US each external plate has 12 or more much KinaUcr 
plates running towards the mesial lino, the total number of plates 
exceed 7000 ; these plates gradually diminish in every respect tow'aitls 
the extremity of the snout, and towards tllb throat; those about two- 
thirds from the snout being the longest, and constituting whut was 
called the gauge plate during the merry days of bounties. All plates 
exceeding six feet in len^h (not including the fnflgc) were considered 
* sized' plates, entitling the whalers to certain miserably-armn^cd 
bounties ; and hcncc, as it ap^)cars to me, the long plutos uc.'jtdrcd un 
undcraerved notoriety and value in trade. The texture of the shortest 
plate is precisely similar to that of the longest, and fitted therefore for 
every purpose to which the long plates arc applicable, excepting where 
long and thick pieces arc required, as in stay and umbrella iiniki!i!% 
(one to answer the purposes of 24 small ones, and thus cover a uiuUf- 
plicity of sins) ; but even here the improvement In manufactuve is 
such, that the very refuse, arising from the cutting up of tho largrr 
plates, are now collected with great care—the very saw-dust is market- 
able, so that the si^o of the plate is every day losing its high an<i 
partly fictitious value; and not only are the shorter plates of the 
baleen rising in value, but what is of much more importance, the pocu* 
liar baleen, found in the mouth of the rorquals, will shortly be equal iu 
Value to that of the balsena in the London market. Jiefore leaving 
England I observed the streets of London were cleaned with a kind of 
scrubber, made of baleen, and for which that of the rorqual, 1 icel Ci>u- 
viuced, would greatly surpass that of the balxna. Firstly, in remr>vhig 
the baleen from the month, time should be allowed when practicable,

Polack's account is of those which he has met iii the South Seas. It 
is, that in the 9VfiaUt it is dentated with <r set of laniin^s of a 

horny substance, well known in commerce ns whulcuonc. They are 
very nunicroui*, ollen amounting in number to 250 slabs in a single 
fish,*' (thts is not quite us many as Scorcsby states, which has been 
already quoted), decuding grudiudly iu Icn^h from the centre of the 
upper jaw, from eight feet to six inches; the weight of bone in a single 
mouth is generally from 5 to 7001bs. The lamina) lie uithin the uj)])er 
gum, about si.*c inches, from which they taper to a point, tlie whtde 
length of each terminating by long black hair, in substance similar to 
fine bristles. These lainimo answer the place of a sieve to the ii^li 
when in search uf food; and they an^ often observed scooping with their 
ulky heads for such marine animalcula) as they may foriimafoly find ; 
and when successful, after shutting their immense underlip, tlicy exude 
the salt water through thusa teeth, which they have taken in along witli 
their food, whicli is principally spawn of a pahiilous nature, of a red 
and yellow hue. called by the fishermen brit, which is .somcrinios seen 
supernnUnt on the surface of the oci*an many miles round ; the upper 
part of the head is culled the scalp, the joint of which connects the 
frame iu which the Pamina' are imbedded.'’*)* ^

Iw discovt red until the skin i» removed.* ** L'ouie scmble etre fort 
grossiorc/*f Polack says that the cars lie unseen until the removal 
of the skm.;{ 

Tfie FinSf two in number, arc placed between one«third and two* 
fifths of the length of the animalfrom thesnout,and about two feet behind 
tlie angle of the mouth; they arc seven to nine feet in length, and four 
or five in breadth. The part by which they arc attached to the body is 
somewhat elliptical, and about two feet in diameter; the side which 
htrikes Che water is nearly fliit—the articulation being perfectly Kpherical, 
the dns are capable of motion in any direction ; but from the tennion of 
the flesh and skin below, they cannot be raised above the horizontal 
position. The dna, after death, arc alw*aya hard and stiff; but in the 
living animal, it is presumed, from the nature of the hitemal structure, 
that they are capable of considerable flex ion. $ Polack found that the 
flippers, or fins, aroused for poreutsion ;|| their principal purpose U for 
balancing the body, without them it would fall on its side, as it does 
after death. 

The taU or Jlukes. ** The extreme breadth across is often 2.? feet; the 
strength of the fish lies principally in this part; it lashes the water 
around, cither when actuated by sport or from agony, with an almost 
incredible velocity, changing the placid sea into a whirling foam around 
—its thickness is In proportion with its breadth, yet is remarkably 
vivacious, and perfectly under the control of the animal, and is its solo 
instrument of defence.*’^ Scorcsby says, the tall, comprising in a 
single surface 80 or 100 feet square, is a formidable instrument of 
motion and defence. Its Iciigth is only five or six feet; but its width 
is 18 to 21 or 20 feet. Its position is horizontal. In its form it is flat 
and semilunar, indented in the middle; the two lobes somewhat {>oiiitcd, 
and turned a litt'c backward. Its morions are rapid and universal; 
its strength immeuae: the posterior extremity is a real tail; the term!* 
nation of the spine dr os coccygis running through the middle of it, 
almost to the edge.*'** F. Cuvier, ** II parait quo la queue cst le scul

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dilial groove, the external opening of which is 2 to S feet in length ; 
will'll dead it is 8 or 10 feet in length, and about <> inches in diameter 
at the root. It tapciS to a point, and is perforated throughout its length 
by the urethra. 

This icmule has two teats situated on the n^domen, one on each side 
of tho pudendum ; they are two R*et apart, und when dead are not dis- 
ccrnihlc until the outer cuticle is rcmovcdi but no doubt iu the living 
aiiiinal nre capable of protusion.* 

Dr. Knox, who it appears has had tlie advantage of assisting in a 
whaling voyage in the Arctic regions, says,—

'J'lic cefottr of the Riglit Whale, black, grey, aiwl white, with a tinge 
of yellow—the back, most of the upper j<w, and part of the lower jaw, 
together with llie fins and tail, are bhtek ; the tongue, the fore part of 
the under jaw and lips, soinotimes a little of tJie upper j.iw ut tlic cx« 
tremity, and a portion of the beUy, arc wiilu\ and tlio eyelids, the 
junction of the tail with the body, a portion in the axills of the fins, &c. 
are grey. The older animals contain the most grey and white ; under¬ 
sized whales are altogetlicr of a bluish-black, and suckers, of a pale, 
bluish, or bluish-grey colour.} 

The cutickt or that part of the skin which can be pulled off in sheets, 
after it haK been a little dried in the air, or i>articularly In frost, is not 
thicker than parchment; the muenaum In orliiUa la about three-

quarten of an inch in thickneai, o?er most parts of the body: ia 
suckers, nearly two inches; but on the under side of the fins, or the 
inside of tJie lips, and on the surface of the tongue, it is much thinner. 
This part of the integuments is generally of the same colour throughout 
its thickness—the fibres of which it is composed are perpendicular to 
the surface of the body, and under this lies the true skin, which is white 
and tough; as it imperceptibly becomes impregnated with oil, and passes 
gradually into the form of blubber, its real thickness cannot easily be 
stated ; the most compact part, perhaps, may be a quarter of an Inch 
thick,* but Kuox gives the most curious, scientific, and useful account 
of it:— 


** The whsle hsi no htirs on the surfecc of tlie iMily, which ii perfectly emooth;

I have obien’ed 
that the tiilcknesi of the cuticle follows a most direct ratio to the of the

Arctic a, whilst ! found U nowhere thicker tliau three lines on tlia rorquolus 
Kigshlrui, though SO feet longer than Uie extreme length of (hr lmlu*ua nvtlcs } 
but the plate of baleen was not oiic-tlilrd the lougtli of the rorijual. The akin 
of man and all mammals coiulitntea an organ of extreme plexily, and its gunerAl 
anatomy lias only very lately been given lo the scientiAe world. Under certain 
modifications ft l« tlio mime in all niammals, and that uf the whulc, us airordiug 
the texture in its highest degree of development, has been selecicd for general 
dcscriptioD, even in human aoalonij—the most essential icstuve in whnt die 
anatomist denotninates the coriiim, cutis or true skin. This m whales U of groat 
thickness, Aud constitutes, what in common I Aiiguo go is cnllrd the blubber { it 
is A veiy complex organ iu a11 animals, and undergoes cousidrmbte modification. 
The skill of a pig, to lake a farsdior exainpio, appears to me to approach very 
nearly timt of the smaller cetocco. The black skin is strictly analogoos to the 
epidermis or cuticle of other animsU, including the nte mucotum. When a portion 
of the skin of a rrmnion whale—in which you have the texture in its highest 
degree of perfects o, is taken, after a slight moceratioo, the cuticle is separated 
from the cutis; and in doing this iunumefablc elongated papilla? of milky white¬ 
ness are soon to quit rgrresponding tubes in the cuticle—the length of these 
papilin correspond to the tbickiieas of the cuticle, aud give the appeirunce of 
the richest vehet. The cuticle conUins uot a particle of oil or fal in its compo¬ 
sition, and cunstitulcs a very serious drawback to liic blubber from Greenland; 
time will seldom permit its being removed; and when the oil is extracted upon 
tlie return of the ship, unless a deal of trouble is taken, it is put into the boilers 
with the blubber, and hence the refuse is very great, aud I have no doubt the 
purity of tho oil injured materially. The cuticle has a basis of an animal jelly, 
with a Urge proportiou of earthy (lime) deposit; and hence, when used as fuel 
by the whalers, the osli or refuse possesses powerful caustic qusUtics. Under 
more favourable circumstances, tbb texture, nith other parts of the whale, would 
yield a vast quantity of fine gluc.^’f 

Immediately beneath tbe skin lies 

The Blubber or Fat, encompassing the entire body, together with the 
fins or tail. Its colour is yellowish white, yellow, or red. Jn the veiy

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j^oung it U always yellowish white. Id old ones it resembles in colour 
the substance of a salmon. It swims in water. Its thickness all round 
the body is 8, or 10, or 20 inches, varying in diflerent parts, as well as 
in different individuals. Tlie hips are composed entirely of blubber, and 
yield from one to two tuns of pure oil caoh The tongue is chiefly 
composed of a soit kind of fat, that affords less oil than any other blub¬ 
ber; in the centre of the tongue, and towards the root, this fat is inter¬ 
mixed with fibres of a muscular substance. The under jaw, excepting 
the two jaw bones, consist almost wholly of fat; and tlje crown-hono 
possesses u considerable coating of it. The fins are principally blubber, 
tendons, and bones, and the tail possesses a thin stratum of blubber. 
The oil appears to be retained in the blubber in luinute ecUs, connected 
together by a strong reliculutctl combi nation of tendinous fibres—these 
fibres being condensed ut the surface, ap|>cur to form the substance of 
the skin. The oil is expelled when heated, and, in a great measure, 
discharges itnclf <iut of the fenk9f whenever putrefaction in the fibrous 
parts of the blubber takes place. Four tons of blubber by measure, 
goiiurully aiibrds three tunn of oil; but the blubber nfa sucker contains 
A very snutll proportion,* another circumstance showing tho impolicy of 
destroying the cub. 

y/encj.—Most of these .irc porous and contain large quantities of oil. 
The jaw-bonca measure 20 to 23 feet in length. When they arc brouglit 
into a warm climate the oil draiiiK from them, they then readily swim 
in water; the external Hurfiicc of the most {lorous bones is i^ompact and 
hard; tho ribs are pretty nearly Milid : but the crowtwbone is almost as 
nmcli honeycombed as the jaw-bunos; the bones of the fins are analo¬ 
gous, both in proportion uiid number, to Uiosc of the fingers of the 
liuniau hand. l)r. Fleming has cnllec^ them swimming paws/' 
(Scoresby, p. 403). Dr. Knox observes, of those caught in the neigh- 
honrltood of Cook's Stmita, The bones piled up would continue to 
distil large quantities of fine oil, ultimately to hg powdered to dust 
either here or in ilritain. They will not give out any offensive eflluvia 
after being blenched for a scsisou in Kew Zealand."-I* 

2'he /VesA.—The Dsquiinanx eat tlic fat and flesh of the u lialc with 
great greediness. Some tribes carry along wiiJi them in tlicir canoes 
bladders filled witli oil, whidi they use in the same way, and with a 
similar relish, that a British sailor does a dniin.{ ** in Cook's Straits, as 
soon as the process of cutting wus over, the natives, who liad come 
with their canoes ihnn the Sound, cut off laigc pieces of the flesh, which 
they carried off to feast o».§ Polack says—“The tongue is formed 
partly of blubber, and a callous kind of fle^h, which boiled in oil is not

arm. The whale, like other mammals boa its pectoral extreuiitics, which ore 
nioqlded into the heat form for moving In Ida wateiy element; but nnmciuua 
other functions require lo be performed. The female carries lier cub when hi 
danger, ur intent upon a visit (o distant cUomtea,—to emigrate, in short. Tim 
posterior or pelvic locomotive organa arc diMfeuscd with altogether in the whale ; 
and this could be shown had our time and space allowed it, to be necessitated by 
the vast bulk of the cub at birth ; at the aameUme a snuch more efOcIcnt locomo¬ 
tive organ than ibe presence ef all the four limbs has been coriNtruetcd by a simple 
mud ideation ou the esiremity of il a spinal column or tad; as the frame-work or 
bones are, 80 far as developed, strictly similar to those of all mammals, so the 
muscles or acting forces ore in every re«nec( similar. Many of tbo muscles 
attached tu and acting on the pelvic extremities of other mammals are retained 
and carried out on each side the toll; the teudona of these muscles are arranged 
and wrought in (if I may be allowed the expression) wHU microacopicid minute¬

It U on reconl that 
the ivhulc, at times, i‘imjain4 au hour under wnlccf man can with extreme dif* 
ficulty and after much practh^e n^raain below the aurfaco tome tln'cc, or at most 
lour miiiulea. liow U this, arcing that the respimtoiy a) item of both arc in nil 
re a peels similar ? Recent anatomical leacarch hi^ dcinonat rated the presence of 
aji oxlcnaivc njstam of tcaervoim for arterial blooil, groupt»d around those pniti of 
the nervous a^aUno, potilively demanding an nnccaaiiig supply of urteHai Mood. 
Ri^oivoirs for venous blootl linvo long been kuown to exist iu ail aquatic anu 
mala, as the beaver, acal, ftc. A'c., but thcae animals you arc aware live on a 
l:itge prey« t^nd pass a deal of their leiaure time oa terra Arms.*'* 

Thus Dr. Knox shows, that it is resemura of arterial blood, which 
enable this huge animal to respire for so long a time without a fresh 
supply of Atmospheric air. 

Voice tlicy have iioao ; but in breathing or blowing, they make a very 
loud noise; the vapour they discharge Is ejected to the height of some 
yards, and apprars at a distance like a pufi* of smoke. 

IVeiffhL A stout whalAof 00 feet in length weighs 70 tons ; blitbber 
30 tons ; carcass 80 to 32 tons; bones of the head, iius, and tail 8 to 
10 tons, (Scoresby, vol. i. p, 402.) 

J/earinff, A noise such as that produced by a persou shouting has no 
efl'ect on it, although ouly at the distance of a ship's length, whilst a 
aliglit splnsUing in tUo water, in calm weather, excites its attention, and 
alarms it.

Copulation, according to Beale, has never been seen with the Sperm 
Whale; still, *‘lhe sexual intercourse of the Right Whale is often 
observed about the latter end of summer** in the Arctic regions (Ibid.

Gestation is presumc^fl to be nine br ten months, as fcmalce with cubs 
or suckers along with them arc frequently met with in tliu spring. At 
the latter end of April, in 1811, u Hull whaler killed a sucker, to which 
the flirt Is iinibilicalis was still attached. In Cook's Straits, one of the 
principal breeding grounds in the Pacific, the cows, or female whaler, 
approach the roabts and smooth waters for the purpose of bringing fortli 
their young from May to October. May, in those parts, is similar to 
NovcTnber in the Northern hemisphere. In May tliey are seen witli 
new-bovn culvc; f still Dr. Dieflenbach lius been unable to form any 
opinion as to the |>erioJ of gestation. Cows are killed in Cook’s Straits 
in fnll gestation in the month of July. 

Size at birth. According to Scoa^shy, they are at le ast Um a*.'! sometimes 
fourteen feet long. J lii the Arctic regions it is very rare for the female 
to be seen with tnorc than one cub, and that goes under the protection 
of its niodier for probublv a year or more, or until, by tlie evolution of 
the whalebone, it is enabled to procure its own nourisUmciit. in 
Cook’s'Straits it is supposed that the fcinaJe generally produces but one 
calf, yef she Is sometimes seen with two, which the wlmlcrs cousuier nn 
orphan; but l)v. Dieficnbach thinks otherwise, and that both are pro¬ 
duced ut the same birth, lie says, that coif which appeared fnll- 
gr<»w'n, and w hich was cut out of the mother at Te-awa-ill, one of the 
whaling stations, measured fourteen feet.”§ The cow is frequently 
accompanied with the calf of the preceding year, as well as that which 
she is suckling; those in Cook's Straits are called scra^ys, and yield us 
much as four tuns ot oil. Scorc^liy gives an Accouut of tlicin in the 
northern hemisphere. He, l^owcvcr, thinks that a wdmlc does not reach 
the magnitude called SizCf*' that is, witli a six-feet length of whale¬ 
bone, under twelve yea*and attains its full gruwub at 25.

ail increase in the quantity of grey colour in the skin, and a chaugc to 
a yellowish liuge of tlic white parts about the bead; u decrease in the 
quantity of oil, yielded by a certain weight of blubber; an increase of 
hardness in the lilubbcr, and in thickness and strength of the ligamentous 
fibres of which it is partly comp<’Sed. Dr. Knox thinks ** that a more 
caruiul cutting in of the aged whale would amply repay the labour, as it 
would be found that the fut, on quitting the sqrface, accumulates in the 
inlcrior of the body.”|l

Again she arose In the siufncc, darlvd furiousiy to und fro, fre¬ 
quently Htopped short, nr suddenly ehangrd her diivctian, nud gave e^ery possible 
intimation of exti‘eme agony. l''or a length of lime she coniiuucd Ifius to act, 
though cloftoly pursued by the boats; and iiupiicd wilh c<mrage and rcflolulioii 
by her conecrii for her oilspring, seemed regaidlers of the danger uhlch sur¬ 
rounded her. At length, one of the honH approached so near, that a harpoon 
was hove ut her; it hit, bnt did not attach ilsell'; a soeoiid harpoon was struck; 
this also failed (o pvtieirate, but a thud wa^ more eflectual and held; Rtill she did 
not attcunjit to escape, but a I lowed other b^ats to Rpptoach, so that iu a few

Althott^rh Dicfluiibatil’s remarks art* mtulc upon the breeding "rounds 
in Cook’s Straits, they are equally applicable to all places, Van liieaian’s 
Land, tbc Cape of (loud Hope, or wherever the female Iciives the deep 
water and the feeding groin ids for the sake of seeking t(ic shallows for 
the purpose of parturition, be says: '*to kill tlie calf in order to capture 
the luotlicr, or io kill the latter at the time of gestation, is an unprofita-* 
b!c and cruel proceeding, but it carries with it its own punisbincnt. In 
a few years, this trade, of whicli, from the geographical position of the

** Even supposing tliat the female whale relaiucd her bulk of carcass, which, 
however,*! do not believe, yet the oU will be full of and mixed with other juices, 
its chemical nature considerably changed, and I have uo doubt iu the worst pos* 
slide state for producing oil At for any puipotc; the nourishment of the youag 
wbulu of course keeps the parent not only poor, but, as 1 have already rcinarkcil, 
the fluids of the b<Hly in a peculiar stalo*^ state, lu fa4t. la most mammiils, ns 
the cuw, pig, &c., in which every oue knows that the fat either entirely dlsuppcara 
or becomes most materially changed. The destruction of the young whale is 
altogctlier a most inhuman and brutal practice; but utut<Jucatud man—the brute 
man—hns always shown hlmvdf the extern) inalor. It is ns clear as d.iy, that neither 
the parent nor uirsprltig should^be interfered with; laying aside Iho iuhumaniiy 
and want of policy shown, 1 feel quite certain that the oil must not only bo in 
comparatively small quamUies, but bad in quality. I^et tlic male whulc bo 
attacked under nil circun)*>'anccs, but unquestionably the female ami her oflspring 
deserve* our sympathy and protection. It would appear lliat the captnro of the 
whule around New Zealand is carried od at the verj Umo when a wise legUluture 
would prevent it, and the whaling stalioDS arouud (he cuast cau bo compared 
only to the small villages in Ireland and Scotland—on the banks of the gient 
salmoa flsheries, the war of sxtomiixiaUon is there carried ou to perfoetlon; the 
hunting fleld for Ihe whale should be cod fined to tbe open aea, and the bays 
around (he coast should be moat carefully ]»rotccted«** f

say, limt time will prove both these articlee, aa taken from a whaling station, of 
inferior quality; the limited means, and want of scientific knowledge of the iiidi-

]»os4iblo ebb. The Instinct of luau has Id to the dt^tcoTery, that of all periods 
when the whulc will )*•: captured with lc«a risk niul greatest ease, is when ex¬ 
hausted with deveIopiu{f and gtvtng birth to its }oung one, and that atfeetion 
which man calls instinct, but of which the human race occnsionally exhibits tho 
only exception, is strongest. A whale, not aceomp:.(.icd with its young, is ap¬ 
proached with great caution; they are apt to tun, and the imperfect machinery 
cniployed, added to the danger of being dragged fur from fiome, debars tlm coast- 
whaler attempting tbs eaptnrc; when i*.c whale is accompoined with its young 
one her capture is OiisUy elTectcd; the thoughtless, playful cub U approached with 
euo and a hnr|>oon ii struck into that part of the bo^ty which experience (not 
knowledge) has told the human enemy Is not necevsarily or inslanily fatal; tho 
parent approaches tiM young one, which n<»w being fast nets the part of a dccoy- 
duc^, and so strong is the aliachmeut of the parent, mud so perfectly ignorant U 
she of (he nature of her enemies, that she it generally at onre lanced in what the 
practical whaler calls * tho life/ that is, tho lungs, and occusionally the heart; tho 
result of sueli a wound in the whale, aboro all other animals, is instantly fatal, 
and thus the losses often Incurred in the Ort*c)ilaml and Davis's Straits whnlurs, 
In tUouanndi of fathoms of line, wUh numerous harpoons, is avoided. A W'halc, 
under onlinary clrGumsunces, liaa In be exhausted by re|>catcd diving, before Ibo 
use of tho bnee van be a(tcmpte<l, whereas with the cub, as a decoy-duck, the 
fcm&lo can be lanced without the harpoon eveu being used. • * • • Upon 
the death of the parent the young one is dragged alongside (he boat, and the 
harpoon extracted without Uiu slightest care being taken to prcscr^’o (he young 
one, supposing it tben capable of a separate existence." 

Dr, Dicffenbach says, that the cows were roiriarkahly Jean, not 
yielding more than A or G tons of oil, and that of inferior quality.* 

The superiorif}/ of the sexes in point of numbers seems to be in favour 
of the mule, arising no doubt from this ccMitinned kiJIingof the cub, 
thereby enticing the female. In the course of eight years Scores by 
killed 124 wh.'tlcs, of which 70 were males and 54 females ; since the 
females were easily killed by means of the cub, it renders the proportion 
in point of fact much more than five to four, which is hia calculation. 
(Arctic Regions, vol. i. p. MTG.) • 

Pairing. —This species of Whale is generally found in pairs, and is 
not gregarious, like the Sperm WJiale; when found in numbers, it arises 
from tho attraction arising from a quantity of food, or in the Northern 
regions from a choice situation of the ice.—(Ibid. p. 472). In Cook’s 
Straits they have left their footling grounds, and arrive there only at 
certain seasons to bring forth their young in the shallows. Dicifenbach 
considers them migratory^ hut then the object is food, he says in search 
of a small animal of the Medusa kind, upon which Uie black whales 
feed ; their approach to the shores of New Zealand is particularly con¬ 
nect^ with the process of parturition.’’f The ^fholc, however, is a 
subject as to which wc arc extremely iguoraiit, and one which requires 
cuntiiiucd and untiring observation, which is indeed the only means of

Swhnminjj and Dicing,—The whale being somewhat lighter than tlic 
medium in which it swims, can remain at the surDice of the sea, with its 
crown*' in which the biow boles arc situated, and a considerablo 
extent of the back, above water without any cITort or motion; the pro- 
portion that appears above water when alive, or when recently killed, is 
probably nut a twentieth part of the animal; but within a day after 
death, when the process of putrefaction commences, the carcase swells 
to an enormous siae, until at leant a third appears above water, and 
sometimes the body is burst by the force of the air generated within,* 
and this probably accounts for the preposterous drawings of this animal 
with which the scientific world h;is Ikhmi annoyed. It is by means of 
the tail that it advances through the water, and that by powerful strokes 
against the water, impressed alternately up and dt»wn the water; when 
moving at u slower rate it uses the tail in a dilTcrciit form, cutting the 
water IsteraUy and obliquely downwarvl in n similar manner as u boat 
is forced along with a single oar by the operation of skulling. A whale 
extended motion less at the surface of the sea, can sink in the space of 
five or six seconds, or less, beyond the reach of its linman enemies ; its 
velocity along the surface, or ]>erpendiculurly downward, is the same. 
Scoresby has observed a whale descending after he bad harpooned it, Co 
the depth of 400 fathoim, with the average velocity of 7 or 8 miles per 
hour.f ** Whales have been known to take a line perpendicularly down 
to the full extent of a niid had not the uinple layer of fat, be¬ 

tween one and two feet thick, been wrapped around them, possessing a 
resisting power like that oft caoutchouc, it is difficult to imagine how, 
in such a case, they rviutd endure the immense weight of siipor-inoum- 
bent water: moreover, being iaroxior in specific gravity to the water, it 
is obvious that all this boily of oil must be <tf incalculable use in aug¬ 
menting the buoyancy of the aniniara frame. 

Comparative Anatomy of the /f'Aa/c.—The paper on the Structure and 
Economy of Whales, by John Hunter, prinlcd in the Transactions of 
the Philosophical Transactions, 1787, still remains the text book of the 
subject; and in any work upon the animal sufficiently largo to embrace 
the whole subject, it should be transcribed entire: but there is not space 
in these essays to make even an analysis of itn 

Olue,—An immense bod of muscles surrounding the body is appro¬ 
priated chiefly to the movements of the toil. The tail consists princi¬ 
pally of two reticulated bed^ of sinewy fibres, compactly interwoven and 
containing very little oil. In tuc central bed, the fibres run in all 
directions; in the other, which cncomp^isscs the central one in a thinner 
stratum, they arc arranged in regular order. These substances are ex-

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icn^iveltf particularly in Holland^ in the maau/aclure of glue,* 
and J)r. Knox looks forward to glue manufactories springing Up in the 
future towns of Cook's S^trnits, in New Zealand.*|’ 

There is an old but important proverb, which never can be 
too extensively impressed, ** Waste not, wan* not,** and this is strongly 
exemplified in killing tlie whale. The necessity of leaving the coasts 
of the lh}aen seas of the Arctic regions wlicn winter arrives, occasions 
immense waste, which, perhaps, hns never been pointed out, before Dr, 
Knox pitched his tent at Wellington. 

Extract from his first paper, in No 77 of the New Zealand Gazette, 
of Octobe r a, l»4l :— 

** The work done at the whaling stations ought to be the extraction 
of the oil from the blubber, and preparing it for the market—preparing 
the baleen aUo for the market: and I think another and profitable 
employment might be added, that U, converting to useful purposes those 
parts of the whale which arc at present lost, vi^., the muscles, buucs, 
and the refuse of (ho blubber.'* 

An extract has been already made of Dr. Knox's recommendation as 
to extracting and cleaning Ae baleen ; it is in consequence oftfte igno* 
TAucCf which he hus poiy^l out, on the part of those employed in the 
stations, tliat the ** pric^f the baleen from the South Seas is not one* 
half of that of the NoriUcni ;*’J and in his third paper, he lays, “ Tlio 
(lead female is now lirought to the station, and here a little preparation 
and some expense hus no doubt been incurred; the animal is simply 
skinned, (the skin and sub-cuUncous futof the whale, constituting the 
blubber of practical men), tin* pectoral extremities are removed ut the 
shoulder joint, and the termiiiation of the^spinc supporting the great 
lateral fiukes are cut olT; the baleen is removed from its situation in 
the upper jaw ; and, as it appears to mc,*only occasionally. Care is 
taken to extract the oil from the two rami of the lower jaw—the carcase 
is now allowed to float away—the carcases get stranded, and during 
their decompasition, 1 ratfier think very few persons would reside in 
their neighbourhood,” 

In his pa|>cr, No. 5, he says, 2dly.—If the process of extracting 
the oil from the blublicr is done on shore, then (he refuse should bo 
manufactured into glue, &c* and wood instead of scraps from the boiler 
used for fuel.—3dly. The muscles and viscera should be carefully re¬ 
moved from the skeleton, and being divided into small portions, and 
spread over successive befls or layers of dry sandy soil, a composition 
will be produced exceeding all others as a manure; this experiment Ims 
been made, and iU value proved as compared to that of bone-dust, as 
three to one.—Ithly. The bones piled up would continue to distil large 
quautitles of fine oil, ultimately, however, becoming of extreme density,

authentic skeleton can detenniuc any additional species, or even 
genus.It is posrible that whales, like other iuaD]maU.*t, may at times

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Italian greyhound, they would go on breeding and their produce would 
be mongrels. 

3, Varieties are readily producetl in the course of a few gcncrationa 
from u male and female of the same species; it has frequently bnen done 
with dogs, in colour for example, wishing to uavc them of a particular 
one—by saving tljc puppies of llmt colour gcu .-rat ion after generation, 
a few generations would render them so complete a variety us to be 
thought a iliftcrcnt Hi>cei<'s from the original stock. 

All this may have liapiwncd with whales, and if so, it may account 
for apparently the nuiucruus species which cannot immediately he 
classiiied. 

It remains, however, tf) speak of the seas in which the genus Ilalmua 
is found, comprehomling the species /h mysiiceltis, 11, anlarcticUt 
B, auiUalht li» artica, H. antipodarum, none of whicli have a dorsal 
flook, and coniidcncf* will he phiceil in Secr(*Hby*s account for the north- 
ern hemisphere ; that nhle, ox|>crionced and cNcellcnt gentlomau says, 
that tliuv occur nM»Kt abundantly in the frozen seas of Greenland and 
Davh's Straits, in the bays ol llallin and Hudson, in the sea to tlic 
northwunl of Ilhering's Straits, and along some parts of the not them 
shores of Aria an<l pn>bab]y America.*' It is never met with in the 
(iertnan Ocean, and rarely wjtlitu ’iOO leagues of the Ilritlsh coast; hut 
along the coasts of Africa and Sontli Auierrea it Is met witli periodically 
inconsiderable nuniherj?.* l^olaek says, that ** tim Getw M^stii'cluSt 
know'll iu tlic nnrtliern fishery an the (Jrrcfttftiid IVfialCf are found in 
vast numbers in the Southern seas,** and aelda, “ there are many devia¬ 
tions in the form of the liighl Whale, but not of suflicient importance in 
tlie intornal organization to constiiiUc a dilFen'Ut species,’‘•j* and tlirrc is 
no doubt but that the surrounding th^ New Zealand gnnip of is¬ 
lands abound with them; one of their principal feedin*'gronndR extends

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AUSTRALIA: PAST, PRESENT, AND FUTURE. 

WITH A FBW PRACTICAL Hfefti FOR IKTRNOIIIO CMIOHAKTA ANO PAPlTAMfiTS, 
COHRINRD WITH A REVIKW OF TUB FOLICT PURSUEP BY THE HOWE GO¬ 
VERNMENT TOWA^DI nSR. JOTTEP DOWN ON BOARD THE GOOD 
SHIP RAJAH, OK HER FAKBAOB FROM PORT PUItUP TO 
LONDON, IN THR YEAR 18^4. 

AY VORTBR. 

It may seem presumptuous that one who has been confined to the 
routine of a mercantile life should appedr before the reader in tlie ebu- 
racter of author of a series of jottin^ts. 1 base my claim to this pre¬ 
sumption however, from having resided fur a period of dve years in 
Melbourne, in the district of Port Pbillip, a dependency of New 
South Wales, dwelt at intervals in Sydney, travelled from thence to 
Port Phillip, a distance of 600 miles, over a country remarkable for its 
luxuriant grosses, and ^ving evidence of adaptation for pastoral pur¬ 
poses as well as for agriculture, when its resources and capabilities are 
mare fully matured by a constant supply of tiuitab/e labour, and con¬ 
ducted witli the economy and prudence so essential to the prosperity of 
a new colony. I have also been in Tasmaiuo, more commonly known 
as Van Diemen's Land, independently of a visit in the year 1836 to 
some of our possessions in the \Vc8teni hemisphere. Having thus 
given a synopsis of my experieneo in colonial matters, the reader must 
judge of the uso 1 made of it. I may odd, that my residence in New 
South Wales included a period of unusual emburrassment in the com¬ 
mercial relations of the Airtralian colonies, depreciating property of oU 
descriptions, spreading ruin and bankruptcy throughout their length 
and breadth, and approximating in iu workings and results to the 
crisis of the years 1836 and 1837, which shook to their ibundutions 
almost all the institutions of the United States of America, This state 
of matters 1 may remark has been chiefly brought about by tlie system 
pursued by Government in parcelling out small portions of land at the 
commencement of the speculative mania in 1837, 1838, and 1839, sub¬ 
sequently advancing the minimum prices ; and in place of satiating the 
appetites of a class of speculators, by throwing large tracts of available 
lands into the market for sale, to suit the views ot emigrants, the 
Government took a mercantile view of the mania by limiting the supply 
of such lands as were flt for cultivation, and hence confining themselves 
to prejudices, which are not easily removed, have doubtless been the 
means of producing disastrous results, and entailing upon the colony 
all *‘the ills” which it has been heir to.” Had Government dis¬ 
carded the Wakeficldian theory* of selling the waste lands of tlie Crown, 
and sending the proceeds to England, producing, as it did, concentra¬ 
tion, and sidopted some principle of dispersion over such an extent of 
country, the same melancholy tale would not now have to he told by 
those who are at present reaping the bitter fruits of an injudicious and 
impolitic proceeding, and tlmt in a climate so rcmarkoble for its salu¬ 
brity, and teeming with all the necessaries of life. 

l*he evidence taken before the Select Committee of the I^egislative 
Council of New South Walts, with the Chairman’s reports thereon, as 
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well US tlie statistical informatiot) and other documents officially given, 
have not as yet been published in Great Britain; and as facts based 
upon figures or statistics are the groundwork of all political economy 
and authentic information, the publication of tUese statements will I 
trust prove on acceptable offering, and denote more unerringly Uie rise 
and progress of the Australian colouies, exhibiting their present rc« 
sources as well as their undcvclopeil cncigics and capabilities. These 
details, if properly understood, will far outweigh, to every thinking 
min<], the tomes of crude and undigested speculations so pompously put 
forth in this country to mislead and entrap the unwary emigrant through 
(he organs of interested parties. Witness, for instance, the catalogue 
of disasters resulting to those who, on the mere faith of unfiiundcd and 
inflated accounts, put forth in favour of New Zealand, and which have 
proved mere brass and tinkling cymbal.'* These melancholy truths 
speak trumpet^tongued respecting these colonies. If any system of 
puffery was practised by those connected with Now South Wales, they 
hud at least some groumUwork on which to raise their superstructure. 
For it cannot but be evident to any one, even the most superficial 
observer, who has visited the interior of New South Wales, that it can¬ 
not ])c surjKisscd for pastoral purjioses, and, from its great extent, there 
is scarcely a limit to the production of that great staple wool. 

The attention of the Govemment is earnestly solicited to such cvi« 
detice and parts of the reports as shall be quou^d, connected with emi- 
graiiou, and which must form the only true data for legislating upon a 
mutter so inlimAtcIy associated with those or any other of our distant 
possessions requiring coiomzaUon,—such evidence being, I am afraid, 
too olteu disregarded in legislating for their government. The evidence 
will also show whut description of labour k in demand in Australia, as 
well as that with which it is at present overstocked. It will bo seen, 
that for all deaerlptions of labour cormcctc<l with pastoral and agricul¬ 
tural pursuits, there is an Unlimited demand, so th^ ploughmen, shep¬ 
herds, and farm-labourers, to a considerable extent, would be deemed 
an acceptable boon. To such an extent is the want of labour felt that 
the settlers are afraid of increasing their flocks. To those just arrived 
in this country from one teeming w'ith all the necessaries of life, und 
where mendicity institutions or workhouses are unknown, it is indeed 
sickening to behold the poverty and wretchedness that exist in tliis 
country, in the very centae too of opulence and jilcnty. When such an 
unbounded field exists, in these comparatively untrodden wilds, fur the 
relief of the pauperism of this country, it wouhl be a matter of political 
economy to relieve it of its redundant population, as well as an act of 
liumanity to a great ]>ortio& of that class who crowed the workhouses 
of England and Woles, to send those who are fit for employment as 
shop herds, &c., to these our distant colonies, there to gain a comforta¬ 
ble, a happy, and an independeut livelihood, and 

** II 1 US soothe afRicted spirits, lighten woe, 

And bid tlie smile play where the teor did flow.* 

Evidence also will be laid before the reader of tbc present rale of wages, 
and the doscripliuu of labour recjuirctl, distinguishing betweau that 
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which is in demand and that which is not. Tho wages given to agri* 
cultural labourers, with and without rations, will also bo found cnu« 
mcrated, by which will be seen the difference that exists between those 
in this country and that of tlie same class in New South Wales. 

The reader will also find that 1 have freely reviewed the policy of 
the Home Goverument regnnling immigraUon, the sale of Crown lands, 
and the squatting interest, which will be found supper ted and, corrobo¬ 
rated by lc*gisUtive evidence. I have also set forth evidence emanating 
from the same liigh autliority in support of my statements, in tracing 
the monetary crisis in these colouios. For persons of small, as well as 
tliosc possessed of considerable capital, much useful advice 1 trust 
will he found for their guidance, whether as w'ool-growci'S or agricul¬ 
turists, and for intending emigrants, there will be foi.nd much informa¬ 
tion th.at will no doubt prove peculiarly acceptable at the present time. 

The doductiuna and inferences in the following pages arc not tlie fond 
and unformed iinagiuingH of the visionary theorist, or the idle sjjceuln- 
tions of un interested party, with which the press of this country has 
so profiisely tconied for Koinc years back. They are founded on the 
broad basis of facts and figures, and an

they may tlicrcforo be implicitly relied on. 

The treatise now submitted to the nsidcr is professedly statistical in 
rcferc'iico to New ^outh Wales, separating that belongmg to the district 
of l^)rt Phillip, and placing iu juxlaposiUcm some other colonies of a 
longer standing, so that their coiiipamtive meriiH, when brought to¬ 
gether, may bo judged of .purely by oilieial returns, and not through 
the jaundiced e\ * of jealous rivalry, and without any attempt to depre¬ 
ciate one nt the exptme of another. 1 shall, however, reserve to myself 
tile right of commc'^t upon the unfair aud unjust nieaus wliich have been 
resorted to for encouraging .and fostlcring uniigratiou at the expeose of 
tho unu'ary emigrant, to some of our colonies which oflbrcd no liiduce- 
nicnt, eitiler for the profitable investment of the capiialist, or suitable 
cmplo)mcni for the labourer, to the extent rctomniendcd by persons 
deeply interested in the success of their favourite colony, or who did so 
from pecuniary consideration. 

U were idle here, aud under the circumstances wholly needless, to 
deprecate critictsin, as there always are some querulous meddling person$ 
in Kiiglund, acting the part of Sir Oracle, who consider th.it when they 
spviik no dog should bark,’* and having never been beyond tho sound of 
Bow bells,” yet set tip pretensions to a knowledge of the theory and 
practice of any particular system of go ver n men t, whether it has reference 
to some remote county in the south of Ireland, or relates to any particular 
mode of treatment tho Emperor of all the Kussias udgbt think proper 
to pursue towards his cxilc<l and expatriated subjects in the deserts of 
Siberia : such individuals will be found always assuming a better ac¬ 
quaintance with oil these matters than those who may have spent their 
lives in their immediate locality. Judge Halliburton cleverly satirises 
this uasumption and ignoronce, in on imaginary conversation which 
Sam Stick holds with the Principal Secretary of State for the Colonies, 
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and thus procccila, ** Your long acquaintance vith tijc provinces, and 
fainilar iutcrcourec wjtli the people” sals he “ must have made you 
quite ut home on all colonial topics.” “I thought so once,” snis I, ”but 
1 don’t think so now, no morv. Sir.” AV! y how is that MJS he, 
M’hy, Sfr,” sals I, ” you can hotel a book so Piear yotir eyes ns not to 
be nhlo to read a word ol’ it; hold it furtlux off, and get the right focus, 
anil you can nwl bcnutiriil. Kov the right di^ttnee see a colony, 
and know all about it, is ICngland. Three thousand ndlcH is the right 
focus for a poblienl .vpy-glass. A man livin’ here, and who was never 
<juL of lin;*Iaud, knows twice as much about the iu*ovlnccs as I do.” 
” Ob, yon are jc»king,” s;us lie. “ Not a bit,” Kiys 1. ” I llnd folks 

here that not only knows everything about tlieiu eounlrii"*, but have no 
iloubts iihont the matter, mid ask no questions ; in fact, tbry not <in]y 
know more than me, but more than the luoplc IhcoiHclvcs do, what 
tlicy want; it’s curious, but it’s a (act.” Now it may easily bo cm- 
eeived, lliat the imjirovcrneiUH wbicb buve taken jdaco in oplieal 
t«cicnco buve, no doubt, enabled the Secretary for the Colonies, as well 
as the wouhl-he Sir Oracles of this eounlry, to su* clearly a*colony, 
tliionuli all its r.imiliealious, at the didance of 1 d, 0 Ud miles, exactly 
half the chctimference of the |;lohe, and thus ” di.slalico lei iris enchant* 
nu tU to lli<* 1 iew.” 


My own e\])ci'iinec in privdo «\*ciety .'.inve I urrivul in this country 
has jiot tended to alter my oj.iiilon r<^|a'etil|;'ilio g<»>erning principle 
in tbe'-e inaiurs, for 1 h;.vc unifoiiel) foniul ihal tl:o%e to wlnnu 1 
Wixa cunmauiiLMting iurornialiun nhicb eimld not liavi* been more rc* 
ceiuly im[)oileil, seenusi to be under the nnpressioii that at a 
^renter ihry could RU^^gost somclbing more hsoible, which, 

when brought to bear upon tbc subject, was unhappily lo the discom- 
titnre of thi.se who ai (Irsl disputed tho point with tac, of no uhc or 
practical hciielit w I ml ever the Colonies. ^ 

Jlefore I proc eed to a short notice of Sydilev, and (he inaginficent 
harhour of Jh>rl Jackson, the bi*tler to ruiry the reader along witli me, 
] shall leave the pidilielan and jdnlosopher lo niuralizo upon (he cir¬ 
cumstance, that where oO year^ ago, free and uncontndled, nmiiicd the 
wild, untioiied and nntuUiied savage of (lie woods, arc now springing; up 
cities, towns, V illiiges, and hamlets, with the other paraphernalia ofelvi- 
ji/.n(ivn, where (be busy maeliinist and nrtizuii, (he sheep farmer, tbc 
labouring ngrii'ullurist, and (he enterprising nievchant arc now htiding 
an e:«tL*n>ivc fielil for their sevend avocalions, carrying with them the 
manners, the language and habitR of the mother c* am try, to remote quarw 
ters of tlie globe, opening up new channeU and outlets fur (he enter¬ 
prise of l‘!nghmd, mnl adding aiialher 2 >carl oPg«*at price to the already 
overstudded crown of (ircat hriuin. 


ayUiJcy, which is Uvnicd the middle district, and the capital of Kew 
South Wales, has been so often described by (ravellci«, that a short Jioticc 
of it from me w ill sntllcc. Po»t Jackson is well known to be one of 
the 11 nest nutund busiuK in tin* world, intersected lU irregular distances 
with small coves, resembling the luontlis of riwis, wiih a great depth 
of water ; in short, n harbour of harbours, and presciitiug such a bold 


front, that you may run a slop so dost', in almost every pmtofihem, 
that (be Hying jib boom would touch the rocks before you were obliged 
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to tack or wf ar her. This basin, where the combined fleets of England, 
Fniiu'c and Kiiasia might rale m perfect safely, Is studded over with 
numerous small outlets. It no doubt Wus the natural advunta'^s of 
such a liarboiir that influenced the early settlors In fixing upon it as 
the site for the capital of New South Wales, The site on which the 
city of Sydney is built is composed of freestone, the greater part of the 
houxos being of that material, and resembling very much the stone of 
Craigicith quarry, of which tlie principal part of the New Town of 
Edinburgh is built; and 1 may odd, that many of the houses there arc 
finished in a style that would not disgrace the Modern Athens.'* 
Sydney is the scat of govenunent, cousequ^'ntly the govcrnmcut-houBc 
is there; it is a beautiful building, and lias been erected at n cost of 
£100,000. The doinaiii, which is of considerable ext^uit, is laid out 
with great taste, in which are reared all the choicest exotics, and 
superior to the Surrey Gardens in London. Hyde Park, situated upon 
an elevated range, overlooks the government domain; this, along with 
the ground, is free to the public; the scenery beautiful and roiniintie, 
and forming one of the most delightful and agreeable promenades about 
Sydney. Large liarracks, fronting George Stix'ct, and occupying a 
considerable piece of ground, arc about being removed u short distance 
out of town to u more comprehensive one nearly finidied, at a cost of 
£1.50,000. The removal of these bnrrac Ics will afford to the Exchequer 
of New South Wales a very turn of money, and make room for 
considerable improvements in George Street, the principal thoroughfare 
of the city of Sydney, 

Public baths having bedh long since erected, the inlinbibinls have 
this luxury in perfection. There arc also some magnificent buildings, 
in banks, theatres, churches df all dcuoniinations, mechanics* institutes, 
hospitals, and other charitable institutions, reading nroms, 8rc. ; these, 
with Its docks, wharves, and shipping resemble more u long'^estahlished 
busy and bustling Vicond-ratc shipping town in England, than one, 
comparatively speaking, of yesterday. It also poHr.csHcs some exten¬ 
sive establishments for the brewing of beer, and all dcscripiions of spirits, 
as well ns large maniifactories of soap and candles. At Parramatta, a 
distance of *20 miles from Sydney, excellent woollen clolbs of different 
descriptions are manufactured, and in the article of what is called 
** Tweed ** in this country, they surpass in texture those made either in 
England or Scotland, though not equal to English goods In finish. 
I'hcy have a considcr.ible advantage in the fineness of the wool they 
use. The general markets in Sydney, though small, arc not inferior in 
tlie display of all that can please the eye or gratify the palate of the 
most fastidious epicure, to Coveut Garden in London, abounding, as 
they do, in every description of culinary vegetables. Green peas, 
cauliflower, with a great variety of fruits, arc grown all the year round, 
and the vegetation is so luxuriant, that these arc to be had at a low 
price, and when the best frcKh mutton and beef can be got for l^d. and 
2d. per Ib. it may easily be conceived that ail the nece8s.aries of life 
are within the reach of every one* The grape, the orange, the peach, 
and the melon, reared iii and about Sydney, are probably not lurpaMed 
in quality and variety In France, or any other country on the Continent. 
A quantity of wine made from the vine bos been in use for some lilac 
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past ^zoongut priv.ite familicSp and 1 have little doubt that as the 
Colony advances it will become a considerable item in the lists of Its 
exports. There are no duties on British manufactured g^ods imported 
into the Colony ; that on Foreign spirits is 12s/per gallon, home-made 
and colonial Os., and wines 15 ]>er cent. The port charges are high 
compAred with what thi^y were some years ago, when labour was dearer. 
Salted provisions, cured in the Colony, can be bad at Sydney or Poit 
Phillip, for ships’ stores, in any quantity, cheap, while fresh meat, fur 
ships* use while in port, is about Id. per lb., with vegetables corres* 
]>on<litigly cheap.—To show the extreme cheapness of provisions in 
New South Wales, I recollect paying a visit to a friend, some dUUnce 
irom town, occupying an agreeable Imsh residence, on a large sheep and 
cutilo run. My friend's invitation led mo to expect good fore; he 
hud killed a bullock a day or two before my arrival, partly to gratify his 
own vanity In having had such beef, piirtly to convince me that a good 
roast or sUuk could be given in the humble cottage as in the mansion, 
and, finally, for the supply of his station for jirohably a day or two. 
To make a long story short, 1 partook of both, with s >mc variety in the 
way of game, and having admired his l)eef, he wished me to Huy whut 
1 thought the beast might have cost him, guessing," as the Yuiikcos 
would stiy. Af^or, bowi;vcr, many unsuccessful attcnqits in arriving at 
the precise price, he mentioned the cost of the animal, and the weight 
of it, and to niy surprise, on reducing llio sum to fractions, 1 found it 
to stand him something less than one hirthing per pound. Look at that, 
yo carnivorous, squalid, careworn, hungry and degenerated paupers, 
who are crowding the workhouses of Kngiaiicl and Wales, tf) the tune 
of a million and a half; look at that, Isay, and you may well ex¬ 
claim, /ndeeti toe are a siarved, dfyraded,tfinfl fnucA^fo~lte~pi($rd ciaxn of 
Her MajeHy*$ eubjecU^ in the face of bounties so liberally bestowed 
by the hands of Providence* And you too, ye labouring classes, you 
who are borne down bv ati iiisuflielcnt supply of the necessaries of life, 
who arc writhing under the pressure of taxation, and your constitutions 
weakened by famine and disease. Look, I say, upon this picture and 
vpon look at the relative position of the industrious class of 

New South Wales, wallowing in plenty, with a sleek countenance, a 
cheerful fireside, and a contcnletl mind; while you in Ore;!t Britain, 
with ail inhospitable climate for eight months of tlie year, generating 
ns it docs, colds, con sumptions, rheuinatic affections, and hosts of pes¬ 
tilential fevers, are deprived of God’s blessings. Arouse then the Go¬ 
vernment to a sense of the injustice they are inflicting, and to the 
wron'^s they arc heaping ui>on your poor devoted heads ; convince them 
of the necessity of giving laud, for labour introduced, to free emigrants 
and the farmer of small capital, at a low price. Go to Auvtralia, you 
ill-advised ami misguided wretches, and be industrious, w’liere wages 
being high, you will be well fed, your backs well clad, and your whole 
life one"^of comfort and comparative contentment; and by economy^ 
end employing honest means for your advancement, you toiay soon be¬ 
come lords of the soil, and finally obtain independence and greatness io 
a climate superior to any of our possessions in Canada or India.

Our Utcsl advices from Adelaide 
are to the L9lh of May. 

His Excellency the Governor had 
returned from a second exploratory 
tour of a month, in the south^easteru 
quarter of the proviuco. It is rumoured 
that much beautiful country hail been 
seen abounding in many parts with a 
luxuriant herbage, which seemed to 
invite the occupaucy ^'f some of the 
resUlent fltcki and henfs of the set* 
tlerii and offering uuraerous pros]iccU>n 
ad van (ages to future agricultural urcu« 
piers. 

SeToml new mines had bccu dUco* 
Tcrcd and opened. 

Charles Mann, Ksq., barrister, h 
appointed lo the oflico of Alastcr and 
Prothouotary uf the Supremo Cuuil. 
Air. Mann U^also lo act as clerk of the 
Supreme Court. His salary is stated to 
be Sxed at annum.

In these numbers arc not comprised 
70 persons reckoned for Kangaroo 
Island, and 100 for the distant locality 
of Muunt Gamhier, which, if added, 
will make tlie grand tolal of coluuisla 
17,306. 

The census taken by Mr. McLaren 
of the Survey, in Fehruary, 1841, with 
less assistance, but which has always 
bvcu considered suiBciviilly accurate fur 
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geoural data, makea the populatJou al 
that period litllo abort of IdjOtK); aud 
«u the present au^rocjiiation has been 
occaiionod by the greater number of 
births as compared Trith the amount of 
moriality, and not by tny favourable 
balance between arrivals aod depar¬ 
tures, the return speaks voluinn for 
the salubrity of our cUmate, Us mar 
riage statistics ind tlic babita uf per¬ 
manency and domesticity acquirctl by 
its youthful population. Tli« increase 
of tlie last three years appears to be 
equal to the ordinary proportbnal in¬ 
crease of ten years in £ngtan<i i whilst 
vital staiiitics, the accuracy of which 
may be depended on, are triumphantly 
in farour of South Australia as com¬ 
pared with any British jiopulalion 
either in tho mother country or the 
(hitherto cslccmed) most healthy of our 
colonics. 

Compared with the sister Colonics 
we are much better uif as respects the 
desired equalisariou of the sexes, Iho 
pfesent disparity here beingMOi mules 
against 3802 females, whilst iii New 
bouch Wales they have 70,0^8 males 
and only 35,702 feuialet. 

We observe with pleasure that with 
the increase of population there hsa 
beeu a decrease of crime ; the nuruber 
of convictions lu 1840 being 47; in 
1841, 37; in 1842, 30; and in 1843, 
only 31. 

The present number of pulflic-IionHCS 
in Adelaide, Port Adelaide, sud Albert 
Town, as compared with those of for¬ 
mer years, also augurs well for the stale 
uf morals. In 1840, (here were 70; 
in 1841, 07; in 1842, 44; ami in 1843, 
only 34; whilst the nuint>cr iu the 
country in 1843, was ouly 33 ; and la 
1840, 37 I although the rural jiopala- 
tion has beeu so largely augineuted. 

The religious flistlnclkous slated 
among the results, piwntcd by the 
lUilgeut inquirers under the Census 
Act, are too interesting to omit.

All 
panlculart which hare as yet trane- 
pired, will be loameil from a subjoined 
extract from the **Oraham*e Town 
Journal*' of the 4(h Inst,, and from 
which it will be seen, that Mr. J. O. 
Smith, Merchant and 8hip*owuer at 
Port Elisabeth, is the lucky penon 
who has succecdeil in safely sneborlug 
one of hU vessels (the Maseppa) in a 
port in Kafirlsnd. We wUh him* every 
success iji this undertaking, and we 
hope that other similar porta mop soon 
be discovered. Who Knows what this 
will lead to? What with ths Guano 
trade on our West eonatoand the open* 
ing up of sea-ports further North, as 
also this new discovery on the Eastern 
coast, and the fiourislung trade at Port 
Natal, we trust that ere long them will 
be speedy and immediate communica¬ 
tion, not ouiy through ibis colony, but 
also through the length and breadth 
of the raet country around oi. 

It will be very gratifying to onr 
readers to Uam that a spirited effort is 
now making to open a direct mantlme 
communication with the Kafir couatiT 
This is a subject of such importance to 
the trade of this colony, and alao is 
connected with the clvlHsation of the 
Kafir people, that it could hardly have 
been altogether overlooked. StlU we 
find thati until now, iltUe more than 
tome enquiry on the subject has been 
seen, with the esiwption of an eodea- , 


vnur made by the late AMitfant-Com.* 
General Petris to land Go^fniment 
stores it tlie mouth of iJie Buflhlo 
River, and which was followed by au 
altempt by Mr. Jobu Bailie to vslabllsh 
a trading slation on the same spot. 
Each of these efforts, however, failed 
for want of support, and the subject 
was apparently forgotten. SJjice the 
refum lately of Mr. J. 0, Smith finm 
Euglond to Port Elisabeth, that cuter*

of a cominouicaliou by sea with that 
country. This will be full) cxplstjjod 
by the following oomniunicatloni, whlcli 
ctoiiot fail deeply to interest all who 
are anxious for the extension of Brit*sii 
commerce end the welhbeiog of the 
nsljve tribes 

** It is with much pleasure I Inform 
you that tbe Blaseppa has arrived safe 
on this coast, and is now anchored at 
the mouth of a river in Hintxa's coun¬ 
try, to be called Fort Fynn. She is 
discharging her cargo In a bay which 
has been uamed Msseppa Bay. What 
are your GrahajnVTown merclisuts 
about? Arc they willing to allow Mr. 
Smith, of.Algoa Bay, to mnnopotiec 
Ihc whole of the Kafir fnulcP If not, 
they must be up and doing, and like 
b.m look out for inlets on Hie Kafir 
coast, where they can ship their pro* 
duce, instead of having, as no^v, to 
convey it overland. It is well known 
that a waggon*! cad of Kafir hides costs 
for their Moveyance from Hintsa's 
coonlry to Algoa Bay about £9,—the 
distance being 2J0 miles,—to eay 
DoChisg of iujury on the road by Hie 
julring of the waggon, 8cc.

In 
that country, off which the JJiizeppa 
is now lying, a fnll cargo of tins grain 
may be obtained in about a month. 
Tbe msrthautsof Gmbam'a Town, and 
elsewhere, have no need to want for

und look for them, it U well known 
that die Kidi^kummii ie oavigahic for 
10 miles ijiUnd for vessels of lUii tone 
burthen, with a ipxMl deep ourrnnrc to 
the n^er.

broad daylight; one, without any cause 
to rile jurors km/wu ; and the sivfli, in 
gmlilication <rf recent duo 11 (o his >Mfc. 
The police aic mnv ••ndcavouriug (u 
d»M*<iver an individual, >^ho, a week or 
ton d.iyt since, robbed nnd municred, 
oil the highway in broud day light, u 
stfjvaiiL in charge of money. A strong 
claniour is made against the puhisli- 
meiit of murtivr by death, on the ph'a 
that life is loo snerrd to be taken away 
by soeicly i but people generally e^^ein 
to overlook that tho “ lex taUonis," m 
preB 4 *r«stiuii of life, is uot a creature of 
civil inslitution, but of natural origin, 
confirmed by revelation, and would by 
the murderer hiiOHclf bu felt to be iii- 
eutable, were there no inch tbiug ne 
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aoricliet nnd civil iniiti tut ions, lu less 
thantwphu m<iailhfl the public prints 
have lucutioripil tlircc casps of inanlor, 
(besides iKosc of the sctch individuals 
alluded to,) in which tlie criminals 
have not been brought to Justice; while 
bur;;lurii’S| and robberies from exposed 
stores, are constantly occurring without 
a discovery of the perpetrators. With 
an ineffective police the detection of 
negro criminula is very dlfljcult^ and 
their fondness for luxurious indolence 
and sensual gratiflratom is therrhy 
more stronely prompted to adopt any 
measuje, liowcver eitminal» to avoid 
lahonrUig for their living; ami in com* 
petition with large gsdn, tbs eonimia* 
Sion of miinler, as sn ancillary or 
secretive measure, appears a trivial 
matter. The impolicy of abolishing 
puniihmenf of iimnler by deprivation 
of life in a country like Jamaica, with 
no power of trans|K)rtKtion, (prodneiug, 
av it would, nn the ill-educatcti mind 
of the negro a confused notion of 
equality between the erinjK of munler 
and other felonies), is obvious, hut not 
plain enough to rertain pseudo*pbilaii* 
IliropiNts who arc craving a ft or a worth* 
less and cTuncscerit popiilarily. 

** M'e arc in the midst of a general 
election, which partakes more ofrpiH 
liticul party than In Ihr colony is usual. 
This is owing to a win*, on tbc part of 
the Dissenters, and espee'sUy the Bap¬ 
tists, to withdraw from ecclesiastical 
purposes A groat pru]/urllon of Uie an¬ 
nual supplies voted for (hem. It is 
slinost ccrUuk that Conservative prin¬ 
ciples will predominate in the Nevf 
Assembly, (hougli there la ground for 
believing that, iiid the late one been 
dissolved less unexpectedly, the Baptists 
would ba^e hail in it a strong and 
well-orgnnised body. Tlie qualifica¬ 
tions of electors are so fettered under 
<Uficrciit acts, that great difficulty is 
felt iu ascertaining persons possessing 
thorn. A simplification of the franchise 
is needed to render it independent of 
the minuUu of the laws for the collec¬ 
tion of (he rl'^cnue without rendering 
its exercise possible without payment 
of taxes.

the revenue by auy rsilnction on co¬ 
lonial,—a parity of reusouing winch 
vre neither udiaire nor adruit; wc 'Wcbt 
Indians think that if there were uiiy 
reduction at all wc should liuvc p;ir* 
ticipated iu it. The loan of £.')U0,OO0 
is the ail-cngiosshig topic nf tlie diiy. 
The imrtiea who appear to bo (browing 
difficulties in the way of its nogotiation, 
donotasyet seem to'ustobemurh inter- 
estiMl iu the Sul 1, and therefore fed veiy 
averse to conlritute ever s i litilo in¬ 
directly to a project which the majority 
of tho iiibabitanU think is likely to 
coudnee considerably to the future 
prosperity of the colony.

The Jamaica Ihink Iihs pronounced 
a clivideoil of 3 per cent, on the quar¬ 
ter ended thet 30(h June laHt, and the 
Phuitcrs* Bank a dlvidoud uf 5 per 
ceut. for the sauio period ; u very cou- 
aidcrablc diflcrcnce, but which is in 
some measure to be aUrlbuted, as it is 
publicly alleged, to the circumHlance of 
a large sum uf money having boon 
stolen from the former cstubliHhmont. 
Be that as It may, more conftdeDco will 
be reposed in an ostablisbmciit that 
freely publishes a true state of its 
affaira, than in those like the United 
fitates, which proclaim not only false 
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cHviilcads, but fal^e accounta of treasure 
and arai table nMvts, * (cr their debts 
anti responsibilities. 

The Commcreiul Rooms, abandoned 
by the merchants as a body, hare a^in 
been put into actnc opcialion by llie 
late cuudurturs, who have been iirt^cd 
to do so, wc iiear, from the 8tip])Oi< 
whicb the more bberal of our ritizeus 
have undertaken to alTunl. 

The elections are proceeding quietly; 
but tliero hiis been a ver)* great reluc« 
tance evinced by tJie proprictors to offer 
tbeniselvcs as c:indidatc<i. Manymrm* 
bers ha^e c<inseqnoiitly been eluHcu 
from tide city; whilst we uie sorry to 
say, that in sume few itistances ibo oM 
and rcspcctublc have been pul aside to 
make room for " mere men of straw;" 
parties possessed of nrlilier pro|H*rt 7 
nor ability: this hns rrrtninly arim'ii 
from the ci cation of small fn?cboIda» 
and for which the former landholders 
bale themselves to Jdamc. tu such 
cases, of course, the paiishes arc rir* 
tuully left unrcprescmtiMl. These 
changes, liowcvvr, wilt not bare so 
great an effect now as they would have 
had formerly, and if the nets of tJie>c 
mlacutlcd representatives shnnld prove 
extravagant, and run counter to the 
cuijstitution, every thinking man knows 
that there U an efficacious remedy at 
liund to put such proceedings at rest 
for ever. *

THE « RUFFIANISM’* OF THE INDIAN PBIS?. 

Tkx m^ignitiKlo of recent events in Indte, and tbe «iwlt4Deh^.wbio1i 
they have created ia Etigland, at a time when almost the eatlM con* 
tinont of Enrope has been wrappetl in profonnd quie^ has giveh an 
importance to the Anglo-lndimi preds^ «/litch it has ne^ diijdyod 
before. Hiore have been epochs in the history of the BntUI) ^cm^neats 
in the East more criticat than those embraced within the cyt^ of the 
lust ten >-.<rs; but not only were those great events ootem^Voraneoua 
witli still greater events, which «egitated Uie wlioic westei’n World, hut 
(l)c commtinicAtion between the two countries was so slow and irre- 
gtilnv, that the interest, though at times intense, when tlie arrival tdT a 
fleet Iii*ought intelligence of some new disaster, or sonio imw success, 
within the expanding limits of the Company's nevvly>ac^nircd territory, 
woH not of tlmt continuous character, which ihc present regular pe-' 
nodical supplies of fresh intclligeace from liidiu, received, as it is^* 
within six weeks from the date of despatch, so surely lend to sustain. Wc 
are now, thanks to all-powerfol steam though, as regards intcreommu- 
nication between Eiigisuul and India,'still in a somewhat nckettychild- 
hooil^ enabled, through the mediinn of the press of the two couutiies, 
to trace, from month to month, in tnibrokoit succession, the series of 
events occurring in the I^st: and aided by the aama inRuential guide to 
estimate their character aright, n<f mmi, now-a-days. has any reasoti* 
able excuse for blundering over Indian topics. Jl is as easy to leavu the 
liistory of the lust war in India, as the Jiistory of tlie last county election: 
and tlie Durbara of G^^olior or laihore am os opeti to xis all as oui own 
Parliament; far more open tlian our own Privy Councils, which Umy more 
nearly resemble; still we do not assert, that the kuowle^lge of out de« 
pendencies in the Eaxt keeps pace with the increase of the nicaua aifoixlcd 
for the attainment of tliat knowledge. We heartily wish that it were 
so. Much has yet to be attained before the limited acquaintance with 
ludiau affairs, possessed by the ntajoriiy of English, genileincn, can be 
considered otherwise than dm^reditebie to the intelligence of Great 
VOL. 11.I. 
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Britain ; but \vp may hope for better days j'ot. TJie popular ignoranc 
is sensibly on the decline; nnd before many years shall have passed 
over our heads, may, perchance, be able to speak of it as something 
lhal has once been, and no^r departed. 

'Whensoever this impoiiaiit reformation shall be accomplished, we 
shairowe mtich of the great change^ (br the belter, to the eflbrU of the 
Indian press—a press, regarding the character of which, it appears to 
us. the greatest possible misconceph prevails in this country, among 
parties, too, to whose ditfa considerable importance is attached. It is 
little more than a vear since the conductors of the Indian newspapers 
were denounced hx both Houses of Parliamc?)!, by statesmen of high 
character and unquestionable ability, iii iangiiage, which is only ap¬ 
plicable to those journalists who pander to the worst appetites of 
humanity, stab reputations 4.1 tthe dark, and fatten upon i^t^urrility and 
coiTtiption. llie conductors of the Indian press were stigmatised as 
** ruffians,*" by gentlemen, who ought to have known better; and the 
slanderous assertion—for slanderous it was, in the Wei'st 'oV,;ree—W'as 
cauglit up and greedily cretlitcd by many, wlio, for reasons of their 
own, wished it to be true. Whether the original propagators of the 
slander had any knowKnlgc ou the subject, on which they pronounced 
60 decided an opinion, in ilie presence of the whole world; whether 
they had ever lead the journals which they denounced in such udjuk* 
tifiable language, we do not now purpose to inquire. Perhaps, it 
woiJd })e charitable to believe, ihat in igtiornnce was the calumny 
spoken. To presume it to have been iiUercd in ignorance is not (0 
excuse, or to palliate the oninu^^^tliough some may tliink it mitigates 
the enormity of it. ^ 

Our object in penniug^this article is to say j^t what we know 
regarding tlio press of India. Our means of obtaining a correct 
knowledge of the ‘subject have been very extensive: there' is not a 
single jouinnl publlsheil in India, IVom Ceylon to Delhi, the issues of 
which have not been constantly before us, aiul of the character of 
which wc nj'e not competent to speak. e do not scriqde to say, that 
it is in a groat measure to those Indian journals that we owe, and shall 
continue to owe, the iufonnation on Indian affiiirs, to be found in our 
Maga;jiuc. We ^vrite, therefore, of what is familiar to us; and never 
liave we felt less hesitation than now, when we assert, that the cliaracter 
of the Indian press may safely >)eai comparison with that of llic press 
of any country .in the world. 

We do not allude to the influence it exercises, or the talent with 
ubich it is conducted. Uu these points we may touch briefly before

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we bring our article to a close. We speak now of the respectaiiUif/ 
^ of the preaa. It is on Mia point tliat it has been assailed^ and on this 
point, toereJfore, that ws desire to defend it We take up the oudgels 
with a hearty good-will, for we have uo doubts or misgivings, and we 
fesrlesaly take our stand upon the undeniable truth of the assertions we 
make, and the irrefutable charactor of the ^rgumenta we make. 

The press of India ia a rospeetaUe press; it ia neither immoral, nor 
scurrilous, nor corrupt. Public ^questions are discussed with less 
acrimony, because with lest party bias, than in England; private life 
is ever held tacred*-^private character and conduct unassailcd; public 
men are treated os public men, but, generally, with a degree of for- 
beorance not often visible in our prints; and, as for venality, we believe 
that a bribe never was offered to an Indian journalist, ond we are certain 
that one never was taken. 

Three or four years ago, perhaps lesa^the precise data is vtnim* 
portant^a scurrilous publication, called F/iber/iffibhct, was established 
ill Calcutta. Compared wicli such prints as the it was gentle« 

ness and decency itself. But it was too alrong for Calcutla. We 
believe that it reached a third number; it never went any further. It 
wns put down by tlio press and tlie public, and nothing of the sort has 
been attempted again. 

The fact is, that in India there is no aeopc for rufTianum." If the 
editors of the Indian journals were ruffians by nature, they would find 
ruffianism a bad trade; the conductors of the public proas must write 
witli some regard to die requirements ortho public. It has oileti been 
said, ivilh reference to the AngIo*Indian press, that there is no public. 
Abstractedly, it is very true that there is no Ku^peaii public in India. 
There are classes, but there is no public. But the joumalUt has his 
owii little public; he can appeal to the conminn iiUoriMts, or, at all 
events, to the common feelings of humaiuiy. lie Cvia write, under the 
reliance tliat there are many hopes, many ospirvitions, many sympathies 
common to all Christian men; that there is sound sense, and good 
feeling, and right morality, among nil classics of Eiiglishmen. If it 
Merc not for this, tbc Indian journalist would incur the risk of be¬ 
coming—not a ruffian, but a lacquey. In India, the newspaper wrilei* 
has some temptation to servilify—none whatever to ruffianism. The 
danger is of becoming too subservient to class interests. The Indian 
journalist's public is made up of three classes—the military and civil 
servants of tlie Company, and gentlemen engaged in commerce. His 
subscribers are all of the aristocreej^the majority fecquenteri of 
Ooverument House. He has uo pleb4 to write for; no low tutes to

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gratify; no ten ihoiiRanO pot-houses ihrongh wliich to circtilute his 
paper. TIiuk ctrcMmslAnced^ there is fear of his l)ecoining somewhat 
too courtly in liis tone; but there is no inducement to him to err on 
the otlior side. A\‘Iien the whole crew of Indian journal]Hts wre 
denounced in Parliament as a gang of mffians, the slander was uttered 
with reference to ceitain statements regarding the proceedings of th^ 
army in Affghaniston. It was alleged that these statements were put 
forlhwilli a view of maligning the army—a thvorite pursuit with the 
** luflians*’ aforesaid. Now» the &ci is^ that whatever statements in- 
jiiriotis to the army in Affghanistau appeared in the Indian journals, 
came from the’army itself. The Indian journals had no other 
correspondents than the officers of tlmt army. Every minute parti¬ 
cular of the esmpuign, published in Uic newspapers of the tlK»e pt'esi- 
dencica, proceeded from the pens of oommissionod officers*-in many 
instances regular salaried correspondents of tlie journals in which these 
JeWors uppcarotl. Now, if such had not l>een, in reality, the case—if 
tlic statements, said to have been put forth designedly witli the inten¬ 
tion'of blackening the chnmcter of tlie army, l^ad not been distinctly 
traceable to the army itself—let ns ask upon what intelligible grounds 
it could be supposed that the Indian journalists were maliciously beiil 
upon calumniating tliat body, from which they derive their principal 
support? Assuming, for the ig>ncc, Uiut U)e editors of the Iridinti news¬ 
papers arc men utterly destiUite of principle; men, ready to malign any 
meniber, or any class of society; and not to be restrainc<l by any sense 
of dcceiiry or any fear of loss df character—assuming them, in a svord, 
to be ruffians, is it within the bounds of ]>robubility that they should 
have exercised their 4nffia)> ism in such a dirJcUon as this; that they 
should have lavished their blackguardism upon a class whose support is 
essential to their existence? FuUic writers sometimes tell unpalatafde 
ti uths, because they are fearless and honest; sometimes they tell palaiable 
untruths, because they are reckless and corrupt; but we do not know 
that they ever exhibit such a combination of the rogue and the fool as to 
utter im]xdatable untrutlis, and to strangle themselves with the uuproftt- 
able falsehood. Tlie conduct supposed is not mei'e ruffian ism; it is 
iiliotcy, too, of the most pitiable kind; and unless we can bring our¬ 
selves to Itelievc that there is something in the sultry aix of India, 
which, whilst it is favorable to the growth of knavery, scorches up one 
of its chief chsractcriNtics—cunning, and induces suclt a state of 
mental imbecility, that men having shaqiencd tlie weapons of ruffianism 
avc fain to turn tbt-m against their own breasts, it is impossible (o con- 
ceivf an idea of the journals of India systematically maligning [the 
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army. The army of India, we re|>eat» u the oiaiii elay of the Indian 
s in ess; and if it were ciitirely to withdraw ita su|i|>ort from a paper, the 
luckless Jounial thus abandoned could not long survive the shock. It 
may bo safe, and even profitable, iu Kiglaiid to cover the army with 
abiu<e; tliere are sure to be pot*house i)o!iticians to commend and to 
Applaud: but in India such a course would be certain destractioii| and 
notliing but the strongest possible convictioii of the righteousness of his 
cHHse, and iho firmest reliance on tlio sincerity of his motives, could 
Induce a jounialUt, even on the most sufficient grounds, to censure (he 
conduct of the army, or to array himself against its interests. 
this is done, it is never without a sacritice; lio takes the unpopulai* 
side, at Ills peril; and as he has everything to lose by such a course, 
and nothing to gain but self^approbation and the unsubstantial praise of 
a lew unprejudiced meu, it would be hard indeed to deny liioi the merit 
of honesty and sincerity of puri>ose. 

Again: it mtist be obvious, oiler a imiiute s reHection, that if the 
press of India is distingu^Iicfl for its rulhaoism, there must be an in* 
herent ru Ilian is ni in tlie society which supports it. The reproach 
uttered against the press is a reproach to tlie British community in 
India. It cats the one as deeply as tlio otiisr. Mow, it may be fairly 
questioned whether in the whole world there is a coormunity so respect* 
able, so altogether free from the elements of rufKauism, as that which 
is made up of the newsjMper readers of India. Military officers, the civil 
tiervanta of the Company, merchants, planters, lawyers, thriving tnides* 
men, and the families of each class; these mio the readers of the Indian 
journals. Almost every Englishman in tlie country receives his news* 
]>a{icr; it is sent to hiuf direct from the uewspa^r office, for tliere are 
no newsmen ui India. Enter whose house you muy, you will find one 
of these ruffianly journals on the breakrast*tablc, perhaps ia tlie fair 
hands of the mistress, or the still fairer hmals of one of iier daughters ; 
and iu saying this, we may take occasiou to observe that tliere are few 
journals in any part of tlie world which may be with so much safety 
placed iu the hands of young females. There is less objectionable 
matter contained iu them than in any newsp^ers with which we arc 
ac(|uaiQted. Occasionally cases of crim. con. come before the Supreme 
Court, but the proceedings are seldom published in the ruffianly Indian 
journds. The fact is, ns wc have before stated, that the Indian press is 
too courtly. Major A, or CapL B. calls upon the editor of the local 
journal—says that a case in which he is deeply interested is coming 
k'fore the Court, and begs that it may be suppressed. TJie editor, if 
the case is one involving no public principle, but made up entirely of 
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private dctnils, whk*b might, |>erlmp8, shock many of his readers, coti' 
i^nts, in the plenitude of his courtesy and kindnesSi to suppieu the 
case altogether; and yet tliere is not ao editor of any joumat of repute 
in India, who would not cotisider himselfinftznously iiisidted, and show 
the man the door who dared to ofier such an insult, if the party, desi¬ 
derating this forbearance, were (o venture to hint at a bribe. Muck 
forbearance, we know, has been exercised by Indian journalists, through 
feelings of courtesy and kiiidness^forbeannce, to which no selfish, no 
corrupt feelings could have tempted them to yield. We do not say 
that they arc right; it maybe alleged, and perhaps with tmtii, that 
journalism '* should be made of sterner stuff;** but we doxay that it is 
monstrous to accuse journalists, who run into an excess of courtesy and 
forbearance, w^hose chief fault is that th^ are too considerate of indivi¬ 
dual feelings^ and somewhat too subservient to class interests,*—we do 
say that it is monstrous to accuse such JoumalisU of ruJ/utHtm* 
Regarding the treatment received by public men ot the hands of the 
conductors of the Indian press, a few words may be said in this place. 
The treatment whicli tlie present Govcmor-Goneral of Indio, ImxI 
Ellen borough, has received during the two years of his administration 
recently oxp)ie<l, lias been pointed at triumphantly by those who desire 
to attribute all his Lordshijfs extravagancies to the ruffianism of the 
Indian press. \Vc are told th^t we must not I>e led astray by ruffianly 
Indian journalists, for that Lord ISllenborough is the very pink of 
Governor*Generals. Now, it is no part of our business, on the present 
occasion, to inquire into his'Lordship's merits; he may possess all 
the high qualificatious assigned to him by his friends and supporters; 
it is enough for us to.^sscri that the treatmeoc which the Governor- 
General has met witli from the Indian press has been mild and cour¬ 
teous, in compaiisou with that whicli he has experienced at the hands 
of a portion of the Britisli press—that portion of course which is poli¬ 
tically opposed to the party to which he belongs. On the nomiudliou 
of Lord Qlcuborough to tl\e high office which he now fills, there was 
a very general expression of satisfacdou on the part o( the Indian 
journals, even of those whose strong Liberal bias had rendered them 
hut little hopeful of any good thing coming out of the Toiy camp. Tlio 
Govern or-General arrived in India with a certain reputation, which he 
very soon managed to destroy. Many his public acts were censured 
and his public proclamations ridiculed. But though often the cenaurc 
was strong and the ridicule biting, there was no personality either in 
the one or the other; we mean that there was nothing dragged before 
the public which was not fiirly a mark for paUic comment. There 
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were never any alluBiona iu these articies either to Ellen borougij'a 
personal foibles and cccentricities» or to his pjivate hisioiy. Not cme 
of the ruffianiy Indian journals ever went so ikr as to call the Governor* 
General a shallow coxcomb/* as did the Mommy Chronicle} or ever 
indulged, like the Etamwer^ in any tmseemly levities about flowing 
iiair and Macassar oil. The ruffishly Indian journalists knew well 
enough, if no better cause of forbearance can be admitted, that per¬ 
sonally the Governor-Geueral is as Ktilcof a coxccHob as any man In 
India, and that his hair is very much like the hair of other men who 
have not yet begun to turn grey« There is some advantage, at all 
events, in knowing what a man isj and troubling one*s self little about 
w'Al he hae been. There is uotbiug so long-lived among us as a bit of 
personalty. A joke, of which a man's curls im the object, will stick to 
him long after be is bald. The Anglo-Indian community were surprised 
to find thut thoir uew Govenior-Gcueral was not a dandy, aud soon 
ceased to remember that he had beeu one^the press certainly did uot 
help to perpetuate the recollection. It would be difficult to discover^ from 
a perusal of the Indian journals, whether any public man in the country is 
short or tail, a dandy or a sloven, a l>eauty or a beast; whether he Jives the 
life of a teetotaller, or whether he reels every night to bed; whether 
that bed has been dishonored, or whether every domestic blessing is 
his. The ruffianly " Indian jourualisU trouble themselves not about 
such matters as these. They are £ir mote free from the vice of private 
slander than even the most respectable journals published in the metio- 
polis of England; and if sofoetimes t^cy aro seveiu oii the public 
crimes or the public folliea of public men, it is not from wanionncss; 
it is not from malice; ib is from tliat same senses of public duty which 
renders the journalists of Eutojk', when occasion demands, infinitely 
more severe in thcii* strictures. 

Another fact of some importaucc ought to be stated here. Both the 
military and civil scn*auts of tlie Company, uot to mention the most 
respectable lawyers and merchants iu ludia, so far from thinking it a 
disgrace to tliem to ;?onumimcate with the couductors of the Indian 
press, have ever shown themselves most willing to communicate intel¬ 
ligence to the public journals. Tlie greater munber of the newspaper 
correspondents in India are officers of the Indian army; and we could 
point to a score of tlic most emiiieut civilians in the countiy who have 
been large contributors to the local press. If this press w ere a ruffianly 
press, would gentlemen of high standing in society-**of acknowledged 
integrity and talent, participate in the ruffianism ? Within the last 
year the Goveruor-Oeneral has issued a stringent ozder^ prohibiting the 
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servants of Government from cominuuicating to ilm press any infoituii- 
tiou that they may hove become possessed of hi,their official capacity. 
The Older arose out of the publication of some letters addressed by 
Colonel SleemHii to the editor of one of the Indian journals, regarding 
the political inaimgement of the Sangor and Nerbudda territories. Lord 
Ellen borough, we have no doubt, committed u gi^ave error, and one, too^ 
which in all piobahilitytheCourtorDircctors who,some two years beibre, 
had dii-cctcd the withdrawal of tlie very restrictions which the present 
Governor-General was iaiii to impose, will liave viewed widi very little 
complacency. It was altogether a false move—one, too, by which the 
Press of India, had it veMy been a licentious press, would have pro« 
liled, greatly to the injury of Government. The freedom with which 
Goventment servants were in (lie Iiabit of conmninicating with (he 
Indian journals, and the Indian journalists of applying fer information 
to the (iroverument serv'ants, l)ad a tendency not only to ensure the 
dissemination of correct iutelligoiice, but to neutralize much factions 
opposition, and to expose (])e injustice of many causeless complaints. 
The measure may solely be cimnictcnscd as a most suicidal measute. 
The privilege granted by the Court worked uilcn for good, seldom or 
never for evil. The restriction now imposed may, if rigidly regarded, 
(but wc have good reason to believe it is often infringed, thougli never 
to llie Injury of the Stole,) prove replete with mischievous consc- 
(picuccs. A journalist can but ^Titc in accordance with the intelligence 
he possesses; and if he has neglected to refer to any source of iaforma- 
(icn open to him, he cannot fairly be blamed if he occasionally ialls 
into error. If the doings of Government are misrepresented, it is 
because Government scorn determined that Uiei^ sUafl be iuis|>resentii* 
tion. To block up llf» avenues of truth, mid then to complain timt 
they have never been explorcMl, is monstrous, botli in its absunlity and 
injustice. The servants of Government arc ibr the most part willing 
to import information to tlie press; the press is not only willing but 
eager to obtain such information as can only be derived from the 
Government offices; but Government appear to be more desirous that 
error, than that truth, should be publislicd abroad; they compel the 
press to resort to unsatisfactory sources of intGlligence; and then the 
press is cliargcd with wilful misrepresentation—just as (hough, setting 
aside every other consideration, it were not (kr more to the Interest of 
the jotirn^ist to disseminate trull; than Mschood. 

If the press of India were really as licentious as it 1)88 been declared 
to be, by people who ought to know better, actions of libel for defa* 
matioii of character would conic on lrer|ucotly in ihc courts of law. 
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however, is by no means the case. Actions for libel are rare in 
India; and uheu such actions are brought, tlzey almost uoiveraaUy rise 
out of unpalatable strictures upon official conduct. Private slander, 
as we have already said, is unknown in an Indian journal; and we are 
acquainted with more tliaii one case of actions, threatened and com¬ 
menced, owing to strictures upon the official conduct of tlic servants of 
Goverument, which have been quashed, in consequence of iho proceed* 
ings of Government themselves, who have instigated inquiries into the 
charges brought and found that they were substantially correct. Wo 
could mcittioij a recent instance, iu which an action had been com¬ 
menced against a Calcutta daily journal, for allusions to certain alleged 
nial-admiiiistnitions in a neighboring colicctorato; the commisvionoi 
had applied to the editor of the journal for the name of the disU'ict 
referred to, and the e<Htor having specified it, the si»pcrior functionary 
immediately ini] ui red into the conductor die collector, and reported 
upon it to Government, almost iu the very words used in the journal, 
which was to have been prosecuted for using them. The action was of 
course drojipcd. We could mention another case of a similar cltaracter, 
where the i^liiintift' was a high native fuuctioimry> and (he charges 
subsequently borne out by the printed report of llie superintendent of 
]mlice. All this is not indicative of rufTianisni. As an Indian journalist 
lias no readers iu the lower ranks of life to whom charges against 
Government officers can be acceptable, it is reasonable to suppose that 
is actuated by no sordid motives in bringing such charges forward; 
the parties to be bcnctited by the exposure are, iu most cases, imrties, 
who could not read a line of an English journal, if one were put into 
their hands. It would be ]>rcposterou9, thcrefo^, to assert that, in 
assailing tlie official character of a Government fanctionary, the editor 
of u public journal has nny interests of his own to serve. By so doing, 
he makes au enemy of the party assailed, ami of a large circle of his 
friends; runs the risk of being prosecuted for a libel as well as of losing 
a score of subscribers; and all iu behalf of a number of poor people, 
wiio, utterly ignorant of wbat he has done, can give him no ciedit ibr 
the Quixotic services he has performed. He has not even so much as 
the gratitude of his oppressed clients for liis reward ; and this is what 
is called licentiousness! 

Now, we Ask our readers, arc not tlic facts, which we have stated, 
altogether incoznputiblc with the suppositiou, real orassumcil, of the 
ruffianism of the Indian Press f If any body of men were to be accused 
of plundering tlio bikers' shops, at a tune when quartern loaves were 
growing on all tlic hedges, would the charge meet with any credence 1 
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U it credible that men ehoiiid steal loaves of bread, at the risk of their 
necks, when the same or better loaves are to be acquired houestly, with 
less trouble and ut no risk? Men do not take the trouble to earn the 
gallows in this way, when honesty is so much easier and pleasanter. 

if^and we think that by our reference to the state of society, we 
ha^ e proved tlie fact beyond all question—if it be safer, easier, pleasantor, 
not to be a ruflian | if fortune and reputation are to bo acquired by 
honesty and moderation, and only ruin and disgrace by recklessness and 
venality, what possible inducement is there to a journalist to play the 
part of the ruffian ? We put the case thus, preferring rather to try the 
validity of the charge by a reference to those very motives, which their 
accusers attribute to the Indian press,as condnciiig to opposite results; 
vve thus argue the question on common, admitted giounds, and turn 
the weapon of the accviscr against himself. We might take our stand 
upoti something equally conclusive—the personal character of the con* 
ductors of the principal European journals in India, the estimation iu 
which many of them ere held, the position they occupy iti society, the 
familiarity existing between them and many of the highest military und 
civil servants of the Goveniment; we might, if it u*cre necessary, cite 
many facts corroborative of all this; but the line of argument which 
we have adopted renders such a course altogether unnecessary. We 
have show 11 that ruffianism** is a plant which cannot grow in an Indian 
soil; and having done this, it would be a mere superfluity to show that 
the Indian journalists are not personally ruffians. 

We think that we have tsow said enough. We have written this 
much, because we are desirous, early in our career, to render our readiu s 
acquainted with the ^rue character of the Indian press. Wci'e they to 
labor under the impressiou tliai it is destitute of all regard for truth and 
justice, and therefore, utterly unworthy of credit, they would often fall 
into serious errors, by rejecting much of the truth which we shall lay 
before them, mainly on the authority of those Indian journals, witli 
whose character and career wc me acquainted. It is right that wc should 
divest our Engbsb readers of all prejudice on •this subject; and that 
they should know bow to estimate, at their proper value, the author!« 
ties which we quote. We hold ffiat this is one of the most important 
prelimiijai}' steps we could take. If we were to suffer an accumulation 
of error at the threshold, we could hope for little but error on the road. 
Our feet would be clogged by it, ami oui progress impeded. Now that 
we have brushed it away, good reader, wc shall go on smoothly together, 
without straying and without stumbling—no obstacles to trip up our 
feet, and no devious lights to lead us aitray.

'riio heat in summer is moderated by cooling currents of air, unob- 
str\icted by hill or forest, l^be much-talked-of and dreaded teoveco 
is, by no means, so terrible as has been represented. It blows from 
between the east and south, and is a hot and humid wind; but at 
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Palermo, and north coa^t of Sicily, it ia certainly more oppressive 
than al Malta. 

There are no vegetable mattei's running into decomposition ; no 
animal subaUnces allowed to putrefy above ground. The island is open 
to every wind that blows, so that there as nothing in the natural state 
or geographical position of Malta, that necessarily generates any ki«id 
of hurtful malady. 

An advantage which this islaud possesses over almost every other

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CiTfX.9, Towka, kc .—Besides the city of La Valetta, the capital of 
* Malta, there are^llie city of Notabile, the ancient capital of the 
island; the city of Vittori(M, the ancient residence of the order of St. 
John; tlie city of Senglea, and that of Cospicua. There ore^ more* 
oyer, 22 villages or mmIs, La Valetta may vie with any town on the 
shores of the Mediterranean for the elegance of ita construction. The 
streets arc broadi the houses solidly built of stone, of two or at most 
tliree stories high; the rooms ore large and lofty, and the covered pm* 
jecling balconies have a pictures4(Ue and striking appearance. 

Shops of every description are to be fonncl in Malta; they are gene* 
rally well supplied, and the prices reasonable. 

Ports.*—T lie principal ports of Malta are the Great Harbor and 
that of Marsamuscetto. The former, on the east side ofValetta, is about 
a mile and a half in length, and less than three*quartcrs of a mile tn 
width at the mouth. The second is to the west, wholly destined for 
vessels arriving from places not in free jfrtrfffjke, and hence it is also 
railed the quarantine harbor. The more important of the others arc, 
Marsa Scala, Marsa Sirocco, St. Patirs Bay, St. Jiiliatt*s, and Melleha. 
These ore ull defended by small forts. 

Marxrts. —Tlic principol market in Malta is that of I^Valetta, 
funning a fpiadroiigle, with a spacious yard within, and a fountain in 
the centre. It is open every day, even ot| Sunday, and is wonderfully 
supplied with all kinds of provicons. There is also a market in tlie 
Three Cities, on the other side of thi>.4iarbor. They oro both under 
the ifo*ceil/anr<) of a clerk. * 

Puni.ic Institutions.— The Monte di PicU was established in 
lo97, mill the object of afTording pecimiaiT roHe^tothc distressed at 
roasonablo interest. Any sum of money is advanceil to the applicants 
on the security of property given in pawn. Tlie period of the loan is for 
three years on precious articles, and never more than two on wearing 
apparel, at the rate of 5 per cent, per annum. The unclaimed pawns, 
at the ex pi i-at ion of the period, are sold by{)ublic auction, and the 
residue of the proceeds,* a tier deducting tlic sum due to ihe institution, 
is payable to the person producing the respective ticket. In 1798, the 
French republicans stripped the Monte of every article, whether in 
money or pawns; and the loss snstained by the institution, on tlnit 
unfortunate occasion, amounted nearly to 3,200f. It is needless to 
slate that not a sliilling of this sum was repaid by the French Govern¬ 
ment after the restoration of the Bourbons. 

There is a Provident Bonk for Savings, in which any person may 
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depoalt lunu of money, from Id. U> the Urgeit amount Hiere are two 
local bauke, the Malta Bank and the Anglo-Ualteie Bank. The other' 
institutjonfl and locietiea are, the Malta Union Club; the Medical 
Society, inelitutedui 1676; the Oarriion library; Mr. Muir'eLibrary 
is also a place of great resort. Hiere are Commercial Rooms, of which 
Mr. W. Stevens, Sen., is Secretary. There are seventeen island Miri- 
time Insurance Companies, and several branch agencies of London 
Life Insurance Oflices.

Maltese Races.—These take* place twice a yeai' in Malta, and as often 
at Gozo; there are also gatrison races. The Regatta takes place 
annually on the 8th of September. Tlie Carnival opens on Shrove 
Saturday, with several companies of men dressed up in gaj ribands, 
wlio dance, first, under ilie balcony of (he Governor, and then under the 
balconies of the principal inlmbitants. Balls.—The dancing season 
begins in Novcmlier, and oi)ens with a series of subscription bolls, 
got up by ( 1)0 officen of the three services, aud the princit>al 
inhabitants.

AoRict'i.TUHa.«*Though, proj^erly '^peaking, this island is little 
better than a barren rock, it has become, by the persoveranre and 
industry of the itilmbitnnts, as far m (he nature of the soil will udmi^- 
of, an e.xceedingly fertile and welhcultivateil district. Ulio cultivated 
land in the wliolc island is estimated at 56,00U acres. Iieat is sown 
every alternate year uith barley nnd ^over, about the month of 
November. Alter thU crop the fieldM sow!i with cotton, melons, 
cummin, sesame, aiul other seeds, r 

Tr£ 6$. SjmuB.s, Frvits, See.—Although great varieties of lljesc arc 
cultivated in gardens, and other vheltored places, llie only tree indi* 
gonous to the soil is the locust. Among tlie slutibs shat attain a gigantic 
size, are the aloe, cactus indicua, and the gerauiiim. Fruit and 
vegetables arc very abundant; among tlie former may be enumerated 
figs, grapes, pomegrauates, prickly pears, apricots, idutus, cherries, 
meloiw, oranges, peaches, nectarines, &c. The latter ore justly prized 
for their excellent quality, and gj'eat ijuaniities of byihrllio finest in 
the Mediterranean are exported to England and other countries. For 
a full description of the plants of Malta, the reader is referred to Dr.

Trads.— The Maltese are fiimotu for their gold and silver filligree; 
the women are also particularly skilful in the art of embroidering 
muslin in gold and coloi^ed silks, in knitting silk mittens and gloves; 
and their scarfs and shawls are not inferior to those of Con¬ 
stantinople.

'riie iJi«t defect iu llic *><010 hitherto pur-ued, i- tit the very dfior, if 
I n».i\ so t^^preelJ myself, of Agricuharc-^impropor hnicing, or the 
cuhii.iUng of cape lands without at nil. To dilate on the iuiport* 
anoc of cneiosures would he ao im})crtinci^ waste of time, yrt, evident 
ns such importance i«, I can ^fely awrt| flint except in a few* instance^ 
there is scarcely a good fena' to be met wli in the Mantl. Nothing is 
more common than to n flouri'sMflJ^nghl of louni^ cune« laid wa^te 
by the tre^pa^a of flock, and the money, caie, nnd Jiopc«, of months 
dcstjoyod in a few lioni>, for want of a prop^T fincis I'ho^e in U'^e arc. 
logwoo<l and gum afuhic*he<lc:cs, dry stone walls sditcli and )M?iiguiti, 
stakes and rnih ti«l w ith wiihrs. or more randy nuded, AonieUnics iiior- 
Uce posts and raiU, nncl other dead foncc<. A\\ tlicpc hurc fluur nd».MU 
tngCB or attendant evils, but, in my opinion, with (he exception of good 
mortard)ulit Mono wallh, n wrlUformed diUdi and Imnk furniouiitcd witli 
penguins, kept clean and in pro|)e» repair, is the bc«.t for a Mu'ar cHlatc, 
being the only fence that gircA anything in rotnin for cleaning, n'pafr- 
ing nnd renewing it^^he hoeing* of the liiiiikf art* voluuble in the 
standing pi^ns, and the old |)cnguiiis make excellent nutnuic; the 
objection generally made fu them is, that they hmhor rat a, but this eim 
only be the ease when they arc not kept in order. 'Ilio next be«t f<*nce ia, 
doubtless, the logwood hedge, which, if projiorly trainofi, and not allowed 
to grow above the proper height, forms an imperidons fence, ond when 
once estnbUshed, the expend of keeping it up is not so great as Is 
gencmlly imagined, while its durability must ever reconiinrnd it: 
but it U too o^en^ from neglect, allowed to grow to its natural 
bent, thut of n tree, and from the consequent <lcc,iy of the 
lower branches, Iiccomc* a nuisance, rather than a defence to cul¬ 
tivation, The dry stone well is a very effective enclosure, as with 
care it will last mony year*; but where the fields are contiguous.

Bod fencing, then, is the primary 
defect of our ([ hope) late system, and I trust it will not be conaidereil 
ibat I have given undue importance to this subject, as a large shareW 
(be modem improvements in agriculture, which have tahen place in 
(ircat Britain, is i-oufessedly attributed to the introdactiou of good 
fences. 

17>e next defect on which I sliall nnimodvert, is the general want of 
sufficient guinca^grass*' to fodder the stock when penned; Ibis was 
ihe fruitful cause of cattle breaking out of the j)en$. and also led to the 
priifits of on estate being often swallowed np by the outlay for pur*- 
chuhing stcK'k to replace those lost by starvation in the gty \^; and even 
now. 1 fear, it it too common to turn a la^to number of ste'^k into a 
pen. without a blade of grass, or at most with a few weeds, which arc 
immediaUly trampled under their feet. Jo fly*pcninng this i^* ruinous; 
for without a proper vegetable litter to be ploughed into the land, little 
benefit ran be derived from the jtcmiing at all, and in standing pens it 
'iH obvious tlmt little manure can be made, unless lorgc quantities of 
guinen*grai» (the best production we have for tlmt purpose, except the 
canc-top.) be supplied. This is, therefore, of immense impovtanca, and 
\h n defect which should be remedied by reducing, where nccosHary. fhc 
cauc cuhivution, so Oh to allow a proper proportion of land, convenient, 
to bo allotted for tbo growing of guiuea<gms. 

The wretched btutc in w}f/;Ii the imstures arc gcucrally kept, now 
attracts attention; they arc bJdom denned at all, and when attempted, 
it is done in tho most supcAtuk.* ^nonnor by the bill/' instead of 
having the roots of the weeds and buslu*s effect us I ly grublwd out: the 
former is the very worst economy, for they immediately spring up more 
luxuriantly than cvqr; whdo the latter, onc^ )Kirformed, especially in 
guincA'gniss, will not reqaireto be repeated for a great length of time. 
But the worst defert in their management is, tiuit neither the exterior 
nor division fences arc projicrly eared for, and tbe cattle roaming over 
tho fields destroy the stubble, weaken the roots, and render the whole 
grn9s crop of one growth, in a short time cat them out, and leave 
them a prey to the wild and sour grasses which naturally spring up ; 
the cattle become lean, rough, and bidebounct and consequently arc 
uiuiblo to perform the work for which they are required, and (more 
es)>ecially if rainy weather set in) numbers are shortly food for the 
vultures. Huch is the ruinous effect of the want of attention to the 
pobturcs, and it is evident, that an estate on which such a defect exists, 
cannot be profitably caltivatcd; the little manure the maltreated 
animuls yield, is poor and innutritioua; the work to be performed by 
them is necessarily retarded, and only urged on by the cruel punish^ 
ment inflicted by the drivers; and those which may escape the above 
cntH&troplic are disabled by larDeness. loss of sight, or other iDjoriN. 
I'hc prudent manager, on thccimtrary, by keepiug extensive fields of 
for cutting, and liis pastures in go^ order, will have hie stock 
w ell fvd by night and liy day» thus securing a large quantity of superior

manare^ aadi by having them in good condition» enable them to per« 
form their work with ev^c, aod uroiU the ofilt above enumetnted. 
Another great defect in the management of block, ia the neglectinjf to 
divide them into epeUi for dutinct bitaineab ; owing to thia indiicrtmr- 
\Me working, the willing cattle are overtasked, vul while one deeorip- 
tion of work ii going on, all others are u» a stand, and the whole 
husincbB of the estate ooniequently performefl iu a slovenly and im¬ 
perfect manner; whilst, with the same namber of stock, treated in the 
way I have recommended, if allr teed in distinct spells to the di/Tcrenl 
enrtroen, who will thereby have an intcrebt in their welfare, and re¬ 
sponsibility os to thoir treatment, cones might be carted to the mil! at 
the same time tliatUnd was being ploaghed, young plants hoe-harrowed 
and banked, and any other necessary cattle work carried on. 

lint, perhaps, the grand defect of the system hitherto piir«ufd. if 
system it ran he odied, ia the neglecting to make composts commen¬ 
surate to tlic number of stock on tlic property, which is the more un¬ 
pardonable, as no country affords materials )n m*eatcr plenty for such n 
purpose. The clearings of the cane-fickl borders, or intervals, were 
allowed to accumulate until they became ridges, impeding the working 
of wains and carts over them^the ashes of the stoke* hole Bometimes 
choked the very grating bars-^lhe dnnder and other refuse were alluvrcd 
to stagnate and generate miasma, instead of being cuji\citcd into u 
grateful jmbulum for the cone-plant, by tiu* addihon of trosli, mould. &c. 
^earthy and shell marh, tihich. in all their varidies, ore easily pro¬ 
curable on most estates, romoiDed aUkQ|neglected, io'^lcad of being 
carried to btreogthen the light, or omcAnr.ite the cold roils. Very 
iliilcrcnt is the conduct that ought truin' pui'^iwd m this impoitnnt 
branch of management. Nu nnimWT Ar^ci,iUible '•ub^fance, however 
small, but should bo collected; for thi^ puqiosi* n nni!c*cari should bo 
always at work; to thn should be addc<) numld )rom the gullies and 
p<nu1s, roorl from the eollcctions uf the din«ler-huIo uftn crop, 
niul the cattle should l)c penned mghllv, over all, with a lieavy litter of 
grass, iiy the«e means much fewer stock ibau ia geo' rally supposed 
would sulliccfor the purposes of manoriug. and when the cattle wore hard 
worked by the dIfleiTnt occupations, (which 1 \u\o aU'cady puintcd out, 
should be BimultAt)COu«<ly performed,) they might be refreshed by u run 
in the guinea-grass, and the ri*)k of losing them in u ;^ic&t degree 
avoided. It mubt discs be observed, that the formation of too much 
ammonin in the manure is not desirable, fur on the authority of the best 
agricultural chemists, it appears that nitrogen, the grwt hnm of 
ammonia, however favorable to the dcvelopmcut of plants, inimical to 
the formation of sugar in their juices, aud the experience of every 
pknter will tell him, tliat the sugar from canes grown in rich gullies is 
always dark, and the cane-jnice pow, taking nearly double the ijuaatity 
to the hogshead that it docs when the etnes are of a less rank giowth. 
This like manv other truths, has led to wrong conclusions, and 
even intelligent jH'raons have fallen into error erf ^iipposing animal 
manure to Im wholly unnccc^warv iu the cult! vat ion of the cane; like the 
philosopliers of old. who. astonished by tlic I'ffcclK produced by waUT. 
concluded, in a similar manner, that if alone was the substance which 
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T)0«rif^hr<1 r>niJ fiipr^>rte<l plflnU. and that manure wfw unneceAsary. A 
fit tie rrflertion. hov'evcr, will hoan ahow, that the experience of the 
noreMtivfor riich manuring’ ia foundo<l on correct chemical principleg^ 
f(jr il Hill point out that ammooiu or nitrogen ehould only be formed in 
«ur]i (jutiiility in tlic dung os will nourish and develop the vegetabja^ 
«>trnctun' of the young plant, mid by each accamuktioiui of onrbonaceou? 
matter ill the cnttle-pene, give it the meann, after such development, of 
forming the greatest quantity of sugar in tlie cells of the cane, and it 
will he found tlmt llic application of quantities of compost manure will 
he ever tlie readiest moans of rosloring the soil to fertility, and of 
eUbctually estublisbing a luxuriant field of plants. A great defect in the 
atlom]ita to make composts was the neglecting to litter the Uog-|>en««, 
whereby a plentiful means of ehcnply increasing ami «**rengtUeTiing the 
eomposl in the home eHtt1c«|>cn was wantonly wasted. Again, I Iiqyc 
only known one instance, duiing a somewhat extended cxptricnee, 
where the flocks of hhovptliat ate mnintained on most estates were rnndi* 
servieeablo in the improvcmenl of loud; in that case, slight iron hurdles 
were imported, nml the sheep foldetl in the same way they are in (ireut 
firitnin: thi^ a proeliec which surely might bo advantageously ex¬ 
tended. 'rhe hordes allowed t<i bo kepi on the projierty by luhorers nml 
others, miuht ako lie ir>n<!c available for %'nstly increasing the fortititvuf 
estates. Hut it were cndlcKS to point out the waste that was nnu i- 
dnil) taking place in the means <»f inerensiog the quantity of manure, 
and savinp Die expense (»f mahitnining loigc nnmlicrs of eatllc fur thiit 
purpose; suHiec it, that in nc^|dftion to Uic nmtcrinls already menllancd.

every animal, vcgetahle, antj"inm<'nil Hibslunce sliouhl be carefully 
<o1leclrd. 'i1ie general objceliuii to the making of compost i< the 
expense of aiqiUing it to the land: and certainly, in the present 
^tatc of the lahurnnarket Diis is n very formidable charge ; ypl 1 
am certain, that wherever it is followed up with proper ciiUivU' 
tion, it will lie found must lilK*ndly to teturn any extra expcn'«o il 
)nay occasion; although it hits hitherto been dropped in the enne- 
finle hy the basket. an<l tiienoc retains the name of In^ket-dungmg, it 
earinot he supposed that any man iir these tames would so apply at, who 
ktiow'^ even the use of u whccll>aiTow. The compo.sl having been made 
into heaps where ino«t ronvrmcnt, and &uch heaps covered with mould 
nr marl, ur both, to pi event the exhalations of ammonia, so much as i« 
required for each day’s ploughing may be, without much iniury to it, 
ear ted and spread on the land, nnd ploughed in when fallow ploughing 
My own exjierirneo, however, is dtcidcdly in favor of giving the com- 
]>ost with the hank, which maybe done either by wheelbarrows or hy 
light carts, drawn hy muzzled mules or stecrs» nnd distributed by the 
driver with a dung-fork; the reduction of the banks in the previous 
iq>eralton of hoc-horrowing, will render this no diffieult mailer t in n 
'"imilur manner tlw eoinpust may he drop^icil in the hole, where it is 
preferred to bo given «t the time of planting, or to the rutnons previous 
tt) till plough •moulding. Since, however, all the plants required in 
rf c^tiddWhinf' an estate that ha« run out. bv want of proper culrivatiou. 
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cannot be pat in with cofnpoat, and m econouy inu^t be uppermost in 
all mauagclnen^. ! do nut mean to recummeud the dieoontintiAtico of fly- 
penning, but merely to imprew the importance of coinpoat, as being* in 
truth, the maiDstay hir im|>roving exhausted cai)c-14nda. And hero another 
defect prescutB itbdf at the very outact^for the almost universal prac¬ 
tice ia to fold the cuttle on the bare lundt jnatead of having it first 
'^trewed with stoke-hole or otiicr aahes, or marl, with a heavy litter of 
vegetable matter, bc/on the cuttle arc put in the pen ; this would, in 
H great degree, obviate the loss of the ammouia contained la the 
droppings of the stock, as it would bo absorbed by these substances, 
snd ptoaghed ia os soon as a breadth of the oune-piecc whs penned. 
This would be a convenient time to accomplibh a judicious admixture ot 
soils, I mean previous to i)enDing, by which those unsightly galb*, which 
so frequently occar in cauc-picces in many parts of the island, tniglit be 
rendered permanently fertile, such as the carting of Hay U) oaiuly ^oils, 
or sands to tenacious clay 5 •, a certain degree of discrimination will be 
necessary to distinguish the description of marl suited to the soil to b<' 
acted on, the application of which, however, should never ho disre¬ 
garded where procurable. I may here nientiou, that I have got hotter 
returns from close ploughing the land preoiousvy penning, afterward^ 
ploughing in the litter* and then forming the cane-holc, tlian by uiiy 
other mode uf ily-peuning; but it is obvious this could not be doue on 
hoovy land, or iti wet weather. 'The works of the ugricultural chemists 
point out the Ikoc fits of charcoal and gypsum os manures, und doubtless 
they Imvc great virtues, and might he bcucticially employed previous to fly- 
^icjiriing, to li\ the unimouia, fr>rwhich tho;Varc said to have great affinity; 
but I have not tried them, and therefore ovA Urns cursorily alluclc to them. 

I have treated at this lengjh '^ub)ec*t of manures, a^ 

I feel confident thut most if Uic fulling-o/r that has taken 

place in our production, is tu lie attributed to the neglect of them; 
although It would bO| unfair not to nllow that the exertion*^ of 
the pUiutcra for the last three or four yciu>,«aijd more c’*pecially 
this year, have been cficrluully thwarted by long continued 
drrmghts ; this is the moic to bo lumeuted, n> there is abioad a spin' 
of inquiry, of enterprise, aud lulightcoment* iu iigricultiiral uf* 
fairs, which must otherwise ere now have told favonibly ou the island 
Cl op. U is true there muy be some part^ of the island of such natural 
fertility Si to allow of repeated crojiping* with uo other av^istance than 
the ploughing iu of tfie exuvue of the cane ut certain iicriods; hut, 
generally speaking, the lands of this country have become so deterio* 
rated, by the vicious system of /«rpc fields .md hinaU cultivation, that 
nothing but high manuring can posribly «?ccurc large crops 5 it is also 
certain that there are >ome estates unable to keep up a sufQeicnt number 
of stock, to make the amount of manure necessary for their profitable 
culture I and that others, being close to the feta, require only a lew for 
curtugo and ploughing; in such eases, the application of extraneous or 
foreign manures may be very useful, to supplement the little they arc 
able to make* and fur hilly estates, the importatiou of iiortable manure, 
such as guano, must be of Uic first importance, iu making such pro¬ 
perties Btiii profitable. These manures may also be useful, iu puttiug m 
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a \mi e <ji »l‘iiiw, \fhcn idvoikWc jjcawmfc occnr, a lime wlicn no cattle* 
pen uianuiV is pi*'jmuHl. The gicat dcfoel, however, of our ayatem, is 
not the to uac the manures of other countries, but the not 

dvuiliu;; our&clvcs ot the ificuQs a grecioos Providence has placed at our 
uuraciliHtc and present disposal. 

Among the furemost of our defects wSs the want of Bgiicultural in}*/ 
pknicuts. it must be admitted, where these are imperfect, husbandry 
cuniiot be iimch advanced, for improfement in this, os in all other arts, 
iH inttmatcly couuccted with that of the implements ueed« The condition 
of (ho [>ca&untry bus heretofore had the effect of retarding their intro* 
ductio», for, as sonic properties possessed a monopoly of labor, which 
s ometimes rendered it diiBcult to find employment for it, the example 
told most injuriously on others not so favorably sitastrd, but punuing 
the same mode of management; this operated to so grant an extern, 
that, in a large district, 1 have only known one estate where that very 
iimple instrument, the dung*fork, was used. £ven the plough was un* 
known or despised, not many years unce, except on a very fovr estates; 
aitd although Jothro Tull, more than a hundred years ago, t^volutionixed 
the then syrtem of ogrieulturc, by tlic introduction of the horseshoeing 
liusbundry, yet to tliis duy the piucticc of close^ploughing and harrow¬ 
ing, thus to prepare the earth to become the means of conveying the 
focMl to the plant, is still but seldom practised. The hoc, dong-basket, 
and bill, were, with a few exceptions, the sole instruments of husbandry 
in Jattinica up to a very lute period: bnt that system can Jiave little 
protvuce to the name which excludes the implements which science 
and ingenuity ha>c, c^eciallyfof late, placed in our power; every estate 
should at least have ffe siugft inouid-board plough for fsilowing—the 
harrow to extripate the weA^^gm^pulvenbo the clods; the double 
mould-hoord plongh to form w^^SRe-boles: the hoe*harrow, with and 
without mould-bnsirds, to weed and partly mould the young plants; the 
small horse*plough to mould botli plants and ^tooni; the scythe aud 
sickle for cutting fodlcr for the pens; the spade for ditching, and thu 
different dung forks for loading carts. The present heavy and clumsy 
wains and carts should be saperseded by those of a lighter luid better 
c'oufetruction; fight four-wheel tilting wains arc parlicalarly useful 
in crop time for carrying canes, aud high-railed cart^ for couvey- 
tng grass and other fodder for the peas, should be constantly 
in UHC; the carts and wheelbwTOWs ^rcady mentioned for col* 
lee ting boeiuga off*, &r., and dropping composts on, the plants and 
latuons, should have broad wbe^, to prevent their sinking in the 
soil. There is, however, but little use in baving implements, nDices 
more atccQtion be ])aid to them than is bestowed on th^e at present in 
use; thi«> defect in the sysfem hither pursued must stiibc the most 
casual obeerver. Every one knows how rapidly vrood work decays, if 
aulq^ted to the alternations of dry mud wet, and the scorching of a 
^opical sun; yet, although sneh irapleffisats form extremely expenaive 
items in the dead block of an estcUe, Uiey are constantly left exp^ed to 
hU sorts of we<Uher, by which even tbe iron work is corroded, instead 
of being sheltered when out of use beneath a shed, which could be 
erected at a mont trifling expense s and it should be the biisiDess of a 
bookkeeper to ace the different machine cleaned, and occasionally 
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painted, tmd, with the yoke*, bowe« and chaide, cmftxWy put up. atter 
uee, and also that (he boxes of the wheels are at all timea kept pro* 
perly greased* These matters may appear trifling, |wt they lead to 
heavy i^gregate expenaoi sod every btuiaess, of life can give ample 
.proof of the mt/importance of mareni triflea* 

A JTrum the rejnarks already made, when treating of and manure, 

it may be.readily inferred, that the mode ui preparing land was very 
defective* The fleld was scarcely ever attempted to be cleared of weeds, 
previous to the planting of the cane; it waa either pefined over, and the 
weeds thus fattened, or it was dug into holes through rank gross and 
weeds, and the cane left to struggle with them in the best way it could; 
after a while, in a sickly state, it was delivered for a short period from 
its tormentors, to be agmu dealt with in a similar vray, till it had 
strength enough to cover the grounds* Instead of such a wretched 
system as this, the first thing to be attended to is to effectually close- 
plough the land, taking care, in the case of its having been fly-penned, 
or having had dung spread on it, (hat all the manure is well turned in ; 
it should then be harrowed, either by a light or heavy implomont, ac« 
cording to the nature of the soil, until the weeds are erudicated, and the 
soil is iu perfect tilth. Id this state a green crop may be very advan« 
tagcoualy obtained, if tho land be not immediately rc(]uirc<l, and for this 
purpose sweet potatoes and various sorts of pulse will be very effectual 
iu keeping down any grasses that may remain, anii mellowing the soil, 
to be ploughed in as soon as the blossoms appear: or, as has been very 
properly recommended by Mr. Heighingtou, in his paper recently read 
to the Jamaica Society, gumea-com mswl^ sown broadcast—two or 
three crops taken off previous to seedingi for the supply of the pens,. 
and the lost crop ploughed in wh<{p a fc^^ccks old : thus the land, by 
(he fermentation of the vegetables ^u^n^ in, will be supplied with the 
various gases, and assist the compost or other manure in the pro¬ 
motion of the great desideratum, vir.., on extraordinary development uf 
the plant. This is a certHtu mode of bringing land into good lieurt; but 
whether a green fallow be used or not, thoitiugh close-ploughing must 
be strictly attended to, for the planter's golden rale should bc^Nuvxa 
to plant if ike soil is not in e^elleni order. 

The land being now prepared, a deep, wclhformed, broad trench, 
must be made by the plough*-His nearly east mud west, or as the pre¬ 
vailing winds blow, as possible^which will be effected cheaply, easily, 
Hud advantageously, iu^inparison with the shallow, imperfect bole dug 
by the hoe. Considerable di^rence of opinion prevails as to the mode 
of planting canes, and it appears certmn that close planting is a defect, 
for land, tilled and manure as I have recommended, will atock abtui- 
dantly, and will therefore reqatre fewer tops* A cuie hole of four or 
five feet will be as wide as can well be formed by the plough, and seems 
to be that best suited for the cane; combined with widk planting, it 
leaves space for the cireulatioa of air, and allows room for the plough 
and hoe-barrow to work between the rows. 

The choice of the description of cane, toO) hod its defects ; sometimes 
the Bourbon, which delights iu alluviai smU heavily manured, and re- 
fjnires luuch rain, was planted in land of the lightest texture* and went 
out in a second ratoon. The Ribbon and ^ple cane, again, were 
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planted m rich rlay botlora?*, aod, frwm tlicir Iwavy taps cxcloding the 
feur and »iin, never ri|>ened, maVin^ angar of very indifferent qualities, 
and ill f^oinpuratiyelf ainall qaantiUea. It will be seen by this, that 
proper jtuigalent in the selcetioa of the plant, itccording to circumstances, 
IB of considerable importance; the most succulent tops should be pre* 
ferred, and not the bard, refuae canc*, too commonly used, which ay^ 
the occasion of much db^ipointmciit and expense in establishing a fieJd 
of plants. Wherever tlie soil js naturally fertile, and in high dith, the 
llcmrbon cane should be plante<l, as it alone can combine veiy large re* 
turns with good quality; but, for the average laud in this colony, the 
JVIunt lilauc; White, or Transparent, (for by all these names it is known 
in different districts,) will be found to unite the greatest number of ad- 
vantiigcs. From its rapid development, it covers the land as quickly as 
the Uiiibon or Purple cane, and in a much shorter time than the 
Bourbon, thus saving two cleanings in plants, and at lei Mt one in 
ruKions, besides protecting the soil in dry weather. Much less min than 
that required by the Bourbon will suffice, as the greater number of its 
leaves enables it to draw more moisture from tiie atmosphere, and from 
the same cause to return more vegetable mutter to the soil; owing to 
this, also, it gives more fodder for the stock, und mutcrial for munurci 
From the greater quantity of woody fibre it contains, the highly import¬ 
ant (Lrticic of fuel is greatly increased. It affords, in proportion to its 
sixe, nearly as much juice as the Bourbon, aud much more than the 
i'ui'plc or Ribbon cauc; it is much more easily ground than the latter, 
und, where ratooning is to be practised to any extent, will be found far 
to surpass all others: still, ii^my soils, with t'cry good culture und 
rrry good seasons, the Bourbi.'i ctuic will give the greatest return in the 
shortest space of time, as it thenpridd from three to four hogsheads 
in plants, und fruin one and ajEnP^'^two in first ratoons, while two and 
u Imlf to three hogsheads in plants, and one to one aud u half in rutoone, 
(which, however, may be extended to almost ^ny length of time,) is us 
much ns could be raneonably expected from the Mont Hlftuc tiiidcr any 
culture, and cousjderabty umre than cither the Purple or the Ribbon 
cane Tv'ould yield under the same drenmstances. 

f have corjfinecl niy observations to these four dcscriptiouB of cane, at^ 
being those most extensively cultivated, lliere ore, however, scvernl others 
occasionally to be met with; amongst them is a green-stnped description, 
apparently a variety of the Bourbon, whidifor bulk, softness of fibre, and 
sweetness, appears to rival it; but as its cultivation is limited to gurdens 
and provision-ground gullies, I cannot speak confidently os to whether 
this IB owing to Us natural qualities, or effected hy the superior soil and 
care bestowed upon it. I have little oriKi knowledge of the country cane, 
although I have often heard dd planters lament that it had been dlowcd 
to disappear! bat, whatever cane is planted, there can be no doubt 
great ^nefit would be derived from exchanging tops with properties 
situated in different districts, as also with different colonies; and T feel 
very certain that all oar canes have much degenerated, for even under 
the old, imperfect husbandry, the Bourbon cane, when first introduced, 
^ave. us quite n common crop, four hogsheads an acre; no such return 
IB now obtained, or bat very seldom, and it is as much as cur be expected 
from the most improved systen* 
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The hoe-barrow cannot be too aooo introduced into the cane-piece 
alter planting, which, by pasaiog up one dde of the bank and down thtt 
other, will destroy the weeds ms fast os they appear, and give a slight 
moulding to the young plants, without injury to the hank: let this be 
, done, with such intervals of time as the state of the seasons may re- 
^<yaire, uutil the canes are sufficienUy high to take the bank, which can 
be then given quickly and cffcctivdy 1^ U»e small moulding plough, 
drawn by two mules in tandem. Ima is very different to the struggle 
for existence which they had to go through, under tlia koe system. Tlio 
defect in their after treatment was, the leaving them encumbered by 
their decayed leaves, which afforded a thick cover for such vermin aa 
rats, (the cause of great havoc in some parts of U)e country,) and which, 
in heavy rains and winds, occasioned their lodging on the sml, when 
the joints took root, giving a now vegetation which injured tbo sac¬ 
charine matter i when in that state, gangs of laborers wore set to trush 
highly, (still more dctcriomtiog the juices,) and to bed them with the 
dry and green leaves, by which operation great numbers were broken 
and spoiled; while the simple rule to bo observed is, never to allow 
the dried leaves to accumulate, but to lay them straight between the 
rows: in tlic event of storms, they will form a bed ready to receive the 
canes, and prevent the joints touching the earth, allowing a free ciren- 
latiou of air, so necessary to oil plants, for the enpious supply of the 
carbonic acid ood oxygen guiics of tlie atmosphere, the grand basia of 
sugar, is naturally promoted by the winds^thc solar light, too, is enabled 
to penetrate through the heavy crop, and thus to mature the juices. 

In the next work to be done a capiuh defect prevails, in despite of 
every endeavor of the managers to prcvifu it, and this is the cane cut¬ 
ters’ leaving some joints of the c^e ^o^thc Hurface; these ferment and 
sour, arc lialilc to l>c bruised by carts, and so affect the whole 

root, that the few sprouts which cume up urc weakly, nod seldom arrive 
at maturity, and this is ^rne cause, among many others, why estates arc 
put to the expensive necessity of depeudiog almost entirely on the plant 
for a crop, instead of keeping the laud in mtoon cultivation. 1 must 
confess I do not know how to prevent this bad catting of the cuncs,-^ 
for the scarcity of labor deters managers from dismissing the hands 
who may be found most guilty uf the practice. It is true, by strict at¬ 
tention in the held, an intelligent and faithful bookkeeper may ia some 
degree lessen the evil, but it will prevail to a serious extent notwith¬ 
standing. An instrunfbnt which appears calculated not only to ctu^e this 
neglect, but also to perform the important office of stirring the earth 
near the roots, has been saggested in my former Prize Kssuy, to which 
the reader is referred. I will now proceed to point out the further defects 
in the ratooniug system pursued. 'I'he whole strength of the estate being 
engHgod in taking; off the crop, the sproats, such as they are, have to 
ffght their way tbitnigh the litter left on the cane stool aftei* cutting, and 
not till the crop is tinished.'^a business of four or five months in these 
times, can the labor be spared, to perform the three operations at 
once, of turning trash, hoeing gross, and moulding,—which, perhaps, 
with one trashing, is all the attention they receive, until the mill is again 
put about: DO wonder if, under such treatment, the land will not ratoon. 
Instead of this, the caae tops should be first removed to fodder the pens, 
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tvbtch wjil (Uluw the &pouU to como up healthily an<I plentifully; and 
having previously siouothed iJie roots by the inipleiseiit already alluded 
to, or by :my other means that may anggest fhcmselves, whtn the aprouts 
arc a kw weeks old* plough the leaves into the roots by the small mould¬ 
ing plough, whielt may be done by a man and boy, while the erop is 
]>rogresding; the soil being thos agitated, and the inert parts of the ro<M# * 
wounded, the latter will throw out an increased number of new fibres, to 
receive fresh food fram the loosened earth, and give renewed vlgorto 
vegetation. From time to time stir the earth, and eradicate the young 
weeds as they appear by the hoe*harrow, and with two or more trash- 
iiigs, Hccordiug to the seasons and laxoriance of the canes, the first 
ratoon will be reudy for the bill, butio the second ratoon it will be proper 
to ]»loug}i ill manure, as recommended when treating of composts, and 
liy doing so. whenever the canes show symptoms of exhaustiem, they, 
e5|H?cially the Mont Blanc sort, may be ratconed, in moat places, to almost 
liny ten^h of time. The practice which bus been adopted by some of 
Ijurning oft* the trash, to facilitate the working of the plough, is of vorv 
f[Ucetionabl€ policy, atid should never be resort to, except on stiff, cohf, 
(lays, which it may have the effect of rendering less tenacious, nnd re¬ 
tentive of moisture. Hie expense of clearing the plough of the trash 
and placing it near the roots, if at any time necessary, is trifling, ami 
neither that saving, nor the small amount of ashes obtained, can make 
HUieuds f<ir the dcstructiou the burning occasions to the vegetable and 
Hniinal matters in the soil. 

Mucli time and cattle-labor are lost, os well as injury to corriages, 
chains, yokes, &c. sustained, from (he want of attention to the state of 
tlie intervals or roads between me fields and works. I have often known 
the mill stopped, in the best of the year, from one heavy 

raui rendering it impracticable •to wT^ on the intervals, unless by half 
killing the cattle,—forcing them to draw loaded wains up to the axles 
in mud; this defect it would, io the long run, «be for the proprietor's 
advantage to rectify, by paviug, at all events, the main intervals; those 
which ai*c only occasionally used, should bo planted in guinea-grass^ 
which would aftbrd fodder for the pens, save the expense of hoeing 
them, and bind the soil. Before leaving the subject of ratooning, i shall 
briefly refer to the ingCDious system broached by Mr. Whitehouse, in 
hia Essay, (No. 4.) It proceeds upon the riioory of Uebig, that 
plants receive all the carbra, as well dl the ammonia they recfuire, when 
fully devuIo])ed, from the atmosphere; that tbd humus of the soil is 
required merely to sapply carbonic acid to the roots, b^orc such deve¬ 
lopment has taken place; and thatnitregen, being inimicid to the formation 
of sugar, solid manure is unnecesaajy, aod liquid manure positively 
injurious.'^ Mr. Whitehouse propo^ to giant the canes in rows six 
feet asunder, aod to mahiUBa tl^ fertility of the soil undiminiahed, 
!>y ploughing the tops and leaves m as grm a state as possible, so as 
to supply, by their fenncntatimi and decay, an atoosphm of cafbonio 
Hcid to t1^ roots, and, by repeated ploughing, so to disintegrate the 
anil as to allow the exereneatitioas matter ia it to become ftesh bumoa. 
ThU, he contends, with returoing the stoke-hole ashes, is all that is re- 
ouired to continue the prodoetton of ratooos to aa indefialte period. 
Carried away by enthus^m at the wonderfully atmple action and re- 
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ActitJii of the atmosphere on phinta and ttaimaU* Ue dies to the extreme, 
uf discarding animal manures ultogetiicri as did the worthy old Jethro 
TuU, when, deceived by the effect of pulveriaatiou, be thought the 
powers of earth all-sufficient to support vegetation. But chemists ore 
by no means agreed diat ammooia exists in tbe atmo^diore to the ex** 
««pt alleged by IJebig; certainly the exporimaats related 1^ him are 
not considered conclusive on the subject. Should it be proved he i» 
mistaken> it will follow that vegctabl<»> being deficient in nitrogen^ aro 
incapable of furoishing that constituent of plants in sufficient quantity 
for the extended development required to yield large crops, which must 
therefore begot from auimal substances: but the supply of nitrogen by 
tho ammonia of animal mamires should not be in such excess as to pro* 
dues rank ness» and thus render the sugar iu the juices uncry stall! sable, 
but only in such quantitv as will, by increasing the roots, give to plants 
greater power of assimilating the amount of carbon necessary for their 
nutrition. Even should l^cbig be right, that ammonia exists in sufficient 
quantity in tha atmosphere for plants in a state of nature, it by no 
means follows tnat the caue wiU not require a furtlicr supply to secure 
a larger development for its profitable cultivation. Ih effect, Jnebig 
says so ; his words arc.~** However abundantly humus^ curbunic acid, 
and other substances may be supplied^ a plant cannot attain its full de¬ 
velopment without plenty of nitrogen.*' And again: In n state of cul¬ 
tivation, the object of which is the extraordinary development of the 
most useful parts, tho seeds nod they require larger supplies of 
nitrugcu than the ammonia afforded by rain water, which must be ftir- 
liishcd by means of manureand thus ^le thcories*of tho philosopher 
confirm the practices of GX|»cncnce. Nitrogen being tlius found ugcu 8« 
dary, there should be no waste of it ; but*^iU tokes place largely durir^g 
the heating of the dung heaps, wbidb mny^lic prevented, in some degree^ 
by covering them with mould or marl, as iKforc advised. The ]>Gns 
near the works, also, iir^often so ill contrived that the urine escapes iu 
large quantities, which might be prevented by securing these drainings 
in tanks, whicbi diluted with nun water, will be of great service, if 
pumped on the compost in dry weather, and before the latter is carried 
out to the fields. But these pens should be Iiollow*^thc manure would 
llicji secure ull the benefits the cattle arc calculated to bestow ; and I 
repeat, that by a plentiful supply of vegetable and earthy compost, so 
treated, the roots of the plants will be cularged, and obtaining therefrom 
H supply of carbouic acid, a vigorous growtli of leaves will be 

liroiuotcd, and thus giving increased {>owcr of absorbing tbeiv prop^* 
aliment, ^th from Che soU and the atmosphere, the quantity of caue, 
and consequent quantity of sugar, will be largely increased. Mr. 
Whitcbousc, however, deserves the thanks of the planting community 
for the fearless manner in which be has expressed his ideas, and it will 
he under atUl greater obligations to him should time prove him to lie 
correct; for the expense of making and applying manure weighs heavily 
on the planter in these timea of dear and in^cient labor; but, till such 
demonstration take place, the cultivator will scarcely cut in putting all 
the manure he can collect into the generality of the Jamaica emt soils.

A BRHvF SURVEY OF THE NORTHERN DISTRICTS OK 

NEW ZEALAND. 

Thr iH^iiinstila which tl)e iiortfacni v.sUemity ot* tlie norlhcni 

Islam) ol* New Zealand, comiKircd with other poition^ of tlie country, 
clHiin.s a degree of conaidcratioji (juitc di8i)ro{)ortionatD to ila I'elaiive 
cxtciit. It is Loniulod to tlie south by an Utlimns about throe and a 
half miles wide, which 8c|hiratc8 the waters of MaiiueliAO from those of 
WaiU^matu; uiul to the north by a tongue of land joined to it by a 
mu roNv isthimu of low aand, the extremity being fornied by a boh I co^jst 
cxUnulhig between tlie North Uft|>e and Ch|>c Maria Vaft Dicmmi. Tu 
t^\trcluc lengtii is about I8t) miles, aud in breadth it varies froui (lirce 
to sixty miles. 

The eufface of tlie country is, to a great extent, lilled up with knots 
<»f stei'p, feriuclu^l liills, which may be constdentl for the most pai l 
unavailable for puq^oscs of agrioullure, consisting generally of pip<'- 
(lay, mid iueliued to the horison at so large an angle, that any soil 
being su|K'rpo8cd would be ipccdily carried away by the lieavy rains. 
Two lofty ranges of hills ra^, however, be traced, with few iiitcrrup- 
1 ions, throughout the whole rRigj^^ud atuougsi these we shall find 
sonic as lovely valleys us the^siui over shone upon. Along tint coast 
arc many harbors, the princi[»al of winch tire^^lst. A very good 
harbor on the south^ide ot OdoQ-dua Ray, fomicxl liy an arm of the 
seu which runs up to the Euiopeaii settlement of Moiigimui. 2i]d. 
The Harbor of Waiigaroa, which is a very extensive and gooil Imrbor 
inside, but the entrance is naii'ow, and ought not to be attempted, except 
with a leading wind. 3rd. The Bay of Islands, a iianie given coUc(*tivcly 
to the many noble bays and liarbors which occur between Cape Wivvika 
to the north, and Cape Rakooumanga (alUer Cape Biett) to the south. 
Uh. The harbor formed by the mouth of the Wangari River, which is 
very good for a few vessels. These are ou the eastern side of the 
island. 

On dm western side we find—1st Hie harbor formed by the 
llokiaiiga Kiviir, ^vhich is unfortunately rendered very difficult of access, 
by H sand bar stn^tchiug almost completely across its mouth, and on 
which many vessels have Iwcii lost 2nd. llio harbor of Ksipara, 
Ihinied by ihe confluence of lour rivers, tbe priixcipol one being the 
^akoa, which flows into it from tbe northward. This harbor, although 
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hns no bar, is very Jangorona, oiving to ibe channel being extremely 
narrow, the mmd banks oonlinuaily shifting, and the currents very 
strong. 3rd. l^ort Maniudkao, wliicli is a splendid sheet of water, and 
is tolerably easy of access. 

Tile principal rivers are—the am of the sea which nuis up to Mon- 
guniiijtho Keri-Keri, the Wiiitangi, the Kawn^Kawo, and the Waienre, 
which flow into the D<ay of Islands, and iln« Wangari : these full into 
the sea on the eastern side. On t1:o western side we find lliu Hokidngn 
with its tributaries, the principal of which is thcWiiima, which (lows 
into it from the southward, and the four rivers which (tow into Kutpara 
ifarbor, the two princiiKil ones being the Wairoa aud the Kaipan., the 
first flowing from the noilhward, and tlie second from the south waitl. 

Previous to entering into any detail respecting the topography of the 
cotintry, it will not be out of place to say a few words on the subject of 
the climate, and I fear that truth will comi>eI me to detract somewi^at 
from the high it*piitation that the country has gained on this score. 

The climide of New /«*aland may |>erhaps be rankefl nrnongst fho 
moAt boisterous in the world. A calm day is indeed a miroclc af any 
season, and, from the middle or>f iiy to I he end of Septcmlwr, 11101*0 are 
few days u|>on which min or hail does not fall more or less. The pro* 
vailing winds throughout the year arc weslsrrly, mid the south-west wind 
during the winter months is extremely bleak, and is acconi|muictl wilh 
frc<piont showers of sleet, linil, and cold rain. The iioilli-east wind 
invariably brings rain, And generaily blowiFstrong for two ur llu*oe dnyK, 
during which rain falls ii^ torrents without mlermission. The conn try 
during these rains is inundated—the surfaces of tliQ hills present a vast 
sheet of wnlcr conliniially rolling down w ith great fury—If»c river?< 
suddenly rise, and rushing with resistless form lowarfls llic orcan, carry 
wiiii them the mighty nionarchs of the forest, which ai*e twirled in tl>eir 
I'ddies like straws, and u(Centimes huge mosses of ro<h mv dislodged 
fh>in ihoir beds, and carried by Ihe force of the cnrri'ut to almost iiicro 
diblc diFitnnocs. Snddrnly, amidst this war of elctnenU, the wind will 
fihid (0 north-west, and blow with tncrcoeod fury for a few iuinn(<'S; It 
will then shiit to west, and will full moderate; all at once (ho dark 
clouds will roll a\vny in a volume, iho sun will shine forth, and in the 
course of half an hour there will be notliing to rciuind you of thodnviry 
storm, save the roaring of the floutls in the rivers, which, like dopaHing 
(hundor, send forth their echoes fuinier and fainter for scveml hours. 
After the Lipse of a few hours the ground will' l>e completely dry, and 
the air will be ogain Riled with dust. 

These lieavy rains fall at intervals throughout the year, althougli 
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more frc^uenlly in the winter than in the nunmer seaion; and if o' 
fortnight or tlirt^c weeks should pass away without flueh a visitation, 
vegeujiion, except in the depths of Uie foresU^ is checked, and nature 
»oc-ms completely parched. I once knew the inontli of Fehmary to 
pass awoy uilltoiit any rain, and Chen almost everything that waaViot 
Hheltei^ed by the forest, or could not be artificially irrigateil, j^erisheil, 
iind the nir on the hills wus so filled with dust, arising from the dry 
i oHnic mud, that travelling was alaioat ptit a stop to. 

An exception, however, to this stale of things—otherwise true of the 
whole island—is formed by that (lart of the coast stretching between 
Cape nnkaoumanga uikI Odou-dou Bay. Along this Hue of coast, 
during the sumnu r season, it U not uncommon to sec fine weathor 
coTitiuue for four or live weeks; during which the land and sea breezes,* 
Highland day, will snccecil each oUwrwith great rogulaiily. Their 
influence, however, docs not extend far, as, during si\ch woaihev on the 
I (lasl, it ImQuently happens that the weather is unusually rainy n few 
miles inland. Di^ring Uiu remainder of iho year, from April to No« 
voinbev. tho climate of the coast docs not diflbr from that itdand, save 
tint ]o«<s ruin falls. 

In New Zealand the thermometer seldom rises above ^O^Xaliren* 
heit, uUhoiigh I have seen/t as high as and even on u few 
occasions. During the winter montlis, the frOBts in the morning and 
evening nrc very sharp; nnd I Imvo known ice to continue undissolvnl 
for tw'o days, even in the warniesl districta of the nountry. lln'aughout 
the year, the roomings and evenings are cold, and there are few ocm- 
sions on which u hazing fire is not, to say the least, very comfartnble. 
When travelling, even during tho warmest season, I have often auflbred 
much from cold hi nig]>t, alUiongb wrapped up in a thick blanket, ami 
lying before a good fire. I never knew snow to lie on the ground in 
any part of the* northern peninsula, but to the southwanl of the blast 
Cape it fVequeutly lies for acvcml days in winter. 

I have already nmntioned that two ranges of hills may be traced, with 
few interruptions, fliroiighout almost the whole length of the peninsula. 
These hills are clothed with denae forest; and it is amongst them, and 
in the intei'vening valley, which varies in breadth frotn five to twenty* 
five mn<?s, that Die richest and most productive land in the peninsula' 
is to be found. In their course northw^ds, from the mainland, thoy 
lire interrupted by the waters of Manucliao and Waitemata. Hie* 
weslem range, which runs not fiir IVom the const, mppesm imme-* 
dialely lo the northwnnl of Monuchao, ond along iU eastern Coot runs,' 
in u northerly direction^ the Tobmaki River, which, flowing through a 
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* fertile thougb contracted valley, emptiee tteelf into Wnitemata. Boats 
can navigate tho Tahmaki for a distance of fifteen miles &om \Vaite- 
mata, and fiom the head of the navigation there is only a Jiitanee 
of three miles, across some ii^nsklerable hills, to the waters of 
Ifsnuchao. 

✓ 

The eastern range of hills reappears on the northern side of Waite* 
inata» and along its eastern foot the northern branch of Waitemsta U 
navigable for a length of twenty miles; and from tlio hood of the navi* 
gallon of this river to that of the Kaipara, the distance does not exceed 
ten miles across the Inlls, thus foitning, in connexion with the rivers 
uf Koipnra Haihor, an easy means of communication between Auckland 
and Urn central districts of the peninsula. 

Tlie Kaiparn River, which forms the southern arm of Kaipari 
Harbor, is enclosed between the two ranges of hills which here bound 
a valley, varying from six to ten miles in breadth; but it is lu'nmpy, 
ami very much infested with m-mgrovc. lliere is, however, abtindamo 
of timber, which may bo easily Hosted down to the harbor by means of 
he numerous creeks which intarsoct the volley, penetmting from the 
river to the foot of the lulls; and the river itself is navigable to boats 
for a length of thirty miles from the sea, care being taken to keep tbe 
channel, which is very narrow. ^ 

The western range of hills is broken by Kaiiuira Harbor, but reap* 
pears on the northeni side of it, and the two ranges then enclose tlie 
vullcy of the Wairoa, which, so tar os my observation extends, is the 
ric^hest district in New Zealand. Before wo carry onr survey up tli w 
noble liver, whioli is navigable to large vessels a length of KX) 
miles from tlio sea, as W6 here enter upon thu true forest distiicts of 
New Zealand, it will bo as well to mention briefly (he moat valuabJo 
products of the New Zealand forest, in whicli the chief weultli of the 
countiy must lie for years to come. The most serviceable and most 
noble tree of the many that adorn the New Zealand forest, is the cowrie 
pine. This tree attainjr to the most- gigantic dimensions, (he ti'unk 
being commonly from twenty*five to thirty«fivc feet in circumference, 
at a height of five feet from tlie ground, and tapering slowly througliout 
a height of from 120 to ICO feet There are some in the valleys of the 
Wairoa whoso trunks are upwards of forty feet in circumference, and 
I have Bsen two exceeding forty*five feet, aud attaining a height of 15(1 
feet without a hrsuch, The cowrie is a very tender tree, and is scan*ely 
ever found out of this peninsula, and tlie one on the op|N>sitc side of 
Hsuvaka Gulf in the same laUhide, ond in tlie island of Otea (the Berrier 
of Cook), adjacent to tlie latter. It is seldom seen, except in valleys 
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or quebnulai hi tlie hills, and near water, and the districU in which it 
eapecinllj^ flouriahea are the valleyt of the Wairoa and Hokianga, and in 
the extensive foresta situate between the latter river and Wangaroa. 
From the wood exudes a very brilliant reain; and from ihe quantity of 
this Hubstanee found about Ae shores of the peninsula and the adjacent 
islands, and buried in the ground in various spots, there is reason to 
believe thut the cowrie was formerly distributed much more extensively 
over the country than it is at present. But thn i‘c8in is highly com¬ 
bustible* and vast numbers of fine trees are annually ileslroyed by fire; 
for, when once this des'iructive element enters a cowrie forest, them is 
no hope of its getting extinguished until it has coiisunied the whole. 

'fhese fires generally originate in the carelessness or wantonucss of the 
natives, and too frequently of Europeans, who set fire to the dry feni, 
over which the flames are rapidly waAed by the trinds, until they reach 
some dense forest, and when once there, even though a heavy rain 
should fall, the lire will remain smouldering* and so soon as the rain 
censes, the flames will again burst forth. During the summer months 
tlx^re are few nights oti which several of these bush fires may not be 
soon burning In difTerent directions, oAentimes threatening settlements 
with destmetion, and attended with great danger to the livelier, who 
may become eiivelo|»ed in ore before he is aware of his position, ft is 
to be hoped that some measures will be a<1o])ted to clieck this wanton 
and destructive system. 

The wood of the cowine isiight, free from knots, and dumhle. It is 
in great demand in every port of Uie Pacific fpr spars for shipping, and, 
indeed, with the exception ol KewCalcdoniaandthe Islond of Pines, New 
Zealand is the only country in the South .Pacific from w hich these sup¬ 
plies can be drawn, the pine of the souUi of Chile being comparatively 
of little value. It is only poverty and want of labor, combined with the 
harsh measures hf government, that prevents a much larger export than 
l^os hitherto taken place. Other pines, whoso timber is valuable for 
purposes of building, arc the rirao and kahikat£i, which grow to a con¬ 
siderable size, though not to be compared with the cowrie. 

Tlie towai is also a valuable tree: its wood is red, is easily worked, 
and makes elegant fumitore. The bark of this tree possesses all the 
properties that are required for purpose* of tanning, and some tanners 
ill New South Wales have assured me that it is for 8U}>erior to that at 
present Inought to that colony from South Australia and Van Diemau’s 
Land. The puriri is a very valuaUe tree: its wood is extremely herd* 
and is principally used for fencing and shingles. Some posts of this 
wood, taken from old fortified pss, exhibited upon examination no 
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symptoms of decay, although tliey hod been in the ground upwfrds of 
twenty years. 

The taraire is a noble tree, and its wood makes excellent charcoAl. 

Other trees, at present more oraamentai than useful, are-^the miro, 
there\^a>rewa, the kohe*kohe, the pohuta»kawa, and the kamka. 'fhese 
deserve notice fram the singular elegance of tl>cir foims, or the beauty of 
(heir foliage or flowers. But one of Uie moat extraordinary trees of the 
forest is the rata, which, originating in a parasite, grows foaucb a sisee as 
to rank amongst the giants of the forest. It flrst makes its appearance in 
* the form of a tender vine, clasping the trunk of some huge tree with its 
long tendrils, and growing both upwards and downwards, and increasing 
in bulk ot the same time. Afler a while tlic para>>ile, leaving killed the 
parent trunk, establishes itself upon its roots, sends forth numerous 
branches aloft, which again send forth aerial roots clasping the ncigh- 
boviug trees*—and, uUimaUdy, the rata occupies o l(jrger space than any 
tree of the forests It is under this tree that the curiosity so \vell known 
ns the vegetating cateriMlIar is found; and instances have occurred of 
natives lying down to sleep under the r-Mp^ having been found dead. 
The tree is now always carefully avoided by them. ^ 

11ie next tree that may lie noticed is the nikau, or palm of New 
/enlaiid. This grows to heights varying from thirty •five to eighty feet 
~ihe height d(; wuding much upon tlio locality. It is not found out 
of this ^Kiniusula, and, indeed, is not often seen, except in the valley of 
the Wairoa, and iti some forests betwi'en Ilokianga and Wangaroa. It 
prOiluces a mi t much resembling the polni^at of the African coast, and 
doubtless, might turned to account. The natives are, how* 
^ver> rapidly exterminating this tree by cutting down almost every one 
that they come across, for the jnirpose of eating the heart, which is 
veiy refrashing. Of the leaves, also, tliey make thatch for their tern* 
pomreiy huts; and baskets, iu which they cook their vegetables, &c. 

Neither, in this flying sketch of tlie New Zealand’forest, must we 
forget to mention the tree feins which, fringing the rivers and every 
strenui of rippling water, spread tlieir delicate and graceful leaves, 
whose vivid green hue forms a most pleasing conUust with the darker 
foliage that lowers behind. Tliere are three varieties, one of wliicli, 
the l^rau, is edible, and when a leaf^stalk of this is broken, a gelatinous 
matter exudes, whirh, wlien dried and pulverised, forms a iiirina at 
least as good ns nrrow^root. Another variety is peculiar from its 
having branches. 

Another very elegant tree is the ti^tree. Tliis spreads to a great 
extent over the flats, in the neighborhood of rivers^ and^ows to a con* 
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Buleralle height, throwing off four or five branehes, at the head of/ 
each of which grows a nodule of bright green leaves, not unlike the 
head of a palnv. Xhis tree produces, a most fragrant flower, which 
hongs down in long pendent branches, and during the early part of 
summer, the air in some districts is peifumed with their odor. 

Such, then, are the most prominent objects that meet the eye of tht 
wanderer in the New Zealand forest.) 

We will now proceed with our imrey of the country. 

The wetlera range* of hills, from its re>appearanco on the 
northern side of Kaipara harUw, continues uninterrupted to the 
mouth of the nokianga, wlulst (he eastern nnge, after leaving 
the Kaipara river, falls back towards the east cosst, and in its 
course northwards, after separating the valleys of Wairoa and Wau« 
gari, is joined by another, bat not so elevated a ratige, which 
forms the northen\ boundary of the Wangari valley. The united 
ranges then proceed northwards, and after bounding the valley of the 
Waima, are broken by (he Hokianga valley, or rather form, in con* 
junction with rhe western range, an immense knot of hills, extending 
from Wangaroa across to Hokianga, amongst which knot occur the 
highest summits in (lie peninsula. Another, but not very elevated 
range of hills, maybe trac^, cxteiidiog transversely across the country 
from Cape Rakaomnanga, at\d in which the Waicare and Kawa-kawa 
rivers, which flow into the Boy of Islands, take their rise. TIjts range 
also forms the line of separation between the valleys of the Waima and 
Wairoa, and hereobouts it appears to attain its greatest elevation. 

It will tlius be upparent that tbe valley through which the Wairoa 
rolls occupies a cansiderdble portion of the whole breadth of the 
peninsula throughout a length of sixty miles; and the actual lengtli of 
the river, from the bead of the cauoc navigation at Mangakahoa to tlie 
sea, is not far short of 250 miles, river crossing and recrossing the 
valley continually. Near Mangakabea the Kihu joins the Waicoafrom 
the westward, and some distance lower down it receives another tribu* 
tary from the eastward; and this ^rt of tbe valley is considered, by the 
natives tbeimelves, to be the richest district in the northern irinnd. 
Here a perfect level extends for a breadth from east to west of twenty* 
five miles, and about eight from. nQrt|i to jppuib, and the whole of it is 
snfliciently elevated above the. bed of Wairoa to render it secure 
against any desUoictive* inundations. A great portion of it is under 
cultivation by the natives of the extensive settlements of MangakabA 
and Kihu, who prt^uce more than enough to supply their wants with 
very little labour. Tlie principal artidet of produce are potetoes of 
rawiy varieties and excellent €|^ty, kumeras, kaiporkiai, Uro, cals* 
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^ bashes^ maize, turnips, pearhesi applet, quinros, watn* imtoiui, pump¬ 
kins, aii<] then are a few vinea. The potatoes grow Co a great size. On 
one occaaton a native chief presented me at tof departuie wiUi fhut 
potatoes, which together wighed 13 lbs., and when cooked, weft as 
fhrinareoui av the smaller ones. Hie peaches too are excellent, imd in 
such profusion, that despite the numbers tak* 1 1o. Uie Bay of Islands for 
sale amongst the Euro|>eana, and the gre^at mimbera consumed by the 
natives thetnselvea (for a Maori mil eat jieaches LiU lie is unable to 
move), the waste it immense, tlie ground in some phicea being literally 
covered with the roiting fruit The valley is bounded by extensive 
forests In which the cowrie abounds, and the hills, although I believe 
tlieir elevation to exceed 2,000 feet, arc clothed with wood to Utcir very 
summits. These foresu too ubound with wild pigs, wood pigeons, 
wild ducks, &c., and about the low grounds is found that singular bird 
the kiwi. The river is navigable fei canoes right down to the aoa, and 
abounds with flih (as indeed do all tlie Hd<i) rivers of Mew Zrsilund), of 
which the mullet and snapper are easily caught* and arc ofgoofl qiuilrfy. 
The e«isteni tribut<iry to tho W'airoa is also navigable, and iloiu the liead 
of fhc* navigation of this river to that of the Kaw.i-Kawa, which flown 
iTico the Hiiy of IvUnds, is a disUnice of only eight miicn, thus forming 
a water common ic lit ion. almost complete .^tighl tinougli tho centre of 
llie peninsula. 

Proceeding southwards, the valley coiitrncls, tho eastern side nIiII 
presenting an estensive flat coverc<l with rank vegi*tatioii, whilst tiu* 
western side presents a gradual slope up the hill% the whole siufaco 
lieing heavily timbered. v[t is in tlicsc mighty lor(*sU where the Bivoki* 
of the woodman's axe was never yet hcanl, and intb winch the light of 
day scarcely ever penetrated, that we find the finest timber in the 
country; and here it is that wc behold what will bo, under proper 
management, a source of wealth to thousands. , 

The scenery of those distri<^ is very striLing. Tnlike the dingy 
monotonous nppearanre of the Australasian forests, if wo look from 
the river over this, we see every tint of green fhal imagination can 
point. Fringing tho banks, you bdiokl the bnlUant tree terns and 
ti-tr^ whilst the mass of foliage beinnd, is vatied with countless hues, 
froQi^e doik and "ombn'huc of the selvetdcafed rimo and kahikatca. 
to the glittering one of the mighty punri or flowering harakii; licrc 
and there a grove of towai will spread their weeping festoons o wr tho 
foliage bencatli, wliilst die cowrie, towering a!)Ove all, pnirUiina itself 
the lord of the foiest. So much do these trees rise above others, that 
the spectator is at first inchnod to believe that they oro growing upon 
elevated spots. ^ o 
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At A distance of about thirty roiles from the m,.the character of the/ 
western bank of the Wairoa cliangea. Here the forest begins to grow 
more s<'ant, and a regular table land, iniereected by numerous creeks, 
extends for several miles to the foot of the bills. Upon getting near 
to the sea, the river is bounded to the weeiwsrd by bold cliA, wl^ich 
extend to the heads of Kaipara harbor, and hereabouts the country 
looks cheerless enough. 

The eastern bank preserves its character throughout, presenting an 
extensive flat, the only interruption being formed by the volcanic pe^ik 
ofToka^Toka, about hfleen miles from the sea. From the summit of 
this peak, we look over almost the whole range of the valley, os far as 
the hills whidi sepamte it from Wangari. Tn the wbola extent of this 
valley there are only Ihree European settlements. Tlie first oi these is 
the station of Mr. Forsyth, situated on the western bank of the 
about GO miles from the soa. He has a few acres of land cleared, and 
has had several good crops of wheat. At the commenccmetii of t]«e 
year 1812, he unfortunately got involved in a quarrel with the 
natives, wlten they destroyed his house ond plundered his stores. 

About tvrclve miles higher up (72 from the sea), we como to the 
station of Mr. Stevenson, one of the most enterprising settlers in New 
Zealand. He has an extensive sawing eitablishment, and abundance 
of timber at hand, with some convenience for discharging and loading 
vessels, there beiug 74, fathoms of water almost close to the bank. 
About the middle of t)ie year ] 842 he launched a schooner, of about 80 
tons burthen, which he hod built up a creek on his premises, but she 
was unfortunately lost towards the close oof the same year, near 
Hokianga, and waf plundered by the natives. 

About 25 miles above Mr. Stevenson's, we come to a settlement 
called Hobson Town, where there are several European families, who 
liave made considerable progress in clearing, and have built some 
substantial houses. In this neighbourhood, also, there ore two other 
Europeans, who have a few acres of land cl^red, upon which they 
raise good crops. Hiere is also a Wedeyan Missionaiy stationed about 
15 miles beyond this, and all the higher parts of the volley are solely in 
the hands of natives. 

One cause of so &w settlen having selected this district is, ffll bad 
reputation which Kaipora harbor has gained* Ceiiainly many vessels 
have been lost outside* but, in most cases, the disaster appears to have 
been occasioned by csreleisness, or by bad cliarts of the coast; and I 
nm not aware of any iuitance of a vcisel having been lost at the 
entrance to the harbor itself Mr. Stevenson Im brought in scvnal 
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vewifi, taken them lOOmilea up the river» and outa^iniia safety; 
and he declares that a few beacoua will obviate all Uie dillicHltiee that 
really exist, and says tliat he would answer few briugiu; in any vessel 
himself in security. Since, however, the Government has taken the 
aede of land into its own bauds, a &tBl check has been placed upon 
enterprise in this as in other quarters, the ouly laud put op at the 
Ooverniuetit sales being in the immediate viviui^ of Waitemata, in 
which the Government jobbers have some interest. 

The valley of the Wangari is much more coolracted than that of the 
Waicoa; and. generally speaking, the hills fkll almost abruptly to the 
river, though here and there a spot of level laud may be found, and 
the hills are for the most part well timbered. The river is navigable, 
for small vessels, for a considerable distance front the sea, advantage 
being taken of the tide; and there is an European j> 0 pulation, 
amounting probably to 300 souls, scattered throughout the valley. 
Tliere is also an extensive sawing establishment belon^g to Mr. 
Mair, one of the earliest settlers in Now Zealand. 

The strip of land included between the eastern range of hills and the* 
coast, and stretching between Waitemata and Waiigari. presents a 
succession of rugged hills, covered with light fern, and deep swampy 
hollows, in which grows the koraddi, or^floxof New Zealand. It is 
destitute of timber, and in some parts of water, for many leagues; and 
altogether presents a most desolate aspect. The islands which lie oS it 
are also, for the most ])art, desert. 

Ill the largo island of Waihekeh there is some good timber, with a 
sprinkling of cowrie; anS there are two good table kiids, one near the 
centre of the island, atid the other near tho coast dh the northern aide. 

Ihe strip of land included between the western range of hills and tho 
coast is completely desert throughout its whole length, from Manuebao 
to Cape Maria Van Dieman; but its breadth in few places exceeds four 
or Ave miles. 

The tract of country ^tretebiug to the northward of Wangari, as far 
as the knot of hills at the back of Wangaroa, and lying between tlie 
east coast and the eastern range of hills, is extremely rugged, presenting 
a succession of lotty fern-clad hills, mth liere and there a patch of 
woo^ and broken lu places by contracted vaUeys. Some flue table 
lands, however, occur in this region, of which it will be necessary to 
s]>cak. The finest of these table laiuls is that of Kikohe, situated nearly 
in A parallel with the Bay of Islands, about half-way between the 
eastern and western coasts, and elevated about 800 feet above the level 
of the sea. It contains about 26 square miles of ground, and is crossed 
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hy nnm^roii9 streanis, aotiio of ivhicbfflouing westerly^ .{>aM betwoeu 
the lull^, liiid join the ‘H'aima; wbfl»t others flowing sonthetiy 
easterly, unite to form one oi Uie sources of the Waitangi. Tbo hills 
arouiifl the tabic land rise to a considerable height aboTe it, and are 
skirted hy fine cowrie foreeU, the most extensive of which was wan* 
loitly consumed by fire in March, 1643. At the north-east extremity 
18 a lake called Morwai, a fine sheet of water, whose surface is perhaps 
equal to two and u half aqtuire miles. Its depth in few places exceeds 
10 feel, and the bottom is a oompiete forest of trees, the branches of 
which being very slightly decayed, sliows that the ground has sunk at 
no distant i)eriod, which notion is corroborated by the traditions of the 
natives. The waters obotnid with cds» which the natives manage to 
take with tlieir hands. 

On the southern side of this lake, and elevated about five hundred 
feet above it, b the crater of Pukeuui, which appears to have been in 
action not long since; and from the numerons hot springs and small 
lakes of volcanic mud around its base, Uiere is reason to apprehend thst 
it will again break forth. 

The land roiiiid Kikoho is exclusively possessed by native tribes, 
who have bound themseivea by solemn compact never to allow an Eu¬ 
ropean to reside amongst them ; and hitherto every uflbrt on the part 
of Europeans to obtain a footing in this district has failed of success. 
It is rather an amusing fact that the lay missionary* with whom this 
measure originated, upon bis^ recently applying for permission to reside 
at Kikohe, was refused by the natives. 

The next table plain that may be noticed ill that of Weimate, which 
lies eastuajd of KiK;ohe, a^id distant about fifteen miles from the Day 
of Is Iain Is. This is tocn^y a narrow shelf, extending along the hills 
about three miles in lengili from cast to west, and nowhere exceeding 
one mile in breadth, and elevated about 500 feet above the level of the 
sra. Tins is the principal settlement of the Cburdi Missionary 
Society, which has built a church here, and most of the land around is 
claimed by individuals, members of that body. The land is, however, 
very poor, being little better than volcanic umd, and there is a* great 
deficiency of timber. The situation, too, is extremely cold, and it is 
with great difficulty that even the more ddicate ihiite of Ea^glaua are 
brought to peribctioii. The MissionaTj Society has mode a road from 
the settlement to the head of the navigation of the Keri-Keri river, 
distant nine miles, for the more convenient carriage of goods Irom the 
Bay of Islands. 

The third, and bat taUt land of any extent, U that of Tia&i, 
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^ situated to the aouth-east of Waimate^ contaiiiiu;; tbiriyhve 
aqiiftre miles of aurlhce, and varying in elevation from two hundred to 
three hundred feet above the level of Llic sea. Hus dietrict k iutctv 
aected by the Waiaruah river^ the principal branch of Uioae which 
tom the Wnitangi; but the waters roll over a bed of lava, without 
ibmiing aj)y valleyi and during Hoods a greet extent of laud is 
ifiundated by them. There is very little good land iu this diatriot, 
much of it being swampy; whilst the portions thx frbm this are so 
covered with scoria as, iiiai being removed, to present little but a barren 
surface of lavs. Almost eveiy spot Uiat presents but &w diilicuUies 
to the settler is already occupied, and 1 should think that the total 
Euro}>can population of the Hami district is not hr short of one huiu 
dred and htly. The most vslusblc portion of it is a plot at the 
southern extremity, called Pakamka, whicb is the property of the Bev. 
H. Williams (Church Missionary), and where tlierc is a considcrablo 
apace of land itndcr cultivation. Hiere is a great deficiency of timber 
ttirougliotii. the whole district, what (here is being small and of the 
less valuable kinds. Of the volleys which intersect tins region, the 
only two worth naming arc the Kawa*Kawa and W^’aicare rivers. To 
these, however, (here is but little availiiblc land, but they derive value 
fiom the timber which clothes the bilk aroimd them. Along the 
Kawa,>KawH thei'e are many European settlers, who are principally 
occupied in building small cralt for the coasting trade. On this rivei', 
too, is situated the deserted Russel, and at its mouth wo find Uio 
Wahapu, a considerable settlement, up to which whalers and other 
vessels generally come fA* the p\iq> 08 e ofrehltiug. 

The principal settlements in the Bay of Islaudi arc Kororavika and 
Pahia. The former is built around h line land-locked bay, in which 
there is good anchorage, and contains a population exceeding live 
hundred, and is in every respect the chief place of business for the 
whole peninsula. Pahia is a settlement occupied solely by persons 
connected with tlje Church Mission; it lies on the western shore of 
the bay, eicactly opposite to Kormariks, aud would be of uo value for 
any purposes of traffic. 

To tlie northward and eastward of the Bay of Islands, as far as 
Wangaroa, the country is a complete desert; the only river being the 
Keri-Keri; and this rolls over a bed of lavs, forming no valley, the 
country around being completely destitute of timber. 

If we now proceed northwards fiom Mangakahca and cross the hills, 
we shall behold u valley varying iu breadth firom tlirce to ten miles, 
through which flows the Waima river^ receiving, m it proceeds, nume* 
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rous tnbuUrieV fioni the hills on the essteni side. One of klie most 
reniHtVable ol those minor streams^ is one formed bj the confluence of 
several from tlie (able land of Kikohc. the waters having forced a 
l»Gtweeii the hills, rush down with great fury for about a miles 
and th(*n tumble over the edge of a i)crpeudicular precipice into a glen 
of cowrie, the height of the precipice from the tops of the trees being 
certaitily not short of 3U0 feet. The impetuosity with which the water 
has been nishing previously, causes it to oveishoot the precipice, and 
after formitig a beautiful translucent arch iii tlto air, it falls contiimoualy 
in the form of heavy raiu tipon the forest below. The hills that bound 
tins valley are well clothed with timber throughout, and there is a good 
sprinkling of cowrie, lu an agricultural point of view this is by fur 
the finest part of the Hokiaiiga district, a fertile flat extendirg on either 
side of the liver for a Icngtli of twenty miles. There are many Kuro* 
pean settlers scattered about it, who are mostly cccupieil in cutting and 
suwing timber, splitting ehing]es> &c., and the river being navigable 
for boats, considerable couvcnicncc is uiforded Ibr reaching tlio sidtle* 
luents CHI the main trunk of the Hokianga. The VVaima, at its junction 
with the Mokianga, is about a mile mid a half wide, ami on the ]>oint 
to tlic right is the English setUomeui of Mntukraka, and to (he left is 
Herds Point, whore a police,niagitLrate resides. 

The main stream of the Hokianga is formed by the confluence of tlic 
numerous streams that take thoir rise among the lofty bills which stretch 
across the country from Wansaroa nearly to the west coast. It is not 
navigable for vessels any higher than the point where it receives the 
Waima, at which iK>int it is about two miles ^Vide ; but boats may pro« 
ceed mitch higher, &1thc*<gh very little is gnined in absolute distance 
owing to its very serpentine course. The whole vnlley is filled with 
forest, and cowrie prineijiaily; but miforUinatdy much has been already 
destroyed from iqere caprice, and the same system of wanton destruction 
going on must ultimately exterminate the tree to no purpose whatever. 

'ilie principal European settlements in this district are Haureki, Gau- 
gau, and the .Wesleyan Mission settiement of MuogUDU; but there is a 
very large population, European and American, scattered about the 
valley, whose chief occupation is ct^ting timber. Consideting the 
length of time during which many of these men have resided here, 
this district has, perhaps, made less progress than any other in tlie 
country; agriculture, and in ih^ every thing, having been neglected, 
owing to the profit that has arisen from the timber trade. Great evil, 
too, has been caiuod by the system the priucipal settlers refusing to 
- pay their sawyers in any form except in English goods, spirits, or to* 
bacA:o; and these, top, at the mostniinous prices. Some have even been

^ ill the habit of Jiayiiig only ia spiriU ao<l tobacco^ with juat sufficient 
clothing to cover the iiidividoal'a iiakedueM; and this h»s produced a 
degree of moral degradation in this class, p^hapa scarcely paralleled 
in the annals of the world—they are even looked upon by the natives 
with contempt and aldiotrence. 

71)0 country to the northmrd of Hokiatiga, and between that and 
WangBToa, is one immense forest of the most valuable trees. It is, for 
the most pai't, very high ground, hut is broken by innumerable ravines, 
through each of which runs a stream of mier. 'fhere are several Euro¬ 
pean settiements around Wangaroa harbour, the inhabitants of which 
sre employed in cutting timber and bringing it down to tlie cosst. Upon 
the outskiiis of this immense forest, to Uie northward, extends a very 
vHlnablo hat, upon which are situated the European settlements of 
Moijgunui and Kitaia. The former is a very promising place, but the 
latter, owing to its being a Church Mission settlement, is exclusive/’ 
At Kitaia h church has been built. To tlie noithward of this flat, a 
long narrow neck of sand stretches to within about eight miles of Uie 
coast to the extreme north, aod hero again tho land rises, and forms a 
succession of bold precipices extentling between the North Capo and 
Capo Mitria Van Diernati. In this district, however, there U one valley 
of small extent called the Raiiiga, whic]^ term is also applied to the 
lofty precipitous rock that overhangs the chatmel between the main land 
and the small island that forms the true North Cape. 

The natives have a curious 8U{>er8titiou respecting the Railiga. Tliey 
imagine that the soul of ever}' indivkluid who dies hi New Zealand 
rushes along the island tb tlie northward, ond ultimately plunges itself 
over the llainga into the occau. Not far from tho^^ck a small hut has 
been built, wiiei'e a native priest regularly resides, whose busiuesB is to 
register the Tuiniber of deatlis, he being supposed to derive certain 
knowledge of each death from die riisbing noise ma<^e by the spirit as 
it passes the hut on its way to its final destination. 

lliis cursory sketch .will be sufficient to point out where the available 
districts of the Peninsula are situated, and in wliat their resources chiefly 
consist; and in addition to those already menlioiierl, it may be remarked 
that irou abounds in the Tiami district and around Waimatc; aod there 
are aome veins of rich copper ore in tho ueighborhood of Wangaroa, all of 
which, though of litUe value at tho present time, owing to the want of 
labor, will, by aud by, assist greatly in rendering the country inde¬ 
pendent of tbreign old. It will be seen also that the oatural obstacles 
which the country proseiite to the formatiou of roails will be slightly 
felt, owing to the extent of water communication which might be easily 
rendered complete. Tho only great difficulty which presents itself to 
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(he speedy occujmtiou of this porUoo of New Zedaod, is the hr^ 
number of iialives tiow iu posieasiou of the finest districU. But these 
are disap{>eanng ijrom various causes. In the first place^ many of 
them are miiigrating; for despite the advatitage which they derive ftom 
T'uropeati trafiic, they prefer much to remain unmolested: their haogh^ 
spirit ill brooks the superiority assumed by Europeans. Secondly» a 
very latge proportion of the popnIaUon were^ a few yean back, slaves, 
and the influence of the missionaries has caused very many of the chiefs 
to give these their freedouii upon which they have returned to ^eir 
own tribes in Uie cental aod southern parts of the island. And, 
thirdly, vast numbers die from diseases, which the white man carries 
wherever he goes; and althougli these diseases may have but slight 
effect u]K)n his constitution, yet among the indolent and dii^y natives 
tlieir ravages are very fatal. Scrofula is a very predominant disease 
amongst them, and they state that this has increased tenfold since the 
arrival of Europeans, perhaps owing to their having Icfl off iho practice 
of anoiaiing their bodies with oil, which, if it did no other good, at ail 
events kept them comparatively clean, hiasmucb as they were accus¬ 
tomed to wash previous to a fresh application. 

There are, however, many fine districts almost devoid of natives, and 
these ought to be settled at gnee. A reason, perhaps, why attention 
liai not been drawn to this portion of the island is, that it has been 
supposed to be almost entirely in the hands of the missionaries. But 
it must be apparent, from what I have said, tliat there are many dis* 
tricts, and tliat there is already a considerable population entirely 
independent of these; and even were it otherwise, w*e should not there¬ 
fore bo justified in f^avinr/ the most valuable part of the country in their 
hands. Wolves will not retire from the forest for the accommodation 
of man^iie must first encroach, and ultimately they may become 
tamed, or, if not^ they must be driven out. 

Unquestionably the missionaries have done, hitherto, much injury to 
odier classes of the population; but so soon^aa they found the tide of 
emigration to be irresistible, although previously they had in vaiu 
lectured the natavea on the impropriety of having any dealings widi 
the wicked set of men” who were emning into the countiy, they fed- 
lowed the example of their discipksi and, are now endeavoring to ac¬ 
cumulate wealth at the expense ot thesi mu^-abused emigrants, which 
their long establishment and continual support from England give them 
facilities in doing. Most of theee men now send ^ir cattle to the 
mariiet and their com to the miU, ^d ** prim Miasioo beef’* is com¬ 
monly seen exposed and thus ticketed in die butcher’s shop in Koror- 
. vika. The Mission mutton ii) btfwrftx, caie&lly avoided, as a by 
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niiisionary stationed at Waimate, sent auch numbera of diseased sheep 
to the market, that the health of the popuJaticu began to be afiected, 
and the police magistrate ut Kororarika waa compelled to give orders 
to the constables to seize and destroy anj^ anoh animals that they might 
sea in thture^ and to intimate to the said person that if he sent nny 
more, he (the magistrate) should be compelkd to take sarious notice 
thereof. Another of these individuals, ataiioned up iho Waicare river, 
has for some time ibllowed the profeuion of a niarkei gardener, with 
considerable profit. 

I only know of two exceptions to those reGoerks, and in cousecj^uence 
of thcae two not doing as otliera do, tliey have been a objected to con- 
tiinial persecution by the ^^cocnioittee,’’ which appears to me to be a 
very questionable kind of coimcil. 

It is to be Sloped, however, that under a more vigorous governor, 
who has gone out, at all events, &ee from the shackles into which the 
other had partly been led, and partly involved himself, a totally difierent 
system will be adopted, and that we shall not see again the intercala of 
tho comomuity at large sscriticed to the belfishncss of a boily of men, 
who, considering their professions, have been much too iiitlueutial iu 
worldly matters. 

In conclusion, looking at New Zealand generally, it may be said 1 
think that no country has fairer prospects. Tt is situated in Uic heart 
of the Southern Whale Fisheries, and is in tho high road between the 
Australasian colonies and tlie Republica of South Americd. Its 
resources, aioi*eover, are peculiariy well adapted to this position. Tliere 
ure its splendid harbors &i which the navies of tho worhl might nde 
with sofetythere arc its spars and timber ;«--thero is lU flax, which 
will undoubtedly be one day more appreciated shaii it is at present;— 
(here are its miocraU, its iron and copper, which must no longer remain 
buried in the earth; and, in addition to these, its climate is well adapted 
to ihe growth of wheat, and is such as to remler it a safe provision 
store, llie countriee whose shores are washed by the waters oi’ tho 
mighty Pacific are all of them yet in (heir iafancy—some of them but 
half di6COvercd^-K)thera just emerging from riaveiy or from anarchy; 
and the resources of not one perfectly understood. This side of the 
world prescnli a wide theatre for cuteiprisc, hitherto almost untouched; 
but (he time may be expected to arrivo when the Pacific Ocean will be 
the great high the nations, when power, opulence, and civt- 

liaation, will glitter on its shores, and then may the country, that wc 
have been endeavoring to describe in part, be expected to bold a high 
place in the list of the great and mighty raes. W« H. S.

TBADE OF JAVA. 

Any infonmtion on the trade and commerce of Java must, ut the 
present time, be interesting and oiefiil. 

Recent accounts from Sourabaya state that in the high lauds of Java 
oolTee, indigo, ciimamon, and tea plantatious continue to be formed, 
and that the provinces lying on the east coast of Java have risen very 
much n\ importance from this extension. Many of the new harbors 
on the south and south-east coast of Java, such as Batsaruwan^ Pro- 
boliiigo, Patjitang, Tjilajap, olc., have, within the last ten years, bceir 
increased from petty compoiigs, or villages, to important trading 
towns ^ and the export of Java produce from these harbors has also 
been HUgmeuted very materially, cvea uithiii the last twelvemonth. 
The monopoly of the Dutch Government, which compels the delivery 
into its warehouses of all produce destinod for tlie European markets, 
and for which it pays the producer scarcely more than ono-third of the 
araount realised on the coiitineot, has not prevented the ibrmation of 
new plantations, as the owners (chiefly of the Caucasian race) con¬ 
tinually become richer; and those who, two or three years back, may 
have laid out propet:ties, valued then at 5,000, 10,000, or 20,000 
guilders, or more, can now s^t, or let them, for double, or even treble, 
the original coat; as, notwithstanding the monopoly, they yield an 
interest of 10 or 12 per ceut. 

However favorable may be the formation of new plantations, as far 
as the Batavian Government and the landowners are concerned, it 
cannot be said, however, that the uativea are benefitted; ibr, in con- 
sequence of tbis^colonization of Java, the number of pastures, rice and 
mai;se grounds, etc., has been materially diminished, whereby the neces¬ 
saries of life have increased in price, during the last five or sU years, 
from 200 to 300per cent Hence it arises, that in many of the provinces 
the native landowners are compelled by dieir chiefs to cultivate given 
portions with rice, maize, and tobacco, uid other of their grounds with 
indigo or sugar-(*anes. The native ptmees have an interest in pro- 
motiog the growth of the staple, received into the Government 
magazines, as they receive a premiani on them, according to the 
extent of their population aud the quantity produced, the indigo- 
refiners and the pioprieton of sugar^mills (almost all Europeans) 
being also initramental in encouraging them. 
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A good idea can be fonned of the iDcreaao in the paltiYation of Ibe 
Gorennnent monopoly produete^ from tite bet that in the aingle pro« 
vijice of Weatbaglen (about sixty arjuare siilca in extent) eighty-six 
indigo refineries have been establUheil within seven or eight years. 

.That the increased cultivation, and newly-established mills, etc., 
give employment to a great num^r of persous, may be preaumed \ but 
in Java the poor native it compelled by his chief to work for the land¬ 
owner at such low wages, that be is unable to support biinsdf <|D(I 
family by his eaminga. Poverty, therefore, prevails more than in 
earlier times; and, while the enormous increase in the export trade 
tlio island of Java probably hilt Europe with astonishment, cruel 
poverty sdvancea with giant steps, the existing state of things being 
calculated to divide the population into two opposite clusaes—the very 
rich and the very poor; and the middling classes, in the meantime, 
disappearing gradually, more and more. 

By mi official statement of tlie exports of the island of Java, published 
in ihe Indian papers lost received, iC appears that the trade of (liis 
and promising isIarKl has experienced a rapid incieasing progression. 

Passing over the minor articles of export, and taking tlie great 
siaple productions of ihe island which constilule its export trade, we 
And that cultivation of indigo, and its eiy^ort, have increased during 
the lost seventeen years, as follows :•••

If this be 
the average price, and that it cannot be manufactured lower, Bengal 
has little to fear from Javanese competition.

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For 1811, the estimated valt^ is 388 lakhs of Jsvs rupees, or sboQt 
two miIlio)is and a half sterling; there haying been exported, in addi¬ 
tion to the coffee consumed on the isiaod, no leas a quantity than one 
hundred and thirty millions of potmds. The exporUtion of rice is not 
noticed in the returns till the year 1837, when it amounted to po 
iakhs of rupeea annually. 

The value of mace, nutmegs, and cloves, exported in the year 1835, 
is computed at 1,183,000 Java rupees, and in the year 1841, at 
3,183,000. 

The gradual and uninterrupted increase in sngar plainly evidences 
the capabilities and fertility of the island. The exportation being from 
1835 to 1841, a period of se%*enteen years, os follows

In Banca tin, the increase has been in the ratio of «?00 per cent, in 
the exports, though the prices of late years have considerably decreased. 
In 1825 (he quantity exported was 9,118 pekuls, realising 519,500 
Java rupees; in 1841 the exports Md-e 48,000 pekuls, and the value 
little less tlian 32 lakhs of rupees. 

The progress made by the Dutch in the Indian Archipelago, since 
the restorution of the Island of Java at the general peace of 1815, is 
not less creditable to their persevering industry than it is of importance 
to tlie other nations of Europe with whom their productions come into 
competition. 

We have yet no accurate return of the production of last year, but 
we have been furnished with the following report of the arrivals in the 
Dutch polls, which will give an approximation sutBciently close to 
draw a general conclusion. The cof^ imported amounted to 1,040,000 
bags, or about 73,800 tons. The indigo sold by the trading company 
during the year amounted to 10,900 chests of the same diipansioua as 
our ^st India from Calcutta. The sales of auger amonnted to 230,734 
.packages, or about 46,000 tons English weight, against about 45,000 
in 1641 and 1843 respectively. These quantities appljgto the sales 
mode at Amsterdam and Rotterdam, and are mcefusive of the quantities 
imported at other ports, and shipped directly from die colony to other 
parts of the world. It wDl further be observed that the quantities sold 
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within the year are not neceisarily a tett of the quasUtiet produced in 
tliat year, although there ii no doubt whatever bi^ (hat the produce of 
1843 exhibits an increase in all the great ataplea in an undii^nisbed 
ratio. It may not be out of place to appeiMl to this statement a return of 
the Exports from Manilla, in the half year ending let July, 1.843;—

TiiYK why may not the philanthropUt indulge the rearonelJe hope« tliat 
it is poaaible to civilise the African, and improve \m physical confer* 
motion, at the somo lime that liis intellectnal raculties arc exalted ? To 
prove that this desirable end^founded on the principle of indnetion*-* 
may not be so unattainable :i% many have supi)OBcd; and tiuit it )ias 
been partially reali 2 cd, I shall nowatiduce a few exampleAof Africana ur 
their descendants, who have diatingnislied tliemselves either nn authors, 
statesmen, or divines; ond first of one who is little known. I ailmlc 
to Francis Williams, a native of Jamaica. 

Francis Williams,* a negfO, was bom in Spanish Town, Jamaica, 
and educated at the expense of the Duke of Montague, who took 
great interest in il)e welfare of the Africans, Anxious tu give the be- 
nighted negro an opportunity of showing whether his intellects were as 
capable of cultivation as those of the European, lie chose Williams, h 
hoy of uncommonly bright parts, as a fit sulQect for experiment. He 
had long, m he expressed himself, desired to solve the problem, whether 
it was possible or not, by means of careful cultivation, to render the 
negro equal to the Eiuoponn in mental accomplishments. Williams, 
whose father aijd mother were both free, was accordingly sent to Eng¬ 
land, and placed first at a grammar-school, when, having acquired the 
rudiments of education, he was removed and sent to Cambridge, where 
he made some progress in mathematics. Long, the historian of Jamaica, 
the only authority, touching the life oC Williams, I am able to cite, in¬ 
sulted his memory and ailecled to deapise bis talents; and with a nar¬ 
rowness of mind, which in his day was the sin not only of the une<lu* 
rated, but of the learned and well-infon.ied classes in England and the 
West Indies, speaks thus contemptuously of tlie poor African.

obtain honoiAble employment, iv wliich his talents might have been 
successfully developed; higldy educated, with exalted ideas of the value 
of classical learning; contemned, despised, and tmcapled on—excluded 
from the society of tlie whites by prejudice, aiid estranged from the con¬ 
verse of his own color Iw his superior attainments; Williams was 
rompclled to seek the necessary means of existence in the labor of 
education, and accordingly opened a school in Spanish Town, whore 
he instructed the few scholars that were sent him in reading, wyillDg, 
mathematics, and the classics. 

While thus engaged Ije selected a negro pupil with a view of making 
him bis successor, and assiduously instnteted him in all the learning 
that he himself possessed. But unfortunately, probably from over 
application, he became deranged, and Williams never repeated the 
attempt.* Long, who did not scruple io blacken the character of 
Williams, in seeking to depreciate the talents of the negro, seixed upon 
this isolals<l and unforlmialc fact to strengthen his risU and unfounded 
opinion, that the black man was but a vocf^ive brute, or monkey erect ;t

Probably he ima- 
gineit it a more easy way of acqoiriug. among the negroes, the reputation of a great 
srholw, by tfaeae superficial inodes, wWch catch tlie eye, than by talking of Euclid, 
wliom they know nothing about/'—/owofes, vol. i- p. 47€.

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aiid in his anxiefy to anpport tliia theory, J)er/<f9 au( ne/ai^ he inserts 
a quotation from Mciitetquiea, to the effect, that in hot climates there is 
no force or vigor of minil necessary for human action:—“ There is,^’ he 
anys, curiosity, no noble enterprise, no generous eentimeut/* 
Taking this for a text, tlicugh hU remarks precede the quotation, he 
says, that considering the difference which climate may occasion, the 
experiment would have been more fairiy tried upon a native Afncan (!); 
that it WAS possible the tiorthem air imparted a tone to his oigans * of 
which they would not have been sbscepiible in a warm climate, and that 
Montesquieu, &c. icc. If then this be true, it must hold equally good 
of all nations living neartliu eqtiator, and must equally apply to those 
West Indians who constitute Uiemselvcs'^os wns the cose with I^ng— 
judge and jury. Such rash opinions were mi wort!) y of Long; u man 
of eloquence, sagacity, and erudition. But he was blinded by a foul 
prejudi<*e, his only reasons for such opinions being after the manner of 
the old epigram on Fell

/do flot Uke thee, Doctor Fell. 

Tlie character of tiie unfortunate Williams is thus summed up by his 


published while Loi^ was wriUng iiis history f Had it been, it woatd have been ron- 
ttilerfd and quoted as dcmoDStratire proof of the Mminass of the theory, for in those 
days learned end nitleamed sought to prove the negro, bcetuse it saited tWriDteresti, 
a mere bmte. Even the phlloM^bio (!) Ilumr, as be has been called by his friends, 
wu not above the meanness of depreciating what he hsd never examined. He lays 
sneeriogly, ** Id Jamaica indeed iliey talk of ope Dt§ro is a man of parte and learning; 
bnt it ia likely he is ndfolred (or very slender accompliahments, like a parrot who 
apeaki a few words plainly;" and a Mr. Estinck, pnrsuing the same idea, ohaerves, 
** Although A negro is fouiil in Jamaica or elsewJiere, ever so aeoaible sad acute; yet 
If he is incapable of moral scDsatlons, or perc^ves them only as beasts do simple ideas 
withoQt the power<of combmotfon, in order to Qse, it is a mark tliat dlstlogaishea him 
from the man who /eefr, and is capable of these moral seoaitions, who know their 
application, and the purposes of Uiem as raffidentiy, as he himself ii disUngnlihed 
from the highest species of bratea." T have not space to rebut Ibis aonaense. All 
I will uy is, that I XtMvt known negroes as moral, as coBadenUoDS, and as hraest, as 
any white men in umilar slloations.

children and his slaves with a severitj bordering on cruelty ; he was fond 
of*having great deference paid to him* and exacted it in the utmost 
degree from the negroes; he afiected a singularity of dress, and parti¬ 
cularly grave cost of countenance, to impress an idea of wisdom and 
learning; and, to second this view, he wore in common a huge wig, 
which made a very veneraltle figure/* * 

Admitting that Williams did look down with sovereign contempt 
upon his brethren the blacks, which folly in all human probability he 
did commit, it was but the development of that principle in human 
nathre, which is ever desirous of exalting itself at the expense of its 
fellow creatures; and is to be detected equally in the white and the 
black man. Was Long unacquainted with the characters of Scnliger, 
Melancthou, Maupertius, and Luther? Or had he never road of Para- 
rebus, of Parrhasius, or of Thessalos, whose vanity raused him to 
engrave on bis tomb near theAppian Way, Conqueror 

of Physicianst" But why go so fcr back? Were Chore no vani^- 
stricken scholars in his days? Bentley had just died^say when Long 
was between ciglit and nine^^nd for year%after the controversies which 
that pedant hod excited were maintained, talked of, and argued, with all 
the zeal and violence of the odinm fhcoiofftctun^mj, uven up to the 
time of our collegiate life, it tvas common to go over the arguments of 
Boyle ond Bentley relative to the epistles of Phularis, as if they I)dd 
been but of yesterday's growth. Why did Long pass over these persons 
and attack the iiiendiess, the despisetl, the cnslavwlliegro ? Learning, 
mere learning, such as Johnson and Bentley possessed, is ever Uie 
fruitful cause of vanity. Is not tlie aclf-aufficiency of Uio village 
sclioohnoster proverbial? Hs assumes a superiority which Im neither 
possesses nor is entitled to,— 

WhiU words of learned length and Uiand’ring sound 

Amaze the gulng nistiet ranged around. 


It was then the vice of the craft, of tlic calling to which Williams 
was compelled to resort to procure the necessaries of life, and not any 
idiosyncrasy peculiar to the African, that led him into the eiTOr of sup¬ 
posing, that because he possessed more acquired information tlian his 
brethren, Uiat, therefore, he bod a right to treat them with contumely. 
Again, if Williams wore a wig, to ** make a venerable figure,*' do not 
many of our youths and ladiH wear wigs to improve their appearance; 

Mi 
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and wei’e not wi^ commonly worn in those clays by i)hysicianflt to make 
them look learned, grave, and venerable ? And here the classical 
I'eader cannot fail to recollect the anecdote of Csasar, who, desirous of 
concealing his baldness, the ciTect of a dissipated life, as has been said, 
pctitioTied Iho Senatus popuiusque Roma^ to be permitted to wear a laurel 
cro^vn. He, Iiowever, did not inform tliem that it was for the purpose 
ofcoucealiug his baldness, but intimated that he desired it as a distin¬ 
guishing insigne or mark of the opinion they entertained of the great 
services ho Ijad rendered his country. The prater of the petition was 
granted, and wc are told that Oawr was more gratified with this boon— 
because it ministered to his vanity—than he had been with all the 
orations, and triumphs, and honors, and dignities, tlmt «i grateful nation 
bad conferred upon liim. 

If, then, we detect in Williams’s wig the same weakness which Ve 
discover in the laurel of Caesar, ought we not to ascribe its assumption 
to the inherent love of approbation, common to all the human race—of 
00111 * 86 , including the negro—rather than pronounce that it was iudi- 
uative of organic defect in the African people? 

The charge, however, of treating his parents with disdoin, if not 
contumely, and behaving towards his children and servants witli se¬ 
verity, though of a more serious nature, and neither to be palliated nor 
excused, when rcgarde<i as ixn act of the individual, is certainly not 
tcTiable when it is employed as an argument by which aspersions are 
hea})ed upon the whole African race. For it is possible to find among 
Europeans, aud those even pf tlic most exalted genius, men who, like 
Williams, have committed theuuclves by tlicir cruelly and contumely 
both to their family and rhiklreii. #)arl Ferrars shot his servant in 
cold blood; MiUofi proved himself a harsh spouse;’' and the much 
admired author of the S(^ime»(al /aumey, according to I-ord Or ford, 

preferiwd a dead ass to a living motherSir John Sosine abandoned 
a son to poverty in the midst of riches: and n Countess of Mac<desneld 
forsook, nay, persecuted, the child whoso advent in tlie world had 
released lior from the embraces of & man she abhorred. In my own 
circle, n gentleman of enormous fortune recently dying in Paris, left 
ii}>wardH of oi4e hundred thousand pounds to charities, and a daughter 
with six childi'en, and an <?inbaiTasse<1 husband, to starve on fifty 
pounds a-year! Do these examples—which could be multiplied—leave 
the un&iended Williams solitary in the calendar of social oAemlers? 
Would it be fair to infer from the violence of Ferrars, the harshness of 
Milton, the relentlessncss of Soane, tbe impiety of Sterne, the unna¬ 
tural conduct of the Lady Macclesfield, or the iuozcusable cruelty of 
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the gentleman last dludod to, that the entire people of tlie British 
Iries are accustomed “ to treat their fiircrits with disdain, and behave 
towards their children and servants with a severity bordering on 
cruelty V' Shame, then! and double shame! rest ou the memory of 
that mau who, instigated by interest and blinded by prejudice, would 
seek to blast the character of anoUier merely because he differed from 
him in state, station, color, and comidexion.* 

Williama defined himself to be “n white man acting under a black 
skillaud attempted to prove logically that a negro was superior to a 
mulatto, or any other proles between the white and the black man. by 
the following syllogism:—** A simple white or a simple black com¬ 
plexion was respectively perfect; but a mulatto, being a heterogeneous 
medley of both, was imperfect ; ergo, inferior. A proi^silion so dog¬ 
matic neither demands refutation nor re^iuites comment. It is the 
dexterous invention of a desperate mind, embittered by neglect, and 
sharpened by indignation. In the depreciation of rivals, self-love re¬ 
pays itself for the contumelies it lias received, and in the disparage¬ 
ment of competitors seeks cither indemnity ibr t)io rudeness of 
coiiteutiou, redress ibr tbc insolence of success, or satlsfiiotion for the 
mortification of defeat. A sensitive mind, smarting under unmerited 
obscurity, yet conscious of superiority—endowed by nature, yet shackled 
by circumstance—is too prone to magufty the evils, and diminish the 
advantages, of position. This was unfortunately Williams's caec, In 
a coutest with the whiles be knew he had no chance of success; among 
slaves he would meet witli no one willing to contend. To the whites, 
therefore, ho readily cObceded Uiai which he arrogated, and was cu- 
tUleil lo iiom the blacks; but the colored inhabi^iiU were his rivals, 
and consequently lie felt und expressed himself as any tnuii under 
similar circumstanced would iiavc done, rassion, aud not reason, 
plumed the thought. 

Of Williams’s literary attainments, means of judging arc scarcely in 
our power; all that I know of his works bcung tlie ballad already 
alluded to, and a Latin ode to Governor llaldanc, iUiljci'aily criticised 
by Long. I shall extract the x’oemt in question; and, though I am by

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Vonuses aud iSavaea, wUb all Uie machinery of a fenciful myiho- 
logy, Here made to supersede nature, nitj all that ms natural iu nature 
or man. The charge made by Long, of the exalted panegyric^' in 
which it is written, roust bo attributed to educatioo, and probably an 
early perusal of the works ofDrydea, at that tiroe very popular, and 
wiiose dedications of which to his patrons were couched in such laU'* 
guage as puts human nature to the blush ; equalling, if they do not 
suj pass, in catachristic epithet and monstrous hyperbole, the flattery 
of Horace, and the adulation of VjrgU. 

Tho next ACrioau, or rather desceudain of an A£ncan, with whose 
history I am acquainted, is I^naiim Sancho^ who was born on board a 
slave ship, on its passage to Cartbagena, where he was baptised by the 
name of Ignatius. Ilis parents appear to have died before he atUiioed 
the age of boyhood, and being conveyed to ETigland, was pmenUd by 
his n^ter to two sisters at Greenwich, who suinamed him Suncho. 
While there he attracted the attention of the Duke of Montague, w hose 
Duchess subsequently took him into lier service, and gave him the 
appointment of butler. He coiitiuuod in the service of her Grace till

Here at his leisure 
hours he indulged his taste for music^ litemture, and pAnting, and at 
the same time, wrote some pieces of poetry, and a dissertation on the 
theory of music. He died in 1780, subseciucnt to which Jekyli wrote 
his biography, not distinguished, however, by remarkable depth/or 
storied erudition ; and his letters, some of which were printed in the 
prose volume of the Elegant Sketchesy once a very popular book** 
seller's work, were published for the benefit of his family. 

Mr. Thomas Fisher furnished Mr. Montgomery Martin, as the latter 
tells us, in his History of the British Colonies,'' with the following 
very biief notice of Africans, or negroes, who have distinguished tliem* 
selves in (he walks of literature, theology, politics, or po'^try. Some 
of these, however, were not Africans, but half*castes, and consequently 
may be ohjected to, as examples of the development of negro intellect, 
by tho Long and Monboddo school. Be it so. Tmket SHtj quemquc 
votuptas, J do not envy their feelings. 'J1ic following, he says, arc u icw ^ 
examplcN of African negroes who have l>ccn matheniaticians, physU 
ciuns, divines, philosophers, linguists, pocU, generals, and niorcha^its, 
all eminent iu tlicir altuinmeiits* energetic lu enterprise, and honorable 
in character. HnnniMy^ a Colonel tu the Kussiun ArtiUeiy, and LMtty 
of the Isle of France (the latter of whom was iiamed a corresponding 
7 i]eml>er of the Frencli Academy of Sciences, on account of his meteor¬ 
ological observations), prove Uie capacity of the negroes for the mathe* 
tnatioal and physical science^ 

Fuller of Maryland was an extraordinary yistancc of quickness ol 
rcckouirig. Being asked in a company, for the purpose of trying his 
powers, how many secuuds a person had lived, who was seventy} curs 
and some months old, ho gave the answer in a minute and u half. On 
reckoning it tip after him, a diflereiit result was obtained. Have you 
not forgotten tlie leap year?" asked the negro. The omission was sup¬ 
plied, and the number then agreed witli his answer. 

Jac, Elisa Jo/m C<^item, who wrs bought by a slnve-dealer when 
eight years old, studied theology at Leyden, and published several 
sermo!:s and poems. His Dissertatio de Servitute Libertate Christiana: 
non contrarta —that is, Treatise of a Servitude {ot bondage) notconlrartf 
to Christian Libertyy went through four editions very quickly. He was 
ordained in Amsterdam, loid went to ElmitiB, on the Cold Coast, where

it is believed he was murdered^ or consented to return to the practices 
and opinions of his countrymen. In 1734 A, IK /Irno, au African from 
the coast of Guinea, took the degree of Doctor of Philosophy, at the 
University of Wirtemberg. in Vienna, an African negro, was 

an excellent i>erformer both on the violin and violoncello; he was also 
H capital draughtsman, and had made a very »^iccessilil painting of him¬ 
self. OwtMus Fasa, of the kingdom of Benin, distinguished himself 
as n literary character iit this country (Engiaud). TottMsinnI VOver- 
ture^ the negro general, and Chrutophe^ the negro emiwror of Haiti, 
and Ins admiral, acquitted themsclvea with aufllcient energy in away to 
achieve the liberties of their country, which is still governed by negroes 
of African descent. So far Mr. Fisher. 

1 shall now quote u passage from a letter addressed to me by Dr. 
Paul, of Jamaica, coubuniag an account of Mr. Cj^ssercs, a bUck 
musician, who is well known in Kingston, and whose acquirements as 
a linguist arc of a very high order. Dr. Paul says 

Casseivs is master of every musical instrument. Ills ear is so fnie 
that, while leading a band, be will call out to tlie identical performer 
who plays a wixing note. He speaks, 1 Uiink, five difierent ianguages, 
and all this without any collegiate or uncommon education. He is a 
native of CuiHCao. I have seen liim at a concert play on the piano, 
flute, violin, uiidgMiUr^ and all us/rW.*’ Vr. Paul is himself a musioian 
of a very superior ordk.*r, and consequently his opinion, tlius strongly 
expressed, is valuable. Fortunately, or unfortunately, though 

** Nature gave me two cars, me no w,** 

So that I cuiniot express any opinion of the musical talents of Mr. 
Cassercs, 1 have, however, listened very frequently with great plea* 
sure to his i>cifonnance at several concerts in Kingston, where he 
still resides I and dedicates all his time to tlic instruction of musical 
pupils. 

Tliere was also, when I was in Kingston, a black cTergymun, by the 
name of Killick, whose abilities as a preacher, I ^vas assured by Dr. 
Paul and others who liad lieard hint, were very respectable. I remem¬ 
ber idso a very humble individual in Lucca (Jamaica), by the name of 
Gillin, who distinguished himself as a musician. lie had been a slave, 
but Ins owner, a colored woman, perceiving the assiduity with which 
he applied himself to learning, and the ease with which, without any 
assistance, hg acquired reading, writing, and arithmetic, together with 
the violin, mauuinized him, and when I wu last in that part of tbo 
country, he was the master of the band to the militia. 

Lately h Reverend Mr. Duggan, from Jamaica, has been preaching in 
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a chapel near Fin«bury-squarc> but never having had an opportunity of 
hearing bini, or of conversing with any one who bad, 1 cannot offer 
any ophuojt on I us talents. The very feet, however, of bis occupying 
so respectaMe a station, even aiipposiog Ilia abilities to bo below the 
usnai standard of diviiies, is presumptive evidence that the African is 
ca])abte of being instructed, not only in the inferior arts and scieuefes, 
but in the more recondite and uduoua questions of theology. 

lu AVuvirds's Ccrii tUmtmbnmeery for 1772, there is an account of a 
jiegro named Firmeiri de Costa, which seems to me worthy of being 
repeated liere. He appears to have been a slave to one Emanuel 
CuLrnI, a person who was arrested in 1765 for killing a soldier. He 
Costa, who hud fled to the woods on the arrest of his master to avoid 
being included in the charge, when the news reached him tout 
he was about to be hanged, returned to the town, and voluntarily 
surrendered himself to the authorities, declaring that be alone was 
guilty of the assassination, and that his master was innocent Ac** 
cordingly, afler a very lengthened exammstiou, Cabral was declared 
not guilty, and He Costa hanged for the murder. This action, 
though not indicative of talent or intellect, mtut be considered 
aud classed among the deeds of exalted natures. Tlie murder, it is 
probable, wus couimitted iu a moment of anger, possibly in a drunken 
squabble, and perhaps mtgifi have been palliated, if not defended. 
But the voluntary surrender of hia person into the hands of the law 
must have been the deliberate act of a noble and heroic spirit—con* 
scious of crime, subdued J)y repentance, and desirous of making 
every reparation in its*pow er at the seat of o^nded justice. As such 
I must view it as one of tlic noblest examples, in the history of man- 
kind, of the triumpli of virtue over vice—of gooduess over evil. Had 
this man lived in the earlier period of Boman history, uh applauding 
people would have erected a votive altar to bis memory. But as things are, 
tlie present ngecan only admire, while it records this noble action of a 
demi-savage.* In the same work, meutioo is also made of an ordination 


* Even while revisuig tUs paper for the press, anoUier inttance of tbo heroism 
and ham&nitj of a sieve bee come under mj notice. I quote from the Jamaica 
Timm oTDec. 30Ui, 1843. Hie Editor sayi—** We have mtidi pleasore in record- 
ing the foUosiinf act of meanaounity, ia a tU\ , of the laluid of Qaadakapej dorins 
the dreadful earihqnake aiad condagnUiofL of the Sth of Fehniary last. It miy aflbrd 
a useful example to oUicia nho base even sU tbs advaaiAgts of freedom, of the 
reward which is eser aora to attend a noble act, however komble or even .degnded 
the character of tbs patty miy be.

but only so fhr as it is supported by analogy wiUi those which precede 
it. If viewed in this light, it will tend to support the doctrine I aoi 
endeavoring to establish, mtd, consequently, may be considered one 
ally more/'

Sowixc.^Tt ii a juBt proverb, directed to aroiue attentioo in idle, 
that ** there is phUosopliy in boilbg^ an egg.** The agricultural process 
of secd«sowing seems not less simple, yet there arc many considcratioDs 
worthy of attention, because they have been demonstrated to have no 
trivial influence upon the welfare of the future crop. These may be 
arranged advantageously under tlie following heads. 1. Depth at which 
the seed should be sown, and mode of sowing. 2. Quantity of seed to 
bo sown. 3. Quality of the seed. 

1. Few cultivators ever stop to inquire why they bury the seed below 
the surface, and sUll smaller is the number of those who would be able 
to give a satisfactory reply to the query. The practice is rendered 
necessary by the circumstances which must concur before the seed will 
efiectoally germinate; thcsc*arc a moderate temperature, moisture, and 
oxygen gas. It is needless to point out tbatTin Hindostan, if the seed 
were not covered fiom the direct rays of the sun, it would be heated and 
dried too powerfully to pemit any advance eveu in the first step of« 
vegetation. 

Though it is requisite for all cultivated seeds that they should be 
covered with the earth, yet it is by no means indiflTerent at whut depth 
they are buried. Experiments have shown that each seed has a depth 
at which It germinates most vigorously, and that there is a distance from 
the surface,, and that not a great one, at which each seed will not ger¬ 
minate at sU. To secure a regular depth of earthy covering, there can 
be no doubt that the drill and the dibble see the roost efficient imple¬ 
ments for committing the crop to the ground; broadcast is, however, the 
too general system adopted In India, and the substitute for that imper¬ 
fect iDstrumeot, the barrow,, is little else than a plank, with a bush 
attached. 

There is one fact sustained by practice which is easily explained, by 
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considering the circumstances necessary to sustain germination, viz., (hat 
in tropical climDtes seeds may be buried advantageously, at least half as 
deep again as they can in temperate climates, Ulias wheat and barley 
in England do not require to be covered with more than from half an 
inch to an inch of the sod, but in Uindoetao an inch and a half is not 
tog great a depth. 

These observations lead me to consider the ^<ide attempts at drilli/ijf 
which obtun in some parts of Hindostan: and here I may observe, that 
although nations, ignorant of physiological science, would not be led to 
adopt a system of committing their seed corn to the ground in right 
lines on account of the facility it aflV^s to an uninterrupted circulation 
of air; yet I have often felt sarprised that it was not snggesteil to them 
by the facility it affords for the operation of hoeing. In the case of the 
inhabitants of Hindostan it is less surprising, because their indolent 
nature always prompts them to get through the work of the day with 
the least possible effort, without any thought of that of to*morrow, 
considering most literally that it is enough for each day to take care of 
the things of itself. 

Dr. Teuiiant observes that the sugar cane, a plant of all others well 
adapted for rectilinear cultivation, is in the upper pi'ovinces planted thick, 
and in promiscuous clumps, a mode of insertion which I have observed 
myself pursued by natives in the vicinity ^ Calcutta, 

In some dishnets, however, an attention to rectilinear cultivation has 
obtained. Thus, in the vicinity of Pslachy, in South Coitnbetore, a 
district where the native agriculture is much superior in many respects 
to that of other parts of Hindostan, the ifenefits of the drill liiisbandry 
arc partly obtained by tSe seed l>eiog dropped by hand into the furrow 
made by the plough, and covered over by another plough following, and 
covering in the seed by a second furrow, Mif^oref it, •325,} 

A still further advance has been made in Mysore, in some parts of 
which, as at Colar, two kinds of drill are in use. 

The most simple of these is the sudiky (So. 1.) It only delivers 
one row at a time, and when employed for sowing millet is attached to 
the handle of the plough, and delivers the seed into the furrow the 
plough is making. When used to insert Avaray or Ibrcry among the 
Cynosurui corocanns, it is tied behind the curigy, the more complicate 
drill employed for sowing thU crop. 

The sudiky is merely a cup, or hopper, in which the seed is dropped 
from the ploughman's hand, and thence gradaoliy trickles down a per¬ 
forated bamboo to which it is tffiied. In Behar, it is passed through a 
hole in the body of the plough. 
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The curigy (No. 3) is composed of twehe peHbmted b&mhoos, com- 
maDicatiag with ab many {terforsted teetli, and delivering through them 
the seed which comce to them from the top, or receptacle, in wh ich 
the seed is placed. This top is rather ingeniously constructed, so as to 
deliver the seed regularly to the circular arrangement of tubes.

Tn the northern port of Canara» at Uanawosi, Dr. Buchanan saw 
another curigy, or drill. It difiers in no material point from that of 
Colar, except in delivering only four rows at a time instead of twelve. 

In Nepaui, dibhlu\g is partially practised for the insertion of the rice 
crop. Immediately after the land is stirred for^be last time, the seed is 
put into the ground j>y the fiogers io rows six or eight inches apart, the 
so Wei'S covering up the seed as tliey advance, by drawing the hand over 
each transverse row of seeds. The sower squats with a small basket of 
the seed placed on the ground between the knees, and using the fore* 
finger and thumb of each hand, inserts thesecd^agrain or two together, 
at regular distances, cummeucing laterally at the utmost reach of the 
hands, and moving backwards, aflm' each row of seeds is completed. 
** Nothing/* says Mr. Campbell, can promote quick and regular vege¬ 
tation more than this, the seed getting a bed iu moist, freshly tumed-up 
soQ, not oue grain of h being left nnrovi^red, nor one grain inserted 
deeper than its neighbor/*—(IVoia. Agfi.^Horli, See,, vol. iv. p. 123.) 

Closely connected with the operation of sowing are the roller and 
harrote, for which very rude substitutes sre employed by the Indian 
cultivators. When the plough has done its utmost to the stiff soils of 
’Dengal, they still reroain cloddy, and unfit to be a seed bed. To over- 
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come this consequence of adhesiveness, t atill more imperfect implement 
than the plough is employed, which is intended to produce the com- 
blued effects of the roller and barrow* 

This is nothing more in form than an English ladder made of bam<» 
boo> about eighteen feet long, drawn hy four bullocks^ and gutded 
two men. who, to increase its power, stand upon it as they direct and 
urge on the cattle* Again and again has it tv pass over the same sur¬ 
face. and thus, as in the care of the plough, is caused a great expense 
of time and labor, without any commensurate effect. 

In Dinajpur the implement is called mat, or moyi. It pulverises the 
clods and levels the surface of the ploughed land wlicn drawn over it. 
and the Hindoo ryots show their consciousness of the reason that the 
0 {>eration is beneficial, by calling it that is. He eon/inwy 0 / 

the moi8tufc.-^(AsuHic Ree,, vol. x. p. A.) 

In the vicinity of the FaJi-ghat. in southern Malubar. the surfaces of 
the fields are made smooth by an implement called Urirku^maram (No. 4), 
which imperfectly also answers the purposes of both our harrow and 
roller. 



Another implement used in the same district for breaking clods is the 
ckavita-mnram (No. 3). It is drawn by two oxen, and the driver stands 
upon its head to increase the weight. 
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Tlie halivay of Mysore (No. 5), or haUga^ of ffaiga, is a rake, Rerving* 
tlie purposes of a harrow, 'llie head is six feet long, and made nf 
a bar of wood about three-aod-a-half inches square. Tlie teeth are 
fgur>and-a-ha1f inches long: it is drawn by two oxen. (Buehanan^s 
Mysore, voLi. p. 101.) This is the btda or nangot of Dinajpur. The 
teeth are usually made of wood, hut near Goraghat, where the soiLis 
davey) they arc made occasionally of iron; but then it is on implement 
too expensive fur the common race of Tyot%,—(Buchanan's Dinajpur, 

p. 216 .) 



A rake, called varundg maram, is used in South Malabar. It differs 
from that just described in Iv^'dng longer teeth, no handle, and only a 
pole instead of shafte. Th^ end of the pole^ is toothed, so tliat by 
fastening the yoke nearer to, or farther from, its extremity, the teeth 
of the yoke may be drawn over the soil at an angle more or lees 
nciite,^(Biichanan*9 Mysore, vol. ii# p. 376.)

the clode of newly-ploughed fields. It is dr&wn by two oxeui and is 
termed a coradee in Hindoostanee; hlngah in Rehnr; but the 
htngah is t^cc the length of the eorad^. 

The instruments emjdoyed for levelling the surfice of the soil in 
Bengal are called bida, or rake; and movi, or harrow. 

To Nepaol a mallet, witli a long handle like a cnitchr and called 
kuminghaai, is used for breaking the clods; also in ihe northern part 
of Rungpore, and in the Sektm territorj^ 

2. Quantity of S^d sowA.~Poverty, and the national defect of 
character, which makes the ryot careful only of the day. without any 
thought of the morrow, induce him to sow the l^st quantity of grain 
that can be eked out over a bigoli. 

The importance of moderately thick-sowing os a check to mildew 
upon the cereal grain;, and os a means of obtaining a full erop from all. 
has long since been demonstrated in Britain by the practice of the Earl 
of Leicester and others. In such a climate as that of Hindostan. the 
additional importance of thick-sowing, as a means of olite* )!ng 
shelter to cncli plant by its neighbors, needs to be enforced by no argu¬ 
ment ; and ft may lie recommended, without any reservation, that at 
least three times the quantity of seed usually allowed by the ryots maybe 
advantageously sown. • 

In the Malayar country, where the farmers sow four times os much 
seed in n given space, os is usual in other parts of Hindostan, their crops 
are three times as productive. In other districts an average pi'oduce 
of rice is from 20 to 24 bushels per acre, but* in Malayar it amounts to 
G5 or 70 hixiheh.^iSHckanan's Afysorr, vul. iii., ]>. 09C.) 

Quality of the Seed .—There are many points cfinccraing the seed 
employed which ought to 1>e enforced upon the ryot's attention, but to 
which at present he pays little heed. Among these are, the necessity 
for employing fully ripe and fresh seed, because, if it fails in either of 
these particulars, it not only germinates tardily, but the plants are 
weak throughout each succeeding stage of their growth. Care should 
be taken to employ none but perfect seed, and to secure this it must be 
put into water, and only such seeds sown as sink in that medium. Tt 
will be seen, under the head Cotton f &c.. that the natives do occa¬ 
sionally employ water for this pnrpose; and that, carrying tlie process 
even further, some seeds, as rice, and, less frequently, those of 
cynontrus corocanus^ are sown after they have been forced to germinate 
by being soaked in water. 

This subject will be considered more in detail when the cultivation of 
these and other crops is noticed. Another point, the employment of 
5 voi. II,—NO, I. ^ 
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brine, a wash for the seed, «31 than also be more fully entered upon. 
This is a practice not altogether unknown to the Indian cultivator, 
although conducted with little diBcemment of its utilityt In some 
districts they mix various foreign matters with the water, as the leaves 
of asetepias gigftnteQ^ of the castor oil ahmb, &c. In other places; as 
in some parts of Mysore, sheep's dung is added to the water. 

fii England the importance of frequently changing the seed-com has 
long since been acknowledged. The crop is found to be benefited, both 
in quality snd in quantity, by sowing that which was grown upon a more 
high land and less fertile soil. Yet a thought upon this subject pro¬ 
bably never entered the head of an Indian ryot. At all events, one 
thing is certain, he goes on sowing, every seed«time, that which the 
same soil yielded in the previous harvest; and if the pedigree of the 
grain could be traced, it would be found, in many instances, to have 
been reproduced on the same biggah during Italf a century of genera¬ 
tions. This is not from any deficiency in the varieties. Tlio varieties 
of rice, for instance, are very numerous. From the awned and un- 
awned, from that growing on the mountains to that produced in humid 
situations, there are diversities adapted to every circumstance of soil, 
climate, and season.— (Ten/tanl't Ind. Rec.^ vol. ii., p. 9.) 

Horn so.—Til is operation * confining it to its literal British meaning, 
is very imperfectly and slo\*enly performed by the ryot. 

The tool most generally employed by him is so unwieldy as to render 
it incapable of being efficiently and dexterously used; and the drill or 
dibble system is so rarely adopted in India, aso mode of committing the 
corn to the soil, tli|t the crop can at best be but imperfectly hoed. Tliis 
is to he regretted, for no country on the globe is more characterised 
by the rapidity of tlie growth of its v^etsd)]cs; and amongst these weeds, 
as everywhere else, grow the most rapidly, even where all are fast. 

Weeding, whether pursued by the hoe or the curved spud, is always 
a tedious operation; but where the seed is sown broadcast, and the 
workmen are slow, as in Hjodostan, it requires exemplary patience to 
watch the proceeding, and must ever leave a doubt upon the spectator's 
mind whether more harm is not done fay the feet of the operator than is 
compensated by the benefit ejected with hh unwieldy implement. 

Hand-weeding in Bengal is usnaSy performed by laborers, remu¬ 
nerated by a daily allowance of three seers of grain. They find their 
tools, and twenty will finish a biggah in a day, or one acre in 
three days. The pay is the same, though the exertion is more 
severe, when they are employed with the heavy hoe, or kodallee, to break 
up a lay previously to its being ploughed. 
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The importance of hoeing, it ihould be remembered, does not even 
chiefly depend upon the deetructioo of weeds. A more impc^tant eflect 
produced by the operation, b the loosening and pulverization of the 
soil, thereby facilitating the access of the atmospheric air to the roots, 
antf enabling the soil to absorb and retain f!ie moisture which, during 
dry, hot weather, is more abundantly dissolved rn the atmosphere than 
at other seasons. 

I^auts (I now quote from one of my own papers in the 
MaguHnB) are very much benefited by having oxygen applied to their 
mots. They are found to consume more than their own volume of that 
gas in twenty-four hours ; ond when applied by Mr. Hill to the roots 
of melons, hyacinths, See., the first were found to he improved in 
flavor, the second in beauty, and all in vigor. Everything, therefore, 
tliat promotes the presentation of oxygen to the roots of plants must be 
liencficio]: hence, one of the reasons why we find tiiat frequently 
stirring the ground about them promotes their growth; for, in ])ropor« 
tion as the soil is loose, eo much the more easily docs the atmosphere 
penetrate it. Moist earth rapidly absorbs oxygen irom the atmosphere, 
us UuoibahU demonstrated, but dry soil docs not. This aflbrds another 
reason for frequently stirring the eortb abotit plants during the droughts 
of summer; for well pulverised soils admit fhe cveoiug dews, &c, more 
freely than those with a, consolidated surface. Tlie dews, consequently, 
are deposited more within their texture, and the moisture is more firmly 
retained in such pulverised soils, being not so much heated by the sun's 
rays, because more pervaded by the air, which, like all other gases, is 
one of the worst conductors cf heat.«^(i^(7vrfo»> Magazine^ 

vol. »!., p. 132.) 

In Ncpaul, where the intelligence of the cultivator is evidently Im¬ 
proved by haring to contend with difficulties, tlte value of hoeing seems 
to be better appreciated tlian in most of the other parts df India. He 
who neglects applying this operation to his dry afield rice is looked upon 
there as a mined sluggard. I’he cultivator* say, " The more you weed 
and hoe the rice, the heavier will be the retuni of groin. Not only are 
the ear and straw increased in size, but the more you hoe and weed the 
thinner is the husk, and more abundant the edible part.’*~(7VaAS. Agri. 
HorH. 0 /India, vol. 5v., p. 194.) 

The British busbandmao, accustomed to employ the hoe of varying 
weight and breadth of blade, accommodated to the work in hand, would 
scarcely credit that the only hoe known to the laborer of l«ower Beugal 
has a head a foot in length and nine inches in breadth, and weighing 
about five pounds, and attached to a handle barely two feet in length*

the growing cropa; with it he digs, or rather loosens the surfece of the 
soil: with it he hlla the Iwaketa in whidi earth or rubbish are trans¬ 
ported ; and in th e garden he has no assistant rake to level the borders 
winch it scarifies. In Bengal it is called kodatlee. It is almost the 
same as the yella htdali of Mysore; where they have another imple¬ 
ment, the col kvduH, used for breaking up consolidated tenacious soils.

The ujari is an implement used in Mysore for eradicating weeds, or 
hsnd-hoeing.* 

In some parts of southern Malabar the rice fields are ploughed, and 
subsequently the clods broken by sticks as well as by the hoe, which is 
there called raieoiu, and in Tulava 

In Poomeah, Behor, and some other districts they also employ long 
handled hoes^ and the workmen stand np to their labor as in England. 

In the hill district of Malabar another hoe is usedi called paftana 
caicotn, being very like the cofu or kfrap of Tulava. This is identical 
with the AAoo of Nepaul. which is thos mentioned by Dr. Campbell 
** The catting edge of the kodallee, or large digging hoe, an inMrnment 
answering all the purposes of plough, spade, and rake* is set at an angle 
of about thirty degrees with the handle, which is only two feet long, its 
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oS end prelecting four or tix inches beyond the eye of the xubtrument. The 
digger, when using the kodallce. seizes the projecting end with bis right 
hand< and the portion, which may be termed the hand proper, in hU 
left, and raiaing the inatrument at^ve his head, brings it down with 
nmph force and precision, making a cut in the soil of seven to nine 
inches deep. The detached sod be raises on the kodallce, taming its 
upper surface completely downwards/’ 

The koo (Newari), hnlidlee of the Parbuttcahs, is the hoe or spade 
with which the Newars turn up the soil of their fields. They do not 
use the plough, and, compared with the Indian one (which is used by 
the Farbuttcahs), this spade is a much more efficient instrument. Its 
cut is from four to six inches deep. The Newars use it with dexterity, 
Hud delve A field in a surprisingly short space of time, turning the earth 
up in ridges or narrow beds. The koo resembles our adze more than a 
spade, but differs from the former in having its liandlc projecting from 
the off'Sidc of the neck of the iustrument. The dclver bolds the handle 
in both bands, and stooping forward raises the spade at CHch cut above 
his head. Hy bringing it down strongly and oteadily^ and entting the 
sod rather slantiog, he can make a furrow, in weU-nioistencd ground* 
of nine inches deep. The ground, for both crops of rice and of wheat, 
has two or three delvings. So soon as ouff crop is off the ground the 
Newar turns np his field for another, thus gaining all the advantage from 
the decaying stubble which early ploughing can give. This in mediate 
turning np of the soil is a matter on which the Newars lay much stress, 
and consequently it is verv common to sec* the women and children of 
the family cutting down wheat and rice at one end of the field, while 
the males are delving it at the other. The koo costai about one current 
rupee.— (Trans, Agru HoHi, Soc.^ vol. iv., pp. 114, 162.) 

The waravarg, a variety of spud, is much employed in hand*weediug 
in some parts of Mysore. , 

Of the same nature is the weeding spud of Bengal, which is called 
nironoe; iu Behar, ioorpee, and in Foorneah it is c^lcd pusknee. It is 
eight inches long and three broad at the cutting part, which has a tri* 
angular form. The handle is^of wood. ^ 

In Foorneah they have a small hand-hoc called ftnwtee, and 
another, sharp-pointed one, in Nepanl, named ckong kooki^ for weeding 
drilled crops. 

In some districts of the same part of India, the heavy, awkward 
hoe, gtlla kudali^ is superseded, as a tool for weeding, by one much 
more coilVwent, called mela poU, The blade is seven iuches long and 
two broad. 
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It i£ clear, says Mr. Speedy la the lecture I have before quoted^ that 
ia the sbort^haadled hoes much power ie lost by the Mcrum beiiig in 
the coitrci or nearly ao, between the hand or power, aad the reautance 
or eartii to be dug, whilst io that which has the blade put oa at a very 
acute augic, this advantage is increased by the blade beiog brought so 
close to the hand as to obstruct the operations of the digger^ and pre* 
elude the possibility of penetrating to any depths to obviate which, as 
much as the instrument wiH allow, I have not unfrequently seen the 
hoc thrown out of the hand. This must of course occasion great delay, 
and but slow progress can be expected from it; it may, however, be 
useful in shaping and cleaning the almost perpendicular banks of tanks, 
pagars, or mounds. 

As the horseshoe is employed in Britain, so India has a buUock-hoe. 
varying slightly in form in different districts. The hep cuntay is used 
at Hanawaai for loosening the soil after it has remained at rest subse* 
quently to the plougbings given in preparation for the rice crop. 

The haHp, or hit cea/cfy, is employed at the same place for extirpatiog 
the grass between the rows of rice which have been sown by drill. 
Both instruoients ore drawn by two bullocks.— My$ore, 
vol. iii., p. 236.) 

They seem more aware of ^the importauce of frequent hoeing in this 
district than elsewhere in India, with the exception of Kepaul.

Fallowtno—Rotation or CaoM.« Cropped without iutermission, and 
unrenorated by tnaaura, it ie a oatursl coosequeuce that the soi! in 
lndia« except where irrigntion ia available, very speedily becomes ex* 
hausted. To renovate it, the Bengal ryot has no idea of a faliowf it 
would to him appear very rois-spent labour to continue to plougli land 
except for the purpose of sowing it; he therefore exhausts, and tljen 
abandons it to total restr Thus left, the surface speedily becomes 
clothed with a spontaneous turf, and the earth is, in a course of monthe, 
so consolidated as to dc^ the attacks of \ weak and imperfect imple¬ 
ment like the native plough; the smi, consequently, when its culture 
IS resumed, has to be broken np by the hoe, causing an ezi>eQse so 
considerable, as compared with tbe produce, that old lays are on that 
account rated at a smaller assessment in the AycenAobery. 

In the northern districts of Coimbetore the native cultivators told 
i)r. Buchanan that they knew fallowing was beneficial, but that only 
rich people could adopt it, for rent has to be paid whether a crop is or is 
not grown, and the benefit was not equal to a year's rent They have 
no idea of any advantage arising from a cLaugc of crops. They know 
that some are more exhausting than others, and this they endeavor to 
meet b}* giving to them an oddittonal quantity of manure; but they 
often cultivate, witboot intemiBsion for many years, one crop upon the 
same field. It has been observed frequently, that where nature is most 
beneficent man is the least industrious; and that in those places where 
her bounties are less profuse, there tbe cultivator is most remarkable 
for his intelligence and assiduity. Tbe Ncpaulese, compared with their 
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more so at hern neighbors, are an iliu&tration of mati*a industry rising 
to meet his difficulties and to cotopenaate for deficiencies. The irregular 
nature of the Nepaul euriace requires the fields to be generally terraced, 
and for the most jmrt to be cniiiTated with the hoe. Much as this 
increases the manual Jab or, yet we learn from Mr. Campbell’s st^te* 
ment that fallowing is there pursued more generally, and is better 
directed than in almost any other part of Uindostan. As soon as the 
swampy lands have lost so much of their waters as to be a little dry on 
the surface (say in January), they arc turned up in broad ridgos; this 
throws the water into the furrows, and exposes the tops of the ridges to 
the air, while the soil of the furrow surface and the sides of the ridges 
are exposed to water. Having Iain in this state for a month or two, the 
ridges arc thrown into the furrows, the water taking their place. This 
turning up and exposure of all parts of the soil to air and water is 
repeated three or four times by the more industrioas cultivators, during 
the interval of rest the land enjoys between the reaping of one rice crop 
and transplanting of another. The first delving takes place in January, 
the last in June and July, when the transplanting commences. A great 
addition to the decomposed vegetable matter of those soils is annually 
made conse({Qent on the preparatory delrings, as, on the arrival of 
spring, and during the montits of May and June, tlic vegetation ou them 
is HO rapid as to clothe them in grass and weeds in a very short time, 
all of which is turned down and completely rotted (the beat and 
moisture favoring rapid decay) previously to the planting of the rice 
crop.— (Trans. vol. iv., p. IJ7.) 

In the tsaugar and Nerbudda districts, when a soil approaching 
to exhaustion, it pWHluccs a grass, known there as ftaus, which in the 
course of two years is so abundant as to prevent the cultivatiou of com; 
the field is then allowed to remain uncultivated for ten or fifteen years. 

The recovery of fertility by the soil is thought to be intimated by 
bushes growing abundantly, and proportionately destroying the grass ; 
when the latter bus nearly disappeared, the ground is considered once 
more fit for cultivation. 

Farther south, in U^alkol and Badamy, districts in the Bombay 
Presidency, when a soil ceases to be cultivated, it speedily acquires a 
turf of the agrosiis linearis, known lo^y as hungalee, or sat; the roots 
of this LTeeping plant form a thickly interwoven mat to a depth of eight 
or ten inches. The stronger it grows, and the thicker the bushes 
spring up, the richer is the soil considered by the cultivator. 

To reclaim these lands, the ryots make exertions unusual in Indian 
agriculture. They employ a heavy plough, evidently like the Cbatrakal 
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pIoQgh, previously described, havuig iU ^hare coostructed bo that the 
instrument has a constaot tendency to penetrate deeper into the Soil. 
At least ten bullock^, of which two or four must be of a larger breed 
tbati (ttfual, are retiuired to draw Uib implement while thus employed. 
T^ey will break up about twenty •four acres in a seuson, giving each 
acre tbree ploughinga; the first longitudinally, the second transversely^ 
and the third diagonally .--^(Spry's Moderit Mia, vcL ii., p. 380.) 

The importance of having a roMion of crops, rather than a continual 
repetition of one and the sacnc^ was a suggestion of botanical science 
for tlio licnefit of agriculture too refined to be expected in the practice 
of tlie ignorant, prejudiced, Indian ryot, 

** A course, extending beyond the year,** observes Dr. Tennant, "has 
never been dreamt of by a Bengal farmer, and even in the succession of 
crops within the twelvemonth, he is guided by no choice of a plant 
adapted to restore the land impoverished by a former crop/’ The at¬ 
tention being fixed on com, other vegetables only engage the iotervals 
of leisure, which the cultivation of that staff of life i^rmits to the land 
and to the cultivator. 

it is scarcely possible to specify the succession which obtains in a 
practice regulated by no principle, but merely by temporary conveni- 
ence. It is almost as ditHcult to enumer^ the various combinations of 
different crop.i grown, mingled together, either upon the atubble of a 
former liarvcst, or sowu for a future crop among the corn before that 
harvest was gatUered.^(/ffd<aa Rec*, vol. n., p. 15.) 

In the Mysore. Dr. ^uchanan states, Aat ground once brought into 
cultivatioD for rice is universally considered as arrived at the highest 
possible degree of improvement, and all attempts ta render it more pro* 
duett VC, by a success ion of crops, or by fallow, would be looked upon as 
proofs of insanity. Where there is a supply of water, the farmers 
generally tliink that the beet system of cultivation is to jsow another crop 
of rice, immediately after a previous one has been reaped; and, in many 
parts favored with a supply of water, three crops of rice arc produced 
annually. throxtgk vol. i., p. 9S,) 

In Mysore, the crop of rice succeeding'that of the sugar-cane is very 
bad, but the second is usually an average produced ; the cane is never 
re*grown on a field until three rice crops have iuterv^ed»«^(ll«cAaAaN*s 
Mjfsore, vol. i., p. 9S.) 

At Palacby, in South Coimbetore, and in some parts of fiehar, 1 find^ 
from Dr. Buchanan, the only regular rotation of crops is practised for 
the avowed purpose of obtainiog n better produce than I have noticed in 
Hindostuu. In the first year Holcus npiaUw, and its associated pulse, is 
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grown. 2nd year a crop of millet (Holeu^ torghrn), or pha9eoiu8 mkimoo, 
or paaivuM mUiarCf followed by one of dolicho^ bi/orus, drd year grm, 
manured by folding cattle upon it 

In the iiigb lands of fiehar the foliowbg rotation of crops is asaally 
adopted; 1st year fidlow and wheat; 2nd, maize (mncAor) followed by 
big or bear, a kind of barle>-; 3rd, vwrwa, $ama, and eoweree, kinds of 
millet, followed by cotton, bnt, if the soil is poor, only a crop of iho 
ambli janrim and Wlow again, instead of cotton.—(TVow. Agri Hort, 
Soc. vol. ii., p. 227.) 

In almost all parts of Hindoatan the reprehensible enstozn of growing 
crops comnungled is adopted. It is reprehensible because no tw? plants, 
intended to produce a profiublc return, can be found, which, if cultivated 
togetlicr, do not in some way cither by overthadowing, or mterfering 
with the necessary operations, injure each other. 

Whilst deprecating this practice. Dr. Buchanan offers for it tlic 
untenable excuse, that if one crop fails the other may succeed, thus 
reducing the chance that faaune may occur. The excuse is untenable, 
because the same security might be obtained and a better cultivation 
pursued, by growing the same crops separately upon the same plot. 

About Patna, it is very usnal to see cotton, dohl. and the Palma 
Christi growing intermixed; apd in the same district may be seen barley, 
and a small variety of pea or icntil thus united in cultivatiuji; a practice 
adoptwl in England, where oats and peas arc corruptly designated bull^ 
(rmong. The culms of the gruio are said to afford support to the legu¬ 
minous plants, and the minglCd produce when threshed is employed av 
liorse provender. About Allahabad, barley, peas, some one of the 

oil crops, and the pcUow dye called AhoosoctHf are often mixed with 
wheat. 

Tho usual mixtures in Bengal arc tosec (flax for the seed) and 
mustard; kuloce^ (a kind of pea) and mustard; or barley or wheat 
with tcscc. 

Ti! and a small pulse for cold weather arc autumci^sowa crops. Many 
of tliese arc thrown on the newly formed soil left by the inundation 
whilst wet, and never receive boldvation of any kind.

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OPERATIONS OP THE UNITED STATES’ MINT. 

♦ 

Thb Mint of the United States was established at Philadelphia in 179$> 
The buHdiog, which is a splendid one, has a front of white marble# and 
Ionic porticos of more than 130 ibet long on each front; it was drat 
occupied in 1830. The officers of the establishment consist of a director> 
with a salary of djfiOO dollars; a treasurer, chief coiner, assaycr, melter, 
refiner# «hd an engraver, at 3,000 dollars aa^; and an assistant a«sayer 
at 1,300 dollars. The salaries of all these officers have been increased 
one-fourth within the last few years. ^ 

lu 1838 branches were established at Charlotte, North Carolina; 
Oablonega, in Georgia; and at New Orleans, Louisiana. The penMnei 
of these branches consist, besides the workmen, of a superintendent, an 
asseycr, and a coiner. 

Measures were taken a few years ago for introducing improvements 
In the processes and machinery of the Mint, by which the efficiency of 
the establishment has been much increased. Heretofore the milling 
and coining were execute'^ exdusively b>Mnanoal labor. New machines 
have, however, been introduced, by whidi these o[)eratioos arc now ])ei*- 
formed by steam power. The humid assay for silver hoe also been auc- 
ccsft^ly introduced, and new arrange menu far the assay by fii’c carried 
out. • 

The principal sources from whence the precious metals are obtained 
are the Southeru States of Vii^uia, North Carolina, South Carolitm, 
Georgia, and Alabama, and the western one of Teneasec. in former 
ycurs a large proportion of gold was derived from Mexico# South 
America, the West Indies, and Africa. Previously to 1824 gold hail 
only been received ut the Mint from one native source, North Caroliua, 
from which <|uartcr it was firet trmsmitted for coinage in 1804. 

According to estimates which are entitled to some respect, it would 
appear that about one-half the quantity of gold produced from the 
United States' mines is exported uncoiued or consumed m the arts. It 
is also believed that the quantity of bullion now annually obtained from 
the gold region of the United States# is not less than about one-fifth of 
the amount of gold produced within the nme period from all other 
sources, in Europe and America, estimated according to the best 
authorities. The gold coins of the United States are the American 
eagle, value ten dollars# weighing 10 dwts, 18 grs.; the half-eagle and 
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the quarter<*€agle» The eilver coins are the doUar. the half^doUar, the 
quarter-dollar»the dime, and the half-dime. The copper coinage con 
siets uf cents and half-cents.

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From the Annual Report of the Director of the Mint at niiladetplua, 
recently presented to Congress, detailing the operations of the Mint and 
Its branches, during the past year, we gather the foitosnng facts 

The coinage at the principal mint. In 1843. ambantod to 8,330.043 
dollars 20 e.: comprising 4.069.010 dollars in gold, 9,443,780 ddlara 
in silver, and 94.383 dollars 90 c., in coppvr eoina. and composed of 
10,405.933 pieces. The deposits of gtdd, within the year, amonnted to 
4,107,807 dollars, and those of silver to 9.357,830 dollars. 

At the NewOrlevis branch mint, the coinage amounted to 4,568,000 
dollars * comprising 3.177,000 dollars in gold, and 1.391,000 dollars in 
silver coins, and composed of 4.030,939 pieces. The deposits for 
coinage amounted to 3.138,990 dollars In gold, and 1,384.320 dollars 
in silver. 

The branch mint at DahJonega received, during the year, deposits of 
gold to the value of 570.080 dollars ; and its coinage amounted to 
589,789 dollars 50 c., composed of 98.452 half eagles and 36,909 
quarter eagles. 

The branch mint at Charlotte received deposits of gold to the value 
of 972,064 dollars; and its coiaage amounted to 287.005 dollars; com* 
posed of 44,353 half eagles, and 26.096 quarter eagles. 

The whole coinage in the United States, doriog the past year, 
amounts to within a small fraction of twelve millions of dollars, end 
exceeds, by more than one half, that of any former year. 

Of this coinsge. more than eight millions is in gold, showing a greater 
proportion to silver th|n has heretofore ^n presented. 

The branch mints at Charlotte and Dahloncga have each coined nearly 
double the amount which they have reached in aifV former year, and the 
New Orleans mint, nearly quadruple. 

The production of the gold mines of the United States, as indicated 
by the amounts sent to the mints, exceeds that of any, former year.

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DR. BFNNS ON EQUALIZATION OF THE SUGAR DUTIES, 

TO TKS RDVrOR OV •IMMONDS’i COLON!AL MAOAZrKB. 

SiR>^Mr. Macgfregor Laird having itcentlf published a very excellent 
pamphlet^ copious in detail and comprehensive in the aggregate, on the 
subject of the Sugar Duties, permit roe to o/Ter some remarks to the 
West Indiana, through the mediam of your Magazine, upon this, to 
them now, all-absorbing subject. 

Mr. Laird begins by stating that the present duty on Colonial sugar 
is 35s. dd. per cwt.: that upon all other sugar it is 668.9d. per cwt.—a 
dificrcnce of 4|d. per lb., ** which is equivalent to a probildtion.*' The 
average price of Colonial sugar, be tells us, in bond, far the last twelve 
months, has been 35s.* per cwt.> that of foreign sugar of the same 
quality 17s. to 18s. per cwt„ showing a diderence of 2d. per lb.; but 
as, if the duties were equalized, foreign sugar would rise and Colotual 
fall, urftil the mean of the two prices sfhs established, the price that 
would be paid under a perfectly free trade (exchsive o/ duties /or 
revsnue) x^ould be about one penny per lb. less tlian the present, until 
UD increased production in Brazil and CuJ^ made up for the deficiency 
such a measure would cfeate (under existing circumstances) in our own 
colonies, and lowered the price by increasing tlmt supply'* (p. 2). 

Here, on the very threshold of the argument, we are at issue with 
Mr. Laird. True, that this proposed equalization would give the con¬ 
sumer sugar at Id. per lb. less than at present. J^et this be admitted; and 
let us take tlie consumption at 201bs. per man per annum of the whole 
population, what does he^in in the year ? Just 20(/« /«-«a anm that even A 
Dorsetshire laborer would hardly feel ; and yet what frightful sacridoc 
of capital will even this small gain to the poor toon entail upon the 
Colonies ! Here it is that all who agree or unite upon tlie subject of the 
Sugar Duties fall into error i they forget that proposing—the very pro¬ 
posal, I say—to equalise the duties, jeopardises the capital, and plunges 
hundr^s into irretrievable ruin, lake Mr. Laird, they look at the large 
amount of figures at the bottom of the aecount, and start back affrighted« 
** In 1841/^ says Mr. Laird, ** 13,361,416/. was paid for sugar.” Granted. 


* The atersge wssoaly 34i, ld.» a diference of Hd. la the cwt. 
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W«ll, of this, Government, tlmt h, the p^le of England timnlvef, 
through iketr rtprtrrnitdivts in Pariiament, took 5,049>169A in the ehapo 
of dotie«, deduct thU from the gross amount, and the expenditure will 
be 8,312,227/.—to be divided, in round numbera. among 30,000,000 of 
inhabitants of Great Britain and Ireland, which will give 5s. and a 
fraction as the amount poid hy each mnn towarda the 8,313,227/. Sup- 
posing the duty reduced, and each individual saves ite 30d., spoken of 
above, his share towards the 8,000,000/. will then be 3a, 8d.; now^ will 
this saving of 20d. be of that Importance to the people of Great Britain, 
that it will justify the destruction of millions of capita! invested in West 
India property ? This is a very grave question, and should be well con¬ 
sidered before it is answered. Let us state the case fairly as it stands be¬ 
tween the sugar manufacturer and the consumer* The people of England, 
for purposes of revenue, enforce a duty of 25t. out of COs. per cwt. on * 
sugar, and 9s. out of I Is. 6d. per gallon on rum. Tlie consumer who 
pays this turns round upon the manufacturer and says, We musi have 
that duty taken oif—we can*t afford to pay you (he forgets thot it tva^ 
who indicted the hardship complained of, and that it is not to the 
planter but to himself again, through his representative, attorney, •or 
agent, the Parliament, thattbe 25$. per cwt* is paid) this large sum. 
Sugar is necessary—my wife end fitmily like sugar—you must agree to 
let Brazil sugar come into the market on the same terms with yours, or 
we will force you. It*s shocking to think, oAer we gave you 20,000,000/. 
out of sheer humanity for your niggers, that you shouldn't let us have 
sugar at our own price/' soys the planter, “ wc are ready to 

go hand-in-hand with you to get this detestable war duty taken off of 
25s. per cwt., whick you yonrself put on, and free the jwor man, as you 
always term yourself when you ask for any financial change to pay. We 
oak for it—and we will then sell you sugar at lOa. per cwt." The devil 

you will!" says Mr. Bull; well, that’s fair and honorable/’ But there 

is a slight favor I must ask you, Mr* Bull, in return—jfist let me seU my 
produce in my own market, and buy my goods where I like." What! 
encourage foreign manuhetures, Mr. Sugarcane ? No, sir, you must 
buy our goods> sir. Trade already is very dull. What would be the 
consequence if the 7,000,000/. we now receive from the West Indies 
were to be spent among tlte Americans, the Gfi^mans, and the French, 
the Russiana and the I^srians?" *'But, Mr* Bull, you are in the 
main a jost man—at least, Mr. Bolt—notwithstanding the Affgbs^isten^ 
Scinde, and Gwalior affairs—you have said it so often»and so seriously, 
that, whatever others may say, 1 believe that you believe it. Only 
reflect for a moment that you compelled us to hold slave property^ in 
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the first piece, thou^ we told yonwewoold rether not ; and afterwards, 
when 70 Q had thooght the matter orer, 700 began to find that it was 
not only a bore to year conscience to hold slaves, bat it was not so 
profitable to make sugar by slaves as by freemen; and to whitewash 
your consdence. and come into Court widi clean bands, you gave fiv 
w the pound, and promised to take sngtkr only from ns in future, 
because It was very shocking to use sugar made by slave labor. And 
now, which I can’t think quite fair, Mr. BoU. or in accordance with your 
former profeuions, you are desirous of sweetening your Bohea with 
* the blood and marrow* of the slave.** am for free trade, Mr. 
Sugarcane; the Bradlians will be capital costomera of ouri~wemuit 
encourage them/* ** 8 ir! but, Mr. Bull, consistency—** ''Be 
hanged t I tell you the Brazilians are good customers. Mr. Sugarcane; 
and what are their mortds to us f A pretty mess I should be m if I 
were to go about asking a character from every man I dealt with—•why. 
Mr. Sugarcane, I am surprise<l at you, air! Do you suppose that if a 
customer comes to me—I am a general manufacturer. Mr. Sugarcane— 
and orders 400 dozen shackles, and ^00.000 dozen cotton bandkcrchiefs. 
that I should have the impudence to ask him wiiat he wus going to do 
with them, Mr. Sugarcane? No, sir. I do not know, and I don't 
want to know. My busiucss is to mAkt and sell, and not to worry 
about tlie morals of my customers. I go regularly to chapel, sir—1 
am for free trade in ell (biiigs; and think church-ratca and bishops 
should be knocked on the head, os wcllas.adifrerentia] duty on Colonial 
sugar.** " Very well. Mr. Bull. 1 see you arr warm, and I shall only 
stop to say that I am on my way to Mr. Gladstone to tell him how very 
anxious you are upon this subject, upon whlrli wo are both agreed, 
namely, the removal of the 86 s. per cwt. war duty on sugar, and the 
9». on the gallon of rum/' Yes, youare quite at liberty : I will write 
him a note, if that’s oil.” ''Ob, Mr. Gladstone will take my word; but 
there is another point upon wliich I should like to have your opinion 
before I go. Supposing Mr. Gladstone agrees to what we have both 
conversed upon; bat should say. * Why. Mr. Sugarcane^ I am as 
ajttions as you are to lessen or altogether remove the duty; but before 
fatir in the matter, as Mr. Ball’s steward. I must acquaint him with 
the fact, that if he surrenders the S« 000 . 000 f. which this duty brings 
towards his house-keeping expenses, he must be prepared to reduce hia 
establishment, or the rate of his servants* wsges; and I assure you^ Mr. 
Sugarcane, they are low enongh for the work we do, which is preciooa 
ha^ for he i$u queer gentleman; or he must take a little from Ms 
< pot' money—cut his expenses in the parlor of the Crown, put dofrn 
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hii Btate liverymen, and Uy up some of his yachts, or what will be better, 
Mr, Sugarcuiie-<-for I like to be just—*let him Uy by soother 7d. in the 
pound from his whole income, sod that will make up the difirenee.* 
Now, Mr. Bull, (I am only speaking hypothetically, Mr, Bull—pray 
don't look so thundering black,) suppoaing Mr. G. ahoold lay ao to me, 
whatahaill reply?" '' Sir—Mr. Sugarcane, he daren’t lay so; nay, 
if T thought he would say so, Vd send him about his buBineai, or Td 
compel him to read the Whig dcbaM for the lost session, end if that 
did not kill him or bring him to his senses, I don't know what would." 

But. Mr. Bull, your favorite son Captain Dash, most have hia 60,000/, 
per annum. He cannot live under it. Yoor matrled daughter cannot 
keep house under a million, and there are the yachts, and the state 
hveries. I forget how mach they don't require. How are you to find 
tlie money for all these expenses, if you don't do something of the 
kind?" Sir—*Mr. Sugarcane, you are an ignorant follow; what do 

you know about free trade ? What do you know about finance ? What 
do you know about my household expenses that yon dare to speak to me, 
«ir, even hypotliefically, in this manoer ? Sir, I will have cheap sugor, 
and that's ouce and for all—and as to giving another 7d. in the pound, 
only just let me catch any rascal in my employ proposing aneb an 
atrocto\i8 thing; if I don't break every bone in hia skin, and turn him 
out nock and crop; and, sounds, sir. Ill remodel; yes, sir, 1*11 remodel 
my establishment; I'll take Jack Russell or Normanby, and the other 
follows T discharged a short since; and though they are precious 
mrfy, and will want new liveries for themsrivta and friends, yet, sir, 
I will rather put up with that than he bullied,—I say, sir, rather than be 
bullied." " And, depend upon it, Mr, Bull, if they agree to forego the 
7d. in the pound, they’ll take it from yon more in beef, pork, and mutton, 
than will come to Se. in the pound." That's not year businessi Mr. 
Sugarcane. Go back to yoor bananas and your plantains, olmost tlie 
only things Jack Russell and Constant Phipps left you to eat—aharp 
dogs as they are—and thank your stars that I have not taxed them. 
By George I planters are getting intolerable I J have only exacted 60 
per cent, on their sugar, and 400 per cent, on their rum during and 
since the war, and allowed them to eat and drink as much as they could 
pay for, both of the one and the other, and they have the impixdence 
to olqect to let my family have soger at ray own price." 

NoWj this is just the argument which the pro-Drasilian party held, 
and this is the way in which they argue, tbs conclaeion being cheap 
sugar." That oheap sugar is a good thing no one denies, though J 
think it would be better to have^it for nothing. But, unfortunately, I 
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ihiH bo Mt to perttudo tbe West Indiatii thst it tl for fhtir gooi. 
Granted tV* t it is good to have cheap tugar^ or, what U better, for 
nothlng^which oripnal piece of Jack Cadeiam I claim the credit of 
invention^it moat be aieo good to have cheap oottona. cheap ootlerf« 
cheap hosiery^ cheap clothci. cheap bread, beef, and batter« or all theae 
arHelea for nothing ; bat who ia to pay tho e]q)enae of making or mana* 
factttriog any one or all of theae artidea i Who will be feand philan¬ 
thropic ^ough» or who coa—at leait for any given tii» 0 -<-aell goode for 
leaa than they coat in manufacturing f How abanrd, then, ie this rea- 
aoning of the economiata, who in carrying out their cold and eolloua 
dootrlnea of free trade and cheap artidea* foi^et that they are dealing 
with what cannot, from the nature of man, have any fixed pnndple but 
. necearity, and even neceaaity itself aubjeeted to circumstance and opinion f 
A remarkable inatanee of this uncertainty in commercial affaira occur a 
in Cock's Vopapss, On hia first and second voyage red feathers fetched 
any price with the natives of the South Sea Islands; on bta third, 
they would scarcely receive them as gifts. Abandon than, say the 
ecoDomista, that peculiar manufacture which will not give yon a feir 
remunerating price as the equivalent for the investment of your capital, 
and invest it in another. Bat what if the works or machines (as ia the 
ca^e with the West Indian sugar wor{e) arc not convertible into 
money? ''That is their look out—it ia not ours. We show them a 
principle, we do not pretend to teach them bow to work it out.’* But 
is this not a heartless mockery r • 

Mr. Clarke, of Leamington, under the signature of E. 11. C., recently 
addressed some yery excellent letters on the subject^f the Sugar DuUvh 
to tlio talented editor of the Morning Post, espccudly one on the 17 th 
July last. In this he thinks that if a duty of Ss. 4d. per cwt. had been 
levied, immediately after the enjaocipation on sugar, in place of 25s., 
the amount from our Colonies would have been three rimes greater tban 
at present. That the amount would have increased is possible, but that 
the West Indies would have been any better off than they are at pre¬ 
sent, I do not think; nor can they ever hope to do any good until this 
vMtta gusslio ia settled. Mr. Laird proposes to reduce the duty cm 
Coloni^ sugar to Is. per cwt., and that on 'foreign to 20$. I think-^ 
putting the revenue out of sight-^the propoa^ a good one; but, in the 
present state of the country, is it posiiUe ? I cannot go tho whole 
lengUi with Mr. Laird, whose pamphlet is above all praise, as the 
juatest exponent of the qnestion, taken on a very comprehentive scale, 

I erar read (and I am sure I have read eveiy work for last ten years 
that has issued from the prem oh this sufagect); but I will not hesitate 

o2 
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to i&y, tliat that gentleman luis done more tovarde showing thtt^llow- 
DMs of the argumeDts employed by (he pro-BraaiKan party» than any 
writer that has yet preceded him. I fear bis viewSi however correct, 
are inadmissible, because they would seem to strike, not only at the 
abase of the war duty upon sugar, bnt at the root of all duties whaterefi 
except for revenue purposes. I should agree with him, if I could 
believe that, as a commercial people, we shall be ever otherwise than 
commercial*—namely, to buy in the cheapest and sell in the dearest 
market i and the raiionaU of that proposition is to protect ourselves. 
The cry of a redaction of any duty—take that of soap or sugar—is the cry 
of a party. We are all anxious to shift the burden of taxation from our 
shoulders, and supposing the £5,000.000 duty on sugar given up, it must 
be got somewhere, somehow, and the same uproar will be raised by. 
those who will feel it most on any particular product or branch of in¬ 
dustry on which it may be placed. But that the admission of Colonial 
sugar at a uominal duty into our ports is desirable, I am not only ready 
to admit, but I believe it would confer greater benefits on the people of 
the United Kingdom than even the abolition of the Corn Laws.

country. He ia not very well satisfied with bis prospects out here* but 
looks forward to an improvement; be has married ont here, and means to 
stay at lesat bis five years, which will entitle Urn to a yearns leave of 
abMnce« 

Theie arc now four American, and three French whalers in the port, 
for such repairs as they may wut, and for general stores and proviiioss, 
for which they usually pay in %penn oil, which is landed at per 
* cent, dd vabrtm, amounting to from 8/. to 91. per tun. Last yesrthere 
were altogether about 130 vessels m the port for those purposes, and as 
it is calculated that it takes on an average five tuns of oil to pay their 
bills, we have thus aboat 600 tuns of sperm oil) which finds its wa^ 
to England at from St, to 91. per tun duty, instead of 15f., which st 
wonid have to pay if iropoited direct under the new tariff, or of 85f. per 
tun, os It was under the old tariff. It may be said that some of this oil 
IS consumed in the colony, but if it be so, it displtees on equal quantity 
of their own fishing, that would otherwise be coDsnraed there, which in 
the end is the same. If the duty m England should be conimoed at 
15/ pet tun, It ought to be the same out here. 

The Grotius, a large American ship, is for the second time alongside 
the wharf, and they arc allowed to scU her cargo piecemeal; when 
they have made a sale of any pail, they usakc an entry at the Customs, 
pay the dutv, laud the goods, and touch the needful. English ships on 
their arrival arc obliged to deposit a co^iy of their manifest at the 
CustotnS) and on unloading, a good look-out is kept Ibst the cargo agrees 
with It. The other course is too favoiablc for ** Jonathan,’* as it b wall 
understood that they avail themselves of their improper positKm to 
smuggle what they can. It is too bad that an American, or any other 
who runs into a fnendly poit, where hib country has expenses what* 
ever to sustain, should be on more fovorable terms than QQr own 
shipping. I undei stand that they both buy, or take m exchange, large 
quantities of wool to work up m their own country, which I dare say U 
very much to the advantage ot our woollen manufactures. Their cotton 
manufactures at Lowell and other places, already rival us in some 
markets, and if wool should follow, it will indeed be deplorable. I hope 
wc shall be wise m tune/’ and by u further reduction in our tariff, 
prevent, if it be not too late, the otherwise inevitable conseqaenoea of 
our adherence to principles that arc no longer suited to the altered 
circumstancM of the world.

This waa conatdered to be rather abort wc^k, I, of come, thought It 
quite enough for the occaaioD: bnameaa letters should alwaji be brief 
and to the purpoee, although quite the contrary prevails out here, where 
trifles are made of as much importance as matters which are really aerioui 
and doserviog of attention. 

20tA /(7saory.—Went to*day to the opening of the Legislative Coun¬ 
cil ; saw the Lieutenant-Governor, for the first time—nothing in his 
appearance indicative of talent or ability; he must have been in a very 
difl'erent personal condition when he undertook his exploratory expedition 
towards the North Pole; he very evidenUy had not been rcceutiv living 
on ** tripe de rocke/’ or ao^ other of tnose dainties to which he was 
then obliged to resort. This Is to be a sboK tcaaion, made necessary by 
a blunder tn Uie recent Marriage Act; their proceedings were marked 
by anything but a decent gravity of deportment, and would not bear 
comparison with the business conduct of a third or fourth latu muni¬ 
cipal council io England. Nothbg hot a Council popularly elected will do; 
it must have a laige proponloa of its members chosen by the people. 
Anothei object of uouncil was to remedy an error in the appointm^t 
of the sheriff. It seems thot the appointment bad always been sealed 
with the wrong oflicml seal, by which all the acts of the sherifia for some 
years had been illegal; fortunfi*ely they had the power of passing an act 
of Council through in one day, which, on this occasion, was accomplished 
after the hours for general buriness were over : the secret of the error 
was well kept, or the lawyers would not have faded to have had some 
pretty pickings from it. ' 

2drd •TdffiMry,—Went on board the Derwent, and find that they have 
taken in all their cargo; they are bending sails, and if the passengers 
are ready we shall get away three or four da^' sooner than was expected. 
Attended a sale to-day of an estate near to Prosser's Plains, wliich I well 
knew; it is bounded by the river, 3,500 acres of land, about 50 cleared 
and in crop, 300 more partly improved, a house and go^ farm buildings, 
some of them of stone; it was mortgaged for l,000f. at 15A per cent 
intcresf tor a term of years, and sold for 1,735/., which it was under¬ 
stood would about eovrr the principal and interest due on it. Such 
sales as this, and it is qmte an average one, ought to convince the 
Government that they have put the pT& of unimproved land too high.

I have finished every 
thing I have to do. and as I hate walking about in the ton and dust, i 
think I shall not go out again until Mcmday morning, when we are all 
to be on board to breakfast, and shall weigh anchor at seven o'clock, on 
our voyage to Old England. 

Ou my rctorn to Hobarton, I found it pretty much m I had left it 
many months before; some houses that were then building are now 
finished and tenanted, and all those which are elected upon oh! sites, 
are invariably of a better constructiou than those tliey have replaced. 
The entirely new buildings are generfily of stone, which is easily 
obtained of a good building quality, and they make abandsome appear- 
ance. The group of buildings, comprising the Police-office. Govern¬ 
ment offices, and Law Courts, is very appropmte. The soouei the old 
gaol, which is opposite^ sliall be removed, and which it ought to be. to 
the present prisoners' barracks, the better; the ^itc should be occupied 
by a post-office, upon a scale commensurate with what will be wanted, a 
Town-hall and offices for municipal purposes. wSich will soon be in 
request; a suite of buildings for the Meebautes* Institute, which is in a 
very flourishiug condition; ur aoy other ^mblic purpose; or it may be sold 
for the erection of offices to correspond with those on the other side of 
the street, which would be a great and useful omamedt to of 

the dty. 

S found, apparently, the same gangs of convicts at work in Elizabeth 
and Hacquarrie streets as 1 hM left there; and their employment. 
06 is too often the case here, seemed more of an occupaUcm to kill 
time, than any real effort feu* the general good ; but what htile they had 
dtty was usofuL 

'Sge streets are well laid out at right angles, are of a good width, 
vrtfo an occarional turn towards the end. to keep op a connexion. 
ESii^beth and liverpool streete are thejnsncipal ones for business, but the 
Maeqaarrie must bo cotisidered the bt. James's or Pall-raall; from its 
commeoeement near the harbor, to its terminus at the cascade, must 
be two miles. A number of go^ houses are built on either tide of it; 
St. David's chu^# the principal Catholic place of worship, a second 
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SpoUh kirk now erecting, and manj public buildings abut on it The 
present Governmeat-hoase faces on it, and it is very difficalt to suppose 
that it lb not equal to all that can be oecessary for the pnr]^ i bot 
various objections have been alleged against it, and a determinatiw to 
erect another has been for some time adopted, and ia now quietly and 
gradually carrying into eatecatioQ. The site for the new bouse is wdl 
chosen, and the whole of the Government paddock, in which it is 
situated, ought to be cleared of its useless timber and brushwood, and 
converted into a park and pleasure grounds, with walks, lidea and 
drivcb, such as are now in exieteocc, and further contemplated, round 
London. Ibe plan of the house, as now intended, seems to be on too 
large a scale; and if, on its completion, the Lieutenaut Governor for the 
rime being is to live in it in a style suitable to its appearance, a very con¬ 
siderable additioD to his salary must be made, unless bis private fortune, 
which is not very likely to be the case, should enable him to dtspeose 
with it. A Govern ment-house, on too extensive a scale, is a tadt so 
common in all our colonies, that it is supposed this would have been 
pointed at as an improper deviation, if they had not followed the very 
exceptionable rule that has everywhere been set them. 

From the cascade ruus the stream that aupplies Mobarton with water; 
that for domestic and shipping purposes is brought by a sort of aqueduct, 
constructed on a plan sunested by a convict who had been a navigator, 
into wells and reservoirs, trxm whence it is pumped into carts and aistri- 
buted over the city. If a company were established with such rights 
and duties as arc usual in Eodand, the supply could be brought by iron 
pipes, in a much better cond%oQ than it is now, and laid on to every 
house at a considerably less expense than is now incurred; and if upon 
an accurate survey it should be found that the ^springs are not high 
enough for that, a reservoir should be made higher up the bill, as 1»6 
been done at many places in^ England: a sauU steam engine working 
two or three days a week, would force a aufiicfency of water from the 
lower to the upper reservoir, from whence its own gravity would carry 
it into Hobarton. 'Ais would be infinitely better th^ the plan now in 
contemplation, which looks as much like an interceted job as it is 
ossible to imagine. The eogine when not employed in pumping could 
e beneficially used for a flonr or saw-mill, the surplus water, as now, 
might pgfti off by its original channel, where it is very advantageously 
employed at floor•millsi and other useful purposes. It passes by the 
"Factory,*' which^ when it shall be relieved from the "ladies'* who 
now so uselessly occupy it, could be very profitably turned into a 
tannery, of which, although there are several, they want a really good 
one; a paper min, of wMch, I bebeve, there is not one in the isiud, 
although there are great quantities of ^^raga and paper stuff," wl 
now quite useless, and allowed to "was'e its sweetness on the 
i" or it would make a good woollen hetdryy whare the coanwr 
of woollen goods could be manufactured from the rough parte of thn 
fieccea, that bhould be applied to tuch a purpose, instead or their being 
bcnt borne with the finer parts, which are those that we are only in 
waut of. 

At the cascade, if. de Graves* a m«t bo^ltaUe and worthy fnaoi 
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bu ft very extensive estAblishmeat ot floor asd 8avr*aUU« i brewery 
ftnd bftkeiy ; hit hydraulic flour-mill ia well worth the troubte of goi^ 
to see^ ftod the water-wheel which works another aod iots the sftwieg 
mftchioerjr in motion, it ooe of the largett diameter and beet ooo* 
strutted I have ever seen. Every erpedieut is uied aloqg the #treaitt to 
ecoQomiee the water, and it ia only here that I have seen a diveraioo of 
it, after turning in overshot wheel, fall and turn an underdiot one 
together. 

Such ia the demand for floor for home eooeumpdon and for exporta¬ 
tion, principaliy to Sydney, that all these appliancea are not soflicjcnt ; 
and teveral ateam-milla have in addition been erected, aod must be 
inoreaied in nomber, ooleai a further supply of water (which docs not 
seem to be anticipat^) should be diacoren^ and made applicable. 

ftom the great consumption, wock1» although not acarco, is getting 
dear: and cool is advaAtageooely subatitnted fur it. Tlio Port Arthur 
coal ia of vet^ inferior quality: whether a more scientiflo system of 
‘working the pita would obtain a better sort^ baa not becu tried; they 
are now sinking a shaft oti the hiU, near the brickfield, on the road 
towards Newtown, and the appearances arc said to be very ftvorable. 
Good second quality coal ia Imugkt ftom Newc<islle, near Sydney, and 
occasionally there are sales of Eoglish coal which have been brought 
out as ballast, and which usually pays a profit of from 20a. to dOs. per 
ton. Whatever may be said of the cbejj^ness of a woofl fire, there is 
nutbiog like good coal, which in townsw lout, whenever they can get 
it, will always have the preference. 

Hobarton is well situated; it lias the tlcrwent before and on one 
side of it, across which the hills rise in most admired disorder. In the 
back ground, at from three to four miles distance, tho 'Wellington 
monutain attains to a bright of 4,000 feet, with its sammit capped for 
half the year with snow, and then a continuous range of bills farther 
than the most sanguine anticipate the city will ever reach to, but which 
will famish most desirable sites for villas that it is h^ed, at some time 
or other, will be in request. Tbc surface and sabs^ is very various; 
sometimea rock of the hardest nature close to land of the rioUest cha¬ 
racter, which, when cleared and coluvated, makes most admirable 
gardens, where all the fruits, vegetables, and flowers of Old England, 
thrive in the greatest luxuriance. Water is scarce; but*labor g pd in¬ 
genuity, with an economical use of that which runs from the cascade 
and Sandy Bay rivulet, the quality of which is excellent, will lung prove 
sufSoient for them. I did not hear of aay attempt having been made to 
obtaia a further supply by sinking wells or by bonng; the nature of the 
eubstratam would, no doubt, make it diffiwt: but neceuity will, by 
and by. force them to accomplish what now only appears to be ahnort 
impossible. 

Hobarton hu just been dubbed a city let us hope that this will 
be immediately followed by municipal institutiona, and that the hit are 
mayor, aldermen, and counriUors of the ** City of Hobarton,'* will do 
all imi^able honor to it. The mayor may not always prove a pattern ^ 
of abMlute wisdom/* but what ho may want in oi&cial knowledge 
can always bo made up by tbc election of a fit aod proper persoh its 
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town dcrk« wbo« hy lii« acquii^wests ud experience* wodd* n% it the 
CM in Loodof], fill tbc situation with honor and credit:. 

The appoiptmeot of sldermeD under the Municipel Hefbrm Bill in 
England* was a hitch-in of the Tories* under an expectatim of results 
very different from what turned out \ it ought not to consiit of a thing 
neither useful nor ornamental; but each ward being equalised as nearly as 
possible, should elect its own, as is the case in London* and he should 
also become a magistrate by virtue of hia ofBee; but whenever munioipel 
franchises shall be given* depart as little as possible from the customs 
and spirit of those of Old England. Correct with a stroog band all 
«« proved abuses,*’ and then let the people manage for thems^es* when 
the aristocracy of nature will carry it aninst all the world. 

We have known for some time of the appointment of a bishop, and 
that St. David's church, with the stroke of a pen* has been turned into 
a cathedral. This mu&t have been d<mc by some one who bM never 
seen it* or even a plan of it, and the site upon which it stands; but when 
It shall be properly understood* St David's will soon be shorn of its 
intended honors* and again be eoofined to the nsefal purposes to which 
it is now appropriated. This need not alarm the true ** sons of the 
Church*** for, in anticipation of the appoiotment of a bishop, a bailding 
suitable for a cathedral on a small scale has already been erected. It is 
IQ a much more central situation than St. David’s* and from its com¬ 
manding poaition oo a hill ie ^pen to great advantage; it is rather a 
handsome structure, tod if the^wer had beeo placed at the end towards 
the harbor* it would have added greatly to its appearance. 

The whole convict estabtishment should be moved at once from 
}{obarton tu Spring Bay, or some other eligible situation | and none 
but free men* by birth, or servitude*’* allow^ for the future to be in¬ 
habitants of the **city.'* The laws and customs of England should be 
established in thmr f^kst dkteut: its popula^on* of the right sort* is 
rapidly increasing—a great many merc^ts, some of whom are

of respectability, character* and capital* are now established there, and 
it only wants ** a clear stage* and no favor**’ to rise into great prosperity 
and io^rtaneb. A public ** is very fast forming* and w^ soon arrive 
at that importaoce when, inetead of bending submissivelyk as has been 
hitheito too much the caae* to thoee in authority* they will stand upon 
their loaheoabic rights as Englishmen* and will only have to oonai^, 
and boldly and fearlessly assert^ that

<0 men can ever entertain a propv reapeet mi eethnatioB for others* 
or a ri^t opinion of the interests* privilege* and immantties* that ought 
to be poesessed by the puUic, udesa be taken a calm and leiiouo 
view of what is due to himeelf. 

The trade and commerce of the poet have been much depreised* but 
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are now recovenDg, and paitiea are lookiog to itoody, iziatead of 
speculative, profits. Society tbere is good, sod extmmgi so Uiat 
every class sestsa to fled coogtnisl spiriU to ansooiate WM. The 
ladies dress with great neatness and tsste; the gentlemen as Xoglish- 
men; and the children are amongst the bwidsomest and meet interemg 
I havo ev^ met with: perhaps some of the lads'^ me a litde too 
forward in their manners, but not more so than they are, sometimes, at 
home. Time and experience will easily correct this. 

Charity, which covers a multitnde of tins, and without which 

nothing is good, nothing is holy/* is indulged in here to a great 
exteoC, and many deserving objects have experienced a fudicioos 
plication of it, to their great r^ef, and the everlasting honor of the 
donors. 

The Queen’s Orphan School, where the ehildien of eonvicte and 
others are sent who have lost their parents, is an excdlent and welU 
managed institution, the whole expense of which is defrayed by the 
Government, there being no regular foods or rates here applicable to 
such purposes. The children are kept there until they are fit to go oat 
to service, when suitable and proper sitoations are easily found for them. 

There is a great want of a first-rate school for boys of a superior 
clast* the pteeeot attempt is another of those jobs which are here so 
frequent. If it be necessary to give a muter 500/. a-year for a salary, 
and a good house to live in, let him be able to sliow that he does some¬ 
thing to deserve it; but the present maAer, by fixing the payment for 
individual scholars as high u from 80/. to 100/. a-ycar, has contrived 
to get together two or three scbolari, h& which, I understand, have 
never exceeded five in number. A school, such as we have at Win¬ 
chester, Rugby, Shrewsbury, Eton, or ibnow, ought at once to be 
eatabli^ed, by authority, from the GovemmeDt at home, upon a most 
hboral footing; it ought ^ot to have any eifolusive pinaples or endow¬ 
ments. The ZDUters should be paid partly by salaries, in proportion to 
the number of scholars, and the scholars tbemMlves should ray 
sufficient to cover their personal cliarges; a board of visitors shoold be 
formed^ say of the Lieutenant-Governor, Chief-Justice, Bishop, Col¬ 
lector of the Customs, the Mayors of Ilobarton and Launceston# when 
they got them, and two or three others, non-officials. 

Most of the families where there arc girls have o govefness, whfi are 
ladies, prinripally, if one may judge their names, from Scotlimd; 
but for such as prefer it, or to whom it may be more convenient, there 
ought to be a redly firit-dass seminary, where young ladies would be sure 
of receiviQg that superior education which, with a view to their future 
position in life, is so highly desirable for them. A certmn salary might 
be secured to a hdy or l^ies who should be preperty qualified to be 
placed at the head of it, to be paid by Government, and then there would 
be no difficulty in inducing propel^*qualified persons to go out and 
undertake the duties. Any modmte amo|int, judiriously hud out iu the 
advancement of a sound practical education, would be found to be 
money well bestowed. For the first ten years, at leut, all the appoint¬ 
ments for both establishments should be made direct from England, 

There are great varieties of character here sa ehewhera# tat no fiakn 
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abonld claim to be more hdy or ngbteous ibao bit netghbmri^. An 
attempt was made some time ago by some of those wbe woiud

to inaUtutc a society for the auppreaaioo of vice.'* A public me^tiug 
i^us called, and Blatements made at it which were moat effectually 
refuted, and the diegraceful metos by which the attempt was supported 
was allowed to fall to the ground. To one pait of the plan no one 
objected—'that was to institnte a penitentiary, to be supported by volun¬ 
tary contributions! for the reception of such unfortunate females as may 
wish to quit a vicious course, and show by a thorough repentance that 
they were again desiroos of leading a useful and virtuous life. When 
thoao who reaHy mean wbat U right shall have Hpsrated Ihemsrives 
from the ftnatici by whom they are surroanded, latter part wilt 
}>erhaps he taken up again and carried out—a consummation most 
devoutly to be wished. It is the duty of every society, and moio parti¬ 
cularly of those wbo have the means, to afford assistance to all who have 
seen the error of tbeir ways ; and as a matter of mere economy it is 
better to ioatitutc aud support such asylums, than to drive the uiifortu« 
nate to further crime and a gaol. 

Ttiei c appears to bo out here too great a cariosity to inquiicinto 
other people's affairs. If the %{iDe they throw away in the many idle 
&urim»es and conjectures indulged in were directed to an improve¬ 
ment of their own condition^they would no doubt And the benefit of it: 
and in some instances a little less application to ** bnmdy and water, 
with the eternal cigar, would be ^hly dciirable: these, like ** fire 
and water," may be very good servants, bot by an inveterate use a man 
makes himself a slave to them. 

A cricket club is established, which in the s&son meets twice a week, 
in the Government paddock, for practice, where they have laid down a 
good piece of grouhd for the purpose; and it is truly pleasant to sss that 
most Knglish of all gomes carried on as it ought to be so far from home. 
I did not fancy that I found a Pilch or a Ltllywhite amongst them, but 
there were some very fair players, aud some of the yonngsfers will no 
doubt improvw, which there is certainly great room for. 

THe^^eehauics' Institute is placed on agood foundation; it is repoct- 
ably supported by volantary annual cODtnbutions, donations, and by a 
Government grant of 190/. per annum. This payment having somehow 
fdlleu into nrrear, was lost year paid up lor tiiree years together; 
a large part of the amount was transmitted to England for the 
parch see of plnlosophice) apparatus, and a farther portion laid ont in 
the increase of their hbrary, wiuch ritc^dataa amongst the memhera as 
)( ought to do It would be very desirable if the Re^rd Commiauoneis 
would send them out a copy of all their pubKeatioMi; they give them to 
foreign and other Hbrariee, and every English colony where there is a 
public institution ought to have one,*^ if it be only as a memento of the 
old country. To these should be i^ded ^1 such Parliamentary ** blue 
books’' and documents as relate to the colonies in toy part of the 
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world. They would QOt perhapi be genawlly read, more than itw; 
are at borne; bat in every loeiety there are alwaya a ftw more oartoae 
than the reet, who. by poring over thefo« may occaaionaUy diaeOTer 
what, if put in practice, would be found aaefhl and odTantageoui. lie 
paitrjcooka and trunkmakera would cry out at tUa, but their ** vested 
intereatain such publications must, without! compensaHon, be made 
to give way to the general good. 

If tliese things were done, the lawyers of ell sorts would perhaps 
think it expedient to coUect together a law library/' which might find 
shelter under the same roof: the latest cases and decisions at home 
would thus become acceuible to all ci them: ond when an easy and sure 
reference could be made to works of aduiitted authority, it would save 
some of the Tory clever gentlemen out here the trouble of drawing on thmr 
imaginations, when their memories should happen to fail them ns to facts. 

Instead of selling riie duplicates of works that arc now by law obliged 
to be lodged iu the British Museum and other institutions, it would be 
much better if it were provided that they should bo distributed amongst 
any public libraries that are or may be established iu the colonic*, I 
should suppose the amount they sell for is comparatively tniliug, and 
would of course, if necessary, be made up by au additional annual 
grant of money. 

The library, from donations and purchases, is uow getting extensive 
and respectable, and if proper means were taken to bring it before the 
literary public m England, it would, no doubt, receive many large 
accessions from further donations. Somo*of the old standard authors 
would be must acceptable to them; a few rows of folios as a have is 
always a most useful foundation on which to raise a super<ructure ot 
quartos aud octavos.

Let us compare the above centos with tbc free state of Ohio, in North 
America, whicb^ at the eimmeration of its nopulation in 1790, was 
3,000; in 1800, 45,000; in 1810, 230,000; in 1820, 580,000; and in 


1840 it amounted to about one million and a half. Thus, with all the 
appliances of monky and labor which we have had at oor command, 
and which, in most Instances, have been so lavishly and uselessly ex* 
pended, our protected colony has been left at an ioi measurable distance 
behind; and Cinmonati pm’k, dmie up in very pretty family casks, now 
finds its way, ip rather large quantities, to Hobarton, for sale, extracting 
the '"i%ady,” which ought to be expended amongst themselves. 

The other free persons'* mav considered to be those who had 
become so from the expiratioii of their sentences; those in Oovcmment 
employ were of all descrip dons, and the women, particularly, were 
the inmates of the foctory, where they pqss their time in worse than 
idleness; those ia private satignmenti *-^hich is very little better than a 
qualified slavery, and by which tbmr sentences msy be aggravated to a 
fearAil tttent, too frequently falling heaviest on those who least desme 
it, ars of very KtUe ^rge to the Ooverament. The ticket-oMeavs 
priiooen are assigned to n^icnlar districts, which they cannot leave 
without permiirion, but wiUiin which they are allowed to work for their 

own benefit and advaotagSi and from thmr wages entirely keep them- 
■elves. 
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IMPROVEMENTS IN SUGAR MAKING. 

Thb alUengrotung the wetPiBS op ova WitT iNDn 

CoLONiift, has induced us to look back upon what has been written 
within the last ibw years» and what is now projected with reference to 
improvements in the manu&ctoro of their staple product—suOAa; and 
we are the more induced so to do, as in the prise essay on (be cultivation 
of tho cane, by Thomas Henny, Esq., of Jamaica, inseited iu our 
publication of January last, that gentleman remarka on the stationary 
state of the manufecture of sugar in Jamaica dating the lasttwenty«five 
years, and he very judiciously points otit the course to be punued to in¬ 
troduce improvements; and since occasionally wcglean even here tome 
information on this subject, and such as we have, wbicli is partly of old 
date (and tlicrefore may have been passed by unnoticed), and partly 
recent, and as tlie latter attracts particuiar attention in England, where 
the experiments that have been made seem to warrant the belief that 
ingenuity has presented a valuable boon to the sugar planter 

First, we find iua pamphlet published in February, 1839, addressed 
under the bead of Suggestions to Uio Proprietors of Estates in the 
British West Indies,’* which was distributed ^o them by (lie author, a Mr. 
Henry Crosley, some usetul hints on the manufecture of sugar, among 
which wc have to notice that bis remarks upon thq hint operaliou of 
extracting the juice from the cane are worthy of particular consideration, 
as he insists that iU juice is only partially extracted by the best con- 
strurted sugnr-raills, and he founds tliis assertion upon the effect of 
hydraulic pressure upon rasped beet root, the palp of which, although 
subjected thereto, still contains one-diird of the saccharine matter of 
the root 

It would appear by the inference to be drawn from this observation, 
that Mr. Crosley now entertains a di&rent opinion, so &r as regards 
the sugar cane since, we find that in December, 184'2, s patent was 
granted for England and the British colonies to Henry Crosl^ and 
George Stevens for Uiis identical application of hydraulic pressure, and 
for minor improvements in manufecturing the juice and product of 
the cane; and we have every reason to believe, as faighlj^respectable 
parties have taken up this invention and are iuterested in it, that the 
new application of tbt well-known power-^bydrauiic pressure, which 
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is of unlimited extent, will probably be found available for the pUiTpoae 
intencW. Tlio following is from a circular, whicli haa been iasuad by 
die partiea alluded to 

•• The nece««ty of lome more eflioieut meent of erprentn| the juice from thetoger 
0ine then lh<* roller mill, will not be dUpoled : when ve coa^drr that, b^ the beet 
of those now in noro then ienr.fifthi of the juice in the cene ia not obtained, and 
thr juice when ohfdiood ie^ from the grindii^ teadenej of the mlD, fuU of impuritiei 
eifrected from the rittd. TIm* gmi power required to work each milli » also a very 
serious obiertiou in onr colonies, wbm Aiel U so expeniitre; a eteun^ngine of from 
nght to twenty Imrse power beiog required. 

** By Ihe hydraulic prra a power Is obtiined limited only by the strength of the 
machine, whwh maybe made to bear • pressure of from 2,000 to 2,500 tons, without 
being too heavy for treniporUlioa. 

** Two presees, each capable of beating a strain of 1,400 tons, art wOfkrJ alter¬ 
nately by one set of jntmits, wLu4 paiD]is may be worked either by manual labor, by 
means of douhW-emUd (ever handles, or, where manual labor U »caref, by two mulei, 
or by a small steam^emdur of tiro bone power. These pressei are oaloulsted to tom 
out about G,000 galtoos of cane jidee pet day of ten hoorsi nhleh is more than can be 
rfitrti'd by s lollri mill, even when driven by a steamveoglne of twelve oi fouileea 
Jior»r* poirtr. 

“ A» the piossnre is nlinoet unlimitoil, the whole of Uie juice can hr expreesetl from 
(Ik* canci. Tlwy being subjected to simple pressure only, the Juloe so obtained ni 
Its oio^tpure slAtc, tlie ilnd not Msg bmkco, but only split longiluiUiisIly. 

** Among (lie udvantiLgfH to be obtained by the eubetitutaon of the hydraulic* prf«s 
for the roller mil), are conAdcntly eutimcreCed the following 

Erouomy of drat co«t.-^Tbe eetiinste<l erprasr of two hydnulic presses 
adapted for the purpose, will be ^little more iban one-half of that of a steam-engine 
and roller mill, or nf an iron walrr-wheel and milk e 

** 2Dd. Economy in woikliig and npboldiog.^Wbether worked by mfinual, 
mule, water, or steam-power, only one-fifth of that required to exprsM the same 
quantity of juice by a roller rnill, win be o c o ea wry, consequently at one-fifth of 
the expen-f. The expense upboldiug tLe hydraulic press il very trifimg, ai every 
part Is so strong that, when <mce erected, it wiU last many yean wichout repair, con¬ 
sequent^ englneert’ wages md tJjc expense* of wear and tear ot machinery, which 
now press ao heavy on an estate, wUl be almost entirely saved. 

^‘5rd. Increase of pnduce«^lt has been proved that 15 to 20 per cent, more 
juice ia obtaioM wiili the hydranlie prem Uian when the roller mill is used, con¬ 
sequently, on ci^tate now making 200 hhds« will, when tbe hydraulic press is sub- 
sHtuted fbr the roUtf mUI, nuke 230 to 240 hhds., and a proportionate xncreaM of 
superior molasses at the same expense of cultivation i and tbe megass being ao mudi 
dryer will be better adapted for fuel* 

**4th. A superior quality of jnlee.^Tbe juice whldi flows ftom the hydctulic 
press is, in appearance, when compand with that irem the roller mill, as fine can- 
diiiqned pale sherry wine ia to muddy water, eonieqnratty, it is presumed that the 
fugnr made from the fbrmer will comnand in tbe market, from its superior quality, 
5i. par ewu more than ttiat made from tiie latter. 

100 to 200 gillons of wat r wiU nftce under tbe new pnoesi for a whole 
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crop, ft&d CAM ttay be ptttited In fery Ui^ie queatitiee et ou UoMr Hf from 70 to 
100 cn^ feet, to tbe lire of Uie pmi anil qoaatity of joica requred/' 

The Qext and following observaiioua in Mr. H. Croaley't pamphlet 
relate to the operaiioni of tempering, clarifying, cleaning, and evapo¬ 
rating the juice, and hia hiute teem deserving of notice; but he lays 
great stress upon tlie mode of hoilbig th* cleansed syrup in a better 
manner than by tho teache in use: in short, be reccmitnends performing 
all operations by steam; and from his review of tlie methods that have 
been proposed and employed, with that in general use, the conclusion 
he draws by contrast proves that the steam method would be the most 
beneficial; and perhaps equally so if applied as a substitute for tlie 
present, as he contends, injudicious modes of grauitlation and curing 
the sugar, hy which considerable loss is sustained from its druinitig on 
the voyage; to remedy which, and to save and retiiiu the molasses on 
the estate, and there to convert it into sugar, is bis object. Mr. 
Croslcy's remarks on this and Uie other operations ApjKnr to have the 
stamp of practical experience. However, it is tlm province of the 
jilduter to aacerlain whether or not all or port only of the imj>rov<»« 
merits lie recommends are available in tho niaimturtnrc of Oolonial sngni*. 

We do not n'commcnd any persona pLiu, ns our object h to lay 
before tho {ilunter iiifonuation that seems worthy of his notice, md 
which has reference to his wolfere, and osiicijiilly ut this luoinent of 
exeilament throughout the islands, created by a vaiicty of causes, real 
mid imaginary, which if met, os it would appear it Hill be» with spirit, 
then, no doubt, the difTicuIties will U* siii^oanted, or ot least consi- 
derrtbly diminished. ^ 

Witli reference to DemcMra, and by ifermissioi} of a respectable 
morchunt of London connected wiili that colony, we shall, in some 
future number, lay before our reoilcni a at'iien of obsiTvations mode by 
Mr. H. Crosley, by request, upon the nuvel plan of John T. Osborn, 
Esq., proprietor, and resident upon his estates in Oenierara, recom¬ 
mending fioating and portable sugar works,plan available only for 
such localities as British Guiaua.

For many milea along the 
frouC of tJie Tillage^, which are <|mte |>opulou»> the rifer boro along human bodiest 
Foino mutilated, and sorao iu high putrefaetUBi. All along the nver edges, and oa 
the bottom wkeiw tko water was skaKow, we saw liuimm remaios, on some of wliicli 
lurds oJ* pivy were feosUeg, while a bomlde itendi infecti'il the dir ! Our boaU 
often, while rn'kinp u (>asMg<^ over Uw eamly bottom, atnu'k iigunst corpses buried 
partly in the sands; and then the coipaes, being dlstorlnsl, drifted farllicr down tho 
hinuiin. Notidng can give an idea of the borror of this a}>ecta<*le; aad what addcii 
lo il, ua» whole docks oC birds of prey hovering over tbo river aud dorounog their 
frigbUid fi«#t. Gorged with tbeir fkod, some were unable to rite on tho wing, and 
1 urn iki lied sti3|>[d on tlic sandy shore uutil the burulng rays of the son luil b*isteucd 
and coi)*iil€tcd tlic bbor of digestion. But this awful pruy was disputed with thcoi 
by very iiunicrout crocodiles. Csptaia ScUm st.iies that he saw one of Ihosu terrible 
amphibious anuaals go out of tho nver, beariogs corpse butwceii hh jaws, thn weight 
(if which did not scrKn tu discompose him. The crocodile earned his booty (o the 
riuddle of a imall island covered with reeds, when htt disappeared from view, but we 
heard the uul^* of bis fonuidabls jaws cutting and crushing whole limbs. This fa* 
l>ediii(Mi did not succeed in its whole objeei. It reached the mountains of AHys^niu 
without being Mu to discover the sourrts of tbe NUc, particularly of tliat brnDcU 
railed While Nile. Tbe natives ssid that it woold nu|ttirc two years to reach (he 
loursf.'^ 

At a meeting of tlie GrvuaiU Agvicultiual sod Horticoltunl Society, hold in 
Auguvtlivt, tile IVfsiitcnt produced a coil of n\t€ that had been manuCselured In 
l^o&ibii, from fibn* prqiared in that island, said to be worth about £14 per ton in 
tbe rough atstc) it is procured from a pUat growittg (.pontuueoubly on almost every 
rsUde bordering on tbe fusat; its botanic name, f/reaa cojiU^t^n and thusdcKrihed^ 
Amahaceour, plant; flowers white, chutcrud; about Hvr icet high; flowen hi 
January and February—annual." A spedmen of tbe fibre was sfut to London to 
be made into itipc, as wcU as to aaosrtsin its vsloe; tbe broker rrpor^l as follovrs i— 

" On iD4|uiry we find it to be like the East India jutr, tbe better sort of wCli'bds worth 
from X'lZ to £'15 iicr tou (ibere la no duty). Ibe umplc sent wav loo swoU; if 
ouiat be got up in bvtter conditkm v there abould bo no bark or bits of the plant 
adbering to it, and it should be well washed and clesncd, ond afterwards packed in 
layers fastened ronnd tbe bead, aiul Uien made into bales/* 

A Fnom.v WATKa^aD..—Tim b»nutiftfi vraterfall on the Cluttenango, lu the 
Stale of New York, formiog in snoamer a cascade nearly 140 feet in buighi, was 
entirely iroTien during ibe eteeswie cold in the early part of the present year. The

\ncikst Airmv.^We Lava be^i mformed by a gentlemao who has traverKd a 
Urge j^OidioD of the Indlaa country of Northern Texasy'and tbe country lying be* 
twem Skida Fc and tlie Pacifio, riuit there are vestiges of ancient dtlcv oad ruined 
taslirs or temples on tbe Rio Puere>i and on the Colorado of the west. He says that 
on one of Die brauches of the Rio Pusreo, i frw dayi' travel from Saste Pd, there is 
an immenae pile of ruini that appear to betong to on ancient temple. Portions of 
tbr walls arc still itaiuibg. cotwiatlag of huge blocks of llmestooe regnlarly Jiewn, 
and laid in qenaat.* The UnlidJng occupisi an is^tent of more than an acre. It is 
two or fiirce stories high, has no roof, but cootaini many rooms, generaUy of a square 
form, without vlodowa, and tha lower rooms are so dark aod gloomy that they re* 
lemhle caveme rather than the apartments of an edifice built tor a human habitation. 
Oui informaBt was unable to describe the style of ardiltectuTf, bnt be believes it 
could not be erected by Spaolirds or Esropeass, as the stmui are much worn by the 
x.tln<, and indicate that the bailduig has stood several hundred ycen. Prom Lis 
<'rarription we arc induced to beUeve that it resPinb^ss tbe rains of Psieoque or 
Otuiun, Ha laja there are many riallar ruins ox/ the Colorado of tbe west, wLicli 
empties into Die Cslifrmiiu set. In one of the rsUeyi of the Cordileras fravensd 
by this river, and about 400 miles from its mouth, there Is a Isrge temple sDD 
atandiiig, 1|| walls snd spxivs preeeatLig scarcely any two of dilapidation, and were 
It not tor tbe want of a roof U miabt still be rendered habitable. Near if, scattsnd 
along the declivity of a mouutaifir are tbe lalns ai what must have been once s large 
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Tie traces oi a Urge aqueduct, pait of »bicb U, in tb« «okid rock, 

are still vinble. Naitbar tUc ludiini re^idlag ia the Yiriiulf, Aor the oldest SpuiiiH 
settlers of tM zwarcit seiUemcnts, cea give soy accoaot ot the orjgm of tbee>e 
buildijjgi, They merely koov that they have stood there from the esriJest periodi 
to wtuoh thdr trsditious eitttul. The antiqurkn, who U iksiroui to trace the A^tic 
or Tcltee raoei ia their migrations from the aorthem r^k»s of America, may find hr 
ihctto aoclODt edifices many subjects of earioas sjieottli *' T^hfn^h, Oct. 11.

SYSTEM HITHERTO I'UllSUED IN .1AMA1CA.

Mai^y mhrliiovous lUrcoC^ exist in the system hitherto pumiecl in the 
niuiiagenienl of lahoivrs, nud in Ihe nppHmlioti and divisioti of their 
l'iI>or: till* lomiov mpiirc patience, jndgmeiiL knowtedp* oi 
hnnmn nature, aiul, instead of abuse for every little hmll, lefei^nees 1o 
the police magistral cs on every ditfercTico, and huMy diachargeH for 
petty in isiiemcanors, the di&eroet luanai^rwill make many uliowauces 
for tlioir ignorance and Airuier eonditiuei, point mil fniilU in gootl 
humor, uutTer a liHle \mmg rather tlian W amays at the Court-house, 
audinnke a diM'liavge from Ins Mrvice a dtsgraeehv tlie ranfy of its 
oecurrenro : in fine, bo should, U) luie the uords of the poiU, 

*' their faulib a UUV* Idiait, 

And tu their virturs \i‘r 7 diiM(i.*' 

This forbearance nill bo amply repaid by the respect it nill nllimatolv 
call forth; and, in ardor further to avoid canw* of dispute, he uill, on 
all oocnxloiiH, prefer jiirce and task work to day labor. In <loing so, he 
vult be htriclly Jionorahlc, and-not altompt to avail Jiiinself ofthe igno'* 
ranee of the lulioi'crs, as to the true \alu€ of the work to he done ; tlte 
hatter are but poor juclgeb of tlm, some!imcit demanding tvyrothe value 
of the work, ut other times siaking a price lli.it cannot remnnenitc ih^ni. 
in the iormcr case, the monage^r should reasuTi nllU them, and prurnis<* 
something nioro in the event of Uieir not earning Ibir althongli 

industrious; and in (he latter, he w'ill give him whit his fK*tt<n* itu 
fonnalion will know to U* just: this will gnuliially inspire niiilual con- 
fldenco, thu ivai bubis of fru/* adviin&ge in all the (rans^ictions of life. 
It would betray me inUi grciilcr apace than would at present be con- 
venieut, were I to advert on aliflie diTects in Ibib denm’tment; bnt it \h 
obvious that the a!>ovc, with dia(H*minent to kinnv the exact period U> 
convei't the canes of cui'h field into ^iger, the immhcr of hands pre* 
cisely wanted fur each description of work, so that no loss of labor w ill 
t:tks* place either in the fieHl ur at the works, mid to keep the culti* 
vatiou iu full action while die luaimCiclurc is going on, reipnre quahR^ 
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«^ations of no nican Older, which leads (o the consideralion of the no( 
unooinmon defect, of pkeinq inexperienced youths, or, nlwt is much 
worse, ignorant *‘hoad men,” in tho management of estates. It is impos- 
aihle either of these con carry out such a system of agriculture, as must 
now be adopted, to cultivate properlies with adyanta^; and the latter, 
by such unnatural okvation, bocooie altogether useless eve servants to 
their eninloycia (llie natural consequence of the habita formed during 
slavery), and hated by the laborers, who consider every assumjjtion ol 
anthonly by tliem as unwarranted arrogance. The same objection lies 
to employing siuli persona as book-keepert; tlie duties of the laKcr 
have oecnnic more important than they were, and they ought to 
tnnikd with so much more att^tion by the manager, who will find 
one, two, or three, smart intelligent assistants, accordinff to the extent 
of the estate, to be worth all the pretended inltoenee of ncad men, ten 
times told: lie sides, it is absolutely necessary that die manager shoukl 
lie relicve<l from the wony of keeping books, making onl reliiruB, ami 
minute snpeniUcndenco of everything, if he is to lx* cfTicienl in the 
niauagement of the general interests of the estates ; and i wnl vonlnve 
to assert, that where such young men are employetl, they wOl jc|viy 
their salary and keep with enormous interest. The system ol no w| 
men should be as much as possible abolished, and rcplau*d by etlmnileu 
book-keepers, irrespective of color, which will act as a spur to iiidMcc 
the luboiers to educate their sous, in the hoj>e llist ntay fill such 
n'Hpcctabic bitiiations on the estates Uieoisclvcs have tilled. 

'Hjc b-td arrangement of the works is a rruitfid cause of cx|>ense; * 
they arc seldom built with reference to ilio field in cultivation, and are 
ohuosf always too extensive. It is impossiblo to give rules Ihut can 
Iwve a general appliculioii, but there are some which should l>e always 
al tended to; they should be so constmclcd a - y rcfpiire os lUllc roofing 
as posHiblc, and j'l«ce<l coijipactly in onler. 'i'ne still-hou&e should he 
under the cuiing-liouHc, where pruclicable—tho niill-houbo near the 
Ix)ding-house, to save gulteiing—tiietnibh*houses os dose to the iniU- 
honse os consistent witli safety, for which purpose they ought to be 
built out of the range of the boiling-house, mul other chimneyfl, with 
the gable end to the prevuiliiig breeze: the compost-pen should be al^ 
od joining the still-house, and the caiie-yard raised ami paved. A rail- 
ro«l from the mill to the trash-houses can be cheaply constructed, and 
sauc ma'ny pounds yearly; and this reminds me tlml rail or tram-roads 
could be cougtnicted, at comj^tively am all expense, on most C8tati*5, 
wJicre the system of liigh cnltivaliog a compact field close to the works, 
as I have always advocated, is pursued. 1 will merely glance at the 
defects in the construction of tiic ^jiborcrs’ cottages: they arc generally 
mere Ijovels. Nothiug would tend more to elevate the character ol 
that class than the building of neat cottages; the floor should be a 
little raised above the surrounding ground, and well furnished with 
jealousies or windows, In llic absence of shingles, the island abounds 
with great varieties of malerial for diatching, and, when this is properly 
put on, is neat, lasting, und comfortable. 

In no business is flic defect of sti imperfect record of traosactions 
more severely felt then ia that of the planter. Vital os coirect book- 
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keeping is to tUe merehatii, it is cquallf imporUnt to the i^iouhurist*^ 
it is systeia a»<l exnelness that enables A man to form conclusions 
which may most essentially, and in innumerable ways, tend to bis 
advantage ^that alone can give value to liis experience, and make it 
the basis of iraprovement'—can empower him to give counsel oth^, 
or place coufi&nce in himselfl When the Dulim proveii) says, No 
man ever goes to ruin yvho keepa a correct act of acconiits/’ it enunciates 
much that ia true. 'Ihe necessary bo<^ to be kept are—^ coah>>l>ook, 
for cash received and poid, stating from and to whom; a journal, in 
which all work performed should be carefully noted; a stock-book, for 
inci«ase and deoreaso; an iavoice*book, for bills of account; a wages- 
book, for the Isboi'en' time, work, and wages; and a ledger, in which 
an account should be opened, with every cane-piece in cultivation, and 
the difierent other work, showing the expense and yielding of each 
field, a uscfid summary of which could be mode on a sheet of paper, 
paat^ on a board, and hung up in the manager's hall, having one 
coluiuu for the names of the cane-pieces, the next for date of planting 
mid cost; the thifd, date and cost of first cleaning, and so on till cut, 
and tile yielding of sugar from each; which will word much iuforma- 
tiou at a glance, and will c^rd means of comparing the expense of 
any former year with the current time. X will say no more on this 
obviously important subject than again to impress the necessity of 
employing a greater nuinMr of wcIUeducated young men to keep these 
books, under the inauager*8 eye, and to superiutena the ininuHie of tlie 
work. These arc the hopcfhl materials to*»hich we roust look to form 
the husbandmen of a succeeding generotion; and unless they are edu¬ 
cated and enlightened, wa need not expect tlic adoption of the improve¬ 
ments which arc daily making in agriculture. 

Numerous defects occur in taking off the crop, but as they belong 
to the manufacture ofMie produce, rathar than to the agriculture 
system, and this Essay having extended to greater length than 1 in¬ 
tended, or than iicrhaps desired by Uio Socic^, I shall here conclude 
my remarks on me defects of sugar cultivation. 

Not a lb>v of the defects I have pointed out os being injurious to the 
welfare of sngjir estates, apply with ^ual force to mo conducting of 
cofFix^ plantations. But the most strikijig defect to an agriculturist is 
the total want of aiiytliiiig like an attempt at renovating tliwold j)earing 
trees by a general system of maQuriiig. Here and theiv some bolu 
innovator is to be found, who may throw the litter of his stable to the 
roots of the nearest field, rather Aan into the gully; yet, although the 
luxuriance tlins produced gives a forcible lesson, to pen the mules to 
make compost is never bought ofr 'fhe pulp, one of the richest 
vf^table substances in nature, is washed away by Uie water of the 
mill or pnlpcr, allowed to waste in heaps,^tlie uoelngi are left to 
vot uselessly in ridges between the rows, forming channels for the moun¬ 
tain torrents to wash out the roots from the soil, or at least doprivo 
them of any vegetable de^it that may be lingering near them, leaving 
the land a prey to barrenness. As m(»st of tlie moQntam plantatiens 
are too steep to bg converted into gmsing peiu, this is'tiie more to be 
deplored, since it is particubrly applicable to those parts^the island, the 
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imale of which nrocluceg a quality of coflbe that must ever command 
finch A price ns will defy the rivalry of foreign produce in the ikiropetin 
iDfirkots. 

Hic width at which coffee isplantetl is oflen very defective; either 
too close in cold, or too wide m hot, climates: the proper distance 
depends on climate, exposure, and richness of the soU; Ave feet square 
will be good for every purpose in the lower mountains of St Thomas- 
in-the-Vale, Manchester, St. Davkins, &c.; while from six to eight 
feet is re<]uired in the Iiighlands of St. Andrew, Port Royal, St. 
Gcotge*B, and others. In veiy wet seasons, and ui virgin laud, young 
coffee ])]Hnts will be the best to put in, as when carefully drawn from 
the earth they take root, to use a surgical phrase, by the first inten¬ 
tion; but in the usual seasons and soils, a atout ycruug tree, cut off 
four inches from the root, will be the least likely to give way in diy 
weather, and may, thetofore, be best depended on. 

When the coffee Is planted, it is olun left in grass and weeds for 
three and four months; the first lateral branches that appear wiUier 
and die; the stem, robbed of its food by tlie porasitical weeds, grows 
the other branches are stunted and incline upwards, and the 
whole li'ee is sickly: the land is fortliwilh declared bad, and in a few 
years abandoned, after an immense loss of moneyr time, and labor. 
Oil tlie contrary, the young coffee plant should have at least live 
cleanings a yoor, and when two years* old the hoeings should l>e placed 
in the step, between the bushes, to hinder the washing owny of the 
vcgcUtblc substaners, that is, so soon as the young trees con bear the 
weight of the heaps, in the event of Uie rains moving them, liy being 
kept constantly clean, the lateral brunches extend so as nearly to toiuh 
the ground; the plant grows broad and bushy, and in three years will 
be so formed as to require Hoppmg^ to keep h a bush, vol a tree: Ibe 
height at which this should Iw done will viuy with the great gnklcs of 
conce planting already mentioned; but it is safest to stop the growth 
low; four feet will be found an average height. In pniuing there is 
great diversity of practice, some imining the bushes every year, others 
half the field in alternate years; but the defect seems to be the pruning, 
as a matter of course, at a certain season, instead of waiting, alter the 
picking is over, till the bushes recover the effects of the bearing, when 
the fresji vegetation will show the most ignorant pnmer the wood re- 
qifiring to w cut off; and at the same time to handle or oi>en the iices 
properly^a matter as important to bearing as pruning ilsolf. I am no 
advocate for the constant scraping of the soil, when the coffee is old 
enough to protect itself, in some degree, and think three cleanings 
u year* will enough to hinder the grass from hurting the tree, without 
exposing (he land to be constantly wasted by the neavy mins: the* 
careftil manager will at such cleanings, or oftener if requirtHl, see the 
gormandiserfi or suckers duly wrench^ off, before gaining such strength 
as to deprive the bush of its fmiuproducing power; at the same time, 
too, the moss and miHtletoe sliouldi^ caremlly removed: mtich injury 
U done by not attending to those dirsetions. To renovate the old fields, 
u pen should be made, in some convenient hollow the coffee piece 
intended to be openit^ on, and the muUs peooed on the hoeings from 
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the fieW, with mould from gulWys, or marl if at baud: au old persq^i 
should be constantly kept cuUitig grass for them. /Dte mould.round the 
ri^t of such liushes as show exhaustion^ should be loosened by a light 
pick-axe, and the manure applied; where the Uiid is steep, n trench 
dug in the step, and dung urop{)ed into it, will answer every purpose^ 
as the fibres of the roots of both trees will reach to it; but ti\e laborers 
must not be allowed to put tlie luaiiure to the stem of the ti^ec, which 
they will do if not prevented, for. as Professor Faraday says, we might 
as well attempt to feed a man by his heels, as to iced a plant by its 
stem/* In ibis way ^uano might be tried as has been done by h Iheiid 
of mine, who is loud in its praises: he mixed it with two^thirds of rich 
mould, and applied a quart of the mixture to each buah in otic case, 
nnd with ashes lu others, but prefers the laiter. He also gave aome to 
a young field, which being near the works wns put in, though of inferior 
soil, and ho says there is the most marked improvement on the ]>art 
whici) was beotra with guano. 1 have not ixiii irmysclf, but accoroing 
to all authority, practical as well as theoretical, it moat be of great 
benefit to have animal substances brought into contact with the roots 
of all exhausted fruit trees; and this truth becomes ajiparent, Uiat the 
cheinist is as much if not more required to aid Uic merely practical 
codec jdanter, as he is to help the cultivator of the cane. Doubtless 
ninny soils looked upon as worthless, might bo made available were 
they analyse<l; some may be deficient in carbonate of lime, whicli could 
Iw got from the marl of u ncigliboriiig ridgo, nnd which outers largely 
into the composition of all wood; ib<adeficiency of others for the 
tioin islimeiit of the cofice, on being nscei*Uinc(l, might be supplied with 
oixunl ease; in the mean time (M will be benefited by compost manure; 
tliero ikhkI be no fear /lereoi too much amuionia, for the more nitrogen, 
the more blossom and fruit. Common sense, tliat ciipiial guide wiieu 
joined to informution, bomts out, that as the earth contains the con- 
sttiuentg of the coflec oushes and fruit, tlie more easily the roots are 
enabled to penetrate in search of nutriment, the more liealtlw will be 
their growth, and the more pleiitifol ibe consequent crop, liie objec¬ 
tion is the expense; but this objection is quite as fattil to hoeing grass, 
or in fact to cultivating ut all,—the inq^iiiry to be made is, will it imy ? 
The fric|id above alluded to, who has tried it largely, assiues me it will, 
and I strongly recommend every colfec planter to try it, Ipr I liave been 
astonished nt witnessing its effects. If be will only loosen the ^arth, i^nd ^ 
put the hoeing, mix^ with the coffee-pnioings chopped small round 
the roots, inouldiog all up, he will soon sec hts old fields with as liealthy 
wood mid as much fruit almost as hU young fields; this is surely 
worth trying, even though it be di^ue on ever so small a scale. 

Ifa ciioiee of land for planting cSdsts, that which has a southern and 
wisstem aspect should be prefe^; where the field must necessarily 
face the east and north, plantme moogo, or other &at*^rowiog tunbru- 
gecus trees, along the rid^, wiU greatly assist in breaking the force of 
the breeze; in such sUoations, stopping low wiU help to protect,the 
coffee from injury, and planting plantain suckers m every fourdi fOvr 
will found useful tii this as well us in oUier respects. 

The best laud for coffee is a calcareous loam, or o Ipoie^ stoney UrOwti 
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iti^uld; but that earth that leema the moat fertile Tcff all other cultivation, 
also fluiU the roffee, vis.* bUek vegetable mould, mixed vrith limestone 
rock, on a uot very teoacioua clay. lu St. Ann’s, and some other imrta 
of the island, the codec-plant is allowed to glow to a ties, under the idea 
that the tap-root is not so apt to descend into the marl, which under- 
ricn red loam of ^ose districts, as when it is stored, lliii evil 
might be avoided by following ibe pnctico pursued in Britain with 
respect to forest trees—digging through the auDstratum, and placing a 
robeture of dung and earth at tne bottom of ^e bole, previous to plant* 
ing. This woi^ certainly be expensive, and ihows our want of the 
agricultural chemist, who, by analysing soil, tree and fruit* could ^int 
out at once what is required, instead of thus groping in the dark. This 
great want of the planter U further evidence by uie foct, that in Uie 
richest soils patches of the moat luxuriant coffee die away: on inquiring 
of the laborert for the cause, they tell you, it is the sai^tre in the 
ground that kills the foei, and that when yarns meet it in the soil, they 
rot in the same way.” By digging under the dead roots* masses of a 
gummy, elastic substance are found. Is this the excrement of the 
Forest trees felled to make room for the cofitel The chemist would 
answer this, and probably suggest a remec^; whatever may be t)ie case, 
tlic effect is to make an otherwise fine neld straggling, ond to cause 
much expense in keeping the vacant spaces clean, so as to prevent their 
becoming rat warrens; this destructive animal being as great an enemy 
to the coffee as to the sugar planter. The defect of having rough or 
broken ” barbicues” should hn carefolly avoided, as, iii that case, the 
parchment skin is apt to be rubbed off, and coffee o^erwisc injured; 
the quicker the dp^ing process is effected the better, for then less of the 
silver or innei^skin will adhere to it. Hie coffee should be cured high* 
that is, it should be exposed to the sun till the bean loses some of its 
doc green appearance, and ayuroes a slightly gr^ish hue; this enables 
it to staud the sea voyage, without much injury to it. Great care is 
required in sampling, or hand picking, separating the plump Irom the 
shrivelled beans, and the latter from the woken or blasted. Here h 
trusty book-keeper might be most profitably mployed, for much pilferage 
is, at this stage, carri^ on, and would be exceedingly useful about the 
barbicues, when the manager is required in the fielite; buta mistakeu 
economy has driven off all the book-Keepers from the cofiSse plantations. 
Goats, ndgs, and donkeys, should be peremptorily forbioden to run 
where co&e is cuUivstea; they eat die young leaves, browse on the 
berries, or root up the rat-eaten coffee, wluch is thus to^ly lost* though 
of great value. 

From the hilly nature ot ffie gtpnxii on which coffee is generally 
ruUivsted, the introduction of iofproved agrienlbiral implements is 
probably impracticable; but whei^ she hna is level, or moderately 
sloping, the plough and hoe-barrow will be found ot immmse aerrico, 
both in promoting the welfiue of the tree, by stilting tite earth, and 
in Saving the expense of man^ial labor, in clearing fhe I^d of grass 
aud weeds, as hat been proved by Hr. G^’s use of both at Rio Magno, 
iu 8t. Tbomas-in-tbe-Vde. 

After every defect has been remedied, bowem, tiie co Ae plahter, in 
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cerUiB districU, has to euccHtiitcr mucli mortification ; fiudiittf not* 
withstaucliiig all hie his cofl^ nearij unmarketable Nothing bin 
eliptate can <uiiu]re good quality; and where the Uiermometer nuiges 
higher than 73^, the beau k snii^I and shrivelled, brown in color, aud 
insipid in fiaveu*. 

In ihe conm of tbU Essay I have already had tonotice acveral ilefects 
ii\ the mana^ment of guinea grossand common pastum; but the moat 
important defect in Uio couilnciing p^mg j^ns is Uie fiiUcuing 
stuck on mountain properties, aud breeding of cattle on placet where 
the gmas might be more pi^tablv employed in prepanne them for 
the butcher, or iu doing both in suen respective districts, fmowing the 
usual practice of the country, certainly, in attemptitig to combine every 
species of work together* Nothing proves more surely the advances » 
country makea iu civilisation, than the prevalence of the practice of 
subdi rid ilia labor. It is obvious ^at the inhabitants of difierent 
di^ricts wiH be able, bv confining Uieiusclves to those occupations for 
the prosecution of whico they have some |)eculiar cai>ability, as geogra* 
pliical position or the physical capecUies of the soil, to employ their 
capital aud labor to much grater odvantago Uian tlioy esn do where 
the^ CDgege indiscriiniuatc^ in diiierent avocations, and thus cattle, 
which may be profitably reaied iu tlie niountaifions regions, can only be 
fattened in die low, sheltered, or sea'Side grounds. Iu the mountains 
the grass is green and succulent, and fitted for proamting tho growth 
of animals; llie rockiness of the pastures liardens the hooi, and enables 
ihcni to stand the work of the lowlands;.while the grass of die latter, 
iVoni its saline qualities and the warmth of tlic climate, lays on fat 
vapidly: bore, again, the chemist would be most useful iu doing for us 
what lias boon done on so great a scale for the British grazier, viz., 

f >ointout such materials for top-dressing our pastures as enter most 
iirgely into the construction of the grass, and bestow ou it the most 
. fatteiuDg qualities. * 

Common defects on grazing pens arc. au ill-judged |tarsiinony iu 
not changing the bulls; great influences of the quality of the oifepring, 
in breeding too long from die cows; and in nut weaning tho calves at 
the proper time. 1 can only briefly allude to the defect of neglecting 
dairy farming in the delighUulIy tempenUe climate of the interior of St. 
Aim's, Mandiester, and St. KUzabeth; butter and cheese cmiM surely 
bo profitably pfoduced. Huclt has iin^eJ been done fb/thehrefd w 
horses; and the zeal, liberality, aud, tact of our Moximefis, DaviVs^ * 
Holiingswortlis, Ilobertsons, and oihera, will -vie with that of the 
horse improvers of England itscU; and their allcntion only requires to 
caUed forth, by proper encouragement, to remedy the defect thi^ is 
uow so severely lelt^die uatuniKsiflg and {feeding of drawht Iiorses, 
suited to the agricultural purposes of the new system of ousbandry 
' wMch has araen out ^ the.ashes of slavery. 

* Thwgh much usproveiomifc has taken place in. the manageoient Of 
sheep, and wool of quality ia now exported in oonsiderwe 
titles, still many delecU in that branch of pen^keepiqg are pereeirid>l& 
More rams of the best breed should be imported—more attention sho^ 
be givw to the reaxing of lamba^ and Uie wool lyo^Te. a better d »iO oa 
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in the home waAet, not only by the crowing of the moat approved 
varieties, but by careful washing aud regular shearing. 

.Agiicultural subjects are naturally so interesting (o a planter, that 
they expand under my pen, almost against my inclination; and 1 fear I 
sm adding to Uie other deieots of this £my that of unreasonable 
lengUi, 80 1 hasten to bring it to a close. Before doing so, however, I 
luust make a few remarks in explaiiatiou of llie Ime manner in which I 
liuvo (K>j)imeiite<) on the defects of a system in which I have been 
broughlup. When doing so, and in making the recommendations I 
havc doiie, it is not meant (hat iiitellig^t and enterprising managers 
arc not to be found who have long practised the most of what is urged, 
or that ull planters have followed Uie defects pointed uut; 1 have taken 
the meaning of the wortls defects of the system hitherto pursued/* to 
b(! that which was and is so often followed; and I have endeavored to 
make this (which I believe the Society have in view in ofl^ing tlie 
pi'emium) a useful rcfernuce to the young planter. Many of the detects, 
it is too true, are continued, not so mu<m from a want of knowledge of 
tlufir bud offccts, ns front llic want of capital to follow out the ntarcli 
of improvetnent. Much is owing to the newness of tlie state of 
society now in existence*^to the want of a resident proprietary body, 
who would expend Uie proceeds of their estates in their permanent inu 
provement, as is done in Engbiud^to die fear of luorcunUlc men, that 
fnrihor injuries are in store fiir us, iii a competition with the foreign 
growers of our great staples^—and to the imucity of laborers wiUhtf/ to 
tilt (hi* ^(Hl/hr raising Jabor to a higW price dian canbe afforacd. 
Rut I humbly ho[K» that the ^option of all the improvements of mtxleni 
agriculture will invite the propnetor and capitalist to our shores; and 
it' this Cssay sliould in any way, however small, contribute to u consum¬ 
mation so desirable, the wishes of the writer will be amply fultilled. 

The impulse that has been given by national and local associations, 
of men of all pioieasious, to the advancement of apiculture iu (vreat 
Brittiiiu has had, among other consequences, the edeet of rousing the 
apathy, wliich is, J Tear ivith too much justice, attributed to us, uiid 
this colony owes a debt of gratitude to Mr. Cliarlea Nicliolus Palmer, 
tlie Hon. Mr. Br^vOp and Mr. Haiinaford, who, when men of more 
influence and means held back their hands from tlie good work in the 
little parisli of St. Dorothy, gave au example that has fortuualely 
boon follow^ by every {Miish in the island; tlius showing the great 
pui^lic good that men may do, however limited their sphere of action, 
if they will only set .'about it reaction should be die watchword of 
Jamaica. These Ibelmgs aud efforts have at length found vent in the 
formation of The General Agricultural Society/’ and toy heart beats 
high for my adopted couQtrv, as T anticipate the proud destinies she 
seems call^ on to fill, in the influerce slio is likely to exercise on the 
happiness of the human race; for, under the cheering auspices with which 
this island institution has been formed, it must do good, not only to the 
interests of this naturally favored land, but, by promotiog the develop¬ 
ment of its resoui*ces, it will prove to slave-holdiog States, that freedom 
is not only good iu itself, but prqfifable to all. It would be idle to point 
out the usclmuess of such aoody—the able Beport it has published 
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does 60 in plain and lucid language; but^ perhaps none of*its Ainctioof 
mil be more useful than in affording a medium through wbidi the 
1*06 u Its of eKperimeuts, and of the succeesfut practice ot new methoda 
of cultivation, may ^ made authoritatively and generally knomi; 
iiiileas, indeed, it he the introduction and eocourwment of men of 
science* as agricultural chemists, to analyse our soils, awl direct our 
endeavors for the improvement of our agriculture. In making tltese 
observations, I have not forgotten that \l\e Society, at whose call I have 
now the honor to compete tn a slight endeavor to benefit the cause of 
agriculture, which it has natroniaed with such patriotic liberality, was 
the,/fra/ a^llished in tins island for Uie proruotion of the arts and 
sciences connected with the cultivation of the soil The late ploughing 
match, ami fine show of stock, proved well what encouragement could 
perform, and showed that such liberality is ever the parent of success, 
^ihere can never be too much stimulant in such a cattsc; and the more 
societies there are to cheer the husbandman ill his onward career, the 
more likely is prot]terity to attend the common object of every one of 
them—the gcaenil welfare of Uic island. 

I have thus treated the subject proposed as comprehensively as my 
limits will allow. I Iiavo purposely abstained from entering into the 
biihjcct of planting the Indian or great com among the canes, for I do 
not consider the iiracticc a defect, except when it is dibbled too thick,or 
when raised in ratoons—the latter should never be done; com cannot 
|>oasibly do hnnn to plants, except where the land is so miserably cul¬ 
tivated that there is not food in it sufficuyit for the cane itself; on the 
contrary, where land is tilled, as I have so strongly recommended, the 
corn will shelter the tender plant from the mid-day heat, while in wet 
smd rainy districts, it will tend to dry up the supei^uous moisture; it 
will take off any surplus nitrogen in Uie dung that might, by pos¬ 
sibility, render the caiie-juice rank, and re]>ny the sustenance it may 
Imvc taken from the soil, by tlie large amount of decayed stalks and 
leaves, that will, in banking, be ploughed into the caiic-roots. And 
surely no stronger argnmenU nm he used, to convince Uie judicious 
husbandman ot' the prcfbrence to be given to the obtaining of two 
croi>s instead of one, when scarcely any additional outlay of care, labor, 
or money, ia reqiiir^ to secure them. 

The leasing of cstatee to different planters; the rendering the silna* 
tiou of overseer more comfortable and independent; the ^UCaticui of 
the peasantry; the necessity for extensive immigration, and many other 
im{)ortaut topics, press on the mind; but they belong rather to our 
political and social economy than to tfae defects of %e agricultural 
system hitherto pursued in Janmeir” I trust, however, I have made 
BUfficicutly evident the tnith of the^maxim, placed in the mouth of the 

divine Socrates’* by Xenophon, which is at the head of this Essay, 
and which I now repeat: Where agriculture flourisbes, arts and 
Bcietices flourish with equal perfecdon; out where slothful neglect lays 
waste the soil, a general stagnsUon in mariUme as well as in com* 
mercial affauB, immediately succeeds/*

At half-paat nine on the mcming the 13th of Avguat^ IMh we 
croeaed the Iw of the Nun» with tlic Soinlan*^ and the ** Amelia*' 
tender in company, uccorapamed by Lieotenant Jjcrlogc, cojnfnrindjiig 
11. M. brigantine '^Bozzard** (one of tlie amartCBt pfficcra on the coa^t), 
who tendered hit aenicea aa pilot, being well acquaintcil with the bar; 
hia nicdictd olGcer and ac^’cral of the ** Bozzard'a" crew caane with him; 
u few wceke aftervrarda the auigeon was added to tlic long liet of vietinia 
to tliia deleterious climate, ^iiilc in the midst of the breakers on the 
bar, a serious accident was Uk^ to have occurred: the '* Buzzoi'ds ' 
boat, which ^vas towing astern wUl> three hands in her, unfbrtuimtoly 
clipped her painter, end was immediatdy swept among the roarif^g 
breakers; the men, howevnv did not Icec tlicir presence of mind, but 
laboring manfully at their oars sooo got alongside the schooner, when 
they were taken cm board; aad in less than half on hour aRcn\*ards 
wo dropped an^or in the mouth of the Nun* 

The line that Dante a/fixed over theperle cochire of Ins Inferno, might 
very appropriately be jdaced over all the osUariea ot the Niger, as past 
exp^ienee in every case has moat lamentably proved. On anchorutg, 
Captain Trotter went on board the Soudan** to eouad and survey the 
neighboring cte^ \ the vessel tooehod the ground, and reimined fixed 
until the next day. 

Ihe scenery at the entrance of'.^ f^cr!Was extrmely gkmny—a 
sort of harbinger of the fate whidi thtt and U-^iaged 

affair,—and prdbaUy rendered more sol^ ^ Mrky Ay and'ntpeated 
showers. Nothing ^peered m mWanee beyeoit the muddy Hver Imt 
dusters of the deadly mangroves growh^ ouk of the vmter* ^ tbis turbid 
stream, while on either bank the deep and amsbre fsUage of the denee 
forest met the view. Fainfiil fedings were awidtmiad by Ae refleotion 
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that on the sands but a few yards from us ma&y of the adtreniurers of^ 
the expedition in 1833 were deposited; and. a few days after our furpnd, 
we had the painf^ task of laying beside them oar first vic^ to th^ 
climate. It was said hU disease was ** fever of a low typhoid ty^» 
supervening upon a constitutio]i previously debilitated by irregidar 
habits/' But had the climata mtAhf to dh with the mekneholy result i 

There is a small village near the mouth called Acassa» die natives for 
the most part olficiating as pilots; the huta, like all African oneSr were 
built witliout on^ regard to order or c<Mnfort. The viOago may coniain 
l)et^vcen fifty and sixty such, ritnated among cocoa-nat trees, plantains, 
and bananas; their yams,.I undmtood, they get Ughcr up the river. 
They apeak the Brass language, and may muster about 400, subject to 
King Boy, of Brass Town^^ scoondrtl weU^kuown to all tho palm oil 
traders on the coast. They brought for barter a few wretched oranges, 
limes, and cocoa«Duts, in exchange for which Manchester prints, knives, 
tobacco, bottles, and above all rum, were most in donand^^wcut on 
shore to vaednate all their juvenile progeny. 

Wc were under the neceseity of remaining here several days to repair 
the huU of tho rudders <4 die vessels, all of which had been broken; 
tluring which time King Boy cent one of his head men with a message to 
lay he could not come to virit the vessefa until tlie great /etiicktr he 
was makijig was finished. This ambassador was clod in a chocolate 
colored coat, with large composition buttons, looking as if it had been 
made for some unfortunate inmate of a Poor Liw Hastilc^a shocking 
bad bat, but neither linen, continuations, ow boots; if Nugee (W Hoby 
i^houhl OCT feel disposed to open branch establishments here, they will 
find it a ruinous specnlation. Not feeling inclined to delay for the 
hut nor of this savage, the Captnin very prc^^erly declined vmidng for 
the termination of his pagan rite, end sent him a dash (preseitt). 

At four in die aftemcm of the 19th wc got under wet^, and pro* 
cecded throng lx)uis*s Creek, tho tender in tow. We ran tmee^or 
twice into the mangroves, apd distorbed myriads of musi^uitocs and other 
flies, which immediately commenced a furiota and vampire attack upm 
our feces and hands. The buzzing of the former was nearly as loud as 
a swarm of bees, and, to add to our cdinfbit, not a Iweatb of air soffiefent 
to move the flame of a cen<Be arose to cool the intense mid 
heat, wlddi waa fike inhnln^ the breath ot n famace; combined ct 
sickening and overpowering efliuvia of vegetable iniasnui. Havii^ boon 
hard at woHc id) the day in writing despatebea, 1 had to wind 19 the 
evening by making diree or foor copiea ef a prayer, composed hy ^t 
ChapWtt of ibis cxpe4itkn, with eoae alt^atioss of Captain Trotor% 
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|Lnd then finT»hed tlie night by toroing an with ee\'en in a berth, stowed 
aft close us bloaters iu a harrel^ldeasanti that! 

\Vc lost sight of the tufted luad naked-stemmed mangroves cm the 
Cliquing morning, when we passed the limits of the sca-tklc, about u 
dozen miles from our first anchorage. Hie banks now began to he 
studded with dwarf palms, cotton trees,* and ferns, and on proceeding 
through a narrow branch they presented a very pleasing tqipcarance. 
Trees of a majestic size, with tlimr foSage of a deep sap green, mixed 
with the bright hue of the wild plantain, fern and rushes, occasionally 
interspersed with flowers of a goigeoos searkt, formed a gratifying voup 
d'ccil as we plashed along the muddy river. 

Here Lieutenant Levinge and fats party took their leave, giving iis 
three hearty cheers. We occanonally passed among tht rushes a mud 
hut thatched with grass, and about large enough to kennel a Newfound¬ 
land dog, if he could enter the aperture; if inhabited, the tenant 
must have lielonged to the amphilnous species. Wc saw a native now 
and then, who paddled into the bosh on our approach in double quick 
time; one clothed in a i*ed I^Ter|) 0 ^ shirt paddled his canoe at a furioii;^ 
rate against the current, keeiung good pace with os ; he was tlic nmn 
we wished to engage as pilot at Acassa, but who did not seem to relish 
the job. He pushed into^a small village on the right hank, the 
inhabitants of which began an immediate retreat into the bush on our 
apjiroach. Tlicy were armed with spears, bows and arrows, and an old 
rusty sabre or two, hut no fire-arms; a clumsily cut wQO<len god. 
mounted on a frame*work, rtood at the lauding place, underneath whiclk 
a poor female, laboring under a dislocation of the hip, was seated, doing 
a brunch of the maternal to a wee skiriing wean, and who, on our 
stn]>ping, followed her dan as feat os her misfortune would admit. A 
few plantains and bananas were planted. There did not appear to be 
above forty or fifty inhabitants; we sent a Imat shore, biit they were 
too timid to venture from the bosh. At the farthest end of tiiis village 
gi^cw the largest tree we had seen as yet m the Delta; it was covered 
entii'uly by some parasmcfd croepo*, whidi made it resemble a dense 
nuu» of tielUs^work. Wc. 8h<^y afterward passed a few huts m the 
opposite bank, the' inhabitants of whiidi sounded an immediate retreat. 
()u looking over the huts from the peddle-box;>i pererived a man posted 
with an old-fashimied Speni^ gem; judging frtfot its 'condition hod he 
fired, (he conseqdenca, in all pTobabBfty, wodd havt been time, serious 
to himsdf than tbb party leVeM The ts6mi&y oMitintied the same, 
principally cotton, palm, and raodkey-bread ftuit trees; river in abiuc 
parts wider than others. Every n^^dt^r^ieared-ds insect tribes 
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were holding jubilee; the moumrul croak of the tree*tDed«,,COiQbteed with 
Uie wLeetling of ionummUe It^rdSi the cbirpuig, of myriadt of 
other insecU, chased sleep from the Q^elids. 

On the following momiAg.(the 91st) we passed the Kp. Bettto»^^, 
JciIui'b river, about an hour after wlmdi we cast anchor off the village of 
llyama, or Kiamba. Hus village seemed very populous r large Aund>ers 
of the natives were crowding on .the beach; the major part of the men 
apjicared armed with bill-liooks, muskets> dobs, spears, bows and arrows. 
One canoe, supposed to be a Bonny or Brass trader, froia having 
several white llsgs bearing devices of arms, legs, bottles, and. glasses, 
lying near the beach, bad about 90 persons in it, but would not venture 
nlongsiitc; several others were likewise filled, Hie women appeared to 
take charge of their ofispring and pemUe$, ready for a dash into cover, if 
tliey saw necessary. About iKion we cama up witli the '' Soudan," and 
tlirectiona were pven to the WUberforce" to try a creek on the right 
hank. Wo proceeded up the main stream in company with the *'Souduii/' 
and cast anchor about a do 2 cn miles from where we ] Muted from the 

Willierforce," n short distance below the village of Ataehia on tlie right 
bank. 

Oil the evening nf the ensuing day (Sunday) the Cuptnin and some of 
the officers proceeded to the village, but nAhiog of importance resulted. 
We could hear the jalilicring of the natives all Saturday and Sunday 
night,—*they did not uf^icar so timid ns tliosc we hod hitherto met. Tlie 
village wsiH small, and did not contoin more thon 50 or ^ inliubitants; 
ftiul inucl-built huts, with plenty of lizards CQprsingup and down the walls, 
aiul a few plantains nnd sugar canes, seemed ull it produced. We 
shortly afttrr went back in search of the “ Wilberforcc," the “ Soudun 
proceeding up. Being unable to gain any intclligt*uce of the *' Wilber- 
force," we proceeded after the •‘Soudan," which wc fiwiul aground. 
Ctt|itain Allen brought a letter, which he received early in the morning, 
left by the other vessel, stating that she had navigated tJie ^cck, and 
had re-entered the main river, and proceeded up. Tlie " Soudan^ lay * 
ogrouTul qU night, but on the following morning got off. We wont oi , 
leaving her to follow, stoppng fiar a short time ot. the moulh of Bws 
creek, and a few minutes after werewibreast of sR village on the IcA.bwik 
where, we also grounded, nod remained upwards of an hopr. The 
natives wetanot so shy os those we had passed* M' ' « ^d S ^ 
went oil sbtfe, the former anned with lancets, .and vactiifie lymph to 
operate npoo^ the cbadi«, exidainiBg to their psrents the blessed 
effects which wouU result from the operatiwj. in securii^ their 
from the ttaJady they, so wudi dreaded- The ddigbted mothers vfere

indulging in visions bliss that tbeir lovdy female dierubs might now 
arrive at the envious lot of becoming intnates in the harem of some mud* 
throned potentate. 

Jhe Captain threw several quarts of cowries on shore for the natives 
to pick Dp, not one of which wotdd ftey touchy although they regardt^d 
them with longing eyes^ This proceeding of the skipper's was greatly 
to tlie horror of B——who had ihtm in chargej and did not know 
how he wns to expend each was&U io his cash-account current. On 
making inquiry from me of the inte rp re t ers, 1 foond the reason the 
cowries were tramided luid^ foot was, that they did not dare to touch 
them without the permwion of their fetisebe-man, vrim was pointed out, 
and whose countenance was the moat villanous and revolting of any that 
ev^ appeared at the Central Crinmtl Court. He wore a string of blue 
beads round his neck, and his only article of attire was a wiustdoth •, he 
was armed with a spear and un old rusty sword, and moyed about among 
the savages (who were armed mostly with bows and arrows, the latter 
poisoned, no doubt), like Satan encooinging his legions to battle. After 
(/oMitMff tliem with several handkerchiefs and waistdoths we got afloat, 
and proceeded towing the schooner. We passed severol villages on each 
lurnk situated on the borders of the bush, which was remarkably-tliiek 
with great quantities of palm Und cocoa*nnt trees, and in the afternoon 
arrived off little Ibu, The rain was very heavy ? the natives were crowd¬ 
ing round their huts; most of them carried a piece of matting, about two 
feet square, on their heads-^ very primitive sort of paraphic. One man 
in a eoldier^s old coat, his on]y article of attire, iq>pcarcd to be the chief. 
They would not come on board, probably remembering tbe bitter but 
salutary lesson Laird taught them when they had Ute insolence to attack 
him. AAer ])asaing two or three villages ou the right bank, we arrived 
at Stirling Island, the largest we had met wHh since leaving Alboiu’kab, 
Several vistas appeared in the forests, in which was oecMonally observed 
a pale blqp wttatb of smoke, denotiiig tbe presence of a hut. We shortly 
afterwards passed an ins^tuflc&t^ tillage on tbe ri^if bank*<^e river 
widening^another village on Uie <q»posite bank, and dioitty after Truro 
Island.

standard was hoisted, &c. Ihe river increased in width, aznl ^)ppared at 
its higliest, as large qoantitiesof fens, rushes, and baiaboos^ were nearly 
covered up to the fbrast*s edge. TIm nmsoof the paddles disti^rbed sevml 
cranesr which, uttering a crj on riemg like the sharp note of a trumpet, 
slowly sailed ahead to plump again among the rushei* tlieir white bodies 
appearing like spectres, as they noiselessly' glided along) these, together 
with the dimrdant scream of a parrot, or the ocoasUmal jabbering of a 
monkey, were the only sigz^ ot animal life to be se^ or heard, The 
country had Uie same appennaoe as lower down; tlte trees were of 
gigantic height, and imenense cimim/crence*—liad they been oaks on an 
ETigiish estate, they would have supplied two or three generations witli 
funds to have carried on the war at St. James's and Frescati's, 
ill the afternoon we cast anchor off Ibu Creek, where we found tlm 
Wilberforce,” which liad arrived there the preceding day. We Uamt 
that Obi bad been on board the ** Wilberforce" in the morning, at« 
tended by bis tail. Captain W. Allen and Mr. Commissimier C~— 
appeared to have been extremely pleased in having cm opportunity of 
hrealdng ground; tliey got Obi into the cabin, and set about al&irs In 
good earnest. The object of the mission was explained to him by 
the Rev. Mr. Schdn, after which details were entered into. Captain 
Alien inquired what articles of barter Obi could give in exdtange.for 
£un:^>ean commodities ? , He replied ivory, palm-oIl, iiuUgo, dye« 
wooils, and pkeiy qf slaws ; tbereupcm the two Gommissioners poiated. 
out the beinousness of the traffic, in human bangs, and that ai1acks,.fff« 
IcgitiaiBte convtnme were aboe sought fw, Obi declared it was ' 
hard to sptbo 4srB>^^>.butlua^ tlmt if an equivaloit weK 
offered he should have no obieetkn to join the ranks of the abdittooilt,. 
AAer a deal, of palaver, Obi cuiious to know if the (^r vessels of 
tlie expeStioD wouM be.ahk to ftnd ibor to his cowtrjr, as be had 
some doitbt, .<Hf. tb;, piee^ic^Btity of it; vfoa whidi Mr. Commis^ner 

C.—; assured Urn‘.‘that it.wu 04^ng for a white man to do,.uri. . 

a blseb mw noidd not osly do tb*^ bat anythmg else th^ a white, mm 
did/}f he.l»^.bHt the fn«8.of..6od!" .Tbia appteted'to 
savage; be not foMjf M4A moaning.

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something: in the shape of ioih. Obi then mntfd very anxious to 
(now what Articles the vessels broo^t for barter; but Caftfain Allen 
iiifonnM him that the vessels were not ** tradc^Bhips/' neitlxer were 
tliey captains of ships, their vessels being of a higher class, 

notliiug less tliao war-slups of the Queen of England, which never cem- 
descended to trade. This remark reminded me slrcmgly of Captain 
Maxwell's treatment of a Chinese, who, never having seen a man^of..war 
before, came on board H.M.S. Alceete/* in the innocency of Ids heart, 
to know what goods he had to dispose of—a query whicli put the 
monarch of the quarter-deck in a towering passion. Goods, sir?" 
answered the enraged bashaw; ** powder and shot, sir!—powder and 
shot, sir, are tlie cargo of a Bridsh man-of-war! Do you see H.M/s 
jwDnnnt flying from the roast-bead ? That, sir, ia a flag U^at hns never 
been disgraced yet, and, please God, while it floats over my head, never 
ahull. Goods, sir! powder and shot are Uie cargo of a Britisli man- 
of-wor!" The poor Clunaman tumbled into hm dory, and did not foci 
himself at ease until there was at least a mik of water between him and 
the ** Alce«te." But, to revive Old they promised to send him trade- 
ships. God knows where they were to come from, us they hiul no 
control over Jamieson's, unless the philanthropic gentlemen whu were to 
1)6 the proprietors of the model farm intended to engage in the trade of 
Central Africa. After much desultory palaver, during which the two Com¬ 
missioners repeatedly observed in their report to ** the CoIoiuhI Secret ar\. 
that Obi snapped his Angers thrice," tliey stuted that tlie monarch 
grew tired of the conversation, and, to engage bis attention, they 
showed him Uie portraits of Her Most Gradoiis Majesty und His lloyat 
Highness,** at which Obi grinaed. and, instead of snapiunghis Angers. 

smacked his lips.*' Ihe old vilblu! when we consider liad up- 
\vurds of a hundred sable beauties in his mud harem- ** Obi (they 
f^tated) then wanted to know whid) was the woman, and which the iiiun.'* 
They then went on to state, in their report, ** that thqy placed befoie 
iiim ulmonds and niisiDs, and aaaurcd him that llie latter were notluug 
bnt dried grapes, at which Obi e^reased.much siaprise,’* So doubt, 
when we recollect that grapes were never, b^ard of in that part of 
Africa; in foot, Obt would not ha^ expressed mitch mol's surprise had 
they produced a pair of ska&esx pnd informed iiiai, ** that .wlute^tnun put 
them on his feet, and run cm Vofi top^oi waster much * faster than hk 
cunoe would go with fifty poUaboya/V . . v * . 

On the following morning, i^eparalkma wbt4 made on boanl the 
''All)ert" for the reoq^on of illustriotts pptitttate.j ijixt 
uiibsioaers in undreu uniform, except Hr< C v w^O. wqra u kkuse; 
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fiaga were placed aft the gun-room sk^olight to keep off vulgar eye|; 
the marinu under arma, and the appearance of the vbaseh aeemed to 
indicate that some momentoua affair was about to take place. Crowds 
of canoea were lying alongaide, tlie tenants of which kept an un¬ 
ceasing jabheri the hmhness of whose tones grated most miserably on 
the ear; in fact, the drone of a Irtgpipe, mixed with the clatter of 
mairow-bonea and cleaver*, would not lie near so annoying to the tym¬ 
panum of a Regent-street exquisite as their horrid discord. For the 
future, I will always contradict the mahcious assertion, that the foir sex 
beat OUTS with the "unruly member;’* and any mtin who has been in 
Africa would join me in lictting long odds upon ten African men agaiost 
a hundred of the European beau sere, even were they selected from 
Billingsgate, or second Katiuuines of Petmehio. It is recorded of a 
gentleman of the Chesterfield and Grandi^on school, tliat be would pray 
in Spanish, address his friend in English, Ins mistress in Italian, and his 
horse in Gorman, or High Dutch; had he been acquainted with the 
lingua of tins part of Africa, 1 am convinced be wotdd have considered 
It only fit to address a certain dark per*onoge in. 

Al>out ten o'e^k a fleet of canoes, containing on on average from ten 
to twenty natives, appeared winding round the creek, when the tootle- 
tootlc-too of the Ibii flute* omiouiiccd th^ anU*al of Obi in state, who 
v\a* alongside in a few minutes. He oppeared about 45 years of age, 
neaily *ik feet in height, but on habitual stoop detineted from his stature; 
hod large prominent eyes, no*c not quite so hrocul as the generality of 
hi* subject*, countenance ratlicr inclmecl to oval, and lips wide apart, 
not cvineuig much determination of character, completed hia portcair 
i^ivater would have styleil his counU'tiancc rather pleasing tluin other¬ 
wise, indicating some good nature, and its natural concomitant lacking 
some dopn^'v of wn^e, but he ^howotl hini-elf piclly keen wIuto lus 
iuiore*t‘ \verc concerned, flowa* ludntefl in an old *e.irlet coatee, with 
Idup facings and tarnished gold lace; flora tlie *iioTlnc-s df th^skirts it 
HI uU jmdiahiJfty atone time belonged to some officer in the gallant42nd 
Regiment, though the buttons bore the do'icc of the East India Com- 
pany*8 Naval Service; the coat was decorated with liglit infantry wings. 

A pair of very loose, red T^trid^h strowsers (given him, I lieard, by 
T^rd), confined at the ankks, adorned his lower person. His shaven 
head was graced with a red Kilinamock nightcap, over which was a 
strange sort of head-dr eos ^a black leather shako, in the shape of 4 
decanter; the part which covered hie head had iu front and rear fho 
device worn on the helmets of the Household Cavalry; the top part of 
this outr^ nifeir, in ahape like the neck of a bottle, was ornamented wi^h

ortjrlc elicit cled hii aiiUoa, mUed with the eaiUDe teeth of some bean 
Hq uumc attended hy Chikuma* oldest ton and lieir-appnrcnt, a tall.

Dnring his 
abeenee, Captain B. Allen moved, ** Tliat ia eonsideration of the andeable 
feelings displayed by Obi, and Ida entire winingneaa to aubacribe t6 tise 
views of the miasion, he would beg to propose that Obi should recm\w 
a handsome present/* This being put to tiie vote was carried nm. rea.» 
and a Iiandsome present he did receive. On Oln*s return he was 
informed of what had passed .in hin absence, and, something like a 
chairman of a couvivio) party, wlio 1ms liad hfs health drank during a 
tem]iorary retirement, Obi, ** though unaceustomed to piibbc speaking/' 
CTpre^sed his gratitude, and oil that sort of thing 
After mukiug a tour of the x'evieh andVq>re8Stng his astonishroent at 
all 'he saw, he took his doparturr, promising to come on the morrow to 
rign the treaty. 

The CommiasioDcrs then proceeded to the cabin to antegc the fonn 
m which tlie tieaty was to be drawn up, ap outline of sriiieb, embracing 
all the technicalities, had been provided by the Solicitor of the Admiral^ 
or Colonial Office. A very monicntous and highly iateresUng discussion 
now took place, which lasted a long time, regarding the name ci this 
country—Eboc, Ibo, or AbMi, the former bring a conntiy about a 
hundred miles in tlie interior hi rear of Bonny, bat speaking tbe same 
language as Obi's clan.

:(]>})cared in a white calico jacket and trowsers; the latter very full, and 
neither \ery dean : the strings ot coral as yesterday, but in lieu of his 
nondescript hecul covering, he wore over his red nightcap a light 
Infantry shako, pre^ted to him yesterday by the Coenmissiemers, of 
whicli he >^ccmed not a little proud. The Commissioners much wished to 
know from Obi the manner in which the slave-trade was carried on, 
but Obi would supply no information, although they pumped him hard; 
he »oon settled them by observing, ** Slave palaver all cvei now !*' 'Hicy 
likovisc tackled Imn upon the subject of his selling Umder, whsn the 
scoundrel denied all knowledge of the circnnislnnce, uid told them in 
rather unequivocal language, tbat it was on cmhcUuhcd truth"— 

M he. Tfie Ircaticb not being entirely tp Captain Trotter'^* opprr>>Ml. linil 
to be done over again—no unusual thing with bim; neither leltci or 
dr-^patcli tlmt hod not to l>c corrected and rc-writtcn half a d<ircn 
times before he considered it rmme U /ovt, and even tlieu you weie not 
sure, unlef** it was already po*-ied. Obi wus in tlic meantime wimdei- 
mg uliout the vessel, a** pleased as achddat a rarccWiow. lie rnnn^d 
me much with his antics before tlic glass. After taking a gi>od nml 
sutisfaelory survey of his personal aitractiooB, and screwing his NiMige 
mU) all possible manner of contortions, he gave a grunt of npinovid at 
his examination, and tlu*n plumped himself down on a sofa, little regurdnu* 
wliethcr his muddy feel im{iraml the whUeness of the covering. 

During the piogress of drawing out iht treaties, Ohi hwl to listen to

horrors of slavery, he very nalnmllv got alarmed lest he might have to 
undergo the same ordeal again, in cvcdI of the vessels not i:utumlRg by 
the same route, Mr. 6chun osed all his riietorio to convince him how 
groundless hia fears were; at last he consented, with about the same 
degree of reluctance us Sandy to be hanged, although 'his mctiier im¬ 
plored him to undergo the operation quietly, like a gude bairn, to please 
the lEurd." However, fortunately for poor Simon's peace of mind, it wA 
decided that when the vesada returned he should then be loft with Obi. 

The treaties being at last pronounced quite correct, the monarch waa 
invited into the cabin to sign; it \vas then announced that it wa^ 
customary for white man to ask a blessing from his God upon all theii 
undertakings. The Commisskmers and the rest accordingly knelt 
do^vn, Obi following their example, although he a]>}>cared rattier 
pulled, but probably reflected ** that when at Rome it is best to do ak 
R ome docswhen Mr. Muller, the Cbiqdidn of the expedition, 
oAbred iip a prayer, during the progress uf which the monarch appeared 
iinua«»y ns if he were kneeling upon pins, and at its conclusion rose in 
ii ticinoiidons fright, shaking in every joint as if laboring under a double 
tcitiun, while the perspiration poured down hia regal free. The 
moment lie could articulote he began to bellow out most lustily for his 
ulol, wrenting to make felischo to counteract the white man's charm, 
which, directly his priest arrived with, he, war cinmonh, ^ct about per- 
f(»rnuug, imaginmg the Cenmnissionerv had bem doisp him \ but as the 
se<iucl proved he did them, and tlicy only did the country. Could OW 
road Vir^, he would then have tramilatcd the line Laocooa utters, 

" Tinieo Dnnoos et dona forentes,'—I fear the white men, even with the 
dasher they bring." It, however, took some time to *satis^ hip zjid 
remove his fears; when at last succeasfol, it vms truly delightful to 
see pleasure with vriiidi the Commissi^iers and he bobbed mid 
nobbed te^ether hi palm wise. After the treaty bad been duly 
signed^ a eopy was put into n ttn cose for Obi; they Uten fwoceoded 
on dock/ where the prostots i^rare l^ng# and although Obi had never 
been daelbd so ha&dfoisdy before, and never wiU again, hia avarice was 
not sati8fiod«*«h6 wtnMd tfnfrythmg ho saw, particularly we of the guns, 
ohserrisg tint it waa impouitde he could seiae any canoes carrying 
slaves withottt having ons; hot hia request in this place waa not listoned 
to, he being b the Mme situation as a voter alr^y pdfod. Ha then 
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Aplieal^d dxtrcmety anxioas to know wh«i the promised 
woold arrM*e, upon wUch bead he was veiy naintany pnt off with 
equivocal on«wcr, the ConuniMiooen well knowing, p<nM^ed 

no power of sending veaaek op tbc DdUi and dieir |w<nmae to eeud 
them must he considered a mere nm * yaer r e, not very honond^le 
certainly in the abstract, bat aa all stratagems are allowad to be &ir in 
war and love, they probid^ 'thought the like benefit might te extended 
to treaty^making. Obi finding nothing mdte was to be obtained^ 
wi^ed to quit with what tie had already got, and after being for a 
quantity of palm oil he brought, began m^ng preparations gettmg 
underweigh, by bundling pell-mell into his canoo vtlveta, madda*- 
(solans, mu^ns. bejutapants, bandanas, gima« knives, fte.. totaQy regard¬ 
less that his barge contained three or four indiea of water. Upon the top 
of all this pQc was tossed a splendidly bound Arabic Bible and the 
precious treaty, the former totally uaelesa, as no perstm in his territory 
understands a word of Arabic, and the latter not worth the fotriacap it 
was wiitten upon. The vessel was dreased out in flags, bim) several 
guns were fired, which Captain IVottcr took good care to iidbrm the 
monarch were intended in honor of him; but Ola was ih too great a 
Lurry to go, so stqipit^ into ^ canoe, accompanied by his sti^, and 
amidst a confusion of tonguce as great u tliat of Babel, his poUaboys 
dipped their paddles, singing oat, “ TVliu. Tshu 5*^ at crery sti^e, and 
aa-ay went Obi, wiUi several hundreds of his subjects at his tml, con* 
gratolating himself upon his good fbrtunei Had the Thames Police met 
his ctmoe in their waters, he watild have stood a good chance of figuring 
before Messrs. Baliantinc and Brodcrip upon strong suspicions of 
burglary.

The Queen of Great Britain may a{^>oiot on agent to vUlt AUbb, or to reside 
there, in order to watch over the ioteresta of the Brlti^ people, and to see that this 
agreement is fulfilled; and suoh agent aball always receive honor snd pretectlon in 
tbr Abbh country, and the Abbh Chief dsaU pay attention to what the i^|ont aaya; and 
the person snd prqierty of the agent shall be sacred. 

XilL Jt u understood that all Bsitisb v^aels or boats are at liberty to navigate 
the river Nigei, branches and tributanca, without tbe payment of any duties, 
tolls, or cnstomi whatsoever. The Chief of Abbh promian to use his utnoit cn- 
deavon to facilitate tbe conveyance of mosengprs and deapalcbea to or from BritUb 
people. 

XIV. Tbe power of sanetiMung^r modifying this treaty ia expremly reser>ed to 
Her Majesty the Queen of Great Britglp. 

XV. Any infringement of Uitj trea^ will subject the CUef of Abbh to the severe 
displeasure of the Queen of Great Britala, and the loss of the duties herdo sli* 
polaled fbr. 

XVJ. Tbe Chief of Abbh shall, within forty-eight boors of the date of this agree¬ 
ment, make a law for carrying the whole of it into effect, and aball proclaim that law, 
and the Chief of Abbh shall put that law in force from tiiet time for ever.

Tlie frontispiepc k a poitnut of PbiUis^ dressed alter the iasbiofi of our 
grandtuothers. The sleeves o( the gown mcli only to the elbows, 
where they have either rufllei or lace. She has a enp q( the orthodox 
grand*dam style upon her heodt and round her neck a narrow libbou 
tied behind. She wears a kerchief^ and an apron. She is represented 
situnff in an old-fashioned Ihair, at an old-fmioued oblong tablo^ in a 
tbou^Uhl attitude, looking up to heaven, her chin resUng on her hit 
hand, and her elbow on the table In her right haiHl sfao aoMs a ^en, 
with which she has been writing on a sheet of paper; beside her ia a 
small volume, and a leaden inlstand of the form and make of tliose 
common in schools* Her features, with the exception of her lip&, 
are not so rcmariuhly A&icfm as the gei^rabty of negroes, not* 
withstanding that the\ are in ptolile. The forehead is high, the eyes 
expressive, the nose like the Memnons’; aud altogether the portiujt, 
aRer a little examination, is rather pleasing. The volume is dklicated 
to the Countess of Huntingdon, so well &nown from herconnoxiou 
with the celebrated Geoige Wfailelield. The following letter, detilling

It may be said that there is lack of imsgioation and deficiency of 
bpirit in these Imes; but gurely their tenderoeig and piety will coni'* 
pensate for the absence of the more glowing images of poesy. The 
expression of grief is single end oatunl. in the elegy, more cannot 
bo said than that we bewail the death of a fnend-^st wc mouiii hie 
decease—that we forget hit foibles—and remember cmly his virtues. 
This is soon told^ and when we have told it^ all pcihaps is said 
that can be said on tb% trite subject of death* This ib all I’lnlijb 
Wheatley intended to do, and no one can compltuu that she had not 
attempt!^ more. To have iuterwoveu any bicwaphical sketch, 01 
any anecdotal episode, in the simple elegy, would have been to trench 
upon ihe province of the biograimeri in assuming the bceptre ol the 
I’oet. Wmtefield was too well known to have required more of u 
wretched slave than the tiibute of tears and the offering of song, lu 
bonie Jines* however, addressed to X^ord Dartmouth, his majesty’s then 
Pimcipal SocretOT North America, thb poetess discovers more fire, 
and betrays considerable filing. Tbs following Unes are very expres¬ 
sive of her unhappy lot

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^oupttcil, but had rend much, eecD more, und **iQ the origJDa) perused 
mankind/' Tl wil) be aceo also, from what I am about to qnote, that 
tho njabter was equal, if not superior, to the servant; and that the 
Sheik pobscabed not only the segative quality of chooaing able miiiiatera, 
but cthlbitcd uho, when required, that high een^ of supmority 
only betrayed hy great minda on grave occasions or umot aftaira, and 
that he was as jealous of bis prer^aUve, and as suscepribre of its infringe¬ 
ment, at the same time that he was not insensible to t!ie softer emotions 
of friendship as even the unfortunate and Chrisrian-eoolcd James the 
Second. In the fdlowing anecdote of Barca Gana, we can perceive 
that the Sheik was as determined to exert his authority, and to display bis 
power, as his general was ready to admit, and as prompt to olky bis 
commands. I shall again quote Denham's own words 

in giving presents to the chiefs, the Sheik had inadvertently sent 
him a horse which he had pro iou«ly promised to some one else, and on 
Barca Gana being requested to give it up, be took such oifcnce, that be 
sent back all the horses that the Sheik had previously given him, saying 
that he would in future walk, or ride his own. On this, the Shmk im¬ 
mediately sent for htiu. bad him stripped in his presence, and the 
leathern girdle put round his loins; and after reproaching him with his 
ingratitude, ordered that be should be forthwith sold to the Tibboo 
merchants, for he was atill a slave. The favorite, thus Immbled and 
disgraced, felt upon his knees, and acknowledged the Justice of his 
punishment. He begged for no forgiveness for himself, bat entreated 
that his wivc« and children might be provided for, out of the richer of 
hi« master's bounty. But on the following day, when preparations were 
made for carrying this sentence into ef^ct, the Ragananhu (black 
Mamelukes), and Sboua chiefs about the Sheik's person, fell at bib 
feci, and, notwithstanding the haughtinessBarca Gann's carriage to 
them bmee hU advancement) entreated to a man pardon for lus oftenccb, 
and that he might be restored to favor. The culprit at this inumcut ap¬ 
pearing to take leave, the Sheik throw himself on his carpet, wept hkc 
a child, and sufiered Barca Gana, who had crept close to him, to em¬ 
brace his knees, and calling to his sous, pardoned his repentant slave— 
(Pp. 172, 178.) 

The Majors remarks upon this strikingillastration of what the negro 
mind is bosee^tible of, ondei proper cultivation and good government, 
is worthy of him, and releases me from the ta^ of appending any re¬ 
flections upon a proceeding at once honorable to the feelings, and indi¬ 
cative of the wisdom of tne parties invcdved. 

#' No prince of the most civilised nation can be better beloved by hU 
subjects than this chief; and he is A most estwrdimr^ instsnee in the 
civilised world of hratmy, imd simpOck^. In the evening 

there was a great and general r^oicing. The rimlmls beat^Bie Ka- 
nemboos yelled, and stroek their Aidds; every thing bespoke joy—and 
Barca Gana, m new robes and ridi boniouse,*rode roaud the camp, fol¬ 
lowed by all the chiefs of the army But this was not a 

solitary act of a praiseworthy nature on ri^ part of El the 

chief of whom I i^ve been apeaking, which wu witneued by Major 
Denham. Here is one as illastrttive of a love of justioe> and as cmrrobo* 
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mtivc of itrici tmpartiiJity id its adouQistmtioDr at ike fofuiar >vaa ^ 
imof that he knew what was doe to him as a prince, and what was ea- 
p^ted fipm him as a friend Tlic slave of one man bad beeo caught 
with the wife of another, a freeman, and tho bjurod husbvid demanded 
jnstjco. The Sheik condemned both the man and woman to be hanged, 
bide by side; the owner of the slave, however, remoustn^. end said 
that the decisinn, as hr as respected the woman, was just; for she was 
always endeavoring to Kduce his abre from his work; and that If he 
(the Hfaeik) condemned bis slave to death, the man, whose wife was the 
vanso of it, ought to give him tho value of bit slave, as he was poor. 
This the husl^d oQectcd to. * Ah V exclaimed the Shoik ; * how 
uftcii is a man driven to destmetioa by a womanlyet of his happiness 
she is the root or the branch.* Me Aitass// the value of the elave to 
the ow/irr, and the ucxl morniog the guilty pair were tutuended ontside 
the walls/—(Pp. I A3, 1S4.) Wo have also another initance of BA 
Kansmy^s strict adhcronco both to the law of his prophet and the tns- 
tom of bis iieoplc. In reference to this curious circumstanco Major 
Denham says, the result furnished a ringular proof of his (Bl 
lUnemy*s) simplicity and mibfiu»sion to the will of the propbet. 
The circumstances were these Shoua hnd stabbed n roau 
tlio night before, upon some disagrcemcnl, nnd death was tbo 
consequence. Tlie brother of the defunct dcuiended blood, and, 
on application to the kadi, it came out in evidence that the Shoua 
hud dc:>ir6d the deceased to quit his door three several times, if bo had 
liny faith in the prophet; but he still contiSued to rcbist, and aggravated 
him, til] at last he stabbed hiiu iu six several places, 'i'te kadi's 
decision was, that upon so sacred a cauticni, the unfortunate man should 
have retired; that his not doing so, was a proof that be had no iaitli 
in the prophet, was a kahr, and was the cause of bis own ^ath; aud, 
therefore, that the murderer should nob suffer inmisbment. The 
accuser, however, applied to the Sheik, who told liim, that certaltdy 
by God’s law, communicated to the prophet, and written in the ff'M 
(the book), an cyo for an eye, a tooth for a tooth, and life for life, 
should be given—but recorumended his taking a Anc instead of blood. 
The sturdy Arab, however^ wEks unmoved, and called loudly for justice; 
and the Sheik tlicn said, he had the law in his own hands, and might 
do as lie pleased. The prisoner was then taken oub*ide ttie walls of the 
town, and tlic brother of the deceased heat his brains out withTan irSn» • 
headed club, which the Shouana sometimes carry. This was COa* 
sLdered a very extraordinary occurrence at Doamou.’*—(P. 182.) 

The following anecdote iliustmtes still farther the kindly, even 
gentlemanly conduct of this represeptative of a race so long condeimed 
as inferior, both in physical and mental qualiffcarioue to the boasted 
proles of the CaocasiaA &mily. Our author sa^y. " The Sheik sent this 
mpming to say, that, as we mentioned yesterd^ tim state of our funds, 
arty money that we sliould stand in need of be would imotediately 
faruieh ns with ; that while we were under his proteetioD, wo should 
want nothing; we, however, said, with every feeling of gratitude, that» 
as we were not quite penniless, we would wait a few days until all tbs 
pe^le •mvi4 frtm mudan. It is qnite impossible to deacrU^e the 
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vuluc of hih fcn>ilDC»& to ns ou M occaMODS; and tMs lastpro^^ Ais 
10 poor iroMderttM^ wkosr comity ho ocarcety hmo the nentt <{/*» 
h^Jor^ ovr au'wni, surpaeetd all we covld kaoe expected. Kuoiriof ob 
thiough the BesLaw of Tripoli only, bis disinterested conduct could 
abnc have been tlie dictation of a generous confidence \ and his own 
penetration and sagacity had long convinced him of)the innooence of 
our intentions in visiting his conntry» notwithstanding the injorions 
reports to the contraryj which had hwk comm on tested to bis subjects, 
through the ilNwill or ignorance of some of the Fezzan merchants. 
He had sent inc apparel from his own house, on hearing the 
news of ruy fotlom state, after escaping out of the hands of the FoU 
latahs, and had astonished the people about him by his acclamations 
of sorrow on the first report reaching him of my death, ir • « a v 
Every part of his conduct tended to convince us, that his protection and 
CQuiidcncc proceeded from the opinions he had formed ot the grandeur 
and generosity of the Eoglish nation (and wo were willing to fistter 
uursdves from his approbation of our ronducl), than from any hope of 
repayment or remuneration from his ally the Bashaw/*^(Pp« 

Bnt wo arc to view the ciiaractcr of £I Kanemy in another light; as 
an executive magistrate, an active philanthropist, and an attaclicil 
friend, wc have already scon him taking the lead even from the most 
zealous of European x>nnces. Wc next find him n political economist, 
endeavoring to introduce, for the first time, a metallic currency into his 
dominions, for the purpose of improving the trade, and developing the 
internal resources of his country. In furtberaucc of this object, ho 
committed to the enre of McJot Denham debigns for three several 
coins, rcqucfating that the apparatus for strikiug the coin should be 
forwarded to him. 1 know not if this commisbion was ever executed by 
Major Denham; 1 hope it was, as it would have been h stride, nut a step, 
tn the civ.li«-dtion of the ii^erior of Africa. But El Kacemy did not 
confiiio himself to what the worldly'lainded will naturally conclude 
was us much the calculation of interest, as the dictate of philanihtopy; 
for, contrary to what might have been expected from a neyro^thc 
representative of a race all nations have conspired to degrade—the 
hereditary buyer and seller of slaves-^tbe master of thousnnds of liib 
frllow^creatures—Hx wished to cbclieH the slave treufe, and even coii- 
sulted Major ^Denham upon the feasibility of the aboUtion-^roudiict 
stfikiogjy contnubted with that of the Imperial GoTcmmcnt of Eugluod, 
when in reply to the petition from Jamaica for the abolition ^ tbo 
same mdef^sible traffic, that gakay of enlightened statesmaa (!) 
declared the trade was too profitable to its merchants to bo hastily 
g^doned I Nay, this really enlightened pegro gave the most uu* 
^uivocal proof of the sincerity o^ his decWsHmi, by tendering his 
assistance to the English Government, through Major Denham, io put 
down this most cruel and most horriUa trade. 

In coDClfisioQ, were I not quoting from the pages of a welUknown 
work, from the narrative of an English geotlemao, a traveller and an 
utUeer, it mrght be suspected^when I add that this bi^ly^gifted and 
laiogulsrly^tiJsatcd negro added to bk nbifitioB as a statesman, and his 
cUuns as a philanthropist, the distinction sud lustre of u poct-^tbat 1 
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had plucked that mighty ioetrament of little with whi<di 1 iww 
record tbeee facts, fran the pinion of romance, and dipped it, not in tne 
ordinary ink of a plain matter>of>fact article^ but had phuiged it into the 
fountain of '* the thousand and one nights/' and atolen thancO' the 
storied &hle of Kl Kanemy^<*<he whole narrative and particedan^ of 
which was but the invention of fancy, the day-dream of credulity. But, 
happily for the integrity of the argomenk, and consolatory for the friends 
of w negro, the work of Dezdiam is to be found in the library of every 
scholar, and may be c<mBaltfd at any time. Nor has the Major con* 
tented himself vith 1>Hre assertion, nor expected his readers to take for 
granted all that he has related <rf VI Kanemy, without good and anffictent 
proof: and with this view ho has inserted in his appendix a translation of 
one of £1 Kanemy's poems, whidi is too lengthy, I regret to ray, for id« 
sertion here. 

Conscious, also, that he was addressing a prejndieed public, he <lepre« 
cates their critirism, and tlius concludes his remarks ui^on the ehara^r 
of this amiable and talented prince, and his enlighten^ and promising 
sttbjectM. it be thought that 1 have spoken too favorably of the 
natives we w*erc amongst, I can only answer that I described them as 
I found them-—hospit^ic. kinchheuted, honost, and liberal. To the 
latest hour of my bfo I shall remember them with affpctionnto regard; 
and many are the untutored children of Central fries, who poeseas 
feelings and principles that would do honor to the most civilised Chris- 
tiau/'—(pp. 311.) 

What reply Mr. Ijawrtnck* may make & these statements, or facts, I 
will not undertake to say; but 1 tbiuk that he will scarcely peraist in' 
attnbuting the foilure of negro conspiracies to precipitation, to 
cmvardicc, or to lack of talent, as pmliar to the negro race, in any 
future edition of bis Lectures" which may be pnhlished. Ho will 
mther, I sUouM liope, attribute non«Kic(^ on these occasions to the 
debu'scrl condition of the negro, the want of education, and consequently 
nf judgment; but, above all, to the nature of slavery itself, which 
cramps, couhne^, distorts, dcstrovs, and desecrates the human mind, 
elimiuuting h’om it everything that is nobk and good, and leaving behind 
but the «-cnria and dross of humanity, the cajmt fnortum of an ex* 
han^tal base. 

J for the Mke of brevity, focUng that I have alttody exceeded 
the limits of an nrtiele. pass over what has been recorded by Fork, &d • 
what has 1)een told ns hy Campbell and other niisbionaries of some other 
nations of Africa, an<l individuBi negroes who have distinguished 

tberasolves, and give a very rapid sketch of those chieftuus in St*, 
i^ommgo who were mainly instjupental in erecting a republic in that 
island. Ajid here I disclaim all political inquiry, whether invohing the 
abstract theory natural fivedom, or the conventional rule of obedience 
to the powers that be; whether the slaves were justified m tdting 
up arms to enfrukchise themselves, or the planters were unjustly treated 
in being deprived of their legal property by the fiat ^ a revolutionary 
tribnnal. All I propose to myself is the inquiry as to tho amount 
talent displayed by those negroes, who, with ams in their hands* 
asserted, and subsequently obtttoed, their freedom. 
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It hoj* been frequently remarked that great emergaiciea caU f«th 
great tiUeiit, iind that during revdutiofia> or violent rc-actiema^ tv muta¬ 
tions in public opinion, mo who would otherwise hat^c jmssed their lives 
in hje^oJeace and obacurity, dUplav a nobility of eoul, a vigor of mind, and 
a fixedneM of purpose prcvigniiy unauepcctcd even hy those whose 
opportunitiee of mixiDg with them were neither ** few nor far between \** 
imd whuee sagacity a^ penetration were considered to be of the highest 
order, and entitled to our confidence and respect, np to the moment 
of proving their deficiency both in the one and the other. There 
is, genendly speaking, more talent, energy, and genius near and about us 
than our self-love n at all times prepii^ to admit; for unless this 
be confessed, and per how shall we account for the labored 

panegyric which not only the daily, weekly, and monthly publica¬ 
tion pour out with such profuse libcr^ty; but vvsn those works, called 

Memoirs’^ or Biographies,’* wliidi lay cUm to greater weight and 
endurance than the ephemeral productitms anoded to, matter with 
no niggard hand upon the tomb of departed talent, or dcqiartcd genius. 
But itis finitless to dwell upon so trite a fact. The histories of all nation* 
testify to it. The shades of the first Bnttus, Tell, and Wasliington, with 
other heroes of tlie American struggle, start up before us. The 
marshals of ” the empire *' appear in all their pomp and pride, and the 
founders of more ancient dynustiea awull the tiirong. What need, there¬ 
fore, to pursue the illustration further? It must not, however, \k 
irnaghied that these daring and successful suirits suddenly sprung from 
the chaos encompassing tKom in a light of their own making. 
Ihcy were for the most part theoretically or practimlly ctlucatcHl-^that 
is, they had, citiicr in the academies peculiar to their several Lountnr*. 
acquir^ elementary knowledge of tlMir times, or in the sc1km>1 of action 
and enterprise, instructed thmsclvcs in the science of conduct and obser¬ 
vation, while their prudcnie was strengthened by frequent di«ap- 
pointment, and their confidence cstablt^d by occariotial *ucec**. 
Such ore the men, then, who must on all occasion^ of great ccmvuKiNO 
struggles in the body politic poetess themselves of the power to 
moderate and direct the irregular moveiDentB of large masses^ of a people. 
On hueJi occasiens action is evcryUiing; for, as quickness of conception 
is the germ, and rapidity of execution, the fruit of success in all nulitorv 
and political teorementi, when overwhelming forces are opposed, or 
a ^entment is about to pas* fn>m the hands of one sertmxi of 
a nation into those of another, it is only the firm and the resolute who 
can then hope to succeed. 

Of this deseriptioD of men were Cromwell, Napoleoni Bolivar. 
MMisan, Santa Anna, and cv«n less kaown and leas celebrated 
generals of Haiti. 71i^ were men who had mqoyed very fiur ednea- 
tions. The latter had been seat to Twm, at that trae the very focus of 
action, where, unhappily, howe ve r, rqra of liberty diverged to license, 
and that whidi wis noble in sts^ became, because idnned, tiie most 
Ignoble. It was amidst the rnemhm ^ the SocUU det Ami» dee ffoirs, 
which at that time, among ano^er novdties, started tq> in the capital of 
Frimcf, that 0}f, a coketi mao, first imbibed those principles, and 
acquired that tact whidi sabsequeotly raised him to On ottmlM rank 
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among hU feUow^countrymeB at 8t. Domingo. He WBaatiil more fortunate 
in having Fayette for a teacher, and Robcapierre for a patrem. Sent & 
France by an indulgent mother, whose wealth oquaUed her amlntion^ be wae 
intr^aced, it n- aaid thr«>ugh the matrument^ty of }a Fayette, to ihe 
SocieW df$ Amis Nsira, who, perceKing, or having previonaly acquired 
ii knowledge of hia bold, <laring, and unp^tumts temper, fixed upon him 
u8 a ])er^on endued by nature, and qualified by iiutnietion, to cany into 
cxecurion their in (ended plan to rovolutiuniae the colony, and eiifran* 

< histi tlio slavoH of St. Domingo.^ For thia putpoee, and that Oje might 
not a)q)oai lunoii;; cmnidyinen aM a person of littJe or no coubidcra* 
lion, or an tbo not us homo o?a not uinm)>oftclmble line, they purdiaaed 
(or him the rank ol licutciiiuit^colimel iu one of tbc arancs of Genuany. 
TliUH titled, and ptoperly instructed in tho important part he vfHH about 
to cuoci, Ojd propored to sci out for tho acene of action; but an after 
resohitioii of Ids fiicnd;^, or prcilMbly hi a own pritdence, datcnnined him 
not to Mtil direct to Su Douiutgo, but to go first to America, and thence 
to nrficeed to, and land privately iu Haiti, whete hia pupilage, so Ikr 
its tho society were coitccrucd, uaa to toruiinatc, aud ho waa U> bo leil io 
his own judguicnr. Nottrithstandiiig, however, the raiiiion of hbneelf 
luid his adviw.'rx, news of his inteudod arrival, togetlier with the object ol 
his visit, iruuapii'od beroto be could land iu bt. Donnngo, But this 
Import of his iiitetuionb did noi fruati^ hie pl^i, nr nreveut bia landing 
nnvutr'Iy; in which nriva^'y he might have coniiuneu to remain for any 
Icagtii <d (iiuo, hud no not {annud a tiolcntond iinpoltttc letter to the 
governor, rvvilmg him, aud demaiiiling off etjnaliaaUou with the whiles, 
<»r rights and pmUeges for himself and his colored follow citteeua/' 
ihcuteuim^, ut tho saiiiH time, that, should his dmnaud not be acceded to, 
Iu* would ha\e rccoiu>c to anua. 

ihii nutwithnt4Uidiug thi« congenial dispUv of tq>irit, lew of tho clutw 
oi whoin he inelitutixt hhiiM'lf tlie jkUioii aiyl protector, either embraced 
i)ic cuns«», or attached tbemwdveM to iiis |ifi>on. He could collect fruiu 
tho I.trgi* pojmlation of St. Duuiiugo but three hundred disposed to join 
him in his daring enleqirise, muong whom were his brothers; but with 
ihcsv lie dutcimined to Ciouiuenee the slnigglc.

{I pioiDpt and decisive step; and, having disciplined this 
sjUidi nimihcj' as woll as time aud circmustanceH admitted, be boldly

Many of his followers were killed, some were taken prisoners,. and he 
himself, accoiD(xuiicd bv Chovaiie, «sca{>ed onlv by daqulleas brav^y 
and akin. Hut it was but a temporary csci^. He retired to tho Bjpauiali 
part of tho islaud, and this being ascertained by tho g^eraor^ he was 
demanded as a subject of Prance, delivered to the auth^Ues^ waa tried, 
condemned, aud executed March, 1791* 
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^ Tbm are citcumbfaucos connected with tlio conduct of the goveruoi, 
mative to Ojfi executloiij which 1 cftnuotpaM over without tlcsigoaling 
an iihhorrenl to oveiv eeiue of juiftice, mid disgusting to every seutimeiU 
ol honor. With a view to obtain the follest tiifonnaiion as to the inteii-* 
tioDs of Oji, and Uie jdans of his traneaUautic Blanchlaudej the 

n<(\^ruvr, yroioiaed hun that if he would fully and liuUifully rovcal all 
lie knew, and who were the instigators of the revoit^-^ho supplied 
the money, arms, and aoitnunition, mud what were the ulterior inumtiem 
of hiK party—he wouM grant him a ^1), free, and perfect pardon for 
all oirenee** contemplated or cutnmilte^ Tbi^ he j)]edged on bis word 
and h(»uor as a geutletnan, and on his character and conduct as a 
governor. Ojd, with the fatal tree in sight, and the iirospcct of liberty 
l>eibre him, chobc the latter—he confess^ everything, explained in what 
manner the friends of the blacks iniended to act; eA{>osen their jirojecis 
and intentions; revealed the resourccb of his Mtpplies; and betrayed the 
attempt which the colored inhabitants intended to make to incito tho slaves 
ti> lisa against their uiasteTs. illaiichimido having obtained all the in* 
formation he required, broke his word ns agcntletuau, and bullietl his 
honor annii ofBcor. In spite of every bocred bODtiincnt of good faith, in 
thti veiy- teeth of his promise—in defijuico of virtue—the execrnliou ol 
contemiHirsnes—tlie obloquy of his cbuiiliy, and the contesnpt of ])os» 
ty—immediately after ho bitd obtained the object of his desiros, hr 
ordered him for execution ! Wa*) not this a deed imwortliy oven of a 
savage ? 

It \h said that Oj« did not &duivc with that fortitude and sjjtrti which 
>liould have l)ccu displayed by the loader of a great national movement; 
and that he coin promt sod himself and fiiendb, not only hy his siibmib- 
bioii and eiilrearies lor life, but by his unreserved confession of all he knew 
of theiv plans. The fact must be aduiilied, as I believe it cannot hr 
denied; bui it can be palliate, if not dofeuded, by example, in the case 
of the Duke of Monmouth, who not only implw^ bis life in tho most 
abject manner from bis lastly ^incensed and betrayed sovereign, but evihi 
cNjHntod the Ncctets of tfioso who weni cognizant of, mid intimately con- 
iiected with, his ill-advised and rash attempt* Ojd’s conduct may well 
he ascribed to his )>osilion, and not to the nature of the African as an 
Africati; but to his fears and feelings as a member of thclmmaji iatnily. 
For if his conduct bad been ifae natural result of hix ph^ical c^rgaiiisa- 
ih/ji, it follows that that of Ghevace should have been Hiniilan But tliis is 
(outradicted by (ho most respeclaUo authorities, who all a^pt»e in admits 
ting that be b^ved in erery way becoming a man who had linked his 
iortunen to ao de^ieiaie an entorpria^—who knew that the die was cast, 
luidwbo felt tliat all wasloxt; but that and lieroism which 

db^tinguished bin coudact in his )£it lumBenfs, and which was alike 
honorable to himself and consotatoi^' to fboae wbo had joined him in the 
revedt;—i^y, it wu such, without exaggeration, tbutt a Roman might 
have euvied him. ^ 

Tbe fact is, we have never yet had, mi I su|)pose never shall hove, a 
coiTeci account of that unfbrtoiiate and banguinary struggle in St Do¬ 
mingo, which has citdod in a atill more tumatisJactoi^ fonii of govemmeut 
for tlic jicoplo than that from which ao^deul, and the faleiUs and abili- 
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o( a fonr daring and vigonm^ fc|imta» had teacued thoo). ^ The hietor^* 
of die contoHft auhwitted (o nn, ia the wovk of ikm who eovld not b 
expeclod to h^ak Uie tmUi, tlio whole tmLh> and 
truth P* Theii feelings were enlietfd ^amst thdr and 

tiieir losHe» pitted gainst their judgment. The^* t^>6ah rathor vhtf 
their pshHion tlicCateH, than ibeir sense of insim warranu* Tb^ 
write bitlcrlv> becaiua tliej^ anftred i&toly; the^ impugn the cbaraetw 
of'^j)fopIet b^use, some itidividuals of the nation acted wickedly uid 
ofrocionslv. In the ardor of their wrongs—and they were Mvero 
and fur tbe inostt {Art unmerited~tboy condemned tho innocent with 
the guilty; and in narratiiiff the caae of Guutior. foi^t to place in 
iu\ta«}KKiiti(jn the conduct of Tartufie.* They aeem to have rotgotleti, 
not a idtstanding the Mupposed urongs of the iiegTo. that their moat 
\indicthc arU flcarcely equalled, and never surpaMd, the atrocitien 
of the Ucvolution in the mother country; that were was no goddeaa 
of reason in solemn conclave of the nation, inaugurated in the ancient 
fuiie of Gliristianity; no citisen san$ cuiottts claiming rewards for inunolet- 
ing his father; no cxocr^Ic wretches, os in Paris, denying and denouncing 
the being of a God, the existence of right and wrong, the nalnnl and 
MKriul sdcctions, tbo duty of children to tiicir pai^enU. obedience to con* 
«-tituted authorities, and, in short, attempting to demolisli oil the virtues, 
and to sacrifice all the decencies of lifo to the wild and hideous demon of 
DiuaocrHcy; wliuse very iweence is envy, whose breath is envy, whose 
uderings arc blood, an<l whose appetite for destruction fixes alikf upon 
the ^ood and the bad, the noble and fte ignoble, the prince and 
}>ccr. till liuving destroyc<l every one wise ur virtuous within hia reach, 
XoYi\> upon Ids followers, and devours them with the sonic nppeaseless 
lijht tor g(»rc, ns that which di4<tiuguishc<l him when bo slaugfateredl 
those ho \\iv< pleased to designate liia enemies. No; there were no 
«uch w'l'etchcs among the successful rel>el| of 8t. Domingo, though 
mail) uf their acts were acts of blood; tmd miiny of their niessuren, 
ineoBurcs of cruelty, folly, and inaptitude to the puqwscs for which they 
were enfi»rcod. 

Among many of those writers who Imve dwelt upon tlic subject of the 
conHict m Si. Domingo is Do Vasty, or Vastcy, a negro. He is not 
vvempt from the charge of having written ratlwr under the guidance of 
pasHon, than the rule of judgment; and Franklin, with jQstice. accuses 
him of exhibiting *‘the worst side of the picture, without noticing tffe 
better one,*^ when be would have us infer, that the brute creation (in 
St. Domingo) received infinitely more kindness and indulgence frmn 
their masters than was shown towards their .slaves,** T^it is one of 
those senseless cbaiges against the French and other slave-holderk, 
wbicli refote thcEoselvcs. On the Ihownig of De Vastey himsell,’ tiwr 
plontera paid attention to their cattle and horses, which ait ac)tnp^». 
leilged brutes; if they thought the negroes none ot^ but brutes, it is 
plain, os being more valuable, they wmdd use them better than horses 
and cattle. But, on the whole, they were not ili*used as a body, as the name* 
rotts examples of those who not only adhered to, but a^oally accompanied 
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tJiOT mastm in fliglit, can testify; for they vohmtanly remained in 
bondR^ when they mifht have bc^ frte, Simt of these slaves I saw, 
ui J.inuuca, stifi in bondage, but by no means <liiiKatt«ficd, or, 
appArciitfy, desirous of changing their condition. Here, hcpwever, 1 tind 
f have, inadvertently, strayed from the iinmedinte subject. ])e Vaatey 
sva^ a man of some acquirements, and much shrewdness. Tic felt what 
he wrote, and therefore wrote strongly. As an historian, when coui« 
pared wiUi Europeans, he cannot be ranked in the first chins; but oa a 
chronicler of events and occurrenceh, he is inferior to few writer^. His 
work is more of a memoir than a history, and, doubtless, tlie foots that 
he relates ore well founded, liowe\*er hi^ly colored. Viewed simjdy as 
an African, his teaming and talents are highly resi>ectBlde; and if we 
ezce]>t some few faults of diction, and some neerbity of temper, wc 
cannot refund him the meed of literary homage. Son cni vis homini 
ron/inffi$ adire Corinihwn, 

In TousaAiST L'OuvMRTuaa, also a chilil of the Revolution, we meet 
with a spirit of a far dHTerent calibre, and a miml more cxpnn*«i\e. 
ardent, generou<>. brave, noble, and pmdent, than f)j^. English 

were first indebted for a knowledge that conduct mid «^kili might be 
united oven in a negro general, to the unsuccessful eKi>efUtiou under 
Gencnd William s, and. subsequently, under Gencruls do we and Forla^^. 
Rut Gateral Bimcoe wa^ the officer more especiuUy opposed to Tous. 
saint, who baffled him in o'cry tnoncruxTO, demted him in every move* 
meat, and anticipateil him in c%'cry stratagem, till he forced him to retire 
through the plains of Cul de Bac into Port ou Prince, leaving the country 
in his possession, well stored with provisions, and all the necessaries of 
on anny. Subsequently. Himcoe, after some fruitless attempt* to rogniii 
the laurel* be hud lost, evaewited the island, and hi* fonnidable and ^uc* 
cesshil rival was thus left undiaputed master of a luxuiiiuit tiui't of 
country, and the chief of a icumcrous and well-appoiatod army. 

Blessed with a solid and comprrhensTve genius, thoroughly ficcjuninted 
with the manners, custciu*. and cIinrHct^ of the ))eu]>le over whom. b\ 
n struugc freak of fortune, he soLined destined to nilc, he iinmedintcly 
np]>ljed himself to the reform of abuse*, and to the promulgiition of 
wise and salutary laws for carrying that re fo r m into eflfect. JIc cnfoiced 
the cultivation of the ground, which had been ^ndly iiitenuploil by n 
lopg, seivile, and banguutary war; hy offers of rewards nnd honors; by 
example, persuasion, and reason; and when the*e failed, and not till 
then, compulsory measures were invoked. Deeply impressed with the 
self-obvious foot, that " the science of agriculture, if not the fir*t, is at 
least the mo«t necessary to a nation, he was most attentive,^’ FVanklin 
informs us, ** to the state of population, which he was most anxious to 
increase bv every possible means. He held oat to those who had 
emigrated auring ermtest, every nconragemoat to return, pledging 
himself to reuistate* them ht their properties, and assuring them that 
their agricultuml avocations should receive nU ihc suppMt which it was 
])ossible for him to afford.” • « • >«He also endeavored to im- 
\>res8 upon the people a sense of their improper conduct, wlien they 
addicted themselves to sensuality and voluptumisness, and made great 
eSurts to prevent their extensloni by recommending marriage through 
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liiB country; he war aware of the esil etfeoie of tbe ^stem poly^ 
gamy, which prevailed amongst his hretliren, and he knew that it was 
a severe check on the increase of popuktiem i few be bad discorer^ 
innuraemble iustances. in which the ofi^inings were but few where 
concubinage wa^ so unlimited; and after a short time, it became evideoit 
ilmt au increased ixipuiation resulted from his salutary regulations.*' 
Hainsford, who was taken prisooer by Tou&saint, and enjoyed ample 
opiiortuiiities of observing his conduct and studying his character, spt^s 
s»tiU more strongly than Franklin of the virtues ai^ abilities of this esti¬ 
mable negro. **T)us illustrious man,*’ he says, ‘^proceeded like the 
simple acorn, first promiscuously scattered hy the winds in its slow bat 
l^couteous progn'ss, to the gigantic oak, sproa^g its foliage with Migutt 
grandeur above the minor growth of the forest, defending the humble 
Mirub, and braving the fury of contending elements/* ♦ ♦ • • ”He 
was, without doubt, a man |>oesosb«<l of many virtues, and performed 
many very good and very generous acts; and, what must be admitted to 
have redounded greatly to his rqiutation, he was always grateful, and 
never left an obligation unre<]mt€d. To those planters whom he induced 
to return to the island, and whom he restored to their properties, be wus 
g(Mtcrotl^, kind, and indulgent; and of the contidsuce which tiicy placc<l 
in his fisduranoes, they had never cause tp repent. Taking him altogether, 
he was H must extraordinary character; and whatever might Imve been 
the extent of his vices, tliey were certainly coimterbalanced and atoned 
for hy many virtues.” Hut I can adduce a still more flattering ebameter 
of Tousssint, which, though from the pen oT un anonymous writer, is ren¬ 
dered authoritative by being received, and quoted by FVanklin, as good 
testimony. 'fUis writer says, *'Thc excellences of liis character unfolded 
lhuniM?lvc*s more and more, as opportunities were nflbrdcd for their de- 
v(*lopiuen(. The same huoianity and benevolence which had adorned his 
humble life, continued to dwtiognish him in hi> elevation. He never 
iimtutcd the conduct of other leaders, in flattering the multitude, encou¬ 
raging them in crimes, or urging them to revenge him! slaughter: on the 
cuntrury. mercy, industry, and order were ulway^. inailctited by his coun¬ 
sels, 1‘ccommciided by hi** examples, and enforced by his authority. The 
fertility of Ins invcnHon*», the correctness nf his judgments, the celerity 
uf his movements, the extent of his lalwrs in the combined and multifa* 
ri(ni*< hiisiue&s of wnr and government, cu&totiished both friends and foes^” 
** * * * '*lf there was one trait in bis character more conspicnous 
than tile rest, it was bis nnbullied integrity. That never broke his 
word, was a prm'crbial expression common in the mouths of the white 
inhabitants of the iidand, und of tiie English otficers triio were employed 
in hostilities agmnst him.” . 

'l^ro is an anecdote related by Bridges, in his AfUuUt ^ /mofeo, 
lughly honorable to Toussaint. It places hhn in the sam^raab vriUi 
F^riciua and Camiilos, who both preferred reputation to interest, and 
nobly vindicated the virtues of the human heart, while they established the' 
power of the Roman namc-*the former refusing the offer of Pyrrhus’s 
physician to poison bis sovereign; the latter rejecting with proper indig« 
nation the infiunoua proposal a schoolmaster of INilitei, to deliver aa 
hostages into his han^ the so&i of the nobiEty who had been e&tmsted 
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him for in^^lruction. Bridgeo, whose M^tUed dislike to tlie African race 
hctravA itself in every page of his Aimals,*' and wliose redecUons ujion 
the characters of two colored gentlemen of Jiunaica* merely becaasc they 
were colored, caused his work to be interdicted by the Chflimcl](»’, speaks 
m terms no less laudatory of Tooasaint than lYankUn, and the anonymous 
author last quoted. He says: '*The character of Tnnasaint and the Freodi 
commandem were exemplified in an attempt at treachery, which s1)ow« 
the reigniug jirinciple of the times. The funner had paid a vi^ of cere' 
Tnony to the British General, where he was received with military honors, 
and at a table sumptuously covered: it was even deemed expedient to pre« 
Kent him witli a splendid sen'ice of plate, and a magnificent apparel of 
furniture for hia house. The visit was returned, and Tousaaint advised 
by the perfidious commissioner to seUe the person of his guest, os an net 
4 »r duty to the Republic. General Maitland received secret information of 
the treaclierouB proposal; but he found bis confidence in t);i' honor of the 
governor not misplaced, for Toussoint put into his hands two unsealed 
letters: ' There,' aoid he. ' licfore we talk, read these—one from the French 
Cumraissary, the oUier my reply; 1 could not see you till i luid written 
it, that you might be satisfied how safe you arc wiUi me/ 

Had so l)ase a proposal been mode by the negro chief, in place of tlie 
French Camuiissofy, it wotild haye been quoted as n proof of negro fraud 
und negro treachery, and not consider^, as 1 fed it is. the net of n 
ile»piaibk spirit, which might have equally animated the body of a kVench- 
man or a negro, and is no more to be taken as a proof of treachery being 
cnnmion to the French os a nation, than the brib^ of liOid Bacou could 
1 >e admitted as evidence of corruption in a Ohtncdlor e<r-q^cio. It i*' from 
u neglect of this view of the question, that so much uuschtuf urise^*, so 
much false reasoning, unjust accusaUons, and senseless clamor uguin^t 
particular nations, pnifcssioue, or trades. 

Toussiuut was a man of no ordinary mind r be was a 1 >ove the narrow 
views of his time and iniuntry. He persecuted no sect, intcrdutetl no 
form of religion, and. tlaoogh a rigid Ca^iolic. pmnittetl the MetbodHts 
the free and unmolested cxermse of tiieir own form or mode of wordlijp 
He had a methotl in everything he did. Notbuig was out of place. All 
things were done iu due and proper time, so that, notwithstanding the 
multitudinous duties in which be was engaged, he had always a spiuc lioui 
for the seniej of a friend, nod Idsore sullicient to devote to*those little 
iiraenities of life, which constitute the sum of human hajipiness; and which, 
properly attend^ til go farther in winning the hearts und securing the 
aifectione of sulnects. than the roost glorioos deeds, or the must proi^ml 
legislation. All hii arrangements mart exodlent. His troops, contrary 
to what might have been expected, ^ere well fed and clothed, and ^sci* 
]diAed in vch nine confonnity with European taotks. as to a\u*i>rM and 
astonish tUl British officers. It is »dd. *‘at a whistle, a wliole brigade 
would run three or /our hundred yards, then separatmg, throw themselves 
fiat on the mund. changing to their ba^ or th^ rides, keepuig a 
itrong fire whole of ^ time, till they were receUed. then they would 
form again in an instant with dietr wonM rpgnlarity.'* 

Yet. RotwMhstondaig the vbtoee. the caleota. the genms of Toussaiot. 
be was destined to fiiU by treachery, and to meet nearly the aome ftUs in 
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an obscure prison on the gelid Alps, as tlie wonderfcl man who immused 
him in it, met on a distant, a dreary, and a drcadM rock. Toossainl died 
in a phs<m—Napoleon on a rock. The latter I enti think btit lastly, if 
alone for hU conduct in this single instance; the other perished by the 
'Till of that inscrutd}le Being, who guides, cUrects, and orders all tmngs, 
no doubt with the same jostness, though the fimts of the case are 
not so to os weak and aaiTow*>sightcd men. Which ot ua, if 

wdghed in the balance, would not be found wanting f and though Napo¬ 
leon and Tousaaint may have sinned grievously, they sinned not as many 
would have done, had they tilled their high and daztling destinies. 

The history of Toussaint's fall may thus l>e stated ;-*-Napoleon, insti¬ 
gated by the representations of the ^onists, and amrious to consolidate 
his power by obliging liLs friends, and silencing many who might have 
been irksome to his authority, or who might have sid^ with the esiled 
fsroily, determined to send a powerful armament against bt.Doimugo.unda* 
the command of L^c Clerc. who had man led his favorite sister, Fauline. 
His intention was to surprise and utterly destroy the nascent {lower < f 
Tottssaint. No declaration of war was published: no demand for resti¬ 
tution of property was niade; no claima for indemnities for arrears of 
tribute, or prospective subsidies of men or money were advanced; but 
the treacherous fleet set sail, and appearing in tlie offing, srus viewed as 
u friendly ally by Toussaint. fur Haiti and the French Republic were then 
on terms of mutual friendsbip, and orders were sccordjogly issued to the 
proi>er authorities to receive the admind ^id officers witii all the honor 
due to the rcpresentati\'cs of a state with which the island was in amity. 
But, notwitli^tanding that the olive-brencli was held out to the invaders. 
Cieneml Koehniubcw, wh<i landed with his troops in the nei^borltood 
of Fort Ihiuphin, and was hoiumbly received, charged n crowd of per- 
»ans, who. witii the curiosity natund to islanders, assembled unarmed to 
view hi'i debarkation, and killed and wouoded many. This disgraceful 
outrage on the low of nations iiiduce<l Cbristo))he, who was in the im¬ 
mediate Vicinity of Fort Dauphin, to iiwke such a disposition of hia forces 
O'* to frustrate the surprise Clerc had iiitiiided for Touasaint. Anti- 
ciputiug Rostopchin, he fired the town of Cape Fran^ to prevent Le 
Clerc occupying it; and taking with him many wliites as hostages 
retired ti^m the coast, and entrenched himself in ii strong position. 

In the gieanwhilc, Toussaint was ^ipriaed of what lind ciwspired. |Dd 
prcparnl, with his w<Hited energy, to repel the invaders. Additional* 
troops were levied, and the |)otot8 of offence and defence visited hi per¬ 
son, and such repair or btrcn^ieniog os they required was instantly com¬ 
menced. and expeditiously concluded. In awo^, nothing that the amet 
coneummAte skill, judgpneut, and jniKtary tactics could effect, was left 
undone •, and in a very short time Toosimt found himself n a position 
to defy Ilia enemy. ^ 

But the negro general had not alone to contend, against the avowed 
enemies of lits eoontiy, but his paternal feelings were amyed against 
him. His sons had been sent to Paris for their edacstton, and there, 
under the tutorage of Cotsnon, they were instructed In what manner 
\h»f were to atU^ tiveir fatiier, so that his fetliogs of psternity being 
escsted he migl^ oe tbrir representation and persuwon, coined with 
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syedotta and apleodki offers oi rewards aad bMons submit without 
0 ttnigrie to the arms of the mTsdera. Bat a sense ^ dn^ was para> 
mount m the breast ot Toossdnt. He refused the offm made bim» not« 
witlistondmg ttiat they were tendered Napoieon in an autogn^di 
letter* clothed in fais osoal captivating sQ^joj and breathings as it werei a 
spirit of military frankness, and a tone of Christian philoaophy. I 
extract the fdlowing paragraph frao this celebrated letter* which 
is more remarkable for its Jeso^, than its candor 

** We have made known the sentunenU to yonr children, and to their 
preceptor, by which we are animated. We send them bade to you. 
Assist, with your counsel, your in^uenco and talents the Captain 
General. What can yon dedre ? Ihe freedom of the blacks I Yon 
know that m all the countries we have been in we liSve given it to the 
Mople who have it not. Do you dedre conaideratioD, hraore, fortune i 
it IS after the services you have rendered; the services yon stiB render, 
and with the personal estimation we have for you, that you ought not to 
be doubtful with respect to your considerate, your fortune# and the 
honors which await you.’* 

Is it not shodung to be obliged to admit that this letter was but a 
fiction—a lure hy which Napoleon expected to lead Toussaiot into 
captivity without striking a blow ? iMxrely, Napoleon could afford 
to be magnanimous on such an occasion^-eurdy, the great principle 
of honor, which he affected to worship, should have slept in be* 
tween him and hie love of power, his ^rst for applsuise, and bis 
greediness nf what was frlsel^ termed ^ory. But, alas! he was 
blinded to the true sense of ms own dinity, and what he owed to 
the nation of which he was at that tinm m sovereign. Did reftection 
of the fate of Toussaint cross his mind of Uwossaint in bis miserable 
captivity in a miserable fortress in a distant land, away not only from 
wifr, children, friends, familjl and kindred, but exposed to the rigors of 
an inhospitable clime, when as he paced, what wbb to Aim a narrow 
space, fr^ Longwood to the margio of the rocks, he could sec the 
irdling billowe the vast Atlantic in frantic freedom leoping round 
the clifts, os if in mockery of hb ^hama ^ At those hours did no 
rememlvance, no dire reconeetion of the fidse frith plighted to Tousscunt 
come upon hni)* hke the shadow of a dark cloud upcm the free of day, 
and sh^e that migh^ soul whose ''ebbs and flows were tides to 
tbe rest of roankmd V* 1 would frin hope so, mid that that bitter cap* 
tivity which he was made to frcl so mthlesa, softened fain heart, 
and forced him, though late, to repent of hb oud conduct to tins noble 
negro. Bitter inde^ was the Napdeem, but be prov^ed

the crafty Coianoa iatrodnoed Ul wife and efaddreo ; the fotmeti by 
en^atiea and MppIteaUoa«i the latter by teare and aobe^ endearoriw to 
work upon hie l^nge, and iadoce him to oaooel reaolotiofi* Sot 
though affected e?en to twa, he wm reeolved. Commanding hU wife 
and »ildre& to retire, ht aMmed a firm and dignified demeanor, far 
remored from that bland manner and auaftire tone of voice which 
marked hie general carriage on ordinary ocoaaioot, and eeiaing Coianon 
by the hand, he eaclumed, ** Take—take back my obiidren einoe it mutt 
be eo. For m e I will be faithful to my country and my Ood 1'* 

No good, therefore, reeolted from thia very queettoaam raieeien, ei* 
cept a three daya* truce s at the expiration of which Tonmint and 
Chriitophe, not having tarrendered to the oAeere of the armament, ae 
they were required to do, were proolaimed enemies of the Republic, 
and preparatioat immediately commenced to compel them to aubmit by 
force of arms. 

Of the campaign which followed, it dcee not enter into mj preeent 
plan to eay anything. It ie euSicient that the rum of Toueaaint waa in 
a great measure more owing to iht faitlUeewieat of his own people, 
goaded to treachery by the lavish expenditure of French gold, than the 
snpenor milttary tactics of Le Clerc, thoqgh s commander of no con* 
temptible abiluies. Reduced to extremity, his troops disbanded, his 
officers scattered, himself a fugitire, Tonssaiat, nevertheless, preserved 
his fortitude and presence of mind upon every ooeasion where it was 
necGMary to exert either the one or the other. He still cherished in 
his bosom hopes of ultimately restoring bis country to freedom, and 
compelling the haughty Repnblic to mrknowledge HdU among the 
nations ot the free, nor was it long before Le Clerc afi!lMded hini an 
oppaitnnity of rMlisingthese anticipi^ioos. Conceiving that the army of 
Toufsaint was irrevocably dispersed, and that thete was no O|^ositioa to 
the completion of hisinatructiOQS. he threw off the made by which he hod 
concealed his real designa, and attempted to reinstate the old propiietMa 
in their former posseesJons, and to reduce the population frop toe freedom 
which he hfawlf aclmwledged, and ^sranteed by proclamation, to 
absolute serfdom and alave^. This iniquitous attempt opened the eyes 
of tte deluded Hmtians, and in theif extrsmity they turned their atSsn* 
turn to Toossiunt. Aniomted by patnodc and noble motives, he waa 
not stew m responding to their mdi. In an inorediUy short period he 
collected K^ther a respectable fqto*, and with admirable aUll and 
conduct, femei a junstion with Christopbe, who, more wary, M&mOM 
suspKcioas than himself, had never entirely disbanded bis fttta my. 
With this force they marched to the north, rposing the wUte countvy 
as they proceeded by thdr cries for hbei^i mid tbar ctUafior vengeaoos 
on the trei^ery of the invaders. Le Clero was ignondntedsly drivM 
from stronghold to strohgbold, tUl at laigth bs wie top tis asly abtt vtt 
m Capt Fran^, which bad km parthdly rebaSt Hm to add to b» 
diflmd^ tlM plagtt broke rat/ and ImMng hhnictf opj^oaed to a 
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sif^rior enemy without« and aurnmnded by concealed foee within the 
wa)k« he had reconrbe to a counter proclamation to that mh\A had 
condemned the Ilaitiana to perpetual akvery. In thk proclamatioti, 
the mnftrkable words, liberty and Equality to all the inhabitimta of 
St. Domingo, withmit regard to cdor,** were introduced with a view of 
collating tiieir Hclf-love in behalf of the beleaguered army^but it came 
too late, and it was not till some time after t&t the inh^tanta, (itlier 
uf the town or country, returned to tiieir several occupations. This was 
the work of time, but as necessity compelled Le Clerc to adhere to tiic 
tetter of his proclamation, things reverted back in some measure to what 
they were previous to the invasion. Toussaint, with Dessalincs and 
Chnstophe, yielded to the popular cry for peace, and a treoty wa^ 
liccordingly concluded, which, among other clauses advantageous to tlie 
Haitians, permitted t)ie respective generals to retire unmolested to their 
hornet. CImstophe and IjessaUnes, who had all tdong inspected the 
hollow profomions of the French, removed from the immed at^ vicinity 
of the goveroor, and kept themselves on the defensive. Not so the 
honorable and unsuspecting Tonsiaint. incapable of treachery himself, 
he could not believe its evistence in others, and fatigued with a long and 
tedious campaign, he retired to hit country bouse, accompanied by his 
wife and children. Here he fondly hoped to pass the remainder of his 
days— soluiw cmat /ttnore. But it was otherwise ordained. At the 
dead of night, in the midst of fancied security, he was torn 
from the arms of his distr^ted wife by the myrmidons of the 
Republic, and imrried ou board a ftigate which awaited his capture 
in the harbour. The vessel immediately weighed anchor, end 
Tou«saiut borne over the waters of the wide Atlantic, was l«in<k'd m 
Fiance, and phmgcd into prison. It is remarkable that he made no 
re^ivtance, offered no violence, attempted no escape, but yUlding him^lf 
into the custody of the wrefbhes who seised and bound him, I'UbimtUd 
without a murmur to his fate. AU he asked, nil he pmyed f>i, tbe unlv 
favor whirh ho condescended to usk his heartless incaiccrator^, wn^ 
the safety of his family, 'fliey were, however, very shortly after Inune 
from the shores of their lielov'ed St. Domingo, and consigned to the 
same fate! 

Any commit on tienrhery so foul, or any exprCMion of disgust, at 
conduct >0 unworthy a great nation, would be superfluous. No man. 
he he v^itc or block, Jew or Gcntflc, CAiristian or Pagan, but inut^t 
execrate an act so derogatory to the dignity of a civi&^ government, 
'•o repugnant to rise feeungs all good men, and so o(fSn<Are iii the 
ey&i of Cod. It needs <mly to be mentioned that it may be scouted— 
only to be beard tiiat it soay be exe<7ated. 

Much speculation was formeriy afloat as to tiie ultimate fate of Tons- 
sunt: it being at one time supposed ^bat he inet with a vl<flent death 
in the dmUyKms of the Republic; at a&CF<ber, tiiat he was not carried into 
hVsnee, In pm thrown into ibt sea. The treachery whidi dictated 
hiA seisui^ might jostiy give rise So such rumors, ^at they do not 
appear to be wmiA tti The author of Tfte HUtory 0/ Napoteon 
tieosqper^r, pubhihed to The Mtify Librmy, says, be was shut up in 
a dunged, where citb^ the midnight cord ur cUgger, or the withtrog 
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influenro of coo/incment and hopcteu mUery, ere long put $u end to his 
This conjecture is not borne csit bv evidence. Tbe euthou^ 
Ten Veare* Exile seems to give tl^ true veraon oi the &te of Tmisemt. 
He sa)s, At the entrance inioSwiUerhmd, on tim top of tho nuwr^us 
\Nhich separate it from France, you see the ctsUe oi Jmx, in the 
f nboners of State arc detained, whoec names never re«ch the wn 0 (f 
tueir relaticms. fn iUi prisen Tim$$mnt VOvOerture actualfy pefixM ^ 
toli; he deserved his fate on account of Us cruelty, but the Emperor 
had the least right to uiflkt it on him. aa he had envaged to (pmra&h^c 
hiTn his life and his libertv. I passed a day at the toc^ of castle, 
dtiring very dreadful weauer. and could not help thinking oi this negro 
ti&urported all at once into the Alps, ax^ to wwm this residence was 
tlic very hell of icc.'* 

liaving already, I think, adduced sufficient evidence to mskc out a 
case. I am the loss bolidtous to dwell at any length upon the career of 
I>esealmes. Ls Plune. Chrisiophe. and Boyer, wlio ha^ IsU^y alulicatcd 
the preudcQcv of Haiti, it sofficient for my argument that it h 
admitted on uu hands that thev were not ordinary men. 

Two anecdotes related of ^hnstophe, however, 1 cannot avoid men* 
tiomng. I believe they have been already |HiDtcd. but I do not recollect 
to ha\c rcail them. My authority is an officer in Her Majesty's nary, 
ft hcems that on a particular occasion, either from necessity or economy, 
li ration, eitlicr of less weight or inferior quality, was served out to the 
troops, at the command of Christoiihe. Tlu« they refused to receive. 
'Hic niffur was reported by the coiond gS the regiment to tlie com* 
uiandcr«iu*cluef. He iouucdiatcly orderm him to present the rations a 
second time to tho men. aud to rclunt and rc|)ort tho results. Urn men 
aputi icfaHed. and their icfbai wa^ reported to Cliristophe. He made 
nu repU. hut ordering his aides«dc-camp and the colonel to attend him. 
lodu u]> to the refra^ry troops, and pFeM)ntcd a ration with his own 
to one of the men. The mun refiiseil. anil Christopfae instantly 
blow Iji^ braui^ out. The ration wob then ofieied to tho next mun, who 
a<*<*opled It. Then turning to riic colonel. Chivtoplio rad, in a stem 
voice, " Why did you not do this ? Now (his is to teach others to do 
/fi<ir dut)/’ and with ^cse words shot hun dead on the spot. The 
mutiny was thus repressed, and the soldiers returned U) their duty. 

The laat act of lus Ufc was also charactcrisbc of his temperament. 
About to attack the enemy he fell ill, and was confuted Tor bome davs; 
liupotieut of confincinont, he summoned his medical attenddnt to nia* 
presence. Doctev," he said, ** I must attack die enemy on a cert^ 
day. or all will be lost. Shall I be fit to Icail the troops on that day V* 
"Decidedly not/' replied the suigccm. "Then my mortal career is 
finished V’ ond leaning hack he himself befovc any one vw awtt« 
of his intention, or could interpose to prevent him. 1 mcntacoi these 
Buei^otei to prove that decibion of character is not always wanting 
among individuals of the negro race, notwithstanding Mr. LawTcnoc's 
opinion. . ^ 

Without the fc«ir of being tlK^ht todioio, I quota, qs corrobmtLve 
U^stimony in supiiort of tbe opimmi 1 have endessored to cstabUib,' wliai 
I^d Karnes bays on the subject ^*ncgn> iotcUect, It is the 
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valuable, becauKs h(« iordahip errived at the conduaioa only after he had 
examined the question. 

** The eijor of the negroes/* says his lordship, aSbrds a stnmg 
prcfloirrptioD of their being a different race from tlm whites \ and I once 
thought that the presumption was supported by inferiority in their under- 
KtAudmg. liut it appears to me doubtful, upon second thoughts, whether 
the inferiority uf their understanding may not be occasioned by their 
condition. A man never ripens in Tudgment nor in pnideoce, but by 
e^erdsing these powers; at home me negroes have little occ^mm to 
exercise either of them; they live jx^on fruits and roots, which grow 
without culture; they need liWe dothmg, and they erect louses wiAout 
tr<ni1)Ie or art. Abr^ they are miserable slaves, having no encuorage- 
inent to think or act. Who can say how fer th^ might improve, in a 
state of freedom, were they oblig^, like the Europeans, to procure 
hiead by the sweat of thrir brow? Some kingdoms in Nogroland, 
particularly that of Whidah. have made great improvements in govern* 
ineiit, in policy and m manners. The negroes, particularly ol the Gold 
Coast, are naturally gay; they arc industrious, apprehend readily what 
said to them, have a good judgment, are equitable in their d^ngs, 
and accommodate tlicmselves r^^y to tho manners of strangers/* 
if ow much opposed is this c^oeopbic writer to the prejudging and 
prejudice<l Long*to Bryan Edwards, whose interest obsenm nia judg¬ 
ment, and iuduced him, it is alleged, to alter or interpolate the text of 
Tdvingo Park—and Bridges, who, in the very teeth of authorities, such as 
Karnes, Denham, and ClMpert^n, declares, without the slightest rcservo* 
tion, that the natives of Whidah are among the most barbaroos of the 
iUricon nations! Such off-hand declarationa remind me of what Hero¬ 
dotus says of the Etiuopiaas, which is too futile to repeat; and of the 
Abbd Raynal, whose love of the marveUous caused hji^ to improve on 
the feblt of this historian, and to write— 

** Ihe negroes have the skin much hotter, and, as it were, c^y; the 
blood of a blackish (!) hue, the bile very deep color^, the pulse quicker, 
a sweat which yields a stixmg and disagreeable smeU, and a jfer^ratio/i 
wMci bfackms Ike U comes in eontaci with /* — ond

verily believe these ridiculous remarks m bitf an amplificatimi of 
the infbnnatioi^ which HotidotaB pretends to gi^'e us, of the secretion of 
the, reproductive organs in the male n^ro, Mug of e Hack 'color, 
'ilic Abbd) who was not rema^ble for probity in his actions, as his 
conduct to Vohairc, jyAlenbeit, and INderot, relative to the theolo- 
peal department the Sncydofsiie amply proves, or of veracity 
iu hK btatements, as this descriptioD at the negro testihes, enter¬ 
tained no ecruplta of conscience; sad when a startlmg feet was re- 
(tuired to Buiprw the reader or confowdan antagouit. Coldly invented, 
or artfolhjr amplified* distorting probahility as it suited his wtnts or sup¬ 
ported his views* On etch occasions he apntanted hiasrif with stating 
as true what he beUmd to be MsstUe, a^ of rooor&ig as feet wlM

There are tonie other negroea wboaa diatiagowhed actiema entitle 
them to be mentioned* did apace peniiit* among toe moat oonapioacmi 
of whom are Joan de Bolt, who* with De Faaii* the Sptniah governoTi 
kept tbe first Eoglisb invaders of Jamaica at bay for a long period) 
Codjoe, tbe Miroon chief* whose actions have bera vivify depicted by 
Dallae and Abou Bekr, the Bhak* who, after a captivity cn many years 
in Jamaica* waa discovered ^ Dr« Madden and generously enftaneluaad* 
I can barely aHude to De wla and Cudjoe. Uf Almn ^kr 1 would 
have been glad to speak ot soote length* as I had the pleasure of 
knowing Dr. Madden, and waa m Kingston when he bought Abou from 
hiB master* Mr. Anderson* but that I am acquainted wito little of his 
subsequent history. AU that is known of Abou after be left KingetoD^ 
where he was much respected* though a slave* and kept his master's 
books-^toose of a general mertoant—-in tbo Arabic charecter* is that he 
attended Clapperton in his last expedition to Afnea, and was taken prU 
Boner in a fray with some of tbe nomsdic^ribee* sold again into slavery* 
and never heard of after. I have in my possession a letter written m 
Arabic by Abon to his master after his arrival in X^ndon. It is in a 
clear and beauttftd hand* and is characteristic ot the man.* 

ThuB 1 have cudeavored, bo far as opportunity pcnmtted, to coUeet 
together* [ believe for tbe first time* a mass of matei^ which may serve 
ds a prodromuB to u philoM^hica] mquuy ftto negro intellect, leaving it 
either to a future day to resume the considaatiou of the subject* or dale* 
gating It to others* whose powers of generalisation are greats thui mine* 
and ^ose leisure and leannog prepare and dispose them tor tbe task. 
Confident am I, however, in my own mind* from long observation* 
from ftequent and contuuous mtercoorsc with the negroes { from 
careful examination of the qinckness and deverncis of th^replies of black 
oud colored children at numerous sdioola which I vi«it^ m^the V^est 
[ndics (especially in Jamaica)* and from toe general form* size* and mould 
of tbe ceiebral bones* that t^e exists neither physical* physiologic^ nor 
psychological causes why the negro race* as a race* should not arrive at

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the same degree of p^ecti^ in the phrenal science they have long 
hm*K evinced in iimny of the manual arte; or that they should not equal, 
if tlioy (siinnt ^uipass^ the natives of Europe, and thdr descendants m 
the \\Vst 1ndle^, m the more extended and deeper range of philosophy, 
m«d hen ratios, and pneiry. The grand experiment now progrearing tn 
rlu* *W(*st Indie$^, U) hr as it proceeded, is satisfactory; and if, as I 
liopc and truht iu Cod will he the case, a college or university should be 
founded lu Jammcaj similar to that which lias worked so much good in 
fhubado*i, I liave not the ^lightest doubt but tlmt the ncgrOi or hii* 
derivative, will follow the white man pajuibuM 

Iu conclusion, I may state that, to avoid Mng charged with par¬ 
tiality, or a desire to elevate the attainments and merits of one man 
over iinothcr, or of one class of subjects over those of its neighbor^ I 
liave purposely refrained from making any aUusit'n to numerous colored 
gentlemen of Jsuiuica, Barbados, and the other West India Islands, who 
fill the offices of senators, stipendiaries, secretaries, pisetitioners of 
nicdicinc, editors of newspapers, barristers, solicitors, and clergymen. 
Many of these black and colored genUcreen would be an ornament to 
any noacty in which they might happen to fall; while in their own ]>er« 
bons they give the direct contradiction to the opinion of Mr. Lawrenty, 
and many who, hkc him, wrote moio under the influence of prejudice 
than obbcrvatfon. and who were more anxious to repeat the dicta of 
others than to expose therorelves to the charge of novelty, by examiuiiig 
for themselves.

WILD SCENES IN NEW BRUNSWICK.

To those who have never visited the hnmetise forests and uncultivated 
tracts of North America, a plain reUlioh of facts by persons wbo have 
penetrated the gloomy tracts, and iraverMl the teooMsd streams of the 
British provinces^ may seem ttortUng; bttt ahnost every adventurer 
in the present*age sesfiiui unwiUiiig to’ dbttctet his discoveries so long 
<ts they contribM to Ite smuseflmit oTottiftt the writer is induced to 
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offer a few detaiU ofati excurtiou^ made by public authority^ aloogone 
of the American rivers to its tenDiaal lakes and sources. ^ 

NomeroUs accounts have been written of Canada and the west,*' 
and sketches of almost every cuiious fact seen on the Great Continent 
have been laid before the public; but in the general Uiirst for know* 
ledge and novelty, Nova Scotia and New Brunswick appear to have 
escaped observation—fact to be ascribed, in some degree> to the greSt 
currents of migration which have been directed towards Canada and 
the Ameiicati States, rather tliau to the equally fbrtile regions of the 
Lower Prov luces. 

The scene of my adveuture was on a river called the 8t. Croisc (or 
Shoodio of the Indians), which sepamtes the territory of tliic United 
States kom the British province of New Brunswick, and along the 
lakes from which the river takes its rise. The whole district is unin* 
habited by human beings, stid presents some of the wildest and most 
interesting scenery in the world. 

Our party coatisted of myself, two young aspirants for back*woods' 
honors, and three expert Indians of the A/clict^/e tribe. A small map 
of the country, drauii upon birch bark by (he btlier of one of our red 
comifaiiigns, and the sagacity of our canoeraen, were to bo our guides 
across the country, from tlie Atlantic sbotg to the River St. John, 150 
miles above its exit into the Bay of Fuudy. 

Oil ilie 2Ut day of June, when the heat of the sun had began to 
descend with great power, our canoes were launched upon the rapid 
water of llie Si. Croix. These frail vessels, coiuiructcd of the bark of 
the birch ta'o, brut over hoops of fir, arc elegantly modelled, end mm 
graceful jn ibeir appearance than the canoea of any other savage tribe. 
One of them will carry eight men, while the cdnoe itself is so light that 
an Indian will transport it to any distance upon his shoulders, together 
with an axe, a gun, and a blanket. ProviiioDS, camp ba^;age. guns, 
fishing tackle, philosophical iustnimcnU, extra paddles, oiid a variety 
of articles for different uses, were all carefully stowed away; «ud w8 , 
commenced our journey. 

In tlie aiternoon of the second day's voyage our pr^ress was utested 
by a singular water&U. Canoes, baggage, Ac., were transported on 
our backs half a mile. Tills curying is called making a ** portage," wbU^ . 
having been completed wUh no other lose than the smashtDg of a 
basket of fresh eggi| wo encamped ibr (be night la a grove of hemlodc. 
The Noir at this place is seveoty yvds wide, apd ten feet deep; the 
whole mnas of water &llf fixutsen fret perpeodiotladyi and m its 
descent is thrown iuto vhkfr It lebounds with 
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almost incoQCeivable fur; i it then runs over an iocliued {dam to 
ttaCancc of a of a isilet aud rolls over anotoer riiff iitto 

tlio more tranquil water beaeatb. Ftom Ae quaotit; of bcwed ti&d)er 
aad logs seen passing the faUs, we knew that a part; of **tfream 
drivers*' was at band. Large pieces of timber and trees sevent; ftet in 
length wm jBrequentl; seen poised high in the spra; above the cataract, 
and then plung^ into the ibamiog pool beneath. Pine trees of im¬ 
mense size are often broken in several pieces in passing this frightful 
gorge» and the sounds produced b; the concussion of mtitaet of timber 
against the rocks and each other, ate like those of artiilar; at a distance. 

margin of the stream is fringed with white foam below die fidls, 
and moving rainbows seem to sport over the tiouUed pooh 

After the sun had descended behind the moontalmi in the distance, 
and darkness had h^on to spread its gloom; mantle over the vapors of 
the cataract s afler we had setup our mosquito smoke, snd stretched oar 
wear; limbs upon ]>erfumed of cedar boughs; we were suddenly 
startled b; a loud yell end shout from numerous voices, which echoed 
jfi the &mt like the war-whoop of the American savage. One of our 
ie<l brethren immediately sprang upon his feet, seized his tomahawk, 
and stood in a listwng attitude. After a moment*i reflection he gave 
a loud grunt like that of a Y^-fed pig, and laidt ** Him Yankee always 
makem great deal noise.’* The stream-drivers had arrived, floating on 
rafts and pieces of timber to the very brink of the falls, and the 
thundering of the rafts over the submeiged cliflb was evidence of 
their successful labor. Their shout was a salute to our encampment, 
the bright fire of which b£l served them as a beacon at their landing- 
place. 

Few of thoaa who have endeavored to reduce the price of American 
tindief know the labor and peril of frUing the trees in the interior of 
the coimtry, and transporting tiiem to market through the deep suows 
of winter, and along the rapid and rock; sfreams toat descend from the 
mountaias towards tiie sesu Having passed the coldest xuemth in the 
year in the icy gorges and ravines of tbe wilderness, felling and collect¬ 
ing the lo% pine, the hardy tumbennsn retreeto to the river as 
toe summer advances, where he meets toe dangm of (he frll and rapid, 
bringing with him those vast snppliet of tunber by which the British 
market is chiefly supplied. « < 

Pursoing our jourosy, we passed toroo^ tiaola of tow land, covered 
with b^h wild grass.

It warot the 
tanninetion of the quiat waters above the &U« ataatiOQed* (hat ycoag 
(3—— threw oQt hie “g««geotti fly” to allure the finny inhsUtaittf 
of the stream. The tempUUou to trout “ unftahecUtor” wea InosiatiUe. 
Blit a aoliUry fish spoiled fais sport, and detained the whole party an 
hour, Hu canoe was allowed to drift, acdalongaodatituiglme was 
quickly drawn out, and znedo to swe^ acroaa the sUasmui ^ diroctioaf. 
With aome aaauesnce (he caught aporUman mcoeedtd ut seeunog tua 
prue I It was a trout twenty.ax mchea in length, and aa heavy as a 
salmon of Bunilar dioMtistons. 

Ill advancmg op the nver we met with aunurous t^ida, many of 
whioh ere rendered extremely dangerous by the nnxnben of Urge 
boulders lodged m the bottom of the stream. Such repids demand 
uU the strength and skill of the Indian, who beUuoes huuelf m the 
stem of hu canoe, and, filing hu light slendet pole upon the boltom, 
foicea bu baik upwaida, guiding it between the dangeroiu whirlpools 
into tlie calmer eddies. Stiuggling'with the impetuous waters, he will 
ficqueutly stand poised in hu tottenng vessel foi the space of two 
uimutcs, in whicli time he legains fais cou'ugo and strength, and Umd, 
with an almost supeihuman eSbrt, he thrusts hu moveable load up (he 
“ pilch,” and glides smoothly away above the dasbiug vortat. Should 
his pole slip, 01 the head of the ranoe be se uug around by the cunwit, 
d capaizc and loss of baggage ate the consequences. Thu acmdeiit 
uUo involves the Uvea of those iii the canoe. * Ihe eye of the Indun u 
fixed upon tlio piow of the baik,uherdue8 hu pole for a new fbolhold. 

All Ins motions, el en lu die nudst of danger, arc extremely easy and 
giQceiul; but lu such cucumstances he speaks not, nor heods die 
icwrnig of the water as it plunges downwaids, mautling itself with 
uieathsofsparklingfoam. After the penl is past, the red/osu quietly 
seats himself to lus paddle, and giving the usual prehminsiy “JJg])!’'* 
he lemaikk, Bery quick, water>~water crasy—water fly!” 

In many instances we were compelled to land and diaw the canoe 
up the rapids with tow-lines, and our moveables wore constantly soaked 
with the flying spray. Bay aft«*day was spent m this state of 
jpopaidx, to which the mmd at last becomes reommiled, and laoaisk 
calm, even on the bnnk of the fall. It u hroee that the IndUQ obtaioa 
hu coolness under Uw most nnaxpeeted tnsls and dangers. 

We had been inforowd by the gMattH faivsrs that' they had left « 
barrel of flour three days bsfbia oo ^ ^ ^ 
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approached the spot a large bear was seen treating hunadf to a little 
%kAmeucan fuperiiue.'’ Re bad torn oot the heed ot* the barrel^ and 
with the flour, which was radier too dry for mastication, his head wes 
completely powdered; end be appeared m all the gravity of a ftill- 
bottomed wig. The shot in oar guns was immediately changed for 
ImIIs, and we flred a volley, somediiDg ia the style of nulHia men, npon 
])oor Bruin, who, from die unfriendly ealute, iounediately retreated into 
a thick cedar swamp, leaving ui to console ourtelves with die 
sportsman's* ready excuse, too &r off.** To oor credit (hen was 
blood upon the ground, but our efibrte to find the bear were nn< 
sttccessfiil. 

Having passed several branches of the main stream that flow from 
lakes ill the wilderness of the interim, we met with another fidl, called 
by die aborigines, Cheputnecticook. The rim here usskes a leap of 
twelve feet Just above die fitU there is a small, but very beautiful, 
island, which completes the naemblsnce of this ftU to tl^ farmoie 
magnificent cataract of Niagara. The porlege path is an eicavation 
iu the rock, over which the ludiau hunteri travelled long before the 
white mau set his foot upon the condnent 

About ten miles further the river passes through a low interval and 
meadow, penetrated by mony 'creeks, and crowded with wild grass. 
Numerous broods of halfrfledged wild ducks, of difierent kinds, weie 
alarmed by our approach, and their useless efforts to fly were very 
amusing to our Indian companions. Herds of deer were also seen 
sporting on the shore. 

A short distance abovd the meadowa there is a chain of violent 
rapids, four miles in length; in the most dang erous of tiiesc the uver 
luns down a long slope, and with sufficient force to carry wator-millb. 
The canoes were drawn up diis part of the stream with tow-lincs, and 
as soon as we had passed the last ** pitch** of water, our Indians gave a 
loud shout, and wc were gUdiog over the surface of the first Cheput- 
ficclicoek lake, whose glassy Mirfoce and gloomy stillness is strongly 
contrasted with the roaring and dashing eS the river below. This lake 
IS about eighty miles bem the mouth of St Croix. The rocks over 
which we had passed were chiefly grauwadie, Shd varieties of slate, 
frequently penetrated hy eruptive masses of trap rOck and serpentine. 
On the.surfkce of the country there are large bouldea of granite, that 
have been transported from the oot^h. 

Having eacaf^ all the dangers of the Adi and nqild, and entered the 
placid sheet of water above, we pitched our light oUclcth tent upon a 
beautiful little island, situated 0 Spot where the opposite shc^s of 
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the lake ^proach each otlier so nearly u to letTo only % very iiarrojiHi 
channel between tbe main land and the UleAd» 

We here spent two days in a vioUnt of rein, accompanied 
with thunder and lightning. Our tent, from having Imu much tom 
during the voyage, let the water do^ freely^ lod flte whole party were 
freijti^tly seen sitting perched up like sm many aquirrels under some 
&vored spot» where the cloth still oS^ed piotectioa agamst the water. 

During the last oight of our abode at this place we wore disturbed 
ftoxn our slumbers by the heevy tbotateps of socQie large anuml tram¬ 
pling within four yaids of our expiring comp-ftre. lo Lola, tbe captain 
of my canoe, seised bia gun (this was the aigual ibr o&en), but in the 
bustle and oonfuaion of the moment, the enormous elk or mow deer 
who had paid us a uoctomtl risit bounded into the lake, aod reached 
the opposite ^ore. Notwithstanding the tlarknesa Df the nighti the 
^fiie of our party bred in the dtrecUon the animal bad taken; but they 
were informed of Uteir unsucceufui shooting by a loud snort from the 
. moose, aud the increased rushiug of die water which was thrown back 
upon the shore in quick undulations. ^^BenywclV* exclaimed To 
I^la, as he dipped his pipe into the half*extinguished embers ; he 
no come again to give Indian bod dream; g*in makem boiy much quick 
walkem.’* 

A long chapter might be written on the biting and stinging insects 
that 111 lest the woods during tbe summer months. In the heat of the 
<Uy LIa(‘k flies hid deliaTice to mosquito nets, ointments, and every kind 
of rosfuotic. No sooner bad we Iimded than the blood began to flow 
down our fitcci from tlie bites of these mercilosa tormentors. At sunset 
the niisecu midge commences operati<Kis, and the more musical mos- 
<]Uito liegius to sing and pi'ifonte the skin with his blood-pump. A 
Yankee backwoodsman told us that he could stand the mosquitoes 
and black flies, but, as to the midges, he despised tliem.'* 'Wo, how¬ 
ever, found that our estimation Of these small creatures lit^ influx 
enceupon their biting propensities; the only remedy for them is to 
stand in a thick smoke of cedar bark. This, it is trae, is some what 
inconvenient for those who put a hi^ value upon a flue complexion, 
as the skin thus smoked soon res^blea a piece ot Irish bacon. lu 
some of tiie low swampy grounds, tbe aoequitoes are so numeioqg that 
they are inhaled by every breath drawn by the traveller. Each of our 
party were compelled to carry a large torc^ of cedar bark, and^tlie con¬ 
stant flourishing of these smoking Andiraods arotmd our heads reminded 
me of the menaces mode by an Ir^ mob with tbeir shillalahs. 

between the second and third lakes there is a narrow and tortuous 
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Channel, and the weier rushea over a loft/ fiiH and rapUf whkh pra- 
Tented us from passing. Bj maJctng a portage of Mt a mile^ we 
ascended into tbe third bike«*-an expanded andbwutiftil sheet of 
sittiated three huodred &et above the level of Ae sea. In the 'efpet 
part of the river, and in these narrow outlets df the hkcs, trout and 
other kinds of fish are moet abundant. At maDy placet the whole 
bottom of the stream is spread over with a thick layer of Ae finny tribes, 
which moke a rush like a Kviog wave upon the sudden approach of the 
peddle. As our etock of provisions was much reduced, and our progress 
slow, it was proposed to fish for the pot,** for be it known that where 
game is very plentifuK all sport ceases. It is mlf where there is now and 
then a nibble,** or oocasioually the prospect of having a bite,’* that 
angling becomes interesting. The pleasure of expectation is generally 
greater than that of reality. Three wcihtrimmed lines, each armed with 
a pair of hackle, were thrown upon the rippled surfoce of the water; but 
as each of the flies wee instantly seized by a large Uotxt, the Ihies 
were broken, and it was found neoetaary to fish wi A single flies. No . 
sooner was the artificial bait flying upon the stream, than there was a 
general msh of fish, and it was go^ed; sometimes a trout would jump 
five fbet into the air withthw fly in his mouth, and the line snspeuded 
from bis gill, and Ae aur&ce of Ae water, where even a piece of red 
flannel was substituted for a fly, was immediately bnAen the vora¬ 
cious inhabitants of the lake. 

The trout here had never before been tempted, nor had they ever 
seen the gaudy flies of Ae Ixmdon chops, and fmm their lack of 
cunning several hundreds of theta were taken ftom their native element, 
and lodged in Ae bottoms of onr canoes, which were soon loaded. 
Having feasted upon three fish, the remainder of our stock w«)s after¬ 
wards giveu to a poor settler, who, fiom having hoard the sonnd of our 
bugle and gims, bad been attraoted to the shore. Eighty of them were 
as many as he couM cany, and we gave him two loads. Upon an 
average these trout were fifteen inchM in lengtlij nmy were two feet, 
and they are superior in fiavcw to any I bad ever tasted. In Aeie 
ltdees Aere are Arae tariefiae. Tellow and white trout feaqttent Ae 
running steeami; borides these Aere is another, called ^‘Toque** (Salmo 
Lacustrii). This is a large fish, whose heunts are Ae bottoms of Ao 
laigHt lakes. It was supposed ^ Cfivi w ^ Ais kind was paeahar to 
the Lake of Geneva, hdt they ate foohd in Ae priaeipal oedteotione of 
fmh water in all KorA America, and Aeir weight is fiom fifteen A 
twenty-five pounds. A gerti l p ai B Of my aequaifilanee dftenwds ^ 
appealed to <me of ov Ifld^ reepdetfog Aeoe teoul os eompoted wiA 
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those be hed caught in a branch of the St. John. Tbe rtd ton 
diately replied, Trout you catchem oaakem bery good bait iot trout 
Nbochiiupeet^ 9 a<u (Doctor) catehent” 

Tbeie lakes are Sorij^^re milee iu length. Th^ are omamenM with 
numerous amall idande and deep placid bayi, whose shores era 
decorated with rocke of cnowy whiteueu; maintain after mouatain> 
and hill after hill rise in toe diatcnosi where tbe pfayaicid iaaturea of toe 
counby remain as they ware when the aboriginal aavagae were lords of 
toe soil. But it is difficult not to view theee beauUAd inland jibeets of 
water ai they will appear when the band of industry shall have cleared 
the virgin sdh^-when market towns, manuikctories, and rural inland 
retreats shall be seen in every direcUou; when sleamboaU aod barges 
shall ply upon the waters of this* now almost unknown district, and 
when agriculture shall have coveted each alope and valley with green 
firids and llntile meadows. 

These lakes are now toe summer resort of toe eagle, fisbhawk, tern, 
and saveial species of ducks, numerous broods of which were disturbed 
by our visit. Herds of carriboo and deer were also seen to start flom 
the shores, where they often plunge inio the water to cool their heated 
limbs, Of to evade the incessant stings of toe blade fly and mosquito. 
The sulky bear and gigantic elk here roam at large, and at night the 
howlinge of droves of wolves is truly tmifle. The shores ore also 
inhabited by tortoises, the eggs of which are delicious food. 

While I was pencilling down these bets and observations, our canOe 
was gliding along toe side of toe CbeputneAicook Lake. My Indian 
lo, who always led toe little fleet, biased through his teeth, 
me see eov^Uck water, quick!’* and our canoes were instantly thrown 
inwnxds to the beech, which was overhung with drooping branches of 
cedar and pine. A herd of deer was basking upon a small sand bat^ 
and were discovered by my Indian in turning a small jwoj^ptiou in tbe 
white giaaite rock. Our guns were again charged with bullets, ttd* 
well piepared; the little flotilla moved forwaril beneath toe spr^idic^ 
branches of the trees; gre^ bushes were placed in toe bows of the 
canoes, behind which we all to^ shelter. A herd of deer was basking 
and spmtotg in toe water regtidtesi of our ai^roa^, which ww made 
in profound silence. Each person in charge of a guo had selected bis. 
animal; mine was a large male, with lofty branchiog antlers, which hftd 
waded so ter toat only bis head and sboolden were «een above toe ^ 
water. The s^al fiv firing was too Indians* dm odI/'-*-eAoo Ipo. ^ 
No excuse ibr a bad shot was hers afibided, fbr wo had approaohsd 
within Uur^ yards of the uttiuipfctuig barto AX toe son^ of toe 
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f«)giia], mck &a one went our fowling-pieces, and tlie aetoi^islied <leer 
lifted their heads in wonder and amazement; but, arc we could relood, 
oil but the dead and dybig galloped off into the forest. Our shot bad 
Uken effect; tny large buck lay floundering in the water, having a ball 
fiom each barrel of my gun driven through bis shouldera; each of the 
firing party had also bit hia object, and three fine deer were soon drown 
lifeless (o the beach. The Indians set up a loud about and hearty laugh« 
exclaiming, All good, whitemaii aliootem all same os Indmn Having 
removed the horns, skins, and bams, the remainder of tliese animaU 
was left to be devoured by the bears and wolves, but not until after our 
Melicete Indians had plaoetl secret heavy wooden traps to crush them in 
the attempt. 

The ub^rvations I was called upon to make in thia quai let hiving been 
completed, we proceeded to the northern part of tlie lake, from whence 
there is a poitage of four miles to Eo) Uiver Lake, emptying into the 
St. John. As the ancient path of the aborigines was obscured by trees 
iind long grass, difficulty was apprehended iu discovering the proper 
loiite* From this embarrassment wc were relii^ved by the disoorery of 
Indian hierc^lyphics. Upon the wood of a large cedar there was a 
rude dniwing, in durable 4 lack ink, of un Indian carrying a canoe, and 
the direction indicated by the figures was exactly that of the ancient 
tiait. This information was important, and strictly correct. On 
anoUiei occasion, when wc were about to descend a dangerous rapid and 
tall, and our lives were iu jeopardy, we discovered a large drawing of 
the Indians with their heels upi>emiovt, and their canoes capsized, 
engraved upon n cedar frouting the sfreaiu. This warning was quite 
siURcknt, and we lauded immediately, to avoid the danger before us 
The information conveyed througli the medium of these hieioglypluei 
JH offeu very remarkable, and for Imvjty the chnracUus exceed those of 
a written language. 

. Th^ vast tracts of land in this part of tho province arc watered by 
numerous lakes and streams, wdiich, from nearly communicating wuli 
others, afford great fiicilhies for internal communication, 'flie whole 
surface is covered with the wild forest, and presents to the eye nil 
interminable wilderness. MUlioqs of acres are capidile of cultivation, 
and thousands of the surplus popdaCm of the moUier country might 
wiU\ industry aod frugality hero boin an honest independence. In 
their present state these lauds w wordless to the Government, aod it 
19 much to be regretted that the spirit of immigrotioh is not cherished 
in New Brunswick, whero an opinion prevails that all these lands 
Will be required in time to'supply the detceudants of the present 
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generation, i^hose aetticmenta ore now cbiefl; confined to the banke of 
some of the principal rivera. ' * ^ 

Our descent of Eel River was attended with a series of adventures 
similar to those already related. There is» nevertheless, an exploit Aat 
may be mentioned bare. In situations whore diere is not an abrupt 
fall in a river, and the water rushes downwards over an inclmed plane, 
canoes may sometimes descend, if gre t( skill is exercised in their 
management. At all such places, tlic nirrent of oourse nine with 
great velocity ; and if the bark should chance to be brought crosswise 
the stream, it is imraodijtely ovcrtUTuNliu the dashing breokers* This 
kind of descent is cuUod ^^Lhoofing u rapUl;*' more propcily, i( might 
be denominated, being ahot by a rapid. In shooUng a rapid, the 
swiftness by which the passenger is carried along, (he break«*r8 rolling 
above the sides of the canoe, the jeopardy of Ihe sitoation, J^c., render 
it a scene of groat excitement, in which every person 1ms a eingnlar 
inclination to hold his brcatli, Such feats are by no means agreeable to 
the Indians tlicmselves, who are well^practiscd in almost cvi'ry kind of 
wild adventure. 

By making another poihigc of eight miles wc finally reached 
noble St. John, when* wo lashed oiir canoes together side by side, 
iioisted our oilcloth lent fur a sail, urfiler a favorable breeze, and 
moved quickly towards Ftcdericton, Uie capital of New Diunswick. % 
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In our Fehiuaiy Kumber we had an artklenpon Ihe Stale of Aihiirs in 
New Zealand,' which wa^ followed by another m April? Since then 
much and important matter has occurred dial is noivssaty t<f place on« 
record tis a umUer of icfiieueo tii this Magazme, and which is of the 
higiicst mteirst to oni numcious Anglo-New /ealoiid readers, bodiat 
home and ill the Antipodes. Tliose who will take the trouble to read 
the two foiincr articles wbiidi we hive named, will perceive that ihej 
weie written with kind feelings towards the Colonial Minister, aod it is 
with sincere regret that we shall be obliged to state in this place many 
ikets, ns to the part wluch he has taken towards tlie settlers in Cook’s 
SUnits, which have and must be aUended w*hh the most meUucb^ly 
results to both life and property. 
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Earl; in Api U Lcnl MaJmcsbiir; prcBentcd to the Ilouee of Lordi the 
^tition oftbo iiibabitante of Wellington, of which* no dcmbu the Colo¬ 
nial Minister Whs rwere, as Lord Ripon wns instructed to repl; to it. HU 
ioidsliip fust said, that a force bad by the orders of GoYemmetit beeA 
^ent fmni New Soiitli Wales and Van Diemen’i Loud this was the 
act of the Governor of those oolonies-^the distance precludes the inter¬ 
ference of the government at home. About 100 soldiers and martnes 
were sent to each place, but with strict orders to the officers who c<hq- 
manded them not to aufler them to land, unless the settlers and the 
natives wore m actual conflict. Such orders appear inexplicable—we 
merely state tlu* fact. Tlie Colonial Minister at home could have 
nothing tu do with it, and it U only mentioned here to show that thi^ 
]mr( of Lord Ripon's speech was no reply to the Wellington petitioners. 
I^ord Ripon said that troops could not remain. There certainly were 
means within the reach of the Colonists, which they might adopt for 
their own safety(bis. no doubt, allnded to a volunteer arming. Now 
thi^ has been tuicc done, and as many times forbid by the local govani- 
ment."' Lord Kipon proceeded The Governor was authorised to 
levy aniililin. and to establish a constabulary force, as lu Ireland,for 
their safely; rikI, when there were 10,000 inhabitants, he could not see 
why such a course might not^readily be adopted.'’ Why, the complaint 
of the settlers i'c, that although Lord John Russell instructed Governor 
Hobson to adopt it, so long back as 25th Pecemlier, 1S40, it hod never 
been r.vecutod by the local government f Such an observation might 
satisfy the Peer<> ulio were present, but it was a most dissatisfaeiory ix^ply 
to the connections of 22 murdered Knglishmen, who h.id lost fheirlives 
ill con8e<^uence of the G'rvenior ami his successor never having paid 
the slightest attention to this direction. ** With respect to the other 
question which related to th^ settlement of titles to land, he could only 
say that inshuctions had been fiimivhed to Captain Fitz^Boy, which it 
was hoped would prove satisfactory. If misunderstanding had occurred,

80 fiir Afl t)ie Oovemnicnt here or in ibe iakind were ooncamed^ no 
blame whiUem attached to tlieim** ir ixuftumkratandjogr'-*m^- 
dering Her Uajeetj*! reprasentative, in the pcmn of Un Tluxopion* 
ond killing 31 othm^ ta odI; a misauderetonding* and that preceded hy 
an ^ ie a repreientation which we coold not have imigined that an; 
Eogliehnian would have offimd to as; ammbl; of bli counbTmen, 
much more to the Houte of Lorda; and if thU U the tone which Ixird 
Stanley meant to adopt aa to th^it ailHcting a^ir, we envy him not hit 
un-Englith feelingt. We began thit tenet of papers confldent in Lord 
Stonley's integri^and independence^ and snch» we happen to know, were 
lx>rd MalmetbiiryU opinions when he presented the petition; but we shall 
have, in the course of the present article, to lay before our readers facte 
whioli will not only starlle them, but probably change ^intone, which 
they would have gl^y had cause to continue and to clieriah. There it a 
abort paper, entitled ** Lord Hipon and the Wellington Petition/' in the 
Zealand Jeumat^ No* 112, page 441, Idth of April* Id44, which 
reihtei evm; sentence uttered by hit lordahip. 

On the 19th of April the Colonial Budget was brought forward, when 
Lord Stanley took the oppoitunity to say, speaking of New Zealand, 
that it was difficult to carry on the affairs of a colony with advantage, 
when there were two suthoritisa in existence independent of each other/* 
The truth of this aa a principle «e fully admit; still, as regards the 
application of it to New Zealand, ns the Scotchman says, ^^we doubt 
the fkrt/* That there lias been a wicked interference by individuals 
assuming the cloak of misjudiatics, and disgracing the good men who 
sent thorn out, ia true; but who but Loid^Stanley bimself is to blame 
for penuitiingthat interference to continue? If, however, Lord Stanley 
hinted at the New Zealand Company or their settlers, it is a statement 
unworthy of himself— or oxh for any 
oil they Qsk is protectiou—that protection which the All-wise Power, that 
ga\e life to man, planted in the breasts of parents towardsJfaeir helpless 
ofTspring during tn&ncy. The man whO undertakes the responsild)s« 
otiicc of Colonial Minister is exactly y]ficei towards all Colonists as a 
parent to a child, and he who neglects it incurs the condemnation of 
all right-thinking persons. So far &om I^onl Stanley complaining of 
the authority of the Company, it would have done him more credit to 
have imted it as au attached, faithful, and devoted terranl, priding and 
assisting his infant children under kia own authority, providiog &om 
with foc^ aOd raiment when fliti weaned from their mother oomlry. 
This is no figure of speech, but tiie (rue relation io which the Company 
and die settlers stand towards the Colonial Minister*<«>tbeir agentt at

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the Aniipodeii, rocking the enulie of the infant Hercules—watching its 
growth, and guarding it from real and not fiihled snakes. Mj'tholog; 
describes them us imaginary, whilst in Cook's SUaits they have not 
merely been alivt., hut moat venomous. The fkiUtful page of history 
uill have to I'elato that they were Ldiched from the warmth which 
existed in the domicile of the tu^natural parent at home—jealous of the 
precocious strength of tlie infant, dreading lest the symptoms, exhibited 
thus cnily of its astonishing powers, might not at a future day render it 
unruly and diHlcuU to manage. If the Minister had been possessed of 
the talents of Chatham, he would, ]>erhnp8, have acted upon tlie advice 
which tlnit statesman gave to the Parliament of England, when lie 
applied the advice which Prior had left io poetrv as to a wile, to tlio 
Colonists of America: — 

" 13c to her virtue* fcrj kind, 

To her fjolt* reiy bUnd ;** 

and, nltliough wo quote this sentence, wc deny that the colonists in 
quesdon have h<ul any faults: they have licen ribandouod to slaughter, 
in return for ilioir nllegianec* * and their loyalty; it is not merely pro¬ 
perty, but life, which is at sbkc, and no party politics must be suDered 
to intcifero. Mr. Aglionhy ^izeil with avidity the ojiportunity which 
Loitl Stanley had thus given him to projKiae that n committee should 
Ih^ apiminfed to inquire into New Zealand affairs, ond report the evidence 
to the House. Probably somo private cmnniimication had passed 
l>ctweGn Mr. Aglionby and llu Colonial Minister, since the former, 
when proposing the comroijtce, said ihnt he undcmtootl that no objec¬ 
tion would be made toil hy the (Sovemment,—and so il proved; and wo

There is a duty towards dio memory of twenty*two sUnghtered conntry- 
men—towdfdii 10,(XX) English settlers at the Antibes; and wc will not 
shrink from doing them justice also, by telling the iniih. Mr. Labou* 
chere raisoil a quibble, that it was no^ 'isual to move for a comnuttee 
wiihont previous notice; and Mr. Vernon Smith subipquenQy, tliat it 
was irregulafi without entering nuo reasons: these gentlemen have both 
i)ecn Under Secretaries in the Coloni<il Office. Was it unknown to 
them that twenty* two valuaUe lives liad been lost T We know it is very 
conmioD for public men to despise ncwspdpers^ n\agazines, and reviews, 
and pretend that they never read Uiom; if Mr. Vernon Smith was 
igiioreiit of die dreadful massacre, we are sure that he is the only man 
iti I'.jiglaud who has been lelt U^himl in the mist; everybody else knows, 
and the univci'sal Press lias months back mo^t jnsUy demanded a search¬ 
ing inquiry as Co its causes; and altliough it was ex{)eeted that it would 
have been amougst one of the first objects when Parliament met, still 
public interest has not diminisheil, and the relatives and frieudi of tbe 
deadend the wouuded, and of the 10,000 living settlers, are waiting 
with eager anxiety tlie result of the e.\<imiuution of the committee. 
It consists of the following filCceu nol^cmou and gentlemen 
Aglionby, Lord Francis Egorton, Viscount Hoivick, Mr. Cardwell, 
Mr. George William no]>e, Mr. Itobcrt Clive, Mr. Hawes, Sir Robert 
II. Inglis, Viscount Ebriugtou, Hon. Mr. ChartcrU, Sir John llanmer, 
Mr. Millies, Viscount Jocelyn, ilr. Roebuck, end Mr. Wilson Patten. 
Mr. Vernon Smith complained that there were ten Ministerial members, 
and that tlicy were about to inquire into the acts and deeds of many 
Colonial Sfinibtersand that there wa>i one ** who was notorious ** 
(Mr. Roebuck) “ for attacking every Colonial administration tliat ever 
existed. ’ We take this speech of Mr. Vonion Smith's to be a good 
bymptoiii: such is the confidence which we have in the ease, that to us 
It is a matter of indifference who arc the gcutlciDcu who compose 
committee. Wo have an ontiie, imjilicitreliance in their honor; they 
aic about to report upon a very serious charge, and we are satisfied that 
none will judge it; but from the fecta brought before them, and not as 
party politicians, it is very evident tliat Mr. Vernon Smith evinces a 
fear of what must be said os to the Marquis of Normanby's instnie- 
tions; hut they must be reporteil on as tlicy merit Of the Ministerial 
prints, tlic Morutn^ llera/d colls them scandalous and the 
S/aftd<tfdf ill February last, said that they were at the bottom of all (he 
mischief : wc believe it; li niny luru outon examination tb«t Stanley 
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bdi coircc*te<i them--we IrUbi Iiah; Ui<^t none of the blame uhich 
^tfiches to Lord Normaiibyremaioe with the prcbont Colomitl Mitiiiter. 
Btill, let tbnt be ae it may, the proclamatiou of BatUh Sovereignty tt 
ouoe changed the whole case; from that hour all the siUy gaiae of 
exchanging blankets for signatures of the ceaiion of Sovereigtity—of 
which the natives never had an idet—oeaaed. It ii a disgrace in the 
present age* that such nonsense waa ever acted;^ it ie juet such an act 
as a man taken out of Bedlam would have performed; but it ia our 
history, and the Marquis of Normanby waa the ColonUl Minister who 
sent Governor Hobson out to thus play the fool. The British Sove¬ 
reignty of New Zealand wae proclaimed on the 25th May, 1S40: the 
date is moat important. From that time it was the duty of a Colonial 
Minister to treat the whole group of ialanda u a Bn^sh dependency. 
Mr. Roebuck has talked of fnud aud folly :** it is well h>' is one oi 
the C(nnmitte«,^lie was not sufficiently explicit in the House. Let 
him lelate the blanket folly," and we will a^t be speaks truth $ Ib^n 
for the fraud, he will find something of that if he will turn to a speech of 
Sir 0. Gipps to his Council,f in which he will learn that Mr. Burby, 
by a manceuvre,'*" concocted " and prepared " an apparent native 
Government, which was seriously reported on oath to a Committoe of 
the House of Lords, by Mr. Coates aud the Rev. Mr. Beediam, to oM** 
stitute an independent native state.^ We should bo very glad, for the 
sake of these gentlemen, to be able to believe that they were not aware, 
at the very time they made this statement, that n petition bad 
been preeented to His Majesty King William IV., in which it was 
stated—^* Your petitioners would oboerve, that it has been considered 
that the confederate tribes of New Zealand were competent to enact 
laws for the proper government of this land, whereby protection would 
be afforded in aU cases of necessity; but experieuce evidently shows 
that, in the iaftnt state of the coontiyi this cannot be accompliihed or 
expected. It«is acknowledged by the chiefe thcmselvce to be impinc*

The very best judge of title to the laud 
is SirGeoige Gipps, a gentleman of remarkable taleut, known integrity, 
great cx]>orieiice, and uninlereetcd in any way-*and, more all, 
iutimately acquainted with the native race, ffom huviug come conilauUy 
in contact with them for many years back; and he inquires, " first, 
whether uupivilisod tribes, not haviug any settled ibrm of govern^ 
Dient, and not having auy iudividual property in the land, can confer 
valid titles to laud, on iudividuals uot of their own tribes; and, se¬ 
condly, whether tbo right of extinguishing the native Utlg, or the right 
of pre-emption, as it is technically called, docs, or does not, e^^riusivelgr^. 
exist iu the govenunent of the naiiou, which may form a settlement iu 
riio country occupied by such uncivilised tribes ?*' f This is aa opiuipa 
which will have great weight. A plan was suggested iu the Iiords*

The settlers iu Cook's Straits lived in 
pfifeci amity until August, 1611, when Governor Hobson arrived with 
Mr. Geoige Claik, the Lay Agent of tlie Church of England Missionary 
Society, whose report to the Governor, as principal Protector of the 
Aborigines, went to act asidf Uie treaty bctwciii the Company and the 
native8.§ Ijct it be remembered—it cannot bo too often repeated—•that 
from that hour to the present moment (he local government has 
exercised every possible hoslihiy to die sctllcis; I'cmonstranco on the 
part of die Company to the Governiucut has been iu \Hin ; the 
massacre in Cloudy Bay ha^mode no difference; ihc Colonial Minister 
lias aObrded no redress; die opinion of the distance of the so<it of 
Goveniment being as far off as iSyduey, by so reRpectable a inuii 
as Dr. Solw>']i,|| Inw bad no effect(ho Government, and even 
the duties of the Colonial Minister at home, appear to be tinned 
ovoi to the correspondent of Mr. Dander son Coates, and bis yonth- 
ful sou. Do not let it be forgotten that Mr. Coares promised to 
.tBviart dfe colonisation of New Zealand in everyway in liis power. 
We know not what Mr. Coates has done; but it is obvious that 
his correspondent, Mr. Clark, has carried his threat into execution. 
The New Zealand Company is, however, fairly served; its Directors

Wc nnderstand that it has been extensively circulated; 
stilh there will be many amongst our friends who will first hoar of it 
through o'lr pages. It is a great public docuroeut—a melaucholy one; 
it is an accusatiuu of Uic moat serious nature against a Minister for 
whom we not merely entertained a higb rest^ct, but a predilection i but 
wc fool that we have liigher duties to discharge than to suficr our ]>ri- 
vatc feelings to screen the neccssnry publicity to facts which combine 
to render tbis one of Uic most Qogrant cases ever brought before Par¬ 
liament We therefore join the Lyrils, tlie Russell Rlliccs, the Alder- 
mati Thompsons, the Bir John Piriesi the Loid Ingcitries, the Lord 
Courtenays, the Sir Robert llarbiids, the Joseph Somcscs, and many 
other ministerial supporters of Sir Robert Peers Admiuistratiou, in de¬ 
mand iug a strict examination into Uic truth of the charges thus brought 
ngaiiu^t the Culoiiial Minister ond his Under Sccretaiy, Mr. Stephen, 
mentioned in this Report by name in a manner which miut bo most 
painful to himself, inasmuch as it quesUous iris veracity.

The Hou. W. Bingham Bariug, M.P., Secretary to the Board of 
Control, brother to the Hod. Fraucis Baring, Deputy Oovenior of the 
New Zealand Company, the proposer in Pariiament of the colonisatioii 
of New Zealand on the lOtb of June, 1838; and both these gentlemen 
the sons of the esgacious Lord Ashburton, whom the Tmics calls the 
i’rmce of Merchants, and who gave tbo strongest opinion in favor of 
colonising New Zealand, by means of the chartorad Company, at tbo 
great City gatheiing of the 13tfa of February, 1841.* 

Lord John Russell, who advised llor Majesty to grant the charter, 
who, HI Colonial Minister, made the agreement, und who never would 
have beeu chosen Member tor London but with the hope that he would 
be the leader in Pailiament of ColonUl interests. Will he suffer Ins 
]nivn(c Ciioiidship lor Lord Stanley to bold him back ? It waa expected 
of him that he would have brought forward an inquiry as to the causes 
of this 1(1 men table massacre the first week Umt Parliament met. The 
public eye in the City is watching him, and will never bo oouteiit at his 
rcuiaiiiing dumb. 

We could lill a volume in doscribiug Uie public men who hiive taken 
an iutcic*it in colonising New Zealand, and who, we aro satisfied, now 
that the brave settlers are at an CAiremity, and worse than abancloucd by 
their natural protectors, w^l step forward to rescue them from their 
puiilous situation. Nor is this all.

Dll WNNS ON COCOA AND CHOCOLATE. 

TO TUa EDITOR OF SlllUOM)a's COLOR lAL VAGA4iNE. 

SiH—As there appears now to be a general feeling amou^ your Wes^ 
India readers that other products than Uiat of the 8Ugar*cane must be 
cultivated in the West India Colonies, to enable the proprietors to turn 
their land to any account, will you permit me to call their attention to 
the QAcoz~^{Thcohrofna Chfcco)^one of tlie most valuable andusefol 
tropical productions with which 1 aA ucquaiutad t Tbe sources from 
wliich the following facts are dnwu are principally from works in the

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^hands of most of your re:idcrs, but who luive perhaps neither time 
nor iiicliuation U) collect together, in ouc convenient monograph, alh 
tliat h<is boon said in pmisc, and all that U known of the culture of this 
plant, and, conscrjnctitljr, I am not without hopes that this cominutiica- 
rion v>iU be productive of good effects. To prevent any mtsapprehensiou, 
I may as well mention that an article siunlar to this was written by mo 
III 1841, and published in the second number of the AlItffiUo}\ 

What is generally called cocoa is merely the berries of T^ieriht'omi 
Oitcod^ pounded and drank citiicr with water or milk, or with both. 
Chotoldtc (of which I sliall speak by and by) is a compound drink, and 
is mynufactured chieily from the keniela of this plant, whose imUiral 
habitat would seem to be Guayaquil, In ^ulh America, though it 
nourishes in grout ]>erfcctiou in the'West Indies* Tt grows also spoR' 
ianeously and luKUuauily on the banks of the Magdalina, in Soutli 
America; but the fruit of those trees (lut ore ibund in the district ot 
Carthageiin is preferred to all others, probably from a superior motlc of 
cultivation* Mr. Hchoiuburgh, in his recent expedition into the iriU^noL 
of rjiitisU Guiana, found the couutty abounding in cocoa, which the 
Indmns were laoit anxious to secure, as the pulpy ariUus sunt)uuding 
the seed hns un agreeabic^vinous taste. Singular to say, however, 
they appeared ftcrfcetly ignorant of the qualities of the seed which 
pobsessps the most deligbtf\il aroma. Mr. Scliomburgh statics, tlicy 
evinced the greatest astouislimciit when they behold him and Mr. 
(Joodall collecting these seeds and using Uiem as chocolate, which wds 
the mobt delicious they had ever tasted* These indigenous cocoa Uees 
were mot with in innuineruble <|uuntilies ou the 5i\i of June, 1813, and 
the following day; and he adds, that these inexhaustible stores of a 
highlyqirized luxury are here rea|)ed solely by the wild hog, Ihcyguri, 
monkeys, and the rats of the interior**’— (Simviofids*^ Col. 

\ol. i., p. 41.) 

I1ie licigkt of tlie cocoa shrub is geiiemlly from eighteen to twenty 
feet; the leaf is Ictweeii four and six inches long, and its breadth three 
or foui*, tcry smooth, and terminating in a point like that of the orange 
tree, but differing from it in color; of a dull green, without gloss, aud 
not BO thickly set upon the brauclies* Tlie blossom is first white, tbeu 
reddish, and contains tlie rudiments of the kernels or berries. When

highly priced that none is exported but A| presents I The manner in 
nJilrh the SMiiiards first manu&rhircd this yeriiable Thed>rorae«--this 
food for goas (from Otet, Qod, end food)—was very simple. 

They employed the cocoa, maue, Indian, e^n {Z*a Afag»), and raw 
enne•juice, and colored it with amatto» whioh they colled nchioUi or 
r&con, but which was known in Europe at tliat time by the name of 
Term Orel/nna, These four sobs tan ces were levigated between two 
stones, and aflerwords, in certain proportions, mixed together in one 
mass, which mass was subsequently divided into little cakes, and iis<mI 
os required, both in the solid and fluid form. 

The Indians used one pound of the wasted nuts, Haifa pound of sugar, 
and half a pound of ground corn (maize) each, and then aiMed rose-water 
to make it pslatable. This the Mexicans called Choco/aie, (vom tuo 
words in their Iinguage, signifying the noise made by the instrumenU 
used to null and prepare it in the water. Many other ingredients were 
subsequently odded; but with the exception of in the opinions 

of most persons, they spoil, rather than improve iU Chocolate as used 
iu IMexioo is thus prepared :^Tlia kernels are roasted iu nniionpot 
pierced \s\th holes; they are thou pounded in a mortar, and afterwards 
grouttd between two stones, generally of marble, till it U brought to n 
pRsle, to which sugar is added, according to the Uinie of tire manufacturer. 
Prom time to time, as the paste asstunes consUtcncy, they odd long 
pepper, anmtto, and lastly, vanilla. Some manufacturers vary these 
ingrodients, and substitute cinnamon, cloves, or oniseed,and sometimes 
musk and ombergris-^the two latter on account of their aphrodisiac 
qualities. The following is the formula given by a late writer. To six 
pounds of the nut add three and a hdf pounds of sugar, seven pods of 
vanilla, one and a half pounds of com meal (maize ground), half a pound 
of cinnamon, six cloves, oiio dram of capsicums (bird pepper), and as 
much of the rocou oranmUoos is suflieient to color it, ti^ther with 
ambergris or musk, to enforce (as be says) tho flavor, but in reality to 
stimulate tho sysiem.* There is another chocolate made of filberts and

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Witli regarti to the manner in which chocolate is prepared in Eng- 
Sand, nothing need be said, as it is too well known to require descrip¬ 
tion. Hint which has appeored to me (he best is Choeokiief' 

whii li I'equires only to be nibbed up witli a little boiling water, and 
scaldi'd milk added to it with sugar, according to the taste of the 
drinker; there is a flavor, however, in this chocolate sometimes of 
which Is probably added to give it a richness which the cocou 
employed may not possess of itself. In the West Indies they rai'oly 
ndd anything to cocoa but amatlo (sometimes a little fresh butter), 
though it is often seentc'd and sweetened, and sold in little rolN at five- 
IKUice and ten •pence each, old currency. It is always boiled with milk, 
wliich, though very indigestible when boiled und taken alone, seems 
to lose this quality when mixed with cliocolate. Ciiu r^Lito thus made 
is much drank, when cold, in the middle of Uie day, and is ronsiderc<h 
both by the negroes and the old settlers, as a most nutritive and snlu- 
tury lx* VC rage. 

The signs by which ffood rffocolafe or cocoa is known arc Uiese :— 
It should dissolve entirely in ivater, and lx* wiiliout so<Iimunt; it should 
Ik* oily, and yet melt in the mouth; and if genuine, and cui’erully pre- 
pored, should deposit no grits or grounds, 'flmt made in the West 
Indies, and in some jiarts of Cuba, is dark; but that manufu4*tnrcH] in 
Jainuica is of a bi*ight brick color, owing to Uie giciiter quantity of 
nmatto which is used in the preparation, and which, I think, gives it a 
ridler and a more agreeable flavor. 

In an economical point of view, chocolAte is a very important article 
of diet, os it may be lildrolly termed meat and diink; and were our 
half-%tar\*cd artisans, over-wrought Cictory children, ami rickett)^iil- 
liiiery girls, induced to drink it instead of the inimtrilious and un¬ 
wholesome beverage called tca,'^ its nutritive qnalitif^^ would soon 
develop themselves in their improved looks and. more robust consUtn- 
tion. The4price, too, is in its favor, cocoa being I Oil. per pound; 
uliile the cheapeNt black tea, such as even the Chinese beggar would 
despise, drank liy milliners, wasbenvomcn, and the poorer class in the 
metropolis, is four shillings a pound, or three hundred and ten per cent 
dearer, while it is decidedly injurious lo health. 

The heads of the naval ond military medical departments iii England 
have been 8o impressed with the wliolesomcness and superior nutriment 
of cocoa, that they have judiciously directed that it shall be sensed out 
twice or thrice a week to regiments of the line, and to the seamen on 
board Her Majesty's ships, and this wise regulation has evinced its 
salutary eflecU in the improved beultli and condition of the men. 
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Indeed, this has been most sati^ictorily established iu JacnaicA among # 
the troops; and a reniarkuble £ict coirobordting this atatement iS| that, 
by returns to the TIorsc Guards, it is shown that only one death took 
piece nt Newcastle Barracks, iu that island, out of a force of 700 meo^ 
foj tlie quarter ending Sept. 30, 18‘i2; atid the same may be asserted 
of other regiments in tlie West Indies iiid of the seamen in Her 
Majesty's ships on the coaat. 

Bttt the excellent qualities of chocolate wore known not only to 
tlie Mexicans and IVmviaiis, from wliotn, os a mutter of course, the 
Sponiaids acquired a knowledge of its {>roj>ertics; but lihjropoan 
nations also acknow1edge<t iU virtues. The Portuguese, Freiicln 
Genoaus, and Dutch, considered it an exceedingly valuable article of 
diet, and IlolVman looked upon it boBi as a food and a medicinr, In bis 
mdnogvaiili, entitled C/tocoia/Ct he recommends it in all disennes 
of general weakness, iiincics, Ion spirits, and in hypoclioudrini com¬ 
plaints, and what since liis time liave been lenned iien'ous diaensef. 

Ah one example ol' the good effects of cocoa, be nddueos the rase of 
i\uiliiial Klcheliou, who was cured ofcramacausis, or ageneinl wanlin^

Cocoa, according to Bridges, ** was the favorite staple of the Spanish 
commerce, trifling as that commerce was; and when the English look 
possession of the island of Jamaics, it was that which first engaged 
their allcniion. The extensive plantations Iril by U)sir predecessors, 
who had made it Oieir principal food and only support, soon, however, 
bi'gnn to Cul. They were renewed; but whoOier it might be from Uio 
want of aUeiition, or of iufonnuUon in tlie new colonists, the plants

They are thou covered ligittly witli motdd, the loaf Iblded over, and a 
small stoue placed on the to|), to prevent its opening; in eight or ten 
days the young shoots appear above the ground; the leaves ore then 
opea^ to give them light and air, and a shelter from the sun, either 
ID tlie shape of plantain or banana leaves, is uot forgotten; UU the 
cocoa-nut and other species of palm, on acconnl ot their fibrous struc¬ 
ture and great durability, are id ways preferred. This artiflcUl shelter 
is coiitinnod for five or six; moutiis. But, as a further security to the 
young {dauts, for they are very deli^^ato, other trees or shntbs are 
planted to the soutli-Hcst ofUie plants, that they may grow up with and 
shelter it, Ibr young cocoa will grow and flourKh only in the sliado. 
For this puriioso, the heau-treo (Eryiftrina »j)cch}8a) is chosotu I 
should presume there are other trees and plants cijually eligible for this 
purpose, and more useful; but my exi>oricuce docs uot ejieble me to 
speak positively upon the subject. Should the three nuts placed in 
each Iiole spring up, it is tiiought necessary, when tlie plants an* 
eighteen or twenty inches high, to cut one of tjicm down. The twu 
others, if t)ic*y devaricatc, arc sometiiaes siilleicd loremaioi but it does 
not <il^vayh haptien that even o^e of the three springs above the earth; 
iouscqucntly this additional Libor is not invariably mpiisite* 

On the fourtl\ or fifth year the tree begins lo bear, and attains per* 
teciiou by the eighth, continuing to produce two crops of ft'uit }}er 
liununi, yicldiog at each i.Top from It) lbs. to lbs., arconliiig to the 
nature of the soil. It will continue bearing for twenty years; but, us 
it is H delii'dtc plant, it suffers Iroiu drougut, uud is liable to bhght. 
In these ios|H3Cl8, however, it does not differ lioui many other plants, 
which are even more subject to diacaso, tliough not half ko valuabio. 
Besides, a pro])cr system of irrigation, such as coiJd be had recouise 
to in many |>arts of Jamaica, would obvhite and prevent these evils. 

T\ic import of cocoa from Jamaica Li 1834 was 52,9 l^lbs.; since 
then the produce has been veiy small. • *,

It is n>U?iotU any citecpilon 
the cheapest food that wc can conceive, and were it more generally 
employed, so that the berries shdhld not be more thaii two, three, or, 
at most, six mouths old, from the time of gutting (fer> if kept longer, 
they lose their nutritive properties), even a smaller quantity than that 
usually taken in a cup would suffice: iu &ct, cocoa cannot be too new.

iRniOATiON.'-^In every district of Hindustan, as in all other tropical 
climates, irrigation is the most cflectual mo<le of promoting fertility. 

Ill places favored by Nature whole ptuius are occasionally flooded 
merely by the construction of a dam across tlie outlet of some roountuin 
stream ; or it is couGued nearer to its sourca, so us to form a reservoir 
from which the water may be obtained at the moat desirable seasons. 

In less favorable situations the water frcrjucntl)' has to be raised to a 
considerable height, in order to obtain au elevation level with, or 
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^biightlv ttbovc, tlje cultivated land. This is very generally effected hy 
H scoop ol matlijig* su9i>ended between ropes, the ends of which ere 
held hy two meL» who bale it from the reservair into a hole some feet 
above it* and froai thcncc it is sifnilarly baled by others> from hole to 
hole, until the desired height is Httaincd* 

i^ometimea the scoop is suspended between poles erected in the form 
of a gallows; at others, as represented in the uccofopanying sketch of 
the Janl Welle. 

The cjitensivc canals formed in the neighborhood of Delhi and in the 
Punjab arc no longer employed. 

The machinoiy so general in Chiimi says Dr. Tennant* writing in 
17b7, is nowhere used iu India for raising water, Reservoirs* water- 
courses, and dykes, arc more generally in a progress of decay than of 
improvement.*^(/ hJ. Aec^i. 15.) 

fn the lands about Monghecr sod Fntna, which arc too liigh above 
the level of the Burrumpootcr to be flooded with facility, yet* lying at 
the foot of the hills* are capable of being benefited by their stremns, 
industry and skill is more remarkably exhibited in the conduct of 
irrigation, than where the soil is naturally more easily subjected to the 
flooding. ^ 

In 1798* Dr. Tennant relates that the practice of the natives then was, 
and it is still followed, after ploughing the fields iu the usual manner* but 
before sowing, to divide them into regular small squares,like a chess-board, 
li^uch square is surrounded with n shelving border, about four inches 
high, capable of preventing jlie escape of water. Hetween these Kquui c 
enclosures small dykes arc formed for conveying a rivulet ovci* the 
whole field. When the water has stood a sufficient time in one square * 
it is let off into the surrounding dyke and conveyed to another* and so 
on in succession through the whole field* 

The fertility ioduccil amply recompenses the labor* and the nealncj^s 
imparted to <hc country by ibis husbandry is very striking. 

•sffac.. ii. m.) 

lu some places* where the water lias to be raised from the deep wells, 
several of whirh arc iu the most elevated parts of each field* the work of 
drawing the water is performed by two buUooks* not travelling round lu 
a mill, but pacing in a direct linc^ from Us well* and raising from it 
a leathern bag. by means of a rope wirch passes aver a pull^ Mspended 
above the well's mouth. The various little trenches already mentioned 
all radiate from these wells* 

Aliout Patna the irrigation water is raised from the wells by means 
of u bamboo lover, with its folcrbm on a frame about ten icet high* a 
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weight at the oppovita eu<i beiog employed to «a«»t the vOTfcmeo in^ 
counterpoising the leathern bag of water. 

This plan ia only resorted to when the wells are slialIow> and the 
water near the aurluce of the earth, and then not bags bat biicketa aiw 
used, sometimea of leather, but more frequcotlv of iron. 

I'our bullocks and three laborers are engaged nioe days in irrigating 
one Acre of land thoroughlyJZee., ii« 276.) 

On the Coromandel coast, where the soil is thin and sandy, and the 
water scarce, irrigation is accomplished by much exertion, and yet the 
crops arc very light.— (Ibid, i. 85.) 

The importance of this branch of agriculture is evidenced by tlie great 
number of wells, which even theta most indolent of people sink in 
districts deficient in streams. You cannot ride out in the neighborhood 
of C awn pore, aoys Dr. Tennant, without greeting with such great 
n umbel's, that accidents ere not unfrequent of horses tumbling into 
them with their riders. 

Near Madras, at Sayrobrumbacum, a reservoir more than seven miles 
long, and three broad, for the purposes of irrigation, has been formed, 
by merely raising a bank across a natural ravine. In the Tamul 
language, a reservoir of this kind is callgd an £rtiy. This supplies 
thirty«two villages, containing 5,000 persons employed in agriculture 
(should the ruins fail) for eighteen months. Bluices, lined with bricks, 
pass under the bank to supply the fields. The inner opening of the 
sluice is covered by a flat stone, in which is cut a circular hole, through 
>Yhich the water is allowed to pass as required, by means of a plug, 
fixed to a bamboo, and secured from escape by means of stone pillars 
(ind cross bwi9,'^(Bucf/unan'9 Journey i/troufik Afyeore^ &c., i. 4.) 

Captain W. Drown, writing on the statistics of Debra Dhoon, says, 
the waters of the Dhoon have been used to a greater extent in fmoer 
times than at present, as appears from the remains of old canals; bat it 
has been mostly applied for flooding rice Adds, or fbi* the use of 
the inhabitants and their herds of cattle, and rain Alls so frequently, ^ 
that water is seldom required for the purposes of irrigation for spring 
crops. 

The intersection at all points of hill-torrents of great breadth and extent, 
wliich arc filled with water after fsU^ of rain, precludes the possibility of 
any geuerat scheme for the Irrigarion of the country from these waters, 
and the limifed scale adopted by the natives seems alone practicable; 
that is, by carrying the waters along the high lands frotn the upper 
Bouroea of. a stream between the torrents or rtoa. It would be almost 
impotfiUe for Governmeot to undertake the management of such a 
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. ^numWof little wttter« courses, ench of very small imporUnce, and n 
would be letter to allow tlicm to remain, as at present, h the hands of 
the Zentindars, laying down some general rales for guidance in the 
decision of disputes which may arise. 

The ZemindarB, owing to the oumerous cuts made in every direction 
along the course of the Ason river, have already taken great advantugo 
of this stream, and, by means of the courses, which they have exeavAted 
at the bottom of the high banks on both udos, have intercepted the 
springs which formerly passed their waters on to the low lands, forming 
them into impassiiblc swamps, bat which arc now almost all converted 
into rice dclds, and ploughs arc at work which will soon reduce the 
whole to tillage. 

'The small canals, or water cots, might bo much impro;<^. and their 
uses nuiUc mere exteosiv^ by drawing the water from the Asun higher 
up, and tlicroby preventing its being lost in the sandy strata; and 
although the Dhoon cannot afford an ex]>eosive canal CKtablisbment, yet 
niuch may be done, now that h survey has been made, in ciFoctiug 
improvements, the expense of which would be defrayed by individuals as 
at present, and as done by the Zeniiudars upon the Dooab and D^hli 
canals .—(CttlcuUa hr April, 1839.) 

Sir J« Malcolm says that the Persian wheel, with appended buckets, or 
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poU^ U very conmon in Maliva. Hut is set in motion by mesoB of n 0 
horizontflJ wheel, wUh cogs fitting into otliers on the verti^l wheel; 
the horizontal wheel ie moved Foand by bollocks. 

The leathern bag emplo^^ed to draw water from deep welle bdds 
abouc forty-five gallons, and is raised by two bullocks and a lad, every 
nunute and a half, from a well forty-four foct deep, and tbe ballooks will 
work eight hours a-day. Tbe mound it raised at the edge of the well 
to a height proportioned to the elevation of the ground to be watered. 

There are two ropes to the bag, one fastened to a stick across its 
mouth for drawing it up; and tho other, fosteoed to tbe point in which 
the other cud of the bag terminates, helps to raise it, and pour out tbe 
water. The ropes are drawn over pulleys by the bullocks descending 
the slope, and the draught, continuing upon a rope attached to the 
bottom of tbe bag, after tho top has been stopped by the pulley, the 
water is emptied into tbe channel prepared so os to begin on a level 
with the top of the mound. The bullocks are taught to trace back, as 
soon as the emptying is ftnislicd, till the bag is immersed again in the 
water, and which is partially sunk by a stone, fastened on one side of 
the mouth.— Ry}. on Maltca^ 425.) 

Another Tnodc of raising water, employin the vicinity of Hyderabad, 
is thus described by Captain T. Lysait. It requires only one inan to 



drive the bullocks and attend to the roschinory. Instead of the leathern 
mU, they have an octagon iron bucket, with a palo of sii or eight 
inches diameter ut tho bottom, to which is fastened, through holes at 
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%i\\e bottom of the backet, a leathern hose aboot six feet long, to the end 
of which is attached a small mcnenger^, which is again made faat to the 
yoke, and is of such a length as to keep the end of the hose higher than 

^ the u])per rim of the bucket when asceodiDg. The backet is raised by 
a hawser playiog oa a pulley, which hangs for over the well. The 
ntesseuger plays over a small roller at the edge where the bucket empties 
itself, and when the backet is drawn a coople of feet above this, the 
messenger pulls the end of the hose with it| and the moment the water 
loses its level, it of course rashes oat, and the bucket again descends 
as usual. They make the bullocks back up the slope to lower the bucket, 
a bad and slow plan, I thiok,—(TVans. AffrL Hort. Soc., v, 44.) 

Irrigation is said, by Sir Henry Fane, to be more extensively pursued 
by the agency of the waters of the Indus than ho liad eror seen any 
where else. It is conveyed by canals fu into the interior, and rsused 
from them on to the fields by means of Persian wheels. Tbh is rendered 
iieccsaury by the deficient deposition of rain, which may be estimated 
from the fact stated in the same communication, that up to September, 
there hud been no rain for three jr9art,—(,PrcccedinffS of Agr\^ 
Horl. Site* for Oct, 1839, p. 3.) 

The genera! unevenness ef the surface of the Ncpaul valley renders 
the progress of irrigation as complete as it is easy of accomplishment. 
It consists solely In taking advantage of the natural facilities aflbrdcd 
by the inuuaierable streams and small rivers, which, rising in the 
mountains surroanding the valley, or from their bases, seek a passage 
to the least elevated parts iiv which tlie two principal rivers have their 
course. The cultivator has but to ascend a short distance along the 
course of the stream most convenient to bit fields, and thence cutting 
a chr^unel to direct a supply of water on them sufficient for his wants. 
Irrigation from wells is unknown and unnecessary in Nepaul, and 
although there arc a few taoks within the valley, their water is never 
used for agricultural parposcs. Such is the facility of irrigation, and the 
abandaot and steady supply of water from the spriDga,that, in a country 
the staple grain of which is rice, there is scarce a famine on record, nor 
in seasons of the greatest ordinary drought need any serious fears be 
entertained of a general fell arc of crops. In seasons of ordinarily 
abundant rain, irrigation is unnecessary for the growing of the 
transplanted rice crop, eo that it is isually limited to the culdvation of 
th^ upland rice (Gobya), mustard seed, garlick, radishes, and more rarely 
to'the wheat crop. Whon the periodical rains are late of corameuctng, 
and scanty during their fall, the most strcuuoos labor of the husbandman 
is turned to general irrigation, anU ag perfect arc the arrangements of 
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th^ Newars ia this department, that every field oa the ,lf yel» wd a ^ 

Ur^ portion of those on the big:faer one> oaa be snppl^l water 
sufficient for sustaining the life of the crops, until , the nin b^toes 
abundant. It would be tedious to enumerate the varied of plans 
ployed by them for conducting the water of irrigation; every natural * 
elevation is taken advantage of to dig a water*coarse along iU sides, 
and when it fiuU. a bond, or artificial raised way, is construct^, for the 
remainder of the passage. The cultivators, whose fields ore within 

reach of the waters of an artificial offshoot from the streams, unite tiieir 

« * * 

labor for its formation and preservation, and share its waters among 
them, occordiug to previous arrangements. Sometimes. the fields 
nearest the source of the water*course are first supplied; at other 
times, and when water is scarce, it is agreed that each field 
belonging to the little association shall have so runny hours of 
water, taking it in rotation. So admirably ia their irrigation nm* 
naged, that the chanocla of permanent streams arc often dry for 
days together, until it is necessary to restore the course of the water 
to tlicir beds, for the purjK^se of ctiabiing the possessors of fields 
lower down on its hank, to supply their wants.^(7)wnF. ^ffru Hort, 
iv. 111.) 

The cause of irrigation being ao bcnefiml as a source of fertility, is 
easily explicable. 

Hie necessity for nrt abandant supply of moUture to all plants, but 
especially to rice, ia apparent to every ol>acrvcr; but, in addition to 
affording this supply, the irrigating waters deposit on the soil, and 
impart to the roots of the crop, food iu the best state foriutrosusceptioii. 

Hie amount of fresh earthy natter deposited ujion a soil from flood 
waters, may be estimated from the following tabic. 

The Rev. Mr. Everest found at Gliazcporc, in the province of Benares, 
that the following variations occur In the amount of insoluble matters 
contained in the waters of the Ganges 
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% This insoluble matter has been examined by Mr. Piddington. who 
accompanies liis analyses with the following observations It is well 
kunwri, that while the tracts within reach of the inundation preserve 
their original fertility, the higher soils are generally and rapidly im» 
poverishing, atid this to a degree of wliich few, who have not made the 
subject one of attention, are aware, lliere are some crops which can* 
not be i*eperktcd on high soils, nnless at intervals of three or four years; 
while on the low lands these arc the only ones whicli are nnd have 
been taken for n period beyond the memory of man. Indigo is n 
striking instance, and the moat familiar one. of wimt is here advanced; 
nml it was with tvview to some improvement in the cultivation of this 
plant that the hblowing analysis was instituted. Portions of the silt, 
or mud, deposited hy the inundations, were procured from llnnsherrin. 
near Sonksaugar, and from Moliutpore, near Kishnngur^ the analysis of 
each gave, in two hundred parts,'^

The very unlooked-for circ am stance of only 2| per cent, of vegetable 
matter being found in these specimens, appears to exclude the idea that 
this is titc fertilising principle, or, nt least, that it should be exclusively 
so; while, on the other hand, from G to 8 per cent, of calcareous matter 
appearing in them (when in an extensive series of experiments on higher 
soiln this wu's always found remarkably deGcteat, seldom more than 
0*75 to 1 per cent.), points to the condosion, tliat the calcareous matter 
was, perhaps, the great agent; mid, in as for as regards Indigo, this 
was found, by experiment, to be the fact, for a minute portion of lime 
was found to increase the produce upwards of 30 per cent.—(TVenv. 
Agri, Hort^ Sor. ji. 40-1.) 

Mr.. Piddington*! condusion, **that liecause in the deposit of the 
Ganges he only found per cent, of vegetable matter,’* the idea of 
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tliftt beiog the chief cause of the fertility cooeeguent to the rivers 
inundation, appears to me rather too hasty. He h&a forgotten that he 
analysed the insoluble part only; but the amount of the matter rboet 
available to the plants—viz.» the vegetable extract, and other decom- 
posing matters, dissolved in the water—U yet without demonstration.* 
This must be, necessarily, a prime source of fertility. 

Urapino, in Hindostan. is the univeraal mode of separating the crop 
from the soil: the scythe is unknowo, except where Europeans are the 
proprietors anti cultivators of thi^ soil. The unnecesiaty waste of time 
and labor this occasions, requires no comment; yet the natives, after 
a little*practice, become expert mowers.. 1 have seen them using the 
scythe upon grass plots as adrmtly as a Kritish mower, although we 
jnust not carry the comparison so far as to inquire the surface they 
respectively will clear in a day. 

In the Upper Provinces, where various crops are cultivated com* 
mingled, those which arc first ripe, as flax and mustard, are drawn up by 
hand; and the flowers, for Ihrir yellow dye, arc similarly pielcd by hand 
from among the later maturing crops, the barley', or the wheat. Some¬ 
times, indeed, the barley and flax ore reaped together, or simultaneously 
pulled up by the roots, if too short for tln^icklc. 

A Ilitidoo reaper, turning out to iiis work, bears little resemblance to 
ail Kriglish laborer proceeding to the same occupation ; and the work he 
.'iccoinplishes in the day is equally unworthy of being compared with 
I bat gone through by ids western fellow-work man. 'Hie sickle, morel v 
a very small hook, is borne in one liand, and in (he other he usually 
holds the coni, to bind up the day's reaping.*, and which lie cnrrics 
home at night upon his head.—(/xd. Kcr., h. 314.) 

In Bengal, the reaper is usually remunerated with every sixteenth 
sheaf, or, if he carries in the harvest, with every* eiglilh. Sometimes 
hu is paid with every sixth measure of grain, for which he reaps, carries, 
winnows, incasuiTs, and stores the crop. * ^ ^ 

In the Mysore, the reaping-hook empluycd is culled ntJuffalu, or fudagu. 
^Vilh thic the grain is cut, leaving a stubble about foar inches high. 

Tlie rice is not Iiound into slieaves, but heaped in little round stacks, 
aliout twelve feet high, with all the cars meeting in the centre. Here 
it remains a week, or, if it rains, fourteen days, and is then threshed.— 
(BvchanmCs Jour, ikrovgh Mysore^ i. 90.) 

The reaping-hook of Mangalore is toothed, and rudely resembles the 
English whcat-sickle. In Bengal it is called A/afya. bat it is toueli 
smaller than the English implement, the blade at the utmost being ten 
inches long. 
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Tbe reftp«n work sitting npcfi their heels/ the eommen poitnre of a 
native* and eight of them do not cut more than un English acre in 
one day: but it mast be observed that they carry home what 
they cut. 

THaasHiNG.-^rn no port of Hindostan is the crop stacked for any 
time after reaping, neither is there any bsrn to be found for storing it 
whiist in the straw. Threshing immediately succeeds the cutting of the. 
crop. This is generally performed by five or six oxen* upon one of winch 
a driver is seated* travelliog abreast around a post placed in the centre of 
the floor. Tbe Hindoo Sacred liiws expressly forbid tlie animals to 
he muzzled whilst thus employed; bat in a bad season the ryot is 
compelled to limit this privilege of bis four*fooCe<I servant. 

The threshing-floor is merely a space in the field which has been 
levelled, and beaten hard for the purpos^v 

!n Mysore* the threshing-floor is made of a compound of clay* cow- 
dung, and water* spread over the ground and smootbcned.^(BkcA/uaa's 
Mytore, i. 00.) Some of the smaller seeds ore I>ettten out by means 
of bamboo rods* but naytliing resembling the Kritish flail U unknown. 

Storixo.—A fter tliresliing, whatever will not be retjuired by the family, 
or for seed* is usually at onc^ transferre<l to the corn-merchant. Thut 
which is retained is preserved in earthen vessels* straw bags, &c., ami 
usually kept in ttie room of the hut in which the family lives. 

If a ryot finns a considerable namber of bigab8*'bc has a separate 
room* or rather hut* as a store granary. Dr. Teanant describes the 
little bams in which the grain is stored in Ufmghcer and Patna, until 
it can be sold or groaud, as htmg small* round huts constructed of i cchU. 
and*neatly tbotebed; these keep it in perfect preservation. In the 
Upper Provinces the oily seeds* after being threshed out* ore preserved 
in baskets* until tbe time convenient for crushing them arnves. 

In Mysore the com* after threshing, ia dsied by exposure to thb sun. 
if there has keen rain, otherwise ftwat oncaput into heaps* colled 
rafhyt conuiningeach abokt 334 budiels; pasdcular marks are put upon it 
to check fraud* a trench dag around it to prevent water causing it injury, 
and the whole covered dareftilly over with straw. It remains here for 
twenty or thirty days* until the division of the crop between tbe Govern¬ 
ment and the cultivator has taken pflace. Tbe rice wanted for seed Is 
threshed as toon as cut, and dried for three daya in the snn* after which 
it is usoally kept in straw bags.-^i^Aoiimi's Uyson, i. 91.)

cause of deficiency in the best ram lands of Engitmd is exoesa of 
moisture; whilst the same failure in India usually arises from a deficiency 
of^water. 

The natives liave Miown considerable acute ness in distioguishin^* tbe 
nnture of soih. 

Ur. Spry, the justly lamented Secretary of the Agri.-Horticultural 
Society of India, remarking upon those in the Saugor and Nerbudda 
division^, observes, that they are distinguished by the natives into 
six kinds :-<•

fn Nepaul the Newars, or aborigines of the volley, class their fields 
under two grand heads, the place of each field under each head being 
determined oh, with double reference to the^ature of the aoih and tlie 
fACililies of regular Aooding and irrigation. The fifrkaboo, or first clast 
lands, and the vuUoboo, or second rate ones, are the dlatinguisliing 
denominations; and every field within the valley admits of ready enrol* 
ment in either class. 

The former may be characterised os landjn whicli clay is predomt* 
nant, which it rich in inpalpable. earthy, and vegetable matter, and, horn 
its proximity to one of the rivers, a stream, or permanent spring, is sure 
being flooded annually at tlia commencement of the rains, and i« 
capable of being irrigated during the cold season, in this description 
of land, the ground crop of the conntry, the transplanted rice^isannnalh 
grown, and it is besides fit for tlio sowing of wheat as u winter cioji. 

The latter class of lands ma> be either sandy or clayey, the t'dgulafor 
of their status U the supply of water. Tlieroil of a field ranked as second 
rate. U commonly quite os rich as those o( the fir«t rank; but from a 
lesser certainty of flooding or diflirulty of irrigation, they are far inferior 
tn value. In short, they are not M/e Asde for giving craps of the staple

/u<kahoo onea of the lower. There is a third description of land deoo* 
ininated by i\\c Newara pMuboo ; these ere swampy and wet aU the 
year round \ they yield excellent crops of transplanted rice, and are ^n- 
seqoently very valuable; but from an excess of water are unlit for 
growth of wiieat or any second crops. Indeed these fields, to speak 
generally, lie fallow during tlie winter and spring; the drier onea of this 
class, however, give a crop of garlic, bnt not a very good one. . This 
plant, the gsriic, in Nepauh appears to affect moisture exceedingly, as 
daring ita growth tliere is generally rix inches or more of water, kept in 
the fields under it. Stagnant water, such as that of the poomboo londs. 
does not suit so well as the ruimiog aud fresh water of irrigRlion.* 
Mancrks.—O ne great obstacle to the employment of manures in 
India, is the prejudice entertained hy the luxtives against meddling with 
ordure or other exciwmentitioas matters. Tliis prejudice will probably 
. give way and yield, as has the objection to dissecting liumon liodies. to 
the influence of increased knowledge. Poverty is, perhaps, as great a 
preventive as nny to the en^loyment of some fertilisers, and this is espe- 
dally the case in that compounded of the dung of animals. The rvot 
is too poor to keep much stock. Tlie cattle be employs for labor are 
usually pastured upon small commons and waste spam interspersed among 
the tilled lands, being brought liome at night and supplied with straw. 
Those for dairy purposes ^re kept in herds near the jungles, or other 
large wastes, but. wherever kept, tlieir dung is sedulously collected and 
dried for fuel. The natives restrict its employment as a ferUliser to the 
.growth of the opium poppy, the sugar-cane, tobacco, and the mulberry, 
nil of which absolutely require a richer soil than usually can be obtained. 
I have heard it objected that mannee is less required in'a^hof than in a 
cold .^cliniate; but this is denied hy the successful practice of the 
Chinese, the greatest economists of manure known, as well as by the 
universal admission of the ryota themselves. Indeed the only refuta¬ 
tion required is the fact, that soils here soon become exliausted by 
unmanured .cropping, and have to be left for many years before they are 
'fit again to undergo.the same exhauath^ ti|l,a^.^ Pne, obstacle to the

The gcJieial absence of caita also acts as a eonsideiable to the 
employment of manure, it has to be boine to the fidds tn basketSf 
and taking no objection to the tedionsness oi the proeeas^ U u to bo 
observed, tliat this piecludee the employment of the ezeremeablious 
manures m a v^et state. 

With but a single exception, the only vehu^Ies at alt reseabliog aa 
European cait that { have ever seen lu India, are the machines used by 
the local authorities la Calcutta to carry away the filth coUected by the 
scavcoger* 

'Ihc hutKery is do substitute for a cart. It eonsrsts meielv of two 
bruiibooe, about ten feet long, united by ciosa^pieeca ot the same 
iiiatcrmi, and with other pieces fastened longitudiually. so os to form 
dll open flooiiug. 'fhis IS brought to a pomt at one extremity, across 
winch IV fixed a bai of bamboo, '^eivuig nr a yoke, their drau^t* 
powei being obtained from tao bullocks pressing against the yoke with 
thill humps. Forheaviei, and more clunwy than need be, are tbe two 
wheel , about three leet m dianictei, and far from correct arolet; 
their woodcu naves, turning on an axle of the same diy roatenab aie 
uever relieved by gtense ot any kmd, but thou sciecching, rather than 
creaking, is enduied by the hackcry-wallabi from yeai to year^ 
rcully without any inco&veaience to his auditory neivesi aud eertaioly 
without Lib bestow lag one thought upon the fact, that Ibw noise an* 
nouDces how much the labor of the cattle iv incieased by tlus easily* 
icmovable fnclion I huve alieady noticid the loss of power ineamd 
by making the hump of the duimal the pomt of draught, aud this loss 
id turthei mci cosed by the tcDdnaess of tliat part. It is rcty usttidly 
in a state of rawness and suppuiation. aud it is only by the still mor^ 
acute toiture infiictcd upon the animal by the driver, by varions m* 
genious mflecUons of its tul, that it can be induced tn press against 
the yoke. 

hfo kmd of harness is employed, two pins, about six inohes longt eae 
on each side of the auimars neck, checks any accidental escape from the 
}o1co, Olid a cold passed through the gristle that separatee the doatliU* 
Hi leiDS to «tqi, but not to guide, the animals, the stidt aod the 
tail ate most anmercifuUy used m directing their piogreas. « ^ ^ ' 

A vehicle so imperfect os thiSi destiti)te oi aidea^ end havin|^ i iKlStm 
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more open than a ta voy inadequate for the purpose! to wbieh a 
' cart IS oeualiy appropriated. EverytUng. therefore* not ia packfg:ea> 
ha^ to be put into baekete* or more uiuoUy Uttle sadu, known as gunny- 
bag!. and in the^e e>cn the refoae bricks for repairing the roadu are 
conveyed. 

In ilytoxt, they are aomewhat better provided with a cstt, used 
there chiefly for couvoyiog dang on to the fields.—turn's 

i. 120.) 

In Airghaoiatan* graic» manure, &e., are all carried about the forms 
upon the backs of the oxcn> eases, and leas often upon camels. Carts 
arc unknown m the country.—(A'/p4iaafo>te*e Cinboo/, u 488.) In 
\epaub aifim, or sand, and olumiAa, or cluy, are very geoendly 
employed for rendering the soil more productive. There is a stratum of 
the first, said to be used beneficially upon all soils, which being nearly 
pure silicai renders this general sen*ioo inexplicable. The univei- 
sality of its employment as a manure, whether on clayey or sandy soils* 
lenders the properties of much interest, especially as its composition 
indicates its usefoloess for one class of these soils only; chiefly con¬ 
sisting of silicic us matter, ita application to clay or calcareous soils is 
highly appropriate ; but how are we to explain the mode of its fertU 
hstng uperatiou on aandy sdlb ? Yet it is applied iudiscriminately to 
every poitiou of the valley land, within easy reach of its localities. 
Havmg submitted this substance for analysis, by Mr. BtepUensou^ a 
practical chemisti 1 shall give his account of it* previous to my observa¬ 
tions. lie so.)hf have carefully examined this very singular earth, 
and find that it is almost wholly composed of ulidous matter, with a 
trace of alumina, not amountiDg to oue percent. It does not ooutain the 
least particle of calcareous or other s^ine matters ; I cannot account 
lor its employment as a manure on the N^iaul soib* althoogh it might 
be used to renovate those in which carbonate of lime is redundant, or 
those in the composition of which silex formed but a small portion*^' 
^he secopd more commonly used oatund manure is a species of orange- 
colored clay, having an admixture of the oxide of iron with a very small 
poilion of vegetable matter, and entirely free from oalctreous substances. 
This earU^ sometimes appears as an upper stratum* on the higher level 
of the valley, and is capable of yiehyug good crops of wheat, oorid, and 
gohya ncei but iU most common poaittoa is tliat a second stratum 
iinmediutely under the ordinary clayey soilsi and ifi the lower as well as 
tho higher level, althou^ most generally difiTused in the former. This 
substance ia exchsivaly applied to the renovation of sandy soils, and its 
ueasly pure alunjiioui competilfon points it out as admirably fitted for 
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tfa« (Wf (Mc. It is not regvded by tbe eoltivutors so oiuoh in th« light 
of t strictly so called^ as in ihst biodug iaAnef toi odtting 

consis^cj to toils which are too seftdy. They say that aftar two 
or^piog. the more saody lands become very light (AaMo) and 
and that this yellow clay improves thmr constitution^ fitting them fai' a 
new round of crops. Artificial manures are always applied, whan wilhiD 
the means of the cultivators, to soils previously dosed with tiib clay; * 
Burnt day is used in some part of India, and has been tried m 
England as a renovator of soils Agfi. S^e., if. 71*^<) 
The following notices will show that the natives of India are quite

conscious of the beneficial effects of nsing vubus animal and vegetable 
refuse as fertilisers, and it is evident that the poverty of the oultirator is 
the chief obstade to their more general employment. 

Thus, in the neighborhood of Allahabad where manure is applied 
more generally to-the crops than io most parts of India, the natives do 
not employ cow*daog, for that ie too vtlmible as fuel; but any kind Of 
filth or rubbish is used, and is carried out upon the land in baskets, 
borne oa the heads of the laborers. 

In the Dooob when land becomes eahausted they endeavor to restore 
its fertility by folding sheep upon iX.^iTtnnaNt*s hdim ii. 241«) 

In the vicinity of Bangalore, Dr. Bucfaat&n statee that previously to 
ploughing they manure their fields witli a compost of oow^dung, ashes, 
and mud. It is earned to the ground by women, in baskets borne* 
upon their heads. The dressing is very scanty, each basket beloff 
emptied with an interval of about thirty feet from the ptnceding.M 
(Jonmeif through Mgtore, i. 42.) In the ftune country night soil 
reckoned the best manure for -the sugar*cane, but is applied also to 
the com crops. 

it must not be supposed that this kuowl^e of the comparative value 
of manui'es extends over all India. Prejudice, or iguorance, is found 
countervailing, more or less, ia every district. I will only mstaoee thbt- 
in Afighanistan they carefully avoid osing camels’ dung, aQegkrg asuN 
reason that it contains saltpetre! which* if true, is a satisfactory ussur**- 
ance that it wouM be eepecially beneficial as a fertiliser. Butin 
they are more completely oppose to the use of such Uft Vvi * 

Crawford assures ns that there manure is never employed,* exoej^ te 
gardens, and not to them generally. . ' ‘ 

On the other hand, in some parts 6f Hindostu diey priqilM 
manure with more than customary ttre. Thha, in the* oel^Sbttfhobi of: 
Mangalore, they take a little more pains in' tomltfg^ttfe’ffung-hin.;^'. A* 
pit is dug, into which the dung of cattle^ andiAlyep lln'patito alMro^'^ 
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layers. Tliie soon rots aud becomes a eaponacauua mass. They keep 
aehes and other dry refuse of the bouse separate. Night eoll is oe^'er 
employed there as a fertiliser.—(£«e^«ui'#A/yeo/'e,iji. 45.) 

(ii Mysore every farmer has a dung*hiU> which he adopts several 
luodea of 10 creasing advaotageonsly* A pit is dug, and Into it arc 
collected all tbc dung and litter of the cattle houses, as well as the ashes, 
&e., made by the family. Those Kviog witliin two miles of Seringa* 
patam fetch the ashes, ordure, &c., (eoxn the city in sacks carried upon 
bullocks, but this is kept separate from the duDg-hill. 

J^ves of wild plants are carefully collected, but these, as well as the 
straw used as manure, are not mixed with the dung-hill, but are usually 
trod into the muddy soil prepared for the rice crops. 

Tliia employment of leaves is very general, but might l>e carried to a 
far greater extent, and if they were drst dried aud then used as litter for 
cattle at night, so as to become impregnated with tUcir urine, which at 
present runs to waste, their value a^ fertilisers would bo much increased. 

fn Kouth Malabar ashes and cow*dui)g are collected for mauure, but 
9k Straw IS never mixed with the latter, and it used when decayed, 
the bulk is small, 'fhe leaves of every shrub, not bearing thorns, arc 
employed as a manure for the rice crop. It would be dillicult, 1 sup¬ 
pose, to asaigu a reason for'the c.vclusion montioued, unlcbs that they 
might occasion inconvenieuce to the hands and feet of the laborers, by 
an accidental admixture of the tborhs. 

The earthy sediment, or mud deposited in tanks and water-courses, 
lb one of the best of fertilisers that can bo applied to land, yet with a 
very few exceptions, and tHst in Mysore, it is generally neglected by the 
native cultivator. Formed of the impalpable particles ot the neighbor¬ 
ing lands, loaded with decayiug orgaaic matter, composed, in short, as 
are the richest of all soils, the alluvial, I know of so source of feibhty 
so available as this to the uatives of llindostau. 

In almost every district neglected tanks are to be found partly or 
/*'entirely<cboked up with this rich soil; yet how rarely is any attempt 
made by its neighbors to profit by this store, and if they are not 
emptied by public antbority, they are lost to the inhabitants for all 
profitable purposes, and become, instead, the marshy source of putrid 
miasma*

The extent and capabilities of our colonies.

Tub pobsesbioQS of Groat BrkaiO) in North America* are of the moit 
valuable of ell her cokmiee. lo extent* they contain 403*500 iquare 
miles* or 258,240«000 aqaaro acres (uot includiog the island of New* 
fotindlaDd), and ere thua the second most important part of her Colonial 
empire. The population of these Frovincte amounta to i,d00|000* 
whmh gives a ratio of 161 aqoaro acres per head; and in tbi» respect 
they ore much more advanced than any other of the colonies. They 
are, however, capable of e up porting an increase of populatiou to the 
e\teut of 10*500,000. Suppoeing. therefore, emigration wore to continue 
at ihe rate of 37,000 per annum, whkh ii the average of the last few 
vears, they would yet bold out iaducemonta to emigrants fur 107 year!» 
to come, allowing them the same amount o( population as at present for 
lucuasc duriug that period. 

In tlic iie.\t nearest continent of the s^rld lo Europe* wc pos«o$s as 
line aud as valuable a country ns any under the sun* though of a different 
character, av <if a different climate. The British doniioions in South- 
eaht Africa now extend over 23a*256 H]uare miies* or comprising 
149*573*846 square acres; and opens tc us the most valuid^le and 
practical means of civilising and Christudhsing Afiien than any other 
philanthropic enthusiasm can suggest. The population composed of 
Io0,000* out of which rather better thaa half h native* affords a ratio 
of 1,000|0(K) square acres, ur 1*563 square mileA* l>tr licad. This n^o 
must not, however, be ^phed to the whole present British territory, 
inasmuch as that ot Natal, amounting to 80,000,000 square acrea* has 
only been Annexed to the British Crown within the last twelve or eighteen 
months. Properly speakiog, the ratio should be drawn from the extent 
of the two proviocev that heretofore constituted the Cape colony $ and 
which, amountiug to 70*000*000 square acres nctfly* would gty| a 
population of one to every 166 acrea. On the assumption that itia oap^5 
uf supporting an equal population with British Noith America* vis.* of 
uno soul to every four acres* and allowing it the present amount of 
inludiitants for natural increase, it would yet be a fidd for emigration 
for 93*500 yean to come* presumio|r the prevent rate of emigration 
thither be limited to 400 per annum, / 
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Bat yst now come to ro entire contiticDt oi which hardly anjih^ngie 
*knoi^ii, no\ citu any other ettimale of its available extent he conee- 
quf nUy made than that avoided by Us position on the map. Hiu part 
of the T^oild 18 that denominated New Holland or Australia, which 
Iikcwifeo luclades the penal iblend of Van Dietnen'a Ijind . the former 
geographically presents 3,0^5,000 square miles, or 1,846,000,000 sqaaro 
acrob. and the latter S4,000 square mRes, or 13,36D»000 square acres, 
dvailablc to the parpoeea of coloiUbation. The Mtire population of this 
dtnston of the globe, in extent nearly equal to Europe, is only 3^6^000, 
ono-tenth of that of Scotland, or the 1,017th of that of Europe, cozuc* 
(juently it will continue to be a place for emigration for thousands of 
years, end tia ratio of inhabitants to tho squaie acre cannot be exactly 
propottioned m the absence of an acctiiate survey of its available extent. 
Emigration having been at the rate of 29.000 per annum, it would 
lequiie 1,70$ years to give it a population of fifty mihicns, allowing it 
the some amount as ite present popolabon for inereaee donog that 
penod ilic populatiun and extent of V*a» J3iemen e Land, as given 
above, stand m the id lUon of one soul to 311 square acres. 

Bebides these contmental colonies, the British Crown bolds many 
valuable and lutge islandb in diBetcnt parts, in bome of which settlements 
have ell cad V been foimecl. athong these we may notice Ceylon^ New 
Zealand, the TalUaud lelandb, Ac. It would be tedious and uselebB, 
however, to extend the calculation fnitfaei, by taking the extent and 
popuIatKm of them. to any of them emigration must be more or less 
limited, owing to their cUstauce, and the consequent expense and loss 
of time occasioned thereby.^ If U were desirable to go fuither into 
detail and calculation, we should have employment enough, in taking 
into consideration om extensive and most valuable possesbioov m the 
East and West Indies, besides, the minor watch^posts of our navyiu 
Eutope, os lltligoiaod, Gibraltar, Malta, &c. The bore recapitulation of 
the category is sufficienC ha|^ily, and exemplifies m troth the assertion, 
that we sweep the globe, and touch every abore/* It only remains to 
inquire under what mroumstances it results thiu Etnigration is so passive 
and limited, when theie is room, and to apare, in enr cotonies for these 
hundreds and tttf usands whcM energies of mind and body aie destroyed 
by the want of active employment, and that are actuatiy dying from 
want at home f 
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ON THE WHALE FISHERY IN THE CHINESE SEAS, 

AS COMDUmD BY TKB INRABITANTS Of THI COASTil,

DvMNti the months of Jtnuaiy ahd Februaiy, wbelee tktA their 
resort to the coast of Cliioa, to the aouthwaid ot HAilingiihtn* in 
numbers; and during those mon^is are pursued by the Chinese belong* 
ing to H&inaii nud the neighboring itiauds with eoniiderable succelii 
The Ash generally seemed to be iu bed condition^ and were corereS 
with hsrnaclee; and their object in reeortiog to that part of the coast 
(luritig that season is probably to obtain food for themselves and young 
fVom the gt^t <]uantity of sqtiid, cuttle, and Rubber Ash which 
and perhaps also to roll on the nuo^roua sand^banks on the coasts, ia 
order to clear their skin of the bamades and other animals wbioK 
torment them* Tliey are oAen seen leaping more than their whole 
length out of the water, and coming down again perpendicularly so M 
to strike hard against tlie bottom. 

It is an exciting scene to see theso boats out, in fleets of from 50 to 
70, Bcatteied over the bays as far ss the oye can reach, under flill sail 
cruizing abotit in search of ihtvr prey. Some steer straight ahead with 
the crew facing in diflerent directions, obseiring the boats in their 
compaiiy, and leaving no clmnce of a spout escapiug unnoticed. Upon 
others, the liarpooner may be seen leaning over the bow ready to strike i 
and occasionally waving his right or left hand to direct the helmsman 
after the Ash in its various tamings, the strictest sAenco the while being 
observed. 

llie boats are admirably adapted for* follbwing up the Ash, os they 
sail well, make little noise iu going through dewater, and maybe 
tinned round and round in half the time and space that a fors^n ho^i 
occupies. They are of different sues; the smallest are about three 
tons, and the largest about tiventy^Ave, oairying two smcdl boats^pa her 
deck, aud a crew of twelve meu, of light draught of wat{r and good 
length. On the bow is a crookpiec? of timber, supported by a siancheouf 
which serves as a rest for the harpoon when uot wanted; it enables the 
harpooner to stretch well over the tmw, and aee the Aril as they pass 
below the boat. In this position they are stjuck, for the weight <j( iSb6[ 
haipoon prevents it being thrown any distance. Abaft the 
the deck is roiuided so as to form tbe roof the cabin; on Hs tx^ tiie 
whale-liue is colled. 

Tlie harpoon has only cue barb, aud about Aftoeu inches from the 
point of tbe iron it is made with a ^'ket; above which an eyO ti 
wrought, with a cord attached to the «on, to whicli. the wbale-lfoe ii 
festened, and stopped slack along the wmeu ritaft^ ttat when the 
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is struck, the irou and the liuc tightens^ tlie. shaft drawBOifl, aud 
' leaves less chance ol'tfae.irou cutting out, or loosing iU hold of the skin 
oftlielish. 

'Jite whale-liue is made of aatiVe hemp, and is about sixty or seventy 
fathoms long, and from four to six iuch^s in eiroumference, according 
to tlia sue of the boat. Great Unglh of line is not Kqtiired by them, 
for there is shoal*water all along the^^^oast for many wiles to seaward. 
One end of the line is histenod round (lie maiomast, the remainder is 
coiled away on tlie top of the house, and carried ftirward to the harpoon 
in the bow, where it is made fast, leaving a few {athoms of slack line. 

'I'he boats come out of the difieient barbora at daylight, and spread 
tliemselves along the coast; as soon as a hidi is seen blowing, 
away they go iu chase. If fortunate einwgh to get it fast, the sails ore 
lowered, the bight of the line got aft, ^e rudder unshipped, and Uie 
boat allowed to tow stem foremost. The rest of the fleet, seeing the 
sail lowered, come up to assist; and as the fish now kec|>s pretty much 
on tlie surface in its struggle to get away, they soon manege to fasten 
eight or Icn harpoons into it, and in a couple of hours or so it is dead 
flow wounds and t]ie loss of blood. Tliey always strike the fish a little 
behind the blowhole, ou the top of the back. When the fish is dead, 
it is lashed alongside oue or\wo of Uie boats to float it, and to allow the 
others to make their lines fast to the tail, and tow it on shore. It is 
surprising that tlic boats are not stove iu, or completely destroyed from 
their manner of attacking the lisb, f. e.. sailing right over it uudtlieii 
striking it; but from the cool way in wbicli the Chinese manage the 
whole aOair, 1 have no dopbt tliat personal accidenu occur more seldom 
than with our hshertuen. 'fheir greatest danger is when two or three 
whales are struck together in the same place, aud swim round and over 
each oilier, so os to ibul tbo lines. The boats are Uieu drawn against 


each ^her, uad over tile fish, and mu great risk of being soon swamped 
aud stove iu pieces. Iu one instance of this sort that ftU uuder uiy 
observation^ they bad three of their boats sw&mped, Uit oiHuaged to 
clear the Jines, and k^ the iiab iu a most dexterous msrtner, after which 
sonic of ftio apai’c boats returned, and towed the daniaged boats ou shore. 
They iio'lances io ib^ bcqtSynor iil' fact auy other weapon except 
the harpoons, ^riiich they reitased to sell at any price. All the boats bad 
pahs of whale’s flesh s^t^^ they used as provisions.

Nor have tfiese 
sheets been sent into the work! upon the spur of the occasion, to aup- 
poit a startling theory, or estabiUh a favoiHe hypothesis} for much of 
what has preceded was written six or sever^yeart ago, at the request of 
my Inmented fi lend, Dr. lianerofl, as I have pre^ously related, and 
pubhsiied in the Jamaica Pkysieat Jounfol^ but in a vbry undigested 
foim. NotwiUisUndmg which, however, the laU* Dr. Ryan r^riiited 
it m his own journal three montlis after it had appeared in the Jamaica 
]>eriodic«»l. Having premised theae lemarks. 1 return to my subject. 

Mr. Lawrence, ar^ rotunda fx hastily condemned tlio 

entire race of men with flattened and depressed crania" to ever- 
lasting dcgra^ition, csjwudly as he adniiU the want of necossaiy 
iiiformatiou.'* It is to to hoped, Umefore, that this poper will iii pari 
supply that deficiency, and that physiologists In futuicwill not con¬ 
sider tlie black man—whether as (lie original type, or the vitiated 
deiivalive of the white manias totally precluded by physicd and 
oigaiuclavs Horn being a laboter iii the field, and partaking of the 
lewaids and fruits of tlio Hteraiy and seienlific woild. A liapp&r 
prospect tlian hitherto has been opened to him in the West liidies, 
where his faculties have an opp^unily of developing UiomsoUei 
unchecked by bondage, and unreetricted by pariiol aim nrescriplKe 
policy. 1^11 this greet experimeQ^ has had a full and fair trial, it 
would be presumpt^ to decide in the negative or affirmative. 'i1ie 
negroes are scarcely so for advanced in civilisation as our Sa.von nn- 
castors; yet thev are superior to fham in the knowledge and applica¬ 
tion of many seknees,. espeemlly arithmetic, which th^ii|||ie Suxona, 
deciaied too difficult tor the mind of msn;*' aud in^ie art of 
printing, and In numerous handiendia, which wm not; kiumn eveoF 
to the enlightened nations of some two or throw hunched years 
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ago, tbej ore hy no means inferior lo Che EirgliiH artisan ; naf, iti 
* cabinet manuikcture, it is my firm opinion tfaej dacbledly oxcel, as 
any one may bee who baa an opj^rninily of examining tho 
ficoni ibrniture maim&ctured in Kingston, at present constituting n 
consKlersble item of export. 

There are two oircninittncee connected with the ethnol<^caI and 
physical history of the negro, which 1 think have not been sufficienUy 
insisted upon, and which It teems to me wonid explain somn of tlie 
discrepancies so common in the two charmHer. I allude to the form 
of the headj and the expression oi the features.* Bhnnenbach, how¬ 
ever, could not avoid noticing them, nor could Lawrence, hut neither 
of diem have made that uee of theee facte in their works, of which I am 
convinced they tie susoepUMe. Among no class of persons in¬ 
habiting one country^^if t except sea^port towns obroaa^and in the 
West XMiee^is there observed so great a variety, both in the fbrm of 
the head and the outline of the features, as among the coloietl and 
black population of Jamaica. It most strike even the most careless 
observer, yet neither Bryan Edwards nor Long irwlo any uso of this 
remarkable foot, which 1 suppose was in some mensure Giving to the 
general ignorance of souna pniiciples of physiology which at that 
time prevailed in England. Had this been propel^ taken into ac¬ 
count, much of that discrepant which exists in authors who have 
written on the African charade would have been exnUined. Blnincn* 
bach could not help writing (nor does Lawrence aeny tho fact) that, 
of the neffroei of Doth sexes whom t have attentively examined, m very 
oonsiderabio number, as well as in tho protraits and profiles of others, 
and in the numerous negro crania which I posseti or have seen, there 
are not two reeembling etch other in their formation. They pass by 
iusensibk degrees into the form of oOter races, and approach to the 
other veriedes even in their most pleasing modifications.’* Cie))per' 
ton says, the natives of Tegerhy are quite black, but have not the 
negro ; the men are slim, very plain, with high clieek-bones, the 
n^ro nose, large mouth, teetli much stained by tlie quantity of to¬ 
bacco and trouS (muriate of soda) which they cat. The young girls 
are most of them pretty, but less so than those of Oatrone.”—P. 6.

I am aonythsi I could not obtiun any particulars of the lives of these 
men, b^ause I am convinced they would have thrown additional %Iit 
upon the iulyect of this paper. All 1 know of them is, that (mx 
received a military flogging; M^Cail was executed on the 9th Ikbreh, 
1832, as was Burt; but what became of McIntosh and Anderson i 
did not learn, and neglected to inquire. 

I am reminded here, that I have forgotten to mention, that in 
speaking of the physi^nomical and phrenological developments of the 
Africaus, I have adopted the facial line of Camper throughout, but 
which Ijawrenee rejects.^ This gentleman considers, wl\at Blumenbach 
calls, and, after him, Dr! Blliotson* designates the norma ^rrticalit— 
more philosophic^, and more consonant with physiology and anatomy. 
But it is of little consequence, whether he adopts the fecial line of 
Camper, or the norma vrrticalis of Blumenbach, since there is such 
a numerous and overwhelming host of facts to oppose his theo^, 
that I feel certain he wilt never again attempt to defend it. To 
resume the account of the negro chieftains, from which this 
digression has, for a moment, estranged me, I shall mak of Oardiucr, 
who was generalissimo, and emperor elect, of the insurgents m 
the parish of Honover, in Jamaica, durmg rebellion in 183N32. 
I well remember this poor, deluded man, and bis calm and steady 
1>earing, his erect and noble figure, as if I had seen him but yes* 
terday. He was a fine, t4|l, h^d^me-lookiug man, with features 
almost Kiiropeaii, while the expression of his countenance was calm 
and benevolent, though there was an obvious anxiety in his look, which* 
was scarcely conceals by the eSori made to preserve that deified 
demeanor which he assumed upon his trial, and which never forsook 
him even at the fatal tree. There was really an air of nebility about 
his person, and, whether from a knowledge of his impending fete, or 
possibly from r^eotiug on the mutability of human fatness, he made 
a very deep and luting liopreuion upon me. He was 'tried on the 2ttli 
May, 1832^ and after his condemnation, wu lodged in the common 
gad in the town of Lucea-^ sea^port on the ^erth side of Jamaica* 
famous for its saluhiity, hospitality, and beiulifiil harbor. I obtainec 
nil order to visit him ou the 2.1th. To my surj^e, I fbund him at 
liirge, but bahd*cuflgd, walking in ibf pinsza of the gool. As I entered 
tiC the ifoor, he was coming from tlio other end. Seeing me, he stojiped, 
and made a graceful and signified inclination of the head. I returned 
Ins coiutey by remosnng my hat, and after a few preliminary words, 
entered ireely into conversation witii him, He wa« wuling. nay anxious, 
to nflbrd an ex^snation of his cooduct. Doriog the wf hour I was 
with bim, 1 observed him narrowly witi) a view to note the impression 
shouM make upon me, as 1 was eipecklly anxious to discover, if 
the insurrection had been, as it" was eorrently nqiorted, planned in 
London; apd If the B.'qitista, as wu averred, were the real inst^tors 
of it; also, if either he or his coadjutors in the insurrection had formed 
any correct ideas of the magnitude of their attempt, or of ihe obstacles 
which opposed their success; whether they haa conceived any j\ist 
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notions of governnM*nt, finwice, cuslom^. tmde^ and m>Utary evoln- 
tioDS; if they had bt»eu nigwl to insuwction by a sense of the titir 
principloft of liberty, oron^ ercilwl to arms by tlie hopes of plunder 
and the prospect of leisure; or lastly, if by cruelty, frecjuen^ li^eated, 
or wrongs bouriy inflicted, the cup of suffering bad oyerfl(rtred,«lo 
the waters ofob^ieare iMSQlet loose upon the walls ofaufliority/’ With 
these ideas in my mind, I invited hi* t'onfideneo, and flatbed hts 
self-love, by never putting a direct question to him, but inain^tlng 
that a negro so well informed as hiiusrif knew oicactly it was 
honomblc io reveal, and what it was just to conceal. He wm 
evidently gratifled by my deference, and pfeased with the attenfion wiui 
winch I Ijstene<l to him, and repeatedly cnecked himself in fpesking, to 
observe the effect his words produci‘<l. Nor was this i*U9i* ou his part 
lost upon me, tor I gently led nim bsck awin to the immediate subjects 
before us, wKenever^as is tUe practice of most negro omlurs, he com- 


anxious to make him feel that I was neither insenhible U> the ilimculiics 
ofthe wildoltempt in which he hsil been engaged, nor blind to the 
menu ofthe mati who had nndcrtnken to shape and dirwt it. Home- 
times, however, he would check himself sudlonly, as if in the heat of 
some intenud struggle, when, having pewsed his lefl hmtd over bis 
forehead, he would ~irow his head slightly hark wards and recall him- 
aeU; ns if were, bade again to the imme<l»te object l)efojw him. In 
height he was nljouf five fwt eleven inches, if Jiot siv ii^et. Ilis nose 
was Homan, und linely cast; liis eyes t-xpressive, betraying ft v^y 
Anxious niiud. IIU forehead was high and commanding; and on the 
loft side, just over the eye, was a siiwll scar. I Ms hair was parti^y 
grey, and worn d la amtus. Thejips were Ihosi- of nn African. The 
phiii fine, mid deeply enf. He had Iwl a rrdl.l tnolh, Imt it did not dig. 
figure him. 'Phroughout the conversation he boiravcd neithw timidity 
nor embarrassment, but was collcctwl nnd as catni »s a men who, on the 
evo of a long journey, had fciken a last farewell ol lus family. Jie 
looked tbroufili the jaJonsies, ever and anon, at the prcpamtions which 
were making for conveying him to the pUw '"wm 

b(*lraying'any uneasiness or funidity. lu bw he heKl a 

bible, foWedor doubled down in •sever,d places. Jim induced Jo 
a*k liim if he could write as well as rea<l: he renh^, Very lil^, 
mid that if the negroes couU have wiitUii. or could have 
the insurrection would have b^n successful. Of ihw feet I think thw 
can be HlUe doubt, since the plans of the iiisurgenis “twy^by 
messcngi'ra, who were entrusted wifli them from one chief 
In reply to a remark about llie Baptists being nnpliceW 
he Mid that tlie Baptist preachers y feswV .taught) J^clJ, but 
the negroes misunSTslood them;^ that if Mr, Burchell, the Baphst 

• By tbU It meant thst tfie negroM ioteiprrt«l rerUm 
iplHtsslly.

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preAthcr (who hnd been nccused of bavioff organised and directed the 
neing), had been iu the Ulsind, he would have nrevented it; that he 
(Gurdiiier) vv^s never ill-treated from boyhooa; that he had never 
knouii whut want wa8» in any shape, in his life; that when he conBeiitcd 
to be generalissimo, he was iu the coiilidance of the acting managers of 
ihf* estate, or pen, to which he belonged—nay. I tbiuR he said, had 
charge of it; timt he was possessed of ready money to the amount of 
len doubloons in gold—ahooi 40/. sterling, two horses, several cattle, 
poultry, two commodious houses, and every comfort that a man in hjs 
station of life required; and finally, that he knew not what evil spirit 
influonood hioi to engage in so hazardous and dangerous an enterprise, 
lie uj)pearcd to have no idea that the conspiracy had been organised in 
London. He admitted, without reserve, that be had commanued at tho 
nfliiir of the Moutpeliers—Lord SeAford*s estates, where the militia 
were nearly cut off; that h\% force was well ducipliu*d. and that had 
the white people*' stirred (the coxuiKUiics of militia had been lormc<l 
into b<^uiue)i they would liavo been destroyed to a man. On tlie 
stibjeci of rmaiic<' and of governnxeut iu general, he had no definite 
idea. Hie Inferior &la\cs uerc to bo diviu^ among the cbieis, and 
the religion nas to be according to the practice of tlie kfethotliste and 
Daplists. With regard to (bo military art, his knowledge was very 
narrow. IIea|warcd to huve hud noi the slightcftt idea of the effect 
of nuisies dUciptined and acting on a given point, or of anv scieutihe 
mniia iivro in Uie field, but Vliat of ambtisowe, the most obvious iind 
the mealiest, and least eiititlad to cousidemtion of all the strategies of 
the horrid business of wur. Onu of bis ideas as to ihe means of over¬ 
coming, end finally vanquishing his enemies, and on which he seemed 
lo huve placed, and not witliout show of riMU n. strong hopes of suc¬ 
cess, was to receive their fire, and Uien rush upon them swortl in 
Iiand. Had this been executed r ith the alnority and celerity ofthe iligh* 
Unders at Preston Pans, il is impoastble to say w})ul might have been 
the result, when we recall to mind tliat the blacks >serc generdUy ten 
to one in every skirmish or engagement which took place dining this 
fvcrvile \tar. On the uhole, howe\cr,tbis mau, though superior to his 
fellow slaves, was not ] ossesaeilora mind equal to the vast tusk which 
he had midertekcD to execute, and. Indeed, it seems to have been forci'd 
ujwn, rather ^liau sought, by him. Vicloiy on his side, spoliation 
would have been the rewani of liis troops—license would have fol¬ 
lowed, and disintegration of the ill-assorted materials of his govern¬ 
ment must linve been the result. But such is Uio general or^r of the 
events and Miqtiences of ncarte all revolutions. Massaniello could 
excite, but he could ueither allay nor direct the current of popular 
enthusiasm. ^ 

Alter some further conversation^ in which be especially alluded to 
his family, and entreated Umt hia go ds and money might be given to 
them; he expressed his gratitude for the treatment he had received 
Mncc being in piiion, aiiu being tohl that the escort wus ready, shook 
hands with the gaoler; 1 extern^ mine also, and the poor fellow passed 
on, regretted, I firmly believe, e%*en by tliose voiy men whose lives lie 
or hii Igllowcrs would undoubtedly havo token had victory declared on 
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their side; bat whose sense of what vms due to the^'r own safety, com* 
pelled them to make him an example of unsncceseftil robelUon, 

I have dwelt rather at length upon tlie tffaci which this man’s bear* 
^ ing and conversation prodaced upon me, for though he might not have 
posseissiHl any refined noUous of liberty, or cherUiied any exited ideas 
of what a government should be, never^KcIcis hU cool and collected 
demeanor, his sensible and reasonable nsplies, his quickness and clear-< 
noss of apprehension of the danger which strended his attempt when 
hii mind was led to a proper examination of the subject, and the feel- 
iug with winch he expressed the sense he entertains of the ill conse* 
<{ucnce8 that flowed tram the inability of the negroes to write, exempt 
him from the sweeping charge of ^Lawrence, that *‘wheQ tlic blacks 
fonn any plots, althougli their natural apathy auduuvaryme coiiuto* 
nance arc lavorablc to concealment, they always &il tiurough treachery 
or precipitation in commencing operations, or arc disconcerted by any 
I'csolute opposition even from very inferior numbers/'—p, 
420, 3rd iM., Lond.) And here again T^wrence betrays nis ignorance 
of the negro. Tliere is no natural apathy" about the negro, but ou 
the contrary, exuberant life, strong nnimu ixissions, onu invincible 
jierseveruuoe, where his feelings arc engaged, ns ony one who has 
practised amo.tg them ouul liave certnin^ ]>eiccived. Neither is 
their countenance unvarying or Ihvomolc to concealment," in 
A greater degree than those of an Euioiiesn, to those who have 
passed much time with, or enjoyed opportunities of observing them at 
their dances, feasts, and metTy'makinga ; ^lien at their labor, on a sick* 
hed, malingering, errand then the}- seemed possessed .of super-human 
vigor—»when on their usual nigiit journey to the object of their love« 
Fatigue on tills latter occasion seems to have no power over them.* It

No perils ran abate, nor impeudlsg 
paaislunenta reatrsin, tkt ardor of hia pa^on. He leaves hit master's haUtatlon, 
and traversing ihe wildmew by iiigbt, diA’i'gardbg its novioua inhabitants, seeks A 
refuge from hfs t trows In the bosom <^luh fslthfal and sfrortionate mistress." What 
Chaiivaiou says of the male sea may be atUI more fitly said of the female. Nnther 
dislanre, nor dark eras, nor threats, nor piudabinenta, oor domestic nor m^sterial 
commands, nor rfwsnl^, eor favum, ran or wUi korp tbrm fiom tim btjtols ot their 
loves. In min or in dr4iu<ht, In li^t or io darkness, permitted oV wnprrmilfed, the 
negrwe, forgetfui of ell things bnt the pasakm ahieh in>>prm and roftHolrs licr, quits 
brr mistiYsa, end retires fbr the night to the abode of the lorrr in whom she has 
reposed her affeciioas, and from wIiMe ardor sbe expects her reward. This is a 
practice so nolonoas in the V est lodkSf that liule or no alleopts are made to restraiu 
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perhaps nor u«e)rsa to tell Mk iAxmnce, that • sick Degi^, with lu« 
ashf colon hih droo]iing erc» listless glut, and rough skin, finely d<«ed 
with grey or A«b colored headleu pimples^ sort of black goose-skin*^ 
]•) nu more like the same individasl in health, with his shining ebon 
fare, his open month, white teeth, jaunting air, and rakirii looki than an 
automaton chess-player U to a liring Riilidor. T fed usored, notwith¬ 
standing Gardiner's deficiency in some o{ the knowledge emotia! in the 
leader of a great rerolution, tbnt had he been properly supported, 
.laroaica could only hare been preserved to the whites by nn incredible 
sacrifice of life, both on their parti tod that of the blacks, if the island, 
after all. could have been eared; and if eared would have been of no 
use, political or commercial, nuless repopolated by an entire new rare 
of men. 

ilut to refute atill further the opinion of Mr. Lawrence, I sliall quote 
from Denham and CIspperton a ^cteU of the people of Ontial Africa, 
who were firat vwted and described by Captain Lyon. Wo had been 
told,'* snvs Major Denham, that the Rhetic s soldiers were a few ragged 
negroes armed with spears, who bred upon the black Caffer countries, 
by whom he was ^urmunded, and which bo was enublcd to subdue bv 
the tniMance of n few itruba who were in bis service; and, again, we 
had been assured that bis forces were not only nummus, but, to o ccr* 
lain extent, well trained. The degree of credit which night be attached 
to these reports war ncaily balanced in the scale of probability; and wc 
advanced towards the town of Hoiika. in a most interesting state of 
uncerluintv whether we rhould find its chief at the head of thoii>uiida, 
or ?jc ro<v'i\ed by him under o tree <>arrouiided by a few naked si ives. 
These doubts, however, were quickly removed. I had ridden a shoH 
distance in front of Boo Kaloom with his Inin of Arabs, all mounted 
end dressed out in their best itpparel. ond, from the thickness of tiie 
trees, foon lo^t right of them, fancy log that the road could not be 
mistaken, f rode still onward^, and on ap|>roaching a spot less 
thickly planted, was not i little surprised to see in frout of me a body 
of several thousand cavalry drawn up in a line, and extending 
right and left as fur as 1 could see; and, diecking iny horse, 

1 awaited the arris nl of my party under the shade of a wide- 
spreading acacia. The Douruou troops remained quite steady, without 
uoi*€ or confltsion, and a few horsemen, who were moving about 
in iront, 'giving directioua. were tlie only persoDS out of tbe ranlm. On 
the Araf>s appearing in sight, a shoot, or jell, was pven by the Sheik’s 
j»eople, which rent the air; a blast was blown from their iuslruments 
of music equally kud, and they movad on to meet Boo Kaloom and his 
Arabs, lltere was an appearance Uct and management in their 
moveraeots whicii nstonhhed roe: three separate liodies, from tbe 
ccDlre and eoch dank, kept chargiog towards ua to within a few feet of 
oar horses* heads, without checking Ae speed of their «wn until

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ibe moment ot their halt» while the whole body moved onwards. Thebe 
pertice were mounted on smell» but very perfect bortee# who 9to|^>ea 
and wheeled from their ntmoAt epecd with great preciaton and expM* 
neas, shaking their apeara over our beads, exclaimiogr * Marca/ Jww/ 
JUa Ni(/UmmcAa,^Uia VMmtffa / Blesaiog! Blcaabg I ttona of your 
country! Sons of your couatry V and returning ^ickly to dte Iro^ of 
the body, in order to repeat the charge. While all tbia was gobg 
on, they cloeed in their right end kit flanLa, and aorrounded the little 
body of Arabs to completely as to give the eompliaiCDt of welcoming 
them very much the appeanmeo of a declaration of their contempt 
of their weakness. 1 am quite sure this waa premeditated; we were all 
8(» r loaely preaacd aa to be nearly smothered, and in some danger from 
the crowding of the horaes and the clashing of the spears. Movii% on 
was impoasiblo; and we therefore came to a full atop. Our chief wus 
much enraged; bat it waa all to no purpoac: ho was only auswered by 
shrieks of welcome, and spears most unpleaaantly rattled over our 
heads expressive of the same feeling. The annoyance, however, woe not 
uf long duration. Barca Gana, the ohctk'a firstgencrid, a aepro of a uohfr 
ttspeefy clothed in a hgored silk robe, and mounted on a beautiful Mauclara 
horse, made bia appearance; and after a little delay, the rear was 
cleared of those who had pressed in upon us, and we moved on, though 
but very slowly, from the frequent irapedimeut thrown in our way 
by these wild equestrians. The Sheik's seyroes, aa they are called, 
meaning the blaok chiefs and ftivorites, all rutsed to that rauk by 
some deed of bravery, were habited iu eoais of mail com|K>sed of iron 
chain, which covered them from the throat to the knees, dividing behind. 
Mid coming on cacb side of the horse. Borne of them had helmets, or 
iHtfaer akuU^rnps, of tbe aaroo metal, with chin pieces, all auffi« 
oicDtly strong to ward off the stroke of a spear* Their horaes* heada 
were also defended by plates of iron, brass, ^ind silver, just leaving aufli- 
cicnl room for the eyes of the aoimal.**—(Pp. C2-b*4.) 

This, of course, is a general deecription of this singular people ; but 
the following is more interesting, as Ixing the of the character of 
one of their distinguished men 

** Barca G<ina, who commanded tbe Bheik'a people^ahout two 
thoui'aDd strong-^was a native of a town called Sankara, in Soudan^ 
and had fallen into the Sheik’s hands about seventeen*years before, 
when only nine yean of age. The Sheik had always been higBly • 
attached to him, and had raised him, with his fortanes, to the rank be 
now held aa raid, or governor of Angola, part of Loggun, and ait the 
towns of Sharg; besides making him kaahella, or commander in cb|rf 
of his troops, tie was a powerful negro, of wcgmmoti brappy^ 
possessing a charm which rendered him invulucrablc to cither bans 
or arrows. He tpos ikes, />oemsed ^ yreel quickness qf sbsmxUiCHi 
and from being so long in the Sheik's confidence, had uc^nirsi his 
manner, which teas gentle and particularly pleasing/^— 104.) 

Soclt waa the character of Btrea Gana, sketched by no hwid» 
and described by one who bad not acquired knowledge of Aa 
human mind from book% or become acquaiuted with tlie ]diysicml 
peculiarities of tbe hanum race by the practice of a metruiiolitait

The 
enUrtainreeut of additional aoldwra cou- 
linoes to be c»rried on, particularly gf 
lull men and liiiidoateneui the Artillc^ 
it couatontly rerriviiig addiluoa nf men, 
boriea, and gsna, and large aupplira of 
arnu, inuassition, and miHUry atoiw, 
are being ci^lacted Indidereat t^recUona. 
It ii vary evident that the Sikh Durbar 
looka to thr poaribiliCy, If sot the proba¬ 
bility, of afgreaaliiD front IlindoMtan, and 


ia preparing for tha atruggle. Were all 
reports to be credited, they would appear 
inctined to anticipate the ncAsure by be¬ 
coming the first asaailants; but thii«, 
though il would prnbably be their wiaeat 
coorar, wr do not put tlia Jcaat Ailth fn. 
Anxious at they must UAturally be, re* 
girding out plana and inovementa, they 
keei> a watchful rye upon our advanccil 
brigadea on the Satled^^*. at Feroxrjiore 
and Loodiana, and wisely maintain even 
larger bodka of troopa on thriv Kiih* of 
Ibc river, to watch aod to counteract any 
Bioveincnts on our part. Any occeasion 
to tbrac troops, or any ch«^ in thtir 
jioeiliun, U looked upon with equal jea¬ 
lousy on this ride, cud not without Nome 
eihlbitioD of uonccesanry anxiety. 

Strong fleld-worka buve bi'cu thrown 
up at Feroarpore, and a fort U now ertvl- 
ing there; tbe fort at Luudiaua hsK been 
repaired, lud ordnance Imvt' been placed 
in poailion at both places. Barracks are 
erecting at Loodiana for nn Kuropcau 
regliocnl, and tlm ISurupcnn Light In¬ 
fantry now there, ns alio Her Majesty *h 
5Jit Foot at Per^izepore, both of wlilch 
were to buve nttrebt^. have dow received 
orciera to stand fast, nt least for the pre- 
neot *, ds alio has thr 2 m 1 Europirm re¬ 
giment at Umbalfa. To thm we may odd, 
that even temporary relief lioa been re¬ 
futed to the European oAicers on the 
frontier, and such us had been grnnteii 
lias been countermanded. 

It ia inip)»OBfd that the two states of 
Lahore and Affghaniotun will couio to 
o|ien hostilitirr, but neither of them are 
in sufdriestly Arm hands to permit the 
plans at conquest so long talked of to 
be carried oat. Sliould the Punjaub 
break up into independent chicftainf hips, 
ii must inevitably seek tbe protertiou of 
ape Urltish Oovernineut, its the only 
refuge frona spoliation and anoreby. 

Tlie most importunt infUtary news re. 
Jalea to tlia refoiaJ of one Moilras and 
Ivo Bengal regimenta to jirccaed to 
Sciude. The Uovarnment will uut Uk«^ 
warning by experience, and leavu that 
tbe atiMineiit of a msreeuary to hn 
colors U ne«*fKsari1y ronnerted with liL 
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IMV. Hia MddrAs mm were vrUtiiig 
couugli to go to Sciii(]e» uodefstandiug 
(bat were to have the (nil barta, 
and only motiaied when they found they 
were to be landed where they would not 
be entiUed to the eiln allovanee. In 
Ifie aame manurj*, the two Bengal rcgi* 
jnenttt made no objection to tho iuaiUu* 
hrity of ihe cUmMc> bnt reqtured tbe 
full batta, without which they wiU not 
maruh. The Govemoient hia placed 
itself in tlte nupleasant dilemma of com* 
plying with demands made by an armed 
force, ill diHobediciice of orders, or of 
*ncoiiragiog« by yielding, a elmlUr spirit 
of iiuulK>rdimUioii throughout the whale 
army. 

CAi.cirtTA.—Tho Oorcroor Oeoeral 
arriied here un tho 2fith of February, 
and hia tint ineaaurK coiiiiated iu the

This was sup* 
posed to lirtve Iteeti iseoed as an iiuSoce* 
ment (o other regimenta to proceed 
cheerfully to Scuidf; but, if sneh, H 
was an ill-digested half*mcasaie, and, tn 
long, Oovernaicat came to tlie determint* 
lion flf doing tbe thing more effectually; 
and accordingly an order was Uioad oii 
the 12t1i of March, nolifyiTig, Ural 
** troops in canton meats iu BdndowiQ 
I'ontinuc to draw the same allowance 
which nre drawn in the field in Hin- 
dostan, and that mUops or their Tolne 
iu money, ia cxeees of pay and full batta, 
ul(( be given to troops ia Sciude under

This ia suihdently Uboral, and will, no 
doubt, obvinte all further difticnltiw iu 
rcrjicct to allowaiiccs; but atUl there is 
bometliiDg not very eaoour^uig in the 
present state of affain, and the Goremur 
General has thou^t it neeeHary to per¬ 
suade Sir Wm.

son of the year, 1 am happy to be able 
to reiesH you from any further at¬ 
tendance ; and 1 corgratolatc you ou 
the close of your Arst sesoiuo. During 
the couTTC of it your aUrnlioTi hfcs neces¬ 
sarily been directed to maMrm which, 
being of an initiatury nature, nill not 
recur In future yean; and niucli of joar 
time boa also, I am aware, been employed 
ill inquiring into the state of the Colony, 
and in endeavoring to devise moaaum 
to relieve the monetary jiroaaurc, wliicfa 
atill unbappily coutinues to ufiert tbe 
* ooznmunHyi. I have, geDtkmcn, not leas 
anxiously than joursOrcs, sought for the 
means by whi^ confidence might be 
restored, and tlie de^redotiou arrested 
which lias so iigttHoi^y aflected. nearly 
every species of proper^; and no one 
has more deeply than myself foil the i- 
calamltiei which bid fallen upon tbe 
Colony. After the most paiiJul coa« 
.liderat&on, ^vevor, I found nyoelf, I 
regret to ftnod to Cbe conclusion (a 
ooudttttob m.Acipoedancc, I believe, with 
that dmwB tiy fte craatar part of ibe 
witncssei oufolMd oy a Committee of 


the CouEKh), that the Colony cannot, by 
any direct kgiaUtivc enactmeut, be re¬ 
lieved from tue depression under which 
Hat present labors; and, that U isonly 
by tbie general teii^iicy of their met* 
sum, that the legislaUve and rxccucive 
authorities can aid individuals in the 
effbrls which are oecosanry for the re¬ 
covery of tbrir affairs. And, however 
great may be the difocaliiesof todividuali*, 
it is consolatory to reflect, tint Uie real 
sources of weahh auJ prosperity remain 
iioimpaired iu the Colony. Our great 
ttlaplc commodity still cominands a re- 
miwerating prloe; and so long as it 
continues to do so, iudnstry and fru. 
gality will not, undi^r the protection of 
wise Ihwi, and ti;c blcw»iiig cf Providence, 
fail of dieir reward.

In rendering a report oi the progrcaa of our Establt.xhment during the past 
half-year, we ^ali avail otinwlvea ^ the opportunity of ocplaining more fully 
than on previous occasions, the details of the studies pursued by tnxr Pupils. 

Our ftrst duty has beeu^ aud ever will b**, to lay a sound and Holid foundation 
of religious and moral principle, aa the basis of all knowledge which is to be 
useful and honourable to itspowtsor; and we have much pleasure in pointing 
to the uniformly good and meritorious conduct of our Pupils as a proof that our 
caro and anxiety nave not been bestowed in vain. 

1'ho week is invariably commenced by the explaoatlon to our Pupils of some 
of the doctrines or evidences of Clirisuaidty; and their various literary and 
scientific studies are eonsUnily directed to tnc illustration of Natural hdu Ke- 
vealed Religion, together wiin the precepts and duties of moral and social 
obligati on. 

As tlie basis of a sound English education, reading, tba writing of exercises, 
and, in particular, diligent and careful parsing, have proved the daUv duties oi 
' the 8ch(K)t. Penmanuliip, as an essentUl part of a useful education, nos in like 
manner received due attention; and the accomplishment of writing a clear, 
diatinct, and current coiniDcrcial hand, has been sedulottsly and carelully cul¬ 
tivated. In the study of Arithmetic otir object has been to impress on our more 
youthful Students, by constant exe^cisel^ the principles of the four first rules; 
while Sclioiais of more ndvancetl age and at^ninents have been xealously 
Liught the application of tliese ndes to every purnose of commen ial, practical, 
and mathematical utility. History ond Goograf^y form ■ jivrtiou of our daily 
tasks, and receive from us that care, which studios so important in their appU- 
cailon must always necessarily demand. Themes and essays ou literary and 
scientific subjects form alike <iur exercises ui English einni>osiUon, and in ohjocts 
of literary and philosophic interest; ond several of our more udvnnced Ihipils 
have aspired to become EecUircrs tliemsclvcs, and have iostrucUd the juniors, 
ill those studies, in which they have themselves made a proficiency. 

lliu classic languages have been sedulously tanglit on the best and most ap¬ 
proved principles, by re-ident professon. Coneciring on the one hand, that 
the metnod formerly inirsued of dchnrriug tlie use of translations altogether, 
renders the task of the youtliful Student too difiicull and disheartening; and, 
on the other hand, feeling convinced that llie miliniitcd use of these aids is 
likely t(»atiord an oncourageineiit to idleness; we adopt the medium course of 
iiermittiiig alternately, the use of free translations, with a view to lighten the 
labour and facilitate the progress of our Pupils; a method which, we are liappy 
to sUitc, has been attended wiili the most advantageous results. In the inonem 
languages, we are much indebted to tlie aid of native professors; io particular, 
we feel that our acknowledgments are due to our esteemed friend Mona. J. 
Boroookow, Bacbelier 6s Lettrea of the University of Paris, who has Sonstantly 
resided in the house, and given instruction in the French language; as well to 
Herr Von Zweni., of the Univerrity of Gottingen, who lias lent the like assist- 
once in the German language and literature. 

In Mathematical d^artment, in which we beg to acknowledge the 
valuable aid of Mr. T. M. Ckbcan. we flatter ourselves we have beenTugldy 

successful in imparting to the Pupils asonfld knowledge of analytical reasomng, 

as applied to the study of Geometry; the most eifecPial, und indeed the only 
method by which a complete knowledge of that essential science cun be attained. 
The utility of this method in preference to tliat usually adopted, was fully 
testified by the intimate acquaintance with this subject which the Students dis¬ 
played at our late half^eany examination. 

In teaching ** 7'Ae Olobet/' we have adopted the plan of matbematically 
invfttigatingjhe principles upon which the solution of each problem depends y 
because the Pupils, by thus acquiring a proper conception of the subject, are

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enabled to perform the most dlfBcoU problms with pleaiure and eati^facdon, 
fmd to ex]>JHin with judgment and prcciftitm the cause and nature of the 
opcriitionH. 

Tlie Students of Land Surveying, after being well grounded in the theory, 
have the advantage of occasional fleld*practice," with suitAble instruments 
provided for tliat purpose, as chains, theodolites, circumferentors, <iuadrants. 
a;c. ; and being attended by compotent ProfesM>ra, every facility is aflorded 
them of acquiring this very useful art, which is of such paramonnt importance 
to the Agriculturist. 

'J'hc study and practice of Elocution have been couiided to ilie able tuition of 
F. Uowtoi<, KsQm l^te Editor of the City of London Magasine, &c. kc» This 
important but neglected study baa been made a prominent feature in our half- 
year's com^. We feel that we can point to the result with great and sincere 
satisfaction; and we caunot better testify the tutcesa achieved in this branch 
of Instruction, than referring to the oratorioai display at our late examina¬ 
tion. It is our intention to pursue this study with increased energy, confident 
tint in BO doing, we are using one of the best means we can cinoloy to develope 
and direct tlio nicntol pow'ers of our Pupils, end to ht them tot taking tbetr 
places In society with credit and honour. During the next half-year, wt shall 
endeavour to lead them into the higher branches of the art-^to carry them from 
mm recitation, into the practice of uttering their own sentiments with clear¬ 
ness, precision, and foKe; and wc have no doubt, that by adopting this course, 
wo siiuil soon enable them to speak (keir cwh words with the same power and 
edset wikjch thev now display in the delivery of the words of othets. 

The studies of Mineralc^y and Geolo^, ftc., have been under the guidance 
of O. F. HiCKaaosox, Es^., F.O.S., of the British Museum, author of Geology 
ibr Beginneni, &o. impo^nce of these studies is too generally known 
and acknowledged at tiie present day, to require any lengthened recommenda¬ 
tions, and the interest Mt by Pupils, and the progreta achieved even by 
several of tho youngest among them, sufticiently evince its attractions to the 
youth fid mind, which li ever alive to the beauties and sublimity of creation, 
and the perfections of the Creator; and while the theoretical interest of this 
attractive study has formed the theme ot ciuistani iniCruction, its practical re¬ 
lations have not been omitted, and our Pupils have been duly impressed with 
the application of this science to agriculture, mining, engineering, and many 
of the lUoHt iiiinortaiit wunls and utilities of Ufc. 

In further illustration of the plan which vc have fonnod, and the zeal with 
which wc have endeavoured to carry it into cflcct, we aubjoin the fullowing list

»The increasing importance of Chemistry to all branches of the community, 
but particularly to the A^eultitHsL baa Men met by us with increased meant 
for the acquirement of this most vaioable science. Tht Chemical Pupils have 
had daily access to the Laboratniy, which is well fttted for the trial of practical 
oxpsrimenta. And as it is only bv constant manipulation and trial or experi¬ 
ments that a proper knowledge of Chemistry can be obtained, we have directed 
our Pupils to the acquisiUon of such attainments in the scienco ^ apart fVocn 
this method, cannot be acquired by the moet extensive reading. Wo nave par¬ 
ticularly enforced the attention of those who are destined for ApicuUural 
pursuits, to the nature of soils, the growth and nutrition of plante, the proper- 
uet of natural and artificial chomieu manures, and every other point of interest 
to the farmer. 

In the Chemical department of our establishment, we beg to acVnowledge 
the valuable aid of Mr. Gcass, some time Experimental Chamist to David 
Low. Esq. E.K.8.K., Professor of Agriculture in the University of Edinburgh;

I N tite Prospectus which die North American Land Agency has 
alreailf publiahctl,» copy whereof appcarfd in the last r.nmber of the ** ColonUl 
Manila kite, ita views, it is hoped, hare h^xt sufEetcntlj explained as reRarda the pro- 
motion of fimiRration to Lands and Extatea, purchaaed through ita interrention in 
Canada, 

The Agents condden^ly submit, however, th.’i the same tiewk more fully developed* 
msy be nude essonUslly useful, not only to the unemployed olassea in thla country, 
but also t<i thoHc who are possessed of some capital, though insuflieient in ankount to 
aeeure, of itaelf, thair permanent welfare and proaperity. 

It win be admitted that Emigration has heretofore been conducted on a system 
produetlve, in the aggregate, of much iudividusl hardship and diitross, and eipwiall.v 
to the eraigrant of the poorer class: for, on arriving at his port of debarkation) be lias 
found himselA generally apeaking, with little or uo money, and no fiends to asaist him 
in procuring work, or even to point out in what part of the province ha would be moat 
likely to obtaiu it: while he wno poaseaaed some little capital haa met with similar 
difficulties, in maxing choice of a location. Canada, though, all things coosldarcd, 
perhaps the most important of our colonies, is virtually a irrra ittco^Uu, ainiply 
U(jcause there is no one willing, if able, to adbrd the requisite information to those who 
seek it, and it is this deficiency which His the aim and object of the Agents cffbctually 
to remedy. 

There are hundreda in Great Britain anxious to emigrate, hut wlio, ihom want of 
sufficient means, arc deterred from, or unable to do so. To such the Agents can ofTer 
facilities heretofore unthought of, and unattainable: for example: — A man having no 
more Uian i^lOO, would not better bis situation bg emigrating to Canada aa an agri¬ 
culturist, for the pnrchaao of bis land, and the unavoidable preliminary expenditure 
tlicrcon, the expatae of conveyance thitber, and hie^uppor^ however frugal, until his 
first crops were gathered iu, would absorb more than hu entire capital, even under the 
most favourable circumstances.

He must search for his Land In a country, to Hie localitios of wliich, its soil and 
seasuns, he ix a perfect stranger; and wlien selected, however judiciously, he must live 
tkjiDU hU own rexoiircca until the ensuiog harvest He must erect hfaoyn log houar*, 
clear and fence hia laud, waiting valuable time, and spending much of hia idready too * 
scanty capital unprofitahly, from inexperience in the work ho has undertaken. 

The former, on Undine at hia destined port, applies for work, which If unattainable 
on the spot, he must seek for elsewhere, or atarvr. Jf without fimdb, he Is provided, by 
the Emigration Agent appointed by Government, with a free passage in a sleam-bost 
to wherever he choou^ to go, and then every resooroe but his own labour cewes. It 
may not be irrelevAiit to mentimi, that the iponey thus expended in Canada in ]84>2, 
WAS ^IS,161; and in 1843, nearly XdOOO: Emigration in the Utter year having follei 
0^51 per cent, as compared with the former, a plain proof of the ginerally helpless 
eonditSm of our emigraling brethren, and that the dbircas ailudctl to la far from being 
exajOterated.

in a as the numbers in a &mi I/increase. 

It has been remarked, that with ao small a sum at command as £100, thea^ioulturist 
would not better hia condition !>/ emigrating; and it is presumed that the reanona 
given sre a sufficient eridence of the fscL Ghe plan now submitted goes, however, to 
prove, that even this small stock of raone/ can be made not only ample for all uMdul 
purposes, but will leave a fund to meet coutiogMclea. 

The statement marked B shows in like manner the eapiUl required to entitle 
the Emigrant to 60 acres of Lantl in Freehold, ami this scale is Inteuded to apply to 
those who depend upon the aasiataace of others, partially or wholly, to enable them to 
emigrate. 

Go this table tlic Agents bespeak theespeeial atUnUoD of tliosc who support £niU 
gration from benevolent views. Looking at the brightest side of the picture, it Mat hi^H, 
to the poor man, merely a traoiition from labour in one eountry, to labour in another, 
with the prospect, if suceesslul, of saving to the course of years, sufficient to procure 
tboio advantages which are here offered him on setting foot in Canada. Not only will 
he be exempt from the prospect of wont, provided of eouise ho be prudent and Indus* 
trio us, hut be will be spared those bardshipa and privations heretofore inseparahU from 
the change of home snd eounfr/; and secure to himself a state of comfort and inde* 
pcnrfetiee beyond siy^ cxpeecaiions he could ever have ventured to Indulge in. 

The public may ridrly require some guanntee beyond the mere character of the 
Agents, that they have the power as wolf as the inelmatlon, faithfully to carry out that 
which they undertake to perform. 

Such a guarantee they are prepared to offer, and in a form which they trust will be 
approved of. They propose

portions of the area of the islond. 

Of the three counties into which Cape-Breton is divided, Sydney, 
Arichnt, snd Port Hood, arc the shire towns. Sydney, built upon the 
west front of a narrow peninsub, formed by the arms of the river Darl- 
mouth, about two miles above iu junction with Sjmnish Bay, m\H laid 
out for tlie metropolis of the island soon after the American revolu¬ 
tionary war. Viewed from the water, the tout ememhlHot the front 
street of the vilbgc is dark and dingy, straggling and irregular; the 
houses, nearly without exception, old rfini de&4iiute of paint, impress 
tho beholder with an idea of prevailing poverty and ruin. 1'iie plan of 
the village is regular, the streets intersecting each other at right angles. 
Approached by the IwOuisburg from the south, it has a very pre¬ 
possessing aspect, appearing ranch lorgcr than, in reality, it is. Few 
places can oiler more agreeable walks, or more beautiful scenery, tliau 
those iu tho vicinity ot*Sydney. 

Beside A small valley and a pretty little rivulet, directly beneath 
(he eye of the traveller, os ho emerges from the forest, stands the 
m.nnMon of tlie late venerable Chief Justice Dodd—a name asBOciuted 
in the grateful recollections of many, with uncompromising, stem 
protessioaul integrity, in public, coupled with n never-failing fund of 
good humor and |>len$antiy jo sorbl life. Oil end again have we paused 
upon the brow of the acclivity which overhangs this quiet romantic 
spot, and womlcre^l how much Nature had done to make it beautiful, 
ait how little. Nor must we pass fay Colby **—the property of 
Samuel Ri^hy, Esq.—the hfitu ideal of a neat, comfortable country 
scot, and pret^ withal, in spite of the deformities which Nature, 
in some sullen mood, stamps ppon the more prominent fe.atures 
of the humodiate landscape. CHi uie west side of the Dartmouth 
is ^^Trebatbn,*^ owned by Edward Suilierland, Ksq.—a gentleman 
well known iu the colonies as a scientific agriculturist. He farms his 
own land, and has done much to prove practicdly what we have 
•already asserted—that the agricultural resources of the island, under 
good tillage, ate not to be despised. Permitting the he to range 
mnee, towards the north, the vieta is closed in by York fteldS| a part 
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of the wide d^nain of Survejor*Oenfnl Crawlejr. ‘ OiOlO tO* «M)| 
pettring fVoin mans the trees, the owner's retreat, juit soeb Mi one m a 
philosopher might mose, wherein to eke out a green oU agn» Mi 
apart myca the din of polities and the noise of folly, until be H|Hl 
asleep/* As one travels westwAid al<mff the St. Peter's road, ho fiMs 
the nver, for several miles above the village, Ihoged, on either ride, 
witli welUcultivated farms, and much eveiy way to gntify a taate for rurri 
beauties. 

Sydney, in the multitude of vast coneeptions entertaioed by its 
founder, was to be the Louisburg of the English : how little fass the 
result answered the msgoificence of the deii^i. Here, after the l^se 
of three-fourths of a century, dating from the erection of the flrit 
ediflce on the peninsula, inat^ of^ffreat city we have but a compact 
village of less than one hundred houses, inhabited by something short 
of one thousand souls. 

The public buildings are^^n Episcopalinu Church, its neat spire 
forming a striking object on either acceu to the village; a Boman 
Catholic Chapel, of unpolished stone; a Wesleyan Chapel; and a 
Baptist Meeting House, in the course of erection; a Heat Market, 
anti County Court House and Gao! (under one roof)* By the way, we 
had all but forgot ton the Academy—which, after the expenditure of 
£600f remains the tin finished, classic abode of a multitude of mti, 
assembled from all the count^ round, ^nd serving but to point the 
moral, homely though it be. cut your ooat according to your cloth/* 
During Governor Aiffiier ^ministration a square on the town plot 
Mas alienated by the Crown for the purposes of education ; tlie trustees 
named in the giant being the Commanaant of the Garrison for the time 
lieing, the Paush Clerk, and the Rector, saving and excepting the 
Rev. Ilibberi Binney !" Tlte whole document is a curiosity in its way, 
and furnishes a specimen of that imbecile ^stem of petty aanovanee, 
to which Colonial rulers, in the **good oltTtimes/* never scrupled to 
resort, when the object of their hatred chanced to be plac^ beyond tlie 
range of the penalties 8U8peii"ion fiom office—inraiceratioo. 

A butor>' of the social and political slate of Cape-Bretoii, during the 
fifty vears that she formed on inde|>endent Government, would fumisli 
a chapter too melauchoiy in ita details to be amusing, and could serve 
to convey to the mind but a miserable picture of despicable fiiction, 
unblushing rascality, or low intrigue. The chapter may yej be written;, 
suffice it here to add, that, if a despotic Government, eutilled upon a 
people, be a emse, thea was the withdrawal from Cape-Breton of a local 
administration, under rhe system that existed from the days of Das- 
baires to the depot ture of Amalie, a positive blessing. The annexation 
of the Island to Novci Scotia, however, waa not the mode m wfaidi a 
change should have been effected/ The voice of the P^pl« cried aloud 
for a constitutional remedy for their grievances. Tbe^ demMided w 
Lt)cal Leyh*afurc, and the direct responsibility of public servants 
in other words, they asked for tlie power of self-got'emment, m matters 
conceminft themselves; but my lord who then reigned at the ColonisU 
office, woi^ not hearkeo, and the haled Union waa per&ctod.

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After piiseing the VovtAge winch connccii ibe East Bay ofiha Braa <VOr 
with the head of the Dartmouth—along the. enUrc Ima of road lading 
theace to Shiu Ilaibcr, in theStraiU of Canaeau—Che* scenery it tame 
and rude. The two moat striking j^turea of the country are. the 
extremely limited population, ae compnred with the extent o^ availtible 
flur&ee,^nd the inai^iAcant portion of land aubjected to cultivation, 
llie log-cttbina or ahanteea or the aettlera look to 1>a juat what they 
ore—the alxides of abject misery and squalid wretchedness. Natiuv, 
in most ptoct^s, has b^towed upon the country round their dwellings 
abundant materials of comfort and ot* plenty; und yet, as a whole, they 
nro misembly poor, and naked, and destitute. We are not speaking alone 
of the settler in the drat two or three years immediately sulmquent to his 
immigration, hut of those who, having lamled on our shores m the hey¬ 
day of youth, have grown grey upon the soil. The iounigranU to Ca{>e- 
Breton have so for been, with comparatively few exceptions, oC the 
poorest class. Hsgs barely sufficient to cover their nakedness, and s 
haiulful of meal in a barrel—the sum total of each one's worldly posses¬ 
sions. Oft and nptu tmve we watched the debarkation of a hoitle 
of these poor watiuerers—strangers in a strange land—and as oft Itave 
we wondered at their meny Dices, as they ohuteml upon the cold quay, 
to talk over, once more, tlie events of the voyage, ere tli^ departed, 
each one his way, to seek a home in the wilderness. That miseiy 
should cling to them, for a tiihc, even in a land that courts the accept¬ 
ance of plenty, is a vcatonehle anticipation; but that yea? after year 
should roll by and find them still poor, is a factitftioh can only be laid 
at the door of their own idle and listless habits: ** sufficient for the day" 
is at the bottom of tho evil. Land is nbundaiit; two consecutive crops, 
from the same in closure, are altogether luinecessaiy, unless die settler 
will it so. There U no daugcr of his running out his farm by over¬ 
cropping ; he huH only to slride from one part of .he ‘‘ hvfi?t " to another, 
select A new locality for liil fields, lay sturdily about him witli hia ax<», 
burn the brushwood, plant—sow. In dry seasons tbia process is in¬ 
variably followeil by abuudant crops. Tlius, hard lalvor ojjpfM, 

Jurivff a Tcry Hmitedportion of hif time, will suffice, in Cape- 
Breton, to procure iiotatoes and oats in abundance. Content with this 
sufficiency of what, to him, are the ooXy necefftories of life, no sooner 
has the seventy of winter set in, than tbe settler betakes himself to 
hia chimney-side or his bundle of strew, and either sleeps or smokes 
his time a^&y. 

A somewhat dilfcrenl state of things is observable on the older farms 
which skirt tho whole compass of Spanish Bay, Baddeck, Middle Rii-er, 
and ffie month of the Margaree. Thm lime Mid compost are coming 
into more general use; the estahlisbment A agricultiira} societies pro- 
roises to be followed by greats attention to the breeding and rcMinir 
otitoek, 

The bane of our rural population is tbe still too prevalent taste for 
rum. The miseries [of intemperetice, its loaUisomeness, ghratliness, 
and pains, yet iVequently stare us in the fiice as we ramUe ti>e countiy 
over; but, to the everlasting honor of die priesthood of tfe CaffioJic 
Church, be it said, that they have placed tbecnselvei between tbe living 
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and the dead, mid done mrn^ito stay tbepbipie. CbiiMkfti^il^the 
mgbty power ^ore which intcmi^rauce is to fiill ^ 6id>fhBypll<rifed 
it aasaila and withatanda Ihia vico, dy appealiua, af nothing tm da^ 
the bopca and fears of maci-^pm£ng over Oita Ufh a brigbtitoMfl^ 
rowed from the life to come^-awakenW new affectiona-^and Un^nw 
man by new ik*$ to God and hii race. Tell ua not of the miles w^h 
H mimateriiiff servant travels by laud Or by sea, to preach up oiif 
church, and make one proselyto; but show us that man whose best 
energies, and time, and Uleais, arc dedicated to the great work of re¬ 
deeming one soul from the deafri of intempersnee and of tin~and we 
will show you ** an Israelite indeed/’ 

The STAPLK of the north and eastern sections of the island is the 
niinff vilL^e/' which has spruog up so rapidly iu the neighborhood 
of (he inippmg*placc of the mines, and is now known as Noitii Ajdney. 
Here is the pnnripol esUblishment of the Messrs. Archibidda—a firm 
second to uonc in Cape-Breton for respoctability and for enierprUe; 
hence, too, is carried on two*Uiirda of the Foreign and Colouial trade 
of the port of Sydney. The libmlity, moreover, with which tlie Muiing 
Association have conducted their operations, and the facilities which 
they liave extended to all engaged in the eB|)ortotion of coal, have gone 
IXr to back the extended efforts of itidividuiu speculation, and to foster 
all the growing energy of this promisitig little town. 

The seal AAery, so loug confined id Cheticomp and Margaree— 
wliose huidy sous adventured upon its j^ls in a tew craay cock •boats 
—IS Wgjiniifjg at IkM to^anract attention in other ijuarters. Several 
vessels from North Sydney, and one from Bridgeport, fitted out by the 
Messrs. Gibbons, arc oven uow braving the still wiuliy skies and frozen 
I'ogioiib of the north.

The seal fishery, if judiciously fostered by the I^egislature, is capable of 
being extended from the p<wts of this iabud, beyond the most sanguin 
aiiticiiwtions of iii wannest advocates and fnenos. 

The discovery of North America, and the commencement of the cod 
hshery on its coast, were uearly cgutemporaneous. As eariy as the 
year numbers of French, Spanish, and Portuguese eliips fre 

quesit^ the banks of Newfoundland. 'Die liugUsb, altxyidy engage r 
in the fisheries along tlic shores of Itvlaud, had not as yet tasAe a push* 
into those more distant western seas, bi the early part of the 17th 
century, England began to estimate the exliausUeis fuhories of Ntwth 
AmeriiM at their real value, as matter for grout niUonal considerauan; 
and thiia, during the successive reigns of Edward IV., Elizabeth, 
James, and WiUim and Mary , various AcU of filament were passed, 
and Kwiilatious mode (or their encouragement and protection. Bui, 
notwitSitaading toe increased value of the fisheries thus (bsteicd Wth^ 
parent state, and carried on by the colonists of New Engbnd and Kew- 
fouudlandA both, together, were in niagoitude less than tliose (bllowed 
by the Fr^h btfoce too conquest of Gepo^Breion. Frduicc, by these 
fisheries iucreased her oavy to an esteut that rsudared it ibraai- 
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dtibl« U> all Eumpe. IVodi tbe jouma] of Sir WUIiam Pepperellf who 
coaiin»n<i^ the Now England troops at the capture of L^uisburgt hi 
2740, it Appears that the value of cue year's fishery in the iforih 
AxAeriecn seu, which depended on France possessing Cape-Breton, was 
£}j}00fi)00 sterling/* Compared with this» the most promising 
phases which tlie fisheries of the island have assumed, at any time 
since its colonisation by Enalaod, are but melancholy and deplorable. 
At the present moment they lave reached the very lowest point of de« 
presiion* Can nothing be done to breathe'into them new life and 
vigor? Are croakers ever to be listened to, and their lasy, self- 
seeking, self-indulging policy to be adopted ? We trust not, A 
scheme for forming a Joint-Stock Company to cann on the cod and 
seal-fisheries from Louisburg, will shor^ be brought under the con¬ 
sideration of our mercantile men, by N. Martin, ISsq., i gentleman 
iuthnately conversaut with the trw of the island ; and we entertain uo 
doubt of its practicability. 

A brief oudine of the earlier history of the island will not be unac¬ 
ceptable. John Cabet, of Bristol, in Eoglaiid, was the original 
discoverer. Adventurers from Bretagne, in France, in menioiy of 
hctfi€f gave it a name. Alter the peace of Ctreebt, the French, 
anxious to possess a post that would give them the command of the 
St. lUwreiice, and serve as a key to Canada, fixed upon Cape-Breton, 
and built and fortified the city of l^uisburg, so called in honor of their 
king. Thirty millions of li^Tea are said to have been expe(^ded in the 
undertaking; but immense as was the ouU(^,''ibe Aiheries of the vicini^ 
speedily repaid both principal and interest: 1,600,000 quintals of cod¬ 
fish, and 3,000,000 quintals of scale-fish, were annually exported from 
the quays of the city in 600 square-rigged vessels of various lAuden. 
But the appearance of the French upon grounds** which the fisher¬ 
men of the colonies had so long fr^nieum, and bad begun to look 
upon as exclusively their own by uncnalleuged right, became a matter 
at once of annoyance and of jealousy, and the destruction of l^uisbuig» 
and the expulsion of the inhabitanti, was resolved upon. The inha¬ 
bitants of tlie southern portion of British America, awed by the 
magnitude of the undertsking, refused to lend their aid; and it re¬ 
mained for its projectora to cany out the enterprise to a successful 
issue by the sums of their own people. Fortune favored the brave, 
and Louisbiirg fell. Mammon md waticism animated the invaders: 
Whitfield ttkde a recruiting-house of the very sanctuary, aud one of 
his followers joined the troops, as chaplain, armed with an axe, where¬ 
with to hew down the images in ttie churches of the feUeu city. 
a fbrtreu darned to be all but impregnable, should have feUeu 1^ the 
arms of raw, undisdnlizied, Coloniidtroojpe, is indeed almost inmwihle;

The British acquiesced iu the aUpulaiion contended for by their oeaten 
but wiljr enemy, and the rasing of the walla and destructioii of Louis< 
burg was completed. The destroyer passed over the doomed city, and 
slie becante a desolation.

And now, where once stood the proud cathedral, the theatre, and the 
noble muniiona of a retired people; where busy thousandi cougre* 
gated for all the multifarioua piirpoiee of commercial enterprise, or 
Dsndod themselves in pious zeal for the future salvation of the Pagan 
children of the soil, the solitary Haher’s hut, half bedded amongst 
moM-grown ruins, alone marks the s|K)t; and the very existence of 
the once far-famed city ofLouisburg, has become matter of history. 

Twenty years elapse, and yet Britain made no movement towards 
the colonisation of the island, 'fbe MiciAc hunted through his native 
forest, undiaturbed^the approach or voioe of the white man; and the 
few wlio had forsak^'lheii^tirange ^ods and joined thcmselvea to the 
senitered followers of the Cross, revisited, now and again, the site of 
their falleir temple, and imprecated a curse upon the heretic” who 
hud driven away their friends. 

The subjoin^ tables will serve to convey a very distinct, thoQgh not 
a very flattering view of the present state of the comoierce of Cape* 
Bi-eton. The most redeeming feature we takt to be the fact that a very 
large proportion of the coal ^pped during the {>ast year was exported 
to JMtisk Colonial I^oris: a hwtfay feature in the iriide, unci promiaiug 
of vigor Aud endui^nce. Compared with the enormous cost to the 
province at which the estabUshment is maintained, the aniotxnt of 
duties collected at the customs (£850) ‘ik positively ridtculous. Let 
us see, We have, first, a collector at £437 10s. currency; a landing 
waiter and searcher, combining also some of the duties i^cmeriy at¬ 
taching to the ofike of comptroller, at £31? lOs. currency a tide 
surveyor, at £ 125 currency; all stationed ^ the Port of Sydney, making 
a total of £875; to which having added the salary of a sub*cwecfot at 
Ariebat, £250 currency, and the prospective allowance to a sub 
coUecim* at Port Hood, of £125, the eastoms department of the islsnd 
will stand at one thousand ireo httudrett and It may 

be that the rmmber of officers u not too great to fora m effiemt 
body; but we put it to any man conversant with'Ae trade of tW 
island whethar a bette disposition of the force might not be eflfected.' 
At tiui the w^le rsngo of coast, from Oranlwry Head, at the 

moudi of^niih Bay, to Port Nova, is open to the inr<^ of 
smugglers^ gative and rortign; produce to an entmaotu amount is 
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ported frMEt the vatiotu bays and harbors, aud goods imported without 
•Wreillance, note or comment. Is it wonderful, then, that the amount 
of customs duties is so dUproportionateiy small? In any &tare snange* 
meot tfbhsequent upon the union of the ciutonu and excise, the matter 
win ^ oourse be looked to.

Oy all the productiooB of the BrilUh Colonuil empire there cAo^pt. 
perhaps» be round any presenting so much intercBtitig matter'for cm* 
mioatioD and comment as the manufacture ct sugar. Indeed the material 
which caa be brought to bear ou aa investigation of thta sul^ect are so 
vast and varied, and, at this particular moment in the history of our 
euffar^growing colonics in the West Indies, exercise such an iuirndpse 
influence on the political and moral character of their tohahiUota, aa to 
require a most attentive and searching review.* 

Perhaps, never since the first settlenient of our Canadian colonies, 
was there p time more fraught with per^ to the interests of tlie pro* 
prictary than the mmiJent. ’Us true the abolition of the detestable 

slave t^e, and the more recent eDfranebisement of the negro popula¬ 
tion, were measures that, each in its day, aroused the fears of the 
planters; but superficial, iudoed, must have been the observer not to 
have predicted remedies at hand for these fancied diecM^ers. lu the 
oac cascT in a more careful attention to the physical wants of tbe slaves 
in his possession; and in tbe other, by flrstly calling in the aid of such 
mechanical contrivances and appliances as would render labor less 
required; and, secondly, in an immigration to supply any lose occasioned 
by the exMcted declension * of agricuhurml pursuits by the emancipated 
classes, mt the difficulty against which the planter ie now called upon 
to provide is of a difierent nature; and although it carries with it so 
much apparent peril—indeed, utter ruinate faw interests, instead of an 
active and ener«tic exertion, you may now behold him aware of and

The daogetous measure to which 1 have above alluded* the reader will 
have anticipated* is the certain and speedy reduction of the present 
protecting duty on foreign sugar. Its certainty no one doubts; and as 
to the time when it will be law. 1 very much fear that the next seMion 
uf Paiiiament will be the ultimate extent of its duration; and the present 
uiticle is written with an intention of speculating, first, on the most 
practical 'means of meeting the emergency, and then* whether the 
present positiou of West India aAirs be but the commencement of 
irresiiitible ruin, or is but a warning to rouse those interested from that 
culpable lethargy in which they Iiave so long indolged. to devise some 
such vigorous and timely measures as may yet dissipate the threatening 
cloud of udversity. and restore that opulence and plenty for which the 
AntUles were formerly notorious. 

Were the question sttnply to be viewed as one in which an effort whs 
to be made to secure that vast capital irretrievably embarked in the 
production of sugar, there would be quite aufficieut reasou not only for 
the jiroprietor whose interest is at stake in the enterprise, but also for 
the Government by whose encouragement be was originally induced to 
the undertaking, to make every effort to extricate the producer from the 
disasters which the question of the redaction of the foreign duty teems 
daily to gather around him. But when, with this course of action* the 
ultimate success of the noblest measure of the century (the CTpandpation 
from the thraldom of slavery of so mou^vf (uw^i^ow-meu) in our 
culouics, and the eventual freedom of those over whom we can exercise 
no control by legislative enactments—together with the moralisetion* 
civilisation, aud education of the «\fricaD race* all over the world* stands 
liiiked^not only the planter and the Government, but the benevolent 
philanthro[Hst should also join in the teak of devising some relief for the 
threatened agriculturalist. « 

Tliat the true philatithropist has been and is still op and doing to 
prevent the impendiug danger* I admit* and well and truly does he earn 
his title by so doing; as the merest tyro in West India affairs must be 
uware* that if the quest ion under consideration be not handled with a 
ruoster-grasp, the result must be the immediate abandonment of an 
unproductive investment* and thereby the total Iom of the immense 
capital now invested in the sugar colonies. This would be but the 
forerunner'Ot tl)at chaos wluch. in ovorthrowi^ the plantm* must also 
overwhelm the laborer in our own colonies—whUq. by making the 
slave production more profitable* it will rivet more dosely and for ever 
the chain of the unfortunate victims of foreign inhumanity* and thus 
scatter to the winds, not only tbe suba^ce of the British planter, but. 
with his meaus.that generous and cosJy effort made by tbe philimthropy 
of the mother country. Nor doe* it hm hdwve tbe Government thut 
the phUaDtitropist be serionsly convinced before they make any ek%bgt 
too sweepingly affecting West IpdiSt property; fotr at the best* letting 
slave sugar into the Bntisb nuirket upon too eeiy terms niay not have 
such an effect on the reoerprts ci tbe uebeqoer as sordid m^vea may 
anticipate i and badly* iode^ would.it soond to the worlds tt/kt e moral 
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and Christku GoTtnimcQt in Eaglaod sacri&sed the mCorEata of tbsir 
aubjecti and hutnaoitf, in order to gratify the demoib-ltke' prop^i^l^ 
of aEagainary foreigoerfi ood this* fgraooth, to brtng the 
into a more wholeaome atste. Thoa, theo. I repeat, It behoeeo tw| 
Govemiuent at welt aa the phUaothropiat to Tvei^ weD vthA 
fere&ce they make with West lodta affaire; and tf taey are doteri^eB 
to aacriffce the intereata of the pJantera in the ahape of protectiob, to be 
also prepared with auch remedial meaeorea aa will atoUt the proprietor 
in retrieving the loaa he muat, in the first inatance, by any reduction^; 
certainly aoataiD. 

The third and largaat party interested in this matter ii the planter 
htnuelf; and although the philanthropiat may do much in hifincncing 
public opinion, and the Government achieve more by legialntive enact* 
ment in hU favor and protection, on him alone^on hia energeths 
movement, akill, and exertion, does the salvation of hia own Intereito' 
depend i and the purport of theae cbaervationa, aa before premiaed, )$, 
to speculate on the course of conduct which ahould be his n^el, whatv 
ever may'be the state and prospect of aftirs. 

Immigration would, indeed, if speedily applied to some of oor new 
colonies, such as fruitful Guiana, luxorious Trioidad, or beautiful 
Grenada, do much towards reducing the high wages now paid the 
laboring classes in those plaoee. Machinery, without doubt, can be 
largely introduced into all the colonies with advantage, and enable us to 
do our worlu(wherwr it can be applied) a^a rate mt\i which foreigner! 
can never compete .^^et iMs in a complete reorganisation of the moral 
and political economy, together with a more enlightened and systematic 
coarse of agriculture alone, that the proprietor can ever expect to find 
a panacea for those evils which the equalisation of the sugar duties 
present; and I now proceed to inquire into some of the principal 
objections against the present West India eystem, in so ferae the moral, 
political, and agricultural question is concefhed, My remarks must 
necessarily be of a general nature, and, consequently, readers in any 
particular colony must not take exception to my arguments simply 
because they ap^y not to their especial locality. 

In dispoflog of the subject under review, 1 have determined to place 
the moral division in the first rank, being thoroughly convinced that 
to talk of, or write od, the improvement of the practical operations of a 
sugar estate before an improtensent has taken place in the^sodal con* 
ditiou, both cf employers and employed, would be idle; iMditg certain 
that, although all the failures oi sugar cultivation may not arise fitom 
badly constructed laws and custome, yet to these causes, rather than to 
want of skiU, no man conversant with the quertlrm will foil to attribote 
them. To the (Bond division the subject too much importanea 
cannot, therefore, bo assigned. In^ ia found the major part ^ the; 
iiiteobiefo which spring into tores in the pra^ical fieid« It is here that' 
the unhappy prejudice of the white msn agafoat thb colored dltai^ 
makes its appwance. It it here that we first se< tbia ipptrently in^l 
leaven of dtpewd-which, in its maturity, awalle the 4rbo)e Idixqi, and so 
pervades St u to mar all the br%btaat pmspecte. • It la here where! tUa 
small grain w mdice tahee root» (dtioetely to swell into the ungenial 
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tree whereon erer^ maligoant pawion of the hinnao heart tnajTneatte; 
and breed !*adi dMsatiafactioD and entity ae to iotereat the employers 
and employed in each other only ao far as auita their selfish ends. It is 
in this uofortonate prejudice against color that we find one of the 
greatest aconrgea to the white man* and the most deplorable demoraliser 
of the colored population. So long as it exists^ what can our pro* 
prietary expect but that the colored man feels that it b the cum of the 
))ropnetary for ever to chain him to the lowest gradeo ^ society. 

If the acquisition of knowledge and treasure be valuable to the 
white peasantj inasmuch [as it not only enhances hi a comforts, but 
promotes him in the scale of ttie sotiety in which bis lot b east: if 
this feeling urge the action of the European peasant, must it not be 
absurd to clog the action of the Afrioan by aastg&ing to him a place 
without the pale of your socle^, and causing him to have no other in¬ 
centive whatever than that of animals» as acquisition beyond his 
iiecessitbs then becomes laborious. There can be no doubt but that 
this unchristian, unnattiral prejudice, has deprived the proprietor of h 
vast quantity of cheerful labor, which, bad the incentive of exaltation in 
the scale of society existed, would have been readily rendered together 
with fruitful service during the time they ere now. by virtue of their 
necessities, compeUed to labor with an eye-serving reluctance. 

Can anything but indolence and distrust result from such a state of 
society ? And so long as it t&us remains must not want of cordiality 
naturally prevent] the one curving the qjher fu^^rr thai. his necea- 
ritbi compel him i And if the color^ mSh find his motives to 
action circumscribed, and by the very party whose interest decidedly is 
their enlargement, how can that party complain that the colored man 
will labor but for his necessities ? To biro (the colored man) further 
acquisition is useless. Why should he toil fer toil’s sake i Let the 
proprietor ask httntclf. would he wish for further acquirement, did 
that acquirement not enhance hb position f And woidd he not be 
anxious vir acquirement precisely in the degree he found that acquire¬ 
ment would advance biro ? If so, why put a check upon the colored 
man's incentive to toil, and why does not the proprietor aesbt to open 
the door of advancement to bis colored brother, and call forth those 
latent energies which mast prove of incalculable advantage to hb now 
Kuficring interest ? At present, mbtaken policy and debased raomUty 
, has otherwise decided. The dictum has gone forth, Thus far shalt 
thou come and no ferther;” and the crimo on whi^ this has been the 
sentence is that, Tlic <£thiopian wdoI chao» his skio/* 

The proprbtor may be certain that an sdteratioti in hu present' 
bearing will not only be in accordance with Christianity, but will also be 
in hit interest. Then, snd ncjk till ;fhen. wIU tbe colored people labor 
for improvement and advunceroeiK, and in so dobg neceesarily perform 
their share in the economy of societj^ With a wUUngnesa of spirit not to 
oe nmiupcd whHe kboriog In any other positiMi mji they would enjoy 
by equal social and politifu privikgta« * 

' Dtsroiiiiog the fbovh motil au^ pditicat c^ngc, I nowrpiOceed to 
mnsioar aDothcr portion in the same branch of idy subject^ equally re* 
ouirtng emeodation. I alldde tolbe necessity of disMminatio^ educatioD, 
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both and raIigioa»i among tha laboring popnUti^M^ 9 did 

no moral obligation exist which r^era tha neglact of Miiadntjr calpabki 
Interest—(hat moving {viociple among all mani iztteresti miiat 
the advantage of a emful atteation to its performaDca, , ^ 

That a large body are already well coovmeed of ibk I am aware; bulr 
th^ there are many who hold the contrary ^inioa ia a 'fact eqaally 
within tny knowledge* Indeed* to inch an extent dp thla latt^ data 
carry their dogma, u to insUiit^e that the more ignorant the laborer 
the better ia he adapted for their aervice* Thia I gnat may have been 
troa, when to enlighten the laborer waa only to xwe him dangeroua» 
by showing him the mored degradation of davery. Yea! akvery and 
intelligence were and ever will be incompatible. 

That benefit reaulta honk labor, gmded by education, ia beyond 
question. Hlatory teema with Inatoncea, nor are late nor preaent 
examples wanting to eatabiiah it* for one moment at the com- 

pamtive education of tliu peasantry of Beotland and Ireland, and at 
once if the mystery solved, why, the one ia the moat unstable disorderly 
nation on the face of the globe, while contentment, order, and lionesty, 
marks the difference between the Scotch laborer and one of any other 
nation. Again, what was the appalling truth brought to light on the 
trial of the Kentish and Agricultaral rioters in 1830* Of a uomber 
exceeding fifty of these misguided tnen, not six could read or write; 
and farther, in (be more recent manufactoriug riots, what hu been the 
result of a libo inqt^ry. I«ameotab)e to relate, not one io ten knew the 
most simple clcme^ of tlfcir language; and yet. again, not twelve 
months ^inre we ace an ignorant, and tliereforc easily misguided 
peasantry, both of Ireland and Wales, proceeding to the moat lawless 
and seditious nets; aud eacli has been invariably the case on all ancli 
distressing occasions. To an educated peasantry the wicked and 
designing knavery of the auUiors of such troubles would have declaimed 
in vain. The people would have had the mdhitor reason with which to 
adv]«e, and would of course have been directed to eschew the noatrums 
of the political quacks who led, and arc leading the igooniDt to deatroction. 

If then we invariably find anarchy, eonfuaion. and impatience of restraint^ 
or order, the offspring of ignorance, must it not be conclusive that to * 
avoid these dangers the good seed4>f education and information cannot 
too largely be implanted, and when implanted, while it will serve to 
elevate the moral and religioua cboracter of the recipients must, at the 
same time, by predisposing its possessor to order and obedience, be 
highly subservient to the plater. Thus far, I have viewed the question 
as one jn whidi intmat and duty are combined, and that sodi a duty 
exists none wiU deny: and existing, tha laborer baa as great amoral 
right to ita exerciic as he had to the boon of emancipatiOD itself; and the 
withholding it from him on the ptrf of the planter, while it does incttl* 
colaUc mischief to himself, does abo a moral injustioe to the Iid>orer. 
lliia, truly, he may continoe to do witii the population he has already 
at his command, but can be for ooeiDoiiient expect that anv enlightened 
Govemmeol will permit him to friend the evil. In a word, cuor does 
he expect for one momeot ibet Oovemment will allow him to odd the 
benighted Airicau or Codie to in ambers, untese indeed be be prepared 
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with some enlightened and liberal sj^em of secolar and feliriou edaca* 
tion to offer him in lieu of his native enjoyment. To talk Sxt^i simply 
feeding, clothing, and hoosiog him io retaro for these it idle. Already 
on hit nati\‘e toil are all these provided to bis oootentment, and were 
these the only advantaget you have to ofktf in God's name let him. 
remain. But add to these necessaries the advantage of a secolar and 
religious education, and consequent civiluation and conversion^ and 
then, indeed, may you boast of having advantages to offer, and be freely 
permitted to reive more men into the scale of civilisation. But as there 
arc comparatively few who view this topic in the light of duty, let me 
again urge it as a matter of interest. Can a doubt eaist that the man 
who is informed will have more wants than the uncaUivated savage? 
Whence then are these wants to be supplied but by increased labor •, and 
this very increase of labor is just what the planter looks upon as his 
pecuniary saviour. But, quoth the l^got. is it not clsar that the time 
consumed in the acquisition of education must be a necessary loss of 
labor ? Perhaps so, but is it not equally clear that the informed man will 
not only perform his labor better, but will also reqoire less of that 
irksome following (yclept driving) by which the present system is 
UDhappily distinguished. 

Such would be the working were the dtisemiMtion of knowledge 
purely secular; but if, together with the knowledge which is to enable 
man to be more skilful in his avocations, is united that which points 
out his religious obligotiooe^ I am perfectly sat^ed, oetwithstanding 
the scoffs and sneers of free thinkers^ tUat Che influence of religion, 
wliile it saved the immortal soul of the laborer (and perhaps the pro* 
prietor also), would yield an abundant harvest, and the bread thus cast on 
the waters In- the planters would return after many days, as the peasantry 
would then labor at tbeir avocation, ** not with eye service as men 
pleasers, but na the servants of Christ doing the will of God from the 
heart/' 

Above all the moral obligation due to the laborera from the proprietors, 
must most decidedly be placed the setting them a good example in their 
. daily lives. Much is it to be deplored that hitherto the example before 
the peasantry has been anything but conducive to his improvement. T 
would invist where there is no regular appobted ministry, or church at 
band, that the proprietor shoald undertake the religroua dn^ himself, as 
there can ho no question but that in the petition the teacher of the 
laborers fiunself, he will (if fahbfnl) beget a wQKngnesa to listen to him 
while engaged in secular employments. Is not soch the case with the 
Missionary Clergy ? Have not they an uncommon influence over their 
flocks Cannot any of them command tabor at pleasure, and on easier 
terms than the proprietors 7 : If so^ by all means would I urge tbe pro* 
prictor to secure this infloencc to himself in all cases where he can 
possibly reside on hit property, and where he cannot, to secure some 
eesloQs and discreet person to whom be may confide this pleating and 
important task.

Lime.—I n tho recommrndation to mploy thit one of the mtnaret^the 
moot Evntlable in 1ndie» 1 have been annoyed, not to my dligneted, to 
have been met by the obeervation, that it U too /^ot for the climate/’ 

The only pouible meaning which auch ho op|>onent can attach to the 
word Ao/, in thia initance, ia either that the caustic nature of the 
manure does not suit the climate; or, that it redacea too much the 
moht ore-retaining power of the toil to which it ia applied. Now, 
neitJicr of there explanatiooa are anatained, either by the auggeationa of 
science, or the reaulta of experience. 

1, With regard to the caustic i|aal]t/ of lime, and its consequent 
activity in ^^n^aing organised aubahincea, whether vegetable or 
animal—<-d cat roving tii/f/rt Hhd grubs; it never upplied to a soil direct 
in such quantity'as to injure it by causing too rapid a decay of its da* 
composing componetits; moreover, by the very art of spreading, it ia 
exposed to the atmosphere, and by abstracting carbonic acid from 
thence, is not long in being converted to the very impersonation of 
insipidity—chalk. 

Bat, if the land about to be cultivated, is*eithcr newly cleared, or on 
old lay, the farmer has no more useful agent than lime to aid him ia 
converting the old roots, and otlier stubborn vegetable matters, into 
soluble, fertiliaiug, matter. The ecienre of Dr, Wallicb anggeated 
this, when axtendiog the Agricultural Society's Nursery, at the Botanic 
Garden, 

“ On sa extent of one bigga and twelve kottas/' says Dr. Wallich, 
^*wbicdi had been thoroughly dug and trended two spija deep, was, 
api'ead, on the Ist March last] 120 feraa of vegetable matt^/coosiating 
of leaves, collected, during last year, in one of our pits*—each fere, 
or measure, of the aize of that univertally uicd by chanam vendors; 
immediately upon that was spread a layer of five pukka maunda, or 
sixteen fema (tbe contents of each weighing about one mound five 
•eera), of the beat SUhet dust (atone) ehunam, Thia process, together 
with that of slightly turning tbe two layers with kodalees, took us two 
days ; after which, the wh^ was repeatedly ploughed over to the 
bottom of the previous trenchreg, and the earth pulverised to eoch a 
dtfrtt aa^to favor a complete jaxta*position of its particles with the 
mmertl and vegetable oanu'es. This business occupied a greater pro* 
portion of time than I had anticipated; but the whole was finished 
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)>efore tli6 li>lh of Kfarch. Tbe ground mu then left floae, after 
^ having been rolled and beaten ftrmly, in order to prereat too groat an 
inflnenccof the atmospheric ur, and the conaeqiieot raind decomposition 
uf the ingredients employed. 

" On 1st of June we commenced laying out the ground thus pre« 
pared* and planting it; and it is delight^ to observe with what rigor 
and luxnriance the plants have rinee grown* exceeding, by far* anything 
I have ever before witnessed. 

** These remarks may tend to establish the superiority of lime as a 
manure, in India; and as the expenses on that head were not very great 
(about fourteen rupees for the twenty maunds* reckoned at the enor* 
mously high charge of seventy rupees per 100 maunds), 1 venture to 
conclude, that for small gardens, eq>edaUy suck as are intended for the 
cultivation of vegetables tbr the table, tbe mode of manuring just 
descrilicd recommends itself as infinitely more enriching and pro- 
dttctivc than any other which could be adopted.'—(TVnrrs. Hort. 
Sofi.x i., GO.) 

Hy the natives, lime is never used as a manure; indeed, they con* 
eider all soils naturally abounding with calcareous matter as unfit for 
most crops Mffiort', i. 122.) 

The Affghins manure their lends vritb dung, straw, ashes, the mud 
of old walls, and other refuse matters. Calcareous matters appear to 
be unknown to them as fertiliaera.— (Efyhin$/one*s Cahtr/, i., 467.) 

Kunkar, so well known \n Uie soils of India, ispure clislk 
(carbonate of lime). ^ 

Cypsum, or plaster of Tans (sulphate of lime), it will he seen, has 
been recommended, under some circumstances* os a manure for the 
cotton crop. 

When gypsum was proposed as a manure, it was at first laughed at 
and ridiculed, esperially by those who knew least uf its properties and 
powers; and then it was^used for everything, and for every crop, in 
defiance, of the remonstraneea of its early advocates, who warned the 
agiictdtUTist that it operated only as a Jhrrf food hr some plants, and 
that only three commonly ^cultivated grasset contained it in sensible 
[proportions«^lQcerne, sainfoin, and red clover, to which may be added 
the turnip. Tbe failure, therefore, oi gypsum, in the first instance, was 
genera] and completetime, however* ^lightened its enemies—for 
time pollehes even a block of granite—and gypsum is now generally 
and scientiiically^uaed to these four mops only; for it does not, like 
Kilt, }>ossesa properties uaefol to vegetablea of hll kinds."—(C. fP". 
Jo?f»6otys 0wfef*vatiiW9 an Snli, p. 5.)

In the Tenassenm pro* 
vjQces, as mentioned by the lameated Dr. lUftr, on the table land of 
Mysore, in Fioug. agd especially in the isUnd 0t G^Iod^ is becoming 
more and nsett an object of cnlture. * ^ ^ ^ 

The consumption annually increases in EogUad, and now amounts to 
about 30,000,UOO lbs., of which only one«fifth ia obtained horn the 
East ImUsi. 

BufScient extent has not been given to the eultivabon of this plant 
to enabk it to be yet dmded in what districts it may be nmt advan* 
tageouilr cultivated; it isdinown to have given good produce in Saugar 
and the Nerbudda, also m Mirzapore. w w^ as Dacca and other parts 
of Bengal. In Ceylon, coffee plantations are r^dly soperiediDg those 
of the cmaamcm. ^ 

Sod and Situaboo.—The soil should be a good ikdi garden land, and 
the situation high and nothihle to inundatum; the spot ^ouU be sheltered 
to the north*west, or in such other dicorion as the previdiiDg storms 
are found to come from.

Pr^AratioD of Soil.^In Bengal the ground is ploughed from tho 
middle of February until the close of April; the operation extendlug 
to five or six double ones if the soil ts aluminoue^ or only to three or 
four if silictCQs. 

SowiDg-^Tf performed broadcast, sooic time at the end of April or 
early in May. Two hoeings ere necessary if the soil is %ht, but none 
if it it tenacious. 

Harvesting.^As soon as the plants have flowered, about the he* 
ginning of August, being then from six to ten feet high, they arc cut. 

Preparation of the Fibre.^*' After the pisots are cut dowoi their 
tops arc clipped off, and fifty to one hundred in number are bundled 
together, ond tied round in lots; ten to fifteen of these lots are laid 
afterward io a shallow tank or reservoir, like rafts, over which a 
quantity of turf and clods of earth are laid to make it sink under tbc 
waters.

The dresser descends into thu 
water knee-deep, and takes up five to eight sticks at a time; he breaks 
off two feet of them at the bottom; the bark, which is become soft like 
thread, is held in both hands, and the atedks are taken off; the fibres 
rims separated arc dressdH and exposed to the tun : they are aften^vards 
partially cleaned, and finally bundled or lotted in parcels, from one to 
two maundi, for the market.*'—(TVwwa. ^pri.-Vori.

IVcparation of 8oil.-*^In Mysore, where it is better esteemed than iu 
other districts, being indeed the usual food of the common pe<m]e, as 
soon as the showers in spring have sufficiently softened the soil, plough^ 
ing foi this crop cooimenees; and, accordingly as the ground is fool or 
rlcari, the ploughing is repeated six or four times Wore the second 
week of June« Dong is then spread and ploughed in» and sowing takes 
place av soon as the rates begin to be heavy. In other districts the 
ploughings arc mnch fewer in number. 

Seed.^In Mysore about gallona are sown per acre. 

SowiDg.^^lt is there usu^y sow;, broadoast, ui>i the seed being 
covered by another ploughing, the suHhcc is smoothened by the halivay, 
which is a large rake drawn by two bullocks [described at page 64]. A 
flock of sheep is then repeatedly driven over the field to consuhdate tlto 
soil, with the intention of checking tho eveporation of its moisture; or, 
if sh^p are not procurable, bullocks are so employed. The ueit davi 
furrows, about six Ael apart, are drawn throughout the field, and in 
these the seeds of nvaray (VoltrhoH /ablab of Linn., ijficafun of Koxb.), 
or tovary cajan o^Linn.) are dropped, and covered with the 

lower's tcel. These two plfuits arc never cultivated t jiemselvea. nor 
is the ragy ever grown without some legiyaiuous plants being sown lu 
drills throughout the field. 

In some parts of the Mysore, as at Colar, this crop is sown by mcuu^ 
of a rude drill, called curig}*, delivering twelve rows at once, which I 
have described in a previous chapter. Behind this is attached the single 
drill, or sudiky, into which is puttbc seed of cither the Dolichon /<(Unb 
or frtj/flx • 

In other diitrirtv it is sown thick and transplanted like rice. About 
Hanawasi in Noith Canaru, they mix tho seed with cow-dung, and drop 
lumps of this containing ten or twci>e seeds about nine inches npaU, in 
the furrows, as they are made by the plough. 

In some of the poor, loose sc^ of Dioajpnr, which arc only enltivated 
once or twice after remaining aadistnrb^ for two or three years, it is 
groan in n rather peculiar manner. Between the middle of October and 
the aame]>eriod of April, the ground bss six double ploughings. It is 
tlien sown with summer rice, which ia covered by the plough, and 
between ten and fifteen days snbsequently, seedlings of the Elaine

vantty is tranaidanted in Jana and July, on flattened tamces. It is a 
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hardy grain^ aud althoagL both vanetm of H grow and ripen during the 
raii)9, they do not require con&tant flooding; bence tbo mode of flowing 
It in raifefd bedF, and its adaptation to (be aoils and locdlitiea in mauy 
places wUhia the hiUa^ where the former ia too poor to grow wheat| and 
the Idtts^r too steep to admit of terranng aud flooding. The after eolti- 
vation is limited to a careless weeding, soon after the plants rise above 
ground. The broadeast variety is reaped io i^ctober; the transplanted 
one ID November. Asa general rule, this gnici is never sown on dry 
iandi from which a crop ^ wheat. Gohya ncc. or sugar»cane can be 
jiroduccd ; nor on flooded lands capable of beariug a rice crop. The 
natives reckua it lets aotritloos than Indian oon.—(TVaff#. Aan,^ 
y/rW. *Soc. iv. IS7.) About Poonah, the seed>Hnie is June, ana the 
harvest m August and September. 

After culture.-^We have notieed tliat little paina are usually be¬ 
stowed oil this crop, excc^ in ^'sore; aud the same remark applies to 
every part of the cultivation, 'uiere. about flftecn days after the seed 
has been sown, the cuntay, or bullock-hoc, is driven regularly over the 
whole field, destroyiDgevery plant it touches, but reducing those remain¬ 
ing into rows. After twenty more days this hoeing is repeated at right 
angles tu the lirst; and it is gone over a third time, u the plants have not 
l»cen suAcicntly thinned. 

At the end of the second month, a hociug is giveu with h small 
tinplemcnt. colled the ojary, to remove tlia weed*. 

Tlic ragy ripens in three or four months, according the rain has 
liecn levs or tno'ft aban(|^t; but the avary and lovary do not ripen 
until the ^evCDtli mouth after sowing. The reason for raitiog these 
with tlie riigy appears to be, thflit. If the rains fail, which they do 
frequently, ibis crop alTnost totally fvisi but the Icgumc^i still ripen 
their scud, not rc(|uiriag lo much moisture, if the mgy succeeds, it 
chokes the Jegumos, nnd they do not yield more than eight times the 
seed ‘*own; but if tbe rag)' f^s, they proditte heavy retamr. 

Karvcbting.—It is reaped with the sickle about four inches from the 
ground. The handfula are left to dr) for three days, are then bound 
into bheavev, stacked, and thatched. It is tlircihcd in tlie course of the 
following three months. The seed is occasionally stored in pits, and if 
theflo arc dug hi a dry soil it will keep for teu years. The straw is 
coo aide red more oourisliing as fodder thao that of rioe,—(Jiucha7iaft'8 
u, KIO.) 

About three maunds per biggah Is cousidered an average *crop near * 
Foooab. Id Mysore, about 29 bushels per acre. 

Hud GaAU (Cfftfuuf ca/an. Wdld. Roxb.)-^Tbis is the well- 
known dbal of the ilindoostanee. It is a h^ge dirub, six or eight feet 
high, and twenty in orcumforence, and will live, if carefully treated, for 
1 wo or three years; but, as it oDlyvbears well the flrst, the natives treat 
il at an annual, and pull it up after getting one crop. There ia a 
variety only half the tixe of the above.^(^/ 0 F«i Ind., iii., 92fl.) 

IDr. Roxburgh says the natives told him of a third kind, cnlKvated 
on the high billa which are tbe northern boundary of the Ciresrs, but he 
had never met with it.

Culture, &c.—This plant is cultivated within the hills to a very 
considerable extent, and pretty largely on the eoofiacs of tbe viUey. 
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One varietj^ of it U blackiah-grey, the other lighter cokrtd; both arc 
much eeteo by the hill people of all clwet^ find conridcred nutritwtfi 
and wholesome. Tbe blacier vaiiety is said to have a slightly bittei 
taete; the lighter colored onCv to be sweet and higher flavored. The 
pbofur is eateo made into breads and also in the form of porridge 
made with milk or water, according to the meanr of the people. Boiled 
>vith milk it is reckoned very natritious, and cooked in this mode it is a 
favorite food of the Parbattealia. The phofur bread is reckoned 
rather indigestible. 

The pbofiir cultivation is very negligently performed; the soil 
leceiving but one delving previous to the seeds being sown, and the 
after tillage, as with the wheat crop, is almost entirely neglected. 
Phofur utuaUy follows Indian com. which is reaped in August ai«d 
Heptcniber: when the land is immediately turned op m narrow beds, and 
I ho pbofur «own broadcost over tbe beds and farrows, and covered in by 
breaking down the clods with the crutch dike initrunient. It is sn 
cxhaustiug crop, while the Indian com» which precedes it. is considered 
a renovating one, from the quantity of manure required in its euHivation.

Auckland, Sir K gyan. and others well acquainted with the sabject. it 
may deserve n.orc than 'vdinaiy attention from tboso intemted in the 
Cotton culture of luiba.

OVEnLANl) EXPEDmON TO PORT ESSINOTON, 

Ir is now upwards of four years sinco tbe desirability, on every account^ 
of ioniiing an uvciland route by which a communicatiou might be 
en*>iu‘ed between Port Essington and the located districts oi the colony 
of New South Wales was discussed iu Ihe Sydney papers. 'Ihe subject 
excited cousideieble attention at the time, and nn oniniou ver/^nerally 
obtained with the public^ Uiat it was a tuattar well deserving the serious 
conaidemtioD of Govemroeiii, who have alwaj's a greater facility in 
aiTanging sx^ieditious of this nature than private uidividaals could 
posvibly posses 9. 

It is creditable to the Council of Sidney that| during its first session, 
it has manifested a desiro to countenance a project wuich iuvolves no 
iudulgenoe of party spirit or personal spleen, out which has reference to 
that larger range of scientidc and thoughtful inoniry which it is die 
noblest province of detikrativc bodies to centempute. * ^ 

There are mangold rensens which &vor the undertaking of a project 
of this nature, l^vend of diese are specified in the report of the select 
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cOYnmittcc, whi<'h we annex, and in ihe valnable evidence ac- 

coDi}panics that report, which we aliall endeavor to And room for at an 
ruvly date. (Hlicr grounda, not expreaaly adverted to in thi^se docu* 
mentfi, have from time to time auggetted themsclvea to enr coirsidcrH- 
tioiu FiratJy, it seema of manifeat political importance that a poet, so 
neculiarly situated in point of geographical position, as ia the harbor of 
r^ssingtoD, alien Id not alone he occupied at a mililary aiatiou by Great 
Britain, but should be raised into a settlement of aiifficient strength and 
Nclf-resources to counterbalance tho power of the Dutch anu other 
ibreigners in the Arafura seas. U is certain that British interests have 
long tuAered from the absence of au^ a aetdement in this ])art of the 
Indian Ocean \ and if such a jKwt was at all times necessniy, it surely 
is still more demanded now, when the opened China trade will augment 
our commeroG in these seas, and when a harbor of rethge is essentially 
required, wliere oux merchantmen can, upon mergeucy, rely witli 
couAdonce upon the protection of the British flag, 'ilie dangers, 
moreover, which, until Torres Straits are accuratefy surveycfl, must 
ever ntteiul the na>igution of (bc^ passages, would he lessened, if a 
Hglit'honsc upon a sulTicienlly largo scale was constnictecl at Port 
EMiiigtoti, Ntio if niiU'cliant-vessels co\i]d go in there to ndit, w itli a 
certainty of liiidiiig every necessary ot hand which tlieir exigencies 
might require. 

Tile testiofumy of all comi»etent persons agrees bs to the greatly 
Oliva ntageous tr^e which D(igut be set on foot in tliisiiorth<*rn purt ol* 
tho Australian coast, with coiuparatively littl(^st ari!^1fferi>riso. it iu 
abundantly shown by Mr. Raid and Sir Gom^ Bremer, that rommo- 
ilitics of a valuable nature, nnd such as would meet with a ready and 
ItKTntive sale in tho Euro|»can markets, may bo obtained from the 
nativeM of the neighboring islands, fur the mere barter of iron, hardwan*, 
and inicrioT cloths of a bright color. In e.vchRngo for these, t)ie enter¬ 
prising trader at Esainston would receive cotton from Bnli and Arm, 
pearls, spices, tortoise '•Hell, and trepang, which latter is a favgrito fooil 
of ibo (Chinese, and could he at all tunes readily exclniiigc^fl for ilteir 
sUks, tea, and sycce silver# The natural prodnetious of thonorcli- 
western shores of Australia could be raised to n value of an intic finite 
extent. Hie sngo palm grows wild in several parts of tho coast. It U 
cerfifled tbat tlie tropical produ^ons of sugar, colTce, cotton, and 
apices, may be cultivated with tlie utmost success. The climate is the 
tiiiest of a*iy mthin Ute tropics, and the harbor of Essingtou is now 
recognised as inferior to none tbat we know ot^ excepting, perhaps, 
those of Bio Janeiro and Port Jaokson. 

The probable geographical discoveries that may result from such on 
expedition, are not among its least reeomiucndatious. It is a iTproacb, 
in some degree to ourselves, but still more to the British Government, 
(hat we know so little of ^ regiouato the north*west of the located 
districts of tho colony. Every calculaiion points to the ^bebility of 
a large river or rivers flowing in a Qorlh^'Westerly direciton from the 
mountainous nmns, and diiemboguiug into the sea somewhere near the 
centre of the Gulf ^ Carpentaria. ' Hr. Eari, whose local experience 
entitles his cpinioti to great apprehend that this river finds its 

way into the ocean tBrougU wree or more mouths. A remarkable 
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cbaracler^stic of uU the kiiowii riven oi) ibis part of the coast is that 
they are not barmt at their seawartl entrance^ but are directly navigable* 
for vessels of a heavy tonoegc. For a consukrable distance from the 
shores of this gulph, the water is so fresh that the Malay proaa ixe 
enabled to fill weir water casks without lau^ng. The iimncDae alluviai 
deposits^ too« demonstrate, beyond dispute, the efihiz of large bodies of 
water from the interior. In or^ to set at rust this inierestiug geogra* 
]>hicAl question, the commiitee have recommertded that, wlieuker the 
ex]^itiou should set out from Fort Bourke ou thu Darling, or from the 
plain to tlK> northward of Moreton Bay, it should strike at once to the 
head of the Gulf of Carpentaria, aud thence proceed along the coast to ' 
the station atEstington. The present opportunity of unuertakiug this 
eiiierpri^ is, peihaps, the most Cavoroble l1>at bus ever ofbred. The 
heavy rains, which auring the last three years have fallen in the interior, 
will obviate tlmt obstacle so sfrious to former expeditions of tiiis kiud^ 
ue mean the want or scarcity of water. The hcrMge, too» will doubtless, 
tor HxQ same reason, be found abundant, so that the stock and of 
(nmlen can be kept iu good condition. 

Hut, jierhops, most weighty reasou for the uppemtroent of this 
e.xpediuon is that, if succesiful, it will open up to the whole colooy a 
channel w lienee cheap labor can bo obtained to any extent for pailom 
))urposc8. The auDUsl uiigration of Chinese, to tlic aroount of maay 
thousands, the numerous native iuhalntauts of the islands to the north- 
uesi, many classes of whom are docile, intelligent, and enterprising, 
point out H result as rega^s cheap labor, which, if unproved, will be of 
imiticHBC' routtud advantage to oU parties (.‘oncemed. The Coolie i{ucs- 
lion may, if these ends be achieved, be suffered to drop into oblivion. 

Un these accounts we cordially approve of the course tv- 
oommeuded in the report before us. 'Hie expense will be but 
trilling, particidarly when compared with the positive a<lvantages 
to be gamed. Cnir readers may well l^k forward with a san* 
guine spirit to the successful result of this interesting undertaking, 
ulicn U U known that Sir T. Ix Mitchell has cheernilly offered to 
<xmdiict the expedition. Tlie experience of the Surveyor-General in 
matters is loo well known to need any comment here. His name 
in, ill itself, no sllgbt guarantee of futiue success. It remains that wc 
(^\pn‘ss cur earnest hope that the Governor will offer no opposition 
to the project. We are informed that Sir George Gipps is well inclined 
toivurds it. Wc cannot but consider, Uiat even shouldJU Ail, the* 
attempt will have Imn laudable. But if it succeeds, it will, iu itedf, 
confer additioual lustre ou His ExceUeoey’s administration.

In conducting the inquiry as to the pracUcabtli^ of establishing an 
overland cqmmuDicatiou biax the settm districU of New South \^^s 
to Port Esaingtou, the sources of mfermstion accessible to the oom* 
mittee have been cocpparatively Aw, 
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, Tbp ualtnown character of that portion of the interior o( Australia 
through nhicb the proposed line or roiita would have tu be effected* 
iicf^rssarily renders uie reasoninc as to its practicability, a matter of 
inference, lor which, however, aata are not wanting. Each extremity 
ot the line extending from the settled parts of New South Wales to 
Pori EseingtoiJ, is known to a lufflcient extent to justify a reosonable 
speculatiuD as to the character of the intervening portion of thu route 
remaining still to be explored. 

The sources to which the Committee have directed their atteulion, in 
the collection of mfonnation on the rubject referred to them, have 
hceij^ 

Tirstly..*-Copies of extracts of correspondence relative to the esta* 
bliahment of a settlement at Port Usaington, primed by order of the 
House of Commons, *27th March, 1843. 

Secondly.—The evidence of the Surveyor GeneiJ Sir Thomas 
Livingston Mitchell, an officer whose surcesiM* exeitions in the 
cause of Australian geographical discovery, entitles his opinions at 
ouce to the contidenc<* and resp^^ct of the miblic. 

Thirdly..—Ihe evidence of Mr. £aiL 'Jliis gentleman ha^ s)>enl the 
last five years cillior ai q residenl nt Port ]*^ington, or in visiting tlic 
adjacent islands on the norlh*east of New Holland; and from the 
mount ol' knowledge which he has displayed on all that relates to the 
history and prospects of thW iufajit aetUement, together with the 
general intelhgcuco evinced ^by him on the several joints connected 
with the commercial, social, and geographicnl^ndition otfho adjacent 
islands of the Eastern Archipelago, the committee have derived a largo 
mass of most interesting ann vaJui^le information, communicated uith 
an obliging readiness tlMt entides him to the thanks of the commitLec. 

The distance between the extreme north-western point of the colony, 
which has been hitherto reached in any exploratory expedition, namely 
Fort Bonrkc, on the river i)ar)ing, and tliat part of the north coa«t of 
New Holland onwhnh Port Easingtou is situated, isupWanlsol* om^ 
thousand four hundred miles. Tlic liue extending from the former to 
the hitter of thcM? points would follow a north-westerly riireetion. 
The country, as observed around Fort Bourke, presonla an intcrniptiou 
jn that coiitinnity of level i>urface which so strikingly charucteri^cs ihe 
banks of thu Darling generally, iudtcatiug a contraction of its basin 
(hereabouts, or, in other woids, the near proximity of high land to the 
westward oi^that [xiint. The occurrence of gnuute in the bed of the 
Darling, at this s^t, ulso probably bos rcfercuce to the cxUleuce of the 
high land expects to be found beyond. 

The countiy iu the neighborho^ of the Coburg Peniusola, and the 
western shore of the Gulf of Carpeutaria, also appears to consist either 
of plains, or presents a slightly nudniatory Nuriki^e in bo^ cases, of a 
nature calculated to oppose litUe payaical impedimenu to any exploring 
{Mrty aUemptin^ to cross it. 

^ H^Xiie country tmmediately to the north-west of Fort Bourke is uiter« 
Sl^iaie, and may be regarded as a sort of central axis between Lake 
'rorrens and Uie eastern coast of New Ilolland ; and it seenu moie than 
pro^blc, that if a Hoc be exteudod to the northward, from the spot 
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here indicted, the wAtera flowing in ah oppoiile and northerly diractioa ^ 
into the Gulf of Carpentaria, mtui be in with, 'fbe ckcumataucei 
which lead to the presumption of some latge river or rivers assuming 
this direction, and einptyiog iheir contents into (he obove^uaraed gu!i^ 
are of i description calculated to render Ao conclusion as to the reality 
of tl)eir existence, almost unavoidable, tn^eed, so fiir is this from 
being problematical, that we have present^ to ni the fret of Captain 
Srokeshaving actually ascended, for a distance of miles, one of the 
rivers thus rlisemboguiug itself inh> the head of the Qulf of Corpantaria 
at lU southern extremity. Various other circumstances would appear to 
indicate, however, that a much (a^r body of water than that dis^vered 
bf Captain Stokes will be foand to discharge iiselMnto tliis gulf. 

F/om the Tropic of Capricorn, to latitude 16^ aouth, a louy ran^c of 
mountains is kooun to extend along the east coast of New Holland, 
the elevation of many of which, in the opinion of Hr. Earl, cannot be 
less than leu thousand feet. The waters collecting from the western 
slopes of these mountains, ns well ns from the western aedivitiea of 
the dividing iiinge north of Moreton Bay. miut, it would necessarily 
appear, reach tlie ocean by flowing into llie Gulf ot Carpentaria; aud 
this hypothesis is supports hr the fact of Uic waters at the bead of thr 
Gulf being Ibuiid to lie entirely fresh at those seasons when visitod by 
the Malay pi'uas. Eiiormoiu alluvial deposits are represented by the 
naMgators who have visited this part of ihe Ausunlisn shore, as e.vitt* 
iiig on its b.iitks, a fact the origin of wht^h can scarcely be rcierred to 
any other cause than that alx>ve*roentionei1, namely**-*!]lerc being thn 
c^luarv of some great nver at this point. 

(Ipon a coilsiuerntion of the evidence supplied from these united 
sources, ns to some of the mtemul w'atcrs of New Holland assuming the 
direclion herein referred to, the Committee arc of opinion that the lino 
ol ovploration to Poit Essiugton should bo prosei‘U(ed iii a direction 
with a liew of lolling in with the cbanuel^of such waters: ami they 
Mould therefore recommend Uiat the head of the Gulf of CarpenUna 
should be the fir^t point to be reached. Were the journey so ftr 
achieved, a great and iniportant object would be etFccted—lhat of evlab« 
Inhiug A direct coiumunjcution between the soitlod parts of ihe colony 
and (he large gulf; and the subscipent part of the jouiniey might be 
effected by proceeding along its western shore to the point findiy aimed 
at. It may be remarked, however, that the period occupied in cfl^cting 
u direct communication by water from the head of tlie ^f to Port * 
Essingtoii would not exceed more than four or five days; and in any 
intercourse tlial may be hereafter established between the last-meiUioiiea 
place and the settled districts of New South Wales, the route thus indi* 
cated would dcaibtless be that which would be most really and most 
advantageously adopted. • 

Consmering the evloblishment of an overland communication, thun 
the local districts of (he colony with the shores of the Indian Ocean, m 
a proposal, the immense advantages of which to the colony can scan^ 
admit of question, the Committee have chiefly directed their attenttm 
to the most eligible mode by which such an enterprise may^ in the 
first instance, be uiulertakea and accmoplished. 
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Two Mtpnnie pl^9 have been SQ^estod to the Committee as to the 
point of ilarting, in relation to the routo to be moat luecefafnllj fol- 
loticd by an ox^orin^ par^. 

'i'aking the first point or deatmation iiimed at by inch an expedition 
to bo the head of the frolf of CarpaitarU^ the two positions for its 
departure present^ to the committee were either the located couiitiy 
north-west of Moreton Bay, or Fort Bourice, on the river Darling. 
The latter (Fort Bourkc) la situated about six huiulred miles north-west 
of Sydney, and is in a line leadmp: directly from Port Jackson to the 
Cobnrj? l^enmsnla. FYom Fort ^nrko to the head of the Gulf of 
Osrpentaria, the absolute distance does not exceed nine hnndreAnilca. 
'fhe peculiar charactef of the country, so 6ir as seen from this position 
in a northerly direction—the circumstances of Hie dividing coast-ran go 
being at this point completely crossed—and the probability afTorded of 
meeting, in the direction to be preserved, wiiii sohm of (Is* tributaries of 
the Darling flowing from the nortli-west, by which a supply of Wiit^r 
would be ensured to the expedition, until reaching the streams assuming 
ill! opposite and northerly direction—all appear to tlie Comtnittc? to Ih*i 
eircumstancci wliich jiiitify them lu recommending T'ort Bonrke us the 
point of departure. Th<* Cict of there being already there a Ktrong 
stocksile. With sbundunce of paature in its neighborhood, necessaiy 
for ie<'ruiting the cattle and horns before storting, present mt adOitJOiirtl 
reason foi this preference over Moreton Bay. In reference to the Utter, 
the Commitlee would o^erv^ (hot whilst the absedute distance l>ctwecu 
fho located districts of Moreton Boy and th^Qnlf of Carpentaria h but 
luUe less tlian that lietween tlic latter and Fort Bonrke, there appciu 
many formidable dtiTicuKies likely to aitcud the comroen(*emcnl of the 
jouniev if undertaken from Moictoti Bay. The dividing coabtran^c 
would have to be surmounted, occasitMiing to the cattle and hordes at 
^itarUng a <U^ree of fatigue nnd cxliaustiou which would probably much 
impair their stieuglh and usefulness in the lubsequeut port of tlio 
journey. A longer uoaterly course would also uecessariJy have to be 
puraui.'il than if proceeding from Fort Bourke, and the Committei*, 
therefore, do not hesitate to express their opinion, that Fort Bourkc 
should Ik* made the starting point of the expedition. They are also 
roiiviuced that the {iresent season is peculiarlv favorable for such an 
under(aking. The copious rains which luve fiiUen wiUim the last three 
years will doubtlessly obviate what has beeu the cause of so many 
(lifliculties* Und embarrassments in former undertakings of u similar 
description, namely, those arising from want of water. The prevalcnca 
of tins necessary elment will also be the^mesns of flimishing suflicient 
pasturage for the cattle and horses accompanying the party. 

Hie Coranutt4Ki beg to refer to Hw evidence m the ourveym^-OenerAl 
for the necessary details relative h>the strength and equipment of the 
[Mrty forming such an ex]iediUoti, the number of which, in their 
opinion, should not coasist of less than twenty-five pei'sons, for whom 
irariiions should be furnished for at least eight months. 

'The requisite scientific tpparatut might be suopliod from the office 
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of liullocktj hones, anddraje, might bo selected from tboM whi^ will, 
become tvaiUble by tlie recent MiidtODs ia the depei^uentt of the 
Colonial Engineer and that the Surveyor ^General. 

The greater pofti<Mi of Uie men to be mtfbt conaiet of 

belecteO prisonera of the Crown, who might be iodoem to volunteer 
thoir services u^n tlie promue of cooditic^ tmzdooa, or other indui* 
gencies, by the Executive Government; and toe fuppliea of proviaiona 
ini^ht ha funnshed at thti wriod «t a rate which, in oonaequenoe of 
tlioir eheapneaaf would render the outlay cmnparatively aroaU. 

Were an exj^Uoti fomied end equipped, in accordanoe with the 
tiigMtioni above exhibited, aud placed under the cout^ and guidance 
ofTrpersoa poweaeing a little icientific ^iQ, energy, ottd abui^, for 
such an undertaking, ilie committee foci that every reasonable exp^ta- 
tion may be entertained at tu tta accotapUshmeni. They cannot forbear 
ironi bnedy adveKing to somo of the important reaulta that would 
Attend the succcMfiil consummation of such an enterpriee. 

The geographical position of Port Eaiington seems to be one which 
roiideis it eminently adapted for becoming, at no distant period, a 

f ;reat comrcorcial possessing a barwr wlnoh ii representetf as 

»cin^ un^mT-Assad, if not uneowlcd, in Uie world.’* In close' 
proMuiity tu India. China, tbc soutnem parts of Asia, and the islands 
of the Eastern Aichipclago^jts port already frequented by numerous 
tube4 uf Malays anvioua to elFect au uiterchange of valuable commodi¬ 
ties, the |)ro<luct of then' am, for British ^nufactarc^witii lands of 
almost illiniiUble^xtent. apd capable of i>iip|>orting the growtl\ of all 
tropiced segeUble productions-^will) the oouuiuuid of an all hut exhaust- 
less supply of labor from the adjoioing islands, furnished by a race 
onloilj. nulnstnoua, and comparaiivriv civdisod. ready, mmoover, to 
nccejil of employment at rates of wages as low as would enable tho 
cmplovor oflibor in New South WaUw to compete with the sUve-lidior 
ut America aud the West Indies | and with aelimate described as being 
p:)r(icularly salubrious^this part of the Australian coast seems to 
|) 0 :<sess in itself resources, tlic development and future influence of 
uliich appear to the Coinmittee to be objects of the ga^atest importance 
to tliu iiriUsh Kropire at large, as well as to the luhobihiiits of tins 
colony ill particular. Were tliis poini, however, made the key of the 
Austral MO setttenieuts tu the rest of Asia and to Europe, its importance 
to New South Wales would be ai^mcuted in a iWgree almost iiicalcu* 
lable. As a chAimel for introducing tiiat description ofV^{iulatiua 
poculLirly and exclusively adapted for tropical labor, the opening of a 
communication between the settied parte of the colony and the north 
coast would edect that <lcsirable object, ’fhe commaud of such labor 
would tend to the development of new sources of colonial iiidnstey and 
enterprise, which could not &il to has^e a direct and benehcial influence 
on the interests of this community. A demand would also, in all 
probcdiility, he created for part of our surplus stock, particulariy horses, 
of which ihipmeuts might be e^ted to India and tho other ports 
of Alia. ^ v^' 

Wttiiin a week*! sail of Java, fooiteen days* sail of Singapore and 
China, an intercourse would no doubt be estaUisUed with those places ; 
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and M the direet- coramuoicatiofi with India might be eftcted in the 
conrbc ofa month, it seems to the Committee no extravagant expecta* 
li'on to look forward to the penod when, by the agency of steam, the 
intercourse with England from tliis part of the Australian coast may be 
accomplished in a period not exceeding sixty days. 

Irrespective of the prospects here averted to, and which depend for 
I heir fiudlment upon circumstances which may be regarded by some as 
problematical, the Committee would observe, that they cannot but 
regard the prosecution of such an internal Hoe of commnnication as one, 
sooner or later, of certain accomplisbmeot. They would add, however, 
that the mere eifort to extend our knowledge of the interior in so 
important a dii*ection, is an object which, m itself, cannot fail to 
compensate for any reasonable pecuniary outlav or exertion that it may 
occasion. Some aildition would be made to our existing knowledge of 
tlie interior of the couniry, new dUtricta of loc.itior would l )0 opened 
up, important Acquisitions would be made to the cause of geograpbicat 
science, and a renewed interest excited in relation to Auttmii.i thi*ciiigh> 
out the civilised world. 

in the opinion of the Committee there can be but one objection 
likely to be urg^ in op]>ost(ioii to the undertaking, namely, the expense 
nttendint upon its proscculioo. Whilst the Comonttce would snoind, 
however, that the c*xpe<Ution may be constituted and equi])i>ed by a 
coniplianoe with the suggestions already pointed out, so as to obviate* 
to a great extent the force this argument, they would obson'e, that no 
objection, founded upon a modenite pecuniary oihlay, ought to be 
alleged agnin^t un object replete with so oviny positive advantages and 
deeply•iuteresUiJg results, as cannot full to follow (ho eflbrt. lndce<l, 
to Abstain from any Attempt thu« to enlarge our know1e<1^4'* upon a 
subject prnanaut with so man) important consequences to our weliiirc, 
iiiiglii well be Xi gsrded as n matter of reproach to (he Govvrniuent <iuci 
the Legishitiire of die rulaiiy. The Comuiittee. however, tnut th«d his 
Excellency the Ouv*rnor, in compliance with the cxpiH'Sscd wish of 
your honorable House, in tiiis its first session, may be plc.ise<l to 
vindicate (he community icom the char^ of siipiucuess on a subject 
so juiport«iTit to its somi and commercial prosperity, and so highly 
intcie^ttng to the cause of science generally throughout the uoiUl.

BitiivfK<] that our joumal i« now tud, and couaultad very gauerallv 
ana QxtaiHivfly. by all ihoie who taka an intareit in the progreta and 
welrare of our coloniaa, and eapecially by intending amigrtnUf we are 
deiitoui of giving pla^ to every deacripUcn of in formation 
i, vX ^ uaefttl. Tl»e last Colonisation Circular, issued by her 
Majesty s C^nial Land and Emigration Commissioners, contained so 
much valuable, general, and statistical mformation, coropdedwiCh great 
labor and cart from the most recent official documents fornished to that 
board by their officers in the colonies, that we lost no time in applying 
for permission to extract and diiTlise the notices through the memum of 
which was readily granted by Ae politeness of the ;^cretary. 

^0 ill It matter which the proposing emigrant will have do is to 
make choice of the colony where ne intends to settle, and as this if a

worthy, that they have on board a sufficient supply of provisions, water, 
medicines, Ac., and that they sail witH proper punctmuity. They attend 
personally at their ofRoeo on every week day, and afford gratuuously all 
me aasUtance in their power to protect intendmg emigiants against 
iraad and imposition, and to obtain redress where oppiossiou or ini Vf» 
has been pradtised on them. ^ ,

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' liil Jominiofifi, Simon Jqnaa stated, fVom indhpuiobla souroes, that they 
wore of common oocurmee; the manner in which the unfoitunate 
victims are aacririced is drs^big them bj the legs from place to 
place, and beating them at times during the barbarous progress until 
death releases thorn from their sufierinffs; the mutilated carcases are 
nfr or wards thrown into tho river a prey mr alligators and fishes. Slieep 
and fowls are likewise sacrificed to propitiate the favor of the DeUy ; 
Obi immolated several on his return to his palace from his first visit on 
board of lu. Twins are always destroyed, it beiog considered a great 

** re^.roach among the women to give birth to more than one infrnt at n 
time; (lie unfortunate woman who happens to be so circumstanred is 
evcliidcd from all society, and a long period elapses before she is per* 
mitted to return to it; her life is ever afterwards a scene of bittcniess, 
subject to the continual taunts and insults of her own sox, «»od deoarred 
from all conjtigal rites with her husband. It is alto reported that they 
sacrifice those children who cut their top teeth fint. 

When we visited Obi*s town it was in a state of inundation, it heiug 
nearly impossible to )>ais one hut to another without going in a 
canoe or wading im to the knees in water. In front of the monarch^ 
palace was a wooden idoI^*a sort of Scajidinaviau Wodeii-^holdmg a 
swoid in his right hand and u pistol in his left. Obi's troops, before going 
nn (he ’car or o slave hunting expedition, perform some ceremo« 
nice before it—not near so g^d as i have seen the On^^Iatie company 
exlnbit before Father Thor in Sryden's ope^a of JTma Arthur^ whicn 
they suppose will preserve them scatheless from iron, lead, and poisoned 
mrowN, and render them more invulnerable than Kehama's son. Tho 
femoles of ham ton wear a country doth of a blue, white, and red web, 
disposed round their body, with one end thrown over the shoulder, 
which constitutes their only atli^: for ornaments they wear glass beads, 
when they can get them, wind a larm piece of ivory round one, and 
sometimes both, andes, about an iuca in thick uosh, and four or five in 
width, with a ring of the same arUcIe Aiuid their wrists. Fashion in 
Africa appears ns arbitrary as in Begcnt-atreet, or the Champs Elys^9. 

From all I could Icsm their ivory was obtained hig^r up the rivei*, 
and was purclrased with European goods and cowries; the latter were in 
considerable demand, and the higher we*went up it increased. Palm 
oil also to a great extent can easily be obtained here; in &ct, King Boy 
and the Qouuy traders get their major part from Obi, who is merchant 
enough to xnow tlut if vessels traded with him direct, bis profits would 
be much greater than by disposing of it to the Cblef^ns ou the coast; 
hfuee Ate amtietyfbr trade Mps. The natives grow large quantities of 
yams, for which ooy is a great customer^ Of indigo and other dye- 
woods I cannot spe»: ObT aasertol he had plenty, whicli statement I 
believe was correct, Their cotmtry dotbs arc veir strong—some 
imdyed, others dyed with indigo and camwood; the ww is about three 
ind^ in widd)i,% piece of a dc»cn sown together, and about three yords 
inj^ogtlii wu giMly given in exchange for a wine botUet a quantity 
cbtatoadatr ni^ prices vrould realise a good profit at Cape Coast. Accra, 
and other places on (he coast Any Europkn goods, especially guns 
wd anunuRidon, will meet a leody sale, tot mm appaam to be (lie 
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ar(io]o m#st in demand. Tiiv popuLi(ion, incJudiii? r]ome9iio slav4N>

It wa^ about four o'clock, p.ni., when Obi took his dcpailurc, iuimc* 
diately aflcr which we procct^cd upwards, exp<^cting to arrive at Mdah 
m a A'w days, and carry on the same iarce with the chief of tliat 
lemtory Wo lay at anchor a few milci nbovi* IIhi all tlie next <L*iy, 
Kinnbiy, early on which morning two females, one ])0S5C8aiiig 
pcvMHml attractions, <*anic on board hiuI rcmainoil sonic tiulc; lK)lh winv. 
dressed in (he country cldtli worn tog^i fashion, with ivory brnc(^<d’t

lefl hmik we were lying otf. I I)eg to suggest, for tlic earnest consi¬ 
deration of IhuK'dicts, the propriety of following Oln's example, 'flie 
Uil Ion iiig morning, at lUylight, wc procmlc«l towing thi* Houdm* the 
channel we took wits very nanow, an<l,^her(' joining the main s(r<*nni, 
eiidos<'d an ishnid, called by Cuptam W. Alien, Itnllock fslaiul 
CajitHni Trotter and soveral ollicersvvenl on shore to look a( a long 
street of a village. Shortly Iwlbn* this wo pa^sod the hotly of a female 
fhMiing on ilie water. She had evidently Ikjch Aicriliml to some 
iHlcnial /h/W/za rite, as the legs and uAns worn missing; JiKtnngol 
Mile gl.nss Ijeads was round the loins, which eawsetl a greiU con 1 1 act ion 
o\‘ (hat jjari, the hotly Ixung much distended with gas. Wc pasM^I 
si'vciMlvill.yr^es on the right kink, observing tlial they were very tlnekly 
I'opnialtsl. Ahoul forty miles from Ibu, t!ie first altenilioii in the 
<liiraeier of tlie (HHintry was |H*rceived: tui the led kink the giouiid 
hei'an to assume an elevate*! apjxuduicu ^ high grass was growing 
bet ween the tr 'ca— wlfich were much scattered—presenting a ]uirkdjku 
appe.ir.nuM', rcic'iubling the neighborhood of Accra, VVe fumed flic 
J>(>ialui ailritl In explore a creek, and pursued oui w.iy meeting 
ndh but few habitations, and passing «i couple of mmkrl.towns, 'riie 
liter was too high to mlniit of nnyousincss lieing done on the sand 
kink^. We generally k**pt the left bank; the Wilhcrfore*} anti (endei 
fho opposite one. The market-town (JlokuiiOt kink, was 

nHnpWlely imindatiHl. We now enter^ the territory oMhc Attah tA' 
M^arr.i—“Obi's govcrimient cefwing here. Nothing more wits S4 on o\' 
the Sondaii that night, and we cast anchor amidst tmo of tiu* iiio^t 
mmautic scenes yet obsrrvcxl—close to ua, on a bank, totally covered 
i\Ul) Water, grew a long mw of gigantic trees; nuxxun'ons otlu'rs, in 
ehisfi^rH, mixed with bni«bvvoo<l, apjieaivtl to vcgcUtc out of the water; 
tlii'M* assnnuHl uU ninniieruf strangVand (anOudt; shapes, as the deusp 
cloiuls, which were rapidly sweeping across the full moon, tlircw, tur a 
few sccoiuls, a partial shaefe over the ik^'iic, which, having passed, tlio 
nliole was ^ixinght again into view, as she retluctdl a long and glitter* 
ini' fniek on the river, fa$tliniT)iiigon its course to the ocean. ^ 
On the tbllowiiig day we umvtKl otf Dumagitoo, a large village on the 
letl bank, tributniy to the Attab of h^arra. 'J'he chief came on board, 
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^clothed In a lobe, ixisde of blue ptinUd Uancheiter cotton, a handkeN 
cliief lied round hia begd, and aandala on bU feat; bia tongue was 
perpetual motion, making a tremendous Mieiy, from which nothing 
could be ^Imed. except that be was the King*s meaning that 
he was ^pointed to see that no canoe cfaeatM bis ^vereign at hU 
No&withatttiding hia hij^«souiiding title, he waa nothing more 
than a water pike-man« The cap^n toU him he made too much 
noise, and tluit he would have an interview with him on hia return, 
/iiie village was almoit inundated, hi^ rushes were growing before 
ji, tiuough these several paths bed b^ itade, which were swarming 
wiin die natives. 

On the 1st September we entered a creek on the right bank, ca]Ic<l 
E^oh, near which the Ondi market is held, when the rlvm* is low. The 
Soudm Was ^erad to explore it She got nothing by her voyage of 
discovory, hut experienced a great difRculty in getting bt^k again; and 
nearly lost her Doats from the branches of trees. At sunset vk*e 
anchored in the main river. 

About three oVlock on the following afternoon we saw the high land 
of Idilali, and at auosetwe anphorea under the cUifs; all the night 
diunis were beating, bullock^s*homs routing, and a musket occa« 
bionally ftred, while lights were dancing about at tlie landing-place, 
like 

Kirly on the next day, M*' ■■■ ■ and Mr. Schon, with Brown, and 
Johiisotu as intorprators, {MSeeded to the ioi^<iisanf gi(y of Iddah, to 
get the Attali (king) to come on bemd, make a treaty, be ond 
receive presents, like Obi. His Msjesty used much more ceremony than 
tlie monarch of Ibu. It appears to be a rule at this place fur a king not 
to ace strangers on the day of their arrival; but, after the doputatiou had 
bod an interview with Ammada Bu, the monarch's sister—who posses 
great influence with her brotbefts^^d liobo (a gentlemau of the neuter 
gender, chief judge, conSnander-in-dief of the forces, kc): their 
united interests were so powerful, iiM the potentate amed to wnive 
rustoni, and admit the enve^s to an audience at noon. However, they 
were kept waiting attead^ce upon him until three o’clock; iui 
unnsuol tliiog in more civilised countries—a public department at 
Whitefiall to wit. 

At three o’clock the King sent a moiseug^ to them to aay, that ns 
rain was biling be could not leave his seraglio—rain never being 
allowed td<£fll On the monan^*# person. He ftirther sakl, “ he thought 
white men bad the power to'itr^ rain; hut he found they had not. ns it 
rained harder than eyer.”

All the iMntboos aud countiy cloths iu the monarch's possesskon 
were immediately in a state of raquisition. for tiie formation of a throne 
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for liis au^ufit per8on» ^rluch when finishod, himself royaUy sested* and 
Attended iiy his Unnd, Malloms, chief officers o^Ute, euniiciis and aliivefl, 
fho envoys were admitted. On^ of tiie interpreters then deitvmd the 
niessiue to which tliekin|[ replied ** He was glar] white men had come 
to see nim, and if they vuhed to be friends^ he would be fiiendlv too; 
hut his frienda mmt not leave in a hur^; they must st^ Mud ^st 
with him, and not go away without hearing bit reply. He wae king; 
•ill the river was his/* Here his Majesty cocked an eyot and toedt a 
\ iew of the present the ambassadors had brought, which was very 
v.dnablo, pro^bly more so than any he had ever received before 
not considering it good enough, or more likely expecting, bv an assumed 
nidi/lereucc, to obtain a better, he began to treat it wim contempt, 
** he had seen a present, but it was not worthy bis acceptance; 

t iiey ought to have brought one more fitting ao great a king as he, since 
ic and the Almighty were alike, and the pruent was neither At for 
\\h* majesty of Heaven nor him and hinted the propriety of Che envoys 

• ffHftint/ hii valet with it. M' ■■■■ began to ahroud himself in 
Kiiro^waii diplomacy, but, without cemmituog himself, infoRoed the 
monarch that he would relate the omumstance to his soverelgt/s 
mouths/* and probably chey might triink fit, in their wisdom, wnea 
ilu*y had tlic honor of seeing him on boanl, to tender him one which 
In* might consider more worthy of his acceptance; but the king very 
rut Abort the afiair about going ofi board—his real reason, uo 
iloiihl, w.H fear ;*but he declined it on th%*|lcA of its being in/ht 
-widding, the king ncvei^weiit into a osnoe. Hod made the king all 
i}ie Atime as htmseU^ and ever since the monsrehs hod been created in 
Ills image they had never ventured off t^ra firtM.*’ Hiis remark of 
ilic Attali nas much in the language of the quaint Fuller, “ the image 
01 lh<' Ahnighty cut in ebony /'—^ut the Attah was so condoscending ^ 
i • to say, tliat if the licadroea had an^hing to state to him regarding 
llunr mninal benefit they might come, and he would incline a gmcioti^ 
iMr either at a public or private ttiterview/' but ho much wished to 
know (It onco the nature of the palaver they wanted to hold with him, 
he couUl then judge whetlier it was likely to bo good to him or not; 

‘ lull if the * mouihs' could not come, the ambassadors need uot trouble 
lin^nisclves by Ciilhng again, as he should not be of /roifie to them, and 
lie did not wish to see messengers."

The country from the cliffs had a vny pleasing appearance, so £ir as 
st'eucry went, the flat shore on the opposite haw conhiasting strongly 
with this; in tlie extreme distance^ Uie Kong mountains, with their flat 
Rimmiis, Ap{)Ourod to form a barrier, prohibiting all navigation beyond : 

nearer, several islands studd^ the bosom of this magnificent 
nver; between which many canoes were employed in fishing or return* 
iiig from some neighbor ins market Bdow us, English Island, given 
by the late Attah to Oldficul^ was nearly overflown: the few renunning 
hiita detached, several havmg been carried away ^ the current; and 
Aboko Island, a short distance in advance, was in a nearly similar 
state, ^ 

At noon T proceeded to inspect a collection of huts on the borders 
of (he Inisli a short distance from the clift; like most at this place, 
they were built with mud, plosterad over wattles something in the 
k\]Hw of A sugar donf, and thatched with grau. The inhabitants were 
inoneniivo ana civil, offering goon nuts, palm wine, and their pot 
hiok^nll they had to tender^poor wretclies: ilte distribution of a few 
trinkets c|uite elated thenh 6ne woman gave me a dinner of some 
pot Ago ond floth^very twftPand acceptid)le at the thne, but the bare 
recollection of what the contents might hdVe been now excites ideas 
of nauson—after which I satisfied my curiosity with regard to their 
fnniiture and mode of housekeefring, which was very primitive, the 
former cousbting of a few grass mats, spears, bows and quivers of 
arrows, two or itireo pieces qf coontir cloths, a few calabashes, nnd 
eartheni vessels. On patring ^ detacned hat I perceived a woman, 
reated near the entrance, rowing herself, and in a low and 

mourn fid manner; her face was snmred over with red clay mixed will) 
wood ashes, while, by way of contrast, her arms and body were plenti- 
hilly bedauM with indigo. 8^ ap^ared to be in great distress of 
wind, not taking the least notice of external objects* On entering Ihe 
low aperture of the but, two girls in a like mournful posture, and a 
prick*eared cur, who uttered a sharp yelp, and then retired behind them, 
were the fipt objecta which arrested my attention; bat their cause of 
grief waa''soon explained'-^ a mat spread on the mud^ieat lay the 
emaciated frame of a young man, so attenu^ed tiut a demonstiutor of 
anatomy might have lectured upon osteology ftom it Ihe ribs, only 
coverea wini the skin, presented a £rest oontrast to the shrunken 
abdomen, while die droojung jiw ana glazed open eyes formed* alto¬ 
gether, a sight at once solemn hzifl hcmble: the inanimate being was 
pBofaaUy ihs wmnan's son; no wonder her heart was sad. Condolences 
tfing cm'of the qtiestiou where parties speak no common ianguage, 1 
took mydmrture .front the house of mourning ^^audd^r man than 
when 1 roeaii'mora.** 

On vriving near dyeing wells, situate on a raised eminence, my 
esra were saluted with laughter, which, on turning round a laige cotton 
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tree, I fouii<l (o como tiom a bevy of fiirU who bml returned from 
some plantation or otarket, evinced hy baikeU coulainitig yams, ouious^ 
tomaioa, lying around, and were imlulgbig in the wortfaip of 
'rcrpsiehore# one playing to the dancers on a rough imitation of a 
mandolin, wMle* toother beat au iron ring with aomc piece of metal. 
'I'hc dance was somethiog in the fandaiif^ style, but, as my rlancing- 
maater hod not taught me the figure and steps, 1 had too much 
diffidence to offer myself as a partner, though at the expense of my 
reputation for galling. 

Shortly after I arnved at the landing-place, and discovered the 
barbaric sounds which reach^ me some few seconds before to 
from the AUaVs band, which was assembled waiting for the Cforamis- 
siotiera, who were to hold an interview with the King that day. Tli><se 
musicians consisted of about sixteen performers; Uieir iustruroents 
<'omprised bullocks*-horns, druma made from a tree hollowed out and 
hetcied with abeep or goats’-skius, some things like triangles, while 
pieces of iron and a few bells round a hoop like a iamborme frame, 
and a few flageolet-looking things made of re^, squeaking like penny 
whistles, completed the Attah’s military bond. 

Could Jullien have undei^ne (he^nauce of listening to them foi 
five minutes, it would have mu well worth any oiie*s risking the /itet 
to have witnessed his features. 

'Phe individual who commanded these sons of Orpheus was the chief 
ovccutioiier, a person of greot power ainfilread in all despotic couiitriei; 
iic was clad iiw a scarlet cloth tobe, anfi t cap of the same material, 
with a biue tassel similof to the Greeks, his nock beiug covered witli 
f/rrrffrrf$f channi in smell leathern cases; he carried iu his band h 
liirgc country-made sword in an ornamented scabbard; ho done knew 
how many wretches had become aborter by the head from that instru¬ 
ment. His beard was dyed with indigo, a iashiou very prevalent witli 
the Iddaites, and he wore sandals, Igit was sans eiUotte : the head, 
neck, and chest of his barb, were covered with tin scido armour, wluch 
at one time, uo doubt, had done dutv at Astiey’s, or some minor circus, 
it evidenUy being, tmtber with the bridle, of English manufacUire. 
Tlie aa^e was fike t^t of the Turks and Arabs, with flat boards for 
the stirrups, the ends tenuioating in a point, uWd as a spur. Hie 
musicians kept up their discord for upwards of half au hour, when 
tlieir commands, seeing uo signs of w Commisuoners coming, gave 
the word to countermarch. 

About hslf-past two o’clock, fire guns from the Alblrb^iuiounced 
that Her Majesty’s Commisnonera were leavinff to hold tlieir palaver 
with the Attab, and a few minutee aftewaids tjfoy landed; a party 
Marines under anna, with my smant the drummer at their heau, (wlnr^ 
as it appeared to me, was blending together the tunes of the ** Bakes of 
Mallow/’ and the ** Girl 1 left behind me” on bis bugle,) widt an ex-life 
guardsman iu uniform, and one of the pieces of ebony nfll^ in 
lull as a sailor, bearing the uuion-jttk on aboarding-pm^l^ilM 
the advaig^ed gam; the four Cmnmissioueit, w^th t^ir a{||fr|<4f 
chaplain, surgeon, secretary, and clerks followed, while Nver^ 
live and non-executive officers brought up the rear. On aniri^|i( the 
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place appomUHl for the interview, they Ibund the nionaich 
pealed ow hm thioJie of state in the court. Johttaon. the K^ir.i iiUej- 
who in leas Ihaiitforty-eight hourt afterwarda waa in aiiothiH 
woilrl, explained the objects of the miisioii in all its details, ihe 
A(<ah was perfectly ^reeable to wgn the treaty, and Ojgyeod, alter i\ 
little further palaver to idxilish human sacrifices; it being custouKuv 
ou the death of the S^creign to send by way of attendance upon 
Majesty m Hades the soida of his fcvonte wives, and about a score oi 
tlie gentry of neuter gender, the latter to keep the former in onkj\ 
One of these creatures on liearing that this enitotn was to be nbohshcil 
immo^ratdy. !n all ])rob«btlity the poor wretch tliought it an 
Jiouor to aCGompiuiy bis master, and knew ho'r frivolous the treaty whs, 
as (he fonner Attah made a similar one with Lander, which ol coursi^ 
was broken. Upon the Attah desiring to see our two Mallains 
(chaplwns) they were introduced, when, in the course ot conversaitOM, 
they thought proper to state that as the day was drawing to a ui* 
could not mive the treaty signed then, and the neat beinc the SabUitli, 
the white mou did no work, but i)>cnt it in vrorfcbipping nil God. Hjs 
M ajesty did not seem very interested in this piece of intelligeucu, aiul 
pul a stop{)er on it by inquiring Hhat preseuts he ww io'receive, u list ol 
tfiem was thereupon call^ over, which interested him fermore than oui 

icligioua observances. ... 

1 was busily employed all Uondajmoming in writiigtbe tfMtyiuh ipli' 
cHtc. 'ihe day was extremely gloomy and miserable, raining mcessautly 
'JTie poop was crowded with Tobes, satins, silks, velvets, pins, pistuU, 
sabres, and Heaven knows what beside, all preSents for the Ait A. About 
noon a most lamentable accident occurred, by which a human licuiu 
was hurried into the {mcnce of his Maker, “ unaniiealcd an<l uwpn** 
pared/' Wm. Johnson, the )i)garra iDterpreter, a native of this 
who it was said hod hitn saenficing rauier too freely to the ** rOMV- 
cheeked god," feU ovcrboctrd &Dm me sponson; several cuiiocs wcio 
lyiDg alongside at the time, one of which he caught hold of on iisinu, 
but uot a native oflbred him the least assistance. Their conduct at flic 
time seeoted strange and brutal to me, but having since seen moio ol 
the African character, 1 feel juitifled in asserting that they «•#// tlo 
noth inff mtkoui being preticuslywid for it Not a baud w as stretcheil 
out to save the poor wretch (bat tneir tongues were jabbering in a mo>L 
discordant manner), as ibs unibriunate creature was rapidly borue <{o»n 
by the cuneut rutiniug six or seven knots an hour; three times he robc 
to the surftce and stretched forth his anus iu a supplicating manner 
before he sunk. Captain Trotter, the moment he was overboard, ordered 
the b^t to be loweM and manned.^ut before Ae hnd got a dozen 
yards from the vessel, the poor fellow had gme down a conskleiablc 
distance astern. Had a handk^&hltf dr a Knife been held out to the 
parties in the eauoes u a reward fomaving him, he might have been 
rescuii befine be' had got many yards from the vessel. The unfortu- 
nimSiBi had resided many years at Sierra Leone, where ho was con- 

as alw^ bore the character of being a welltconducled 
aM^gtiAmraBa, it is noiio be doubted bat that he went to a happier

imcbariuMe as to draw any analogy from tne melanaAdf^M^Cen^e. ^ 
About half-patt ibiir in the aftenioon we |rent on ehcm to the 
tiCHty signed. Ou lauding, we had to proceed idong a vet^.'iiATOW 
and (ill coneeqnelice of the heavy nina) a very dirQ^ padi> bai^ fuffi- 
<*icnt room ibr one pcraon to walk in; the mm waa glowing on 
each aide to the height of tea or twelve feet. After proceediu ^ut 
one liuiidrod yards, (he first viHage appeared on ikt left band, before 
which were medy^ng^wella; the chief, draledin lacnrlet tdbeand 
rode with ua to tl^ city. About e quarter of a mile fiuther ou« we 
came to a laige collection of hute, on each tide of the patli; one nut, 
itmch larger and more commodioui than the othen, wae tentttt^l!^ 
llie hea&an; opposite to which was the blaokamitb'a forgSf a vety 
primitive affair, no improveinent <m Tubal-Caln't. A short, difiance 
from tills village was the debrii of a mud wall, which at some distant 
time acted as a protection to the oity, hut was now in su^ a state of 
dilapidatiou that one thrust with a bottering*ram would o^t a Inach in 
the strongest part. A few miDUtei after leaving this village, we ar- 
rived at the maritet-place of the coital; the first thing which cought 
rny atteutiou was a »lendid ostrich yilldng about as tamo as a bam* 
door tbwl: longing (oj hii plumage, and on mentiooiug tnjr wiabes to 
tlic interpreter, I was informed the bird was fetitthcy and it would be 
rertuin dcatli to attempt to deprive him of his ommental appendage, 
it required a great of equanimi^ 6f temper to prevent one ftom 
cursiug such anperstitioo; for ttet tail, judiciously wtributed, would 
Imve been nearly as goodws a legacy to a man al^ut town.*’ 

There was nothing exposed for sale in the market-place, the natives 
l>ciiig too busy in wondering and staring at the white men. The towti 
was built without the least atteutioD to order, several bute in acluslei*. 
Yom had to cuter Uirough so low a dow-way tli^ it was almost noces* 
sary to be a quadruped; the interior <^tained nothing but a bank of 
mud, raised about two feet ugainst the wail, and about three iaet iu 
widtbj^ which served as a seat, and likewise ibr rejpose, with a graaa ttati 
tlirown on it. The huts are all in the Iddah style of architecture, cirs> 
I'ular, and Uutched with ^ass; some of the better sort being composed 
of tiles carved in an uncouth manner before baking, with a |uece of 
iron. After passing throu^ several closely wedged togetb^, which 
seemed as iumcate to navigate as the Dasdafian labyrindi, I found my¬ 
self oil the ve^e of an eminence and, on lookiog down, the Ni^ lay 
extended before me fi>r many tni^; the blue bills of tM Kong m Uie 
AtUieme distance seemed to say, thus &r thou shall come out no 
fur&er while uearer, on the!^ bank, a laq;emass ctf dense bhish- 
wood was groiving, like an idand in the river. Several dark mte, Ulm 
brAuches of trees, were sweeping along with the cumnt, whu£^ as tb^. 
occasionally disappeared, left no alouot as to thrir possassiM ahimai 
life. Stalking in the graM at my feet were leveiu'tuikey b^i 
the chief tropical scavengeny miturbed from their isast. 
carrion-^^robably a human baiog^their naked heads .and, 
covered vnth conuption, which was eateodod to their roi^ 
giving their disagreeable hies, (hey slowly re ti red 
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v('get«tioi), biit£ 0 Cn retoraeO to teccmroitnce their disgusting meal. 

passing tftrodgh the last hut» I observed several vertebrae; the 
Doncs of some beasti and a few fowls* feature benirinkled witii blood 
in a esMbash^it was A^tiicke; anything makes ^t in Africa. On 
threading my way back» I soon arrived at the palace (!) of Ammada 
Bu, Uie king’s sister, the ro^ of which was within three feet of the 
ground. On atooning down at the entrance, I had a view of and the 
honor of shaking nanda with her royal bighnett. She appeared to be 
Hfx>ut 50 years of age, of a color between brau and copper^like a Bed 
Indian in Uic jaundiec^as ugly as sin, and the most disagreeable-look- 
ing hag I had yet met with; her arms, che^ and Gsce, were smeared over 
AIndigo and red day, the sign of ** widow's weeds/’ She was very 
busy examining a parcel of small loc4ib)g*gkisses and paltry trinkeUi 
^iven to her by some of the officers seatM around; these she quickly 
parsed (ofler scrutinising) to her female attendant, a lady of more pre- 
pussessing attractions than her royal mistress, whose arms and legs 
were covered with bangles and other ornaments (?) On taking leovo 
of her royul highiitss, I proceeded with the mWion to witness Uic 
<*evomony of the Attah signing tbe treaty. After crawling tbtough h 
few huts end courts, we emerge<l in a sort of pound, about ten yards 
srpuire, ujid there found bis Majesty and court in state. The first 
glance brought to my recollecUon tne West countjymau in the old 
song-*

I Astened against the mud wall of his palace were levenil pieces of 
country cloths, against which some sort of a seat, about a yard high, 
<'Ovcrctl with a lco|)ard’s skin, had been erected, on which was seated 
tlie monaix'h^Uie blackest map I had ever seen. He was, or an- 
^peered to be, extremely corpulent, so much so, that he seemed to be 
unablo^o walk; but probably it was all padding. Obesity here may be 
like what it is at Bomou, a mark of h^k caste^i^j mte tbe West- 
minster Shadow" might have given khp any distance very safely. 

Flis Majesty wus looking extremely grave when m entered, as we bad 
kept him waiting for us. On his head wu a sort of sculUcap, covered 
with cowries ana bordered wUh a wreath of feathers of a maione color; 
in Ills ears he wore two circular pieces of ivory about dime inches in 
diameter; his body covering consisted of atol^ of blue and white Man- 
cheater cotton,'^and suspenoed round his neck was a large I^ss head 
H^ething of the appearance of Memnon’s. His Itgs were coveiea 
with bells and bangles, and just below the knees with two brass wlmls, 
looking as if they had foizray belonged to a couple of ^tocratic 
barrows; his feet were encased ir^nd morocco slippers sandalled up to 
tbe wbeeli^such legs and fesi I^DwM Lambert's in the gout would 
hsfre l^i^erauDetry to tfaem Thejr wm supporM by two eunuchs, 
who,Wm?Baring''and livisbiog sU maimer of fondness upon them, 
while ilivhi with nothin ou but dieir waistcloths, were* fanning

Ones or twice during the interview 
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the King smiled, when the sltvee immediatel; pieced the fans be&re 
his countenance that the white men might not see each tnfling io, their 
sovereign, singing out lUa^ nUla^ tUla^ or oonttthing like it* StYS^ 
Mallains luid the ** Mouth*’ were eeoted in Mat on ameceof oigM 
given to him bjr Lander. TIu Mouth” wu ameared over widt IM 
clay, a lign tbathe was wearioff the ^^mockt^ of woe,” while Lobo, 
attended ny a pa^re bearing me sword of juatice^Imt without the 
sca]e8«-i(ood on tM Attih'i right, the Cwuniseionm being on hia 
IcA. Several beads Viewing ivory teeth ware peepkig dutmghthe 
ai^crlures of the cloths fastened befiM the door of the luuwm, wltUe o 
mob of both sexes filled the court rJmoat to iu^atioo. Never before , 
or since had 1 such longings to enter Hendrie’s. One woman amon^ 
the group was the stoutest 1 had ever witnessed; her only article of 
attire was a cloth round her waist, which was nearly two jaids in dr* 
cumference. No doubt ahe was considered a perfect beauty, as she was 
” a load for a camel,”** Lander's widow Zuma was a skeletou io her. 
This emh^voint Iwauty was making fierce love with her eyes and 
gestures to W-—, who^os so unffaUtot as to pay little attention to 
lier, being busily engagoa in holding his bulhacg Cri6, which was 
ovincitig strong symptoms of makiog a dash at the AtUh, as if he had 
l)cen a bull in the ring. * 

Brown was acting as interpreter, and the terms of the treaty were 
Mgain explained to tlie monarch, to which he acceded; but said be 
would not affix his autograph, as it was inconsisteut'with the dignity 
of a king to sini any document. His Majesty does not appear to 
plead guuty to uio sin ofsignmnee; however, it was decidra by the 
Commissioners (bat his Majesty's autograph was of no great consc- 
(jueuce, as his Secretary's and Mallam’s would answer the purpose. 
Huge, his secretary, was then called upon to perform the oflic^^but,

which he called his signature) was dispensed with. 

During the interview the King was staring with astonishment at our 
master-at^arms, who was clothed in the full oress unUbim of a Serjeant 
of the ist Life Guards—he certainty was more splendidly attiiM than 
any of us—sud rcciueited to crack fingers” with Dim. Ii Duncan had 
chosen to remain with him, he would soon have deprived Lobo of bis 
ofike as comma ader*in*chief of the Attah's forces. Neither the 
monarch or his court appeared to take the sliAtest uodee of the 
presents piM on the carpet. 1 wu very doubtiuTat the^i^ if such 
iudilTerence was genuine, the correctuess of which surmise was soon 

after confirmed. .t 

llie night having now set in we were auxkms to get on board, but 
his Majesty would Sxvi have us feast with him; accoidmgty wnm 
goora nuts and about a gallon of pa]m wine were iufroduced; ptfttee 

who handed the latter round in cMbas fa ea first tasted it the 

absence of poison^hig^j necesuiry in Uus countty,, it

MigeAy for fail especiaf behoof, we took our leave and proce^e<t to the 
vejuela. We had no li^ti to guide nt on our progrcaa but whut liic 
tire-fliea afforded, ana they only tended to perplex us, arising and 
vanishing like sparks; and, owii^ to the broken ^nd slippery nature of

procured to the court, where the palaver was held, in search of him, 
having some mimvinga that Crth aecompUihed his contemplaleil 
purpose on the Attah^i throat. On reaching the place by the light 
which was stUl httmihg, I had a good view, oeing m the bkk-grouml 
of a most entertaining scene. AUab, MsUams, eunuchs, lubjecia, arid 
slaves, were all iit the highest ^ee. Ihe'two slaves were displaying to 
the Atlab'a ravished eyes a velvet tobe; Lobo was shouting and 
capering about as well as his corpulent befty would admit, ftounshittg 
a drawn sabre; the Mallami ana a couple of eunuchs were hauling 
about velvets, silks, be^upatants, and muiani, as if|hey had uever served 
a regular apprenticeehip to a linen-draper. One of the Attah*s wives 
was assisling another to wearwi pair of silk inde$eribabfei^ but she was 
putting the Dody over the head, while the other was thrusting lier arms 
through the apertures the feet came through. One little urchin was 
exercising his utmost strength to point an depbant gun; others were 
snapping guua and pistols; while one was beating a furious row-dc- 
dow upon a drum. During this scene the women were not idle^beads, 
bracelets, and ban^ee, were in astute of requisition; though tbc looking* 
glaiMi appemd to be the mo^ attractive, as nearly all were struggling 
to view their charms in them by the flickering light. Ihis scene, com¬ 
bined with a Babel confustoo—all speakers and no listenen-«of the 
maseuliue, feminlDe, and neuter genders, was amusing in the extreme. 
But not discovering W« -- > >, 1 left the scene of entertainment, 
thinking it would be long before Ocbejih AUah of Egarra would got 
sucii another haul upon such easy terms.

No, I.—ITS CHRONOLOaiCAL BIBTORY. 

So much it comproheoded under these headtp that it is proposea to 
treat pf them in four distinei esaa^, the priaciptl objects of whieb wil! 
he to render a general aecoont of the animal wbichj for so man^ pen* 
tnriesp baa been hoowQ in the North Seasp and in more modem tfinet 
in the Oeeao, under the name of Whale; but in writing iU his¬ 

tory it is impossible not to bring forward references which may comprise 
other members of the cetaceous tribe ;^stil] this is a remark more par¬ 
ticularly applicable to this our Fiast Essays which is meant to be con¬ 
fined to the chronological history of thm animal. 

Trm SacoND part will treat of its natural history* 

Thm Tnian* of \he commercial adrantages of what is called 
Whaling/' This will include authentic^and recent statistical returns 
from different countries of the produce % the carcase of this giant of 
the deep* ^ 

Thi FouaTR essay will show its connection with the eommercial marine 
of all countries that are engaged in the trade; comprehending ships, 
their crews, and the habits of Um men engaged in the fishery* 

These essays will embrace so many subjects, tiiat tliey cannj^ do 
otherwise tbon interest many classes of persooSp besides those more 
immediately occupied in the buainess of whaling. NotwithsUmding 
that they are a treatise on a marine animal, the researches which bare 
been made into ancient records about it, will probably intmst dioie 
minds which ore absorbed in historical inquiries. To the naturalist 
thay yrin prove attractive, since they will bring some new matter to his 
knowledge. To the merchant^ the ship-owner, and all connected with 
the economy of shiiqimg, they will afit^ considerable infonnation; but 
the interest they will create will not st^ here* The wbaUng business 
is so completely interwoven with the markime interests^of^the unUed 
empire, that these essays will be of use to the politiciafi, who will 
combine the knowledge of the naturalist with the praelace of the sailor, 
to public benefit; at any rate this will be asststedf as the habite of the 
aoimal are better known—its food more dearly aseertabed; the preterra- 
tion of it 00 its breeding groum^, and the detection of ita aabM 
enemies, set forth •, the b^t maimer ot taking it pointed out, Vid vriM 
killed, taming its huge body to sccoant. 

Important as the whole subject is, it has hitherto been tr s at sid by 
our pnblic men with remsrkaUe su^unenees; and, until the of 
ScoacsBY^ Ei.KiKes was the only Eodish writer who pred^^ad 
specially on it; even the essays which treat of it in phttesopUeal 
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wolto with uB hire been vtry triSiog compaved with those of m&ny 
t learned men* in other eoafitrien, darisg a series of aget. ^ 

The levialhaa of Joeds considered to be the whale, and by many it 
is supposed that it was into its body that the prophet Joxas was cast 
860 years before the Christiaa era.* 

When AiasANoaa tns GaisT held the sceptre of the worlds Aris- 
TOT as lived, and in the chair of aoieoce and philosophy, as far as public 
renown is concerned, is the rival of one of the great ilaughterers of 
mankind ; nothing from his pen has descended to posterity as to tet'* 
restrial animals, althoagh a gfood deal as to marine ones, and particalarly 
Aho. cetaceous tribes and fishes. jfn, lib. iii., chap. 13.) An* 
cient history depend greatly upon the impressions on coins and medals 
and upon those of many of the Greek towns previous to their ^inp; 
under the Roman yoke, there are figures of the eetaceonii^\fUcc uf 
unimals, which proves that the written accounts of them have perished 
io the lapse of time. The learned Noav cites Bochart (Bocharths* 
Omra, iit., 34?,) as an auAority that the whale was known to the 
PhmAicUns.* According to Boon art the word *' baal nuu'* piscium 
dominus vel eximiuB" is the trauslatioa of a Phmoician word, of which 
he lias given the characters; bet Kosl detects these charocters to fio

running so strongly against the British Provinces in America, that he 
almost begu) to det|Mur of the issue of his misrion. A cold inditference 
to Ills object met hire In every direction; end one eminent individtial, 
connected with the Cantdu, and having their interests and prcsMrity 
deeply at heart, informed hire, in a tone of oandld conviction, that it 
waa ip vain for him to attempt to reskt it« South Australia, Western 
Australia, Van Djemcn's Land, New Zealand, Port Natal, and even 
the Falkland Islands, were all imferred to these provinces. He found 
the press hostile, the people prejodteed, aikl the Oovemment indifferent, 
and the most ardent friends of the Canadas themselves desponding. 
But the entbtisiasric seal and patriolio ardor of Dr. Rolph were not to 
bo daunted. He keenly felt the justice and goodness of the cause 
in which he had voluntar^y tng9ged» and determined to persevere. 

Dr. Rolpli commenced his operations in Scotland^ and taking advan¬ 
tage of the presence of the Oqke of HichmoaJ, with all the Scotch 
m^ility, U inland heritors and chieft, who were then assembled at 
Inveroess, he addressed a public letter to the Dakt of Ricb^ipiid, which 
we regret he has so much abridged in his work.

reception whicb they everywhere omet with on landing. tUa letter 
afiorded to Dr« Rolpb an ezcelleot opportunity for contraating the 
United Statea with the Canadaa as an aayhtm for amigraote^ ara of 
proving the vaat euperiority pf the letter over the ihrmer, in every point 
of view; and be did not hedtate to avail btmaelf of it.^ He accordingly 
addreaeed, tbrongh the mediom of the pceae, a long letter to bia 
Lordahipi in which, in eloquent and convi^ng language, he dearly 
demonitratea the troth of hie poaition*

Tbe surprisu of many 
wbo now vkit Madras, after a lengtbcncd 
absence, is great, to find thst we can 
boast of as good vegetahles, and in aa 
greet abundance ai in the more temperate 
regiooa of eocne parte of the biteriort and 
in to ffir a superiw degree to moct 
stations, that aesrly all the couiBCm 
vegeublea of Rngland may oow be met 
with In tbe ttorket, where, but • few

thf marketoplace will cauae. 

'* Plorkulture faaa been keeping pace 
with tbal of the kltehtm garden; and 
bouqneta are now to lie met witli In 
Madraa that would rltal tlioee aliuoat of 
any part of InOiD. Among other improve* 
ineoU in thegerden, wc liafceumaenced 
0 rrgulMv ayntem of nunwry•gardening, 
and hp|»e, in tbe ronrae of tho year, to 
have a good ato<*k of leedling trees hnd 
ahniba, as well of like more rare deacrip* 
tiouatliat we can procure, aa of tho<e that 
have been, for *otn« time, common in 
MaUrna. I am hidocod to tUinh, that 
much lien« dt may be derived frotn Una 
system, and, certaiuly, great convenience 
afforded to tliosa who are laying out 
grounds, planting, Ao., aod the frequent 
deinaodH wr liave had for young trees, 
&c., allows tliat something of tli^, kind is 
wanting to a gretiCer estcnl than has 
Hitlierto been in prscli^v. In the fruit 
department, I am happy to r.iy, a de* 
cided Jriiprovoment bna taken place in 
rlie garden dnrltig the year. Our young 
inaiigo€*trcee (for a description of whidi 
1 must refer you lo cnir Qoarterly l*ro* 
ceedsnga in July laat) had ^good imudng 
in Novemb'^r, ond the oldest treiw are 
now bearing freely. Of pines, bitbarto, 
there have been none* Much atlentiou 
boa been pidd this year to our pinery, 
and with suol^ ancceaa tliat the plants 
are now, nW of them, in fniH or 
bloMom. Tlie bearing of tbe plantations 
rouhl hardly hove been better t and we 
liavtti a promise of many of a moat ex« 
cellent dciicriptio& of orange, called vhe 
manlDe ontige. Two very Ane trmou* 
trees, with fruit and bloaaoma, have ^ 
lately been moved Into the garden (pro* 
HUl^ by Mr. Birch) wUb perfect sue- 
CMS; tlte trees arc seven or eight feet 
high, but were not Oen rhecken by tlie 
transpUuting. To thost who are fond 
of ifiullierrles, 1 would hriog to notice 


an exceedingly fine description of this 
fruit, which we poaaeas iu the garden, 
large aud deshy (ail of them weighiag 2^ 
ounces), and of exquisite flavor, we have 
been extending our plantatbns of this 
sort of mulberry. Tm young trees bear 
QiOft fmely, and this spec^, like all odier 
mulberries, is easily and quickly pro¬ 
pagated by cuttings. Our ^cltie-irces, 
though numeroua, aud of vigorous 
growth, have never as yot blosaonied, i 
am sorry to aay. I am told they 
blooioir at Hyderabad—hut boar no 
fnut} in die gardens at Ji^gentaui 
Toree tbiH fruit \n abundant, anil tliough 
very inferior In sire tc those in China, in 
flavor they are nearly equal. I'or llu* 
fmt time in tbo garden we have fruiU, 
aud looking very liealtby on cme of our 
young olligalor pear-trees. Three of 
the trees bloaeouied, but only one has 
borne. I miqd not omit to mention our 
vineyarti—a minute's walk will oonvinvi* 
any gentlemao of the prrarut thriving 
condition of tlia vincK, though we hu^r 
at limes had much to ccmlead ngainal, 
in bringing Cliera through the chix k titcy 
ex|»efienoed in Ihtir first remoxd, uiul 
the unffvorable wiWds to which they 
were onavoidably exposed, before we 
cuob) get a fence higii enougli lo jnotcct 
them. Of the cuttings so kindly sent 
to the society by (hiptain Hampden, 
from DowlaUbod, hut few liavv, I regret, 
to say, wiUi all our can^ survived; but 
of thev, torac are doing remarkably 
well, especially one or two of Uie bla* k 
llohsiiey grape.

Ttt years ago Ceylon was not known 
in England, a^ even in London It was 
only regarded iu tbe light of a valuable 
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milrtniy key lo rndi-i. Thr only part of 
Ceyhin lluit aermed rluNifi> draw forth 
an; adininUou was Triniomulec, on ac** 
count aolefy of its luirhor bang the finest 
In the Kustcrti1)emU|»llcrc, and being Ibe 
only place ui rethge for weather*driven 
vessels fromyihc Bay of Bidigal ami the 
Corumandtd cowt. but ehirlly, we be* 
Here, as a valuable naval station. Five 
year* after tUiSj a urw era began to dawn 
on Oyhni. l^e resources of the island 
began to attract Die atteuticnv 
wealthy capilalistj of l^ngUod. Prom 
that day to tide Otouiauds upon tboiu 
»Ands of pounds have been cxpcmled on 
ibu soil of both tbr manlinie and interior 
provliicee of tbe bUud; and, although il 
u itolural tbcrc should be aomc fsilflrea, 
stilt it U surpHiuig in how many a bun* 
drod«fold tlic oionoy laid out bu betii 
retumod, Coffeo it ^e itapla production 
at pieecnt of Ceylon, and not a few have 
already made princely fortnues. aad 
others ora in tlie fair way. Bugor has 
lican trioil, but vro arc sorry to add tluit 
tlM spifilH gixkwers have not hitherto 
succo^eil as they had autieipaled. True, 
one tir two hive lucmcdod, hut it is only 
Iboee^who lukve. Wont of the projicr 
experience, we firinly think, bat been Uie ’ 
pnodpalcouaec^f (hcunskicceisfuJ results. 
We bau* very little doubt on ouc mind 
as to this island hi'ing ull[mat(4y a sugar 
coJonyraiud that to a greater extent thui 
many pco|»ie arc iiiclmod to lieheve. 
Ceylou is yet in its infancy. Iluudreds 
upon liuvirrds <»f acres of suitable lend, 
which have never ypt been explored, will 
l>c in a few years more sU under rnlMva* 
tion. Ccyleti is favorably situated with 
regard to ISnghud; tfie cUmatc of two* 
thi.ils of the island, wo may safely sty, is 
not iU adapted for tlie European rouati* 
tntiou, and what Is more narural than 
Uiat famUiei wUL small capital should 
emigrate and settle in Ceylon, as. they 
are now b^norog to do. England is 
over stocked vhh millioffw nf capital for 
which tiiare is uo safe outlet at home; 
and is it Uien anything eatraordit^ihol 
cs|dtal should be ffowiug into this )|Und 
as it is DOW doing } There is go colony 
b the world i^cU at present presents 
saeh inducements to emigrate as Cevlou 
does.

The disproportion between those who originally catnc out free, oi 
were bonv ^ in the colony, and those who now are or were formerly 
prisoners, is infinitely too great, indeed the free people should not be 
in a less prO{H>rtion than from five to one, and with every 1,000 
pK. oners sent out, there ought to b**, lo ensure a proper and hcal^y state 
of the community, from thm tfaous^d to five thousand free emigrants. 
Every fidi inducement should be bfkl out to the once sturdy fiiglish 
yeomen, ** their country’s pride,’’ with their fimiilies, to go out as 
AotUm^, this (ntght not to stop until the numbers amount to half a 
DiiUlon; and then, as was the case in die plantations iu America, in the 
iin)o of ** Bamfyide Moore Carew/’ you could send all your prisoners 
they woum bo at once absorb^, end usefully employed, without 
uny iurther expeuse to thamother conutiy.

Not less tiian a thud of it ought to be appicmnated to the encouH^e- 
meiit of om^ration, which would perhaps m sufficient for Colonial 
purposes.

At present too numerous and overpaid oBicail dignitaries, who overlay 
the colony in a very useless proportion. 

Tlie (juanllty of hmd grants since the fmi establishment of tlie 
colony is about 2,CK)0,<H)0 aciu, which is only one-tenth of the whole; 
and of this about 150,000 acres wo in cultivation. The grants wore 
itestowed iu the most lavish and inconsiderate manner, aua to parties 
who, in a great many instances, had better have been without them, 
as they were too ofleu obliged to borrow money at an exorbituiit and 
truly usurious rate iutemt to enable them lo moke the most ncccs* 
sary and indispensable improvements. 

The first and last object of tiio Government should be settlors, 
settlers, settlers,” without whom a country can be worth but little or 
nothing; and if the grants of land had been given to those who would 
settle ai^ thw, it muM in the end have \rori^ weU; but when 
we find large tracts of country granted to su<^ men as Sir John Owen 
Kd others, who never had be^, and never intend to go thm as 
senRri, we must admit that it was itosl objectionable and in^feasible.

would be nuich better than any strike to raise wagest to which they too 
often resort. According to tbeir skill and deSLtenly th^ would be sure 
of employment and goM wages; an ludiflVrent wcmmim can now 
obtain two guineas a week, and a real flint/* of which there are very 
few, is mire of constant work, afler the rate of tliree gnineas. A little 
moi*c stemUneas in their application to busineu would be highly 
de&irabtc; but it is forntd out liere, as is too much the caw at home, 
that in all those employments wliich can be put off, or token up at the 
convenlctice of those engaged iu thra, the men are more unsettled iu 
their habits and pursuits tnnn at other trades which require a more 
set stained sppUoation. 

Many of the master tailors appear to have respaotable establishments; 
but it appeored to me that two or three such as we meet at the wesU 
end,** where, by paying a fair price, you can ensnre articles of the best

their clolhcs sent out from home; but they should consider, that us 
tiiey live ou the taxes poid by the residents, common justice reqmres 
that titey should expend their iiicomet amongst those that pay them.

Vsttt the rceent aasembUea of the Coloniol Parliimonts, in the variouB 
porti(jni of the Brittah North Anericin Colonies. distinctiTe datica had 
been levied on articles imported therein. Such distinctions had re¬ 
ference to the place of oripn or growth of each respecHvo article. A 
dispatch, however, from my Lord Stanley, dated uhout June last, 
intimated that the Royal Assent could no longer be given to any 
Colonisi Act which, in its regulation of duties on importation, would 
distinguiKh between articles of British or of Foreign origin. It was 
therein alleged that it could ^ot be expected Uiat each IVovinciid 
Legi^oture. of the thirty*flve under the British Crown, could be aware 
of the particulars of the treaties of Great nritain with various foreign 
countries, and without that knowledge there would be a probability of 
occasional infringement of the terms of one or other of those treaties, 
'llic despatches notified the assent to the tariffs of tiie previuus ycm*. but 
his ) 4 ordsbip added that he could not advise the granting the Ro)ul 
Assent to any revenue or tariff act founded upon principles which would 
contravene the above policy. Bo Her Majesty in her speech from the 
Throne last Session says—V It has been my desire that equal &vor 
should be bhowa to the inVuetry and commercial enterprise of nil 
nations.’* 4 

The attention of the members of Assembly necessarily was directed 
to the purport of this despatch daring the Session, which comincuceil, 
nn 8 th February, and terminated on SOth April last. Several members 
represented this new principle as conferring a great boon on the Pro* 
Vinces; others anticipated, therefrom, difficulties in the adjostment of 
the tariff brought review. The tariff itself i have already forwarded 
to you, bat it may be well to advert to the changes which have taken 
place, os toachiiig duties on the most Icnportant articles of import into 
Nova ScoHt.^ I sabmit thb tabular view, under the conviction tlmt it

Sia~In a letter which you did me the honor to insert in your excellent 
Magozme, a month or two back, I stated that ** the days o( the sugar 
duties were numbered/* 'Wlicther prophet ot simple anticipator, 1 
«h&ll not etop to inquire. Bot the result of the Ute divisions and 
subdivisions m tho House of Commons have fulfilled my predictions. 
Mueb-^ much—has been said npon the subject of Sir 

Robert Fe^ f squiring the House to reconrider, and, in short, to rescind 
its vote of the 17tb, and retrace its steps. But not with jostire to Sir 
Ro bert Peel. Here was the poution in which Sb Robert found the 
Indians when that deadly Upas, the Wbig-Radical Ministry, 
governed the county, or rather, when Lord Melbourne resigned office. 
They (.the West Indians), be wve in the r^ht, but that they did not 
know how to persist in timt right, or rather to obtain it. They muddled, 
and paddled, and floundered^ and when he took the helm, were just 
sinking* ** Now/* says ^ Robert, ** gentlemen, you hard justice and 
right on your side: I am ready to do every thing for you in this world, 
but 1 can only do it ihrQU|^ flie pcople«-througb, in foot, the public 
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press. Sea that you organise meetings; that you ^te jrdqr qtfe' 
strongly and forciUy» so that the pco^ilc may know e^ctly the positiou^* 
in which, from tiie cmancipotioa act you arc ^aced. this ^ prepare. 
their minds (for they are a precious doltisli set), and depend upon iso; 

I will get you out of the scrape.*' As, lo duty boahd, they •* pulled 
foot” (Anyhee made Uicir bow), and went to sec what they could do. 
They held a meetiog—a public onc«*and they chose, without exception, 
the most incompetent person in choir .vholc body to take chair-^my 
Lord Combemere. a nobleman, a i^entlcoiao, and a sexier, characterised 
by every attribute that can dignify the noble, or enhance tha qc^itics of 
a gentlemau, or add to the quuUde^ations of a soldier. Thiok 7 H:mly . 
think, of this unfortunate poblc, nailed down to a cjucslion us toY^etlicr 
a laborer should have his augur one penny in tho pouud cheaper than 
he has at present, or that he should have, no sugar at oil; or that 
ho should (how horrible to tender consciences 1) have slave«grown 
sugar I Now, sir, if my Ix>rd Comliermcre were about to storm a 
breach, there is not another mau iivthc worki I would sooner follovr; but 
to put that amiable, and cacclleot, and gallant nobleman in the cliair, 
because he happened to have a few. ** ^iity acres ” in Jamaica, was a 
pulpalilc blunder. Consequently the effect which the meeting would 
have had upon the public was marred; not from any fault 
liOrd(>hip, but from the manner in which the rosolutioin were put, and 
the manner in which they were carf^cd. All these things-^timt 
airman, amnner of putting and currying the resolutions, and 
method of getting up spfiakers, were pretty well bungled, ** and mi 
mistake.*' ConfCf|iicntly, a meeting which, for respectability, talents, and 
wouUh, was per Imps never equally, certainly never surpassed, in the 
metropolis, produced less effect upon public than *' The two- 
shirt-in-tiio-\veck*for«iHior«men*providmgC8ocicty" would have donu 
(i^upposiiig such a body to exUt), Was (hU any assistance to Sir 
liobert or his govemraent? Of what use was the cIal>ora(o and 
impressive speech of Sir Alcxauder Grunt, or the rlotjucnt nod fervid 
address of Mr. Curington } These speech^, after the fashion of oiir 
op|>onents, should have been printed lieforc they were spoken, and 
distrihuteil gratuitously, even to the spanieb ” (1 use Mr. Dun- 
combe's phrase) of the Uonsc of Commons,* by which they might 
have acquired some little knowledge of a qucstioti on whicli 
they evinced the most egregious ignornnee (and none more, than 
Mr. Thomas Dunoombe) it is possible to conceive otf dHc second 
night'a debate, or reversal of Mr. Mites's proposition. I hold Sir 
Robert Feel to be perfectly jostified in what ha did. lie found a sct^^jCv 
incapables playing Old Harry with their interesta, and he undertodlc 'to 
guide thorn, sad the thanks fie gets they have the iiupadence to 

think for themselves! Kcally f knew of;nothing that seems to have 
produced a more electrical effect upon the AH tfurJores^cuT governora 
•^thon thi^ exertion of mind on the part of the West India b^y, if we 
except the memorable answer of JLord Clive btffore (ho committee of the 
Parliament, when, on being questioned as to his upprojiHating somw.iwo 
millioof (1 believe) from the ooffors of tbe 'Rojab, ho replied, 1 
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
